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Prologue 


Orissa is situated in the north-eastern section of the 
Indian peninsula. With a coast-line of 482 Km. along the 
Bay of Bengal, Orissa is bounded by Chatisgarh in the west, 
Jharkhanda and West Bengal in the north and Andhra 
Pradesh is the south. Orissa is divided into five major 
physiographic regions : the central plateaus, the coastal 
plain in the east, the rolling western uplands, the 
mountainous and highland regions in the middle and the 
flood plains. The middle region covers about 75% of the 
entire state and forms a part of the Eastern Ghats. 


The state is drained by 6 important rivers - the 
Mahanadi, Brahmani, Baitarani, Salandi, Budhabalang and 
Rusikulya, which flow in the South-Easternly direction 
before meeting the sea. The rich alluvial of these rivers on 
two sides have innumerable villages with extensive rice 
field. The coqstal lowland receives substantial rainfall 
every year because it comes directly under the influence 
of tropical depressions originating in the Bay of Bengal. 

The area of the state is 155 700 sqkm. The average 
density of population is 141 persons per sqkm. The total 
population as per 2001 census is 3.67 Crore and the sex 
ratio (female:male) 972:1000. The costal region comprising 
23.3 percent whereas the inland hill area in 76.7 percent. 
Orissa's population includes 22.21 percent tribals and 16.20 
percent schedule castes. The tribals are savars, Juangs, 
Kohits, Kandhs, Parajas, Santals, Koyas, Gadavas, Bhumis, 
Bondas etc. There are Sixty-two categories of schedule 
tribes in Orissa. p 

The region now known as Orissa, has been referred 
to in ancient times under various names such as Kalinga, 
Utkala, Odra and South Kosala. The political geography of 
this land included Odra and Utkal in the central Orissa, 
Kalinga in the South and South Kosala in the west. These 
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r mes find mention in ancient Sar ;krit and Pali texts, which 
record the origin of these kingdom in mythological stories. 

The word ‘Orissa’ is derived from ‘Odra' or 
‘Odradesa' or ‘'Odravisaya' through derivatives like 
‘Oddivisa' or ‘Odivisa'. The earliest epigraphic reference 
fo ‘Odra' is found in the Soro Copper Plates of Somadatta 
as Odra visaya. In the 7" century A.D., the Chinese traveller 
Hiuen Tsang referred to it as ‘Wu-tu' country. The country 
was located between the rivers Suvarnarekha and the 
Mahanadi, comprising the whole of the present districts 
of Balasore, Cuttack, Sambalpur and a portion of 
Midnapore, now in West Bengal. 


In 260 BC, Ashok fought the famous Kalinga ‘war 
and which considered the turning-point in his life. The 
bloodshed and loss of life in this war led him to renounce 
warfare and violence. It was after this war that he 
embraced Buddhism and preached the gospel of peace and 
harmony. 


In the 1% century BC, the Kalinga empgror, Kharavel 
achieved great fame by conquering vast tracts of land and 
Setting up the Kalinga empire. In the eighth, ninth and tenth 
centuries AD, the area was ruled by the Bhumakara 
dynasty and in the tenth and eleventh centuries by the 
Soma dynasty. 


The emergence of the Eastern Gangas in the 12 
century is a significant event in the history of Orissa. 
Anantavarman Chodagangadeva united the territories of 
Kalinga and Utkal into one political entity. This United 
Kingdom of Orissa extended from river Ganges in the north 
to the Godavari in the south. It was under the Ganga rule 
that the Oriya language as an Oriya vernacular became 
the dominant medium of communication in Orissa. The use 
of common language under a common administration 
promoted linguistic, social and cultural unity among the 
people. Chodaganga's construction of the monumental 
Jagannath temple knit the Oriyas further into a cultural 
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unity and henceforth ¢ .gannath came to be recognize”: as 
the presiding deity of Oriyas. 

Orissa plunged into political turmoil towards the 
later part of Ganga rule due to the rise of the Vijayanagar 
empire and the Bahamani empire in the South and frequent 
Muslim incursions from Bengal in the north. With the 
foundation of ‘Surya’ dynasty by an illustrious king named 
Kapilendradev (1435-1466), Orissa once again rose as an 
imperial power. He carried out numerous successful 
expeditions beyond the frontiers and expanded. the 
boundaries of Orissa from the Ganges to the Pennar (near 
Madras) and consolidated the position of Orissa in the 
Indian scene. Orissa achieved excellence in the spheres 
of painting, sculpture, art, architecture and literature. 
Along with Oriya lanauage and Oriya script, a distinct Oriya 
culture came into prominence. “© 


After a brief spell of the rule of the Bhoi dynasty, 
Orissa passed into the hands of Afghans in 1568. 


From 1568 to 1592, Orissa became a ground of 
continuous strife between the Afghans and the Moghyils. 
Before the Afghans could consolidate their power, the 
Moghuls entered the field and in 1592, Mansingh annexed 
Orissa to Akbar's empire. Mansingh remained as the 
Governor till the death of his imperial master in 1605. The 
territories were appropriated into five Cirkars namely, 
Jaleswar, Bhadrak, Cuttack, Kalinga Dandpat and 
Rajmahendri. These Cirkars formed a part of the Bengal 
Subah. The hill territories were kept under a separate head 
in the revenue accounts of the empire. Their rulers were 
the feudatories of the Moghuls and paid annual tribute to 
the emperor. The Moghul territory in Orissa in the north 
included Tamluk and Midnapore. 

Akbar's Orissa witnessed made the first 
dismemberment of the Oriya land in the north when Hugli 
and its ten dependent Mahals (small estates) were taken 
away and joined with Bengal. Soon after the settlement 
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of Akbar, the Cirkars of Rajmahendri and a portion of the 
Cirkars of Kalinga Dandapat were occupied by the 
Qutbashahi kings of Golconda. By the time of Jahangir, 
territories to the south of the lake Chilika had been 
Separated from the Moghul dominions, and as such from 
the rest of Orissa. This tract which was governed from 
Hyderabad, was called the ‘Northern Cirkar' (Chicacole 
Cirkars). Thus, the two southern districts of modern 
Orissa, Ganjam and Koraput, were separated from the 
mainland and were ruled for about one hundred and eighty 
years as part of the Nizam's kingdom in the Deccan. 


In 1751, Alivardi Khan, the Nawab of Bengal, ceded 
the province of Cuttack to Raghuji Bhonsle of Nagpur. The 
territories thus ceded had extended from the river 
Suvernarekha in the north to the lake of Chilika in the south 
and covered an area of about 8000 square miles. Nawab 
Alivardi Khan retained for himself that part of Orissa 
which lay between the rivers Suvarnarekha and Rupnarain. 
Since then, Midnapore has remained politically detached 
from Orissa (Province of Cuttack), the local people being 
gradually separated from the linguistic and cultural 
mainstream of the Oriya race and increasingly absorbed 
in that of the Bengali population. The constitutional status 
of Orissa under the treaty of 1751 was a peculiar one. 


During Maratha rule (1751-1803) Orissa possessed 
two distinct political divisions, Moghulbandi and 'Garjat’. 
The former comprised the plains and fertile lands in the 
coastal region and was thickly populated. The latter was a 
wild tract of lands covered by hills and forests with 
population sparsely distributed. The Moghulbandi was 
under the direct administration of the Marathas but the 
‘Gar jats' were held by several feudatory chieftains. They 
paid annual tribute to the Maratha Government, and the 
latter did not generally interfere in the internal 
administration. The Raja of Nagpur appointed his Governor, 
styled as the Subedar of Orissa, who administered the 
territories from his headquarters at Cuttack. 
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’ By the treaty of Deogaon, Siyned on 17 December 
1803, the Raja of Nagpur surrendered in perpetual 
Sovereignty; the province of Cuttack including the port and 
district of Balasore to the British-East India Company. 
Orissa, which was ceded by the Marathas in the treaty, 
extended from Chilika lake and the Ganjam district on the 
south to the districts of Midnapore and Birbhum on the 
north; the sea on the East and the Province of Chhatisgarh 
on the west. 


During British Rule, Orissa was dismembered and 
the Oriya-speaking tracts lay scattered in the neighbouring 
administrative units - Bengal, Madras and Central 
Provinces. In the beginning of the twentieth century Orissa 
was left only with three districts : Cuttack, Puri and 
Balasore. The leading citizens of the time, including meny 
ruling chiefs, formed an association called the Utkal Union 
Conference or Utkal Sammil/ani which was used as a forum 
for launching out a movement for the amalgamation of the 
Oriya speaking tracts under one administration. The 
Sammilan/, under the leadership of Utkal Gourab 
Madhusudan Das, Maharaja Sriram Chandra Bhanja Deo 
of Mayurbhanja, Maharaja Krushna Chandra Gajapati 
Narayan Dev of Parlakhemundi and Utkalmani Gopabandhu 
Das led a movement for the creation of a separate province. 
And it goes to the credit of Gopabandhu for giving the 
movement a different political content and placing it on 
the broad canvas of the Indian independence movement 
led by Congress. 


Convinced of the legitimacy of the demand by the 
Oriyas, the Indian Staututory Commission, called the Simon 
Commission, recommended the formation of a separate 
province of Orissa which was eventually carved out on April 
1, 1936 consisting of only six districts, namely Cuttack, 
Puri, Balasore, Sambalpur, Ganjam and Koraput. The first 
election to the 60 member Legislative Assembly was held 
in January 1937. Although the Congress Party secured 
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absolute majority with 36 seats it did not immediately form 
the ministry because of certain unresolved problems. 
Orissa had to start its constitutional life with a minority 
ministry headed by the Maharaja of Paralakdhemundi, K. 
C. Gajapati Narayan Dev. The Ministry resigned after the 
Congress agreed to accept office. The first Congress 
cabinet was formed in July 1937 with Biswanath Das as 
Prine Minister. The Das Ministry resigned from office in 
1939. After a spell of Governor's Rule under Section-93 
of the Government of India Act,1935, from 1939 to 1941, 
Orissa had another minority Ministry headed by the 
Maharaja of Parlakhemundi which lasted till 1944. The 
Province came under the second spell of Governor's rule 
from 1944 to 1946. In the election held in 1946 Congress 
aggin secured a majority and formed the ministry with 
Harekrushna Mahtab as the Prime Minister. 

On January 26, 1950 the territorial map of Orissa 
was redrawn with thirteen districts in place of six old 
districts. The new districts formed after the merger of 
the native states are : Bolangir, Boud-Kondhmal, Dhenkanal, 
Kalahandi, Keonjhar, Mayurbhanj and Sundergarh. 

On 2nd October 1992 another four districts and 
on ist April 1993, thirteen more districts, seventeen 
districts - in all - were created to accomodate for sake of 
administrative convenience and to accelerate the 
development process. I

Call it aThesaurus or a Chronicle or an Encyclopaedia 
a historical compilation contains information amassed, 
analysed and articulated in an orderly ,logical and coherent 
format. The historian is supposed to concentrate more on 
facts such as dates and events than on his own inferences. 
If a politician takes upon himself an additional role of 
chronicler he can not restrain himself from romancing with 
hard realities of time past using his personal likes and 
dislikes. Nehru's Discovery of India can be good material 
for a tele-script of a mega serial of idiot box.But hard- 
to- fact historians can not accept him as one of their 
eminent tribe, despite the fact that Jawaharlal was the 
first prime minister of world's largest democratic republic 
and his Re-Discovery of India has been a successful mega- 
classic from commercial point of view. 

To the mixed luck of Odisha its shortlist of chroniclers 
includes Dr. Harekrusna Mahatab , another prominent 
politician who was also the Chief Minister of the state in 
its formative period. No Odishan literateur or scholar 
whether writing in Sanskrit or vernacular language of 
his time had tried to keep record of his own time let alone 
that of past. Till the on set of British administration in 
late eighteen and early nineteen centuries and consequent 
advent of English and other European historians and 
research scholars there was no systematic attempt of 
chronicling the history of Odisha. Most of our desi time - 
diggers of 20th/21st centuries were and are still bugged 
by unscientific and superficial attitude to historical facts 
.Their pre-conceived notions imposed upon a credulous 
race as their history creates socio- cultural confusions 
as is evident in So called modern society of Odisha. The 
history of Odisha from ancient times to middle ages is 
So intermixed with legends and folklores that it is 
difficult to differentiate between facts & fiction . 
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Every year Kartik Purnima dawns on Odisha in aEvery 
year Kartik Purnima dawns on Odisha in a colourful mess 
of paper and now, polythene boatlike toys, supposed to 
remind its people about the lost legacy of maritime 
supremacy in the old world of yesteryears. From the 
bathing ghats of Mahanadi near Cuttack to the village - 
ponds of remote rural areas of the state the legend of 
sea faring Sadhabs and their flourishing maritime trade 
forms the topic of the day.On the podiums of cultural 
functions later in the day the VIP guests exhort the 
audience to revive the lost world glory, little realising that 
there was no outlet of Mahanadi basin to the Sea except 
near Astarang on the mouth of Devi until the port of Paradip 
was commissoned in Second half of 20th century. A little 
effort and an open mind can trace the origin of Boita 
Bandana ritual, which has similarities with a Buddhist ritual 
of Thailand. 

An instance of such fiction- coated history relates to 
Chandan Hajuri alias Chakhi Khuntia , a 19th century 
superman of Puri who was supposed to be the commander- 
in chief of Rani laxmi bai of Jhansi, who fought the British 
army during 1857 uprising against the aliens.The event , 
which was a turning point in Indian history was recorded 
by the British Administration and western Historians. as a 
mutiny of sepoys ,as the soldiers were then called. Later 
the nomenclature was changed by Indian nationalist 
historians, who renamed the event of 1857 as the first 
war of independence. Hajuri alias Khuntia, born in 1786 
was around 71 years old at the time of that war. The 
romantic historians of Odisha want to prove that Khuntia, 
a military adviser to Rani Laxmibai was himself in the 
battlefield on horsebak wielding heavy swords. The legends 
also inform us that in 1865 when he returned to Puri at 
the age of 79 his family had thought him dead and his 
wife led a life of widow.It was after much hesitation his 
wife accepted the war-hero as his surviving spouse and 
gave up widowhood. 
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typical Odia proverb ; uns as follows. 

ନଶ୍ତରେ ବାଳିଆ ଚହଟିଲା, କଡ଼ଳ ସିନ୍ଦୁର ନାଆଲୋ ରାଣ୍ଡ, ପୁଣି ଚାଖ୍ଅଆ ଲେଉଟିଲା । 

The legends are alright for film-scripts or dramatic 
reproductions , but its credibilty as a historical record 
will certainly be at a discount. 

Even events of twentieth century Odisha are coloured 
with mythical exaggerations. In case of Biju Pattnayak , 
the former Chief Minister of Odisha a legend was published 
during his life which was a provable concoction in support 
of his mythical courage as a young boy. The story 
published in leading news papers of Odisha in 1990-91 is 
a fictional flash back of Biju's student days .The 
concocted tale tells us that Biju Babu , then a student of 
Ravenshaw College,accompanied Pandit Gopabandhu Dash 
ona flood -relief mission. When the umbrella of Utkalmani 
accidentally feil into the river, Biju jumped out of the boat 
to retrieve the Umbrella. Gopabandhu purportedly asked 
the young adventurer ,why he risked his life for a mere 
umbrella . Biju was supposed to have retorted that an 
umbrella of Utkalmani was more valuable than his own 
life. The fable sounds patriotic and lends support to the 
heroic image of legendery Biju Patnaik. The only defect in 
the concoction ,which was verifiable is the time element. 
Born in 1916, Biju Babu was only 12 years old when 
Utkalmani Gopabandhu died in 1928. For about 3 years 
before his untimely death Utkalmani was keeping 
indifferent health, and almost kept indoors. His relief 
operations dated back to early twenties , when Biju babu 
would be around 6/7 years old. It is difficult to imagine a 
Six seven year- old boy accompaning Utkalmani aboard a 
country boat on a relief mission . The fact remains that 
Biju Babu entered Ravenshaw College around 5 years af ter 
the death of Gopabandhu Das. This legend published every 
year during his birth day bash on 5*® March has achieved 
the pretensions of authentic history, thanks to the 
omniscience of Odi media,and the stoic silence of Odi - 
intellectuals including the so called historians.

No fiction, how much sweetened and multi- 
coloured can act as an alternative to stark facts.

402 (Circa) Nanda dynasty originated in Magadha. 
273 Ashok Bardhan became King of Magadha. 


269 Coronation festival of Ashok was celebrated. He organised 
his military resources as a preparation for war with Kalinga. 


261 Ashok, the King of Magadha invaded Orissa. Famous 
Kalinga war took place. The war resulted in the death of one 
lakh and captivation of 1.5 lakh people. Kalinga became a 
province in the Maurya Empire. Under Ashok, the 
headquarters of Kalinga was located at Tosali identified with 
modern village Dhauli in Puri district. Sampa or modern 
Jaugad was the 2™ seat of administration. [as per rock edict 
XIII Shahbazgarhi, on Pak-Afgan Border] 


260 Ashok inscribed royal edicts on Dhauli. His two separate 
Kalinga rock edicts of Dhauli are addressed to the Governor 
and the Magistrates of Tosali. This enables to locate Tosali in 
Kalinga. Ashok inscribed in Brahmi script royal! edicts at 
Dhauli and Jaugad. Rock edicts I-XIV are found in 
Girnar(near Junagad), Eragudi, Kalsi(near Dehradun) 
Mansehra(near Peshwar) and Shahbazgarhi(near Peshwar). 
Only fragments of rock edicts VIII and IX have been 
discovered at Sopara(In thane district Bombay presidency). 
The same number of edicts are also found in Ashok’s 
inscription at Dhauli and Jaugad, but the edicts No. 11,12 
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and 13 are to be found in all other inscriptions, have been 
omitted from the Dhauli and Jaugad version and in their stead 
two separate Kaliriga edicts are to be found. The first edict 
out of two separate edicts is addressed to Mahamatras at 
Tosali in case of Dhauli and Mahamatras of Sampa in case of 
Jaugad. The second Kalinga edict at Dhauli has been 
addressed to Kumaramatya (the prince viceroy) as well as 
to Mahamatra at Tosali, but in case of the same edict at 
Jaugad, it has been addressed only to the Mahamatras. The 
inscription on Dhauli rock appears in three columns, rock 
edicts one to six in the middle, Rock edicts VII to X and 
XIV in the right, followed by Kalinga rock edict II, while 
Kalinga rock edict I occupies the whole of the left column. 
An extract from separate Kalinga edict — I and II. 


Separate Kalinga Rock edict I : The instructions of 
Emperor Ashok after his conversion to Buddhism 
engraved on this Rock edict are in 26 lines. They are : 


1. By order of the ‘Beloved of the Gods’. The Minister and the 

` City Judiciaries of Tosali should appeal to themselves thus: 
whatever I see to be right that I desire to achieve through 
action and by effective means. This is what I consider to be 
the best and instruct you all for this purpose. 


2. You are all appointed in charge of many thousands of persons, 
so you should cultivate love for all persons. All men are my 
children and just as I desire for my own children that they 
should have bliss and happiness both in this world and the 
other world, so also I desire the same for all men. 


3. But you do not realize this to the extent its meaning can reach. 
If possibly one among you can realize this that even he does 
only in part and not in its entirety. You all being well placed, 
should perceive this principle well. 


4. In affairs of administration, there may be persons who would 
suffer imprisonment or coercion. In that also may suffer heavily 
for that. So you all should desire and follow this — you should 
strive to practise impartiality. But it cannot be practised by 
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those who have jealousy, anger, harshness, rashness, 
irregularity, idleness or slackness. So you all should desire 
that these blemishes should not be in you. At the root of all 
these lie equanimity and serenity of mind. 


5. In affairs of administration, if one is fatigued, one should not 
exert; so while acting you should have patience and proceed 
forward. Those among you who approve of this, should say 
do not see anything else, such and such are the instructions 
of the ‘Beloved of the Gods’. Carrying out these instructions 
in right manner would lead to great merit, and improper practice 
of these would result in great loss because by disregarding 
these, you would gain neither heaven nor royal favour. 


6. Why do I devote my mind so extensively to the fact of 
discharging this duty in two different manners? Because, by 
proper performance you will not only gain heaven but will 
also discharge your debt to me. 


7. This edict should be read out by you on ‘Tisya Nakshatra 
Day’, and at intervals between the Tisya days you should 
read it out even to a single man. By doing this you will get 
inspiration for proper performance of duty. 


8. This edict is inscribed here with the purpose that the city 
judiciaries should always act upto it so that people should 
not suffer from sudden arrest and ill-considered prosecution. 
And for this purpose, I shall send out on tour in every five 
years, the Mahamatras (Ministers) who, realizing the purpose 
of it, would not be harsh in behaviour and pugnacious in 
temper and would strive with pleasing manners to act according 
to my instructions. 


9. ‘The prince at Ujjayini should also send out for this purpose, 
similar of officers at intervals not exceeding three years, sO 
also will be in case of Takasila. 


10. Whenever the Mahamatras would vo out on tour, they shall, 
without neglecting their own duties, realize that they are doing 
that which conforms to the instructions of the King. 


‘ Separate Kalinga Rock edict II : The Royal instructions of 
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Ashok are contained in this Rock edict in 16 lines. The English 
version is given hereunder: 


1. The ‘Beloved of the Gods’ orders thus : The Mahamatra 
(Minister) and the Rajavachanika (Officer in charge of Royal 
Decrees) at Samapa should speak to themselves — whatever I 
approve of, I desire to achieve through action and by effective 
means. This is what 1 consider to be the best and I instruct 
you all for this purpose. 


2 All men are my children and just as 1 desire for my own children 
that they should have bliss and happiness both in this world 
and the other world so also 1} desire the same for all men. 


3. The unconquered people on my borders may ask — what is the 
policy of the king towards us? They should be made to clearly 
understand that this is my desire with regard to them — The 
King desires that they should not be worried because of him. 
They should desire consolation from his and get from him 
happiness and not sorrow. 


4. They should understand this that the king will forgive them as 
far as it is possible of his part to forgive, and that they should 
practise Dhamma (Buddhism) for his sake and gain this world 
and the other world. 


5. linstruct you for the purpose that by doing so, I may discharge 
my debt towards you and also that 1 may make you know my 
policy that unflinching are my promises and determination. 
By honouring this, you perform your duties and console 
yourself. You realize this, that ‘the King is just like your father 
and as he feels for his own so also he feels for ourselves, as 
we are like the children of the King’. I instruct you for this and 
make you know my policy that unflinching are my promises 
and determination and all-pervading is my authority. 


6. You are all capable of giving them (frontier population) 
consolation as well as bliss and happiness in this world and 
the other world. By doing this you will attain heaven and also 
help me discharge my debt (to my people). 


7. This edict has been engraved here for purpose that the 
Mahamatras (Ministers) shall all times attend the work of 
conciliation of the frontier people and of promoting Dhamma 
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among them. This edict is to be read out every four months on 
the day of Tisya and also at interval al between Tisya days. At 
times, it may be read out even to a single person. By doing 
this, you will get inspiration to act according to my instructions. 


ROCK EDICT No. XIII (Not found in Dhauli and Jaugad) 


This Rock edict contains the graphic details of the great and 
unparalleled Kalinga War'fought by Ashok to conquer and annex 
Kalinga to his Mauryan empire. Ommission of Rock edict XII in 
Orissa was deliberate as Ashok did not desire to remind the people 
of Orissa of his carnage. But for the present readers, an English 
rendering of this Rock edict XII] is gi» on below : 


1. In the eighth year of his consecration, the ‘Beloved of the 
Gods’ the King Piyadarsi (Ashok), conquered Kalinga. In that 
a hundred and fifty thousand people were deported, a hundred 
thousand were killed and as many as that number perished. 


2. After that, with the recent acquisition of Kalinga, there 
commenced in the mind of the ‘Beloved of the Gods’ the ardent 
desire for practice of Dhamma, intense love for Dhamma and 
longing for inculcation of Dhamma. On conquering Kalinga, 
the King feels remorseful. 


3. When an unconquered country is conquered, the slaughtef, 
death and deportation that occur there, are considered 
extremely painful and serious by, the ‘Beloved of the Gods’. 
What is even more deplorable to him, is that those who dwell 
there, whether Brahamanas, Sramanas or other sects or house 
holders, who practise obedience to elders, obedience to mother 
and father, obedience to teachers and also seemly behaviour 
and devotion towards friends, acquaintances, companions, 
relatives, slaves and servants, all of them suffer because of 

° injury, slaughter of deportation of near and dear ones. 


4. Even those who are fortunate to have escaped and whose 
affection is undiminished (by the brutalizing effects of the 
war), suffer from misfortunes of their friends, acquaintances, 

.Companions, and relatives. This participation of all men in 
suffering, weighs heavily on the mind of the ‘Beloved of the 
Gods’. There is not a single religious order which does not 
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advocate peace. So if a hundredth or a thousandth part of 
those people who were killed, met death, or were deported at 


that time in Kalinga would now similarly suffer, it would be 


considered very deplorable by the ‘Beloved of the Gods’. 


If ‘any one does harm, that may be pardoned by the ‘Beloved 
of the Gods’ as far as it can possibly bepardones. To those 
Atavi people (jungle-dwellers) who are residing in the empire 
of the ‘Beloved of the Gods’, he appeals and warns that the 
‘Beloved of the Gods’ has power even in his remorse and he 
tells them to desist from doing harm, as otherwise, they would 
be killed. The ‘Beloved of the Gods’ desires that tall beings 
should be unharmed, have self-control and equanimity. 


The ‘Beloved of the Gods’ considers victory by Dhamma to 
be the best victory. More-over, the ‘Beloved of the Gods’ has 
obtained such victory in all outlying states to a distance of six 
hundred Yoyanas where reigns the Greek King names 
Antiochus and beyond the realm of that Antiochus in the 
lands of the four kings namely Ptolemy, Antigonus, Mages 
and Alexander; and in the south over the land of Cho!las and 
Pandyas as far as Tamvapamni (Ceylon). 


Likewise, here in the imperial territories among the Greeks, 
Kambhojas, Nabhakas and Nabahapantis among the Bhojas 
and Pitinikas, Andhras and Paradas, everywhere people follow 
the inculcationof Dhamma of the ‘Beloved of the Gods’. Even 
in those lands where the envoys of the King have not pain 
visit, people, hearing of the account of Dhamma, the precepts 
and inculcation of Dhamma of the ‘Beloved of the Gods’, act 
according to Dhamma and would continue to do that. 


It is by this, that victory is obtained everywhere and victory 
everywhere is based on the sentiment of love. One obtains 
love through victory by Dhamma. Yet that love is of inferior 
type because the ‘Beloved of the Gods’ regards that only to 
be of great merit which pertains to the other world. 


The purpose for which this edict of Dhamma has been inscribed 
is that my sons and grandsons should not think of making 
new conquests and should be satisfied in abstaining from 
conquest by arms, as well as, in prescribing light punishment. 
They should consider conquest by Dhamma as the only 
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conquest, as that is the value both in this world and in the 
other world. They all should take pleasure in that which is the 
pleasure of Dhamma because that is of value both in this world 
and the other world. 


250 Ashok, the King of Magadha summoned the third Buddhist 
Council at Patuliputra under the presidentship of 
Moggaliputta-tissa with a view to unifying the different Budhist 
sects of his time. 


232 Ashok died after a reign of 40 years. Magadha empire 
entered upon a period of chaos and disintegration after his 
death. Taking advantage of the situation, the Chedi dynasty 
established its independent rul in Kalinga. 


207 Kharavel was born. He was the third King of the dynasty 
(Kalinga Rajvansa). The Hatigumpha inscription in the 
Udayagiri near Bhubaneswar presents a detailed account 
about his life and activities ial his 13" regnal year. 
(see 1855,1868) 


The inscription is in Brahmi Script. Translated English Version: 


Line 1-2 : Salutation to Arhats. Salutation to all Siddhas. Arya 
Mahameghavahana Sri Kharavel, the Lord of Kalinga, who 
heightens the glory of the Chedi royal dynasty, who possesses 
all auspicious signs, and is gifted with qualities spreading over 
four quarters, and who has handsome brown complexion, played 
for fifteen years the games of the adolescent age. 

Line 2-3 : Thereafter? proficient in writing, coinage, arithmetic, 
law and procedure, and skilled in all arts, (he) ruled as the Crown 
Prince for nine years. After the completion of twenty-fourth 
year of age, and with the ripening of the age of minority, (he) as 
glorious as Vainya, was crowned as king in the third generation 
of the royal dynasty of Kalinga. | 

Line 3-4 : In the very first year of his coronation (His Majesty) 
caused to be repaired the gate, rampart, and structures of the 
fort of Kalinganagari, which had been damaged by storm, and 
caused to be built embankments for the cool tanks and laid out 
all gardens at the cost of thirty-five hundred thousand (coins) 


and thus pleased ali his subjecte 0 
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Line 4-5 : In the second year, without caring for Satakarni (His 
Majestry) sent to the West a large army of cavalry, elephants, 
infantry and chariots, and struck terror to the city of Asika with 
the troop that marched up to the river Krsna. 


Thereafter, in the third year, versed in the art of music (His 
Majesty) made Kalinganagari play, as it were, by arranging 
festivals and convivial gatherings, organizing performances of 
Bcrobatism, dance, as well as, of vocal and instrumental music. 


Line 5-6 : Then, in the fourth year, (His Majesty).... The 
Nidyadhara tract, that had been established by the former kings 
of Kalinga and had never been crushed before. 


IThe Rastrika and Bhojaka chiefs, with their crowns cast off, 
their umbrellas and royal insignia thrown aside, and their 
jewellery and wealth confiscated, were made to pay obeisance 
at His Majesty’s feet. 

And, in the fifth year, (His Majesty) caused the aqueduct that 
had been excavated by king Nanda three hundred years before, 
to flow into (Kalinga) nagari through Tanasuli. 

Line 6-7 : Further, in the sixth year of his coronation, (His Majesty) 
in order to display the regal wealth, benevolently remitted all 
taxes and cesses, on the urban and rural population, to the 
extent of many hundred thousands. 


And, in the seventh year of his reign, (the Queen) of Diamond 
Palace, with a son attained motherhood. 


Line 7-8 : Then, in the eighth year, having destroyed the strong; 
fort) of Gorathagiri with a mighty army, (His Majesty) oppressed 
Rajagriha. 

Getting the tidings of all these achievements, the Yavanaraja, 
who had retreated to Mathura for the rescue of his army 
encamped there, surrendered(?) 

Line 8-9 : The sage (Kharavel), with the Kalpa tree burdened 
with foliage and with the horses, elephants and chariots ... 
(distributed gifts) to all houses, inns and residences, and with a 
view to making gifts universal, gave away the spoils of victory 
to the Brahmanas. 


Line 9-10 : And, in the ninth year, (His Majesty) caused to be 
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built the great Victory palace ~ the royal residence at the cost of 
thirty-eight hundred thousand (coins). 


Then, in the tenth year, (His Majesty who embodied the 
principles of politics, diplomacy and peace, caused (the army) 
to march towards Bharatavarsa for conquest. 


Line 10-11 : And, in the eleventh year. (His Majesty) secured 
jewels and precious stones from the retreating (enemies). (His 
Majesty) caused to be cultivated Pithunda, founded by former 
kings of Kalinga, with ploughs drawn by asses. Also (His 
Majesty) shattered the territorial confederacy of the Tamil states 
that was existing since thirteen hundred years. 


Line 11-12: And, in the twelfth year, (His Majesty) terrorized the 
kings of Uttarapatha by (an army of) hundred thousand. (His 
Majesty) generated great fear among the people of Magadha 
while making the elephants and horses drink from the Ganges. 
(His Majesty) made Bahasatimita, the king of Magadha, pay 
obeisance at his feet. (His Majesty) then brought Kalinga Jina 
that had been taken away by king Nanda, along with the jewels 
obtained from Raj}agriha, and the treasures of Anga and 
Magadha. 


Line 13-14: .... (His Majesty) caused to erect towers with-strong 
and beautiful gateways at the cost of hundred Visika. (His 
Majesty) obtained horses, elephants and jewellery sending 
strange and wonderful elephants and ships ... The king of 
Pandya caused to be brought here various pearls, jewels and 
precious stones a hundred thousand in number. 

(His majesty) brought to submission the people of ................ 
Line 14-15 : And in the thirteenth year Upasaka Sri Kharavela, a 
devoted worshipper of those who clothe themselves in the 
cloth, enjoy royal endowment and take to rainy season retreat, 
excavated in the Kumari Hill, where the wheel of victory had 
been well turned, dwelling cells for resting of the bodies of the 
Japodyapaka Arhats who had renounced their sustenance. 
Line 15-16 : (As desired by) the Queen (of) Simhapatha, (His 
Majesty) set up in front of and beside the dwellings of the 
Arhats ... with those thirty-five hundred thousand stone slabs, 
which were raised from the best quarries and (brought) from a 
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distance of many jojanas, for the convenience of the honoured 
Sramans and for the Yatis, Tapasas, Risis and Samghayanas, 
who hailed from all directions, and also set up on the pink 
coloured floor, pillars bedecked with emerald at a cost of one 
hundred and five thousand (coins). 

(His Majesty) revived the Tauryatrika with its sixty-four 
branches, that had been suspended during the time of the 
Mauryas. 


Line 16-17 : (Thus reigned) that king of Bliss, that king of 
Prosperity, that Bhiksu king and that king of Dhamma, His 
Majesty the mighty conqueror Sri Kharavel, the descendant of 
Rajarsi Vasu, the embodiment of specific qualities, the 
worshipper of all religious orders, the repairer of all shrines of 
Gods, the possessor of invincible armies, the administrator of 
the Rule of Law, the guardian of Law, the executor of Law, having 
seen, heard, felt and (done) good. 

57 Vikram Samvat was started by Vikramaditya, the King of 
Ujjain. It starts from Chaitra Sukla Pratipada. First it 
was introduced in Malab. So it is also called Malababda or 
Malab-era. Sudraka Sak era will be arrived at by adding 
-556 with Vikram Samvat -57 i.e. 663 BC. 


[Chandra Gupta II (about 380-415 AD) took the additional 
title of Vikramaditya (Sun of powers) which is associated by 
traditions with the Raja of Ujjain who was believed to have 
defeated the Saks and established the Vikram era in 57 B.C] 
(see 755 A.D) 


A.D. 


78 Sak era (Salibahan Sak) was started in India. It dates 
from the beginning of the reign of Kadphises-II, a Kusan 
king. In Orissa it was adopted in 11" Century by Ganga 
Kings. Kali Sambat will be arrived at by adding -3179 with 
Sak era. (see 1054,1957 A.D). 
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106 Gautamiputra Satakarni (106-130) of Satabahan dynasty of 
Maharastra area of the Deccan conquered the whole of 
Kalinga. 

240 Mana era was started (tentatively concluded). Ruler of Mana 

dynasty was long established in Orissa, but nothing is yet 

known about this dynasty. A solitary instance is found in the 

Patiakela plates of Sivaraj. 


320 ‘Guptabda’ was introduced by Chandra Gupta (1*) by 
establishing Gupta dynasty. Murunda supremacy over Bihar 
and Orissa appears to have ended prior to commencement 
of Gupta era. The earliest mention of the Gupta era is found 
in the Sumandala plates of the time of Prithivi Vigraha. 


350 Visakha Verman (Circa 350-60) was the founter ruler of 
Mathar dynasty. Sripur near Paralakhemundi was his capital. 
(At the height of power Mathar kingdom expanded from 
Mahanadi in the North to river Krishna in the South) 


360 Uma Verman of Mathar dynasty was the ruler from 360 to 
395. He occupied the whole of Srikakulam district (A.P) 
and shifted his capital to “Vijaysinghpur” and proclaimed 
himself as Lord of Kalinga. 


395 Sankar Verman of Mathar dynasty ruled from 395 to 400. 


400 Sakti Verman of Mathar dynasty (400-20) ruled over Kalinga. 
His kingdom extended from Mahanadi in North to river 
Krishna in South. He shifted his capital to Pistapur (A.P). 
Development of astrology started during the period of 
Mathars. 


Vrisadhwaj of Nala dynasty ruled over a chunk of the territory 
which consisted of Koraput, Kalahandi and Bastar district 
of M.P. with its capital at Puskari (Podagad of Koraput at 
present). He ruled from 400 to 420. 

420 dAnanta Sakti Vardhan of Mathar dynasty ruled (420-50). 
He lost South Kalinga to Vishnukundin dynasty. Then he 
shifted his capital to Singhpur. 
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Varaharaja of Nal dynasty continued to rule till 440 A.D. 
440 Bhavadatta Varman of Nal dynasty ruled till 465 A.D. 
450 . Chandra Varman of Mathar dynasty ruled from 450 to 460 


460 Pravanjan Varman of Mathar dynasty ruled from 460 to 480. 
He assumed the title Sakal Kalingadhipati. 


465 aArthapatiraj of Nal dynasty ruled till 480 A.D. The kingdom 
comprised portions of the modern districts of Bastar, 
Koraput and Kalahandi. 


480 Nandpravanjan Verman of Mathar dynasty ruled from 480 
to 491 A.D. The Mathar power was declining from, last two 
years. He also assumed the title Sakala Kalingadhipati like 
his predecessors. 


(Circa) Skand Varman of Nala dynasty ruled till 500 A.D. 
After him, there was a rapid decline of Nala power. A branch 
of Nalas migrated to the bank of river Tungabhadra where 
they continued to rule till the middle of the 7*® century A.D. 
Another branch appears to have ruled in Western Koshal. 
The Nalas probably migrated to Ganjam region where they 
established a new principality as feudatories to the Bhaumyas. 
It is interesting to note that the present ex-Rajas of Dharakote 
claim themselves as descendants of the Nala dynasty. (See 
1831) 


498 King Maharajadhiraj Indraverman-I of Trikaling was the 
founder ruler who styled himself as the ruler of all the parts of 
Kalinga. His capital was Dantapura. He initiated “Ganga 
era”. Mathar dynasty was replaced by Gangas. (see 537) 


. Ganga era was started from March 14", as per research 
work of Maha Mahopodhyaya Vishnuvardhan Mirashi. AS 
per S.N.Rajguru, the Gangabda started from 626-627 A.D. 


500 Saravraj was the first King of Sarav dynasty in the 
kingdom of Koshal. His capital was at Saravpur near 
Maraguda in Kalahand;i district. 
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520 Ganga King Maharaja Indravarman (520-29) and Maharaja 
Mahasamant Vardhan used the title Trikalinadhipati. 


525 Maharaja Narendra, son of Saravaraj became king of 
Saravpur. 


537 Jirjing copper inscription of Indraverman-l, the ruler of 
Trikalinga (eastern Ganges) was issued from his capital 
Dantapur. He proclaimed himself the ruler of Trikalinga 
for the first time and started Ganga era. This title was also 
re-used by Bajrahasta-V. (see 498). 


543 A copper-grant inscribed in this year was found in 
Damodarpur Shasan, Puri district. It is the last grant available 
so far of the Gupta dynasty. 


548 In a copper plate grant by Debendra Verma, he was 
described as pride of Ganga dynasty. Most possibly he built 
Gokarneswar temple at the top of the Mahendra hills. He 
offered gifts to 300 Brahmins to worship Gokarneswar 
Mahadev. 


Ananga Bhanja, Raja of Boud changed his title to ‘Dev.’ 
giving up ‘Bhanja’ title. Since then the Rajas of Boud are 
suffixing ‘Dev’ to their names. 

550 Mahendraditya of Sarav dynasty became King. Gold coins 
of his period have been discovered. 


Gupta dynasty in Magadha ended. 


553 Ranabhita who was known as Dharmaraj-1 (circa 553-75) 
ruled Kangod. He was the founder-ruler of Sailodbhava 
dynasty. He was a feudatory of the Vigrah King Pnithivi Vigrah 
who was ruling over Kalinga. 

561 Maha Maha Samanta Verma, a King of Ganga dynasty was 
Trikalingadhipati as per his copper grant. He conquered 
Trikalinga in a war. 

570 Sailodbhava dynasty was started in Kangod. The dynasty 
continued till 675 A.D. (Circa). The Kangod area consists of 
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Buguda, Purusottampur, Sumandal, Nibina, Kedenda, 
Tekkali, Chandeswar, Parikud, Banpur, Puri and Khurda. 
Its capital was somewhere near about Bankada (in Banpur 
reserve forests) and its surrounding area in Puri district. 


Sun worship in Orissa is also remote as it is found in the 

Sumandal plates of Dharmaraj of the time of Prithivigarh. 

That is the time when a local chief namely Dharmaraj invoked 
Sun God, with a devotee worshipping at the feet of the God 

with thousands of rays. 


Hasti Verman, a subsequent Ganga ruler whose reign was 
started in this year, styled himself as King of “‘Sakalakalinga”. 
He shifted his capital from Dantapur to Kalinganagar. 
Kalinganagar remained the headquarters of Gangas from 6% 
to 11* Century A.D. The other name of Hasti Verman was 
Ranbhita and Lord Narayan was known “Ranabhitodaya”. 


The Gupta era is found to have existed in Orissa from this 
year to 620 A.D. as per Sumandal copper plate of Maharaja 
Dharmaraj of 570 A.D, Soro copper plates of Sambhuyasa 
Gupta of 580 A.D, Kanasa copper plates of Lokabigrah 
Gupta of 580 A.D, Ganjam copper plates of Madhavraj of 
620 A.D, although there is no proof of the existence of Gupta 
rule in Orissa. 


S75 Madhavraj of Sailodbhava dynasty ruled Kangod and 
continued till 600 A.D. He is described as a Mahasamanta in 
the Ganjam grant of his grandson. 

577 As per Narasingh Palli Copper grant, Hasti Verman of Ganga 
dynasty declared himself as “Sakal Kalingadhipati”. All 
his subsequent progeny called themselves as Kalingadhipatis, 
whereas his predecessors were described as Kings of 
Trikalinga. Their capital was at Kalinganagar, modern 
Mukalingam. 

580 Prasannamatra of the Sarav dynasty became King. 
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Indra Verman -II (580-95), King of the Ganga dynasty adopted 
a title ‘Raja Singh’. He declared himself to be the 
‘Sakalakalingadhipati’. He is also known as 
“Gangamalakulatilak” as he strengthened the rule of the 
Ganga dynasty. 

594 Jajati Sana (Jajati era) was started in Utkal by Keshari 
Kings. . 

600 Charamparaj Asasobhita-1 of Sailodbhava dynasty ruled 
Kangod from 600 A.D. to 615 A.D. He called his capital 
Vijay Kangodavasak for the first time in the history of the 
dynasty. 
Sasanka established an independent State at Gaud. He 
occupied Bengal, Bihar and coastal belts of Orissa. 


(280 Guptabda)- The Kanas grant of Lokavigraha was 
issued. By that time the territory of the Vigrahas was known 
as Dakshin Tosali but not as Kalinga. Nothing is definitely 
known when the name Uttar Tosali was originated, but by 
570 AD the name Dakshin Tosali was in vogue. Dakshin 
Tosali comprises roughly the undivided Puri district together 
with the Southern portion of undivided Ganjam district. The 
river Mahanadi probably was the dividing line between the 
two Tosalis. With the coming of Somavansis in 10th century 
A.D., both the Tosalis assumed the old name Tosali. 


603 A copper inscription made in this year by Saravraj, the 
feudatory of Samvuja of Mudgal dynasty states that 37 
Brahmins were gifted a village of South Tosali. Samvuja has 
been described as a powerful ruler of Tosali (areas of 
Balasore, Cuttack and Pun). 


605 Manammatra Jayraj, son of Prasannamatra of Sarav dynasty 
became King of South Koshal. (d. 630) 


606 Harsa era was started in this year which was the year of 
coronation of Harsavardhan.

613 Prithivi Maharaja of Durjaya dynasty, who ruled over South 
Kalinga with capital at Pistapur (modem Pithapuram of A.P) 
was defeated and killed in his 50* regnal year by Sasanka, 
the King of Karna Survarna who had, by that time, occupied 
Dandabhukti ( Medinapur, Howrah, Bankura) and a portion 
of Balasore district. 


615 Madhavraj II became King of Kangod Mandal from 615 
A.D. to 665 A.D. The undated Khurda copper plate 
describes Madhavraj as the Lord of the entire Kalinga 
kingdom. 


619 Madhavraj-I (Sailodbhaba dynasty) gifted a village (Chhabal 
khyaya) of Krishnagin Vishay (district) to a Brahmin named 
Chharampswamy on 2 1* March. It is as per a gift record. 

620 (Gupta era 300) - In Ganjam charter Madhavraj-II was 

designated as “Mahasamanta”. The use of Gupta era was 
discontinued after his rule and it is not found in the records 
of the subsequent period. (This inscription was found by H. 
D. Taylor, Collector of Ganjam in 1900. It was edited by Dr 
E. Holtzsch in Epigraphica India (VI pp 143-6). 
Sasanka, the King of Gaud (Bengal) occupied Utkal region, 
to the North of Mahanad;i and merged it with Dandabhukti 
(Medinapur district). He forced Sailodbhava king Madhavraj- 
II who was ruling Kangod Mandal (Puri and Ganjam) to 
owe allegiance to him as a vassal. 

621 Sasanka was defeated by Harsavardhan and lost to him 


Dandavukti and Utkal Desha. This territory under him was 
known as Odra-Visaya. 


626 Indraverman-III (Ganga dynasty) in his Chicacol plate dt. 
626 A.D. declared himself as the Lord of the entire Kalinga. 


627 Buguda copper inscription was made on 15" October by 
Madhavraj-II. 
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Dharmakirti was an eloquent scholar and contemporary of 
the great Tibetan ruler Srong-tsan-Gampo, who flourished 
from 627 A.D. to 698 A.D. He lived in Orissa for a pretty 
long time and is said to have converted many people of 
different sects of that territory to Budhism. By his exuberant 
philosophical discussions, he defeated Kumarlila Bhatta, the 


, egr2atest Brahminical dialectician of that time who had 


t ,.

vehemently challenged his metaphysical theories. 


The charter of Purusottampur copper inscription by 
Madhavraj- II (Sailodbhava) describes that the king was in 
full power in performing horse sacrifice and many other Vedic 
rights. From this time he came to be known as Madhav 
Varman instead of Madhavraj. Here for the first time the 
kingdom was officially called “ Kangod Mandal”, although in 
previous records the capital had been named as “Kangod 
Vasaka”. 

(310 Guptabda) The latest use of the Gupta era is found in 
the Botad copper plate of King Dhrubasena-II of Valabhi. 


According to Puri copper plate, Madhavarj-I (Sailodbhava) 
was a powerful and independent ruler. 


Huien-Stang visited Kangod. He spoke high of the military 
strength of the State, particularly its elephant corps. There 
was a gallant army which kept the neighbouring countries in 
awe. He left behind a travel account called Si-Yu -Ki 
observing the people and religious conditions of India. 
Regarding the people of Kalinga Huien-stang wnites : 
“The soil was rich and fertile yielding fruits larger than those of 
other lands and its rare plants and noted flowers could not be 
enumerated; the climate was hot. the people were of violent 
ways, tall and dark complexion.” x x Xx x 
“The people were rude and headstrong in disposition, observant 
of good faith and faimess, fast and clear in speech; in their talk 
and manners they differed somewhat from mid-india.” 
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639 Huien-stang observed that in Kangod there were more than 
100 “Dev Temples” . At that time the capital of Kangod was 
modern Palur in Chhatrapur Taluk in Ganjam. He visited 
Ratnagiri and Udaygiri, the two Buddhist centres of Orissa. 
He also visited Kalinga and Koshal. 


642 Harsavardhan conquered Kangod. As a result, Madhavraj-II, 
the king of Kangod became a feudatory to Harsayardhan. 


Pulkesin-II met his death in the battle field at the hands of 
Pallav Narasimha Varman, as a result of which the Chalukya 
declined. 


647 Harsavardhan died and Madhav Varman of Kangod asserted 
his independence. 


650 (Circa) Parasurameswar temple at Bhubaneswar was built 
by Sailodbhava kings. 


665 Ayasobhita-II (Sailodbhava) ruled till 695 A.D. He performed 
Vedic sacrifices and patronised Brahmins by donating villages. 
694 The Parikud plates of this year of Madhyamaraj Dev of 


Sailodbhava family records the grant of the village in the 
Katakbhukti Vaisaya to twelve Brahmins. 


695 Dharmaraj-II of Sailodbhava dynasty became King and ruled 
upto 725 A.D. Sailodbhava dynasty ruled Kangod Mandal 
from 553 to 725 A.D. A number of Siva temples at 
Bhubaneswar such as Parasurameswar, Satrughneswar, 
Bharateswar, Swarnajaleswar, Laxmaneswar can be 
assigned to this period. 


Tibar Dev became the first King of Somavansi of South 
Koshal. 


As per an epigraph which records royal patronage, Kalyani 
Devi, the queen of Sailodbhava King Dharmaraj Manabhita 
(695 -735 ) granted three timpiras of land to Jain monk called 
Eka-Sata. (Probably one who wears only one piece of cloth 
Eka-chivara). 
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700 Tivar Dev, the 4" ruler of Somavansi dynasty was ruling a 
portion of territory “Dakshin Koshal” (corresponding to 
Raipur, Bilaspur district of M.P., Sambalpur and Kalahandi 
district). Sripur near Raipur was his capital. He ruled till 725 
A.D. 


717 Poet Indrabhuti wrote Jnanasidha in which he made the 
first invocation to Lord Jagannath. It claims the reputation 
of Lord Jagannath since this period. 


725 Namnaraj, son of Tivar Dev became King of South Koshal. 
One of his copper grants has been discovered. 


735 Suvakar Singh, son of an Oriya king died in China at the 
age of 94 years. He left India in 715 A.D. and translated a 
number of books in Chinese language. 


736 Unmatta Simha alias Sivakaradeva-I established the kingdom 
of Tosali in Odra country. From that day he also started a 
new era, which is known as the “Bhauma Samvat”. 


Bhauma king Sivakar I (736 - 80 A.D.) was suzerain of king 
Jayavarmandeva, the earlier Ganga king of Swetak branch 
as per copper grant. He founded the rule of the Bhaumakars 
in Tosali in this year. The Ganjam grant of Jayavarmandeva 
reveals that Kangod was under the suzerainty of Unmatta 
Singh. The Bhaumakars introduced themselves with their 
origin in Utkal. Their capital was at Biraja Nagar or Biraja 
Kshetra (the modern Jajpur of undivided Cuttack district). 
(According to historian Kedarnath Mohapatra, Bhauma era 
commenced in 614 A.D. and according to historian D.C. Sarkar 
it is 831 A.D.) 


750 Balarjun, whose coronation-name was Mahasivagupta 
became the King of Koshal. He died on 810 A.D. His capital. 
was at Sripur. 
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752 Debendra Verma-II of early Gangas issued Vishakhapatnam 
copper plate which reads that he established Dharmeswar 
Sivalingam. 

755 Ranakesari made a rock inscription in the temple of village 
Govindapur under Nayagarh district in Samvat 811. [ The 
views of Historian Kedarnath Mohapatra :- ‘The era can be 
reckoned as Vikram Samvat (corresponding to 755 A.D) 
on astronomical ground; because Magha Sukla Ekadasi fell 
on Wednesday when the Vikram Samvat 811 was in vogue. 
It cannot be taken as Sak era, because it was unknown in 
Orissa before the eleventh century A.D. This solitary use of 
the Vikram Samvat was due to the influence of the Maukharis 
of Magadha ( who introduced this era in some of their 
records) with whom Ranakesari, the younger brother of 
Mahasivagupta Balarjuna was connected by matrimonial 
alliance’ ]. [Source A descriptive catalogue of sanskrit 
manuscripts of Orissa Vol IV & IX 1963 by K.N. Mohapatra] 


759 The Nepal inscription of Jayadev mentions Kalinga and 
Koshal as adjoining kingdoms. The Dasabatara temple 
inscription of the Rastrakuta king Dantidurga mentions the 
same in 755 A.D. 


780 Suvakar Dev -I, (Circa 780-800 A.D) of Bhaumkar dynasty 
became King of Odra. His queen Madhavi Devi built 
Madhaveswar Siva temple as per Hanseswar temple 
inscription of Jajpur. Also queen Vasta Devi got an image of 
Goddess Chamunda carved here. 

782 Ananta Verma-II, son of Rajendra Verma was king of Kalinga 
prior to 782 A.D. In a copper inscription, he is described as 
a great devotee of Gokamneswar . He issued Almanda copper 
plate from Kalinga Nagar regarding excavation of a tank. 

788 Jagadguru Sankaracharya (788-820) was born in Kerala. 
He visited Puri and established Govardhan Pitha there. 
His disciple Padmapada remained in charge of the Pitha. 
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793 Govind-III, Raja of Rastrakut conquered Malab, Koshal, 
Bengal, Daha! and Odra. These defeated kings became 
vassals to Govind-III who died on 814 A.D. (as per Sajan 
copper inscription). 

795 Suvakar Dev-I, Raja of Bhaumkar dynasty sent ‘Prajna” a 
Buddhist monk to China within the original copy of a Buddhist 
scripture by name Avatansaka Sutra. This book was written 
by the king himself. Suvakar Dev -I was decorated with the 

` title “Maharajadhiraj Parameswar” (As per Tirundia plate 
of his grandson). 

800 (Circa) Sisireswar temple was built at Bhubaneswar by 
Bhaumakar kings. 


Sivakar Dev -II (C. 800-20 A.D) of Bhaumakar dynasty 
became the king. He assumed the imperial titles of Parama 
Vatarak Maharajadhiraj Parameswar. His queen Mohini 
Devi built the Mohini temple at Bhubaneswar. 


801 Debendra Verma (801-10) became king of Kalinga. In a 
copper plate grant, his title was described as Maharajadhiraj 
and Parameswar. 


802 Ananta Verma -II (son of Rajendra Verma of earlier 
Gangas), the King of Kalinga issued Almanda copper plate 
from Kalinga Nagar while inaugurating a tank excavated 
during the solar eclipse of this year. 


810 Mahabhav Gupta of Somavansi dynasty became King of 
South Koshal. He assumed the imperial titles of 
Maharajadhiraj Parameswar Parambhattarak 
Trikalingadhipati for the first time in the history of 
Somavansis. He shifted his capital from Sripur (M.P) to 
further east. He conquered Trikalinga whichis identified 
with the hilly tracts of Kalahandi and Koraput districts. 


814 Govind-III, the Rastrakuta king died. He had invaded 
Somavansi kingdom at the dawn of 9® century A.D. 
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820 Shanti Kar Dev-I! (C.820 - 35 A.D), brother of Suvakar 
Dev - II became the king. The queen of Santikar Dev-I was 
Goswamini Devi alias Trivuban ‘Mahadevi-I , daughter of 
the western Ganga dynasty of Mysore. 


829 AaAninscription in one of the caves of Dhauli hill, in front of 
Ashokan edict belonging to Santikar Dev-I (C. 820-35 A.D) 
records the construction of a Buddhist monastery named 
“Arghyaka Varati” by physician Bhimata and his son 
Loyamaka of Viraja (Jajpur). In the Hindol plate of his son, 
Shantikar Dev-I is described as a great warrior , a man of 
wisdom and a generous ruler widely renowned for his charity. 


835 Suvakar Dev- II ( C. 835 - 38 A.D) of Bhaumakar dynasty 
became the king . He is described as a Buddhist in a charter. 


838 Suvakar Dev -III( C. 838 -45 A.D) of Bhaumakar dynasty 
became the king of Tosali. He is also known as Lusumahara -I 
and Singhdhwaj or Singnaketu. 

839 Ranastamva of Sulki dynasty, a subordinate king of 
Suvakar-III of Bhaumakar dynasty ruled Talcher, Dhenkanal 
and adjoining areas from 839 to 842 A.D. 


Hindol charter of Subhakar Dev -III of Bhaumakar dynasty 
was issued. He granted a village called Naddilo (identified 
with Nundelo village of the Dhenkanal district) for Pulineswar 
Siva temple, which was built by Pulindraja, a feudatory ruler. 


842 Vinita Tung, the feudatory of Bhaumakar king Sivakar Dev 
III (842 - 90 A.D) was a Saivite and extended patronage to 
Brahmins. The Tungas migrated from Rohitgiri (Bihar) i.e on 
the bank of the river Mandakini. They built their capital 
Yamagavatta, which may be identified with Jamagadia of 
Angul or Jomurd;i of Pallalahara. 


845 Trivuban Mahadevi-I, mother of Subhakar Dev - III became 
Queen (administrator) of Tosali. She was the first known 
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woman of Bhaum dynasty to control the reign of 
administration. In the Boud and Dhenkanal plate she is called 
Goswamini Devi. 

846 Dhenkanal copper plate was issued by Trivuban Mahadevi, 
the widowed mother of Suvakar Dev-III of Bhaumakar 
dynasty. The fact that she was a woman. was no handicap to 
her. From the copper plate it is known that women were 
fond of Malati (Jasmine) flower which they fixed on the lock 
of their hair. Her Talcher copper plate reads - “With the head 
sanctified by the lotus like the feet of Hari, she enjoyed an unparalleled 
fortune and thought that there was no other work for her to do” 
{Source : A study of History of Orissa by A.C. Pradhan 1992 p.46] 


850 Shantikar Dev -II, (850 - 65 A.D) grandson of Goswamini 
Trivuban Mahadevi became the Raja. His queen Hira 
Mahadevi, daughter of Sinhamaya of Mana dynasty built 
sixtyfour Jogini temple at Hirapur on the eastern bank of river 
Bhargabi, Pun district. 

Murari Mishra wrote Anargha Raghaba Natak. This was 
staged on the car festival day. In the preface (mangala 
charana) of the book, the poet mentioned that the national 
deity of the State is Lord Purusottam Jagannath. He evoked 
this from the mouth of Sutradhar that he was born in the 
district of Puri. 

Poet Purusottam Dev ( approximate time 9" century) wrote 
Trikand Kosha, Harabali, Ekakshyarakosh, Dwirupakosh, 
Subdamala. In Trikand Kosh, the word Jagannath in all 
probability, was for the first time used as a synonym of 
Vishnu. 

865 Suvakar Dev IV (865 - 82) of Bhaumkar dynasty became 
the king. He changed the name of the capital city of the 
Bhaumkars from Guhadev Patak to Guheswar Patak. 
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881 Subhakar Dev -I'V (Bhaumakar Vansi), son of Santikar Dev- 
II who was the grandson of Trivuban Mahadevi issued a 
charter from Guheswar Patak, his capital. 


882 Mahabhav Gupta Janmejaya-I (882 - 922 A.D) the 
Somavansi king became the king of Koshal. Sonepur was 
his capital. With his help Acharya Gagan Siva, the Saiva Guru 
constructed Someswar Siva temple at Ranipur Jharial. 
Copper Plate grant shows Jajati-I, the son and the successor 
of Janmejaya - I defeated Kalchuris of Ratnapur; a place in 
Bilaspur district of M.P. 


Suvakar Dev -IV, the Bhaumakar King (Son-in-law of 
Janmejaya - I ) died. Prithivi Mahadevi alias Trivuban 
Mahadevi-II became the ruler of Bhaumakar kingdom after 
the interference of Janmejaya-I. She was styled as 
Paramabhattarika Parameswari and Paramavaishnavi as per 
inscription in the Boud plate. Two images of Anantasayee 
inthe Brahmani Valley near Talcher are attributed to the 
influence of Prithivi Mahadevi. 

885 The Bhaumakar king Sivakar Dev -III, at the request of 
Ranaka Vinitatunga, executed a copper plate grant alloting 
the revenue of the village Kallaniv for the God 
“Buddhabhattaraka”. His Sanctuary lay probably within the 
precincts of the Jayasharma monastery which was situated in 
Northern Tosali. It was in a flourishing condition in the middle 
of the 9* century. 

890 Pruthi Mahadevi (890-96) ascended the throne. She took 
the name of Trivubana Mahadevi-II. Janmejaya-I enthroned 
his sister Pruthiv Mahade%i after killing Sivakar Dev. (as per 
Historian K.C Panigrahi basing on the inscription of 
Brahmeswar temple, Bhubaneswar.) 

894 Two copper grants of Boud were issued by Prithivi Mahadevi, 
queen of Tosali (Bhaumakar dynasty). She donated two 
villages for Nanneswar Siva Temple. 
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The title of Debendra Verma-V of Ganga dynasty was 
described as Maharajadhiraj Parameswar and Parama 
Maheswar as per a copper plate issued in this year. 


Bajrahast - I became the king of Kalinga. (d. 938) 


895 Trivuban Mahadevi -III ( C. 895 - 905 A.D) occupied the 
throne of Tosali. She was adorned with the title “ Param 
Bhatarika Parameswari Maharajadhiraj”. Her Dhenkanal 
copper grant was issued in 896 A.D. It eulogises the 
activities of her preceding rulers,“ who exhausted treasures of 
their vast empire on religious works in order to enlighten their country 
and others who decorated the earth by constructing in unbroken 
continuity various Mathas, Monasteries and Sanctuaries which were 
like the staircases to the city of Purandara.” [Life in Mediaeval Orissa 
600 to 1200 A.D. by A.P. Sah 1996] 


905 _(C.) Shantikar Dev III, son of Tribhuban Mahadevi-III of 
Bhaumakar dynasty ruled Tosali. 


916 Dandi Mahadevi of Bhaumakar dynasty issued Ganjam 
copper grant. It contains the name of Kangod. She patronised 
the construction of the temple of Bateswar at Huma and 
temple of Dandiswar of Kodala with Umamaheswar image 
in Ganjam district. She was a spinster. Her Kumarang 
copper grant was issued in 923 AD. It reveals that peace 
was prevalent in her country. (see 923) 


920 Jayananda, the founder of Nandodbhava dynasty which was 
a feudatory of Bhaumakars issued Daspalla grant. He 
assumed the title “Mahasamantadhipati” . His headquarters 
was Jayapur a village in Southern Dhenkanal. Their region is 
identified with Southern Dhenkanal, Western Cuttack and 
Nayagarh districts. 


922 Jajati - I, known as Jajati Keshani (922-55) son of Janmejaya 
-] became the king. He extended Somavansi power to coastal 
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strip of Orissa. Tradition goes that he brought 10,000 
Brahmins from Kanouj to Jajpur. He shifted his capital to 
Binitapur ( modern name is Binka). After that he built anew 
capital at Jajati Nagar, on the bank of Mahanadi. It is 
identified with Jakti near Boud. In his charters, Jajati - I is 
described as a brave king “ whose glory was sung in all the three 
worlds and who defeated his enemies with contempt as it were”. 
Construction of a temple for Lord Jagannath at Puri is ascribed 
to Jajati Kesari as per Madala Panji. Definite evidence 
regarding this temple of Purusottam Jagannath is found in a 
famous Sanskrit drama called “ Prabodha Chandrodaya” 
written by Krishna Mishra ( 1050 -70 A.D ) whose origin is 
normally assigned to Orissa. (see 1041) 


923 Dandi Mahadevi, (Bhaumakar dynasty) assumed pompous 
titles like Parama Maheswari, Parama Bhattarika and 
Maharajadhiraja Parameswari. She ruled efficiently the 
Bhaumkar kingdom. (see 916) 


925 From a copper inscription it is known that King Bhimsen 
was ruling Aska area of Ganjam. (The copper grant was 
discovered from village Pandiapathar near Aska, Ganjam in 
1955. The period was marked Bhaumabda 189 which 
corresponds to 925 A.D. ) 


930 Jajati- I led military campaign against Kalchuri kings. 
(d.955 AD) I 

934 Satrubhanja alias Trivubankalas of Mandal dynasty owing 
allegiance to the Bhaumkars of Tosali issued Daspalla and 
Ganjam grants, the former on the occasion of Vishuv Sankrati 
and the latter on Devostav Dwadashi. 


Jajati-I donated the village Gandhatapati Mandal in Phulbani 
district as per a copper plate grant. 


938 Gundam, son of Bajrahasta-I became the king of Kalinga. 
(d.941) 
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940 Bakul Mahadevi( Bhaumakar dynasty), the widowed Queen 

of Shantikar Dev -III donated a village in Northern Tosali. 

By mid of 10" century, Tosali came under Somavansis. The 

Bhaumkar dynasty ruled the Medinapur district of West- 

Bengal, Balasore, Cuttack and Puri districts, Northern part 

of Ganjam, South East of Mayurbhanja district, Dhenkanal, 

Hindol, Talcher, Pallalahara, Boud & Keonjhar. The capital 

of Bhaumakars was Guhadev Pataka near Jajpur town of 

undivided Cuttack district. The Siva temples of Sisireswar, 

Markandeswar and Taleswar, Mohini temple and Baital 

temples were constructed in Bhaum era. Ratnagiri, Lalitgiri, 

Udaygiri, Khadipada, Kupari, Chaurasi and Jayarampur 

were the great Budhist centres of Bhaumkar period. 

941 Kamarnab, brother of Gundam ( son of Bajrahasta-I ) 
became the king of Kalinga. He constructed a large temple 
for Lord Madhukeswar Lingam. The name of the place 
became Mukhalingam as per the name of the temple. 
Baku! Mahadevi, step mother of Dandi Mahadevi issued a 
copper grant on 22™ March. She gifted a village of North 
Tosali to the Brahmins. 

949 Tosali finally came under the control of King Jajati-I. As per 
Madala Pani, King Jajati-I (922-55) built the temple of 
Purusottam at Puri towards the end of his reign. This was 
the last achievement after a victory. 


(C.950) Mukteswar temple at Bhubaneswar was built in 
between 950 to 975. 

(C.950) Dharma Mahadevi of Bhauma family died. The 
South Tosali portion of Bhauma empire was occupied by 
Somavanshi king Dharma Ratha and was named as Kangod. 
The North Tosali then renamed as Utkal, was finally 
incorporated into Somavanshi kingdom by Jajati -I1. 

Jajati- I became the king. He donated a village to Ranak 
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Rachho, his Brahmin General as per a copper plate.(d. 980 
A.D) 


958 Bhimaratha donated a village to Ranak Rachho, his Brahmin 
General as per a copper plate grant. 


979 Bajrahasta -II became the king of Kalinga. He constructed 
Aniyank Bhimeswar temple at Mukhalingam near 
Paralakhemundi. (d. 1014) 


980 Mahasiva Gupta Dharma Rath, the son of Bhim Rath became 
the king . He conquered Kalinga and Kangod and appointed 
Indrarath, his half brother as Governor. He has been 
compared with Parsuram, the mythical hero in the 
Brahmeswar temple inscriptions at Bhubaneswar. (d. 1005) 


1005 Nahusa, the brother of Dharma Rath became the king. He 
was killed in a civil war and replaced by Indra Rath. I 


Rajarani temple was built by Indra Rath of Somavansi. 
Initially it was called Indralingeswar temple. The famous 
poet Sarala Das, in the Vana Parva of his monumental work 
Mahabharat in Oriya (1458 - 60 A.D), described 
.Indreswara as one of the famous eight Sivas 
(Astashambhu) of Ekamra Kanana of Bhubaneswar. 
1014 Rajendra Chol became the king of Chol kingdom. As per 
rock inscription in his 13" regnal year, it is mentioned that he 
conquered Mahakoshal, Dandavukti (Medinapur). 


1017 According to all traditional Vaishnavite works, Ramanuj was 
bom at Sri Perumbudur(Tamil Nadu) and died at Srirangam 
in 1137 A.D living a full span of 120 years. He founded the 
Simhachala Kshetra, a centre of Saivism. He engaged the 
Pandits there in a discussion, and , defeating them in a debate, 
took personal possession of the temple and converted it into 
a Vaishanavite shrine. 


1018 As per an inscription Dandi Mahadevi was a powerful ruler 
of Tosali. 
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1023 Indra Rath was taken captive and killed by Rajendra Chola. 
The Rajarani temple of Bhubaneswar also known as 
Indralingeswar temple is ascribed to Indra Rath. 


1025 Mahasiva Gupta Jajati-II (1025 - 40 ) became King of Jajati 
Nagar. He was the grandson of Janmejay-I and son of 
Avimanyu. At the commencement of his reign, Jajati-II was 
ruling Kangod, Kalinga Utkal and Koshal, and his title was 
“Parama Maheswar Paramavattarak Rajadhiraj 
Parameswar Sri Mahasivagupta Sri Jajati Deva”. He 
built the famous Lingaraj temple at Bhubaneswar. His queen 
Kalavati built Brahmeswar temple at Bhubaneswar. He also 
built Kusaleswar Mandir at Dakshina Deogan (Anandpur, 
Keonjhar district) and a stone revetment on river Kusavadra 
(Kusei), atributary of river Baitarani. He also constructed 
Dasaswamedha Ghat at Jajpur on the bank of the river 
Baitarani.after performing Yagna of ten-horse-sacrifice 
(Dasaswamedha). (see 1868) 


1027 Balabhadra Bhanja, King of Ghumsar (Ganjam) ruled from 
1027 to 1057. He wrote Bhababati Kavya which is likely 
to be the first Oriya Kavya. 


1038 Ananta Verma Vajrahasta -V (C. 1038 -70 A.D) ascended 
the throne of Kalinga at Kalinga Nagar. He assumed the 
titles “Parama Maheswar Parama Bhattarak” and 
Maharajadhiraj. He also used the title Trikalingadhipati. He 
discontinued Ganga era and started the use of Saka era which 
was followed by all the later Ganga kings. In the royal grants, 
mention of week days (the names of the days of a week) 
gained popularity from his period. There are five epigraphic 
records about him in Mukhalingam temple. This is the first 
proof of the reign of the kings being counted by Ankashrai. 
This Ankashrai is still prevalent today in the counting of 
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regnal years of the present Gajapati Rajas of Puri and in the 
horoscope of every Hindu Oriya family. 


1039 Sripati Bhatta who was an elder contemporary of Satananda 
wrote Ganita Tilaka and Sidhanta Sekhar. 


1040 Mahabhav Gupta Udyot Kesari-I (1040 - 65) (son of Jajati- 
II ) also famous as Lalatendu Kesari became the king of 
Kosal, Utkal and Odradesa. He completed Lingaraj temple. 
He hewed some caves like Lalatendu Kesari cave, Navamuni 
cave and Varabhuja cave (with inscription) for Jaina monks 
in Khandagiri hills. The Sonepur charter of Kumar Someswar 
reveals that Koshal Des at that time was also known as 
Paschima Lanka and its capital was Suvarnapur. 


1041 (C.) Poet Krushna Mishra wrote Sanskrit drama Prabodha 
Chandradaya. Definite evidence regarding existence of 
Purusottam Jagannath is found in this book. (see 922) 


1044 Rajadhiraj -I, son of Rajendra Chol became King of Chol 
(d. 1052) 


1048 The first copper plate inscription of Ananta Verma 
Vajrahasta-V was issued from the city of Dantapura. 


1051 The earliest Oriya record which is known in the copper 
inscription by Ananta Verma Vajrahasta (1038-70), the 
king of Kalinga is found inthe temple of Dhabaleswar in village 
Urlam of Srikakulam district (A.P) . But its script is north- 
Indian (12" October 1051 A.D). Professor Kunjabihari 
Tripathy proved that this epigraph is Oriya. The last six 
lines of the epigraph are not yet correctly readable. 

1052 Rajendra Chol-I1I, brother of Rajadhiraj became his 
successor. (d.1063) 

1054 The earliest known inscription where Sak year is used is the 
Mandasa grant of Anantaverma (A.P). It is 976 Sak year 
that corresponds to 1054 A.D. From the time of Vajrahasta 
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(1038- 70 A.D), the dating of records became a common 
feature. 


1058 As per two inscriptions of Udyot Kesari, Navamuni cave at 
Khandagiri was excavated in 18" regnal year by the famous 
Jain ‘Sraman Suvachandra’ (the disciple of Kulachandra) for 
the abode of the sages belonging to Aryasangha and those 
who came from Garhwal. 


The history of the caves at Khandagiri and Udayagiri, situated 
near Bhubaneswar New Capital, is obscure. The Hatigumpha 
inscription clearly mentions that one hundred and seventeen 
caves were constructed during the 13® year of reign of 
Kharavel. (Satadasa-lena-satam-Karapitam). M.M. Ganguly 
gives the list of the caves as follows :

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1060 Brahmeswar temple at Bhubaneswar was built. The 
inscription in the Brahmeswar temple in reference to 
engagement of Debadasis is found in verse 1 5. It is translated 
as follows:- 


“By her (Queen Kalavati, mother of Udyot Keshari) were dedicated 
to God Siva (Brahmeswar), some beautiful women, whose limbs were 
adorned with ornaments set in gems and thus appearing as the ever- 
lasting but playful lightenings, who were restless with the weight of 
loins and breasts, and whose eyes were fickle and extended up to the 
ears and who looked lovely like the pupils of the eyes of men”. The 
title of Udyot Keshari as inscribed, is Paramamaheswar 
(devout worshipper of Siva) Maharajadhiraj (Sovereign ruler) 
Soma-Kula-Tilak (glory of the Soma family) Trikalingadhipati 
(Over-lord of the three Kalingas). [The author of this 
inscription is poet Purusottam Bhatta.] {source: Orissa Hisorical 
Research Journal Spl. volume 1982 P 66 K. N. Mohapatra} 


1063 Veer Rajendra Chol became the king of Chol. (d. 1070) 


1065 Mahasiva Gupta Janmejay-II became the king of Odradesa. 
During his reign, the Somavansis lost Koshal which was their 
original kingdom and they were confined to Utkal and 
Odradesa. 


1068 As per an inscription, a queen of Bajrahasta endowed a 
perpetual lamp to Madhukeswar at Mukhalingam. She claims 
to be the princess of a king of Hahiya dynasty and her mother 
is the daughter of Bhima (probably Chalukya Bhima of Veng}). 

1070 Rajraj Dev -] (C. 1070 - 77 A.D), son of Vajrahasta - V 
(1038 - 70) became the king of Kalinga on 20*® May: He 
defeated Kulatung Chola the Chalukya king of Vengi. His 
inscription in Niliswar temple of Narayanpur (A.P.) was in 
Oriya language, but of Telugu script. 

1075 Banapati, son of Gokarn, a Minister and Commander of 
Rajraj Dev (1070 - 77) won Vengi, Khimidi, Koshal, 
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Gidrising (Odradesa). So he was appointed as 
Kamandaleswar. 

Karnakesari, a Somavansi king of Utkal was defeated by 
Palraja as per Ram charita written by poet Sandhyakar 
Nandi. 


The Dirghasi inscription ( 1075 A.D) mentions that both Utkal 
and Odra side by side are two different territories. 


1076 Vanapati, the General of Raj Raj II, the Ganga king of 
Kalinga defeated the king of ‘Odra Desh’, by the time 
Koshal had already been lost to Kalchuris. ( According to 
Dirghasi inscription) 

1078 AnantaVerman Chodaganga Dev (C. 1078- 1147 A.D) 
became the king of Kalinga at the age of five. He first 
declared himself to be the Rout of Lord Jagannath (N. 
Mukund Rao, a historian discovered epigraphical evidence 
to prove beyond doubt). He declared his empire as 
“Sakalotkal”. 


Chodaganga Dev (1078- 1147) established Gangeswarpur 
Shasana on the bank of river Daya near Dhauli. His queen 
Kalyani Devi founded another Brahman village Kalyanpur to 
the South of Gangeswarpur. His another queen Koshala Devi 
established a village now called ‘Kausalyapur’ which was 
originally Koshalpur. Sriya Devi, another queen of Gangeswar 
( Chodaganga Dev) was the founder of Sriyadevipur which 
is now called Saradeipur. The extensive tank called Koshal- 
Ganga (now called Kaushalya-Ganga) was excavated to 
perpetuate the memory of queen Kosala Devi. His another 
queen Laxmi Devi established a Bramhin Shasan at 
Bhubaneswar called Laxmisagar Patana, built Laxmi 
Narayan temple in the same village and dug out the vast 
Laxmisagar tank. As per an inscription, Chodaganga Dev 
had 99,000 elephants. So he was adorned with the title 
‘Nabanabati Sahashra Gunjaradhiswar”’ (see 1402). 
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As per an inscription of Mukteswar temple of Krishnagiri 
(Ganjam district), Chodaganga Dev (1078 - 1147) built both 
Mukteswar temple and Jhadeswar temple ( Shiv temples). 
[Krishnagiri was a vishay (district) of Kangod during 
Madhavraj-II of Sailodbhava dynasty (610- 55 A.D)]. The 
Chodaganga Sah: of Puri, Chodaganga tank near Cuttack, 
Chodaganga Gada (Saranga Gada) near Baranga are his 
achievements. 188 numbers of rock inscriptions of his period 
are available now, out of which Mukhalingam, Drakshyaram, 
Nilakantheswar, Simhachalam and Mahendragiri are 
important in addition to many copper grants. 


According to some inscription of Chodganga Dev ( 1078- 
1147), Kalinga was divided into five parts, each of which 
was ruled by one of the collateral branches of Ganga family. 
The five parts are Kalinga, Kanthika-Vandhurakanths, 
Amvavali vishaya, Soda mandal, Kantakavartini 


By this year, the Somav ansi kings completely lost Koshal to 
Kalchuri kings. The Kalchuri king Prithideva- I proclaimed 
himself as the master of the whole Koshal.( As per the charter 
issued inthis year) 


Anantaverma Chodaganga Dev made a gift of the village 
“Khonna” to three hundred Brahmins who were well versed 
in ‘ Yajnadi Satakarma’ (As per Korni grant , 1081 A.D) 


Mahabhavagupta Puranjaya, second son of Janmejaya-II 
became King. The Ratnagiri inscription states that Puranjaya 
not only kept his feudatory chiefs under control, but also 
successfully resisted the invasion of the kings of Gouda, 
Dahala, Kalinga and Banga.(d.1100) 


Satananda Acharya wrote Vaswati, a book on astronomy. 
His other works are Satananda Ratnamala and Satananda 
Sangrah 


The earliest work of Orissa, so far known in which both 
‘Sakabda’ and ‘Yugabda’ were used is the Vaswati by 
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Satananda Acharya of Puri. In the first verse he used the 
Sak era 1021 which corresponds to 1099 A.D. The time of 
its completion is indicated in Yugabda 4200 which also 
corresponds to 1099 A.D. (See 1147) 


As per an inscription of Mukhalingam, the introduction of 
Devadasi or Devaganika for musical performance in the 
temples seems to have been accomplished. 


1100 Maha Sivagupta Karna Dev (1100 - 88 ) brother of 
Puranjaya Dev became the king. He was the last known 
Somavansi ruler. 


1101 Ramanuyj (C.1017-1137) visited Puri and established 
Ramanuj Matha there. Chodaganga Dev, the Ganga monarch 
converted himself from Saivism to Vaishnavism because of 
his contact with Ramanuj. He(Chodaganga Dev) constructed 
the great Jagannath temple and Laxmi temple at Puri. 
Ramanuj stressed on the Upasana of Narayana and Laxmi 
at the apex. He is the first Vaishnav teacher to come 
Orissa. He founded ‘Sri Sampradaya.’ (See 1150) 

1108 Somal Mahadevi, queen of Chodaganga Dev gave a 
perpetual lamp in Madhukeswar temple. 


1112 Chodaganga Dev defeated Karna Dev, the Somavansi king 
and allowed him to continue as a tributary ruler. Kalinga and 
Utkal were amalgamated into one kingdom. 

Korni copper plate of 1112 A.D describes Ananta Verma 
Chodaganga Dev as Param Maheswar and Param Vaishnav. 
Chodaganga Dev gave a perpetual lamp (Akhand Deep) to 
Lord Krutibas (Lingaraj). 

In a copper plate grant issued by Chodaganga Dev, it is 
recorded that he was the supreme Lord ot the territory lying 
between the Ganga and the Godavari rivers. 

Chodaganga Dev defeated the kings of Vengi and Utkal as 
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per Korni copper plate grant. Utkal was mainly confined to 
the coastal strip. 


1113 The name Varanashi Katak is inscribed in the temple of 
Simhachalam for the first time. Chodaganga Dev for the first 
time refers to his invasion of Utkal in his Korni copper plate. 


1114 The Lingaraj temple epigraph states the full war title of 
Chodaganga Dev and in all probability, the King had 
completed the conquest of Utkal by that date and had come 
to Krutibas ( Lingaraj) for granting an endowment in order 
to proclaim his victory over Somavansi kingdom. 


Kalchuris became the unchallenged kings of Dakshin Koshal 
after a war between Kalchur and Telugu Chod. Jajjal Dev - 
I of Kalchuri royal family defeated Raja Bhujabal of Sonepur 
and occupied South Koshal, Andhra, Khimidi and Lanjika 
and collected land revenue. ( As per epigraphical records of 
Jajal Dev -I in Ratnapur.) 


1115 Puri Jagannath temple was built in the place of a small old 
dilapidated temple. It was completed in 1145. Chodaganga 
Deviis also credited with the construction of Vishnu temples 
at Mukhalingam, Srikurmam and Simhachalam temples. 


1118 The final annexation of Orissa to the Ganga kingdom took 
place. 


Kingdom of Vengi was annexed to the kingdom of 
Chodaganga Dev. 


Chodaganga Dev expressed himself as Param V aishnab and 
totally gave up the hereditary title of Parama Maheswar as 
per Visakhapatnam copper plate grant. (See 1135) 


1120 Govindpur stone inscription reveals that Manorath, father of 
poet Gangadhar came to Puri on a pilgrimage. Near the sea, 
on a lunar eclipse day, he gifted every thing he had and 
performed religious rites. 
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1125 Nilgini State ( now in Balasore district) was established. The 
15th Chief in 1611 obtained the title of Maharaja for the 
assistance rendered to Moghuls against Pathans on the bank 
of river Subarnarekha. The 13th chief had received from 
Marathas the title ‘Fatesingha Bahadur’ having assisted 
Maratha Faujdar 


1128 Chodaganga Dev visited Drakshyaram (A.P.) with his seven 
queens and the queens recorded their donations to the God 
Bhimeswar. In this year Singh Bruhaspati Yoga occurred 
which comes in a twelve -year span. So holy bath in river 
Godavari was performed by people of Kalinga and other 
neighbouring countries. 

Gondachoda is described as the Pata Mahadei (chief queen) 
of Chodaganga Dev (C. 1078 - 1147) in a Drakshyaram 
temple inscription. She built the Gundicha Mandap at Puri. 

1130 Khijing Kotla (Mayurbhanj) was destroyed during war 
between Ratna Dev, the Raja of Kalchuri and Chodaganga 
Dev. Again in 1361 it was fully destroyed by Firuj Tughlug. 
After this, Harihar Bhanja, a scion of the family of Khijing 
established his capital at Hariharpur. Thereafter, Sumitra Devi, 
the widow of Damodar Bhanja established a new capital at 
Baripada. 

1132 “Chamupati was a military officer who was capable of 
controlling a Batallion consisting of 728 chariots, 729 
elephants, 2187 horses and 3645 infantry”. (As per 
Mukhalingam inscription) | 

1133 The inscription in Telugu in Gokarneswar temple at Parala, 
issued by Chodaganga Dev, records that the gift of a lamp to 
the temple of Gokarneswar was made by an inhabitant of 
From epigraphic records it is known that Mahendranchal 
and Biraja Kshetra were the first sacred pilgrimages of 
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Orissa, that were attracting pilgrims. Mahendranchal was in 
Kalinga and Biraja Kshetra in Tosali. 

Utkal was annexed to Ganga kingdom (According to Dr H.K 
Mahatab ). From 9* century onwards, the region comprising 
of the modern districts of Cuttack, Balasore and southern’ 
part of the Medinapur district was known as Utkal. 

Capital of Chodaganga Dev was shifted from Kalinganagar 
to Katak. From this day it became famous as Ganga Katak. 
Ananta Verma Chodaganga Dev visited Srikurmeswar temple 
and gave rich presents to the deity. 

Chodaganga Dev used the titles of Parama Bhattarak, Parama 
Vaishnavah and Parama Brahmanya. Prior to this date he 
was a Paramamaheswar in 1112 A.D. 


An inscription in Telugu by Chodaganga Dev records that 
the Chakravarti (Emperor) Chodaganga Dev, after 
suppressing the rebellion (Sadhinchi), appeared in the 
Western, Northern and Eastern quarters (of his kingdom), 
and after controlling the country extended from the Godavari 
upto Bhagirathi (Ganga) satisfied the Devas (the Gods), the 
Rishis (hermits), the Pitrus and Brahmans by giving charities. 


Ramanuj died. He established Ramanuj Matha at Pun. 


The activities of Vishnu Swami, a well-known Vaishnava 
was confined in between 1138- 56. He established three 
Mathas at Puri out of which Vishnuswami Matha was the 
foremost. He wrote Bhagabatvasya which enhanced the 
popularity of Bhagabat Puran in Onissa. 


An inscription in the Kedareswar temple mentions that Ranjan 
Paramardi Dev, younger brother of Ganga King Anantaverma 
Chodaganga Dev offered a perpetual lamp to the God 
Kedareswar and granted a village of a Visay (district) for its 
maintenance. 


From an inscription in Mukteswar temple (Krishnagiri, 
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Ganjam) it is known that Prachari Mahadevi, one of the 
queens of Chodaganga Dev, king of Orissa granted a perpetual 
lamp to Mukteswar temple. 

1145 The Rajim inscription of the Kalchuri King Prithi Dev-H dated 
this year tells the establishment of the temple of Rama. 

1147 Kamarnav Dev (C. 1147- 56 A.D), son of Chodaganga 
Dev became the king of Orissa. His coronation took place in 
1142 A.D during the life time of his father. 


The Polasara plates of Arkeswar Dev, chieftain of the 
Hingulakatak or Hinjilkatu of Ganjam was issued in Yugabda 
4248 or 4348 which corresponds to 1147 or 1247 A.D. 
Uptill now, the earliest use of Yugabda has been found in this 
single royal grant. 

Chodaganga Dev, by the time of his death, became Emperor 
of a vast empire. He accepted many titles on himself. Those 
titles are: Rajadhiraj, Rajaparameswar, Parama Bhatarak, 
Trikalingadhipati, Sri Ganga Chudamani. He has other names 
also. They are :- Chalukya Ganga, Bikrama Gangeswar, Veer 
Rajendra Chodaganga Dev and Gangeswar Dev. 


1150 Govinda, the cousin and disciple of Ramanuj established 
Emar Matha at Puri. He, after taking Sanyas, took a new 
name Embaromanare. Accordingly the Math is named Emar. 


Kasturika Mondini, queen of Chodaganga Dev (1 078-11 47) 
built Dadhivaman temple at Tekkali (A.P). 


1156 Raghav ( C1156 - 70), younger brother of Kamarnava 
became the king. Jayadev, the great devotional poet was a 
contemporary. of this king, as one of his inscriptions in the 
Lingaraj temple mentions about a saint named Sadhu 
Pradhan Jayadev (Jayadev the great). It is admitted that 
the Nimbark’s effort to popularise Radha Krishna worship 
influenced Jayadev to write his famous poetry Gita Govinda. 
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Gopinath culture became popular in Orissa when Jayadev, 
the great lyric poet of Gita Govinda, wrote melodious songs 
describing the amorous play of ‘Radha and Krishna’. The 
seed of ‘Radha Krishna’ concept which was sowed by 
Jayadev was germinated and blossomed in 16* Century in 
the precincts of Jagannath temple. Kamalakanta Krushna 
Jagannath successfully became Radhakanta Jagannath. 


Counting of Ankashrahi was introduced during the period 
of Raghav Dev (1156 - 70) [tentatively concluded}. It was 
accepted as a regular system after some years. {1,6,16,20,26, 
30,36... like this are omitted in counting Anka$hrahi}. (See 
1293) 


1166 The Mukhalingam stone inscription reveals that the wife of 
Ganga King Vajrahasta; Vijaya Mahadevi endowed God 
Madhukeswar with a perpetual lamp. 


1170 Rajraj-II one of the sons of Chodaganga Dev became the 
King. Jayadev, the composer of Gita Govinda, the gem of 
Sanskrit literature flourished in his court . 

Rajraj-II, imperial Ganga King (1170-90) of Orissa 
exterminated the Buddhist sages dwelling in the caves of 
Dhauli hills as per Madala Panji. 


1180 Sovaneswar Siva temple at village Niali was built by 
Brahmana chieftain named Vaidyanath, a subordinate of the 
Ganga Emperor of Orissa at the initiation of Baghala Devi, 
chief queen of Aniank Bhim Dev-I. 


1190 Megheswar temple was built by Swapneswar Dev, the 
Ganga General and brother-in-law of Rajraj-II (1170-90) 
and brother of queen Surama Devi. The temple inscription 
describes are consecration of dancing-girls: “Whose eye-lashes 
constitute the very essence of captivating the whole world, whose 
very gait brings about a complete stillness in the activities of three 
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worlds, whose bangles bejewelled with precious stones serve as 
un-arranged candles, during the dance those deer-eyed maidens are 
offered in devotion to Him, Lord Siva”. The rock inscription of 
the temple was published in the journal of Asiatic Society of 
Bengal in 1838, edited by James Prinsep. The author of this 
inscription is poet Udayana Acharya. He is also the author 
of Sovaneswar inscription at Niali. (See 1822) [Source: 
Souvenir, Third Purba Bharat Sanskrutik Sammelan 1982, P 58 
Dhirendranath Pattnaik} 


1190 Anianka Bhim Dev -II (C. 1190 -98), brother of Rajraj-II 
(both were born to queen Chandralekha) became the king 
of Orissa. Baghala Devi, chief queen of Anianka Bhim Dev 
II established a Brahman Shasan called Bagalpur (other side 
of Kusabhadra) after her name. She constructed 
Sovaneswar Siva temple at Niali. The inscriptions found 
on the walls of both Megheswar and Sovaneswar temples 
were composed by the poet Udayan who has been identified 
with Udayanacharya, the author of Bhavavibhavini, the 
earliest known commentary on the Gita Govinda of Jayadev. 
She also built a temple at Turintra under Balipatna police 
station. In this temple three deities Balabhadra (Ananta), 
Jagannath (Krishna) and Subhadra were carved separately 
in three chlorite stones. 

1193 An inscription in the 4® Ank year of Aniyank Bhima Dev II 
in the Lingaraj temple is written in Oriya language which 
appears to be the first of its kind. 

1195 Megheswar temple inscription states that Swapneswar, 
brother-in-law of Raj Raj-I constructed Megheswar temple 
at Bhubaneswar and adjoining it planted a flower garden. 

1197 Ananda Tirtha (Circa.1197-1277), who is known as 
Madhabacharya, preacher of Dwait Sidhanta defeated 
Narahari Tirtha in a learned discourse and won him as a 
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disciple. He promoted the worship of Lord Vishnu with 
different forms (Avatars), knowledgeable and joyous, 
rejecting the qualified monism and the supreme God element 
of Ramamuyj. 


The King Aniyank Bhim Dev II- (1190-98) constructed 
Purusottam temple at Cuttack. [According to Nagari Copper 
plate grant of Aniyank Bhima Dev-III of 1230A.D, atemple 
of Jagannath was built at Varanasi Katak ( Modern Cuttack) 
by Aniyank Bhima Dev-I.] * | 

In an inscription in the temple of Simhachalam it is recorded 
that the King instituted an endowment for the maintenance of 
100 dancers (Sanis) given to the temple by him. The 
king(Ananga Bhima Dev II, 1190-98) is compared to 
Pururava. 


1198 Gobardhan Acharya wrote “Aryasapta Sati” (approximately 
last part of 12" century), which has been published by many 
institutions in India. Pandit Ramakanta Tripathy edited and 
published it in 1935 at Calcutta. 


Mahabinayak temple at Chandikhol was constructed. (12" 
century A.D) 


Rajraj -III (1198 - 1211 A.D), son of Anianka Bhim Dev-II 
became the king. The Drakshyaram Bhimeswar temple 
inscription and Srikurmam temple inscription of Rajraj-III 
reveal that the Orissan army inflicted a crushing defeat on the 
muslim invasion. His Dasgobra inscription reveals that the 
Puri Jagannath temple was built by Chodaganga Dev (1078 
- 1147). The inscription : “ Which king can be named that could 
erect a temple to such a God as Purusottam, whose feet are earth, 
whose navel is the entire sky, whose ears are cardinal points, whose 
eyes are the Sup and the Moon and whose head is that heaven 
(above). The task which had been hitherto neglected by previous 
kings was accomplished by Gangeswar. The ocean is the birth place

of Laxmi, so thinking in his father in law’s house (the ocean) Vishnu 
lodged with some shame, though he got full adoration. Thus ashamed, 
the God Purusottam was glad to get this new abode, and Laxmi too, 
gladly preferred living in her husband’s new house to living in her 
father’s house.” [Source : O.H.R.J. Spl. Vol 1982, P 157. K.N. 
Mohapatra.] 


Monkana Chamupati, one of the officers of Rajraj II (1198- 
1211) incised an inscription in Sanskrit in the temple of 
Drakshyaram in East Godavari district. The translation of the 
the top two verses is this:- 


(1) “In the Ganga dynasty there lived a king called Chodaganga 
whose prowess was immense. From him was born the king 
Aniyankabhima who was famous for liberal charities. His son 
named Naranarasimha alias Rajarajadeva became the king who 
could easily defeat the Muslim lords of Gauda and Garjjanapati.” 

(2) “That king (Rajaraja III), after capturing the strong soldiers (of 
his enemy kings), with pleasure and smile, ordered Monkana 
Camunatha (Commander) at (a place named ) Ganduti to march 
on the conquest of the territories from the banks of the Godavari. 
Monkana Camunatha, the commander, accepted that order of 
the king, bowing down his head”. 


1201 An inscription in Simhachalam reveals that Narasingh Nayak, 
who acted as a Karan of Ganimkota secured good 
knowledge in Ganitha (accounts). Similarly it was known 
from Srikakulam inscription that Govinda Das was an expert 
among the writers. 


Ramachandra Deo, the seventh King of Naga family re- 
conquered his lost territory of Kalahandi with the help of the 
Ganga ruler of Gadapur. In commemoration of this notable 
event, Manikeswari, the presiding deity of the Ganga family 
of Gadapur was accepted as the presiding deity of the Naga 
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family of Kalahandi, in place of Goddess Lankeswari of 
Junagad who was the family deity of Nagas of Kalahandi 
since the time of the first ruler of his family. 


Anangabhim Dev -III (1211-38), son of Rajraj-II, became 
the king of Orissa. He started the practice of sweeping the 
chariot (Chhera Pahnara) of Lord Jagannath during car 
festival. He arranged 36 types of services for the Lord, 
known as Chhatisa Nijog . He built Ananteswar temple in 
the Lingaraj temple compound, where Ananta (Balabhadra), 
Basudev (Jagannath) and Subhadra are worshipped. As per 
his Kenduli copper grant, “The enemies were eliminated by the 
military powers of Anangabhima Dev as a result of which, their 
women folk went on shedding tears continuously.” The Dancing 
Hall (Nata Mandir) of Lingaraj temple was built by him. He 
is also called Rout Bhim Dev. He is ascribed to the building 
of Barabati Fort at Cuttack 


Chateswar inscription of Anangabhim Dev III (1211-38) 
found in the village of Krishnapur in the undivided Cuttack 
district refers to the defeat of muslim Governor at the hands 
of Vishnu, the Brahmin Minister of Anangabhim Dev III. The 
inscription describes: 

“How are we to describe his (Vishnu’s) heroism is during his 
flight against the Muslim king? He fought drawling arrows upto 
his car killing many famous warriors, which became a grand feast 
to the sleepless and un-winking eyes of the gods who were 
interested onlookers in the heaven above.” 


Anangabhim Dev was the first Ganga ruler who incised his 
inscription in the Simhachalam temple and his reign marked 
the beginning of the continuous rule of the Gangas for over 
two centuries in the Madhayam Kalinga. 


With the help of three epigraphical records, namely the 
inscription of temples like Chateswar, Drakshyaram and 
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Srikurmam, it is concluded that the Sultan of Bengal suffered 
a crushing defeat in the hands of Rajraj-II. 


Anangabhima Dev -III (1211- 38) built Astalingeswar temple 
at Mahavinayak, Chandikhol valley. The temple fell into ruins 
and in 1860 it was partly restored by Baidyanath Pandit, the 
Zamindar of Darpan estate. 


Anangabhim Dev -III (1211- 38 A.D), a great devotee of 
God Purusottam dedicated his empire in the God’s name 
and called it Sripurusottam Samrajya. He ruled as his 
representative (Rout). (As per an inscription of Lingaraj 
temple, Bhubaneswar) 


Lord Jagannath became the State deity of the Ganga empire 
asa whole during the period of Anangabhima Dev- IMI (1211 
-38). During his period, Kathajodi river stone wall was 
constructed (as per historian Ghanashyam Das). Madala 
Panyi states that it was built in 1006 A.D. 


One of the inscriptions of Anangabhim Dev -II (1211 - 38) 
found on the wall of Pataleswar shrine within the inner 
compound of Jagannath temple of Puri records the gift of 
land for the supply of ten bundles of fragrant flowers everyday 
to Lord Jagannath. ' 
Anangabhim Dev -III (1211-38) built “‘Thumbeswar temple” 
close to the hills of Gobindgarh near Purusottampur (Ganjam), 
as per an inscription of the temple. 


1212 Anangabhim Dev III (1211-38) occupied Suvarnapur. 
Thereby he got authority over Western Orissa comprising 
modem Sambalpur and Bolangir districts. 


1220 Poet Udayan Acharya wrote Bhavavibhavini, the first 
commentary on the Gita Govinda. The second 
commentary was Sarvangausundari written by Kaviraj 
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Narayan Das, the great great grandfather of famous 
Biswanath Kaviraj. 

Chateswar temple inscription gives an account of the heroic 
exploits of Ganga General Vishnu Acharya. In an inscription 
he equated himself with Vishnu while fighting in Tummna 
(Raipur and Bilaspur districts of M.P.). Prior to this year he 
defeated Kalchuri kings and got Sambalpur, Sonepur and 
Bolangir regions. He also brought the whole empire of the 
King Anangabhim Dev III, Lord of Trikalinga under one 
parasol. 


There is an inscription of king Anangbhim Dev-III in the 
Jagannath temple, Puri which was written in Oriya on 12® 
June. 


Four interesting epigraphs of the time of the Ganga monarch 
Anangabhima III are found on the walls of the second entrance 
of the Pataleswara shrine within the inner compound of the 
Jagannath temple. The records are written purely in the Proto 
Oriya characters of the thirteenth century A.D. Their language 
1s old Oriya with a slight admixture of Sansknt. They are the 
earliest Oriya inscriptions (of thel225 A.D.) so far 
discovered. Regarding palaeography and orthography, the 
inscriptions resemble some of the Orissan records of about 
the same period. The use of pronominal adjective; i. the 
locative suffix. i, and em and the dative suffix, kai, side by 
side with. Au, is of grammatical interest. Kai and ku , were 
used to mean ‘for’ and ‘to’ respectively. All the four records 
bear dates in the Saka era and in the years of the well-known 
Anka-system of reckoning prevalent in Orissa. 

The first inscription records the grant of three Vatis of land in 


Chhagopadda by the Sri Karana Suru Senapati on Thursday, 
Ashada Sudi 5 in Saka 1147 and in the 15th Anka of Anangabhima 
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III The grant was made in favour of Lord Jagannatha for making 
provision for the offering (narvedya) of milk, clarified butter, rice 
and curds to the diety (Sakabdah 1147 Svasti Sri Anangabhima 
Devasya Pravardhmana Vijaya Rajya Samvatsare saradi 15 Asadha 
sukla 5 guruvare Sri Purushottama devanku naivedya dugdha- 
ghrita-chala dah  tambola vyanjana sahite datta bhumi vati 3) 


The second inscription records the grant of two Vatis and 5 
manas by the footman (Padatika) Khanda, the son of Chandana 
to Lord Jagannath on Monday Makara bad: 7, in Sak 1158 and in 
Anka 29 of Rauta Anangabhimadeva The grant was made in 
favour of Lord Jagannath for making offering to the diety with 
clarified butter, curry, curds, and betel-leaf The meaning of the 
last line of the record which speaks of the dieties Halin (Balaram) 
Chakrin (Krushna-Vishnu) and Subhadra most probably refers 
to the three dieties of the temple (Sakabda 1158 Sri 
Purusottamasya x x Rauta Srimad Anankabhimadevasya samvat 
29 anke x x naivedya x x tamvola sahite x x Hali Chakri Subhadra x 
x). 

The third inscription records the gift of two Vatis of land at 
Kuranga and Murada villages by Kirttivasa Nayaka to Lord 
Jagannath on Sunday Kumbha Sudi 7, in Sak 1158 and in the 
Anka year 29 of Anangabhimadeva III, for making provision for 
offerings to the diety with clarified butter, curds, curry and betel- 
leaf 


The fourth grant records the gift of one Vatr and 10 manas of 
land by Suru Senapati to Lord Jagannatha on Friday, Phalguna 
bad: 1 in Sak 1158 and in the Anka year 31 of Anangabhima III for 
supplying Namvedya and for making provision for the supply of 
ten bundles of fragrant flowers probably per day 


1229 Nagan plate of Anangabhim Dev-III reveals that Chodoganga 
Dev (1078-1147) was a good orator He was proficient in 
Vedic lore as well as fine arts. 
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1230 Kanchipuram inscription of the queen of Anangabhim Dev- 
III records her majesty’s valuable gifts to the temple of 
Allarnath. The most significant fact of this inscription is that 
Anangabhimais declared here for the first time as the Rout 
(deputy) and the son of Lord Purusottam. 


A copper inscription of 1230 A.D reads that on a solar eclipse 
day Anangabhim Dev-II, while going to see Lord Jagannath 
at Puri gifted five Batis of land to Brahmins 


1231 According to Nagar grants issued by the king Anangbhim 
Dev-III, he raised a temple for Lord Purusottam and two 
Sivatemples in his capital Avinab Varanasi Katak. 


1235 Srikurmam inscription (A.P) reveals that Anangbhim-II6I who 
was learned and a devotee of Purusottam Jagannath secured 
a good name in various fine arts. 


1238 Narasingh Dev- I (1238-64 A.D) became the king of Orissa. 
He gifted lands to Lord Chandrasekhar of Kapilas. He 
patronised learned scholars and it was during his time that 
the famous Alankar Sastra (Prosody) Ekavali was 
composed by Vidyadhar. As per Gopinath Charitamruta, 
the king brought the image of Gopinath from Chitrakuta to 
Remuna. From an inscription of Narasingh Dev-l, it is 
manifest that he built the Sun temple at Konark. A Lingara} 
temple inscription refers to the construction of a monastery 
called “Sadasivmatha” in Ekamreswara Kshetra, 
(Bhubaneswar) for the refugees from Bengal (Goud and 
Radha) who had fled owing to the incursion of the Muslim 
rulers. His interest inthe Simhachalam temple is noteworthy. 
He carried on a wholesale renovation of the temple, and this 

“ one act made the cultural life of the region active. 
Commander Aktar of Narasingh Dev -I constructed Dancing 
Hall (Nata Mandap) of Simhachalam. During the reign of 
Narasingh Dev IV (1378-1414) the deity of the Simhachalam 
temple is described as Bidalakruti Narasingh. 
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As per an inscription, Narasingh Dev I (1238-64) is dignified 
for great leaming and compared to Arjun in wielding of arms, 
to Karna in munificence, to Bhim in strength, and to 
Manmatha in beauty. 


1240 In an inscription of Lingaraj temple it is mentioned that 
Narasingh Dev -I defeated Ganpati, the Kakatiya king. He 
gifted 15 Batis of land to Sri Lingaraj and Sidhavinayak 
for the above victory. 


(Circa) Dwarvasini temple is built on Eastern bank on 
Bindu Sarobara at Bhubaneswar. It is built of laterite stones. 
Mahinsamardini Durgais installed in this temple. There is 
an inscription of Narasingh Dev - I (1238 -64) in the door 
jamb of this temple.(Sri Narasinghdevashya Subhatasya 
Durgaputrasya Shrahi). 

1244 Orissa forces defeated Tughan Khan of Bengal. 


1245 Construction of Konark Sun temple was started and it was 
completed in 1256. In the Konark sculptures there is a figure 
of giraffe which was evidently brought in as a great curiosity 
to India and afford to the king of Orissa by Arab merchants. 


Narasingh Dev-I again attacked Bengal in the month of 
March. Karimudhin Laghri, the Commander of Bengal died 
in the war. The misery of muslims due to this war is described 
in a copper inscription of Kendupatana as follows:- “The 
white river Ganga, blackened for a great distance by the collyrium 
washed away by tears from the eyes of the weeping yavanis of 
Radha and Varendra and rendered waveless, as if by this astonishing 
achievement, was now transformed by that Monarch (Narasimha-l) 
into the black-watered Yamuna.” [Lakhanaut territory consisted 
of two divisions Radha and Varendra on either side of Ganges. 
Lakhnor was the headquarters of Radha while that of 
Varendra was Devakot.] [Source History of Orissa by N K 
Sahu, P K Mishra, J K Sahu 1991, P 214] 
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According to Tabagat- i- Nasiri, a Muslim history, a 
devastating war took place between the Muslim sultan of 
Bengal and the Ganga monarch Narasingh Dev -] (1238 - 
64). 

1246 Inthe Chandrasekhar temple of Kapilas (Dhenkanal), there 
is an inscription that, on 30" April Narasinghdev- I proclaimed 
himself as “Parameswar Sri Durgaputra Sri Purusottam 
Putra”. 


From Narasingh Dev-I’s Kapilas inscription, he assumed 
the title of Gajapati for the first time in the history of Orissa 
directly. It was the first record of Narasingh Dev-I so far 
discovered in the hilly tract of Orissa where he used to grant 
villages in favour of the Sikhareswar Mahadev. 


The State of Tigiria(Old name Trigiri) now in Cuttack district 
came into existence with Nityananda Tung as its Raja. 
Jagannath Champati Singh, one of the chiefs assisted the Raja 
of Orissa against the Raja of Domapada and was rewarded 
with the service of ‘Bada Parichha’ in the temple of Lord 
Jagannath, Puri, a privilege which the family enjoys in 
perpetuity. The name Tigiria is apparently a corruption of 
‘Trigin’ (three hills). Lord Jagannath worshipped at Tiginiais 
called Prasanman:i. 


1250 Inthe Konark temple built during this period, the base line 
architecture which shows the Kheéda operation, training and 
breaking in of wild elephants and cavalry use of elephants 
bears a silent testimony of it. Elephant husbandry was known 
in Orissa since 300 B.C. The Rock edicts of king Ashok at 
Dhauli near Bhubaneswar bears the testimony of it. 


1252 Raghunath Bhanja, a Bhanja chief founded Ghumusar State 
(see 1590) 


1259 A Muslim history called Tabaqat-i-Nasiri was compiled by 
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historian Minhaj-E-Siraj. It describes, the Muslims attempted 
to invade the prosperous country of Utkal which they called 
Jajanagar.(Paramananda Acharya, the historian and archaeologist 
after going through the views of all historians regarding the location 
of Jajanagar concluded that during 13® and 14* century the entire 
Orissa including all Gadjats, Medinapur, Howarh, Hugli district, 
Bankuda, Singhbhum Bilaspur, Godavari, Visakhpatnam were calted 
Jajanagar). (see 1893) 

A 13" century record tells that Narasingh Dev-] (1238-64) 
gave to the Simhachalam temple, a band of hundred Sanis 
(Deva-ganika) to propitiate the God. That the Sanis lived in 
the premises of the temple, is known from another inscription. 
A lengthy inscription from the reign of Narasingh Dev II (1278- 
1306) reports that provision for feeding 30 Brahmins in the 
‘Matha’ situated at the top of the hill was made by an officer 
of the king. 


1264 Bhanudev -I (C.1264-78) became the king of Orissa. Inan 
inscription of Drakshayram, Bhanudev -I has been described 
as Gajaghatapati and Gajapati. Narahan Tirtha, the Vaishnav 
saint was contemporary to Bhanudev-I. He founded Dwait 
Philosophy. Sonepur stone inscription clearly indicates that 
Bhanudev-I ruled Western Orissa, acquired from Kalchuris 
by his grandfather Anangbhim Dev - III.Ganga Emperor 
conferred the title of Paschimadesadhikari to his feudatory 
stationed at Sonepur. He patronised Storiya Brahmins for 
whom he donated hundred pieces of land with houses and 
gardens. In this period 6 chariots were used for car festival 
due to existence of a river before Gundicha temple. The king 
constructed a bridge over the river and thereafter, only three 
chariots were used in the car festival. 


1268 In the Stambheswari temple of Sonepur, there is an 
inscription of Veer Bhanudev-I which was written on 3" 
March. In this inscription Oriya words are used. 
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A thorough and wholesale renovation was made to 
Simhachalam temple by a Commander of Narasingh Dev-I 
(1238-64), who under orders from the king appears to have 
demolished all the earlier structures. The main structures that 
we all see now are the central shrine and the frontal porch. 
The cloister and the marage-hall came into existence in the 
year 1268.(see 1238) 


Amareswar inscription at Boni reveals that Umapati was 
appointed as Senapati (General) of Orissa by Bhanudev-l. 
He gifted a perpetual lamp to Lord Amareswar with provision 
of a well and a garden. He wrote beautiful verses of royal 
praise in Amareswar temple rock inscription. 

Parbati temple was constructed within the premises of the 
Lingaraj temple. 

Narasingh Dev -II (1278-1306 A.D) became the king of 
Orissa. His mother Jakalla Devi of Chalukya dynasty built 
Bhimeswar temple at Drakshyaram that is situated in East 
Godavari district of Andhra Pradesh. 


Itis clear from a copper plate inscription of Narasinga Dev 
II (1278-1306) which says that “King (Narasingh Dev I) 
built a Temple (Kutir) for the Sun God (Usnerasmi) at Konark 
(Kona Kona) 

Poet Narayan Das wrote Sarbang Sundari, acommentary 
(tikka) on Gita Govinda. (see 1220) 

Three Gopinath images at Alarpur Shasan, Hirapur and 
Sarakana Shasan were built during the reign of Narasingh 
Dev-II (1278-1306). The Alarpur image is now being 
worshipped in a temple at Balianta. 

Kendupatana copper inscription found twenty feet below the 
ground during Canal excavation reveals that Narasingh Dev- 
II (1278-1306) was compared to Arjun and Brihaspati in 
archery and learning respectively. 
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Poet Sambhukar Bajpai, contemporary to Raja Narasingh 
Dev-II (1278 - 1306) wrote Sradha Padhati, Bibah 
Padhati, Agnihotra Homa Padhati, Agnihotra Homa 
Prayaschita Padhati and Durbal Karma Padhati, which 
are the rules for performing several Hindu rituals. 


The Alarpur and Kendupatana copper plates of Narasingh 
Dev-II (1278-1308 A.D) refer to the establishment of 
Gopinath image by him at Remuna Katak. The original temple 
was also built by the king. 

Ananta Basudev temple was built by Chandrika Devi. She 
was the daughter of Aniyank Bhim Dev-III and wife of 
Paramardi Dev, who was the Commander of Narasingh Dev 
-I (1238-64) and the glorious hero of the Haihaya dynasty. 
While fighting with the Yavans, Paramardi Dev ended his 
life. It is for the commemoration of his achievements, 
Chandrika Devi built Ananta Basudev temple at Bhubanewar 
on the eastern bank of Vindusagara in Sak 1200,during the 
last reigning years of Bhanudev -I (1264-78). The temple 
of Ananta Basudev is the Vaishnava shrine at Bhubaneswar. 
The deities installed inside the sanctum sanctorum, are the 
chlorite figures of Balarama, Krushna and Subhadra. 
Jagannath being identical with Srikrushna, the images in this 
temple have been carved out in the human form, and not like 
those in Jagannath temple, Puri. {The commemorative 
inscription that originally belongs to Ananta Basudev temple 
is now in the hall of the Royal Asiatic Society of Great Britain, 
London. Padmashri Paramananda Acharya brought a plaster 
cast of this inscription which is now under display in the Orissa 
State Museum). 


A portion of inscription :- (composed by poet Umapati) 


(Verse 7) “Paramardi Dev was an ornament of the Haihaya dynasty, 
the best of heroes, possessor of native strength and was as 
charming as the Moon, the Lord of stars”. 
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(Verse-10) There dwells Girijapati (the Lord of Mountain’s 
daughter) where flows in the vicinity a stream called Gandhsindu 
which is as if a true fount worthy of Gods and in order to enjoy its 
beauty and utility which are even superior to those of Indra by 
his descendants. Lord Krittivas founded it by valiant 
Chodaganga Dev. 


(Note. From an aerial photograph taken during 1969 it is 
found that Bindu Sagar has been excavated on an existing 
stream. The stream was flowing from Western side of Orissa 
University of Agriculture and Technology (O.U.A.T) to 
Sisupalagarh area via Mukteswar temple.) 


(Verse-11) There lies the incomparable ocean, the Bindu-sara, 
the water of which springs out of nectarous swells and is worthy 
to be drunk by the sight and is the remover of weariness of 
pilgrims. Other holy places do not attain the divine rank of even 
a drop of its water. In order to remove sorrow of the world, Purajit 
(the conqueror of Tripura, Siva) created this lake as a token of 
grace to the people (by Chodaganga Dev). [It proves Bindu Sagar 
was dug by Chodaganga Deva). 


(Verses 13-14) Here on the bank of this ornament of holy places 
which is thick-set with various trees and sanctified by the residence 
of Krishna and Baladeva and thus serves the purpose of Nandana, 
when there had elapsed the Saka kings’ year, dominated by “‘sky, 
sky, Snake-kings’ tongues, moon” or 1200, King Narasimha Deva’s 
son King Bhanudev has long been reigning over this kingdom as 
far as the sea. The daughter of Bhima (Anangabhima) constructed 
for Hari a temple to last as long as the Sun and the Moon shine in 
the sky. 


15. She made these two portions (Vaasudeva and Sankarshana) 
of Hari who eternally retires in great ocean, to enter into or be 
installed in the temple which suggests the primal sphere whence 
arose the universe by the stately display of firm golden capital 
upon its lofty spire and is a fitting representation of the form of 
Brahma. (Here the poet describes the Kalasa of the temple). 
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16. Having been adorned with a sun-like disc (Chakra) this temple 
excels Siva with a spotted moon on his crest. The inside sanctum 
built according to the principles of architecture devised by Maya, 
the great architect, also excels the sun wherein only one Narayana 
resides but herein two gods Ananta and Vasudeva have been 
enshrined. 


17. The blessed poet Umapati, a devotee of Siva, the foe of three 
cities, duly composed in no long time this dedicatory eulogium having 
merits of every kind of a banner brilliant with gold for this temple 
constructed by her. 


18. “Seeing the face of the daughter to be modest like a moon, king 
Bhima called her name Chandra-Devi.” 


19. Learned in songs, a seat of sport in skilful practice of arts of 
musical measure, beating of time, and the dance, and having a soul 
inspired with devotion to Achyuta (Vishnu) from the childhood 
onwards and the radiance and beauty of the moon this daughter 
Chandrika together with jewells was given (in marriage) by her father 
to Paramardi, the knight, (kshatriya) and the scion of Haihaya 
lineage. 


20. “After he had practised with his wife diverse kinds of pleasure in 
which delight was attendant upon amorous passions; the valiant 
Paramadi-deva, having found the enemies of the battle-loving king 
Vira Narasimha-deva to be dwelling in the world of the gods, went 
himself thither in fury to conquer them, I trow with full display of 
glory.” 

21. At the vast holy place (Kshetra) called Ekamra which is very dear 
to god Krttivasas and well known for bestowing devine achievements, 
and ever brilliant with flowers of every season, she, with eagerness, 
and being inspired with faith, built this temple full of carvings and 
adorned with an auspicious pitcher-capital for god Purushottama in 
order to go the place of Vishnu, the eternal. 


22. She constructed this peerless temple similar to the devine image 
of Kesava which is beautiful from top to bottom, the giver of pity, the

visiting place of virtuous people being adorned with the protecting 
discuss and exceedingly bounteous in distributing the holy food. 


23. Inspired with spiritual devotion and joy she according to her 
ability decorated with diademns and other ornaments Baladeva, Krshna 
and Subhadra with a view to attain the final bliss. (Source: OH RJ 
vol 1, No 4 1989. P 68] 


1281 Narahari Tirtha built the temple of Jogananda Narsimha of 
Srikurmam, when he was the Governor of the province of 
Kalinga and the regent of the young king Narasingh Dev-]. 
He composed many Sanskrit verses which are popularly 
known as Narahariyati Strotram. 


1282 As per a rock inscription of Narasingh Dev-II it is known 
that worshipping of Lord Gopinath was in vogue. A figure of 
Gopinath depicted in Konark wheel proves that cult of 
Gopinath was popular in 13th century. 


1290 The Simhachalam temple inscription refers to offering of 
Tambul (betel leaf) to God Narasingha. The Simhachalam 
temple is a West-facing shrine although all temples are 
generally East-facing. 

1292 Narasinghpur State ( now in Cuttack district) was established 
by Dharma Singha.Its fifth chief Dayanidhi Singh obtained 
the title ‘Manasingh Harichandan Mohapatra’ from Maharaja 
of Khurda. 


1293 Narahari Tirtha established idols of Ram, Laxman and Sita 
in Jagadananda Narasingh temple premises at Srikurmam ( 
as perrock inscription). The deities are called Ramanath, Sita 
Parameswari and Laxman Devar. He suppressed the attack 
of ‘Sabar Tribals’ when he was Pradeshpal (Governor) of 
Kalinga. 

It is tentatively concluded that the counting of Ankashrahi 
was introduced by the sons of Chodaganga Dev. It began 
from Vadra Sukla Dwadasi, the day of Sunia. The Sana 
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year or Sal began from Sunia in Orissa. (Note:- Previously it 
was counted in lunar months, but now it is being counted in solar 
months like Mesha or Brusha etc. Sunia may occur either in the 
month of Kakada or Singh, for which there are some counting 
difficulties (see 1156). 


1295 An inscription was made on 2™ October both in Oriya and 
Tamil languages by Narasingh Dev-II (1278-1306) in 
Uttareswar temple at Bhubaneswar. 


Narasingh Dev -II conquered some Muslim States in the 
North. 


1300 Samvukar Mishra wrote Samvukar Padhati which deals 
on Sanskar (Reforms). 


1305 Srikurmam temple inscription on 27* regnal year of 
Narasingh Dev-II (1278-1306) records the gift by Mohapatra 
Sri Vasudev Jigyana for the benefit of his long life. He gifted 
land measuring three Tummus for a flower garden and three 
Pandums for the gardener for its upkeep, so that they might 
present a flower garland to God Kurmeswar, everyday. 


The State of Badamba originated in recognition of the valour 
of Hatakeswar Rout, a famous wrestler who served the Ganga 
king Narasingh Dev-lIl. 


1306 Bhanudev-II (1306 - 28), son of Narasingh Dev-II became 
the king. He won a victory over Gyas-ud-din Tughaluq in 
C.1320 which is sung in Ganga Prasasti (epigraphic 
evidence). The inscriptionis translated by archeologist M.M. 
Chakrabarty which is as follows- “The King’s (Bhanudeva’s) 
war with Gyas-ud-din, resulted in the blood flowing from the necks 
of the many chiefs wounded by his valour, which filled in the world. 
The blood stream gushing up profusely from the wounded breasts 
of the (enemy’s) elephants was such that it still shines in the sky, in 
the disguise of sun-set glad.” /[Source: Orissa Review 7/94 P 8 §S. 
N. Rajguru.] 
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1321 An inscription of Srikurmam temple reveals that Sriram 
Senapati, an able General who was posted in South Kalinga 
war was credited with the suppression of revolts of some 
subordinate chiefs and given the title “Kalinga Rakshyapal.” 


1323 Ulugh Khan, son of Gyas-ud-din Tughlaq marched towards 
Jajnagar and took 40 elephants from the kingdom. 


1328 Narasingh Dev-III (1328-52 A.D), son of Bhanudev -II 
became the king. Ganga Mahadevi and Kumari Mahadevi 
were his queens. Ganga Mahadevi was mother of Bhanudev- 
III. It is known from Srikurmam temple inscription that 
Bhanudev-III had presented the images of Narasingh and 
Gangadevi with folded hands to the God of Srikumam. 
Mahamahopadhyay Chandi Das, a court poet, contemporary 
of Gajpati Narasingh Dev-IlIl (1328-52) wrote Kavya 
Prakash Dipika, a Tikka book on Kavya Prakash of 
Mammath Bhatta. His other work is Dhwanisidhanta 
Sangrah. 

1330 An inscription is made in the temple of Srikurmam in Oriya 

language but with Telugu script. 
Bidyakar Bajpai (during 1330-60) wrote Karma Dipika, 
Dinakrutya Dipika, Mokshya Parikshya, Madan Parijata 
and Nityachara Padhati. Nityathar Padhati was published 
by Asiatic Society of Bengal in 1903. 


1333 As early as 14" century, Ibn Batuta, a foreign traveller who 
was in the court of Mohammed-bin- Tughluq during 1333 
to 1346 A.D, found Cowris to be imported from Maldives 
to Bengal. Contemporary foreign travellers also spoke of 
Bengal and Orissa importing these from Maldives. 


1343 In an inscription, queen Ganga Mahadevi of Narasingh Dev- 
II (1328-52) gifted to Srikurmanath temple, an image of a 
lady with a lamp in her hand, a crown with nine gems, six 
numbers of pearl necklaces and other costly materials for 
long life and prosperity of her children and grandchildren. 
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1345 As per an inscription, Ganga Mahadevi, queen of Narasingh 
Dev-III(1328-52) gifted 10 golden ornaments to 
Srikurmanath temple for blowing conch- shell for prosperity 
of her children and the country. 


1348 Raja Balram Dev enshrined the Goddess “Samalai” at 
Sambalpur. The present temple was built during the reign of 
Chhatra Sai in the year 1691 A.D. 


1350 (Circa) Kalasa Chautisa was written by Baschha Das. The 
time of this writing is estimated by Dr Artaballav Mohanty. 


An inscription in the temple of Simhachalam hints about a 
troop of Sanis. The troop consisted of female singers, 
drummers, cymbal-players, players of a big drum, a kettle 
drum (bheri)and pipers. These were to entertain the Lord 
during the offering of speciat Bhoga instituted by Ganga Devi, 
queen of Narasingha Dev-II. 


1352 Bhanudev-HI (1352-78 A.D) became the king of Orissa. In 
a copper plate grant issued by Bhanudev -II], it was described 
that he was a powerful and sovereign king. 


The Ganga inscription of Simhachalam assigned to this year, 
describes the Ganga kingdom as “Odya Desh”. 


1353 Kaviraj Chandra Sekhar Mohapatra, father of Viswanath 
Kaviraj wrote Puspamala and Bhasarnav (see 1378) 


1354 Bhanudev-III (1352-78) visited the temple of Simhachalam 

(A.P) where he introduced a new Bhoga (offerings) called 
the Ganga-Narasingh Bhoga, in commemoration of his 
father Narasingh and mother Gangambika. 
Gangambika, mother of Bhanudev-III made a grant in the 
temple of Simhachalam for recitation of Purana, before the 
deity at the time of the Ganga-Narasingh-Bhoga (offerings) 
which was introduced by her son. 
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1356 As per an inscription at Simhachalm. Narasingh Bharati, a 
Vaishnab teacher was a resident of Puri. He introduced 
Namsankirtanam in the Simhachalam temple: 


1357 Bhanudev -III (1352-78) was defeated ina Muslim invasion 
from the South. 


1358 Nakur Tunga, the king of Bankura built a Jagannath temple 
in village Jagannathapur . He also took with him some 
Brahmins from Orissa for rituals and festivals like those in 
Pun. 

1359 Nrusinghnath temple at the foot-hill of Gandhamardan was 
constructed. Rock inscription in the temple was made in the 
year 1413 A.D. 

1361 Firuj-Shah-Tughluq attacked Jajnagar (Orissa) and reached 
upto Cuttack. As a result, Bhanudev entered into a treaty 
with him. | 
Khiching township was destroyed by Firuj-Shah-Tughluqg and 
subsequently the capital of Bhanja rulers was shifted from 
Khiching to Haripur. 

1375 The inscription of Anavema, the Reddy king (1374-83) of 
Coastal Andhra in the Simhachalam temple registers a gift of 
a village in the Kalinga Rajya and shows the defeat of 
Bhanudev III (1352-78). 

1376 An epigraph of Pateswar temple of village Potang, Ganjam 
depicts that Veer Bhanudev-III (1352-78) gifted some 
portion of village “Routa” to Pateswar Mahadev. The script 
of this epigraph is treated as one of the oldest Oriya scripts. 

1378 Bruhaspati Suri, contemporary of Raja Narasingh Dev- 
IV(1378-1407) wrote Krutya Kaumudi. 

Ramchandra Bajpai, a disciple of Pandit Bidyakar Bajpai 
wrote (approximately during 14"* century) 
Prayaschitadipika, Kundalaxma Bibruti, Karmang 
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Padhati, Samar Sara and Sarada Tilak Tikka. 


Narasingh Dev-IV (1378 -1414 A.D) son of Bhanudev -III 
became the king of Orissa. The drama Narasingh Vijay 
attributed to Viswanath Kavijraj depicts the victories of the 
King against his enemies and the strength of the Ganga forces. 


Narasingh Dev-IV(1378-1414) gave his daughter Kanak 
Laxmi in marriage to Recherla Chief Kumar Anavota and 
brought peace. The Recherlas were ruling from their twin 
capitals of Rachakonda and Devarkonda. An inscription in 
the Simhachalam temple records the gift of Kanak Laxmi, 
wife of Anavota Nayak. 


Sridhar Swami, a contemporary of the King Narasingh Dev- 
IV (1378-1414) wrote Subudhini Tikka , Atmaprakas 
Tikka, Debastuti Tikka, Brajabihar, and Bhagabat Dipika, 
a Tikka on Bhagabat. 


During the reign of Narasingh Dev-IV (1378-1414), Trimali 
Math copper plate was inscribed in Oriya. He changed the 
system by introducing Oriya language. Oriya was accepted 
as the State language. 


1381 Sangama-Il, the Velama Chief defeated the Ganga army and 
occupied Simhachalam. 


Narasingh Dev I'V(1378—1414) established a village called 
‘Bijaya Narasinghpur Shasan’ and built a temple for Lord 
Nrusingha near village Kenduli, Puri. The village was donated 
to Narahari Das Praharaj who was a minister of the 
king.(copper plate issued in 1383 from Varanasi Kataka.) 


1383 From acopper grant issued by Narasingh Dev-IV, it is learnt 
that Chodaganga Dev collected land revenue from the area 
in between Ganga and Godavari. 

1385 As per an inscription in Simhachalam temple inscribed in this 
year, Krishnanand, the Minister of war and peace of Gajapati 
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Narasingh Dev-IV (1378-1414) happens to be the grandson 
of Narayan Guru. He (Krishnanand) wrote Sahrudayananda 
Mahakavyam in 15 Sargas (Cantos). The book is written 
on Nala Damayanti episode. 


1390 An inscription in the temple of Simhachalam mentions an 
endowment for the benefit of Garudadasa for singing in the 
presence of the Lord from the time of the sacred bath to the 
time of the incense offering. It also confirms the existence of 
dancers and musicians in the temple services. 


1391 From an inscriptionit is known that Narasingh Dev-IV (1378- 
1414) was defeated by “Goghnaya”, a vassal of Kumargiri 
in the year 1389. During this time, there was severe fighting 
in South Orissa. 


1400 Harihar Bhanja, the Raja of Mayurbhanja founded the town 
of Hariharapur which was made his capital. At present it is 
called Haripur. A later king built the magnificent Rasik Ray 
temple. It was a brick-built temple now in ruins .So the deities 
of the brick-built Radhamohan temple and Jagannath temple 
(of 14* century’) were taken to a neighbouring village Patrapur 
and worshipped there. According to some scholars, 
Harikrishna Bhanja, who was ruling in 1464 A.D. shifted his 
capital to Hariharpur which he founded. Later on, it was 
named Haripur. 


1402 As per an inscription of the temple of Simhachalam, King 
Narasingh Dev-IV (1378-1414) gifted five Swarna Maudhas 
to the deity of Simhachalam for fulfillment of his desire. From 
this inscription, it was revealed that King Narasingh Dev 
had a title of Gajapati,. and that the title of Gajapati was in 
vogue from the inception of Ganga rule. (See 1078) 
Narasingh Dev-IV (1378-1414), taking advantage of an 
internal feud between Reddy kings, established control over 
South Kalinga. 
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1406 As per an inscription in the Simhachalam temple, Parvati 
Mahadevi, queen of Narasingh Dev-III donated three 
hundred ‘madhas’ inthe Bhandar at Katak, purchased the 
following lands in Kalingades and offered them to the 
Simhadrinatha : 1 .Anakapalle 2. Avulapalli 3. Pisinikavada 
4. Yeduvaka and 5. Mummadivada. 


1407 Kaviraj Biswanath Mohapatra, during the reign of Narasingh 
Dev-IV (1378-1414) and Bhanudev-IV (1414-35) wrote 
Sahitya Darpan, Kubalaya Aswa Charita, Pravabati 
Parinay, Chandrakala Natika, Prasasti Ratnabali, 
Narasingh Bijay, Kavya Prakash Darpan, Raghab Vilash 
Mahakavya. Kavya Prakash Darpan was published by 
Dr Goparaj Ram, Professor of G.N. Jha K.M College of 
Allahabad in 1979 after locating a copied manuscript of 1673 
from Bhandarkar Oriental Research Institute, Pune. 


1414 Bhanudev-IV (1414-35A.D) became the king of Orissa. His 
title was Maharajadhiraj Nisank Bhanudev. He defeated 
Jalaluddin, Nawab of Bengal. On this issue Biswanath Kabiraj 
wrote Chandrakala Natika. It was staged in Puri Jagannath 
temple premises and the king was himself present in the 
audience. One of his inscriptions written in Simhachalam, in 
1448 A.D indicates that at the time of his accession, the 
Kalinga region was under the control of Gangas. The palm- 
leaf manuscript containing the full text of Chandrakala 
Natika was discovered by historian S.N. Rajguru in 1953 
from Paralakhemundi town in the possession of one Narasingh 
Das. In 1958 Chandrakala Natika was translated into 
English by Sarbeswar Das, an English Professor of 
Ravenshaw College, Cuttack and S.N. Rajguru and 
published by the Superintendent of Archaeology and 
Museum.(See 1931,1407) 


Pandit Jogiswar Patra, court poet of Ganga king Bhanudev- 
IV (1414-35) wrote Dana Dipabali, Adbhuta Sagar. 
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1416 Bhanudev-I'V made campaign to conquer Rajmahendry, but 
the mission failed. 


1418 The capital of Paralakhemundi was shifted from Gudari - 
Katak to Mukhalingam. 
The Nrusinghnath temple (Bolangir district) inscription reveals 
that Vajjal Deva-I built the temple for the feline incarnation of 
Narasingh on the Gandhamardan hill on 17" March and 
dedicated the village Lohasingh and one hundred cows for 
the service of the deity. 


1420 Kaviraj Ananta Das wrote Lochana, a commentary book 
on Sahitya Darpan. 


1423 Bhanudev-IV could firmly establish his position on the 
Madhyama and Dakshina Kalinga during the years 1419 and 
1420 A.D. He was able to extend his authority over 
Rajmahendry and hold the Ganga power unabated till 1428. 
He invaded Reddy territory and acquired a part. But by 
1430 he left the land, so conquered. 

1435 According to Ganganuvansa Charitam, a veteran Minister 
Kapileswar Routray of Bhanudev-IV forcefully occupied the 
throne of Orissa, when Bhanudev-IV went to South in a 
military campaign against the Reddy power. Bhanudev-IV 
being defeated, stayed at Gudari (now in Gajapati 
district).The dynasty of Kapileswar Routray is called 
Suryavanshi. Some scholars called this dynasty as Gajapati 
of Orissa, because they assumed Virudha Gajapati (Lord 
of elephant) title in their record. The Gangas at least from 
Chodaganga Dev are also known to have assumed the title 
“Virudha Gajapati” in some of their records. 

Kapileswara Dev (1435-66 A.D) became the king of Orissa. 
His coronation took place at Bhubaneswar on 29" June. 
According to Ganganuvansa Charitam he was a Minister 
.in the court of Bhanudeva - TV and when the king was away 
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from the capital on a military campaign, he(Kapilendra Dev) 
usurped the throne. He introduced Kapilabda, (Kapilendra 
era), anew era in his name from the time of his coronation. 
To perpetuate the memory of his coronation, he founded the 
“ village Kapileswarpur or Kapilprasad and built a Siva temple 
after his name. Traditions credit him with the construction of a 
temple at Purva Shasan near Dharmasala. In his third * Ank’ 
year, he donated village Tulasipur to Brahmins. He introduced 
the practice of continuous dance by the Devadasis before 
Lord Jagannath at Puri from the beginning till the end of 
worship. 
Emperor Kapilendra Dev declared this country as Odissa 
ina refined inscription of Jagannath temple at Pun and Lingaraj 
temple at Bhubaneswar. From that time till now, Odissa has 
received regnal recognition. Sarala Das, a contemporary poet, 
in his magnus opus Mahavarata mentions his country as 
‘Odissa Rashtra’. 

1436 Kapilendra Dev abolished tax on salt and Cowris while on a 
visit to Jagannath temple. Following Royal officers were 
present while the above order was issued, viz: Kanhu 
Samantara, Jalasarasen Narendra, Gopinath Mangaraj, Kasi 
Bidyadhara, Beleswar Praharaj, Laxman Pandit and 
Commander Damodara Patnaik. (epigraphic record in 
Jagannath Temple, Puri) 

1437 Kapilendra Dev engraved in Bhubaneswar temple that the 
feudatory chiefs would work in the interest of the emperor 
and continue with judicious administration. 


1444 Kapilendra Dev launched an offensive attack against Reddy 
rulers of Rajmahendry but got defeated. 


The Jaunapur Sultan invaded Orissa when Kapilendra Dev 
was fighting a battle against Reddy kings. 


1446 Kapilendra Dev launched a second strike on Rajmahendry 
and annexed it to Orissa in 1448. 
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1447 Poet and lyricist Ahobal of Kondavidu was brought to Orissa 
and Sangeet Parijat written by him was introduced. It is 
now called Odissi Sangeeta. The names of Ragas put in 
Sangeet Parijata are the same as used in Odissi music. 


Kapilendra Dev assumed the title ‘Gaudeswar”’ as per an 
inscription. 

Kapilendra Dev constructed the outer wall of Pun Jagannath 
temple in his 15* Anka year. 


1448 Rajmahendry was included in the Orissa empire. Raghudev 
Narendra Mohapatra was appointed as its administrator. 
(See 1146) 


1449 Kapilendra Dev defeated Bahamani Sultan at 
Devarkonda. On the occasion of his victory, he wrote 
Parsuram Vijay Natak. In this drama he described himself 
as Parsuram. He assumed high sounding title ‘Navakoti 
Karnat Kalabargeswar’. (Kalabarga was the capital of 
Bahamani kingdom). Historian G. Ram Das opines Navakoti 
means authority of nine forts and those forts were 
Ballamkonda, Binukonda, Kondavidu, Nagarjunkonda, 
Rajmahendry, Peddapuram, Kaluballapalli, Udadi and 
Paturu. 


Papanasini temple of Kapileswar was built as per epigraphic 
record in the temple. 


1450 Forthe first time in an inscription Kapilendra Dev used the 
title Gajapati. 
Kapilendra Dev started Devadasi dance in Jagannath temple 
from Dhoop to Badasinghar. 
Kapilendra Dev himself conquered Srisailam (Mallikarjuna 
Konda). 
Gopinatha Mohapatra, the Commander- in- Chief of

big temple, wherein he installed Ram (Balaram), 
Snipurusottam (Jagannath) and Bhagyabati (Subhadra). This 
temple was later destroyed by the Muslim army. 


Gopinathapur stone inscription was engraved under the orders 
of Gopinath Mohapatra. The relevant verse was translated 
as follows by Manmohan Chakrabarty which has been 
published in the Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal 
Vol. LXIV , 1901 Page, 175. : “By the orders of the Lord of 
Nilagiri (blue hill) (who is) the Lord of the three worlds (Jagannath), 
there was boin in the Odradesa a king named Kapilendra, the ornament 
of the Solar Line.” 


A Jagannath temple was built at Vishnupur (Bankuda, West 
Benpgal).Between the period 1450 to 1568 A.D (1568 is the 
year of Muslim occupation of Cuttack). Jagannath temples 
were built at many places such as Ranpur, Indupur 
(Kendrapada), Medinapur, Vijaynagaram (Andhra) 
Nandapur and Narayanpatna (Koraput district) and Junagad 
 (Kalahandi district). 

Ekamra Puran which is régarded as an authority regarding 
the glory and sanctity of Ekamra Khetra (Bhubaneswar) 
was written. The 42™ chapter of this book deals about 
Kapileswar Mahatyam (the glory of Kapileswar temple, 
built by Gajapati Kapileswar Dev). 

1454 By this year the whole of Kondavidu had become a part of 
the Orissan empire and Ganadeva was made its Governor. 

1455 In a copper plate grant of Ganadeva of Kondavidu dated 
this year, Rajadhani Kataka on the Mahanadi has been. 
compared with Amaravati of Indra which indicated its 
importance, fame and prosperity. 

1457 Historian Ferishteh (Mahammad Quasim Hindu Shab 
Astrabadi popularly known as Ferishteh) writes on Orissa : 
That in the time of Humayun Shah Bahmini, about A.D. 1457, the 
Telingahs prevailed on the Rajas of Orissa and Uria to afford them 
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assistance against Mohammedans, who sent a large army to their 
aid, with many war elephants. The confederates completely defeated 
the armies of Islam, and pursued them from the field of battle for 
many miles. Under Nizam Shah, son of the above, the Rai of Orissa, 
in conjunction with the powerful Zemindars of Khetris of Telingana, 
again invaded the territories of the Deckany sovereigns by way of 
Rajamandry and plundered as far as Kolas. The Rai of Orissa is said 
to have advanced in great state and splendor, with the declared 
intention of conquering the whole of Telingana from the 
Mussulmans, and compelling them to pay tribute. When he had 
arrived, however, within ten miles of the Mohammedan capital 
Ahmedabad, the ministers taking courage, sent him a message of 
defiance saying that “their king had long intended to subjugate 
Orissa and Jehannagar and render it a tributary, but the idea of the 
distance of that country had hitherto deterred him from the 
undertaking; however, as the Raja had now come so far to throw 
himself into the jaws of destruction, much trouble would be saved 
to the victorious armies of Islam.” This bravado was followed up by 
a spirited sally of Patan horse, which cooled a little the ardour of the 
Hindus, and induced them to fall back. They were finally glad to 
purchase a secure retreat to their own frontier, by playing down a 
sum of five lac of rupees.

1458 Kapilendra Dev gifted a village (by the side of river Godavari) 
to 120 Brahmins in the names of his parents as per copper 
inscriptions of Beligalni. The inscription is of three languages 
namely Sanskrit, Oriya and Telugu. He also built Kapileswar 
temple at Bhubaneswar on the bank of the river Gangua. 


1459 From a rock inscription of 12" July it is evident that 
Kapilendra Dev promised in his court that he would gift his 
costly materials to Brahmins. In another inscription of 
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Simhachalam it is mentioned that Hamir Kumar Mohpatra, 
son of Kapilendra Dev gifted land to the Deity for Veena 
Vadan (flute services). 

1460 Warangal inscription of Hammirdev gives an account of his 
father’s (Kapilendra Dev) achievements. 
Udayagiri, the strategic fort of Vijayanagar king was 
conquered by Kapilendra Dev. On the top of Udaygiri, there 


is an inscription to prove it . He also installed a victory pillar 
at Simhachalam. 


As per an inscription it is known that Kapilendra Dev was 
present at Srisailam(A.P.) and made a public gift on the 
occasion of lunar eclipse. Hammir Dev, the son of Kapilendra 
Dev having taken the leadership of the Oriya regiment in the 
Deccan expedition, exhibited unprecedented valour. 


1464 Aninscription of Srirangam temple near Trichinapally records 
gifts of cows by Dakshin Kumar Kapileswar Hammir Kumar 
Mohapatra, who happens to be the grandson of Kapilendra 
Dev. 


Kumar Kapileswar Mohapatra, son of Hammir Dev was 
appointed as Administrator of South Orissa. He was known 
as Dakshin Kapileswar Dev. Under him one sub- 
administrator was appointed to rule Rajmahendry, 
Kondavidu, Udaygiri and Chandragin. 

The Jagannath temple inscription dated this year reveals that 
Kapilendra Dev had been forsaken by former soldiers and 
servants for which he wanted the blessings of Lord Jagannath 
to punish them. 

1466 Sarala Das, the famous poet was contemporary of Gajapati 
Kapilendra Dev (1435-66 A.D). He wrote immortal magnum 
opus Mahavarata in Oriya language. The poet expressed in 
Adiparba (first chapter) that a lady 1s unlucky and inauspicious 
if she has no male child. He prescribed eight different ways 
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to beget a male child. But he ignored the occasion of birth of 
a daughter. The poet also created an impression in the human 
mind that to die in battle field is the most religious and 
meritorious work. According to him, it provides the person, 
so dying a secured place in the heaven and exonerates him 
from the punishment for serious sins committed in the world. 
Regarding marriages, according to Sarala Das, the marriagable 
age of a man is thirty years and that of a womanis 18 years. 
But there are frequent references to child marriage. ‘The girl 
should marry at the age of seven. According to him, she attends 
puberty at the age of nine. Before she attends puberty, she should 
be given in marriage. The presence of a young unmarried girl in the 
house of her father is taken to be inauspicious. She always poses 
danger to the prestige of the family. She cannot marry at her own 
choice. She should be given in marriage by her parents. While giving 
the daughter in marriage, the parents should take note of the family 
traditions of the bridegroom.’ The other works of the poet are 
Bilanka Ramayan, Chandi Puran, Laxmi Narayan 
Bachanika etc. [Source: Aspects of Socio-cultural life in early 
and medieval Orissa 1996 P 41 H. S. Patnaik and A. N. Parida] 


Kapilendra Dev performed the coronation of Gajapati 
Purusottam Dev on the bank of river Krishna. 


Salwa Narasingha of Kanchi captured Udayagiri by defeating 
Dakshin Kapileswar Kumar Mohapatra. 

Gajapati Kapilendra Dev died on 12" January as per historian 
Dr R.Subramanyam. 

As per an inscription, Purusottam Dev, the Gajapati Raja of 
Puri made gift for Jagannath temple, the tribal area of South 
Orissa and three villages with 500 Varana paddy and 20,000 
Kahan Cowries (2,24,00000 nos) for other deities. He also 
gifted a Ratna Palanka (bejewelled cot) made of ivory, 
Ratna Kalasa, Ratna Chattra (Parasole), Golden broom- 
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stick etc. to Lord Jagannath. [Source: Aspects of Socio-cultural 
life in early and medieval Orissa, 1996 P 41 H. S. Patanaik and A. N. 
Parida] 


1469 Gajapati Purusottam Dev established sixteen Brahman 
Shasans in Cuttack district, as mentioned in Chaini Chakada 
or Chakada Basan which was written during the last part of 
the 18" century. The first village of these 16 Shasans i.e. 
Prasanna Purusottampur was established on 17* February. 
In later years, other Shasans were established by his queens 
and courtiers. In addition to these, Purusottam Dev founded 
Purusottampur near Vijaywada (A.P.) as per Telugu poem 
Magha Mahatmya by Oddepudi Peddana. The King also 
founded two villages called Purusottampur Shasans in 
Ganjam and Balasore districts. As per Madala Pani, during 
Purusottam’s regime caning was introduced for the first time 
on Jagannath temple servants/workers for mismanagement/ 
negligence of temple rituals. Previously from the Ganga 
dynasty they were being whipped. He also introduced Chhera 
Panhara (sweeping of chariot). 


Purusottam Dev is said to be the author of Mukti 
Chintamani, Durgostav, Gopalarchanavidi or Niladri 
Mohadaya Pujavidhi. The Niladri Pujavidhi contains the 
procedure of worship of Lord Jagannath that was approved 
and promulgated by him. The concept of Lord Jagannath 
as Gopal Krishna is recognized and proclaimed by this work 
which is an important landmark in the religious history of 
Orissa. 


1470 During Purusottam Dev’s time, the exchange rate of Cowries 
was 8 Kahans (10240 nos per Rupee). 


Purusottam Dev defeated Salwa Narasingha and re- 
possessed Udaygiri (A.P., Guntur district) in October to 


commemorate his victorious campaign, he built ‘Sundar 
A. 
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Madhav’ temple in village Purusottampur of Ganjam district. 
The village was renamed after him. 


Salwa Narasingha and other h ings, while constructing temples 
beyond South of Kanchi, carved rock inscriptions denoting 
in temples that as a result of the wars inflicted by Oriyas, 
many temples were destroyed, fertile lands turned to.deserts, 
ponds dried up, populous villages rendered desolate, etc. 


Purusottam Dev abolished Chaukidari Tax from Brahmins. 


1471 Gajapati Purusottam Dev established a village 
‘Tulapurusottampur”? in Cuttack district on 3" February. It 
was the last among the 16 Shasans he had created. 


‘As per a copper inscription by Purosottam Dev (1466-97) 
on €* April, Poteswar Bhatta, a Brahmin of Rupsa 
(Balasore) was given landed property of 1408 batis. This 
family was converted to Muslim during Aurangzeb’s rule and 
its descendents are now residing in village Gadapada of 
Balasore district, the ancient names being Udayapur and 
Purosottampur. Sarbeswar Bhatta, 8" in descent from 
Poteswar Bhatta embraced Islam during the reign of 
Aurangzeb. His estate was confiscated by Damodar Bhanja, 
Raja of Mayurabhanja. It was restored to him by the Emperor 
when he agreed to change his faith. He took the name of 
Sarmast Khan. “The grant of such a vast tract of land” writes 
John Beames (Collector of Balasore during 1871 to 1873) 
“to a-single a single Brahmin 21160 Acres seems to support the 
native tradition that Gadapada and adjoining country at that time 
was unhabited or sparsely populated”. 

1472 Hammir Dev became the king of Orissa in October and 
Purusottam Dev was dethroned. The new King ceded 
Rajmahendry and Kondapalli to Bahamani, for the help 
rendered by the Sultan. 

1474 The Bhoga-mandap of Jagannath temple was constructed 
(as per inscription in the Eastern door of Bhoga-mandap) 
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1476 Purusottam Dev gained back the lost throne and Hammir 
Dev was allowed only as a vassal to rule over Khimidi. 


1477 Rajmahendry came under Bahamani Sultan. 


1482 (Circa). Poet Achyutananda Das, one of the Panchasakhas 
(five associates) and contemporary of Gajapati Prataparudra 
Dev (1497-1534) was bom at Nemal of Cuttack district. 
His important composition i.e Khil Harivansa is in seven 
volumes. It describes the life history of Lord Srikrishna from 
his birth to Dwarikaleela. His other compositions are- 
Sabdabrahma or Chari Khani, Dasapatal Malika, 
Garuda Gita, Sunyasanhita, Mahamantra or Mantra 
Raja, Sodachakra, Tatwabodhini Gita, Agata Bhabisya, 
Brahmasankoli, Anakar Sanhita, Gurubhakti Gita, Akalit 
Sanhita, Agata Sara, Param Rahas, Gupta Gahan Geeta, 
Dhuni Sanhita, Chhaya Sanhita, Jyoti Sanhita, Bijasagar 
Gita, Basana, Anakar Brahmayantra, Karma Sanhita, 
Param Gupta Gita, Sisuveda Saptang, Ekakhyara 
Sanhita, Udaykahani, Baramasa Chabis Upadesa, 
Anahata Sanhitas, Anahata Dhuni Sanhita, Abada 
Sanhita, Bhagabata Lahari, Bijaya Sanhita, Jumar 
Sanhita, Brahma Sanhita, Bata Sanhita, Yantra Sanhita, 
Jnanoday Koili, Bakhara Koili, Dibidibi Koili, 
Avaykabacha, Chandrakalpa Geeta, Astagujjari, 
Saranpanjar Strota, Laxmindhar Bilas, Stana Nirnary, 
Dwitibodha Chautisa, Gahana Geeta and Gopalanka 
Ugala, etc. 

1483 Poet Madhab Das Patnaik, contemporary of Sri Chaitnya 
was born at Khandapara. He wrote Chaitnya Vilas in 1516, 
and Vaishnab Leelamruta in 1540 .The latter has 22 
Chhandas (chapters). During 1923, a discussion on 
Chaitanya Vilas was published in a Bengali magazine by Dr 
Biman Bihari Majumdar. The original manuscript of 
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Vaishnab Leelamruta was discovered by Dr Ghanashyam 
Rath and Dr Brundabana Acharya. It was published in 
1986. 


As per an inscription, Purusottam Dev was in possession of 
Rajmahendry and Kondavidu. 


As per an inscription on 18*® August, Purusottam Dev, 
instructed his subordinate kings not to interfere in the gifts 
given to the Brahmins. 


Udhab Narendra Raja of Ranpur built Jagannath temple at 
Ranpur. 

Sri Chaitanya was born at Mayapur in Navdeep, Bengal. 
His father Jagannath Mishra migrated from Jajpur under 
Cuttack district in 1451 A.D.The theology of Sri Chaitanya 
is called Gaudiya theology. This theology has been fertiled 
by Srirupa Goswami, Jiba Goswami and Sanatana Goswami. 


(Circa). Poet Atibadi Jagannath Das, one of the 
Panchasakhas (Five associates) and contemporary of 
Gajapati Prataparudra Dev (1497-1534) was born in 
between 1486 and 1490 A.D. in village Kapileswarpur 
Shasan of Puri district. He wrote the famous Bhagabata in 
Oriya in Nabakshyari Chhanda ( Nine syllables in a line) 
and many other books both in Oriya and Sanskrit. His Sanskrit 
compositions are: Krushna Bhakti Kalpalata, 
Krushnabhakti Kalpalata Phala, Nitya Gupta 
Chintamani or Nitya Guptamala, Upasana Sataka, 
Padmapad-Sudhanidhi, Nitya Chara, Dikshya 
Sahitopasana Bidhi, Niladri Satakum, Jagannath 
Charitambhonidhi Sarini etc. His Oriya compositions are: 
Brahmanda Bhugol, Kaliyadalana, Tulavina, 
Solachaupadi, Pahanti Abakash, Indra Malika,Gaja 
Nistarana, Jnanasagar Gita, Malanirnaya, Bhabisya 
Malika, Udhaba Janana, Pasaparba, Padmakalpa Tikka, 
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Harini Stuti, Gopibhasa Arta, Dikshya Sambad, 
Akruraboli, Rukmini Malika, Brahmanda Bhugol 
Chudamani, Bhakti Chandrika, Gaja Udharana, 
Arthakoili, Kalimalika, Jwarabali, Ekadasibrata Geeta, 
Panchabhuti Gita, Gundicha Bije, Saibagama 
Bhagabata, Alankaraboli, Manah Sikshya, Darubrahma 
Gita, Pasand Dalana, etc. Bahgabata and Rasakrida, 
written by him were published in 1873. Also UshaVilas was 
published being edited by Dr Bansidhar Mohanty in the 
magazine Diganta serially. His another book Gajaudharana 
was published in 1916. He was given Atibadi title by Sri 
Chaitanya. Till now, the Vaishnabs of Atibadi community and 
Oriyas of Medinapur district of Bengal prefer Oriya 
Bhagabata written in Bengali script to Bengali Bhagabata 
written in Bengali script. 

1487 (Circa) Poet Jasobant Das, a contemporary of Gajapati 
Prataparudra Dev (1497-1534 A.D) and one of the 
Panchasakhas (Five associates) was born in village Adhanga 
of Jagatsinghpur. He wrote eleven books and 45 poems, so 
far discovered. Some of the books were printed by Govinda 
Rath in 1894. His compositions are: Sivaswarodaya, 
Premabhakti, Brahma Gita, Hetuday Bhagavat, Govinda 
Chandra Gita, Dibyadehi, Loi Gita, Jayantra Boli, 
Banabhojiboli, Malika and Atmaparache Gita. After 
Jasobant, Udhab Das and Jogindra Bipra both composed 
two books and named Tikka Gobind Chandra which is 
sung by Jogis with Kendera. 

1489 By this year Purusottam Dev had crossed river Krishna and 
taken possession of Guntur of Vijayanagar. He brought 
“Sakshi Gopinath” idol, Ganesh idol and Ratna Sinhasan 
from Vijayanagar. (As per the description in Chaitnya 
Charitamruta by Krushna Das Kaviraj.) 
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1491 Salwa Narasingh, King of Vijayanagar died. 


1493 (Circa). Poet Sisu Ananta Das, contemporary of Gajapati 
Prataprudra Dev (1497-1534) and one of the Panchasakhas 
(Five associates) was born near Balipatna of undivided Puri 
district. He wrote Hetu Udaya Bhagwat, Arthatarini, 
Anakar Sabda, Bhakti Muktidayaka Geeta, Chumbaka 
Malika, Bhajana Tatwa, Mantra Chandrika, Garuda 
Keshava Chutisa, Thika bakhar, Pinda Brahmanda 
Geeta. Most of his compositions are yet to be published. 
In 34" Ank -year (24.08.1493 — 12.09.1494) an inscription 
is inscribed in the Lingaraj temple. In this inscription Lord 
Lingaraj is described as Bhubaneswar Linga and name of his 
temple as Bhubaneswar temple. 

1494 Purusottam Dev opened a camp at Drakshyaram for free 
food to the poor people. (as per an inscription) 
The earliest palm-leaf manuscript of Avinav Gita Govinda 
that is available so far, dates back to this year. 


1495 Famous Oriya Pandit Baladev Vidyabhusan wrote 
Govindavasya, basing on Brahamasutra . In this 
connection, it may be noted that Smritikars who were 
controlling the religious life of the people of the State did not 
allow worship of Radha along with Krishna for five hundred 
years after Nimbark till the compilation of Govindavasya 
establishing Chaitanya philosophy. Nimbark promoted his 
theory of Bhakti or love of devotion for God, as the ultimate 
source which is generated due to His grace. { In Brindaban 
the Vaishnabs of Deccan rebelled against the Radha Krishna 
dual worship. Hence a conference of Vaishnabs was held at 
Jaipur in 1740. Here all agreed to the classicalism of 
Gobindavasya. Thereafter, the worship of Radha Krishna 
Jugal Murti was started all over India. ] (Nimbark was born in 
1165). (see 1740) 
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1497 As per Bhakti Bhagabat Mahakavyca, Gajapati Purusottam 
Dev died by the side of river Chitrotpala. Prataparudra Dev 
ascended the throne of Orissa. The following four books 
written during his reign were ascribed in his name:- 
1.Saraswatibilas, 2. Pratapmartanda 3. Nirnay Sangraha 
4. Kautuka Chintamani. He built Varahanath temple at 
Jajpur during his tenure. Due to prominence of Jajpur the 
State of Orissa was called as kingdom of Jajnagar in the 
Muslim account regarding Orissa. (see 1520) 


Kabichandra Ray Dibakar Mishra, contemporary of Gajapati 
Prataparudra Dev (1497-1534) wrote Bharatamruta 
Mahakavya, Lakhyanadarsha Mahakavya, Pravabati 
Natak, Parijata Harana. 


Poet Ray Ramananda Patnaik who, was the Governor of 
Rajmahendry wrote Sri Jagannath Ballav Natak in between 
1497- 1540 A.D. He hailed from village Allawarpur near 
Bentapur, Puri. He also wrote Tikka Panchak, Brajaboli. 


Mantribar Rajguru Godabari Mishra, a contemporary of 
Gajapati Purusottam Dev (1466-97) and Gajapati 
Prataparudra Dev (1497-1534) wrote Tantra Chintamani, 
Yoga Chintamani, Nitya Chintamani, Achara Chintamani 
Mukti Chintamani and Jaya Chintamani. (this book is 
available in Orissa State Museum) Adwaita Darpan, 
Adhikaran darpan, Nitikalpalata, Samudrika 
Kamadhenu, Patanjala Dipika, Harihara Chaturanga 
(published) and Saradasaradarchana. 


(Circa) Poet Balaram Das, contemporary of Gajapati 
Prataparudra Dev (1497-1534) and one of the 
Panchasakhas (Five associates) was born in village 
Chandrapur of Puri district. Out of his many works, his famous 
composition is Jagamohan Ramayan or Dandi Ramayan. 
It is the first authentic Ramayan in India. [Tulasi Das wrote 
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Ramayan (Rama Charita Mansa) in mid sixteenth century.] 
He is the first poet to translate Srimad Bhagabat Geeta 
into Oriya. His other compositions are: Kamal Lochana 
Chautisa, Ganesh Bibhuti Tikka, Kanta Koili, Bhaba 
Samudra, Laxmi Puran, Brahmanda Bhugol, Mruguni 
Stutee, Amar Kosha Gita, Bata Abakash, Rukmini Kalasa 
or Srirodha, Bhakti Rasamruta Sindhu, Sava Binod, 
Pasandadalana, Birata Gita, Baula Adhyay, Bamana 
Purana, Mahavarata; Chandi Purana, Krushnaleela, 
Rasakeli, Brahma Purana, Ramabiva, Kurala Purana, 
Baramsai, Durga Stutee, Sarira Bhugol, Bedhaparikrama, 
Arjuna Geeta, Gajanistaran Geeta, Chhatisgupta Geeta, 
Garuda Geeta, Namaratna Geeta, Geetasara, 
Kalibharata, Nilasundar Geeta etc. 


As per an inscription dated 7® January on the Jaya Bijay 
door of Lord Jagannath temple at Puri, Prataparudra Dev 
directed Debadasis to sing only Gita Govinda at the end of 
every Dhoopa and Badasinghara. This inscription was 
edited and published by M.M. Chakrabarty in the journal of 
Asiatic society of Bengal, 1893. 


(C.1 3 century) - Kalidas Chayani wrote Sudhichandrika. 
Santi Ratha and Bidyabagis, two Oriya commentators wrote 
Sanskrit Tikka on this book. 


As per an inscription in the Garuda Stamva (pillar) of Chenna 
Keshab temple in village Idkulupadu in Guntur district 
(A.P), Prataparudra Dev miserably defeated the powerful 
king of Gauda. Further it is also known from the inscription 
that he gifted the village of Idulpatu (situated in the east of 
Binikonda) to Madhab Mantrin who belonged to Bharadwaj 
Gotra. 


Jagannath temple at Nilgiri was built. 
Poet Damodar Das was bom in the first half of 16" century 
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(Circa 1500). He wrote Rasakulya Chautisa. This famous 
Chautisa created Rasa Koila Vani for other verses. 


As per an inscription, Gajapati Prataparudra Dev established 
a Brahmin Village ‘Prataparudrapur’ near Kenduli (birth place 
of poet Jayadev, Puri district). 

1503 Gajapati Prataparudra Dev re-occupied Chandragiri, south 
of Udaygiri. This victory was in between 1500 to 1503. 


1506 A terrible famine occurred in Orissa and continued till 1507. 


1509 Ismile Gaji, General of Bengal Sultan plundered Orissa and 

destroyed Hindu temples. The idols of Puri temple were 
secretly taken outside. During this time Gajapati Prataparudra 
Dev was in South. 
Rudra Sudhanidhi, a poetic prose was written by Narayan 
Nanda Abadhuta Swamy in between 1509 to 1526, which 
is supposed to be the earliest evidence of prose literature in 
Oriya. The author was a resident of Bhubaneswar. 


Krishnadeva Ray became the king of Vijayanagar . 


During Bengal invasion of Prataparudara Dev, Govind 
Bidyadhar betrayed the king at the moment of victory, as a 
result of which Prataparudra Dev had to make peace with 
the Sultan and retreat to Orissa. 


1510 Prataparudra Dev launched a military expedition and 
occupied territory upto river Krishna (Ananta Varman copper 
inscription.) 

Sri Chaitanya came to Cuttack and visited Lord 
Sakshigopinath at Barabati Fort. The Sakshi Gopinath idol 
was later shifted to several places and finally to Sakshigopal 
in Puri district. The deity Satyabadi Gopinath is worshipped 
there now. 

Sri Chaitanya gave Atibadi title to Jagannath Das, the classic 
poet of Oriya Bhagabata. 
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Prataparudra Dev inflicted a crushing defeat upon the army 
of Bengal which was headed by Hussin Shah. 


As per Ananta Varman copper inscription of Prataparudra 
Dev written in Sak 1432 (1510 A.D). “Son, Prataparudra Dev 
was born to Purusottam Dev of the Sun dynasty. He glorified the 
race by destroying his rival kings. During his war expeditions Raja of 
Karnat fled to jungle, King of “Ang” ran to the top of hill for shelter, 
King of Vidharv hid himself in grass of a jungle and King of Turaeka 
(Turkey) turned pale and colourless in the battle” (Published in 
Andhra Patrika, 1928) 


As per Bedanta Sara Gupta Geeta written by poet Balaram 
Das, Mukti Mandap had existed prior to this year. 


Kavi Dindima Jibdev Acharya, Guru of Prataparudra Dev 
wrote Bhaktibaibhav Nataka. It has been published by 
Orissa Sahitya Academy edited by Dr Karuna Sagar Behera 
and Dr Upendranath Dhal. 


The war between Krishanadeva Ray and Prataparudra Dev 
was started and lasted for seven years. 


Krishnadeva Ray conquered Udaygiri Fort (Guntur district ) 
after a long fight of one and half years with Oriya soldiers. 
Raghav Roy (the uncle of Prataparudra Dev) and his wife 
were taken as captives. ‘Balakrishna’ idol was taken out of 
Udaygin by Krishnadev Ray who worshipped it after building 
atemple. 


Portuguese came to Balasore and established their trade 
warehouse at Pipili on river Suvernarekha. They are the first 
among European traders to initiate trade in Orissa. 


As per Chaitanya Charitamrut, “when Chaitanya passed 
through Cuttack on his way to Brindaban in this year, King 
Prataparudra Dev mounted his wives in covered litters, on 
the back of elephants which were drawn up in a line along 
the route.” During this period the culture was that women 
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were given in marriage before the age of seven. Sutee practice 
though not popular, yet was prevalent among the upper class 
Hindus. Debadasis were being employed as before, for the 
purpose of singing and dancing in the temples. Women were 
treated as objects of adornment, who, in turn, wore various 
ornaments. {Krushna Das Kabiraj (b. 1527) wrote Chaitanya 
Charitamruta in 1615 at Brindaban, a product of labour of seven 
years. It was first published in 1878]. 


Madhav Rout, Raja of Badamba (1514-37) started the 
Makara Festival of Lord Simhanath. The Siva temple had 
been built during 7* - 8® Century. 


1515 Poet Arjun Das wrote Ramabibha with the first rhymes 
and rhythms in Oriya . It was published in 1931 being edited 
by Prof. Artaballav Mohanty. The poet also wrote 
Kalapalata and Milan Chautisa. Kalpalata is said to be 
the first Oriya imaginary Kavya. It was published in 1961 
by Government after being edited by historian Kedarnath 
Mohapatra. 


Kondavidu Fort fell into the hands of Krishnadeva Ray on 
23" June. A large number of Officers and Generals including 
prince Birabhadra, a valiant son of Prataparudra Dev were 
captured and taken as prisoners to Vijayanagar. 


1516 Krishnadeva Ray, after victory set up a pillar at Smhachalam 

in March and offered rich presentations to God Laxmi - 
Narasimha. Three important inscriptions of Krishnadeva Ray 
in the temple of Simhachalam describe the victories of the 
Raja, his stay at Simhachalam and his gifts to the temple. He 
returned to Vijayanagar in June. 
Birabhadra, son of Prataparudra Dev abolished marriage 
tax in Devanagari Taluk under Chittaldurga district as per 
order of his victor King Krishnadeva Ray. (There is a rock 
inscription supportine this fact). 
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At Simhachalam, Krishnadeva Ray, Raja of Vijayanagar was 
able to win over some nobles of Prataparudra Dev, for which 
the latter had to withdraw without any battle. 


Dasapalla State was established by Shilabhanja , brother of 
Raja of Boud. The name of Daspalla Garh is called 
Kunjabana Garh after the name of Kunjabana Mallik, who 
was the real occupant and had been renamed after his 
murder.(See 1736) 


Kondapalli was invaded by Krishnadeva Ray. As a result of 
the fall of this fort, its commander Prahareswar Patra along 
with some Oriya chieftains and queens of Gajapati, were 
taken as prisoners. 


Krishnadeva Ray undertook his invading campaign to the 
Gajapati Prataparudra Dev’s capital at Katak and won the 
battle. 


According to Nuniz, the Portuguese chronicler, a treaty was 
made in August between Krishnadeva Ray and Prataparudra 
Dev. The treaty permitted Gajapati to maintain his authority 
upto river Krishna. Prataparudra Dev was compelled to give 
his daughter Jaganmohini in marriage to Krishnadeva Ray 
and the latter released the queen of the Gajapati who had 
been kept as hostage at Vijayanagar. As per a legend, the 
marital life of Jaganmohini was not happy at the begining and 
in later years i.e in 1527, the couple was re-united. 
Jaganmohini, whose other names were Annapurna and Tukka 
wrote a poem Pancharatnam and presented it to her 
husband Krishnadeva Ray. It is widely known as 
Tukkapancharatnam in Telugu. 

As per an inscription in the Simhachalam temple Krishnadeva 
Ray of Vijayanagara made a gift of the following villages 
acquired by him from Prataparudra: 1. Pedagani, 2. 
Aganampud;i, 3. Adukuchillepalli, 4. Gangavaram and 5. 
Pinaganampudi. 
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1520 Narasingh Bajpayee wrote Nityacharapadhati in between 
1520 to 1570. In this book there is mention of 
Sudhichandrika written by Kalidas Chayani (see 1499) 
The authorship of well known Saraswati Bilas which is 
recognised as an authority in the Andhra Desa is attributed to 
Gajapati Prataparudra Dev. But it was actually written by 
Lolla Laxmidhar Bhatta of Andhra country who remained in 
the court of Prataparudra Dev for some years. He wrote 
Saraswati Bilas and a commentary on Soundarya Lahari. 
This fact is stated in the colophon of the commentary published 
by the Karnatak Government. (see 1497, 1534) 

1525 Narasingh Sen of Puri wrote Parimala, the first imaginary 
Kavya, which was published by historian Kedarnath 
Mohapatra in 1961. The poet also wrote Dhaga muktabali 
which is the first Alankarika Kavya or ornamental verse 
and Gopa, the Oriya Kavya describing Raas of Lord Krishna 
and Gopees. 

Prataparudra Dev built a temple at Mangalagin (A.P) on the 
bank of river Krishna. 

Narayana Bhanja, son of Govind Bhanja, the King of Boud 
wrote Rukmini Parinay Mahakavya. This has been 
published by the department of Culture of the Government 
of Orissa. 

1526 From a Telugu inscription in Agasteswara temple of village 
Kumur of Bapatla Taluk in Guntur district,(Andhra Pradesh) 
it is known that Behera Mohapatra and Bahubalendra 
Mohapatra, with the concurrence of Gajapati Prataparudra 
Dev, gifted four villages of Durga Prasad, Kondavidu 
Dandapat to Lord Malikarjun of Snsailain. 

On 26" February during the reign of Prataparudra Dev, 
Papi chetty, Tippy chetty, Mali chetty and Krishnama chetty 
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built Bhaskareswara temple in village Undavali situated by 
the side of river Krishna with a tank and a lovely garden. 
They also arranged some lands for the deity. (Epigraph of 
Bhaskareswar temple, Guntur) . The epigraph describes 
glories of Gajapati Prataparudra Dev and states that 
Benukonda was under the empire of Prataparudra Dev. 


Krishnadeva Ray, King of Vijayanagar died towards the 
end of this year. 


Achyutadeva Ray became the Raja of Vijayanagar. Though 
the monarch was of weak character, he was able to keep 
the Oriya forces under check in South as reflected in the title 
“Conqueror of Oriya forces” which he assumed in the very 
first year of his reign. 


On 20" March, fort of Kondapalli fell to the Golkonda 
forces. 


Seven widows became Sutee in the State of Hindol as per 
an early record. They are the wives of six brothers and the 
Sardar Dhananjaya Samal who were killed by Chandra Dev 
Jenamani who founded a Raj family at Hindol. All those Seven 
Sutees are being worshipped by the ruling family of Hindol 
even upto the present day. 


On 29* June, Sri Chaitanya passed away after staying at 
Puri for 18 years. (But as per the research of Dr Brundaban 
Acharya, on the basis of Vaishnav Leelamruta of Madhav 
Das Patnaik, the death date is 17" April) 


Madhabi Dasi, contemporary of Sri Chaitanya wrote 
Brajaboli, Sri Purusotam Natakam and also many poems 
in Bengali language. She was born in village Bentapur of Puri 
district. She was appointed as a writer in Puri Jagannath 
temple for her good handwriting. She happens to be the sister 
of Sikhi Mohanty who was one of the Vaktasisyas of Sri 
Chaitanya. As per “Chaitanya Charitamrut” there were 
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3.5 nos. of Vaktasisyas from Orissa. They were Swarup 
Gossain, Ray Ramanand, Sikhi Mohanty and Madhabi Dasi. 
[Madhabi Dasi is treated as 0.5 as she was a woman !] 

1534 Gajapati Prataparudra Dev died. By the time of his death the 
territories of Orissa to the South of the River Godavari had 
been lost forever. It is said that Prataparudra Dev died in the 
kingdom of Mayurbhanja. The place of his death was 
commemorated by naming it ‘Pratapapur’, which is situated 
at a distance of eleven miles to the South East of Baripada 
town. It is also considered as a famous seat of Vaishnavism. 
The Sanskrit books - Saraswati Vilas, Pratap Martanda, 
Nirnay Sangrah, Kautuka Chintamani written during his 
reign are ascribed to the name uf Prataparudra Dev. (See 1520) 


Gobind Bidyadhar (1534-49) became the king of Orissa. 
As per an inscription of Simhachalam, he assumed “‘Subarna 
Kesar” title. He proclaimed in an inscription on the Jagamohan 
of Jagannath temple, Puri, that those feudatories who flouted 
him would be considered as sinners as the ones who show 
irreverence to Lord Jagannath or the ones who murder a 
Brahmin. 

Navin Chandra Rout, Raja of Badamba (1537-56) 
established village Maniabandha which is now famous for its 
handloom fabrics. 


1540 Quli Qutb, the sultan of Golkonda occupied Rajmahendry. 
Gobind Bidaydhar, who was then the ruler of Orissa entered 
into a treaty with the Sultan, by which the river Godavari 
became the boundary between Golkonda and Orissa. 


1549 Gobind Vidaydhar died. Chakra Pratap, son of Gobind 
Bidyadhar ascended the throne of Orissa. It is asserted that 
the rock inscription in the “Jay Vijaya Gate” of Puri Jagannath 
temple is his work, as per opinion of historian S.N. Rajguru. 
He established Veer Pratapapur Shasan. (as per historian 
Kedarnath Mohapatra).

1550 Chaitanya Bhagabata was written by Brundaban Das.It is 
written in three parts. First part describes till travel to Gaya, 
second part acceptance of Sanyasa and thrid part rest life of 
Sri Chaitanya. The book describes devastation by Muslims 
in Orissa. In this book Sri Chaitanya is said to have given the 
following advice to the king of Orissa: ‘your mind should be 
attached to Srikrishna only and nothing else. Always have the name 
of Srikrishna on your lips’. It was first published in 1886 at 
Calcutta. 


Poet Markand Das of Puri wrote Kesaba Koili (C. 1550- 
60). The poet also wrote Mahavasa . 


1555 A new era called Delhiswarabda was introduced by 
Emperor Akbar on 10*® Septemper which is also called Hizri 
era. (963 A.H). Actually Hizri started on 16* July 622 A.D. 
But Todarmall, the Minister of Akbar reformed this era 
according to solar calculation which finally made a clear 
difference of 592/593 years from Christian era. This Akbari 
Sana was used in Orissa just after a few years of its 
introduction by the Moghul Emperor. In Orissa it is called 
the Sana or Amli and began to be counted not from 
Vaisakhya but from the day of Sunia (Bhadrapad Sukla 
Dwadashi) from which the Anka years of the independent 
Hindu monarchs of the past stemmed. The Christian era is 
obtained by addition of 592 to Amli year if the date is within 
December; but if more than 4 months of Amli elapsed, 593 
to be added. Amli is the title of revenue year prevailing in 
Orissa since the Moghul rule. (see 1787) 

1557 The King Chakra Pratap who was very unpopular among 
his officials and people met his untimely end in the precincts 
of Jagannath temple when he had gone there for a visit, 
According to Abu-l-Faz]l (Ain-E-Akbari), he was murdered 
by his own son Narasimha Ray Jena. 
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Narasingh Ray Jena (1557-59) son of Chakra Pratap 
became the king of Orissa. 

Janardan Bidyadhar, Minister and.Commander of Gajapati 
Raja established a village called Danei Bidyadharpur Shasan 
near Satyabadi of Puri district. 

1558 Padmanav Narendra (1558-84) became Raja of Ranpur. 
He excavated a tank at Puri which is named after him 
being called Narendra Tank. Madala Pani tells that 
Padmanav Narendra also constructed the famous Atharnalla 
bridge at the entrance of Puri. 


1559 Biswanath Sen, son of Tapan Mohapatra, the royal physician 
of Gajapati Mukunda Dev (1559-68), wrote three books 
namely Chikischharnaba, Biswanath Chikischa and 
Pathyapathy Binischhay. He belongs to Haladiagarh of 
Khurda. 

Poet Markandeya Mishra, son of Mangal Dev, a 
contemporary of Gajapati Mukunda Dev (1559-68) wrote 
Prakruta Sarbaswa and Dasagriba Badha Mahakavya. 
The latter book was edited by Prof. Gouri Kumar Brahma 
and published by Orissa Sahitya Academy. 

Narasingh Mishra Bajpai, Court poet of Gajapati Mukunda 
Dev (1559-68) wrote Samay Pradeepa, Shradh Pradeepa, 
Chayana Pradeepa etc in all of 18 of such Pradeepa books 
on different subjects. 

Narasingh Ray Jena, king of Orissa was murdered by 
Mukunda Harichandan, the Governor of Cuttack. 


Raghuram Ray Jena, the younger son of Chakra Pratap was 
made King by Mukund Harichandan, the Governor of 
Cuttack. 

Chalukya Mukunda Harichandan became the king of Orissa 
after killing the puppet King Raghuram Ray Jena and 
imprisoning Danei Bidyadhar, the Minister and Commander 
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of the king. Mukunda Dev established a village Dan 
Mukundapur Shasan near Pipili and built the temple of 
Jayagopal in the village. He also built a flight of steps at the 
Triveni Ghat of River Ganges which is known after him as 
Mukunda Ghat. His Drakshyaram temple inscription in East 
Godavari district (A.P) revealed that he performed 16 great 
gifts (Sodasa Mahadan) including the gift of Tulapurusa. 


1560 Madhukar Sai, Raja of Sambalpur separated Sonepur from 
Patana. Thereafter it was treated as a separate State till 1948. 


Chaitanya Mangal was written by Jayananda Das during 
1560-66. It describes that Prataparudra Dev had sought the 
advice of Sri Chaitnya if he is to attack Bengal. Further the 
book describes that Sri Chaitanya came through Jajpur to 
Puri and Jajpur was full of Siva temples then which has become 
non-existent. Also another Chaitanya Mangala was written 
by Lochan Das in between 1560-68. It was first published 
in 1893. 


Gayasudin Jalal Shah, Sultan of Bengal attacked Orissa and 
occupied territory upto Jajpur. Mukund Dev having defeated 
the invaders fixed river Hoogly as boundary in the North. 


Chalukya Mukunda Dev introduced Mukundabda inthe 
Sak year 1482 corresponding to 1559-60. It was 
discontinued after some years of its start and not used in the 
almanacs. 


The State of Hindol was established by Udhab Dev Jenamani, 
The family name for some generations was “Dev Jenamani 
or Dev Mahapatra”, but later changed to Mardaraj 
Jagdev.(See 1533) 


1565 Poet Krushna Das Badajena Mohapatra, court poet of 
Gajapati Mukunda Dev wrote Geeta Prakash, a Sanskrit 
book in verses. This was translated into Oriya by Gadadhar 
Das with the name Sangeeta Prakash Boli. 
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Raghunath Singh (1565-95) became the Raja of Nayagarh. 
It is tentatively concluded that he conquered Saranakul and 
Odagan areas from Ranpur State, when Udhaba Singh 
Narendra was Raja of Ranpur. The latter had established 
four Brahmin villages namely Kantabania Narendrapur 
Shasan, Rabera Narendrapur Shasan, Pantikhadi 
Narendrapur Shasan and Baunsgadia Narendrapur Shasan 
which are now in Nayagarh ex-State. In particular, village 
Narendrapur near Sarankul was also established by the said 
Raja. Ladukeswar temple at Saranakul was built by the Raja 
of Ranpur in the 15® century. 


1566 Akbar sent Hasan Khan Khajanchi along with a reputed 

Oriya musician Bhatta Mohapatra as envoys to the court of 
Mukunda Dev with the message that if Sulaiman Karani would 
help Ali Quali, Mukund Dev was to invade Bengal with the 
assistance of Delhi. 
Jayagopal temple (Gopinath Jew) was established in village 
Danda Mukundapur Shasan, Puri district. The area of the 
pond near the temple is 24 acres. On Champak Dwadashi 
day i.e the day of marriage of Rukmini to Lord Krishna, a 
big festival is held. Special type of crackers are displayed on 
this occasion. (see 1559). 


1568 Gajapati Mukunda Dev Harichandan died in a war with 
Ramachandra Bhanja, his own feudatory at Gohiratikiri near 
Jajpur. Ramachandra Bhanja was killed by Beyazid, the 
son of Karani on the same day in a fighting. Orissa came 
under Afgan rule. According to the Khurda manuscript, Sikhi 
and Manai, the two agents of Mukunda Dev betrayed him 
and showed Kalapahad, the General of Sultan of Bengal, a 
jungle path following which he attacked Mukunda Dev’s 
army from the rear and routed it. With the death of Mukund 
Dev, Orissa was annexed to Bengal by the Sultan of Bengal. 
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Prince Beyazid, the General of Sulaiman Khan Karani, the 
Afgan ruler of Bengal conquered Puri, Cuttack and Balasore. 


The destruction of Pun temple as per Abu! Fazal: “Kalapahada, 
the General of Sulaiman Karani, on conquest of the country, flung 
the images into fire and burnt them and afterwards cast them into the 
sea”. According to M.A Rahim, Kalapahada destroyed the temple of 
Jagannath at Puri which contained 7 hundred idols made of gold. 
[Source: Aspects of socio-cultural life in Early at Medieval Orissa, 
1996 P 93 HS Patnaik, A. N. Parida] 


The area and extension of Ornissan kingdom which was during 
Prataparudra’s time also continued to be the same during the 
reign of Chalukya Mukunda Dev, as revealed from rock 
inscription engraved in Bhimeswar temple, village 
Drakshyaram of Ramachandrapur Taluk of East Godavari 
district. 

Ekamra Chandrika was written in C.1568, This book gives 
information on Bhubaneswar. 


Bardhan Mohapatra, son of Kabidindim Jeebadebacharya 
wrote Durgoschab Chandrika during the reign of Gajapati 
Ramachandra Dev-I (1568-1607). 


Ramei Routray, son of Janardhana Bidyadhara and 
Commander of Mukunda Dev became the Raja of Khurda 
with the name Ramachandra Dev- I]. He continued till 1607. 
He started writing Madala Pari of Puri Jagannath temple 
by instructing Batakrushna Mohanty, one of his Gumastas. 
As per Madala Parji, Ramachandra Dev-I first introduced 
Sankhudi Bhoga in Jagannath temple. He re-established the 
sanctity of the Mahaprasad (Divine sacrament) which was 
very gladly taken from his hands near the Jaya Vijay gate of 
the Jagannath temple by the leading persons of different 
orthodox sections. He introduced his ‘Ank’ (Regnal years). 
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Barunei fort near Khurda was constructed and completed 
by 1575. He named this place Jagannathpur Katak. It was 
destroyed in 1804 by the Britishers. 


Narasingh Dev, the Raja of Patanagarh ascended the throne. 


During his period, his brother Balaram Dev founded 
Sambalpur State. 


1569 Ramachandra Dev-I (1568-1607) started thinking of 
establishing 16 Shasans (villages) in Puri under his control as 
after the Muslims conquest of Orissa and its capital Katak, 
the 16 Shasans established in Cuttack district by Purusottam 
Dev lost their glory and importance. He established 
five Shasans namely:- 


1. Bir Ramachandrapur (4 Padas) 

2. Sri Ramachandrapur (2 Padas) 

3. Uvayamukhi Ramachandrapur (3 Padas) 
4. Vijoy Ramachandrapur (} Pada) 

5. Pratap Ramachandra pur (2 Padas) 


The total five Shasans were counted as 12 Shasans by counting its 
Padas. His ancestors had established Bir Govindapur Shasan and 
Birpratapapur Shasan which were marked two parts each. The sum 
total became 16. However, their progeny also established some more 
Shasans which were included in the 16 Shasans abolishing the part 
Shasans. 


1571 Ganjam was separated from Orissa as the Sultan of 
Golkunda won Chikkakol Sarkar and Ganjam was a part of 
Chikkakol Sarkar. 

Ibrahim Qutab Sah, Sultan of Golkunda occupied vast area 
of South Orissa starting from river Godavari to Chilika. 


1572 Sulaiman Karani, the Afgan ruler of Bengal acknowledged 
the suzerainty of Akbar (the great Moghul) over Orissa. He 
died this year.

1573 Daud, the second son of Sulaiman became Subedar of Bengal. 


1574 Chintamani Mishra of Puri, a contemporary of Gajapati 
Ramachandra Dev-I wrote Bangamaya Viveka, 
Sambhurari Charita, Trisira Badha, Kadambari Sara 
Sava Pramoda, Kansa Badha, Avidhan Samuchaya. 


The Afgans being defeated by Moghuls in Bihar and Bengal 
fled away to Orissa for shelter. 


1575 The temple of Jagannath at Baripada was built by Baidyanath 
Bhanja, Raja of Mayurbhanja. The temple is known as Hari 
Baladev temple. Gundicha Yatra at Baripada dates back to 
this year. He also established monastery of Gopiballavpur on 
the Suvarnarekha for Swami Rasikananda. (see 1975) 


The famous battle of “Moghulmari” (Slaughter of Moghuls) 
was fought in its neighbourhood, between Moghuls and Afgans. 
In this severely fought battle, the Afgans were badly defeated 
and the Moghuls were so severely beaten that they halted there 
for 5 days to bury their dead, to look after their wounded 
soldiers and reinforce the strength. Finally, Daud was defeated 
on March 3” and made a treaty with Moghul Emperor. 


On 12" April Daud came out of Barabati Fort and 
surrendered to Moghul General Munim Khan (Khan-E- 
Khanan) while the former was allowed to rule over Orissa. 
The latter was appointed as Viceroy of Bengal being 
appointed by the Moghul Emperor. According to a treaty 
made between Daud and Rajah Todarmall, Orissa was 
divided into three Sarkars i.e Cuttack, Jaleswar and Bhadrak. 
Cuttack remained under Daud and Jaleswar and Bhadrak 
went to Moghuls. According to Tabquat-I-Akbari Munim, 
Khan told Daud:- 


“You have now become a subject of imperial throne, and have 
promised to give it your support. I have, therefore, requested 
that the country of Orissa may be settled upon you for your 
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support, and I feel assured that His Majesty will confirm my 
proposition granting this to you as my ‘tankhwas’ has been 
granted to me. I now greet you afresh with this ware like sword.” 
(Tabaqat —1-Akbari) 
Munim Khan, while concluding a pact with Daud, came to 
Cuttack and then visited Bhubaneswar. He was much 
impressed by the architecture and commented: “This land is 
not meant to be conquered by men, as it is just like heaven”. 


On 17" July Ramachandra Dev-I, Raja of Khurda made 
new images of Jagannath, Balabhadra and Subhadra and re- 
enshrined in the Puri temple. He re-introduced Mahaprasad 
which had been stopped for a decade. (see 1568) 


1576 A Moghul expedition was sent against Daud. A fierce battle 
followed between the Moghuls and Afgans at Rajmahal. The 
Afgans were defeated and Daud was imprisoned and 
beheaded. His severed head was sent to Akbar. From July, 
Orissa became a part of Moghul Empire. 


1578 The State of Talcher was established.Its first king was 
Padmanav. 


Subedar Khan- I-Jahan of Bengal died and was succeeded 
by Muzaffer Khan. In the next year Quia Khan, the Governor 
of Orissa was killed by Afgans. 


1579 Niladri Mahodaya was completed after the model of the 
Purusottam Mahatyamya of the Skandha Purana. But its 
speciality lies in giving detailed description about the various 
festivals of Lord Jagannath and the mode of their observance. 
It also‘supplfes a lot of information about the daily Puja 
Padhati (mode of worship) of Lord Jagannath and other 
subsidiary deities. The date of composition of this work is 
nowhere given. But a reference to the rites of purification to 
be observed for the entry of any Yavana (Muslim) into the 
temple indicates that this was written some time after 1568 
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AD when the Muslim army first entered into the compound 
of this great Hindu temple. 

Raja Todarmal came to Orissa and introduced a particular 
type of land settlement called “Taqsim Jamma and Tankhawah 
Raqmi”. According to this settlement, Orissa was broadly 
divided into two parts as Moghulbandi and Garhjats or 
Qillazats. The area which remained under the direct 
administration of the Moghuls was called Moghulbandi. The 
area under the native princes who tendered submission and 
agreed to pay a fixed annual “Pesh-kash” was known as 
“Garhjats”. 

Qutlu Lohani, the Afgan ruler of Orissa was defeated by the 
Moghuls and surrendered. He made peace with Shahabaz 
Khan, the Moghul Viceroy of Bengal with sixty elephants as 
a mark of submission. 


Gajapati Ramachandradev- ] issued an epigraphical record 
(Sak 1509). It is bilingual and now preserved in Baripada 
Museum. His other epigraphic records which are available 
were issued in Sak 1517 (found from Srijang, Balasore). 
Sak 1598, (found from Srijang also) and Sak 1526 (found 
from Kesiabadi garh of Medinapur district). These épigraphic 
records prove that Ramachandradev-1 ruled from 1568 
to] 607 AD. 


In the bilingual epigraph available at Baripada museum there 
is mention of Sak 1509, Vikram Sambat 1645 and 24 
Ank a Hindu king (Ramachandra Dev-I) which corresponds 
to 1587 A.D. This indicates San or Diliswarabd was used 
in Orissa just after a few years of its introduction by the 
Moghul Emperor Akbar. 

A treaty was made between Moghul General Mansingh and 
Nasir Khan, the Afgan-born ruler of Orissa on 15 August. 
By this treaty the Afgan ruler of Orissa agreed to use the 
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Mogul Emperor’s name in the Kutba coins. It was a mark of 
being a loyal and faithful vassal of the Moghul Emperor and 
also to cede the shrine of Lord Jagannath and its surrounding 
areas to the Emperor. 


Nasir Khan, the Afgan ruler of Bengal died and the Afgans 
defied the Moghuls and forcibly took possession of the temple 
of Jagannath from the custody of Moghuls. 


Saha Sukurali, the Fauzdar of Chikkakol occupied 

Khalikote, Biruli, and Athagad of Ganjam district. He 

excavated “Sahasar”, a big tank at Langalbeni fort near 
, Athagarh, Ganjam. Its digging started on 5* March. 


Pratap Bhanja (1590-1611), Raja of Ghumsar renovated the 
old fort at Kullad and transferred his headquarters from 
Ghumsar to Kullad. (see 1252) 


1592 Queen of Raj a Mansingh built Mukti Mandap of Jagannath 
temple, Puri. It exists till now. 


Raja Mansingh 5 Account of 1592 was published by Sterling 
in 1822. It appears that there were 18 forts within the estate 
of Mayurbhanja Zamindary. 

Moghul army led by Mansigh defeated the Afgans in a stiff 
battle near the river Suvarnarekha on 10* April. The Moghuls 
took possession of Jaleswar. Orissa came under Moghul rule 
as a part of the Subha of Bengal. 

1593 Mansingh, the first Moghul Governor of Orissa recognised 
Ramachandra Dev- I as the Gajapati King with ‘Maharaja’ 
title. He also promoted him to the rank of the Commander 
of the 3,500 horses and recognised him to be the Gajapati 
and custodian of Jagannath temple at Puri. From this day, 
the Rajas of Bhoi dynasty used ‘Gajapati’ title. 

Chalukya Ramachandra Dev and Chhakadi Bhramarbar Ray 
were claimants of the Khurda kingdom. They were given Aul 
Zamindary and Patia Zamindary respectively by Mansingh. 
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(The ruling chiefs of Patia are given four names consecutively like 
Bhoi chiefs of Khurda on rotation. The names are 1. Krishnachandra 
Dev, 2. Dibyasingh Dev. 3. Raghunath Dev, and 4. Madhusudan 
Dev). (see 1878). 


Raja Todarmal divided Orissa into five Sarkars with 99 


Parganas on revenue settlement. The credit of the first 
systematic settlement is attributed to him. 


They were : 
1. Jaleswar Sarkar consisting of 28 Parganas assessed at 
Rs. 12,586,318 
2. Bhadrak Sarkar consisting of 7 Parganas assessed at 
Rs. 4,67,194 
3. Cuttack Sarkar consisting of 21 Parganas assessed at 
Rs. 22,835,681 
4. Kalinga Sarkar consisting of 27 Parganas assessed at 
Rs. 1,39,000 
5. Rajamahendrai Sarkar consisting of 16 Parganas assessed at 
Rs. 1,25,000 
Tota! 5 Sarkars 99 Parganas Rs. 42,68,330 


Of the above Sarkars the last two, i.e Kalinga and Rajamahendry 
Sarkars were separated from Orissa and added to the dominion of the 
Sultan of Golconda. So only 3 Sarkars remained to constitute Orissa 
proper. During the reign of Shahjahan, the revenue divisions of 
Orissa were reorganised. Orissa was divided into 12 Sarkars and 276 
Mehals in places of 3 Sarkars and 62 original Parganas. It was 
formerly a dependency of Bengal, but in Shahjahan’s time it was 
constituted into a separate Subha. 


Biswanath Samantray, an Orissan poet was admitted to Delhi 
Darbar of Akbar being taken by Raja Mansingh. His name 
appears in the book of Ain-E-Akbari written in 1597 by 
Abu-l -Fazal. ‘Kabichandra’ title was given by Mansingh 
for the book Ratnasar to Biswanath Samantarav. The first 
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half of Surisarbaswam written by the poet was published 
by Asiatic Society of Bengal. 


1595 Raja Mukunda Ray, who ascended the throne of Kasimkota, 
rebelled against the Sultan of Golkonda. Ibrahim Qutab Sah, 
the Sultan of Golkonda advanced with his army as far as 
Chilika lake. However, one result of Ibrahim’s advance was 
that the Southern part of the kingdom namely Kalinga and 
Rajmahendry were included in the dominion of Sultan of 
Golkonda. The boundary of Khurda was fixed somewhere 
near the river Rusikulya and the Chilika lake. 


Daitari Biswal, son of Achyut Baliarsingh dug two tanks. 
Achyut Sagar was dug in 1595 and another called Achyut 
Ganga was dug in 1598. At that time, Raja Mansingh was 
the ruler of Orissa under Akbar, whereas Khurda was ruled 
by Ramachandra Dev of Shudra birth. (Srijang Stone 
inscription on the bank of one of the tanks). 


1596 Damodar Champatiray, son of Badjena Mohapatra, Mandir 
Parichha set Nilachakra in the Jagannath temple at Puri for 
the first time .This Chakra was made of stone. (See 
1694,1715) 


1597 Santha Rasikananda Das, son of Achutananda Dev (Raja of 
Rayani Nagar, situated by the side of river Suvarnarekha) 
was born in a Karan family. He spread Vaishnavism in 
Medinapur, Mayurbhanja and Balasore. He established 
“Kunja Matha” at Puri. He wrote Rasikamangal Kavya. 
(d.1674) 

1599 Jadunath Singh, son of Raghunath Singh, Raja of Nayagarh 
became the ruler of Khandapada which was newly created 
for him. He received ‘Mangaraj}’ title from Ramachandra Dev-I 
the Gajapati Raja of Puri. Raja Banamali Singh, one of his 
descendants was awarded “‘Mardaraj Bhramarbar” title by 
Gajapati of Puri. 
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The Portuguese raised a settlement at Pipili on the coast of 
river Suvarnarekha. It was also a centre of Arakanese pirates 


_ who, in league with the Portuguese, attacked the English 


trading vessels in this zone. 


Maharaja Balabhadra Sai, who ruled Sambalpur during! 602 
to 1632 constructed a pond in a 5-acre land at Sambalpur. It 
is called ‘Chandan bundh’ of Somanath temple which is a 
glorious heritage of the town. 


An inscription of the Simhachalam temple informs us that the 
worship of the Lord came to a standstill for some years after 
the collapse of the Gajapati rule, that it was for a short time 
revived by Mukunda Dev (1559-68) and that once again for 
a period of 40 years there was cessation of all activities in 
the temple. In the year 1604,however, Aswaraya, a Hindu 
Officer serving under the ruler of Golkonda, revived the 
worship. 

Orissa, as a separate Suba, was carved out for the first time 
during the reign of Jahangir. Hashim Khan was the first 
incumbent for the post of Subedar who took over the charge 
on 26*® September. 


Gajapati Ramachandra Dev- I (1568-1607) of Khurda died. 
He wrote a drama Srikrushna Bhakti Bastchalya Charita 
Natakam which was staged on the re-installation of the idols 
of Jagannath, Balabhadra and Subhadra. (Govinda Rath 
published Srikrushna Bhakti Bastchalya Charita Natakam 
and Durgochaba Chandrika written by Gajapati 
Ramachandra Dev- I in Oriya script.) 

Purusottam Dev (1607-22) became the Raja of Khurda. He 
continued till 1622 and died at Gadamanitri near Khurda. 
He established Brahman Shasans namely Sripurusottampur 
Shasan, Veer Purusottampur Shasan and Pratap 
Purusottampur Shasan which exist now. 
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Raghunath Raj Harichandar, Raja of Banapur, a 
contemporary of Gajapati Purusottam Dev (1607-22) wrote 
Oriya Kavya Leelavati and a Sanskrit Kavya Sangita 
Kalpalata. 


Govinda Bhanja, Raja of Keonjhar, a contemporary of 
Gajapati Purusottam Dev (1607-22) wrote Charan 
Sudhanidhi and Bhaktavinod. 


1608 Salbeg, the Muslim poet was born at Katak. He wrote many 
Bhajans. His complete works have been published. 


1609 Kesodasmaru, a Rajput Faujdar under Jahangir attacked Puri 
Jagannath temple and plundered cash, jewellery etc worth 
Rs 3 crore. Temple servants, who opposed, were put to death. 


1611 Raja Kalyanmal!, son of Raja Todarmall became the Subedar 
of Orissa. He killed Das Bidyadhar, Prime Minister of 
Khurda, and his 16 Commanders. 


Raja Pratap Dhananjay Bhanja, well known as Dhananjay 
Bhanja was born in Ghumusar Royal family. He established 
Aska town and installed Goddess Khambeswari there. He 
established a village Sinhamardan to commemorate his victory 
in a battle over Simha dynasty of Dharakote and three 
Brahman Shasans namely Veer Dhananjaypur, Vijoy 
Dhananjayapur, and Pratap Dhananjaypur. As a poet, his 
literary works are Anang Rekha, Ichhabati, Madan 
Manjari, Raghunath Bilas, Chaupadi Chandrodaya etc. 
Chaupadi Chandrodaya was first published by Gobinda 
Rath in 1894. Dhananjya Bhanyja died in C. 1707. 


A fierce battle occurred between Moghuls and Afgans at 
Rajghat resulting complete defeat of Afgans and ceding away 
the Orissa province to Moghuls. 


1614 Gopinath Bhanja (1614-36), Raja of Ghumusar established 
“Gopinathpur Shasan” and “Niladripur Shasan”. 


1615 Gangadhar Mishra, a poet of Puri wrote Kosalanandam 
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Mahakavya in Sanskrit. He joined in the Darbar of Baliar 
Singh, Raja of Sambalpur. The book was published by 
Biramitra Singh Deo, Raja of Sonepur (see 1874). 

Krishna Das Kaviraj wrote Chaitnya Charitamrita. It states 
that Ray Ramananda, Governor of Rajmahendry did not 
properly maintain financial accounts, being deeply devoted 
to Krishna Prem. Poet Dibakar Das of third decade of 17" 
century translated Chaitnya Charitamrut into Oriya. 


In a rock inscription of this year in the temple of 
“Sarvamangala” at Kasiadigad of Medinapur district it is 
mentioned that “During the construction of Natamandir, 

Jahangir was the Emperor of Delhi and Kalyanmall was 
Subedar of Orissa”. The names of masons were also inscribed 
in the rock. At that time Medinapur was in Odissa Suba and 
the people were using Oriya language, Oriya script and Anka 
years of Gajapati kings of Khurda. 

Gopal Jew Math, popularly known as Gurumath of 
Sambalpur royal family was established. Later, the Math 
started a Sanskrit T.O.L (Teaching of Oriental Language) 
and maintained the students in that institution. 

Makaram Khan became Subedar of Orissa after 
Kalyanmalla. He attacked Purusottam Dev, Raja of Khurda. 
The defeated Raja fled to Gadamanitri where he died later. 
The idols of Lord Jagannath, Balabhadra and Subhadra 
were taken out from the Puri temple to Gabapadar village. 

The Capital of Paralakhemundi was shifted from 
Mukhalingam to Patapatnam (now in A.P). It was finally 
shifted to its present place in 1706. Present Gajapati Palace 
was constructed in 1835. (see 1706). 

The idols of Lord Jagannath (Trio) were taken out from Puri 
temple and kept at Andhari,Mahima at Banpur.( As per 
Madala Panji) 
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1620 .Poet Jatindra Raghutam Tirtha was born in village Achutpur 
of Banpur (now under Khurda district). He wrote Mukund 
Vilas Mahakavyam under the patronage of Raja Srichandan 
of Banpur (1589 to 1667). The Mahakavya was completed 
in 1667. 


Husen Ali Khan (Jalar Khan) became the Subedar of Orissa 
after Makaram Khan for a brief period. 


1621 In July, Mirza Ahmed Beg, nephew of Nurjahan, the Moghul 
Empress, became Subedar of Orissa . He attacked the Khurda 
Zamindars in 1622. 


1622 Gajapati Narasingh Dev (1622-47) became Raja of Khurda. 
He built Balisahi palace at Puri for himself. He divided 
Samanta Brahmins into three classes such as Nanda, 
Vaschaj and Vajpai. Later, Gajapati Harekrishna Dev (1715- 
19) added another class called Goatreya. The Raja was 
credited as the founder of Veer Narasinghpur Shasan. His 
Patra (Secretary) Kanhai Vidyadhar established Kanhai 
Vidyadharpur. Another Patra Damodar Chhotray established 
Damodarpur Shasan, another Patra Vasu Samantaray 
established Vasudevpur Shasan. Viswanath Ray, the younger 
brother of Narasingh Dev founded Viswanathpur Shasan. 


Paik Kheda was written by Kanhei Champatiray of 
‘Garhkokal’ who was contemporary to Narasingha Dev, 
Raja of Khurda (1622-47). The book provides valuable 
information regarding the achievements of some of the 
Gajapati kings. This has been published by Sadasiv Rath 
Sharma of Pun. 


1623 Poet Haldhar Mishra, court poet of Gajapati Narasingh Dev 
(1622-47) wrote Basantoschva Mahakavya. 


Sah-Kuli-K han became the Subedar of Orissa. He continued 
till November 1624. 
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1624 The idols of Jagannath, Balabhadra and Subhadra were 
brought back to Puri and were re-enshrined by the help of 
Bhim Singh, a close General of Jahangir. Mahaprasada was 
re-introduced. 


1625 The Dutch established their factory at Pipili. But they shifted 
their factory to Balasore in 1633. 


1626 Kavi Ratna Purosottam Mishra of Paralakhemundi wrote 
Tikka (commentary) on Anargharaghav Natak, Hansa 
Duta and Naisadhiya Charita. He also wrote 
Ramachandrodaya, Tala Sangraha, Niladrinath Satakam, 
Subanta Pradipika, Sangita Narayanan. The duration of 
his literary works was from 1626 to 1644 (see 1644). 


1628 Baquir Khan was appointed Subedar of Orissa. In this year 
he attacked the Sun temple at Konark. He also imprisoned 
Zamindars and massacred 700 captives. But only one of them 
managed to escape and produced a rent roll at the court of 
Shahjahan showing that Baquir Khan had collected Rs 40 
Lakh from Orissa. He was removed from office in 1632. 


Gajapati Narasingh Dev, Raja of Khurda brought the Sun 
image from Konark to Puri on 17® March (as per Madala 
Pani). 

1629 Baquir Khan invaded Qutb Sahi kingdom of Golkonda as 
the Sultan stopped Pesh - kash of Rs 20,000/- of Chikakol 
district which was considered a part of Orissa Subha. But it 
was in fact under the possession of Sultan of Golkonda. 

1630 Baquir Khan, the Moghul Subedar of Cuttack conquered 
Mansurkota near Gopalpur of Ganjam district. 

Poet Haldhar Mishra wrote Sangita Kalpalata. 

1632 Petermandi, an English tourist wrote that in Orissa one sort 
of cloth manufactured, was called “Hamam”. This cloth was 
used in winter to cover the body and on other days used like 
atowel in bathing. ' 
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Mutquat Khan alias Miriza Maki became the Subedar of 
Orissa and continued till 1641. As he was a liberal person, 
the repair of Jagannath temple could be done. 


1633 Ralph Cartwright, an English trader came to Cuttack on 5® 
May to get permission to trade in Orissa without tax. The 
Subedar of Cuttack gave permission and the English people 
established a godown in Cuttack. That part of Cuttack is 
now called Fireeng Bazaar. 


East India Company secured permission from the Nawab 
Mohamud Zaman of Bengal and established a factory at 
Hariharpur i.e the modem Jagatsinghpur and a second one 
‘at Balasore and the third onc at Pipili (Balasore) in 1634. 


Lalbag palace at Cuttack was constructed. Inside the palace 
there lies the tomb of Saint Sah Mansur stretching from East 
to West. 


William Bruton, a foreign traveller came to Cuttack and Puri. 
His writings were published in 1638 and then in 1745 and 
1751. Lastly it was reprinted in 1809. Mr Bruton gave a 
descriptive information on Malkandi Sri Nahar at Cuttack. 
The location of Malkandi has not yet been traced. 


Aga Mohammad Zaman became the Subedar of Orissa for 
a brief period. 


1636 Puri Jagannath temple was lime-plastered in between 
20.12.1636 to 24.12.1637 by Gajapati Narasingh Dev, Raja 
of Khurda at a cost of Rs 23,000/- (Cowris 91538 Kahan 
9 Pan 10 Ganda.) 


The Portuguese obtained permission from Nawab of Cuttack 
to establish a residency at Pipili (Balasore) which offered a 
great market for slave trade and there the Portuguese pirates 
sold their prisoners. 


The Danes (Danish) established a trade centre at Balasore 
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and ships of considerable cargo loads came there each year 
from Europe. 


In the 15* Anka year, Gajapati Narasingh Dev started 
Basanta Gundicha Yatra (spring car festival) of Lord 
Jagannath. 

1641 Shah Nawaz Khan became the Subedar of Orissa. 


1642 A medieval mantime trading post was established at Balasore 
with subsequent competitions from French who called it as 
“Farasi Dinga” and the Danes as ‘‘Dinamar Dinga”. (See 1676) 


Shah Sujah (second son of Shah Jahan), the Subedar of 
Bengal governed Orissa through his deputy from 1642 to 
1660. Orissa remained an appendage of Sujah’s Joint Vice- 
royalty. 

Mohammad Zaman Tehrani became the Subedar of Orissa. 


East India Company founded a cotton fabrics factory at 
Balasore. 


Francis Day, the founder of Madras visited Balasore. He 
recommended that the factory at Balasore should not be 
closed down. In 1641 it had been decided to close down the 
factory. (see 1633) 

1645 Mutaquat Khan became the Subedar of Orissa for the second 
time and continued till 1648. 

1646 A Tikka (Commentary) of Vaswati of Satananda was written 
by Trilochan Mohanty in Yugabda 4747 corresponding to 
1646 A.D. (31* Anka year of Gajapati Narasingh Dev 
(1622-47) of Bhoi dynasty). 

1647 Narasingh Dev was killed on 5* June in a battle with Fateh 
Khan, one of the Generals of Mutaquat Khan, the Deputy 
Subedar of Orissa. 

Gangadhar Dev (1647-48), nephew of Narasingh Dev, 
became Raja of Khurda. 
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1648 Gajapati Balabhadra Dev (1648-59) became Raja of Khurda 
after murdering Gajapati Gangadhar Dev. He established Bir 
Balabhadrapur Shasan and gifted it to Dharmadev Rajguru. 


Poet Narasingh Mishra, Court poet of Raja Sivanarayan 
Bhanja (1648-60) of Keonjhar wrote Siva Narayan Bhanja 
Mahodaya Natika. The drama had been staged at Puri 
before the Gajapati Raja Balabhadra Dev of Khurda. (See 
1901) 


Shah Sujah ruled Orissa through his deputy Jan Beg Harvi till 
1651. Orissa was administered by a separate Governor who 
was appointed directly from Delhi. Orissa was then added 
to the prince Shah Sujah’s viceroyalty of Bengal. In his time, 
Orissa was ruled by Prince Suja’s agent or Deputy Governor, 
but his headquarters was in Dacca. 


During the rule of Raja Vira Vikram Dev of Jeypore(1648- 
69) a hidden deity(Gupteswar) was discovered. He 
organized a great feast in honour of the deity and annual feast 
is still being held on every ‘Sivaratri day’ by the patronage 
of the descedants of the Raja. 


1650 Poet Sitikanth wrote Gita Sitaballav Mahakavya basing 
on the story of the Ramayana. 


Baliar Deva (C. 1650-88), the Chauhan King ascended the 
throne of Sambalpur. He was the undisputed master of 18 
States and assumed the proud title of “Atharagada- 
Maudamani” (the crest -Jewel of eighteen Garhs). These 
States were 1.Sambalpur 2.Patana 3. Sonepur 4: Boud. 5. 
Athamallika, 6. Khariar 7. Rairakhol 8. Bamanda 9. Gangapur 
10. Bonai 11. Raigarh 12. Baragarh 13. Sarangarh 14. Sakti 
15. Phuljahar 16. Chandrapur 17. Bindra-Nuagarh 18. 
Surguja. (See 1821) 

Gajapati Jagannath Narayan Dev, Raja of Paralakhemundi 
(1668-1702) wrote Ayurday Kaumudi, Bala Bhadrodaya 
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Alankar Chandrika and Sangita Narayan.The books are 
ascribed in his name. 


Mohammed Hayat Khan assumed the office of Deputy of 
Shah Sujah on 19*® November. 


Mirsam Samudwala Anju was appointed as Dy Subedar of 
Orissa for a brief period. 


Laxminarayan Bhanja (1654-88), Raja of Keonjhar built the 
present Jagannath temple at Keonjhar. 
Raghunatharaj Harichandan became Raja of Banpur. He 


wrote Chandramukhi Chautisa, Kalakanth Chautisa and 
Lilabati Kavya. 


Rasika Mangal, a Vaishnavite composition was written by 
Gopijan Ballav Das. 


Abdul Hassan was the Secretary to the Subedar of Orissa 
from 1655 to 1670. From his letter, it is known that the 
Moghuls demanded half of the produce as land revenue 
although Ain-E-Akabari laid down one-third of the produce 
of the land as the share of the State. 


Rasid Khan, was appointed as Subedar of Orissa for a short 
period. 

Tarbiyat Khan became the Subedar of Orissa and continued 
tl1 1659. 


Poet Dwaraka Das was born in village Dhulisar of Cuttack 
district. Parache Geeta written by him was published by 
Dr Artaballav Mohanty under the auspices of Prachi Samiti 
in 1929. (see 1677) 

Mukunda Gajapati, the Ganga King of Paralakhemundi who 
was ruling from 1656 to 1674, constructed Nilakantheswar 
temple by the side of river Mahendra Tanaya in 
Paralakhemundi. Its Mukhasala was constructed in 1791 
by Gajapati Narayan Dev. 
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1657 Bidyakar Purohit (1657-89) wrote Narayan Satak. It has 
been published by Prachi Samiti in 1934. 


Srijagannath Mansingh (1657-1737) Raja of Bankodagada 
(Banpur) built Sri Jagannath temple at Parikud. At that time, 
Parikud was under the Raja of Banpur. Later, during the 
period of Gourachandra Mansingh, the Raja of Parikud, his 
father-in-law Srinibash Rajamani, the Raja of Manjusha built 
Bhogamandap and Jagmohan of the temple. In 1908 he 
built his capital at Krishnaprasadgada shifting it from Gurubai. 

1658 Shah Sujah, the Subedar of Bengal annexed the territory of 
Orissa to Bengal, which lay close to Balasore port comprising 
“Kissmut” or part of Sarkars of Gopalpur, Macjheta, 
Majkuri, and Bastar as well as Sarkars of Jaleswar, and 
Remuna for the purpose of bringing the coastal areas of 
Orissa together. 


Mir Jafer, the Dewan at Cuttack under prince Azom (Subedar 


of Bengal) constructed amosque in Dewan Bazar which was 
the first of its kind at Cuttack. 


1659 Istisam Khan was appointed Subedar of Onssa. He continued 
till 1660. 
Gopinath Patnaik, contemporary of Gajapati Mukunda Dev-I 
wrote “Sudrannika Padhati ”. 
Mukunda Dev -I (1659-88) of Bhoi dynasty became Raja 
of Khurda. He established Sri Mukundapur Sasan near 
Barapada which is located nearly 14 kms from Khurda in 
south direction. He worshipped Sakshigopal idol in Rathipur 
fort and made his headquarters there. During this period it 
was decided to bring wood from Dasapalla to build chariots 
of Lord Jagannath. (see 1688) 

1660 Emperor Aurangzeb appointed Khan-E-Dawran as the 
Governor of Orissa. Krishna Bhanja (1630-60) Raja of 
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Mayurbhanja met him. During the interview being infuriated 

by the insult of the Subedar, Krishna Bhanja attacked, but 

he and his retinue were slain. 

Playwright Narasingh Dikshit wrote Srinibas Bijay Natika. 
1661 Khan-E.-Dawran, Subedar of Cuttack attacked Mukund 

Dev, Raja of Khurda on 23" February who fled away. The 

Gaddi was given to his brother Kapil Bhramarbar Ray. 


Khan-E-Dawran crushed the rebellion of Zamindars of 
Kalupara, Matiri, Karkahi, Khurdiha and others on 7® 
Febnuary.Letter of Khan-E-Dawran to Emperor Aurangzeb:- 


I have punished all the usurpers, oppressors...of the province 
and made them obedient. The revenue is being collected by our 
officers. The people are enjoying peace and happiness and 
playing their trades.” 
1662 The rebellious chiefs including Raja of Banki surrendered to 
Khan-E-Dawran, the Subedar. 
In October, Mukunda Dev-I got back his throne by 
imprisoning Bhramarbar Ray. His coronation for the second 
time took place at Rathipur. 


1664 The Dutch had already established a factory by this time at 
Balasore and the Danes by 1676 also opened a factory at 
Balasore. But as they could not compete with the English, 
the Dutch and Danes settlements were ceded to the British in 
1825 and 1846 respectively. 

Sayast Khan, the Governor of Assam wrote to the Khan-E- 
Dawran of Cuttack on 22™ December to build a ship for him 
in Balasore port. 

1665 The Persian account of Shihab-ud-din Talish (circa 1665) 
gives a graphic picture of slave trade in the coast of Balasore. 
It describes: “From the time of the Emperor Akbar. when Bengal 
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was annexed to the Mogul Empire, till the time of the conquest of 
Chatagaon (Chittagong) during the vice-royalty of Saista Khan, 
Arakan Pirates, both Magh and Feringhi, used constantly to come 
by water routes and plunder Bengal. They carried off the Hindus 
and Muslims they could seize, pierced the palms of their hands, 
passed thin strips of cane through the holes, and threw them one 
above another under the decks of their ships. In the same manner as 
grain is flung to fowl, every morning and evening they threw down 
uncooked rice to the captives as food. The most interesting feature 
of this inhuman practice is that the Dutch, English and French 
merchants used to purchase the slaves from these pirates.” 

The revenue of Orissa touched a high of Rs 72,70,000 this 
year. In 1695 the amount rose to Rs 1,01,02,625. 

1667 Bhakta Ram Das wrote Sri Ramabhakti Ratnabali in 
Sanskrit. Heis from Subarnapur village, Jarada. 
Khan-E-Dawran, Deputy Subedar of Orissa wrote a letter 
to Faujdar of Remuna saying: “I have got enough pleasure by 
constructing a Mosque at Kendrapada after destroying the temple”. 
Allivardi Khan was appointed as the Deputy Subedar of 
Orissa on 7* September for a short period. 

ITarbiyat Khan Barlas became Dy Subedar of Orissa after 
Allivardi Khan and continued till 1669. 

The French traders came to Balasore and established their 
settlement in the outskirts of the town known as Farasi Dinga. 

1668 Poet Debananda Das completed Baichandra Geeta, 
Anakar Sanhita. 

1669 Safi Khan was appointed as Subedar of Orissa for a brief 
period. 

Aurangzeb ordered for the destruction of new temples and 
prohibited the repair of old ones. A number of temples were 
destroyed at Jajpur. Efforts to desecrate the Jagannath temple, 
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Puri were made by Ekram Khan, the Subedar. But being 
bribed by the priests of the temples and the Raja of Khurda, 
he desisted from his plan of desecration. The temple 
destruction undertaken by Emperor Aurangzeb to be 
implemented in Orissa as per historian Jadunath Sarkar :- 
*..... the Emperor learning from news letters of the province of 
Orissa that at the village of Tilkuti at Medinapur, a temple has 
been newly built, has issued his august mandate for its 
destruction and the destruction of all the temples built anywhere 
in this province by the worthless infidels. Therefore you are 
commanded with extreme urgency that immediately on the receipt 
if this letter you should destroy the above mentioned temples. 
Every idol house built during the last 10 or 12 years whether 
with brick or clay should be demolished without delay. Also do 
not allow the crushed Hindus and the infidels to repair their old 
temples. Reports of the destruction of the temples should be 
sent to the court under the seal of the quizs and attested by 


pious sheikhs.” 


Kavi Ratna Hari Sevak Samantray was bom (C. 1670 A.D.) 
He was a court poet of Purusottam Ananga Bhim Dev (1728- 
76 A.D) Raja of Badakhemidi. He wrote a commentary on 
Govinda Leelamruta called Vaishnavahladini. 


Kavi Samrat Upendra Bhanja was born in Ghumusar (C. 
1671) royal family. Out of his 66 books only 31 numbers 
were published and 35 are yet to be published. 
Premasudhanidhi (An ocean of nectrous love) is one of the 
long verses composed by this great poet. Its 15® Canto is a 
top poetic artifact, where the composition of 560 words are 
wntten in palinderome. (d.1720). 


A famine broke out in Orissa and the food materials were 
very rare and dear.

A.D. 


Governor of Orissa confirmed the privileges of the English 
granted to them by the Emperor in 1667 and in terms thereof, 
the English were to trade freely without any hindrance. 

1672 Poet Bajari Das wrote Artha Govinda, a translation of Gita 
Govinda with nine syllables in one line. 


There was a famine at Balasore when people died of hunger 
or fled away leaving their home. During the famine, the local 
people enslaved themselves and their young children too. 
Gajapati Mukunda Dev-I (1659-88) went to south for his 
marriage. Raja Gokul Singh (1630-90) of Nayagarh State 
was incharge of administration in his absence. On return, 
Gajapati Mukunda Dev-I being much pleased with Gokul 
Singh’s administration, conferred on him the title of 
Mandhata which is still inherited by the descendants. 
The township of Berhampur was developed after Laxmi 
Nrusingh Swamy temple was built in Haridakhandi. 

1674 During the Subedarship of Sudullah Khan, a mosque was 
built by Abdul Aziz at Pipili of Puri district. 

1675 Dibyasingh Mohapatra wrote Sradhadeepa. The book deals 
with minute details about different materials, time etc on 
Sradha ceremony. His another book is Kaldeep. 


Raghunath Das, son of Basudev Das wrote Utpat Tarangini. 
The book deals with astronomical effects on human beings. 
Ramachandra Udgata wrote Tarani Kula Sudha-Tarangini 
a religious book on methods of worship and Mantra 
Sanskara. 

1676 The French constructed a Kothi (Godown) in a colony now 
called Farashi Dinga near Balasore town, other side of river 
Budhabalaneg. (see 1642) 

Rasid Khan was appointed as Subedar of Orissa for a brief 
period. 
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Sayast-Khan Ameer-ul-Urma became the Subedar of Orissa 
after Rasid Khan and continued for one year only i.e upto 
1677. 


Bhakta Kavi Dwaraka Das, a disciple of Mutta Balaram 
Das added one chapter and completed Chhatis Gupta Gita, 
the incomplete work of Mutta Balaram Das. The latter wrote 
35 chapters and left it incomplete. 


Poet Kanhu Das, composer of Rama Rasamruta Sindhu 
was born at village Mangalpur of Ganjam district (see 1699). 


Rasa Kalpalata was written by Brajasundar Patnaik, son of 
Balabhadra Patnaik of Badakhemidi, Ganjam. It was 
collected by Prof. Sudarsan Acharya as he claimed and it is 
yet to be published. He also wrote Madhabiya Charita 
Kavya. 


Jijiya tax was again imposed on Hindus on 2" April by 
Moghuls. 


‘Gajapati Sambat’ was introduced by Parala Royal family. 
[Narahari Narayan Deb, the Raja of Paralakhemundi once defeated 
Mulaki Khan of Chikakol. In memory of that victory Gajapati era 
was observed in the Parala Royal family] 


A struggle occurred between weavers of Balasore and 
British people, because the weavers did not agree to accept 
the Danish coins in place of Rupees. 

Poet Radha Charana Naik, was born at Kukakhanda by 
the side of the river Birupa. He wrote Rasa Ramayana 
Manjari. The book was published by Govinda Rath in 1911. 
Jagannath Bhanja (1636-1702), Raja of Ghumusar built 
Jagannath temple at Jagannath Prasad, Ganjam. The village 
is named after the temple. He installed the image of ‘Dadhi 
Vaman ' ( the lone image of Jagannath) inside the temple. 
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Harisaran Bhanja of Ghumusar royal family built Jagannath 
temple (Vasudev temple) at Buguda. (see 1744, 1820,1880) 


Sayast Khan became Subedar of Orissa till 1688 for the 
second time. 


Poet Anadi Mishra wrote Manimata Natika (Sanskrit) during 
the period 1680 to 1700 under the patronage of Raja of 
Badakhemund;. The copying otf the manuscript was done on 
19" October 1776 by Sadasiva, a disciple of the poet. 


1682 Poet Haladhar Das completed translation of Adhyanta 
Ramayan in Nabakshyari bruta. (nine syllables in one line) 
from Sanskrit to Oriya. 


1686 Bhakta Hari Das wrote Maqyuru Chandrika (C. 1686). 


Abu Nasar Khan, Subedar of Orissa constructed a Mosque 
at Jajpur after demolishing an existing temple. The mosque is 
called “Shahi Masjid”. 


Pitambar Dev of Jey pore, the writer of Ramuleela was born. 
He also wrote Akhilarasa Chintamani. 


As per a rock inscription, a mosque was built at Jhankad of 
Cuttack district. 


Maharaja Raghunath Krishna Deo (1686-1708) of Jeypore 
created an estate for Krishna Thatraj, a man from 
Badakhemundi, Ganjam district and named Bisamakataka. 
The Thatraj ruled as a feudatory of Jeypore witha tribute of 
Rs 15.000/- per annum. This ruling family was Karat: 
whose traditional occupation was martial activity. The estatc 
of Bisamakataka was merged in the Jeypore estate in 1926. 


1687 Subedar Abunasar Khan, sone! nous Sayast Khan (uncle 
nf Aurangzeb) went to attack Puri, ¢ crrned from Pipihi 
| .ng terrified by a thunderbo'. 

1688 Param Laxmi Guru was born. He was Aulayne 4 ( \ncestral 
Guru) to Khurda Royal family. He had a lot of contribution 
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for political settlement of Ramachandra Dev-II who was 
converted forcefully to Muslim. (d.1760) 


Mukunda Dev-I died of smallpox. Pitambar Vidyadhara 
Mohapatra, one of his Ministers built Jagamohan of the Laxmi 
temple at Puri. (See 1659) 


Gajapati Dibyasingh Dev-I (1688-1715), son of Mukund 
Dev became Raja of Khurda on 22” November and 
continued till 1715. He built the Rosagruha (Kitchen house) 
of Jagannath temple. 


Laxmidhar Mishra of Bhubaneswar wrote 
Saibakalpadruma during 1690 to 1720: 


Poet Nityananda, contemporary of Raja Gadadhar Singh 
Mandhata (1690-1720) of Nayagarh State wrote Siva 
Leelamruta and Srikrushna Leelamruta. The palm leaf 
manuscripts are now in Orissa State Museum. Siva 
Leelamruta was published by Culture department of 
Government of Orissa. Its palm-leaf manuscript was 
available to Orissa State Museum in 1955 from Ranpur of 
Nayagarh district. 


Juma Mosque at Balu Bazar, Cuttack was constructed by 
Ekram Khan, the Subedar of Orissa. He dedicated it in 
honour of Zaibur Nisha (Sahabjadi Begum), a daughter of 
Aurangzeb. 

The British merchants resumed their factory at Balasore 
(which they had abandoned in 1688) as a “Farman” was 
granted to them by the Moghul Emperor Aurangzeb for re- 
establishment of English factories in Bengal. 


Poet Bhim Das, son of poetess Brundabati Dasi of village 
Malipada near Chandaka under Khurda district translated 
Haribhakti-Chandrodaya and Bhaktiratnabali. The 
former was published from Mukur Press in 1918. The latter 
book also was published. 
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Nawab Ekram Khan after getting express orders from 
Moghul Emperor Aurangzeb attacked Puri temple on 16™ 
May. The idols were taken outside and kept secretly in a 
place at Banpur, which is now called Niladriprasad. (see 
1699) 


Samaleswari temple at Sambalpur was built. 


1693 Poet Lokanath Bidyadhar of Banpur wrote Sarbanga 
Sundari. The book was published by Gouriballav Patnaik in 
1891. 


The Director of French company obtained a Farman from 
Aurangzeb for trade in Bengal, Bihar and Orissa. The French 
founded their settlement after this year. (see 1676) 


1694 Poet Bhupati Pandit wrote Prema Panchamruta. 


The Neelachakra which was made of stone and fixed in the 
Puri Jagannath temple was broken and fell down on 6® 
October in the temple premises due to heavy cyclone. People 
and cattle died in thousands in the cyclone. (see 1715 & 
1892) 


1695 The manuscript of Durga Yajana Dipika was copied by 
Maguni Mohapatra. It is a book on Zantrik cult and written 
by Jagannath Acharya of Purusottam Kshetra of Utkal 
Desh. 


1696 Poet Raghunath Rath wrote Natya Manorama and 
Sangitarnab Chandrika. 


1698 Ghazanfar Khan became the Subedar of Orissa and continued 
till 1700 A.D. 


1699 The idols of Lord Jagannath, Balabhadra and Subhadra were 
brought back to the temple at Puri. On this occasion poet 
Lokanath Bidyadhar wrote Niludri Mahostav. 


Poetess Brundabati Dasi of Malipada(Chandaka) of Khurda 
district near Bhubaneswar wrote Purnatam Chaundradoyu. 
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This book was published by Prachi Samiti in 1927. Her 
husband Chandra Sekhar Das wrote Srikrushna Tana 
Chandrodaya 


Padmavati Parinay'a was written by Lokanath Bidyadhar 
of Banpur. (see 1693) 
Nrusingh Bhramarbar Ray (1682-1708), the king of 


Dhenkanal completed the present Jagannath temple at 
Dhenkanal town. 


Poct Krupasindhu Das, contemporary of Pitambar 
Anangabhim Dev (1700-20), Raja of Khemundi wrote, 
Upausuna Dipika. 


Askar Khan became the Subedar of Orissa in September. 
He continued in the post till 1702 A.D. 


Raghunath Bhanja became the Raja of Keonjhar. He 
established a Brahmin village Raghunathpur Shasan in modern 
Anandapur sub-division. 


The Jagannath temple at Paralakhemundi was built. 


Poet Dinakrushna Das of Jaleswar, contemporary of Gajapati 
Dibysingh Dev (1688-1715) completed Namaratna Geeta. 
He also wrote many books such as, Bhaba Samudra, 
Bhutukeli, Sansar Bodhana, Dharma Sagar, Jambabati 
Bibha, Rasabinoda. His approximate life span is from 1650 
to 1710. 


Poet Dinakrushna Das of Puri . contemporary of Gajapati 
Dibysingh Dev (1688-1714) wrote Raskallol, Artatrana 
Chautisa, Navagraha Chautisa etc. 


Gajapati Narayan Dev of Paralakhemund;i gifted a village 
Laxmipur to poet Harikrishna for the work of painting of 
Lord Jagannath. Harikrishna is the most ancient poet of 
Paralakhemundi. Iie translated Ekadasi Mahatmya in 
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Nabakshyari bruta (Nine syllables in one line) into Oriya, 
that was originally a Sanskrit verse. His year of birth is 1662. 


Shuka Dei, the valiant Princess of Badamba married 
Dhananjaya Srichandan. Raja of Banki State (1700-15). 
She was the first woman in India to fight on thé back of a 
horse. (see 1719) 


1703 Mursid Qualikhan -I! was appointed as Deputy Subedar of 
Bengal to look after Orissa on 21* January. After vards he 
„ became full-time Subedar and continued t.lf i708. He 
appointed his son- in- law Sujauddin as his Deputy in Orissa. 
Foradministrativecon tr the district of Medinapur 
was separated from the province of Orissa and was kept 
under Bengal . The other important change which Mursid 
Qualikhan introduced was that he changed the general name 
“Mahal” into “‘Pargana” and for the Khalsa portion added an 
administrative division that is higher than the Sarkars known 
as Chaklah. (see 1868) 


1706 Present Paralakhemundi town became the capital of Parala 
estate after being transferred from Patapatnam. (now in A.P) 
(see 1835, 1619, 1418) 


1707 Sujauddin Ahamed Khan, Deputy Subedar started an 
expedition to attack Jagannath temple of Puri. But resistance 
was given by Gajapati Dibyasingh Dev- I and Generals of 
18 Gadjats. So he had to retreat. Dibyasingh Dev opened 
Puri temple on 11" September with the help of these 18 rulers 
of Gadjats which had been almost closed for 15 years since 
1692. 

Balunkeswar Mangaraj (1707-21) became the Raja of 
Khandapada State and continued till 1721. Poet 
Dinabandhu Khadanga was his court poet. Khadanga 
translated Sanskrit Bhagabat into Oriya. It is called 
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Khaudanga Bhagabata. Prachi Samiti published only the 
eleventh Skanda of this Bhugabata. Sti Khadanga was born 
at Bamadevpur in Puri district. He wrote many books on the 
patronage of the Raja of Khandapada. His house is still there 
inthe Brahman Sahi of Khandapada Garh.(see 1688, 1739) 


As per Alexander Hemilton, every pilgrim coming to Puri 
had to pay half a crown (1.11 Moghul Rupee). He mentioned 
that collection of revenue under the pilgrim head amounted 
to 75000 pounds (Rs 6,66,666.00) per annum. 


Gobinda Vilas an Oriya verse ( Kavya) of Gopinath Das 
was copied from the original manuscript. So the poet might 
have composed it prior to this year. The poet also wrote an 
imaginary Kavya Mohan Lata. 


Bichitra Ramayan was completed by poet Biswanath 
Khuntia of Puri. This Bichitra Ramayan formed the basis of 
Ramalilas of Orissa. The poems of this work are so simple, 
melodious and appealing that the whole masses were thrilled 
when recited in proper tune and by good singers. Ramalila 
by Vaisya Sadasiba was very popular in Western Orissa. 
Next popularity came to the Ramalila by the rulers of Chikiti 
Raj family like Krushna Chandra Rajendra and Pitambar 
Rajendra. People call it Chikiti Ramalila. Ramalila wntten 
by Vikram Narendra and Ananga Narendra were very popular 
in Puri district and its neighbouring areas. Ramalila written 
by Raghunath Das, Gopi Das, Iswar Das were also staged in 
various places of Orissa. [See 3.2.7 (5)] 

Rasalekha was written by Upendra Bhanja. It has been 
published many times. 

Rasasindhu Sulakshyana was written by Kesabraj 


Harichandan of Surangi. It was published by Culture 
department of the Government in 1976. 
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Poet Jagannath Mishra wrote Rasakalpadruma 
between1710 to 1730. In different contexts of the book he 
had written in different styles of Oriya, Hindi and Sanskrit 
poems to provoke humour. 


Danei Das, the composer of Gopi Bhasa was born at 
Begunia.(d. 1770) (see 1868) 


Gopal Bhanda of Jajpur, Karan by caste, wrote many song- 
dramas in Bengali. He is famous as “Gopal Ude” in Bengali 
folk songs and books for witty replies and stories. He was in 
the court of Raja Krushnachandra of Nadia (during the 
reign of Siraj-ud-daula). Gopal Uder Tappa (Vidya Sundar 
Jatrargan) which is the work of Gopal Ude was published in 
1910 by Shiroji Mohan Mukhopadhyay. [the story of Vidya 
Sundar Jatra was taken from Bharatachandra’s Vidyasundar] 


1711 Khan -E-Alam was appointed as the Subedar of Orissa and 
he continued till 1714. 


1712 The English authorities posted “Tappis” at different places 
between Fort St George and Ganjam . As a result of this, 
letters from the former place could reach Ganjam in a span 
of 16 days. 


Garh of Kasipur together with Chandragiri, Bisamagiri and 
Mahulpatana formerly belonging to the Maharaja of Jeypore 
was given by Biswambar Deo to Maharaja Jugasri Deo of 
Kalahandi, in recognition of some military help. 

1713 In Cuttack, a Mosque was built near Darpan Kothi by one 

Mohammad Ali. The bazaar is probably named after his name 
as Mohammadia Bazaar. 
The Sultan of Golkonda awarded a title ‘Jhadakhanda 
Badasa’ to Biswamabar Deb II (1713-52), Raja of Jeypore. 
For this reason, Jeypore is called ‘Jhadakhanda Badasahi 
Mullak’. 
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1715 On 26- January, Dharamu Harichandan Mohapatra fixed the 
newly-constructed metallic Neelchakra on Puri Jagannath 
temple. This was necessary as the old Neelchcakra (made of 
stone) was damaged by a cyclone in 1694. (see 1596,1694) 


Kadam Rasul situated in Daragha Bazar was constructed by 
Sah Alam Badasah. Prophet Mohamimad’s footprint has been 
preserved here. It is an important graveyard of the 
Mohammedans. There is a big stone wall around the graveyard. 
Inside the tank of Kadam Rasul there are 70 steps and five 
wells. It is said that the depth of the water inside it, is 80 ft. 


Harekrishna Dev (1715-19) became Gajapati Raja of 
Khurda. He established Bir Harekrishnapur Shasan in Puri 
district. He provided lime plaster to Jagannath temple of Pun 
and built steps from Bedhadwara to Jagmohan. Gadadhara 
Rajguru was the foremost Smruti writer of this period. 


1717 Sujauddhin, the Naib Nazim of Orissa built the Mosque of 

Kadam Rasooi at Cuttack. Satya Narayan Palla was 
started during this time. He encouraged attempts made for 
the establishment of unity and amity among the Hindus and 
Muslims of Orissa. During the governorship of Sujauddhin 
the territorial extent of Orissa shrinked. On the North, 
Jaleswar division was annexed to Bengal and on the South, 
Nizam of Hyderabad occupied Orissan territory upto Chikili 
Raghunathpur and adjoining villages. 
Poet Raghunath Das of village Sundargram of Gobindapur, 
Cuttack district completed Sahitya Bhusan, a Sanskrit 
Prosody (In the second Anka year of Gajapati Harekrishna 
Dev) on the patronage of Chakradhar, Raja of 
Gangeswargarh. In 1978, Sahitya Acharya Aditya Charana 
Dha!l edited this book. Previously Sanskruta Manjari. 
another book of the poet was published after being edited 
by him also. 
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Ghana Bhanja became Raja of Ghumusar. He gave protection 
and shelter to Bhagirathi Kumar (later Gajapati Birakishore 
Dev -I), son of Gajapati Raja Ramachandra Dev-II. Gajapati 
Birakishore Dev-I bestowed upon him the title Khatriyavear 
in 1739. In commemoration of that, Ghana Bhanja established 
one Brahmin Shasan Khatriyavarpur. He was also a poet. 
His notable works are Trailodya Mohini, Rausanidhi and 
Govinda Vilas. (d. 1754) (see 1739) 


Mursid Quali Khan, Subedar of Bengal and Orissa levied a 
local impost called Abwabs in addition to the regular 
assessment of revenue. The most important Abwabs 
introduced by him is Khasnoveesy. The Zamindars had to 
pay it at the time of their lease, as a fee for the *Khalasa 
Mutasaddics’ or special account for the exchequer at the 
rate of 2.5% of original rent roll. During his subedarship, he 
separated Medinapur from the Subah of Orissa. He made 
revenue settlement in 6 Sarkars only namely Jaleswar, 
Remuna, Basta, Golpara, Malghetia and Mazquri. 


1718 As per Dadhibaman inscription Junagarh, (Kalahandi district) 
is named after Maharaja Jugalsaha Dev -III. The old name 
of Junagarh was Kalahandinagar. It was the headquarters of 
Kalahand; till 1849. 


Jagannath Narayan Dev. Raja of Paralakhemundi was bom. 
Sangita Narayan, Pravabati Purinay and Nababrundaban 
Chandra Vihar are ascribed in his name. Nababrundabcan 
Chandra Vihar was written in 1766 and published in 1917. 
Pravabati Parinay was published by Culture department, 
Government of Orissa. 

1719 Gopinath Dev (1719 - 27), son of Harekrishna Dev became 
Gajapati Raja of Khurda. He continued till 1727. He 
established Gopinathpur Shasan (Routarapur) near Puri 
Atharanala. As per Madala Panji. during his reign, a battle 
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took place between Rani Shuka Dei of Banki and the Gajapati 
King. Finally Gajapati Gopinath Dev was defeated and 
surrendered Kusupala Parganato Rani Shuka Dei. (see 1702) 


Sujaudhin, Naib-nazim of Orissa built a mosque on the top 
of a hill (Alamgin) about 25 hundred feet high, taking ruins of 
a stoop. While going to Udayagiri (Cuttack district), one 
can see the mosque from a distance. 


1720 Reformist Sadhu Sundar Das was born at village Kumarpur 
of Athagarh State. He started a hand-written magazine 
Kujibara Patra. The magazine was stopped after his death. 
In 1830 he wrote a book Jisu O Sisu. He interpreted the 
Bible in the context of Jagannath Dharma. On 9" August 
1830, he was arrested by the British Government being afraid 
of his influence. (d.16.4.1838) (See 1826) 


Poet Dasarathi Das of Ranpur completed Braja Vihar, one 
of the biggest volumes with 3141 stanzas. Its every chapter 
is called Boli. The book was fully completed in 1731. 


1721 Astronomer Neembadev wrote Sarbabodhini. It is an Oriya 
Tikka (Commentary) on Suryasidhanta. 


A ship laden with Cowries arrived at Balasore and these were 
sold there at the rate of 35 Pan (2800 Cowries) per a Madras 
Rupee. 

Banamali Mangaraj (1721-32) Raja of Khandapada 
received the title of “Mardaraj Bhramarbar Ray” from 
Gopinath Dev (1719-27), Gajapati Raja of Puri. From this 
date “Mangaraj” title was abolished. A legend goes that the 
Jagannath idol which was built for coming Navakalebar 
festival became undersized. So Banamali Mardaraj brought 
the idol in a cart to Khandapada and worshipped that idol as 
Dadhibaman. (see 1768) 


1724 Mahammad Taqui Khan became Naib Nazim of Orissa. He 
continued till 1734. 
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Poet Pratap Balabhadra Bhanja Deo, the Raja of Keonjhar 
(1764-92) was born. He is the composer of Jaladhar- 
chautisa. Ambikavilas Kavya is concluded in his name. 
Pandit Banambar Acharya (1901-78) edited Ambikavilas 
in 1937 and brought it to limelight. He opines that the real 
author of the book is Raja Pratap Balabhadra Bhanja Deo. 
(d.1792) (see 1830) 


1725 Ganjam district, a part of Chikkakol Circar went to the 
control of the Nizam of Hyderabad. 


Chandrasekhar Bhanja became the Raja of Boud and 
continued till 1760. He wrote Premamanjari Kavya which 
was published in 1900 in Jagdish Press, Boud. 


Poet Krushna Srichandan, son of Narayan Mangaraj and a 
Minister to Raja of Khemindi wrote Abjaduta. 


1726 Baidya Singh Bhagirathi Mahapatra wrote a Tikka book 
Tatwabodhini on Madhabakar Nidana. He also wrote 
Anekartha-bodhini, a commentary. 


1727 Ramachandra Dev-II (1727-36) became Gajapati Raja of 

Khurda. He was forcibly converted to a Mohammedan. But 
he continued his belief in Lord Jagannath. Patitapaban 
Murti was installed near Lions gate of Pun Jagannanth temple 
so that he could see the Lord from outside. 
Mursid Quli Khan-I died. His son-in-law Shuja-Udhin 
Mohammad Khan, the former Deputy became the Subedar 
of Bengal and Orissa, Mahammad Taqui Khan, son of Shah- 
Udin Khan became Naib Nazim of Orissa from this year to 
1734. 


Param Laxmi Rajguru Mohapatra became a Minister of Raja 
of Khurda and continued till 1734. 


Jagamohan of Gundicha temple at Puri was constructed by 
Khwaja Buxi Benu Bhramarbar Ray, a Minister of Raja 
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Ramachandra Dev II in between the years 1727 to 1736. 
(as per Madala Panji} 


Chandra Sekhar Raiguru. contemporary of Gajapati 
Ramachandra Dev -II and Birakishore Dev-I wrote 
Mathura Nirudha Nataka. 


Gajapati Gopinath Dev was murdered in cold blood in his 
own palace by his relatives led by Dewan Sayiad Beg. 
Shuja Khan (1727-34) for the first time levied anew impost 
called Nazzarana. It was a fixed pecuniary acknowledgement 
paid by Zamindars. It was paid on the occasion on principal 
Muslim festivals. It was charged approximately at the rate of 
6% % of the revenue. 


Sarangadhar Bajradhar Narendra (1727-54), Raja of Ranpur 
obtained the title of ‘Bajradhar~ from Maratha chief Raghuji 
for his valour. He established a village called *Sarangadharpur’ 
in Ranpur State. The title ‘Bajradhar” is bestowed as a family 
title on the Chief of the State. “Narendra” title was given to 
the Chief in 12" century by the king of OrissaAmiank Bhim 
Dev (1190-98) to the then Raja of Ranpur and enrolled him 
among the Samanta Rajas owing to his prowess in battle. 
Purusottam Anangabhim Dev, Raja of Badakhemundi was 
born. He wrote Krushnakeli Tarangini, and his court poet 
Kaviraj Kesab Rath wrote Anang Rangini. (d.1776) 
Raghunath Bhanja, Raja of Mayurbhanja wrote Rasa 
Lahari. The book was edited and published in 1928 by 
Sasibhusan Ray. 

Raghunath Harichandan Jagadev. Raja of Athagarh (Ganjam) 
(1712-32) built a Jagannath temple in the fort of Langalaveni 
near Kabisuryanagar. 

The value of Mughal Rupee was 2720 to 2880 Cowries 
during this year. 
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Braja Sundar Patnaik. son of Balabhadra Patnaik was court 
poet of Anangbhim Dev (1728-99). king of Badakhemundi. 
He wrote Sulochana Madhava Kavya and Netra Satuk. 
In 1955-56. a palm-lea{ manuscript of the unpublished 
Sulochana Madhava Kavya was acquired for the manuscript 
‘library of the Orissa State Museum from Pandit Kishore 
Chandra Rajguru of Khalikote, Ganjam. 


Nilgiri State, previausly a subordinate Zamindary became 
independent being separated from Mayurbhanja. 


1729 Poet Krushna Singh, Raja of Dharakote (1781- 88) was 
born. He translated Mahabharat from original Sanskrit verse 
into Oriya. He completed the translation of 4diparba (1* 
chapter) in 1782. He gifted a village to Brahmins naming it 
Chandramapur after the name of his chief queen Chandrama 
Devi, daughter of Nalinakshya Mardaraj, Raja of Khalikot. 
[Chandrama Devi committed Sutee in 1788. Since then the 
scions of the royal faimly have kept the fire buming. The fire 
popularly is called Sutee Chita](see 1867) 


] 730 Abilingual stone inscription was made by Mohammad Taqui 
Khan, the Naib Nazim at Cuttack on the inner side of a big 
well in village Vidyadharpur near Cuttack town. The epigraph 
records the construction of a well near the Pilgrim Road. It 
was for the benefit of pilgrims on the occasion of car festival. 


Eight Zamindaries namely Ghumusar, Khalikote, Kodala, 
Athagarh, Chaggati (Chikiti), Mahuri, Sheragarh, Palur and 
Chikili Raghunathpur were separated from Khurda. 


Poet Brajanath Badajena was born in village Kabara in 
Dhenkanal State. His complete works were published by 
Orissa Sahitya Academy in 1965. being edited by Sudhakar 
Patnaik. Ambika Vilas Kavya although ascribed to the name 
of Pratap Balabhadra Bhanyja, it is said that the real poet is 
Brajanath Badjena. (d. 1795) (see 1892, 1724) 
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The foundation of the present massive Jagannath temple at 
Khalikote was laid and the idols were carved out. But the 
temple was completed in 1863 by Raja Jagannath Mardaraj 
and the idols were enshrined thereafter. 


“he Nizam of Hyderabad occupied the whole of the country, 

South of Chilika lake at the time of Taqui Khan's 
administration, who governed Orissa as the Deputy of the 
Nazim of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa. 


Buxi Benu Bhramarbar Rai and Dewan Nilambar Harichandan 
were beheaded on 20" December and Murad Khan was 
appointed as Buxi by Ramachandra Dev-II (1727-36), the 
Gajapati Raja of Khurda. 


Md Taqui Khan, Naib Nazim of Cuttack attacked Khurda 
on 23" May and took Ramachandra Dev-II as captive and 
kept him imprisoned in Barabati fort. In November Taqui 
Khan fought with Prince Bhagirathi Kumar (future Birakishore 
Dev -1) of Khurda who fled to Daspalla. 

The images of Lord Jagannath, Balabhadra and Subhadra 
were taken away through Chilika and were enshrined 
temporarily at Nairi Hariswar Mandap of Banapur. 


During the third attack of Taqui Khan, Ramachandra Dev- 
II, Raja of Khurda took shelter first at Nayagarh, then at 
Khandapada and Bolgarh. For safety, the images of Lord 
Jagannath, Balabhadra and Subhadra were removed to 
“Chikili” near Khalikote from Nairi Hariswar Mandap. Car 
festival at Puri was held on 2™ July after getting back the 
idols. Also Nabakalebar ritual of the deities was celebrated. 
At Bolgarh the Gajapati established a Jagannath temple‘and 
the deity is called “Trutiya Dev” and the present name of the 
revenye village is Trutiya Pada. 


The Nabakalebar and car festivals were also performed 
smoothly. Taqui Khan made further attack and the images of 
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Lord Jagannath, Balabhadra and Subhadra were removed 
from Puri temple on 29* December and were kept at Marada 
under Athagarh of Ganjam district. After two and half years, 
the images were brought back to Puri temple by the order of 
Mursid Quali Khan only to check further deterioration of the 
pilgrimage economy. Ramachandra Dev-II, Gajapati Raja 
of Puri awarded title of “Man Udharana-Sarana Panjara- 
Biradhibirabar-Bhai Sri Harichandan Jagdev-Rajabahadur” to 
Madhusudan Harichandan, Raja of Athagarh (Ganjam) for 
his help to hide the images of the Trio (Jagannath, Balabhadra 
and Subhadra ) in a safe and secret place. (People call 
Marada as ‘Saran Srikshetra’) (see 1747) 


The Jagannath temple at Marada was built by Raja Jagannath 
Harichandan Jagdev in two months by engaging workers who 
worked relentlessly day and night. 

1734 Taqui Khan built a ‘Dargha’ at Pipili in Balasore district which 
is known from an inscription. 

1735 The idols of Jagannath, Balabhadra and Subhadra were 

brought back from Athagarh and were re-installed at Puri 
temple. The idols were not further removed from this year. 
(see 1733) 
Dayanidhi Singh, Raja of Narasinghpur built the Jagananth 
temple at Narasinghapur-garh. Gajapati Raja of Puri 
awarded him the title ‘Manasingh Harichandan Mohapatra’ 
for his help to defeat Raja of Kujanga. 

1736 On 3" May Padmanav Dev, Raja of Patia was made Raja of 
Khurda after Ramachandra Dev -II. Birakishore Dev-I was 
removed from Khurda by Mir Habib and the Raja took refuge 
inGhumusar. 

Padmanav Srichandan (1736-57), the Raja of Banki wrote 
Sashi Rekha Kavya. This was edited and published by Prachi 
Samiti. 
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Krupasindhu Das, son of Bhagirathi Kharasudha Patnaik of 
Dalijoda, Cuttack district was Kotha Karan of Puri Gajapati 
Raja from 1736 to 1773. He completed Brajavihcar Kavya 
with 998 stanzas in 1745. His other compositions such as 
Balabhadra Bhajana, Jagannath Bhajana, and Subhadra 
Bhujana are kept in the Madras museum. 


Gajapati Ramachandra Dev-II died at village Lakhapada, 
Narasinghpur of Cuttack district on 26* August. 


Poet Kavisurya Sadananda Brahma was born at village 
Bhikaripada of Sarankul, the famous Saibu Pitha of 
Nayazarh district. He has written many books on Krishna 
cult. Birakishore Dev-I Raja of Khurda awarded him the 
title “Kavisurya Brahma”. Bijay Chandra Majumdar and 
Manmohan Chakrabarty brought him to limelight by giving a 
flash of the poet. The year of his death is 1803 as per W. W. 
Hunter. The following books written by him are available 
now:-

1739 Birakishore Dev-I, son of Ramachandra Dev -II was installed 
as Raja of Khurda by Mursid Quali Khan. Padmanav Dev 
fled to his own territory Patia where he ruled for 3 years 
more. Many scholars in Oriya literature came out in this period. 
He (Birkishore Dev-l) founded Birakishorpur Shasan near 
Puri. (see 1717) 


As per a copper inscription, on 6* October the Raja offered 
Haridamada Garh to Brundaban Kumar Guru Mohapatra as 
a token of gratitude to him. 


Birakishore Dev-! is said to have performed Sunia festival 
(Bhadraba Sukla Dwadasi) which was attended by all the 
Zamindars, Jagirdars, Dalbeheras and Scholars of repute. 
He patronised and initiated the worship of Radha and 
Krishna. 

Kanchi Kaberi written by Purusottam Das was copied on 
11® Apnil. It is presumed that the original text might have 
been composed during the period of Gajapati Dibyasingh 
Dev (1688-1715). This book was published by Gobinda 
Rath from Edward Press in 1906. The modern version of 
this old book was done in Bengali by Rangalal 
Bandopadhaya, Deputy Collector. In 1958, Calcutta 
University published the Kanchi Kaveri of Purusottam Das 
along with the new version.(see 1826, 1867) 

Jayee Rajguru, the Minister of Mukunda Dev- II, Raja of 
Khurda was bom in village Bir Har. krishnapur Shasan near 
Puri. The British executed him in 1804 at Medinapur on the 
charge of rebellion and ill-advice to the Raja of Khurda. (See 
1804) 
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Sarfaraj Khan became Naib Nazim of Orissa for a brief 
period. 
1740 Alliverdi Khan killed Sarfaraj, son of Shuja-Uddin, Subedar 
~ of Bengal and Orissa. He got himself appointed as Nawab 
of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa. He declared Sayyid Ahmad 
Khan, his nephew as the Naib Nazim of Orissa. 


Raghunath Bhanja, the Raja of Mayurbhanja gave stiff 
resistance to the advance of Alliverdi Khan at the ferry of 
Rajaghat, but retreated. 


1741 Poet Gopal Telenga of Sambalpur translated Adhyatma 
Ramayan in Nabakhyari (Nine syllables in one line). It is 
the oldest one followed in Sambalpur area. 


Harekrishna Singh Kirti Chandra, Raja of Burdwan cleared 
mud from Markandey Sara of Puri, constructed stone steps 
around and built a Mandap. He enshrined images of ‘Lord 
Radha Vinod’ in the Mandap. 

Alliverdi Khan defeated Mirza Baquar, the son-in-law of 
Mursid Quli Khan-II, being supported by Murad Khan and 
then tried to win over Birakishore Dev, the Raja of Khurda. 
A meeting was held between them near the Western gate of 
the Jagannath temple. Gajapati Birakishore Dev received there 
the insignia of royalty from Alliverdi Khan. 

Maguni Pathi completed Mandarth Bodhini a Tikka 
(commentary) of Patiganit of Bhaskaracharya. 


1742 The first Maratha invasion of Orissa was undertaken by 
Bhaskar Pandit, the Prime Minister of Raghuji Bhonsle on 
19® April. The Marathas plundered in Panchet, Medinapur, 
Burdwan and Balasore and then being defeated by Alliverdi’s 
army at Katwa, marched towards Cuttack. They killed 
Shaikh Masum and occupied Cuttack. But Alliverdi Khan 
soon mobilised his troops and drove the Marathas away from 
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Orissa. He then appointed Abdul Nabi Khan as the Deputy 
Governor of Orissa. 


Alliverdi Khan invaded the kingdom of Mayurbhanja and 
plundered, looted the entire territory. He captured the capital 
Hanipur. 

1743 Raghuji Bhonsle invaded Bengal and Orissa and occupied 
Cuttack. The Maratha forces marched towards the East as 
far as Katwah to exert pressure on the Nawab of Bengal for 
recognising their right to collect Chauth. 


Nala Charita was written by Balabhadra Deb. 


Poet Bhakta Charan Das who wrote famous Mathuramangal 
was born in village Sanpadar near Rajsunakhata of Khurda 
district.(d.1828). 


An agreement was made on 31* March between Peswa 
Balaji Rao and Alliverdi Khan, according to which Alliverdi 
Khan was to pay to Sahu, the Maratha Chhatrapat, the Chauth 
of Bengal and Rs 22 Lakh to Peswa for helping the Nawab 
in driving away the Bhonsle forces. 


1744 Chandrasekhar Patnaik of Badamba wrote a Tikka book 


Leelavati Vistara on Patiganita Leelavati of 
Vaskaracharya. He also wrote Kansa Pramoda. 


Bhaskar Pandit, the Maratha chief was treacherously 
murdered along with his 23 Generals by Alliverdi Khan. Being 
leaderless, the Bhonsle troops fled away from Bengal and 
Orissa. 

1745 Raghuji Bhonsle attacked Bengal and Orissa for the 4" time 
and took possession of Orissa, Medinapur and Hoogli on 
12* May. He also took possession of Barabati fort. 


Poet Dayalu Das completed Baishnabamruta Sarodhara. 
He is perhaps Dinabandhu Raj, Raja of Surangi who was 
decorated with the title of Dayalu Das. 
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1747 Radhavilas was written by Bhagirathi Mandardhar of 
Jaleswar. 


Throughout this year the Marathas remained in possession 
of the territory up to Medinapur from where they continued 
to undertake plundering expeditions upto Dhaka and 
Mursidabad. 


1748 Alliverdi Khan undertook an expedition to drive Marathas. 
He advanced as far as Cuttack and re-established his authority 
over Orissa and appointed Saikh Abdus Subhan as the 
Deputy Subedar. 


Mir Habib under Maratha command occupied Cuttack as 
soon as Alliverdi Khan left Cuttack and imprisoned Abdus 
Subhan. 


Gopinath Patra, the court poet of Jagannath Narayan Dev 
(1748-71), Raja of Parala wrote Kavi Chintamani in 25 
chapters (Kiran) and Ramachandra Vihar. 


1750 Rajaram Pandit, Subedar of Cuttack brought the images of 
Jagannath from village Tainkana of Bentakar as the village 
was eroded by floods of river Kathajodi. He established 
them at Jagannath Ballav at Cuttack. 


Purusottam Singh, Ruler of Nayagarh State (1750-55) wrote 
Shovavati Kavya with ten chhandas (chapters). 


One Jan Muhammad of Cuttack Sarkar wrote a Persian 
Dictionary proving that study of Persian was popular among 
the people of Orissa. (on the last page of the manuscript it was 
written in Persian that it belongs to Jogmohan Deo.) 


1751 In June, a treaty was signed between Marathas and Alliverdi 
Khan. Subarnarekha river became the boundary of Bengal 
and Orissa. Marathas were paid Rs 12 lakh from Bengal as 
Chauth. Medinapur was lost permanently from Orissa. 


Orissa from Ganjam border to Subarnarekha, came to 
Marathas’ control under Raghuji Bhonsle at Nagpur. 
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Mir Habib became the Naib Nazim of Orissa. (see 1752) 


Ibrahim, the 4® monarch of Kutabsahi line took advantage 
of the uncertain rule in Orissa and made himself master of 
Godavary and other districts as far as north as Chikkakol. 
For about 108 years, Ganjam district which, including 
Ichhapur then known as Chikkakol Sarkar, was controlled 
either more or less directly by Muslim Authority.from 
Hydrabad. 


1752 Mirza Masaluddin, the nephew of Mir Habib became Subedar 
of Orissa on behalf of Marathas. 


On 24" August Mir Habib was killed at Garapada under 
Basta Police Station, Balasore by the order of Januji, the 
Maratha Chief. The place where Habib’s camp was pitched 
is a small village still known as Habib Ganja. 


Brundaban Chandra Vihar was written by Dinabandhu Raj 
Harichandan of Surangi. (see 1745) 


The ravages of the Maratha General Bhaskar Pandit in Bengal, 
Bihar and Orissa were mentioned in Anand Mangal of Bharat 
Chandra written in this year. 
Chikkakol Circar which included Ganjam from Orissa was 
handed over to the French by Salabat Jung, the new Nizam 
of Hyderabad. Ganjam was governed from Hyderabad 
through a Naib or Deputy Governor posted at Ichhapur 
(A.P.). 

1754 Poet Banamali Das of Dolamandap Sahi, Pun, wrote Suchitra 
Ramayan. It was published in 1972 by the Culture 
Department of Government of Orissa. 


Krushna Bhanja, son of Ghana Bhanja became Raja of 
Ghumusar. He built temples of Narayan and Jagannath at 
Kullad. (d. 1773) 


1755 As Raghuji Bhonsle died, some Zamindars and chiefs rebelled 
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in Orissa and Sheo Bhatta suppressed the rebellion and re- 
established Marathas’ Authority. 


Raja Mrutyunjaya Singh Mandhata (1755-93) built the 
famous Gopinath temple at Nayagarh. The images of Lord 
Gopinath and Radha were carved out by Mukunda 
Mohapatra, father of famous poet Jadumani Mohapatra, who 
came from Athagarh, Ganjam and settled at Itamati near 
Nayagarh. (see 1781) 


Poet Bipra Janakiballav Karasharma of Bhogarai, Balasore 
completed Geetartha Sara Tikka which is a translation of 
Srimad Bhagwad Geeta. He is the second man in Orissa 
to translate Geeta. He also edited Bhagwata of Atibadi 
Jagannath Das in 1753, as per the instruction of Queen 
Gundicha Devi of Bhogarai estate. 


The Marathas sanctioned a regular payment to Jagannath 
temple, an estate yielding an annual income of Rs 27,000.00 
known as Satais Hazari Mahal (see 1843, 1873) 


Sivram Bhatta Sathe was appointed as Subedar of Orissa 
by Januji, son of Raghuji Bhonsle. He was appointed directly 
by the Raja of Nagpur without reference to the Nawab of 
Bengal ending the dyarchial system. 


Robert Clive won the battle at Plassey and Siraj-ud-daulah 
was killed. 


The French invaded Ghumusar territory and Raja Krishna 
Bhanja (1754-73) agreed to pay tribute. 

Vaishnavite poet Abhimanyu Samanta Singhar was born at 
Balia near Jajpur. He wrote Baghaboli, Chadhei Gita, 
Phulabaulabeni Gita, Bole Hun geet, Pritichintamani, 
Rasakala, Rasavati, Sulakshyana, Premakalpalata, 
Bidagdha Chintamani and Prema Tarangini etc. Bidagdha 
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Chintamani is based on the story of Sanskrit Bidugdha 
Madhab of Roop Goswami. 


On 19th August the first English coins were sent to market 
in Bengal from the mint of Calcutta. 


1758 Ballav Narayan Behera, contemporary of Vikram Dev, Raja 
of Jeypore (1758- 81) estate completed Vishnu Puran. He 
also completed Tirtha Chintamani on 24® December 1798 
and Siva Geeta on 17* November 1799. 


Jogi Praharaj Mohapatra wrote Vaidya Hrudayanand which 
was published by Government of Madras in 1951. The book 
was written in between 1758 to 1781. He also authored 
Smruti Darpan. 


Vikram Dev-I became Raja of Jeypore. He ruled till 1781. 
He re-transferred his capital from Narayan Patanato Jeypore, 

which had been deserted from the time of Balaram Dev in 
1711 A.D. : 


1759 By the end of this year the French abandoned their settlement 
at Ganjam. They lost most of their factories in the Northern 
Circar. Salabat Jung, the Nizam of Hyderabad supported 
the English power and accordingly on 14*® May granted to 
the English Company the whole of the Northern Circar which 
included the Ganjam district. (see 1765) 


Nizam Ali came to power in Hyderabad by murdering Salabat 
Jung, the Nizam. 

1760 Jagannath Narayan Dev, Raja of Paralakhemund;i attacked 
Khurda. Raja Birakishore Dev- I (1736-93) defeated 
Narayan Dev with the help of Marathas but the Marathas 
took four Parganas from Raja of Khurda namely Limba, 
Rahang, Sirai, and Chabiskud towards war expenditure. (see 
1803) ` 
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Kaviraj Harekrishna Purohit wrote Radha Vilas Kavya. He 
was a contemporary of Krushna Chandra Rajendra Dev, Raja 
of Chikiti (1760-90). 

Mir Quasim, the Nawab of Bengal handed over three districts 
i.e Chittaganga, Burdwan and Medinapur to the British as 
reward for his appointment as Nawab. 


Poet Pitambar Das made Oriya translation of Sanskrit 
Nrusingh Purana. (b. 1737) 


On 12" September, English Governor at Calcutta sent a 
proposal to Mir Quasim, Nawab of Bengal to attack Orissa 
and to capture Sivram Bhatta, the Naib Nazim of Orissa. 


On 11" December, the Governor again wrote to Nawab that 
everything was ready to attack Orissa and to remove Sivram 
Bhatta from office of Naib Nazim. But the Nawab refused to 
do so. 


During the reign of Purusottam Ananga Bhim Dev, Raja of 
Badakhemund;i (1728-76), Rajguru Basudev Rath Somajaji 
wrote a historic Kavya Gangavansanu Charita Champu. 
This was published by Culture Department, Government of 
Orissa. The poet hails from village Lathuli Raghunathpur of 
Athagarh, Ganjam district. 


Sisu Damodar Das wrote Deula Tola, Daru Brahm Geeta. 


Poet Trilochana Das translated Bhagabat Gita into Oriya 
poetry. Prior to this, Balaram Das (Panchasakha) had also 
translated Gita into Oriya. 


As per an inscription dated this year in the temple of Lord 
Raghunath Jew at Odagan one Bairagi Patnaik who was 
Bebarta of Raja Binayak Singh (1793-1823) of Nayagarh 
town started worshipping the deities Lord Raghunath, 
Laxman, and Sita in a small Mandap. The temple was built 
later by Narayan Singh Mandhata (1897-1917) the king of 
Nayagarh. An extensive tank near the temple called Rama 
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_ Sagar was excavated by famous Hazari family of Kesarpur 
under Sarankul P.S. during the last part of the eighteenth 
century (Hazari family, from Cuttack came to Nayagarh during 
Maratha administration. They were in charge of 1000 soldiers and 
the title “‘Hazari” was so conferred.) 

1764 Sivram Bhatta, the Subedar of Orissa was dismissed by 
Bhanuji Bhonsle on 24" April and was imprisoned. 
Chimanji Sahu became Subedar after Sivram Bhatt for a brief 
period. 

Bhawani Pandit became Subedar of Orissa replacing 
Chiman]ji Sahu. He finally defeated Sivram Bhatta in 1768. 
During the rule of Raja Pratap Balabhadra Bhanja of Keonjhar 
(1764-92), court poet Nilakantha Mishra wrote a play 
Bhanja Mahodayam. The book was edited by Pandit 
Banambara Acharya and published. (see 1724) 

1765 The British occupation of Northern Circar which included 
Ganjam district was finally ratified by the highest dejure 
authority i.e the Moghul Emperor, on 12® August. (see 1759) 
For the first time in India, British Government imposed salt 
administration in Bengal Presidency, after assumption of 
power. The indigenous salt industry collapsed due to import 
of salt. 


1766 Thomas Motte was sent by Lord Clive to Sambalpur to 
explore the possibility of trade in diamonds. He made a travel 
from Jaleswar to Cuttack and to Sambalpur via Boud and 
Rairakhol. He was the earliest traveller in Orissa, who 
recorded his observations as to how the King of Khurda 
was important in Jagannath cult and his close relationship 
with the feudatory States of Orissa. 


A treaty of mutual assistance was concluded on 12" 
November. The Nizam had ceded these Northern Circars 
namely Chikkakol, Rajmahendry, Ellore, Mostufanagar, and 
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“Moortizanagar. Further the company had to pay him annual 


subsidy of Rs 8 lakh and to detail two battalions of infantry 
with 6 guns to defend the district. Ganjam was under the 
Chikkakol Circar. So by this way it remained separated 
from Orissa till 31“ March 1936. The English Company 
took possession of Ganjam division on 2™ December. 


On 2™ December, Edward Cotsford was appointed Resident 
and he came to Ganjam in early 1767. The district then had 
19 Rajas who had 34 forts and could deploy 34,000 men of 
force into field. At that time prominent Zamindars were 
Paralakhemundi, Ghumusar, Mohitri (Mahuri), Pratapgiri, 
Bobbilli, Vijayanagar etc. 

Lalita Mahadei, mother of Birakishore Dev-I Raja of 
Khurda, established Lalitapatapur Shasan. She built a Vishnu 
temple in this village. 

Edward Cotsford assumed charge as Resident in July. Since 
this date Ganjam was constituted as the Northernmost district 
of the Madras Province. 

Niladri Singh Mardaraj (1768-92), Raja of Khandapada 
built the present Jagannath temple at Khandapada. Lord 
Dadhibaman is worshipped here. (see 1721) 

Pindik Bahubalendra, a revolutionary leader during 1817 Paik 


Revolution was born at village Daruthenga near Chandaka. 
(d. 1821) (See 1818) 

Edward Cotsford took possession of the Ichhapur estate and 
fought with Purusottam Bhimdeo, Raja of Badakhemundi 
whose capital was Vijayanagargad, to bring him under his 
suzerainty. (see 1772) 

Sambhuji Ganesh became Subedar of Orissa in April. 

East India Company gave proposal to Raja of Nagpur to 
purchase Orissa at a cost of Rs 36 lakh in October. In 1769 
also the discussions were infructuous and melted away. 
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Edward Cotsford, the first Resident of Ganjam district started 
the construction of a Fort in the town of Ganjam on the line 
of fort William which was their headquarters. The fort was 
abandoned in 1815 due to a dreadful epidemic fever. (Towards 
the end of 1759, it was a French settlement. Ganjam was capital of 
Kangod as per research of Pandit Binayak Mishra.) 


Narayan Dev, the Raja of Paralakhemundi revolted against 
the British administration. But the rebellion was suppressed 
by British Colonel Peach in the month of May. 


Bhubaneswar Kabichandra was born at Vijayanagargada 
(Badakhemund; estate). His works are: Katapaya, Srinibas 
Dipika and many Choupadis. (d.1814) 

1769 Jayanarayan, the Raja of Dhenkanal wrote a letter to the 
English on 14* July, indirectly inviting them to conquer Orissa. 
Text of his letter: “The whole country remains undefended and 
the ruler has the design to loot it”. 

Sambhuji Ganesh disallowed the British forces to pass through 
Orissa, from Calcutta to Madras to fight against Hyder Ali of 
Mysore. 

A famine occurred and continued for the next year also. Rice 
was so dear that it was to be had for two seers per Rupee. In 
1775 another dreadful scarcity of grains was experienced at 
Cuttack. Rice was hardly to be purchased in the bazaar of 
Cuttack at 10 pans (kawris) for Cuttack seer. 

1770 A terrible famine whichis known as the great Bengal famine 
occurred in Orissa killing hundreds of thousands. Rice was 
sold at 2 seers for a Rupee. The situation was very grave, 
while the Maratha soldiers plundered and devastated the 
country. 

Rajaram Pandit became the Subedar of Orissa for a brief 
period. 

Shyam Sundar Narendra wrote Swara - sara in Sanskrit. 
The first part is available in Raghunandan Library at Pun. 
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Krushna Chandra Rajendra (1770-90), Raja of Chikiti, 
Ganjam wrote the famous Chikiti Ramaleela. He also wrote 
in Sanskrit Radhavilas Mahakavyam. (d.1790) 

Babuji Naik became the Subedar of Orissa. He suppressed 
the Rajas and Zamindars who defied the Maratha authority 
and did not pay tributes. 


Jagannath Narayan Dev(b.8.5.1757) became Raja of 
Khemidi. During this period, his son Gajapati Narayan Dev 
constructed the ruined temple of Nilakantheswar on the bank 
of Mahendra Tanaya at Patapatnam, now in A.P. (d.1802) 
(see 1791) 


Trilochana Singh became Raja of Dhenkanal. He was 
conferred with the title of “Mahindra Bahadur” by the 
Gajapati Birakishore Dev-I (1736-93), which is borne by 
the Chiefs of Dhenkanal previously their title was ‘Samanta 
Singh Brabarbara Roy”. (d. 1798) 


On 8" September, Maguni Patnaik of Kotapalla in 
Pangarsing started writing Ramachandra Vihar and 
completed on 29" August 1777. 


Santha Hadi Das, who established the famous Chhatiabat 
temple was born. His collection of works was published. 
(d.1837) 


Santha Arakhit Das was born in the royal family of 
Badakhemundi, who later became a sage at Olasuni of 
Cuttack district. He was also a poet. He wrote Mahimandal 
Geeta, Mahimandal Gupta Tikka etc. His original name 
was Birabar. (d.1803) 


Badakhemundi Fort (Vijayanagargada) was captured on 17" 
April by the British and the ruler Bhim Deo was expelled and 
his son Mani Deo became ruler.(see 1806) 

On 17" April, a fierce fighting occurred at village Haladi of 
Parala between British and rebels. As a result, British Captain 
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Burnnal faced much losses. 227 soldiers of the Company 
lost their lives and 202 injured. 


1773 Trivikram Bhanja (1773-82) became Raja of Ghumsar 
although junior to Laxman Bhanja, his brother. He wrote 
Kanakalata and Krushna Vilas Kavya. 


Surymani Chyau Patnaik was born in village Dengapadar 
under Ghumsar. Adhyatma Ramayan, the first faithful 
translation of Sanskrit Adhyatma Ramayan was done by 
him. He also wrote Ghumsar: Bhanjavansabali in 
1830.(d.1838) 


Madhabji Hari became the Subedar of Orissa and continued 
tll 1777. 


Padmanav Chhotray, one of the leaders of Paik rebellion 
(1817) was born in Dalabehera family. He was in charge of 
Badagad fort which was built by Ramachandra Deb- I (1568- 
1607) of Bhoi dynasty. The person who helped British 
Government to nab him was rewarded. Chhotray was 
executed in 1819. 


East India Company introduced Cicca rupees in supersession 
of all other rupees current in the territory subject to the 
Company. 

[100 cicca rupees =107 Arcot rupees (see 1817)] 


1774 The Khimedi Zamindary was sequestered. Its Raja Gajapati 
Narayan Dev was kept under surveillance at Vishakhapatnam 
and the affairs were managed by Arz Beg on behalf of the 
company for six years. 

Poet Krushna Charan Patnaik was born at Dharakote, 
Ganjam. He translated Ramayan which was published in 
1928 from Satyabadi press. His another translation Srimad 
Bhagabat was published in 1942 by the initiation of 
Udayanath Naik, a teacher of Dharakote. Some portions of 
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the above Ramayan and Bhagabat were taught in Madras 
and Andhra Universities. (d. 1870) 


Babuji Naik became Subedar of Orissa for the second time 
fora brief period. 


Madhabji Hari became Subedar of Orissa for the second 
time. He continued up to 1778. 


Raghuji Bhonsle gave a Sananda for Jormuha to the Raja of 
Daspalla. Jormuha, a small tract of land to the North of the 
river Mahanadi was formerly a part of the tract known as 
Angul State, but annexed by conquest. The chief is known 
as Raja of Jormuha Daspalla. No tribute was paid for Jormuha 
by virtue of a concession granted by the Maratha in 
consideration of the Raja supplying free of cost, all the timber 
actually required for the cars of Lord Jagannath at 
Puri.{Padmanav Bhanja, the third Raja of Daspalla extended his 
territory by conquering Kondh-des and returned the area which his 
ancestors had brought for the Raja of Nayagarh. The area so returned 
to the Raja of Nayagarh is called old Daspalla. Padmanav Bhanja, 
after restoration of Old Daspatla, established his capital at 
Kunjabangada]} (see 1514) 


Nalinakshya Mardaraj, Raja of Khalikote under Ganjam 
district wrote Lavnayanidhi Kavya. ¢see 1729) 


The ruined fort of Kotpad under Koraput district was built 
by Raja Vikram Dev (1758-81), the first ruler of Jeypore. 
The Kotpad Pargana was annexed to Jaypore from Bastar 
since Raja of Jeypore helped Haridayal Singh, Raja of Bastar 
against a rebellion launched by people of Bastar. 

Poet Chakrapani Patnaik completed his composition 
Gundicha champu in Sanskrit on 16® October. He also 
wrote Krushnavilas in 21 Sargas (chapters) and 
‘Katakshya Shatak’. 
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Kabi Bhusan Gobinda Samantray wrote Surisarbaswa in 
Sansknit. He wrote Samrudha Madhaba in the light of Gita 
Govinda. 


Jeypore estate was constituted in the jungle and hilly areas of 
Koraput by the request of V. Ramanuj, the Raja of 
Vizagapatam. At this time, Koraput was under Madras 
Presidency. 


Rajaram Pandit became the Subedar of Orissa. 


Srilkrushna Leelamruta was written by Laxman Mishra. It 
was published in 1902 by Madhusudan Das. 


Poet Lakshana Bhat of Puri wrote Rasika Rangada, a 
commentary on Gita Govinda. He completed it on 23" 
October of this year. 


1779 Kavisurya Baldev Rath was born in Athagarh under Ganjam 
* district. He was famous for Champu poems. Kishore 

Chandranan Champu written by him was first published 
in 1876 by Surya Ray. His another compostion Chaupadi 
Ratnakar was published by Cuttack Printing Company in 
1880. His collection of works was published. He died of 
small Box in 1845. (see 1805, 1815) 
“(Hijra 1193) During the regime of Babuji Naik, Maratha 
Subedar at Cuttack, this Mosque was built by Mohammad 
Kamal”. (Epigraph in the dilapidated mosque of Manik 
Patna). | nN 
Chimnaji, the son of the Raja of Nagpur attacked Dhenkanal, 
as the Raja did not pay the tribute. The Raja was defeated 
and then agreed to the terms. (See 1730, 1780) 
Poet Biswanath Khuntia, contemporary of Gajapati Raja 
Dibyasingh Dev-II (1779-98) wrote Bichitra Ramayan. 
Birakishore Dev-I, Gajapati Raja of Orissa became insane 
and killed his two sons Jagannath Ray and Balabhadra Rai.

He was imprisoned in the Barabati Fort by Marathas. So 
Dibyasingh Dev-II, his grandson (Son of Jagannath Ray) 
became Gajapati Raja of Khurda after agreeing to pay Rs. 
10,000/- as annual Pesh-kash. But the Anka years of 
Birakisore Dev-I continued till his death i.e 1793. During 
the period of Dibyasingh Dev -II, Aruna Stamva was brought 
from Konark temple and fixed in front of Lions gate of 
Jagannath temple of Puri. 

During the reign of Dibyasingh Dev -II (1779-98) Gajapati 
Raja of Puri, the Vaishnavs removed the images of Adi 
Sankaracharya and Padmapad, his disciple which were 
installed on the Ratna Sihnasana of Lord Jagannath and 
broke into pieces. These idols were kept during the period 
of Adi Sankaracharya (788-820 A.D). 


On 8" October, the copying of the ‘Tantrik?’ Manuscript 
Tarinikula Sudha Tarangini written by Ramachandra 
Udgata, an Oriya poet and Tantrik was completed. The 
period of the author may be tentatively in the 17® Century 
A.D. 


Poet Narayan Raiguru was born at Soroda, Ganjam. He 
wrote Krushna Keshari Puran. (d. 1856) 


A terrible famine occurred in Orissa. But there is no account 
of the death toll. 


Padmanav Dev (1780-1832), Raja of Tekkali and writer of 
Bhabavati Kavya was bom. His other compositions are Sri 
Brajarajanka Janana and Bibidha Chaupad;i (d. 1832) 
Bengal Gazetteers was published. Its editor was James 
Augustus Hick. 

Khimedi Zamindari was restored to Gajapati Narayan Dev 
as a reward of his services rendered to British troops in the 


_ Vizagapatam Sepoy Mutiny of October 1780. 
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Rajaram Pandit (1778- 92), the Maratha Subedar of Orissa 
attacked Dhenkanal to collect the enhanced Pesh-kash. Raja 
Trilochan Mahendra fought bravely with his 10 thousand 
paiks, 1800 Telugu paiks and 500 Nagas. The Maratha 
invaders were repelled. Poet Brajanath Badajena wrote 
Samara Tarang on this episode. (see 1730, 1779) 


1781 Poet Jadumani Mohapatra was born at Athagarh in Ganjam 
district on 8® January. He settled at Nayagarh (village -Itamati) 
and is famous for instant composition. Collection of his works 
was published. Prabandha Purnachandra and Raghaba 
Vilas are his important compositions.(d. 2.7.1866) 


Warren Hastings, the Governor General of India arranged 
to send troops from Calcutta to Madras through Orissa under 
the command of Col. Pears. The Marathas demanded 30 
lakh of Rupees in addition to 12 lakh of rupees, which they 
wanted as loan from the British to allow them go through 
Orissa. {Absence of direct control over the important thorough- 
fare (Orissa) was a constant matter of concern throughout the latter 
half of thei 8® century. James Rennell contributed this concern when 
he pointed on his famous memoir that the Bhonsle’s dominions were 
too widely extended in proportion to their value to form a powerful 
State, as Cuttack was not less than 480 miles from the Kingdom’s 
capital Nagpur}. (see 1793, 1803).] 


1782 Laxman Bhanja, eldest son of Krushna Bhanja became Raja 

of Ghumusar. Dhundi, a person of barber caste was his chief 

adviser. Raja Laxman Bhanja conferred on him the title 

“Medini Ray” . This was not tolerated by Srikar Bhanja, his 

son and so he lived at Aska. Laxman Bhanja established 

three Brahmin Shasanas namely Vije Laxmanpur, Pratap 
Laxmanpur and Veer Laxmanpur. 


Jagannath temple at Dharakote in Ganjam was built by the 
Dharakote Royal family. The interior of this temple is replete 
with'éxquisite paintings. 
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1784 King Laxman Bhanja of Ghumusar constructed the famous 
Jagannath temple at Gumagarh at a distance of 3 kms from 
Kullad. (see 1782) 


(Circa). Trigun Bharat a translation of the Sanskrit 
Mahavarat into Oriya verse was made by Braja Sundar 
Das Mohapatra of Athagarh (Ganjam) during last part of 
eighteenth century. 


‘The Asiatic Society of .Bengal’ was founded on 15" 
January by Sir William Jones (1746-94), a Puisne Judge of 
the Supreme Court at Fort William in Bengal with an object 
to enquire into history, antiquity, arts, science and literature 
of Asia. His other associates were John Hyde , Charles 
Wilkins, Francis Gladwin and Jonathan Duncan, John Carnac, 
David Anderson, William Chambers, Thomas Law, John 
David Paterson, Charles Chapman, Charles Hamilton and 
George Hilaro Barlow. (Present building was built in 1806) 
(see 1829, 1936). 


After a report of the committee constituted in 1776, later 
revived in 1783 which recommended to treat Jeypore as a 
separate Zamindary independent of Vizagapatam. Jeypore 
estate was created with a fixed pesh-kash of Rs 35,000/- . 
(see 1794) 


1785 Kavi Kalahansa Gopal Krushna Patnaik was born at 
Paralakhemundi. He was a Vaishnab poet and composed 
poems on Radhakrishna. In 1913 Shridhar Rao published 
a collection of some poems known as Gopal Krishna 
Padyabali from Cuttack Printing Company. In 1920 
Ramakrishna Patnaik, a great grandson of the poet published 
Gopalkrishna Granthabali from Gajapati Press, 
Paralakhemundi. In 1959 famous Kalicharan Patnaik 
published Gopal Krishna Padyavali collecting further works 
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of the poet after editing. He is said to be the founder- father 
of Odissi Sangeet. (d .1862) (see 1862) 


Khurda was divided into 12 parganas ( as these were called 
then Zillah). These were Khurda, Dandimal, Kuspalla, 
Manikagoda, Panchagarh, Rameswar, Kuhuri, Banpur, 
Balabhadrapur, Moghulband;i, Tapang and Haldia. 

1786 Braja Bihari Srichandan became Raja of Banki. His composition 
Nishamani Chautisa was first published in 1875 in Orissa 
Patriot Press. He wrote a number of Chautisas (d. 1813). 


Prastab Chintamani, a book of high order was written by 
Nilambar Vidyadhar of Khallikote Royal family. Berhampur 
University published this book in 1976 under the editorship 
of Satyanarayan Rajguru. It is in prose form. 


Chakhi Khuntia alias Chandan Hazuri was born in Puri town. 
He was one of the leaders in Sepoy Mutiny who assisted 
Rani Laxmibai. In 1865 he returned to Puri, but found that 
his wife had accepted widowhood assuming him to be dead. 


1787 Poet Harekrushna Patnaik was born in village Gunjabarana 
under Nayagarh district. He was in the court of Binayak Singh 
Mandhata, Raja of Nayagarh. Even poet Jadumani of the 
same court admitted Mr Patnaik’s intellectual superiority in 
his answer to the question of the famous poet Bakrabak 
Chakrapani Patnaik. 

1788 Poet Daya Das completed his Sabdabrahma Geeta. He 
heils from village “Balara Bandha” in Kudinga Pargana of 
Cuttack district. (Written in between 24.9.1787 to 
12.9.1788) 


Binayak Singh Mandhata Raja of Nayagarh wrote 
Rusakalpalata in between 1788 to 1808, which is yet to be 
published. It is preserved in Berhampur University. (see 
1793). 
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Nisankaray Rani, wife of Goura Chandra Nisankaray of 
Budharsingh and daughter of Basudev Thatraja of Jarada 
wrote Padmavati Abhilash. 


Shrikar Bhanja became Raja of Ghumusar after the death of 
Laxman Bhanja and continued till 1799. His second term of 
rule was from 1819 to 1830. He built the famous Biranchi 
Narayan temple at Buguda. The image of Biranchi Narayan 
was carved out by Banamali Singh Narendra(1 644-75), Raja 
of Ranpur when he was Jubaraja. Now Buguda is renamed 
to Shrikara Nagar. 


During British administration Pancha Mania Kantara a 
terrible famine occurred and continued till 1792 in Ganjam 
area including Chikkakol. All inhabitants left the area and 
shifted to Eastern Gadjats. As a result, the Telugu Army 
Officers, Madras Government Officials and the migrant public 
occupied the vacant lands. The famine is called Pancha 
Mania Kantara, because the price of the paddy was 5 
Manas per Rupee. 


On 10" October, Lord Cornwallis made a settlement with 
Zamindars and other land owners of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa 
(Medinapur and North Balasore) for 10 years. On 22” March 
of 1993 the settlement was made permanent. 


Jagannath temple at Keonjhar Garh was built by the Raja of 
Keonjhar. 


Some natives of Ganjam district were purchased as slaves 
by the traders. They were intended for sale in the slave market 
of South India. Revelation of this fact led the Company to 
issue a proclamation forbidding the vessel to carry them. The 
result was that the natives returned to shore at the cost of 
the Company Government Slave trade and domestic slavery 
were two of the social evils which prevailed in the southern 
“part of Orissa. Ganjam in the last years of 18" century, was 
a place for business of slave traders. 
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Jagannath temple at Vijaynagargad (Badakhemundi estate) 
was built. 


Poet Nrusingh Kavichandra Rayaguru was born at Angul. 
Out of his many literary works, Budhapank, a war-poetry is 
very famous. It has been published in 1955. This epic is based 
on fighting between Rajas of Angul and Dhenkanal in 1825. 
(d.1879) 


1791 “Ananta Kisan, son of Ram Kisan constructed a Saraighar 
(inn) to save pilgrims from sun and rain in village Narasingh 
Patana. It also comprised a tank and a garden dedicated to 
Lord Jagannath”. (This epigraph is written in Parsi and the era is 
Fasli) 


1792 Rajaram Mukunda Pandit, Subedar of Orissa retired. His 
son of Sadasiv Rajaram became the Subedar and continued 
tll 1797. 


Thomas Snodgrass, the Resident of Ganjam built a massive 
residence for him at Ramva (Ganjam). But subsequently 
Government sold the building to J.B. Minton, the founder of 
Aska Sugar factory. But in 1896 he also sold the same to 
Harihar Mardaraj, Raja of Khallikote, who, after 
modifications, called it Ramva palace. [Snodgrass was later 
dismissed from Government job on specific charges on the above 
building]. 

1793 Pindik Srichandan, (a contemporary of Gajapati Dibyasingh 
Dev-II) of village Sanpadar of Khurda district wrote Basanta 
Raasa and Kandarp Rath. 


Kavi Chandra Kamal Lochan Khadgaray much adored by 
Nagpur Bhonsle, wrote Geeta Mukund, Sangeeta 
Chintamani, Brajayuba Vilas and Bhagabllila Chintamani 
during 1793 to 1798. 


The Government of Bengal ordered that all coins in future in 
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the presidency should bear the impression of the 19th year 
of Saha Alam (19 San Sikkah) and the Sicca coins would be 
the legal tender in Bengal, Bihar and Orissa. The Company’s 
rupee which introduced uniformity of coinage over British 
India in 1835 contained less silver. 


Binayak Singh Mandhata became the ruler of Nayagarh State. 
He died in 1823. Poet Jadumani Mohapatra was his court 
poet. The Jagannath temple of Nayagarh was built by this 
ruler with 4203 acres of land acceded in favour of the deity. 
The Sagar tank at Nayagarh was excavated by his desire 
and a water reservoir for irrigation works at village 
Katarajhari. 

Major J. Rennel wrote Memoir of a map of Hindoostan 
published at London, which is a significant contribution to 
the socio-economic life of Orissa. (See 1781) 


Andrew Sterling was born in England. He was the Persian 
Secretary to the Government of India and later became a 
Deputy Secretary in the Political Department. In 1828 he 
worked as the Private Secretary to Lt Governor W.B. Bayley. 
He was one of the distinguished scholars of his time. He has 
given a description on Maratha administration. It says : “The 
administration of Marathas was fatal to the welfare and prosperity 
of the country and exhibits a picture of misrule, anarchy, weakness, 
capacity and violence combined which makes one wonder how 
society can be kept together under so calamitous a tyranny.” 


(d.23.5.1830) (see 1825) 

Gajapati Birakishore Dev-I died. Anka year of Dibyasingh 
Dev-II started. During the period of Dibyasingh Dev , Jhulan 
festival (Swing ceremony) of Lord Radha Krishna first 
started at Puri. (see 1779) 


Office of the Collector, Ganjam was established at Ganjam 
town. Previous office of the resident and Chief of all British 
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settlements along the coast was abolished. Walter Bultour 
was the first Collector of Ganjam.[{The Northern circar (East 
coastal area) was divided into five districts: Ganjam, Vishakpatnam, 
Godavary, Krishna and Nellore] 


The Bnitish being satisfied with the neutrality of Ramachandra 
Deo, Zamindar of Jeypore gave a Sananda reducing pesh- 
kash to Rs 25,000/- from Rs 35,000/-. In 1802-03 when 
permanent settlement was introduced the pesh-kash was 
further reduced to Rs 16,000/-. (see 1784) 
Janardana Bhanja, Raja of Keonjhar married Krishanapriya, 
daughter of Munipal of Pal-Lahara Zamidar and received 
the Zamindary as dowry. From 1794 to 1826 the Raja of 
Keonjhar had full authority c- er Pal-Lahara. From 1830 the 
tribute of Pal-Lahara was paid through Keonjhar. In 1874 
_Chakradhar Pal, Raja of Pal-Lahara got hereditary title of 
Raja. He also obtained the title “Raj Bahadur” for his help in 
suppressing Bhunya rebellion in 1867-68. 


1796 Bipra Bhagirathi Samantray completed Oriya translation of 
Sanskrit Saibottra Purana. 


Harivansa Ray wrote Premakalpalata or Sri Radhamadhav 
Prema Kutuhal and completed it on 23" September. He 
also translated Govinda Leelamruta of Krishna Das 
Goswami into Oriya. 

1797 Byankji Sadasiv became the Subedar of Orissa for a brief 
period. In the same year, Balaji Kanhai became the Subedar 
of Orissa and he continued till 1803, the year of English 
occupation. 

1798 British soldiers passed from Calcutta to Madras through 
Orissa to fight with Tipu Sultan under the command of Col. 
Cockrell. 

Bisoyees of Parala rebelled against the British supporting the 
claim of their Raja. A force had to be sent to Paralakhemundi 
under Col Vigors to pacify the situation. 
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The Government abolished the collection of land custom. No 
custom duty was paid for goods purchased for Company’s 
consumption. Goods of such description passed free of 
custom under a certificate to that effect. This facility was 
withdrawn only in 1822. All the goods belonging to the 
Company were charged with inland as well as sea duty. 


The attempt of Shyamsundar Dev, second son of Gajapati 
Birakishore Dev-I to get the Gaddi of Khurda was foiled 
and Mukunda Dev became Raja of Khurda by the help of 
Maratha Subedar. 


Mukunda Dev -II (1798-1817) ascended the Gaddi of 
Khurda. As he was a minor, Dewan Jaykrishna Rajguru was 
the de facto ruler. Mukunda Dev-II was the last Raja of 
Khurda. His ancestors became the custodians of Puri temple. 
The ‘Raja’ title became hereditary henceforward. 


Sambalpur came under Nagpur Bhonsle Raj and Bhupsingh 
was made the Governor. Raja Jayanta Singh of Sambalpur 
was imprisoned. 

Preface of an article Gita Govinda or the Songs of Jayadev 
written by William Jones was published in Asiatic 
Researches, Vol. III, 1799 pp180-207: “The loves of Krshna 
and Radha X X X are the subject of this little pastoral drama entitled 
Gita Govinda. It was the work of Jayadeva, who flourished, it is said 
before Kalidasa and was born as he tells himself in Kenduli, which 
many believe to be in Kalinga; but since there is a town of similar 
name in Burdwan, its natives insist that the finest lyrical poet of 
India was their country-man and celebrate in honour of him an annual 
Jubilee, passing the whole night in representing his drama and in 
singing his beautiful songs.” [Source : Sri Jayadev O Gita Gobinda, 
1973 P29 by K.N. Mohapatra). 


Boud - Kondhmal region was occupied by Marathas and it 
remained under the rule of Bhonsleraj of Nagpur. It came 
under British occupation in 1826. 


In Southern Orissa J.Colley, later a Master attendant at 
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“ Ganjam established a distillery, sugar and rum manufactory 
at Munsurcotta. It worked successfully for some years. But 
as the produce of sugarcane in early years of the nineteenth 
century was not plenty, the manufactory was closed. 


1801 Madras Supreme Court was established. 


British Government fought in a battle with Shrikar Bhanja on 
9® May. The latter fled away and his son Dhananjay Bhanja 
was made Raja of Ghumsar. (see 1814) 


Lord Wellesley established a great college at Calcutta, named 
College of Fort William : It was to serve (1) as educational 
institution for ignorant young civilians sent out from England; 
(2) as hall for discussions amongst the natives upon matters 
of law and religion. The Directors of the East India Co. 
confined the agency of the college to the education 
department. Simultaneously the Company established the 
College of Haibebury, in England, for instruction of writers 
previous to their departure for India. (see 1856) 


Amos Sutton (1798-1954) came to India and stayed until 
1854. He was the first to write text books in Oriya for 
school students. Some of his books are (1) Padartha 
Vidyasar (2) Odiya Vyakaran (3) Odiya Abhidhan (4) 
Odiya Stotra Pustak, (5) Nitikatha (6) Itihas Pustak. He 
compiled Oriya dictionary in three parts: 1% part containing 
grammar, 2™ part English to Oriya, and 3" Part Oriya to 
English. (see 1831) 


1802 Poet Dinabandhu of Gunupur (undivided Koraput Dist.) 

wrote Pati Vakta Puran, a translation of Dharmangada 
Purana of Telugu in nine sy lables in one line (Nabakshyari 
Bruta). 
Mr Peter Cherry joined as the Collector of united Ganjam 
district. The demarcation of the boundary of Ganjam district 
was made by him in 1803. The Northern boundary of the 
district was fixed at Chilika lake in Khalikote Zamindary. 
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Shyamsundar Deb, son of Birakisore Dev -I (Raja of Khurda 
1736-93) wrote Anurag Kalpalata. This was edited by 
Pramila Mishra and published by the department of Culture 
in 1974. 


Bhaktakabi Krushna Kar was born at Bangarapalli, 
Sambalpur. He wrote Pandar Poi, Kunja Vihar. He died in 
the year 1894. 


Kabichandra Raghunath Parichha was born in 
Paralakhemundi, Ganjam. He wrote many books such as 
Gopinathaballav Nataka, Radhamadhab Vilas, Basudeb 
Natak, Krushna Chandrama Natak, Adinataka, Sangita 
Ramaleela and Sangita Krushna Leela etc. On 26* April 
1868 Gopinathaballav Nataka was first published from 
Cuttack Prmting Company by Karmaveer Gouri Sankara 
Ray. Orissa Sahitya Academy also published the same in later 
years. (d. 1872) (see 1868). 


On 3" August, Lord Richard Wellesely, the Governor General 
declared war against Marathas in a special dispatch addressed 
to General Campbell. Then he ordered that the Brahmins 
and pilgrims of Puri should be protected and highest respect 
should be shown to Lord Jagannath.{Wellesely planned Orissan 
conquest in order to unite the Northern circar by a continuous line 
of sea coast with Bengal.] 


English soldiers under the command of Colonel Harcourt 
moved on 8* September in the direction of Orissa, being 
gathered at Ganjam town, with 600 British soldiers and 4500 
native soldiers. The British troops crossed the narrow and 
hazardous path in the mouth of the Chilika lake by bribing 
Fatch Mahomed, the Zagirdar of Malud who was incharge 
of that strategic locality. [After the English won the war, Fatch 
Mahomed was given “Malud territory” as a rent-free Zagir, which is 
now called ‘Nimaka Haram Zagir.’ Raja of Parikud was giving Rs. 
1600.00 as rent to Zagirdar of Malud through Cotlector, Puri. Parikud 
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estate was under Malud Zagirdar. In Puri district, Malud, Bajrakot, 
Manikapatana and Andhari are rent-free Zagiris.] (see 1805) 


On 18" September, the British soldiers reached Puri and 
Raja Mukunda Dev -II welcomed them on the condition of 
getting back his four old estates namely Limbai, Rahang, Sirai 
and Chabiskud which were then possessed by Marathas. 
(see 1760) 


On 4* October the British soldiers arrived at Dandamukundapur 
near Pipili and there was a minor fight with Marathas, but of 
no effect. 

On 8® October the British army reached Cuttack town. 


On 14 October the British army occupied Barabati Fort 
without any resistance. Nearly 50 Maratha soldiers got 
casualty. 14® October is called British Occupation Day of 
Orissa. 

On 15* October, the detachment under Fergusson reached 
Bhadrak. By this time, the Marathas had cleared themselves 
from the coastal plains of Orissa and were retreating to the 
hill tracts on their way to Nagpur. 

On 2" November the Marathas were finally defeated at 
Barmula Pass (Daspalla). 

On 22" November Badamulghati was occupied by Major 
Forbes. 

Balabhadra Bhanja, the Zamindar of Kanika submitted to 
the British on 22" November agreeing to pay Pesh-kash of 
Rs 21,240.00. (84840 Kahanas of Cowris). 

The British Govervment. made pacts with Gouri Bhanja, Raja 
of Dasapalla on 22" November for Pesh-kash of Rs 661.00 
per annum. But in actual practice, the Raja supplied wood 
for making of chariots for car festival of Lord Jagannath at 
Puri towards Zumma of Jormhu portion. (see 1843. 1776) 
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In a conference at Deogan on 30* November between Arther 
Wellesely and Jaswant Rao Ramachandra, an Ambassador 
of the Raja of Berar (Bhonsle), the terms of treaty were 
discussed and signed on 17" December. The British 
occupation of Orissa received recognition from the Raja of 
Berar.[The treaty of Deogoan between Bhonsele and Mount Stuard 
Elphinastone on behalf of East India Company : English spared the 
territories of berar: the Raja ceded Cuttack to Company; gave several 
districts to the Nizam excluded all Frenchman an Europeans at war 
with England; (committed himself) to refer all difference to the 
Governor for administration J} 


Chandrasekhar Bhanja, Ruler of Boud (1803-38) wrote 
Premamanjari Kavya. His collection of poems was 
published in four volumes. 


Orissa Tributary States or Mahals consisting of 19 States 
which were called the first group, entered into a treaty with 
the British Government They are : 


1. Athagarh 2. Badamba 3. Athamalik 4. Denkanal 5. 
Hindol 6. Khandapara 7. Narasinghpur 8. Nayagarh 9. 
Nilagiri 10. Angul 11. Banki 12. Ranpur 13. Talcher 14. 
Tigiria 15. Boud 16. Daspalla 17. Keonjhar 18. 
Mayurbhanja 19. Pal-Lahara 


Colonel G Harcourt, the Commander of British forces, during 
his occupation of Orissa (1803) reported, “We suffer dreadfully 
from the tigers, two or three men carried away every night and these 
animals are so bold that they came into the centre of the encampment 
for their prey and the poor victims were found half-devoured”. 


Paralakhemundi Zamindary was settled permanently for Rs 
80,000.00 per annum. Purusottam Narayan Deo was 
confirmed as Raja of Paralakhemundi. 


The total number of troops engaged in the war to conquer 
Orissa was only 4916. of which 50 were lost. 
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Rani Sumitra Dei Bhanja ruled Mayrubhanja being recognised 
by the British and continued till her death in 1810 A.D. She 
transferred the capital of Mayurbhanja from Hariharpur to 
Baripada. (see 1804) 


The estates of Paralakhemundi and Tekkali of Chikkakol 
Taluk were separated from Vizagapatam district and placed 
in Ganjam. The southern boundary of Ganjam district was 
fixed as the river Nagavali alias Langulya, which flows to the 
south of Srikakulam town. 


Peter Cherry introduced Courts of Judicature. The circuit 
courts were abolished in 1804 and stationary courts 
introduced in their stead. 


A post office was established for the first time at Cuttack 
with Lt Beckett as its postmaster. 


The exchange rate of Cowris was 4 Kahans (5120 nos) for 
one Rupee. 


1804 Jaykrishna Rajguru who was in charge of the management of 
Khurda estate as the Raja was minor, after the conquest, 
proceeded to Cuttack. The engagements were duly 
concluded with the Raja of Khurda and as a part of the 
promise, cash was paid to Jayee Rajguru who, however, 
did not hand over the same to the Raja and said that he had 
spent the amount on payment to the troops. Col Harcourt 
did not agree to hand over four Parganas (Mahals) i.e Serai 
Rahang, Limbai and Chabiskud to the Raja. 


Rani Sumitra Dei Bhanja of Mayurbhanja helped the British 
troops in their Orissa campaign. The Collector of Medinapur 
testified to the “great zeal and alacrity” with which she aided 
the company’s army. She was also honoured with a “Khulat” 
by the British Government. (see 1803) 


Sambalpur was taken into possession by Lt Brown on 2™ 
January. 
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The British authorities feared the design of the king Mukunda 
Dev. In a letter Lt Colonel Harcourt wrote to the king : 


“I do not think the Raja of Khurda must be exterminated, it is my 
intention to demand the immediate dismissal of his troops and 
destruction of his barriers; that he should give up correspondence 
with any person dissatisfied with the British Government.” 


The British Commissioner ordered Gajapati Mukunda Deb- 
II not to pass any order to any person in the Mogulbandi 
area. . 


The Missionaries at Srirampur resolved on 17* January that 
an Oriya Pandit should be immediately retained at the expense 
of the Mission for translating Bible into Oriya. 

Rani and principal Zamindars of Sambalpur refused to honour 
the Maratha authority and informed the British on 29® March, 
that they voluntarily surrendered to British Government. 


In June, Orissa was divided into two Divisions, Northern 
and Southern, the Mahanad;i being the boundary between 
them each under a Revenue Collector. Mr R.Kher and C. 
Grome were the Collectors of Northern and Southern 
Divisions respectively. But later, by Regulation XII of 1805, 
the whole of Orissa was placed under one collector. 


Raja Birabhadra Sendha of Kujanga was murdered by his 
Diwan in the last week of September. His brother 
Chandradhwaj Sendha became the Raja of Kujanga. (see 
1805) 

The manufacture of salt under the exclusive management of 
Government. was introduced and completed in 1814, in the 
whole of Orissa. The salt monopoly was established by a 
Regulation on 13.9.1805. (see 1805) 


Collection of choupunny‘tax was abolished by the feudatory 
chiefs. It was a tax levied on the subjects. The Rajas were 
engaging guards on the borders of the Moghulband;i areas to 
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stop robberies. They were asked to continue to furnish the 
usual guards and to have some responsibility. Instead of levied 
taxes, thé Rajas were to receive equivalent from the 
Government. 


Dhamara port had maritime transactions as early as this year. 
John Beames mentioned it as a rice-exporting port at the 
time of the British conquest of Orissa as a large quantity of 
rice was being sent to Cuttack from Dhamara. (see 1998) 


General Harcourt issued a proclamation on 7* December, 
thatthe ‘Killa and the country of Khurda had come into the 
possession and enjoyment of the victorious army of the honourable 
company.’ 

Jayee Rajaguru was hanged to death at Medinapur on the 
charge of “waging a war” against the lawfully established 
Government The Raja of Puri made Jayee Rajaguru 
responsible for the rebellion of 1804 in his petition. 


The Raja of Soroda was seized by Jagannath Deo, Raja of 
Paralakhemundi who delivered him to the Government. He 
was sent as a prisoner to Masulipatam. 


The fort of Raja of Khurda was stormed on 5" December 
and razed to the ground by the British troops. 


Khurda Estate was confiscated by the Government and 

placed in charge of Major Fletcher. He resumed the rent- 

free lands of Paiks and assessed them at a high rate of 74 

annas per Bigha. The assessment of Khurda under Major 

Fletcher and the first Tahasildar Gollam Kadir amounted to 

Rs 1,06,000/- (one Bigha is equivalent to one third of a 
- standard acre) 


With removal of Gajapati Mukunda Dev II from Khurda in 
1804, the rule of Bhoi Dynasty came to an end. Khurda was 
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annexed to British-Orissa. From the year 1805, Khurda was 
managed as a Government estate or Khas mahal. The 
Government estate of Khurda was the biggest estate not only 
in Orissa but also in the whole of Bengal Presidency, Further, 
there were no intermediaries between the government and 
actual tillers of the soil. Further more, the tenants in the 
Government estate enjoyed greater security of tenure than 
those in the Zamindari estates. 


British Government issued a proclamation to the subjects, 
Zamindars and Sarbarakars on 7® December treating all 
the debts contracted by the Raja as illegal. They also directed 
the head Parichha of Jagannath temple not to invoke the 
name of the Raja at the time of worship of Lord Jagannath as 
he was the greatest foe of the British Government. 


In this year the export and import tax in Balasore port was 
Rs 2434/- per month. Total net profit was Rs 2385/- after 
deducting Rs 49/- towards expenditure. 


The first settlement of Orissa was concluded early this year 
and the Zumma was fixed at Rs 11,86,150-7Annas-6 Pies . 
The net income after deduction on account of remissions, 
krants to Zamindars etc was Rs 11,63,000 in 1198-1209 
Amli years (1791-1802 A.D). So Zumma of the year 1804- 
05 was in excess of net average of Zumma under the 
Marathas. 


Section 34 of Regulation XII of this year confirmed the Sanand 
granted to Fatch Mahomed, Jagirdar of Malud by the first 
Commissioner entitling him and his heirs forever to hold 
their Jagir free of assessment in consideration of their services 
to the British troops. Tradition says that at the time, when 
Fatch Mahomed undertook to guide the advancing army 
across the swamps of the Chilika he was promised every 
village through which the troop passed, and their route was 
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some what circuitous; but, be this as it may be, was afterwards 
dispossessed by the Raja of Parikud. 


Poet Baladev Rath was awarded the title “Kavisurya” by 
Ramachandra Chhotaray, Raja of Jalantar (A.P.). ( see 1779) 


As per Regulation XII of 1805, the Raja of Kanika was 
described as a Zamindar and his Pesh-kash or tribute was 
converted into land revenue. 


Gajapati Mukunda Dev - II surrendered to the British on 3" 
January. His estate was confiscated. He was imprisoned at 
Cuttack and later at Medinapur Jail. Waz Mohammad, a 
Sirastadar was rewarded Rs 3000/- from the Company 
treasury for his help to capture Mukunda Dev. Khurda came 
under the regime of Mr Fletcher, a Madras military officer. 


Balavadra Bhramarabar of Chikiti Royal family wrote 
Chandra Prava in the line of Bhanja style. 


The British passed orders that in all written communications 
with the inhabitants of the province, the subject should be 
written in Oriya as well as in Persian. 


Office of the Commissioner was abolished in June and the 
province of Cuttack came under the Judge, Magistrate and 
Collector. Robert Ker was the Magistrate and Judge and 
George Web became the Collector. 


Ranee Ratan Kumari was recognised as Ranee of Sambalpur 
(Sambalpur Rajeswari) by the British Government. During 
this time, Jayanta Singh, the Raja of Sambalpur with his son 
Jvoraj Sai, were under the custody of Marathas. In 1818, 
Jayanta Singh was released from confinement and got back 
the Gaddi. Ranee Ratan Kumari died in 1816 while on a 
pilgrimage. 

On 23" April, T. Fortesqul, Secretary to the Commissinor 
wrote to C. Grome, Collector of Jagannath: ‘all communications 
with the natives would be in Ooreah language as well as in Persian’. 
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Chandradhwaja Sendha, Raja of Kujanga was arrested in 
May. His brother Madhusudan Sendha Narendra was 
installed on the Gaddi. Two persons Bhagabat and Jagushi 
were rewarded Rs 200 each for arresting Chandradhwaja. 


Under the Regulation XII of 1805, the Pesh-kash of the 
tributary States for which the chiefs entered into.the agreement 
with the Special Commissioner was fixed forever. Under 
section XXIII of the Regulation, the Zumma of Darpan, 
Sukinda, Madhupur, Malud were fixed in perpetuity though 
they are in the Moghulbandi. Similarly the estates of Aul, 
Kanika, Kujanga, Chhedra, Harispur, Marichpur and 
Bishnopur were to pay only a quit rent in perpetuity as 
provided in section XXV of that Regulation. Killa Patia was 
a Lakhiraj (Rent-free) estate since Maratha time. (see 1878) 
Merritchpore was the only permanently- settled estate in Puri 
by section 35 of Regulation XII of 1805. The Parganas of 
Mathud, Bajrakot, Manick Patna and Andhari composed the 
jagir mahals and Parikud was originally a jagir mahal. (S.L. 
Maddox final report on the settlement of Orissa. Pp 420- 
421) 


On 10" June C. Grome, Collector wrote to Thomas 
Fortesqul, Secretary to the Commissioner of Cuttack province 
on the management of Jagannath temple. The report gives 
graphic details of the Jagannath temple management on all 
aspects. 


The Government approved the plan of monopoly of salt on 
13® September. The salt monopoly was established by a 
Regulation. (see 1854) 


Karunakar Patnaik, nephew of Chandra Sekhar Patnaik 
wrote Krushnarasamruta. He is from village Kapasia near 
Bolagarh. His ancestors are in Badamba. The book was 
published by Culture Department, Government of Orissa in 
1971. (see 1744) 
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‘Governor George Barlow returned Sambalpur, Patana and 
other Gadjats on a special treaty on 24" August to Raghuji 
Bhonsale. These areas were kept under the latter till 1818. 
(see 1804, 1817) 


First, the auction system of Zamindari started due to non- 
payment of “Pesh-kash” as per Bengal Law. The auction 
was first done in Calcutta. 


Pilgrim tax was imposed on 22™ January on those who were 
going to Puri. 

A Salt Agency for Northern Division of Cuttack was created 
and James King was appointed as Salt Agent and placed 
under the Salt Department of Board of Trade under Fort 
William. In the year 1814 the salt monopoly was extended to 
Southern Division. 


During Car-festival at Puri, aman hurled himself under the 
wheels of the Lord’s chariot as a holy rite of juggernaut’ 
while other pilgrims threw rice and Cowris on the corpse. 


Pandit Gadadhar Bidyabagis wrote'a grammar book in Oriya 
language. Its manuscript is in London museum. The book 
was published by Gopabandhu Sahitya Mandir in 1982. 


The first suggestion for the conservation of the Konark 
temple came from the Marine Board to the Governor General. 
But the Governor General did not agree to this for the heavy 
expenditure it would have involved, but he directed the 
Magistrate of Cuttack to prevent removal of stones from the 
temple. In 1838 the Asiatic Society initiated proper repairs 
of the temple after the depredation of the Raja of Khurda. 
but the Lt Governor of Bengal declined to interfere with the 
temple except in the case of damage by individuals. 


On Ist May the Government established 16 thanas (police 
stations) in Orissa under a Daroga for each station with a 
monthly pay of Rs 25/-. The thanas are:- Basta, Balasore, 
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Soro, Bhadrak, Jajpur, Arakapur, Ashureswar, Moto, 
Cuttack, Pipili, Puri, Gop, Tiron, Hariharpur, Paharajpur and 
Banpur. Later Ashureswar thana was removed to 
Kendrapara. 


Khurda land settlement was done. K.C. Sinha, the Dewan 
of Collector of Cuttack instructed Buxi Jagabandhu 
Bidyadhar to deposit the land revenue to Tahasildar, but not 
to the Collector as usual. G. C.Sinha, the Tahasildar received 
the revenue in the name of Rahang Oger instead of Rorung 
Killa as usual. It may be mentioned here that G.C.Sinha, the 
Tahasildar was brother of Dewan Krushna Chandra Sinha. 
(see 1809) 


W.W Hunmnter’s letter dated 11® November stated that priests 
were unfit to handle the management of Jagannath temple. 
So the Government released Raja Mukunda Dev-II and 
allowed him in 1807 to stay at Puri and granted to avail 1/ 
10 revenue collected from Khurda estate from 1808. 


Chandramani Dev, Raja of Pratapgiri (Sanakhemund;i) 
changed his headquarters from Pratapgiri to Podamari. 


The capital of Badakhemundi estate was changed from 
Vijayanagargad to Digapahandi. The old Vijayanagargad has 
been submerged in 1974 due to execution of Godahad 
irrigation project. 

As per Regulation IV of 1806 the superintendence of 
Jagannath temple was transferred to a committee of Pandits 
nominated by the Collector of Puri. In 1809, “the committee 
of pandits ” was abolished and the temple was made over 
to the Raja, who was recognised as hereditary superintendent 
of the temple. He was not, however, allowed absolute 
freedom inits affairs. 

At this time the exchange rate of Cowrees to a silver Rupee 
was four Kahans and two panas (5280nos). By 1811 the 
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exchange rate fell as low as 7 Kahanas (8960 nos) of Cuttack 
market. 


The Raja of Nagpur declined the proposal of W.Forrester 
(British Envoy) to secure the exclusive right of purchasing 
salt in Orissa. 


First Oriya book New Testament was printed at Srirampur 
Baptist Mission press. The translator was Pandit Mrutunjay 
Bidyalankar of Medinapur. 
Radhashyam Narendra, a kind-hearted Zamindar of 
Kendarpada was born. He was famous for his charity towards 
poor people, saints and hermits. His sister was married to 
the famous poet Abhimanyu “amantasinghar. On 14® August 
1867, the Lt Governor of Bengal gave a commendation to 
him for his activities during the disastrous Na-Ank famine.(d. 
1877) (see 1866) 
Gajapati Mukunda Dev-II was released from jail and allowed 
to stay in Balisahi Kothi, Puri and to function as Temple 
Superintendent. The Raja and his family were granted 
Malikana amounting to Rs 2,133 Five Annas and Four Pahula 
per month.{ Rs 2,133.33] (see 1805) 
From the letter dated the 19® December 1807 addressed 
by Mr G. W. Web, the Collector written to Sir George Barlow 
Barnett K. B, the President, Board of Revenue, Bengal, the 
following different heads of income of Puri Jagannath temple 
at the time had been mentioned. 
i) Collection from the pilgrims at the Atharanala bridge for which 
the Daroga accounted to the Sevaks. 


ii) Collection made by the Sevaks themselves from the same source. 


ii) Income derived from the lands assigned in the Sataish Hazari 
Pergana. 


iv) Charges payable by the Raja of Daspalla as an honour. The Raja 


ee 
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supplies timbers for construction of cars. After the treaty, the 
Raja of Daspalla left them at Cuttack and the Parichha of the 
temple carried them to Puri. 


v) Income out of the Mohun Bhog : The mother of Raghuji Bhonsale 
allotted Pergana Kodhar for the purpose and granted the same 
to Mahatma Joyram Das as Amrutamonohi. It was not connected 
with the temple account, but set apart for a private offering. 


vi) Income out of the Khanjas or fixed assignments was made by 
different persons. The Collector proposed to collect the amount 
directly from the land-owners and to make payments from the 
Govt. treasury. $ 


vii) License fee paid by persons who sold Mahaprasad (holy food) 
within the temple compound. 


viii) Income from miscellaneous sources, such as payments made by 
those who put flags on the top of the temple, or Pindikas (presents 
made before the Gods). An Amin was deputed to ascertain the 
quantity of presents of cast bullion, jewels etc. The whole of it 
was proposed to be brought to the temple fund. 


x) 484 yards of fine silk cloth supplied from the Company’s ware- 
house in Calcutta. 


x) Income out of the Sadabarta (charity) lands granted to Gurumukh 
Das Adhikari of Jagannathballav Math. It was meant for 
distribution of charity to pilgrims in attendance at the Atharanala 
bridge. It was not a charge against the temple, but was meant for 
payment to indigent pilgrims who were not allowed to cross the 
Bridge. The village Boulpur was granted for the purpose, but it 
was subsequently acquired and a cash payment was made from 
the Government treasury. 


The total average income per year from various sources, taking 
into consideration the total amount received during six years, 
prior to the report, was Rs 31,884,-12 annas and 13 gandas, and 
the average expenses per year was Rs 65,995-4annas-9 gandas. 
The Collector applied for sanction to pay a sum of Rs 56,342,9 
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annas and 8 gandas. The Collector’s proposal was accepted on 
the 5® February 1908 by orders of the Governor-General-in- 
Council. (Source : Puri, 1941 by Chintamani Acharya) 
1808 Bntish Government introduced their own coins called ‘Sicca’ 
Rupee replacing Cowree currency.(see 1812) 
Jagannath temple at Balipadar (Ganjam) was built by Shrikar 
Bhanja, the powerful ruler of Ghumusar after his return from 
pilgrimage (see 1744,1820) 
The chiefs of Orissa were allowed to pay their tribute in Arcot 
rupees, but the change of payment was allowed up to August 
1811 and the demand of Sicca rupees increased from that year. 
On May 23" G Hartwell, acting Magistrate gave a report on 
the 35.forts of ‘the district of Cuttack. Out ofthe above 
report descriptions of two forts are given in a table. 
(Source : Guide to Orissan Records Vol-1, 1961 P44 by S.C. De.]

1809 During the settlement done in this year the Rorung estate of 
Buxi Jagabandhu Bidyadhar lost its name in the book and 
the estate came under the estate of ‘Rahang Ogera’. Later 
the estate was settled in the name of Laxminarayan, a relative 
of Dewan Krishna Chandra Sinha in 1813. Next year the 
estate was sold to Dewan Krishna Chandra. (see 1813, 
1806) 


Veer Surendra Sai, the leader of Resistance Movement was 
born at Khinda of Sambalpur district on 22" January. He 
fought with the Britishers for his right over the Gaddi. The 
revolution was suppressed. He died in Asirgad jail. Out of 
his life span of 79 years he was in prison for 37 years. 
[Madhukeswar Sai had two sons, Baliar Singh and Anirudha Sai. 
Baliar Singh had two Sons, Ratan Singh and Vikrama Singh. Narayan 
Singh descended from Baliar Singh. Surendra Sai was a desendant of 
Anirudha Sai] (d. 28.2.1884) (see 1862) 

Chakrapani Das of Chikiti of (Subarnapur) Ganjam wrote 
Abhinab Chintamani. 

As per Regulation IV of Act, 1809 the Jagannath temple 
management was given to the Raja of Khurda on hereditary 
basis. 

After the death of Jayasingh, the Raja of Angul, his queen 
committed Sutee. A portion of her Saree that she wore then 
is said to have been preserved in the store house of Jagannath 
temple. 

After British occupation of Orissa, Navakalebar festival of 
Lord Jagannath at Puri was celebrated. Government 
sanctioned Rs 5500/- for this purpose. 

Second memoirs of New Testament and Dharma Mangal 
Gana were published by William Carey in December. 
Extract of periodial account of the Baptist mission (Rev. smith 
and Rev. Green) : “A multitude of men, women and children must 
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have been at the temple, for one hundred and fifty have been killed 
by the crowd. They trod upon each other in approaching the temple 
gate.” 

Endru Duncan received permission of the Governor General- 
in- Council to explore minerals from Balasore to Birbhum. 
( As per historical report of Amold Toynbee). 


Government of Bengal reported to the Court of Directors of 
31* August on fixing of revenue in British Orissa. 


Year 1810=Rs 13,64,700.00 
1811=Rs 14,09,107.00 
1812 = Rs 14,54,502.00 


The Bengal Government insisted for a permanent settlement in Orissa, 
but the Court of Directors refused the proposal on 15* January 1812. 


Lokanath Vidyabhusan of Paralakhemundi wrote Bharat 
Sara Sangrah. 


Maharaja of Uttarpara (Calcutta) offered Rs 1,50,000/- for 
construction of Jagannath Road between Calcutta and 
Puri and the Company accepted the offer. His offer was 
associated with some conditions. His main conditons were, 
first, that no further subscriptions would be undertaken, so 
he was to be the only Indian contributor; second, that his 
donations would be recorded by inscriptions on all bridges 
in Sansknit, Parsi, and Bengali; and third, that a number of 
symbolic privileges would be granted to him and his 
descendants. (see 1826) 


Bandam Chalamaya fraudulently purchased the Mahuri estate 
for which people rebelled under the leadership of Surasingh 
Martha and Birabar Martha. (see 1820,1844) 

On 29* June Krishna Chandra Sinha, Dewan purchased the 
Pargunahs Serai, Chabiskud and Rahang. No list of Maujas 
and Mahals was specifically advertised and Rorang was 
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included ‘ under the artful and significant Oger Killas Rorung’. 
He paid Rs 1,07,500/- for the three estates. {Krishna 
Chandra paraded his vanity by naming,Pergunaha Serai and 
Chabiskud as Taluk Krishnanagar and Krishna Chandra 
respectively] (see 1806,1813, 1817) 


1811 The Bntish Government granted the recommendation of the 
Salt Agent James King that, Rajas and Zamindars should 
receive a certain quantity of salt under the designation of 
Khoraki or diet allowance for the use of their families, the 
cost of salt being “Four anna§” a Mound. 


The construction of the Orissa Trunk Road which was better 
known as Jagannath Road was sanctioned, out of a special 
fund called Jagannath Road Fund. It was completed in 1825. 
(see 1810,1812,1825) 


First Oriya-English Dictionary (vocabulary oriya and 
english) was completed by Mohan Prasad Thakur, Asst. 
Librarian of Fort William college at Srirampur, Calcutta. 


The first part of the Bible was printed in Oriya language at 
the Mission press of Calcutta. 


Dwarakanath Tagore (1794-1846), grandfather of poet 
Rabindranath Tagore, purchased Pandua estate (near 
Rahama) of Jagatsinghapuy district at a cost of Rs 10,000/- 


Edward Moor, in his work Hindu Infanticide exposed the 
inhyran crime which pleaded for its eradication. 
Biswambar Vidyabhusan was born at Jagannathpur, Byan 
pargana, Cuttak district. He is the first Oriya who joined as 
a pandit in an English School established by missionaries. 
He is the step brother of litterateur Gobinda Chandra 
Mohapatra. (d.1866) (see 1841, 1845) 


Eaisaneswar temple in village Sarang of Dhenkanal district 
was built in this year as per an epigraphical record found in 
the temple wall near this village. There is a hillock rising from 
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the bed of the Brahmani river, wherein carved is a colossal 
figure of Anantasai Vishnu of 10 meters length.’ Near the 
right bank of the same Brahmani river, in the village of 
Bhimakanda, there is another hillock containing another 
gigantic figure of Anantasai Vishnu which is 12.5 meters in 
length. The Vishnu image of Bhimkanda village is the biggest 
of all the Hindu icons so far discovered in any part of India. 


The Raja of Athagarh was confined by his son who declared 
himself to be the Raja. The British intervention made the 
release of the Raja possible. 


The tribute of Mayurbhanja State was fixed at Rs 1001.00 
and then the Chief of the State agreed to forego his claim to 
levy a tax on pilgrims who had to pass through the State on 
their to and fro journey to Lord Jagannath, Puri. 


Srinivas Rajamani of Manjusa Royal family completed 
translation of Meetakshyara. He described Krushna 
activities (Krushnalila) in 51 Chaupadis (Quatrains) and 
named the book Muktalatabali. He also translated 
Amarusataka into Oriya from the Sanskrit text. 


The construction of Jagannath road was started. By 1813 
the earth work of the road was over and it was used after 
1817. Captain Sackfille was appointed Superintendent of 
works. Contributions from the Government and the rich were 
collected to finalise the project. By 1825 the road from 
Rajaghat-Jaleswar to Puri was completed. (See 1825) 


All the Chiefs of the States agreed to forego their levy tax on 
pilgrims who passed through their States. 


In Kanika, nine queens committed Sutee after the death of 
the Raja. 


British Government declared that Cowris will not be taken 
as currency. (see 1808) 


Mohan Prasad Thakur, assistant librarian of Fort-Willam 
College wrote Oriya-English Vocabulary. 
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Pranadhan Choudhury, proprietor of Taluk Balabhadrapur 
lost his estate for a very trifling sum. His estaté was sold in 
Calcutta. He suffered most and was the foremost among the 
insurgents to take forcible possession of his lost property. 


1813 Pandit Narasingha Das of Asika, Ganjam wrote Abhinab 
Jagannath Prastab and Godarang Vilas. 


W. Trower, Collector of Cuttack wrote to Board of Revenue 
that, Thanadar of Khurda had lately constructed a building 
for which inhabitants adjacent to the spot were compelled 
to work without wages and to furnish the materials gratis. 
This too was at a time when labour was required for the 
cultivation of their own field. 


Christian Missionaries secured a licence for the first time to 
work in India. Nine years after i.e on 12" February 1822, 
they landed on the coast of Orissa. 


Buxi Jagabandhu violently resisted the attempt of Krishna 
Chandra while taking possession of the Killa of Rorung that 
was his ancestral Zagir. An investigation revealed the fraud 
committed in Government records. So an order was passed 
for the restoration of his estate in 1814. But Krishna Chandra 
was mischievous enough to challenge in the Court 
Jagabandhu’s sole right to Rorung. Unfortunately, at this time, 
Jagabandhu’s cousin Gadadhar Bidyadhar had filed a suit in 
the civil court claiming a portion of the Zamindari. The 
Commissioner, therefore, asked Jagabandhu to establish his 
claim by producing documentary evidence in a court of law. 
(see 1809,1817) 

On-the 19 October W.C. Ward, acting Magistrate of 
Cuttack, wrote to William Trower Esquire, Collector of 
Cuttack that the Jungle estates namely Khandapara, Ali, 
Bishnupur, Marichpur, Kujanga, Haripur, Sukinda, Madhupur 
and Darpan may be sold or attached without any fear. But in

case of other estates, it is objectionable as they are chiefly 
situated in the hills and populated by uncivilized race 
of people. 

As per a Government report in 1812, grain was sold at the 
rate of one mound and twenty seers per a sicca Rupee. In 
1913, the Rupee fetched only 30 seers. The prisoners in jail 
complained that their daily subsistence of 34 Anna was totally 
inadequate to procure rice at the very high rate at which it 
was then sold. 


As the Directors of the East India Company did not agree 
thatit is their duty to educate the children of India, British 
Government renewed the charter with the following 
provision:- 

“that a sum of not less than 1 Lakh of Rupees in each year shall be set 
apart and applied to the founding and maintaining of colleges, schools, 
public libraries and other institutions for the revival and improvement 
of literature, and encouragement of the learned natives of India, and 
for the introduction and promotion of a knowledge of the sciences 
among the inhabitants of the British territories in India.” (Source : 
Modern Indian Education by Nicholas siqueria 1899/1960 P31] 
The monopoly of manufacture and sate of salt was extended 
to whole of Orissa. In 1863 Government stopped 
manufacture of salt and its monopoly and allowed to be carmied 
by private manufacturers paying duty. 

Somanath Jagadev (1814-47), the last ruling chief of Angul 
became Raja at the age of 14 years. He wrote many beautiful 
Chautishas (the lines of the succeeding stanzas being written 
in alphabetical order) and chaupadis (quatrain). (d. 1853) 
(see 1837, 1848) 

Vaishnavite poet Gour Charan Adhikari was bomn in village 
Lehang, Khurda. His writings were collected and published 
in 1926 and later with more collections with the name 
Gauracharan Padyavali in 1951. (d.1890) 
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J.Richardson was appointed as Special Commissioner of 
Cuttack. He observed “there is great reason to believe that 
chiefs in question are guilty of great excesses, where they have been 
exempted from the influences of British laws.” 


The first Hartal (Cuttack Banda) at Cuttack and the 2™ 
in India was observed on 20* September against imposition 
of Chaukidan tax by the Govemment The tax was ultimately 
abolished in 1818. 


The first distillary was established at Cuttack town at an 
expense of Rs 800/- 


A post of Superintendent of Tributary Mahals was created 
for supervising the conduct of the chiefs. On 18® May, 
Edward Impey, the Judge-cum-Magistrate of Cuttack was 
the first to hold the office of Superintendent of Tributary 
Mahals of Eastern States namely Mayurbhanja, Nilgiri, 
Angul, AthagarH, Dhenkanal, Banki, Dasapalla, Nayagarh, 
Narasinghpur, Ranpur, Talcher, Tigiria, Hindol,Sukinda, 
Keonjhar, Khandapara and continued upto 1819. The 
designation of Tributary Mahals was subsequently changed 
as Feudatory States . He was instructed to establish control 
over the conduct of Zamindars/ Rajas.[ E.\Impey was Magistrate 
of Cuttack from 13.05.1814 to 29.07.1819 when he was suspended. 
He was finally dismissed on 27.11.1822 on charges of corruption.] 


(see 1818) ] 


The British Collector of Orissa whose headquarters was at 
Puri was allowed to move temporarily to Cuttack with the 
revenue establishment. (see 1816) 


British Government framed a questionnaire containing 
twentyfive (pachis sawal) questions to the feudatory chiefs 
along with the Zamindars to know their status, custom and 
principle of succession. The first question was how many 
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queens the Rajas can marry and the reply was “unlimited 
number !” 


Court of Directors wrote a letter to Bengal Government on 
28" October. “Pitgrim tax need not be thought as a source of 
income. These funds should be spent in the temple development”. 


25" June, Extract of a letter from an eyewitness, Asiatic 
journal : “ One woman had devoted herself under the wheels and 
a shocking sight it was. Another woman intended to devote herself, 
missed the wheels with her body and had her two arms broken. 
Three people lost their lives in the crowd.” 


As per a letter dated 22™ November of M.Anislie, acting 
Magistrate of Cuttack addressed to George Dowdeswell 
Esquire, Chief secretary to Government, Fort William: ‘The 
Cuttack town is divided into six Mohallahs named Baloo Bazar, 
Telinga Bazar, Kafeela Bazar, Gunga Manzil, Jalalpur or Kuddamrassol 
and Buxi Bazar’. (Some think that Buxi Bazar is named after 
Buxi Jagabandhu, but from evidence of this record it appears 
that the part of the town was so named before Jagabandhu 
Bidyadhar came to reside in Cuttack in 1925]. 


Extract of a report from the Commissioner at Cuttack dated 
20* December gives a list of 29 tributary Mahals. These 
‘Ghurjaut’ Mahals or the tributary estates which pay fixed 
revenue to Government are as follows:

Out of above 29 in number 16 of the Estates were not liable to 
laws and regulations of Bengal. These States paid much less 
tribute in comparison to the estates which were situated within 
the dominion of the Government. While the tributes of Rajas of 
Mayurbhanja and Denkanal were Rupees 1001 and 4780,the 
tributes of Marichpur and Aul were Rs 29,000 and 27,000 
respectively. 


1815 In Ganjam town an epidemic fever spreadout and this carried 
off a large proportion of the inhabitants both European and 
native. The Collector’s office and military cantonment were 
shifted to Berhampur and the population of 30,000 was 
reduced to 6000 by 1818. Ganjam was formally a seat of 
considerable trade and of a factory and fort (1768) presided 
over a chief and council. Ganjam district was nomenclatured 
after the name of the place. (see 1718,1835) 


Ghumusar estate was proclaimed forfeited. But the Raja did 
not submit. On 20* May, Colonel Fletcher reached Kulad, 
the capital of Ghumusar estate. The troops not only captured 
the Raja’s palace but also looted the valuables. Fletcher was 
tried by court and found guilty of looting. 

Dhananjay Bhanja, the Raja of Ghumusar was imprisoned in 
Chengalpet Jail on the charge of murdering his own mother 
after he was forced to surrender on 24" June. 
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Bengal Government ordered on 24* June that surplus funds 
from Jagannath pilgrim tax be spent on temple repair and 
other local affairs, also on construction and repair of highway 
from Calcutta to Puri (constructed by the gift of Raja 
Sukhamay Ray of Calcutta) and any other cause related to 
Jagannath temple. 


As per report of Historian Arnold Toynbee published in this 
year, an Englishman named Willikinson stayed in Raibania 
fort seven kms from Jaleswar for cultivation of Neel (indigo). 
But he left the place as there was a quarrel with the Raja of 
Mayurbhanja. 

Krushna Charan Patnaik translated Sanskrit Ramayan into 
Oriya. He worked in Royal court of Dharakote, Ganjam. 


Kavisurya Baladev Rath (1779-1845) was awarded with 
title “Kavisurya Rayaguru Mohapatra” from Gajapati 
Mukunda Dev-II, the Raja of Khurda, confirming the previous 
title of “Kavisurya”. (see 1805) 

Kamal Lochana Dohara Bisoi and Bahubalendra, two leaders 
of Ghumusar ran the real administration of Ghumusar, posing 
and impersonating a female child as their king Balabhadra 
Deo. The so called king was given the impression of being 
the son of Dhananjay Bhanja. (In fact Dhananjay Bhanja 
had murdered his own son.) 


Fortythree cases of Sutee immolation were committed in 
Cuttack district, the only district then in Orissa . The law to 
be observed during the practice of Sutee was not widely 
published in the district, Having been convinced of this, the 
District Magistrate got this law translated into Oriya and 
published it for wider information. 

Edward Impey, the Judge and Magistrate of Cuttack sent 
Chuprassies to Nayagarh ordering the Raja Binayak Singh 
Mandhata to establish police Thanas in the Zamindary. The 
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Raja’s ‘ Vakil’ represented that inhabitants of his master’s estate 
are quite wild in their habits and manners. They would run away if 
the regulations of the Government are introduced. The country will 
be depopulated and it would not be possible for the Raja to pay the 
tribute. 


1816 The feudatory Gadjats were brought under the ordinary 
jurisdiction of the criminal courts of the British Government. 


The arrear of Pesh-kash of Pargana Limbai stood at Rs 
15,113.00 against Jumma of Rs 31,278.00. As the Raja of 
Khurda did not agree to liquidate the arrear in a stipulated 
period, the Pargana went to Khas management. Similarly 
“Kotdesh”, a property of Narayan Chaudhury, a Zamindar 
went to the hands of Government for an arrear of Rs 
88,969.00 


The estates of Orissa passed on to the hands of absolute 
strangers. Out of total public: sales, 350 estates were 
purchased by outsiders. And out of public sale of estates, 
2340 proprietors whose names were registered in the first 
settlement for the payment of revenue of Cuttack, only 1449 
remained at the end of this year. In the Moghulbandi area, 
the annual revenue of Rs 13,93,000/- was greatly reduced 
as many original proprietors left the land. 


British Government made Cuttack, the centre of administration 
of Orissa instead of Puri. One earlier proposal to shift the 
headquarters to Jajpur as being more central did not get the 
approval of the higher authorities. (see 1828) 


The Pindaris, an offshoot of the Maratha armies made 
insurgency into the Ganjam district being instigated by 
Padmanav Deo, the ex-manager of Khemidi. They being well 
mounted although ili-armed with a strength of 4000 to 5000 
entered the district through Jeypore, burning and plundering 
as they went. Government proclaimed martial law on 19" 
November and continued till January, 1817. 
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The Baptist Missionary Society was established at Cuttack. 
James Peggs, Brampton and other Missionaries started 
agitation demanding that the Government must cut off all 
relations with Jagannath temple. 


Buxi Jagabandhu Bidyadhar Bhramarbara Ray Mohapatra, 
Zamindar of Rorung who was fraudulently dispossessed from 
his own Zamindary instigated a rebellion on 29® March. The 
people and those Paiks who were discontented, joined with 
him against the British authority. 

Ramachandra Dev-III (1817-56) became Raja of Puri. He 
constructed a palace on the ‘Car Road’ (present Badadanda) 
whichis now called Shreenahar. [Raja of Puri (Bhoi dynasty) 
when they became Raja assume only four names 
consequatively on rotation : Ramachandra Dev, Birakishore 
Dev, Dibyasingh Dev, Mukunda Dev and so on.} 


* A. Sterling became Secretary to Commissioner of Cuttack 


till 1821. His report on Orissa on various counts was published 
in Asiatic Researches in 1825 which tells that Konark was 
damaged by earthquake or thunder-storm. He died a 
premature death at the age of 37 in 1830. 


Edward Impey, the Magistrate of Cuttack wrote to 
W.Trower, the Collector to pay Rs 907, annas three and 
seven Pahula as an allowance for the maintenance of Raja’s 
family and monthly payment of 500 Sicca Rupees to Rajah 
‘Mookando Deo’ [107.5 Arcot Rupees are equivalent to 
100 Sicca rupees of the East India Company]. 


As per report of W. Trower, Collector of Cuttack despatched 


* to the Commissioner of Cuttack, “from 1806 to 1816, 232 estates 


sold out of 350 belonged to Bengalis. Again 155 estates out of 232 
were purchased by Amlas who were in the service of Government” 
Paik rebellion broke out in March and lasted till September 
1818. 
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On 4" April, E.Impey the Magistrate and Judge of Cuttack 
wrote to Government, “This instant report reached after a most 
fatiguing March of a day and night journey from Khurda. I can write 
only for the information of His Lordship-in-Council that retreat was 
forced and that the whole of Khurda territory is in a state of 
insurgency”. | 

Captain Le Fevre with a force of 550 men marched towards 
Khurda and occupied it on 9* April. Martial Law was 
imposed on 12" April in Khurda under the Regulation of 
1804. 


Main body of Paikas numbering between five to ten thousand 
including Kondhs from Ghumusar entered Puri under the 
leadership of Buxi Jagabanc hs on 14" April and captured 
Puri. [Jagabandhu Bidyadhar was matrimonially related to 
Zamindar of Seragarh, Ganjam who was an associate of Srikar 
Bhanja, the rebellious Raja of Ghumsar.]} 

Major General G. Martinolet was appointed as the 
Commander of forces under the title of Military 
Commissioner to control the Khurda rebellion. 


Gajapati Mukunda Dev-II Raja of Khurda was placed in 
close confinement at Barabati Fort on 11® May by the British 
being arrested at Puri. He died on 30* November of this 
year in confinement. In 1918 Somanath Bahinipati and 
Somanath Patajosi were appointed as, the guardians of the 
minor Raja. 

In May, two English Judges were posted at Khurda to award 
punishment of death, transportation and long term 
imprisonment to the captured rebels. 


The Raja of Kujanga surrendered to Captain Kennet on 2™ 
October. Narayan Param Guru of Kujanga and Bamadev 
Patajoshi of Kanika, the chief leaders of the rebellion were 
captured on 18® September. They were convicted and sent 
to Alipur Jail for life imprisonment. 
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Raja of Kujanga was released from imprisonment and was 
allowed to return to his estate. 

Peter Reeder Cazalet joined as the Collector of Ganjam. He 
continued till 1831. 


On 27" November the British conquered Sambalpur and 
Patana States by defeating the Bhonsles at Sitalabadi (see 
1806) 


After the Paika rebellion of Khurda, the Satyabadi Gopinath 
idol was finally established! at village Phula-alasa (Sakshigopal) 
after building a temple. Initially the idol was established at 
Cuttack Barabati Fort by Gajapati Purusottam Dev (1466- 
97) who brought it from: Vijaya Nagar(Hampi). After the Fort 
was captured by Muslims, the idol was established at village 
Rathipur of Khurda. Again as this was not a safe place, the 
idol was transferred and established at Kantalabadi near 
Chilika shore and finally it was shifted to its present place at 
Sakshigopal. The other name of the place Sakshigopal is 
Satyabadi after the name of the deity. 


Five Police outposts were established at Cuttack . They were 
at Kafla Bazar, Telenga Bazar, Khatbin Sahi, Kadam Rasul 
and Buxi Bazar. 


From the report of W.B. Bayley, Chief Secretary, Bengal 
Government it is known that Rahang, Chabiskud and Serai 
formed ‘Purusottam Chutter’ (Kshetra). Some portion of 
Puri was included within this Zamindary. Krishna Chandra 
Dewan claimed the right to collect impost and also certain 
lands in the vicinity of Jagannath temple which were in 
possession of temple priests. Krishna Chandra got decrees 
in his favour in the Zillah and provincial courts. When his men 
tried to obtain possession of the lands the priests opposed 
them. An affray ensued in which a Brahmin of respectability 
was So severely beaten by Krishna Chandra’s people that he 
died after some days. (see: 1810) 
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‘Calcutta School Book Society’ was established. It 
published, for the first time, Oriya books in 1824. 


Syamananda Dey was born in Bengal. He is famous for his 

services for movement for restoration of Oriya language, 

religious and public charities. He is the father of Raja 
` Baikunthanath Dey. (d. October 1888)(see 1852, 1866) 


1818 Two persons namely Sudarsan Narendra Dalabehera and 
Sanatana Patnaik were given rewards of Rs 100.00 each 
because they rendered valuable services to Government in 
giving information on the rebels. 


Robert Ker, the Commissioner waived out the arrear land 
revenue on Zamindars aniounting to Rs 19,24,568/- since 
he felt it was not possible to recover. He is the first 
Commissioner of Orissa. The post was created after Khurda 
Paika rebellion. 


Infamous Charan Patnaik, the Sarbarakar of village 
Rathipur near Jatani was murdered by Parsuram Routray, 
a rebel leader being directed by Dalbehera of the same 
village, on suspicion that he was spying for the British. 


On 10* June general amnesty was declared for all offences 
throughout the Moghulbandi area connected with the rebellion 
except Buxi Jagabandhu, Gopal Chhotray, Pitabas Mangaraj, 
Pindiki Bahubalendra, Karunakar Paramguru and Padmanav 
Chhotray . These leaders were excluded from the pardon. 


Suryamani Pattamahadei was born in Sonepur Raj family. In 
1830 she married to Birakishore Dev II Gajapati Raja of 
Puri. After her adopted son Dibyasinghdev III was 
transported to Anadaman on a charge of murder, she was 
the custodian of Puri Jagananth temple. (d.24.11.1926) (see 
1882) 


Sheoprasad Rar; the Darogaof Khurda was given a reward 
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of Rs 1,000/- for his success in apprehending Gopal 
Chhotaray. 


Karunakar Paramaguru, one of the rebel leaders was arrested. 
He was sentenced for deportation in 1819, but he managed 
to escape. He was subsequently re-arrested and pardoned 
by the Governor General. 


Khurda was removed from the jurisdiction of the Collector 
of Cuttack in September. W.Forrester was appointed as 
Deputy Collector with a special allowance of Rs 500/- per 
month in addition to his pay. 


Six tributary Mahals namely Dasapalla, Keonjhar , Tigiria, 
Nayagarh, Narasinghpur and Hindol were advertised for sale. 
The Collector, who notified for sale‘of these States, found it 
necessary to purchase them by himself on behalf of the 
Government as the offers of the individuals by no means, 
were adequate to the value of these Mahals. 

Singhbhum region, which enjoyed independent status tendered 
its alliance to the British. The feudatory States of Sareikala, 
Kharasuan and Singhbhum were put under Chhotnagapur 
Divn. 


The office of the Commissioner was established with the 
power of Revenue Board, Board of Trade, Provincial Court 
of Appeal, Court of Circuit and Committee of Embankment. 
Mr Robert Ker was the first regular Commissioner of 
Orissa. The Commissioner also became the ex-officio 
Superintendent of Tributary Mahals. (see 1814) 

Some lands were given to the Raja of Puri for management 
of Jagannath temple. It is called Ekharjat Mahal. (the portion 
of Khurda estates 105sq. miles in extent made over to the 
temple in lieu of the support formerly given by the 
Government). Total lands given to this Mahal are 67520

in undivided Puri district. 

Walter Ewer, the‘Commissioner of Orissa reported to the 
higher circle regarding the sentiment of feudatories towards 
the Raja of Puri or Khurda as written by Khan-E-I-Duran 
which reads as follows :- “The Garhjat Rajahs, formerly the great 
feudatories and Jaghirdars of Gajaputee(Gajapati) Dynasty of 
sovereigns to this day acknowledge themselves the servants of the 
Khoordah Rajah and present Nuzzurs through their Mookhtars on 
each succeeding Sooniah”. Ewer’s Khurda settlement report 
published in 1818 threw new light on the economic condition of the 
people of Orissa. [Source : Side lights on History of culture of 
Orissa, 1977 compiled by Dr M. N. Das P - 221] 


On 13® March Edward Impey, Magistrate of Cuttack issued 
aletter with the list of chiefs of rebellion of Zillah Ganjam for 
their apprehension with a reward offer for making it public in 
every part of the district in Oriya or any local language the 
list, can be understood.: 


Letter issued by E.Impey, magistrate Cuttack to The Magistrate of 
Zilla of Ganjam 13® March, 1818 


“I have the honour to enclose an English list containing the 
names of the Chiefs in the late Rebellion with the rewards offered for 
their apprehension and a proclamation in Persian and Oriya which I 
request you will make as public as possible in every part of the 
District under your charge in whatever language may the list be 
understood.”

Roads between Cuttack and Puri and Cuttack to Balasore 
were completed in 1820. In 1830 two Road Divisions were 
created for maintenance of roads in Orissa (See 1812, 
1825,1826) 
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The Sambalpur Chief Jayanta Sai died leaving behind a minor 
son Maharaja Sai. The British recognized the latter in 1820. 
He died in 1827 without a male heir. Therefore, Rani Mohan 
Kumani, the widowed Rani, was recognised and installed on 
the Gaddi of Sambalpur. (see 1821,1833) 


Since the Regulations were either translated into Bengali or 
Parsi, but not Oriya, Walter Ewer, the Commissioner of Orissa 
wrote : “Not a single regulation has ever been translated into the 
great vernacular of the province and the means elsewhere adopted 
of imparting some knowledge of law by which they are governed by 
distributing copies at every thana and mafasa!l cutchery have here 
either never been resorted to, or if followed, would of course, have 
been nugatory from the contents, being locked up, languages wholly 
unknown to the bulk of the people.” 

On 5® March, Registrar Nizamat Adalat wrote to M.H. 
Tunnbull, Acting Magistrate of Zillah Cuttack with two lists 
of 55 prisoners. The first list of prisoners was sent to 
Medinapur jail. 26 prisoners out of 30 were sentenced to 
imprisonment and transportation for life and remaining four 
to perpetual imprisonment in Alipur jail . The letter reads:

“The Court of Nizamut Adawlut have had before them your 
later under date the 26th January last, with two lists of fifty-five 
prisoners there in mentioned. 


2. The sentences passed upon these prisoners having been 
compared in this office, and appearing to be correct, the Court 
have resolved that the twenty-five prisoners under sentences 
of temporary imprisonment in banishment be removed to the

sentenced, twenty-six to imprisonment and transportation for 
life, and four to perpetual imprisonment, be sent to the Jail at 
Allypore. 

3. You are desired to send them accordingly under a proper 
guard with their warrants, and lists drawn out in the mode 
prescribed by Court Circular orders of the 3rd August 1796, and 
10th of April 1801.”

On € April M.H. Tumbull, Acting Magistrate of Zilla 
Cuttack conveyed the death sentence on Parsuram Routray, 


another rebel leader for execution on the charge of murder 
of Charan Patnaik of village Rathipur. The letter reads:

Gopal Chhotray, with his four associates namely Vishnu 
Paikray, Ram Singh, Nath Pradhan and Nrusingha were 
sentenced to death on the charges of high treason. 

On 3" May, Srikar Bhanja was formally reinstated to the 
Gaddi of Ghumusar with an annual tribute of Rs 75,000/-

In May, there was an incursion by ‘Kondhs’ and ‘Panas ' of 
Ghumusar headed by Sheo Naik who plundered one or two 
villages of Banpur and drove away 150 heads of cattle. 


Athamallik was constituted as a separate State on 30* May, 
taking out the area from Boud after the British conquered 
Chhastisgad by defeating the Raja of Nagpur in this year. 
The tribute was fixed at Rs 3,600/- per annum. 

The whole family of Buxi Jagabandhu including his two wives, 
adopted son, natural minor son, servants and Gumasta were 
taken into custody with the help of Collector of Ganjam and 
confined in Barabati Fort . But they were released in 
November 1820. 


During this year, 33 women committed Sutee and there was 
no increase in this number next year. 


Raja of Athamalik was rewarded Rs 1000.00 for help in 
capturing Dama Subudhi, a rebel leader. Raja of Nayagarh 
received Rs 2000/- for his services in the apprehension of 
Adikanda Bidyadhara and Lokanath Baliarsingh. Baishnava 
Charana Das, the Zamindar of Jhankad got Rs 5,000/- for 
his services in apprehending rebels. 


On 10* December, the Registrar conveyed the decision of 
Nizamat Adalat about removing 1/3 prisoners of Khurda 
rebellion to the Alipur jail at Calcutta.T he lerter reads:

Adalat to acting magistrate, Zillha Cuttack. Conveys the

Sambalpur area was ruled from Ranchi being included in 
South-West Frontier State under Bengal province after being 
detached from the control of Maratha administration. (see 
1860) 


Famous Biranchi Narayan temple was built by Srikar Bhanja, 
Raja of Ghumusar. It is famous for its wooden carvings. The 
Jagannath temple constructed in 1680 AD is at a distance of 
500 mts. from the Biranchi Narayan temple. The two temples 
are located in such a manner that a devotee can witness the 
‘ Arati’ performance simultaneously in both the temples.(see 
1790, 1660) 


William Blunt succeeded Robert Ker as the Commissioner 
of Cuttack and Superintendent of Tributary Mahals. 


Mahuri estate was purchased by the British Government on 
18® October from Bandam family at a cost of Rs 35,000/- 
and made over to Krushna Chandra Deo, the reputed son of 
Mojo Deo on 17.7.1821. 


A fourteen-year old girl of Khurda committed Sutee in her 
husband’s funeral pyre on 26® December. 


Government of Madras issued circular orders to Magistrates 
to penalise persons who ill-treated their slaves and to stop 


“the practice of selling girls to dancing women because the 


girls were brought up here as prostitutes. 
The distinction between ‘public’ and ‘private’ labour among 
prisoners was started. Prisoners who were sentenced to 
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public labour wore fetters. They worked in gangs on the public 
roads. At night they were fastened like a drove of pack 
bullocks by a chain passing through the rings of their fetters. 
Prisoners sentenced to private labour remained inside jail. 
They pounded Surki and made baskets, Gunny mats etc. 
The object of public labour was to warn and to deter, whereas 
for private labour it was designed to reform them. 


Office of District Registrar, Cuttack and the office of Sub - 
registrar at Jajpur started functioning. 


Sura Singh Martha and Birabar Martha, two revolutionary 
leaders of Mahuri esiate were executed on the charge of 
rebellion and killing 300 soid..~ along with seven English 
officials. 


Poet Gopinath Singh (first part of Nineteenth century) 
completed Neeladri Bihari Kavya. The Kavya consisted 
of 23 Chhands. The book describes the glory of Puri 
Jagannath temple and its rituals. 


Colonel Mackenzie was the first European who visited the 
ruins of the Sun temple at Konark. He prepared two sketches 
which were published in the journal of Asiatic Society of 
Bengal in 1908. 


1821 Maharaj Sai, the last ruler in the main Chauhan line, 
Sambalpur lost his claim over Atharagarh (18 States) as 
separate Sanands were granted to the individual States by 
the British. (see 1650, 1827) 

A Joint Magistrate was stationed at Balasore and finally in 
1928, Balasore become a full- fledged district oo a separate 
Collectorate. (see 1828) 

Dhrubajaya Harichandan, a Jagirdar of Malipadaedth near 
Chandaka received Rs 1000/- as prize and 74 battis and 
ten mannas of land as Jagir at an annual rent of Rs 373/- on 
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15® June by a Sanand. He had trapped his friend Pindik 
Bahubalendra, the leader of Khurda Paika rebellion at the 
instance of British Government. But he escaped from the trap. 
Later he (Pindik) was shot dead in Baranga jungles in this 
year. 


Government ruled that the interference of the Superintendent 
of Tributary Mahals should be chiefly confined to matters of 
a political nature: To the suppression of the feuds and 
animosities prevailing between the Rajas of adjoining States, 
or between the Rajas and their sub-ordinate feudatories; to 
the correction of systematic oppression and cruelty practised 
by any of the Rajas or by their officers towards the inhabitants. 


The office of the Joint Magistrate, Khurda was abolished on 
14* February and Collector of Cuttack was given that power. 


Two Collectors were appointed in Orissa in place of one Mr 
Wilkinson became the Collector of Cuttack and Khurda, while 
Mr Ricketts was placed in charge of Bhadrak and Balasore 
with the river Baitarani as boundary between the areas under 
their respective jurisdictions. 

Baptist Christian Missionaries came to Cuttack for the first 
time on 12" July. 


Government of India imposed 7® Regulation on the report 
of Board of Commissioners. One of the points was that the 
net amount collected from Royats after deducting expenditure 
on collections, 5/6® of the amount would be Government’s 
due, and the remaining 1/6 th would belong to the Zamindars. 
The first English Sunday School of Onissa for Europeans 
and Anglo-Indians was set up at Cuttack by Mr Bampton 
and Mr Peggs. An Orissa mission wast started by them in 
this year. 

Raja Pitambar Bhanja of Boud was born. He became Raja 
in 1843 and died in 1875. His Dewan Padmalochan Rajguru 
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wrote Boud Rajavansavali on the Raja's life and works 
and ascribed to the name of the Raja. The palm-leaf 
manuscript was copied in 1872. In 1996 the book was 
published by Kedarnath Gabesana Pratisthan of 
Bhubaneswar, being edited by Pandit Nilamani Misra. In 1966 
Rani Satyavati Devi handed over the palm-leaf manuscript 
to P.K. Patnaik, the then Sub Collector of Boud for 
publishing. The book could see the light of the day only after 
his persuasion. I 

The estates of Buxi Jagabandhu and Dewan Krushna 
Chandra were forfeited to the Government. 


Andrew Sterling, the writer of .hc history of Orissa made a 
phototype copy of the inscription of Elephant cave of 
Udaygiri and got it printed in his book. But at that time no 
one could read. In 1837 James Prinsep, a Britisher could 
read and decipher the inscription after a thorough research 
and thereby the first chapter of the history of Ashokan age 
could be discovered. Mr Sterling, in the above mentioned 
book, described that Bhubaneswar was the ruined city, 
consisting entirely of deserted and dismantled towers and 
temples.x x x xx x x Nearly all but the great temple of 
Lingaraj were long since completely deserted. x x x x x x It 
was occasionally visited by Bengali pilgrims on their way to 
Jagannath. (see 1825) 


Colonel Phipps who was stationed at Pun in his account of 
Juggernaut’s temple describes the formation of new idol thus: 


“When two new moons occur in Assur (part of June and July), 
which is said to happen, about once in seventeen years, a new 
idol is always made, a Nim tree is sought for in the forests on 
which no crow or carrion bird was ever perched! It is known to 


the inhabited by certain signs. This is prepared into a proper 
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form by comrnon carpenters, and is then entrusted to certain 
priests who are protected from all intrusion: the process is a 
great mystery. One man is selected to take out of the idol, a small 
box containing the spirit, which is conveyed inside the new; the 
man who does this is always removed from this world before 


the end of the year!” 


[Source Orissa, its geography, statistics, history, 
religion and antiquits by Andrew Sterling. Published 
by Prafulla page-134] 
A Customs officer of Balasore wrote a letter which speaks 
that the trades-men and people are so poor that there was 
no possibility of sale of excellent and costly materials in the 
locality. 
Srinibas Rajamani Dev (1823-60), Raja of Manjusa, Ganjam 
district constructed a Jagannath temple along with Gundicha 
house in Manjusa Garh. 


Binayak Singh Mandhata Raja of Nayagarh died. He was 
supporting the poet Jadumani Mohapatra, who then became 
helpless. (b. 1772) 


The Commissioner of Cuttack allowed the exemption of 
pilgrim tax over the feudatory Rajas on visit to Lord Jagannath. 


Chakra Bisoi, a leader of Ghumusar Kondh rebellion was 
bom in village Binjhagiri in Sankodanga Gram Panchayat near 
Bhanjanagar. He fought with Britishers supporting the cause 
of Raja of Ghumusar. He promised to Kondhs to restore the 
long cherished desire of Meriah sacrifice. (see 1846) 


A person named Rahang of Puri died on 25® August. His 
wife Muni aged 50, declared her intention to commit Sutee. 
Accordingly she threw herself into the burning pit, but 
immediately came out and made her escape with severe 
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burns. Thereafter an agreement was taken from the manager 
of the village committee by the Joint Magistrate to take 
proper care of the half-burnt widow. The woman returned 
to the family and was received as usual. 


An English Charity School was established at Cuttack in 
October. In this school, English teachers and Bengali teachers 
were employed. 


British Government laid down that no sentence of death or 
imprisonment extending beyond seven years should be 
passed or executed by the ruling Chiefs without the previous 
sanction of the Agent to the Governor General in the South 
West Frontier. 


Akber Hussain who was a spendthrift became the Zamindar 
of Killa Darpana which was a permnently settled estate. In 
1843, his estate was auctioned for Rs 64,000.00 and bought 
by Gopinath Pandit, a Kasmiri Brahmin. 

The British Government appointed a School Committee at 
Cuttack. All the members of the committee were Bengal land- 
lords. Such School Committees were formed in all the urban 
administrative centres. In 1843 Government abolished all the 
School Committees due to change in their educational policy. 
Education was placed under the charge of Council of 
Education. Governor General in Council gave direction to 
the Council of Education. Committees of Public Instruction 
were formed in each of the administrative centres. Their task 
was to assist the British Officers in the implementation of 
Government education schemes. The Committees on Public 
Instruction also produced text books and supervised the 
budget on education. The Cuttack Committee of Public 
Instruction in 1850 had the following members: 


1. Commissioner 19*® Division , European; 2. Civil and Sessions Judge, 
European; 3. Collector, European: 4. Joint Magistrate and Deputy 
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Collector, European; 5. Acting Joint Magistrate, European; 6. Civil 
Surgeon, European; 7. Assistant Collector and Magistrate, European; 
8. Principal Sudder Ammeen , Bengali; 9. Law Officer, Muslim; 10. 
Zamindar Kasinath Choudhury, Oriya. Out of the ten members only 
one was an Oriya, and that too representing the ruling class. The 
Non-European members did not enjoy the rights similar to those of 
the European members. 


As per office records, one English man took lease of land 
near Balasore for coffee plantation for 99 yéars. 


The three wives of Bhuratha Narain Deo, a relation of the 
Raja of Paralakhemundi committed Sutee in the presence of 
British officials. The Patta Mahadevi of the Raja was 
prevented from self -immolation on the pyre of the deceased 
on the ground of being pregnant. 


The non-interference policy of the Company Government 
(Madras) over the question of abolishing the evil system of 
Sutee was withdrawn during the period of Lord Amherst’s 
Governor- Generalship. Prior to this year, the Government 
followed a policy of persuasion on the belief that interference 
would result in dangerous consequences. 


The British Government cultivated to produce cotton in 
Jagatpur area covering 200 acs. Only 36 mounds of cotton 
was produced against the expected 200 mounds. So this 
experiment was dropped. 


Mr Bampton and Peggs, the English Missionaries were 
replaced by Amos Sutton and Charles Lecy. These two 
Missionaries were engaged in printing books, translating 
English Christian books into Oriya on religious affairs. Amos 
Sutton left Puri in 1832. Bampton died at Puri on 18" 
December 1830. W.C Lecy(1800-52) is the founder of 
Cuttack Christian Orphanage in 1836. In 1826 he built a 
Church at Tinikonia Bagicha at Cuttack town. 
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Andrew Sterling published his seminal! work in Asiatic 
Researches (Vol-XV-1825) An Account-Geographical, 
Statistical and Historical of Orissa proper or Cuttack This 
was the first systematic exposition of history of Orissa 
and a product of labourious researches. - An extract : 


(i) PURI 


The Town of Puri Juggernaut owes its size and importance 
entirely to its connection with the temple. It is situated on the 
Sea coast in lat. 19°49’ N. long. 85°54’ E.47 miles S. by E. from 
Cuttack. Travelling distance from Calcutta 311 miles; from 
Benares 512 miles; from Madras 719; from Delhi 910; and from 
Bombay 1052 miles. It contains 5741 houses. Every span of it is 
considered holy ground, and the whole of the land is held free of 
rent, on the tenure of performing certain services, in and about 
the temple. Respecting the value attached to this reputedly holy 
ground, a resident in Orissa observes,-‘For about one hundred 
yards from the temple every square cubit is worth a row of rupees 
eight deep; the space for the next hundred yards is worth a row 
seven deep; the next diminishes to six deep, and so proceeds till 
you get beyond the ground subject to these regulations.’ The. 
principal street is composed almost entirely of the religious’ 
establishments called Maths, built of masonry, having now 
pillared verandahs in front, and plantations of trees interspersed. 
Being very wide, with the temple rising at the southern end, it 
presents, by no means, an unpicturesque appearance; but the 
fifth and stench, the swarms of religions mendicants, and other 
nauseous objects, which offend one’s senses in every part of 
the town, quite dispel any illusion which the scene might 
otherwise possess. Fine luxuriant gardens and groves enclose 
the town on the land side, and produced the best fruit in the 
province. The stately and beautiful Callophyllum Inophyllum, 
called by Dr Ainshe the Alexandrian Laurel, grows here in great 
abundance; Cashew-nut thrives with peculiar luxuriance. The 
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environs exhibit some fine tanks, as the Indra Daman, Chandan, 
Markandeswar Talab, etc, which are supposed to be very ancient; 
and the inquisitive stranger who may be disposed to explore 
amidst the sand hills situated between the sea and the town, will 
find many ancient and curious looking religious edifices, nearly 
overwhelmed with sand, to excite and reward attention. 


The climate of Juggernaut is the most agreeable and salubrious 
probably in all India, during the hot months March to July. At 
this season the south-west monsoons blows from the sea in a 
steady and refreshing breeze, which seldom fails until the 
approach of the rains, and every door and window is thrown 
open to court its entrance. A visit to Juggernaut, has in some 
cases, proved as beneficial to the European constitution as a 
sea voyage. 


(i) SAMBALPOOR 


Sambalpoor is the capital of the district of the same name, which 
is a part of the Gundwana province. It is situated on the eastern 
side of the Mahanuddy, 167 miles W. N. W. from Cuttack. Lat. 
21°8' long. 83°33° E. of this district, Hamilton observes, -“‘To the 
north it ig bounded by Choteesghur and Gangpoor; on the south 
by various petty states in the province of Orissa, depend on the 
British government; to the east it has Orissa; and on the west 
Choteesghur or ‘Ruttunpur. The climate of Sambalpur is very 
unwholesome, owing to the quantity of jungle, and the 
vicissitudes of heat and cold. The soil in the valleys is said to be 
a rich loam, in which grain or pulse will thrive well, and the 
mountains have the reputation of containing diamonds. The 
natives wash the sand of the rills that descend from them, and 
procure considerable quantities of gold. The diamonds are found 
about 13 miles beyond the town of Sambalpur, near the junction 
of the river Hebe with the Mahanuddy, at which spot, after the 
rains, the natives search in the river for red earth, washed down 
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from the mountains, in which earth the diamonds are discovered. 
The matrix containing the diamonds is a clay, which appears 
burned red, nearly to the degree that bricks usually are.” 


(iv) BALASORE 


Balasore, distance about 100 miles from Cuttack, is a large 
straggling Town, containing several smal! brick houses inhabited 
by merchants, who carry on an inconsiderable traffic with 
Calcutta. Its situation is extremely unfavourable, on a low dreary 
plain, deformed by numerous unsightly ridges and ant hills, near 
the muddy banks of the Bura Balang, and it is considered in 
consequence unhealthy during the rainy season. The number 
of inhabitants does not exceed 10,000. It is surrounded by infinity 
of little hamlets; the whole neighbourhood is covered with 
numerous little villages, which sent forth an immense population, 
and which give it the character of the most populous part of the 
province. Balasore is the principal port of the district, and is 
provided with dry docks on the banks of the river, to which 
sloops, drawing not more than fourteen feet water, can be floated 
during the spring tides. It is frequented chiefly by three 
descriptions of country craft, viz., Maldives vessels, the boats 
employed in transporting the company’s salt to the Presidency, 
and a class of sloops built at Contai and Hidgelly called Hollas, 
which come in great numbers during the cold weather to carry 


off rice to Calcutta. 


— 


The importance attached to this station, in the infancy of the 
commerce between the western hemisphere and Bengal, is 
attested by the remains of the factories of four European nations, 
English, French, Danish, and Dutch. Traces of a Portuguese 
establishment are also to be observed, in the ruins of a small 
Roman Catholic Chapel in the town, having a wooden cross 
over the principal doorway. The Dutch seem to have been settled 
here prior to 1660 A.D. at least that date is discoverable on two 
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curious monumental pyramids of masonry, which rise near the 
Factory. The English formed their first Bengal establishment at 
Pipley on the Subunreekha in 1640 A.D., and the date 1684 A.D. 
is to be observed on a tomb in the English burying-ground at 
that place. The magnitude of the Company’s establishment here 
may be estimated from the number of large obelisks and obituary- 
columns still standing in the burying-ground, erected to the 
memory of our predecessors who ended their days in this remote 
corner. The English had likewise a fine country house surrounded 
with gardens, at a place called Balramgerhi near the sea, the 
remains of which may still be seen. 


(iv) BHOBANESER 


Bhobaneser is the site of a capital city founded by Raja Lalat 
Indra Kesari, the third of the princes bearing that surname, who 
reigned from A.D. 617 to A.D. 660. If we are to judge of its extent 
and populousness, during the period that it formed the seat of 
government of the Rajahs of the Kesari Vansa, from the almost 
countless multitude of temples which are crowed within the 
sacred limits of the Panj Kosi, we might pronounce it to have 
been, in the days of its splendor, one of the greatest cities which 
India ever saw. Standing near the chief Pagoda, one cannot turn 
the eye, in any direction, without taking into the view upwards 
of forty or fifty of these stone towers. The natives say that there 
were originally more than seven thousand places of worship 
consecrated to Mahadeo, within and around the city of 
Bhobaneser, containing no less than a core of lingams, and the 
vestiges that remain, fully warrant a belief, that the place may 
have comprised some hundreds of buildings of this description, 
when in its most flourishing state. A considerable number of the 
temples are still in a tolerable state of preservation, though 
entirely neglected and deserted. Many more are now screened 
from the view by the luxuriant foliage of the surrounding jungles, 
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or present merely shapeless masses of stone buried amidst tangled 
brushwood and rank vegetation. 


Now is the astonishing number of the Bhobaneser temples, the 
only remarkable feature of this place. The style, size and 
decoration of these singular buildings. are greatly to the wonder 
and interest of the scene. They are all constructed, either of 
reddish granite resembling sandstone, or else of the free stone 
yielded plentifully by the neighbouring hills, in the form of towers 
rounded towards the summit, with other edifices attached rising 
from a square enclosure, the wall encompassing which is now 
generally in ruins. There is never less than fifty or sixty feet, and 
the loftier towers reach to an elevation from one hundred and 
fifty to one hundred and eighty feet. Not a wooden beam, it may 
be observed, has been used throughout. The stones are held 
together with iron clamps. Iron beams and pillars are used where 
such aids could not be dispensed with; but in general the 
architects have resorted, in the construction of their roofs, to 
the method of lying horizontal layers of stone, projecting one 
beyond the other like inverted steps, until the sides approach 
sufficiently near at the summit to admit of other blocks being 
placed across. The exterior surface of the buildings is in general 
adorned with the richest and most elaborate sculptured ornament, 
and the ruined courts which surround them, are strewed: with a 
vast variety of curious relics, as bulls, lingams, and other symbols 
appropriate to the worship of Mahadeo, representations of 
Ganesa, Hanuman, and various forms of Siva and Parvati, Durga, 
or Kali, Carticeya, the god of war with his peacock, the female or 
energy of the same called Caumari, and the Narasinha and Baman 
Avatars. The more finished temples have frequently large well- 
polished slabs of the grey chlorite slate, or pot stone, let into 
three of their sides, on which are sculptured, in alto relieve, 
nearly as large as life, some of the above personages, executed 
with no mean degree of skill and symmetry XXXxx. 
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(v) KHANDAGIRI 

About five miles west of Bhobaneser, near the village of Jagmara, 
in the Char Sudhi Khandagiri of Khurda, and still within the 
limits of the Khetr, a group of small hills occur, four in number, 
from one hundred and fifty to two hundred feet in height, which 
present many objects of interest and curiosity. These hills called 
severally the Udayagiri, Dewlgiri, Nilagiri and Khandagiri, (by 
which latter name the spot is now generally designated,) are 
composed of a siliceous sandstone of various colour and texture, 
‘and are all curiously perforated with small caves, disposed in 
two or three irregular stories. Each of caves is large enough to 
contain from one to two human beings in a sitting posture. Some 
of them appear to be natura! cavities, slightly improved by the 
hand of man; others have obviously been excavated artificially; 
and the whole are grotesquely carved and embellished. In one 
part, a projecting mass of rock has been cut into the form of a 
tiger’s head, with the jaws widely distended, through which a 
passage lies into a small hole at the back secured by a wooden 
door,-the resid nce of a secluded ascetic of the Vyshnavite sect. 
The ridiculous legend which the natives relate to explain the 
origin of these isolated hills bears a resemblance to the tales of 
property, another kind of Paganism, respecting angels carrying 
to Italy the house of the lady of Loreto. The Popish tale is well 
known; the Pagan one is, that these hills formerly constituted a 
part of the Himalaya, at which time they were inhabited by 
numerous Rishis, who dug the caves, now found in them. They 
were taken up bodily, ascetics and all, by Mahabir Hanuman, 
with other masses of rock, to build the bridge of Rama, but, by 
some accident, were allowed to drop in their passage through 
the air, when they alighted in their present position. 


The summit of the highest rock, is crowned by a neat stone 
temple of modern construction, sacred to the worship of 
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Parasnath; all round, and in the neighbourhood of which, are 
strewed a quantity of images of the Nirvanas, or naked figures 
worshipped by the Jain sect, executed chiefly in the gray chlorite 
slate rock. At the back of these temples, a highly remarkable 
terrace is shown, called the Deo Sabha, or assembly of gods, 
which is covered with numberless antique-looking stone piltars 
or temples in miniature; some standing, others lying on the 
ground, about two or three feet long, having on each of the four 
sides, a figure of the naked Jain deity rudely sculpture. The 
place is still frequented by the Jain or Parwar merchants of 
Cuttack, who assemble here in numbers, once every year, to 
hold a festival of their religion. 


(vi) LUNGARAJ TEMPLE . 


The temple of Lingaraj at Bhobaneser is both the finest monument 
of antiquity which the province contains, and likewise 
indisputably the most ancient. It took forty-three years to build 
it, and local tradition as well as the histories of the country, 
concur in fixing the date of its completion, as A.D. 657. We have 
no particular accounts of the period and causes of the decline of 
the city Bhobaneser and the worship of Mahadeo. Nearly all 
expect the great temple, have been long since completely 
deserted; and the establisiment keep up their, is on a very small 
and adequate scale, under the patronage of he Khurda Rajas, 
whose ancestors granted all the lands and endowments, by 
which the Brahmins attached to it now subsist! It is occasionally 
Nisited by the Bengalee pilgrims on their way to Jagannath, and 
every year, at the Sheo Ratri, a considerable collection of Desi, 
or country pilgrims, are gathered together under its walls, to 


hold a mela or fair. 


The ruins of two extensive palaces, beionging to the Rajas of 
the Kesari line, are shown at or near Bhobaneser. There is likewise 


a very superb tank, lying north of temple, called the Bindu Sagar, 
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which forms a conspicuous object in the scenery of the place, 
and another, faced with stone, on the east, remarkable for its 
being bordered all round with rows of small antique looking 
temples, about thirty on a side, just large enough to contain the 
human figure in a sitting posture, in which sixty female ascetics, 
who had devoted themselves to the worship of Devi, are said to 
have lived and died many ages back. Amongst the curiosities 
of the environs, the attention of the visitors is generally directed 
to a huge figure of the lingam, forty feet in height, at the temple 
of Bhaskresar Mahadeo. It is formed of a single shaft of 
sandstone, situated partly in a subterranean vault, and part rising 
into the center of a great tower, of the usual form, which is said 
to have been built round this impure and degrading object of 


worship, after it had been set up and consecrated. 
(vii) Description of Fort Barabati 


“The only monument of the Gajpati Rajas which their ancient 
capital exhibits, is the Fortress of Barabati, built probably in the 
14*® century by Raja Anang Bhim Deo, the last of the independent 
sovereigns of Orissa. Others refer it back to a period as early as 
the times of the Kesari dynasty. How-so-ever that point may 
stand, its square sloping towers or bastions, and general style, 
bespeak in a Hindu origin. The Mahamadan or Maratha 
governors added a round bastion at the north-western angle 
and constructed the great arched gateway in the east face, which 
alterations are alluded to in a Persian inscription, giving for the 
date of the repairs and additions, the year 1750 A.D. The fort has 
double walls built of stone, the inner of which enclose a 
rectangular area of 2,150 by 1,800 feet. From the centre of the fort 
rises a huge square bastion or cavalier supporting a flag-staff. 
This feature, combined with the loftiness of the battlements on 
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the river-face, gives to the edifice an imposing castellated 


appearance; so much so that the whole, when seen from the 


opposite bank of the Mahanadi, presented to the imagination of 
M. LaMotte, who travelled through the province in 1767 A.D., 


some resemblance to Windsor Castle.”

A battle took place at Budhapank between the Rajas of Angul 
and Dhenkanal. 


Buxi Jagabandhu arrived at Cuttack on 27" May. He signed 


* an agreement that he would not leave Cuttack without 


permission. He was given pension of Rs 100/- per month 
which was later enhanced to Rs 150/-. Baraju Paikray, the 


° Bebarta of the Raja of Nayagarh and Waz Mohammad, the 


Sirastadar (Brother of Fatch Mahomed) were rewarded Rs 
2000/- and 1000/- respectively for persuading Buxi to 
surrender. One year’s tribute of Raja of Nayagarh was 
also remitted for the same cause. Jagabandhu died on 24" 
‘January 1829. 
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As per accounts of a Christian Mission during Car festival in 
July 2,25,000 pilgrims came to Puri and Rs 2,60,000/- was 
realised as tax. 

Jagannath Road was completed fully (except major bridges) 
from Balasore to Puri. The work was initiated in 1812. 


Rev. A. Sutton came to Cuttack with family. He worked in 
Orissa till 1851. His grave is in Gorakabar at Cuttack. (d. 
August 1854) | 

On 11 November, Andrew Sterling, from Fort William 
wrote to Pakenham, Commissioner of Orissa on VIP pilgrims: 
Gossain Damodarjee Maharaj of Sri nathdwar of Mewar being about 
to leave the presidency, in which he has met with a highly favourable 
reception from the Governor General, is in progress to Juggernath. 
You will find manifest in him every degree of civility and attention, 
suitable to the respectability of his character and the high esteem in 
which he is held by a large class of our Hindoo subjects. The 
Governor General exempted him and his one hundred followers from 
payment of pilgrim tax. 

1826 Krushna Chandra Bhramarabar, a close associate of Buxi 

Jagabandhu surrendered to the British on 3" January. He 
was granted pension of Rs 50/- per month. This was 
subsequently raised to Rs 100/- per month. 
On 2™ January W. Wilkinson, Joint Magistrate of Khurda 
proposed to J. Pakenham, officiating Commissioner, Cuttack 
to reward the following persons in effecting surrender of 
Dewan Keshan Chunder Bhowarbar (Krushnachandra 
Bhramarabar):— 


1) Syam Doonder Bhunj (Shyam Sundar Bhanj) Rs 500/- 

2) Raghub Patnik Rs 500/- 

3) Hem Pershad Roy, Darogha of Khoorda Rs 500/- 

4) Sheik S adik Ali- Sherastadar of joint magistrates office Rs 500/- 
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Until this year the force was deployed in all the areas affected 
by rebellion. 


Poet Haribandhu Bebarta Patnaik was born in 
Paralakhemundi. His composition Haribandhu Padyabali 
was first published in 1936 at Gajapati Press, Parala.(d. 
1896) 


Rangalal Bandopdhaya was bom in Naida district of Bengal 
(now in Bangaladesh). He was deputy collector in Orissa 
for a good period. He has written many articles on Orissa, 
Oriya culture in Bengali Magazines. He is the first critic of 
Rasakallol of poet Dinakrishna Das. It was published in 1864 
in magazine Rahasya Sandarv. (see 1739) 

In Cuttack district, a widow refrained herself from 
committing Sutee even after ascending the funeral pile of 
wood of the pyre. In another case a widow aged seventeen 
years was forcibly dragged by a Bengali Brahmin who threw 
her into the funeral pyre. 


One Laxmipriya of Karan caste of Puri committed Sutee 
on the 11® March where the police was not informed. So the 
heirs entered into penal engagement of paying Rs 100/- as 
fine and agreed not to consummate further sacrifice without 
giving prior notice to the police. 

Boud was finally ceded to British Government by Madhabji 
Bhonsale (Appa Saheb). 


Rev. A Sutton, Missionary at Cuttack, describes what he 
witnessed during a great swell of the river Kathajodi and 
Konark Sun temple. Flood of River Kathajodi at Cuttack he 
writes, - 


I. Flood of River Kathajodi at Cuttack. 


“In a few days the Cajori has risen from an insignificant stream 
to a river as large as the Thames. This rise is principatly occasioned 
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by the torrents of water which pour down the celebrated Blue 
Mountains, which we can see very plainly, though many of them 
are at a great distance. These torrents are again augmented by 
several rivers overflowing their banks and uniting with the regular 
stream. Trees of all sizes are seen floating down the stream, with 
the utmost rapidity, towards the sea, and the poorer classes of 
people are busy enough swimming after them; some go an 
amazing distance before they can overtake them, or get sufficient 
command over the force of the current, to get them ashore. It is 
very amusing and picturesque scene from our verandah, (from 
our friend Peggs’ house). The river rises to an alarming height, it 
is now within an inch of overflowing the embankments opposite 
to our house; the people begin to grow much alarmed, and 
numbers are watching the rise or decline of the water. The country 
on the other side of the river is inundated for a considerable 
distance, and I have heard and seen that many houses have 
been washed away, and in some cases inhabitants and cattle 
altogether; several roofs of houses have been seen floating down 
the river with the families on the top of the thatch, and have thus 
been saved. A sacrifice has been offered today by some people 
of the shoe making caste, for the purpose of appeasing the wrath 
of theriver, which they imagine, is angry with them, and threatens 
to deluge the town. It was a long unmeaning piece of business; 
the man set out from his house, extended by a great concourse 
of people, accompanied by the usual wretched apology for a 
band of music. A black he-goat of about a year old headed the 
procession, then the music, next the priest and offering a basket 
consisting of sweetmeats, little omaments such as paltry rings, 
necklaces, etc, and a looking-glass for the goddess, some red 
powder, different sorts of fruits, a remnant of red, and another of 
yellow, silk, some rice, spices, combs, and several other trifling 
articles. The man threw himself in the dust every step from his 
house to the river, he every time lay flat on his face, muttered 
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something, often knocked his head and arms; of course, he 
proceeded but very slowly. When they arrived at the waterside, 
the Brahmin first arranged the articles, then kindled a small fire, 
into which he threw incense the whole time of the ceremony; he 
afterwards went through the tedious formulas of presenting of 
offerings, sanctifying the offer and his family by touching their 
foreheads, pouring water into their hands, etc.; five lamps were 
then lit and waved before the river, the people took some grains 
of rice, and other trifles, after they had been sanctified, and 
threw them into the river, they then lay down flat on their faces, 
and worshipped the river. The principal offer was in such a state 
of perturbation that he was obliged to be supported; his knees 
trembled like Belshazzar’s. The principal parts of the ornaments 
were then placed on a plantain-tree stage and let down into the 
water, but the sweetmeats were taken away, I suppose, by the 
Brahmin. The things floated for some distance down the river 
before they were upset; some red and yellow powder was then 
smeared on the head of the goat, the man then presented it to 
the goddess, and when all was ready, a man with a sword severed 
the head from the body at a stroke, the blood was then poured in 
the river, and afterwards both head and body were thrown in 
after it. The struggling body appeared for a few moments, and 
then sunk; the people shouted their deafening hurre bol, saying 
it was well done, and dispersed. All night the people were 
assembled on the river banks with torches, etc, but the river 
began to decline the next day, the rain having ceased on the 
mountains. The alarm then subsided, and the people were 
satisfied that the goddess had been duly propitiated.

Rev. A. Sutton thus describes this Pagoda: “I set off to the 
Black Pagoda about half a cuss distance, where I expected to 
meet with a great many people, and get a sight of this ancient

monument of idolatry and was not disappointed, except in having 
my expectation far exceeded. There was a very large assembly of 
people sitting round about the temple, and quite at liberty. This 
is by far the best spot for missionary purposes, and would amply 
repay the trouble of an excursion another year. I preached to the 
people in different places and distributed the remainder of my 
books to very eager applicants. I had entertained the mistaken 
idea that Hinduism originally was comparatively a pure system 
to what we see it in our day; and if any one entertains the same 
opinion, I would recommend to visit the Black Pagoda on the 
Orissa coast. Here is one of the oldest temples in Indja, so old, 
that no account can be given of its origin or antiquity; the natives 
believe, and told me repeatedly, it was the work of the gods. It is 
very magnificent in many respects. The craving in stone and 
marble work, is laboured and various to an astonishing extent; 
but this skill and cost is principally bestowed on figures the 
most beastly that can be conceived, and altogether, presents a 
mass of obscenity which beggars all descriptions! The temple 
is now little better than a heap of ruins. The idol, they told me, 
was stolen away, and it is now at liberty for any one’s minutest 
inspection. On my entering it, the stench was extremely 
disagreeable, occasioned by the swarms of bats, bears, and other 
noxious creatures, which had taken up their abode in the holy 
place. It must have been a noble building once. The stones of 
which the interior is built are many of them of an immense size, 
and excited my wonder and admirations how the Hindus could 
have managed them. I measured one on which I stood, that lay 
clear of the heap, and on my return home found to be twelve feet 
long, and nearly the same girth. This stone had fallen with the 
inner roof or dome, and I have no reason whatever to suppose it 
one of the largest. The temple however served me for a very 
different purpose to that for which it was originally intended; 
for, as there were many people inside looking about, our 
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conservation led me to discourse at some length on the universal 
destruction of idolatry, and the spread of the glorious soul- 
restoring gospel of the Son of God. They listened with attention, 
and seemed to think, I spoke the truth. I was afterwards struck at 
the idea of making a preaching-house of an idol’s temple. Before 
I left I clambered nearly to the top of this mass of obscenity. One 
of the beastly representations over which I crawled, and which 
had fallen down was large as life and that was many others like 
it.”

Sambalpur Gadjats comprising of seven States called second 
group came to British sway. These States are Sambalpur 
Bamara, Bonai, Gangapur, Patana, Rairakhol and Sonepur. 
The British Government granted Sanands to these States in 
1827. 


Baba Sadhusundar Das called a meeting on 10 October 
which was attended by Christian Missionaries for the first 
time. Altogether 5000 people attended the meeting from 
different places. He convinced the gathering, on matters of 
politics, religion and society, citing examples from the 
scriptures like Bhagabat Geeta, Mahavarata and Bible. 
However, he admitted that divine truth exists in the teaching 
of Christ whom he admired as the saviour of mankind. But 
he showed no inclination to give up his ancestral faith. (see 
1720). 


The name of Maharaja Sukhamay Ray (founder of Poshta 
Royal Famuly) of Calcutta is commemorated by an inscription 
on a bridge three miles from Puri, which says: “The late 
Maharaja Sukhamay Ray of Calcutta having presented a lakh and a 
half Rupees towards the construction of this road and the bridges 
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on it, the Governor General -in- Council has ordered this inscription 
on a stone to be set up to mark his generosity and renown. Date 1826 
A.D.” Sukhamay Ray died in 1811. His five sons spent the 
money as per the wish of their father. The road was 
constructed from Ulubedia to Puri. (see 1810) 


Mahima Gosain appeared at Puri. He was a young man then. 
He is said to be the founder of Alekh Dharma. He died in 
1876 at Joranda, Dhenkanal. 

1827 Berhampur (Ganjam) was first visited by Baptist Missionary. 
Hanuman Kabichandara Rajguru writer of Radhashyam 
Koili, Kishore Koili, was born in village Brahmanchhai near 
Pittala of Ganjam district. His poems are compiled in Raygiru 

* Padyabali. (d.1891) 
People of Tapang revolted against the British rule under the 
leadership of Samant Madhab Chandra Routray, Dalbehera 
of Tapang. A seven-day long war continued with British. 


Finally the Dalbehera was pardoned and released from 
confinement.(see 1835) 


Two slave girls burnt themselves when the Raja of Patia 
died. The Rani became Sutee in a funeral pit with the dead 
body of her husband and the slave girls jumped into another 
pit with a symbol of the Raja. 


Six persons were killed in the tributary State of Nayagarh in 
November. Although interference in the internal management 
of the tributary State was to be avoided as far as possible, 
the Commissioner intended to institute an enquiry. The 
Commissioner felt that if enquiry was not done, that would 
mean to say acknowledgment of the power of life and 
death vested in the hands of Rajas of tributary Mahals. 


Maharaja Sai died issueless. His Maharani Mohan Kumari 
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became the Queen of Sambalpur. She continued till 9" 
October 1833. (see 1833,1821) 


Southward continuation of Orissa trunk road from Cuttack 
to Ganjam and onwards to South India was started via 
Chandaka, Khurda and the western shores of Chilika lake. 
Previously from Puri to Ganjam and onwards to South India 
followed a narrow strip of land between the Chilika lake and 
the sea. Travelling had been rather cumbersome on this track 
and the soil consisted of sand. 


Bichitrananda Das was bom in village Kantabania of Cuttack 
district. Fakir Mohan Senapati has mentioned about him in 
his autobiography. He was a Sirastadar in the Collectorate 
of Cuttack. He did a lot to destroy the plan of Bengalis to 
smash Oriya language. He was prime member of Cuttack 
Printing Company. He is the prime man of Cuttack printing 
company and carriage company. He wrote some books for 
school students. Cuttack College was established at his 
initiation. (d.2.08.1875) 


Gangadhar Sarangi, a Brahmin was the first Oriya to be 
baptized on 23" March by Bampton. He wrote many poems 
on Christian religion .Some of his compositions are published 
in Dharam Geet of Pitar Mohanty in 1895. (d. 1866) 


Thomas Pekenham, the Collector of Cuttack remained as 
officiating Commissioner after Blunt quit the office. 

A thief was put to death by the Raja of Nayagarh. He claimed 
the right to exercise the power of life and death in such cases. 
Though the claim was disallowed, it was not considered 
expedient to punish him as a consequence of undefined extent 
of the authority vested in the chieftains. 


Lord William Bentick, the Governor General (1828-35) made 
a mention in his minutes that, ‘*H.M. Pigou (who was very anxious 
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to abolish the practice of Sutee), the Magistrate of Cuttack district, 
whose interference was strong and his course of action, although 
most human, was properly arrested as being illegal by the 
Commissioner Thomas Pakenham’. 


History of Orissa written by G Toynbee was published. The 
book gives a vivid account of British administration in Orissa. 
Some extracts of the book are furnished : 


1. Scarcity in 1806 — Failure of rains 


These measures gave temporary relief to the inhabitants, but in 
the following year (1806) , the grain market appears to have been 

* tighter than ever, owing to the total failure of the rains between 
17® September and 18® November, and the consequent loss of 
crops. The complaints and remonstrance of the military 
authorities became more frequent in number and almost offensive 
on tone. 


The Magistrate, in despair, ordered that all the grain brought 
into the town should be sold at the public market only, and 
police were stationed at the various Ghats to enforce this order. 
This measure, however, only defeated itself and played into the 
hands of the dandidars and beparis, who gave out that the 
Magistrate intended to seize and confiscate all the grain brought 
into the town and distribute to the troops gratis. The Zamindars 
were also ordered to send in supplies from the interior. These 
measures were severely condemned by the Governor-General in 
Council, and their future discontinuance insisted on. 


2. Scarcity of 1807 — Floods 


In July of the following year (1807) the usual lightness of the 
grain market was enhanced by exceedingly high floods, which 
cut off temporarily communication between Cuttack and the 
interior. The usual recriminations ensued between the civil and 
military authorities, and the latter seem to have somewhat 
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exaggerated the difficulties of the situation. In a report to 
Government dated 6” July 1807, the Collector says: “The town 
of Cuttack depends chiefly on the wholesale dealers or beparis 
for supplies of grain, so that when the intercourse is obstructed 
by temporary inundation, the troops and inhabitants are forced 
to purchase from the moodis or retailers. The price is 
consequently enhanced, and the augmentation producing a 
degree of discontent, the existence of a scarcity is industriously 
circulated and stubbornly believed.” The pressure was always 
greatest during the months of July, August, and September, on 
account of the difficulties of transit from the interior, and also 
because the zamindars and mofussil mahajans were unwilling to 
dispose of their surplus produce until safety was assured of the 
crop then on the ground. 


3. Churaman Canal 


Only one other public work of any great importance was 
undertaken between 1803 and 1828. This was the Churaman 
Canal, which was designed for the transport of salt from the 
Dhamrah and other arranges to Churaman, whence it was shipped 
to the Calcutta sadr golas direct. It was commenced in June 1825 
under the superintendence of a Mr Schultz, who was succeeded 
by a Mr Pennington. The difficulty of procuring coolies was 
more than the European superintendents could overcome, and 
the work was therefore finished, as far as it went by a native 
contractor about 1826 when the project appears to have been 
abandoned and left unfinished. It was repaired from time to time, 
but is now for the most part silted up, and a bound was been 
built across it at Mandari, two miles south of Churaman. 


4. Embankments 


The early records give but little information on this important 
subject. It is clear, however, that from that time immemorial the 
cost of keeping up embankments (or the “pulbandi abwab”) had 
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been included in the jama payable by zamindars, and that the 
repairs had been executed, when executed at all, solely by them 
and apparently without any interference on the part of the 
Government in power for the time being. At the close of each 
year the Maratha Government allowed a deduction from the jama 
on account of the repairs executed during the year: whether or 
not they took any measures to ascertain exactly what sums had 
been spent by the camindars on these repairs, is not clear. It is 
probable that they left the matter solely in their hands, trusting 
that self-interest would lead them to carry out their engagements 
and responsibilities, at least as regarded their own estates. 


«When we took the province in 1803 the control and repairs of 
the most important embankments were at once taken in hand by 
Government, but at the zamindars’ expense. The minor 
embankments appear to have been left under the sole charge of 
the zamindars. It would appear that they had been in the habit 
of willfully ignoring their responsibilities and letting the 
embankments fall into disrepair. 


Ina petition to Government in 1808, they complain of the increased 
cost of the Government supervision, and that higher rates are 
given than those at which they could get the work done. This is 
explained by the fact that whenever they did any repair at all, 
they compelled their riots to turn out and work either for nothing 
or at very inadequate rates of payment. They begged that the 
repairs might again be entrusted to them, and a deduction made 
on this account from their jama, as was the practice under the 
Marathas. This request was not complied with. 


5. Present condition of the Fort at Cuttack 


There is but little in the present appearance of the fort which 
answers to the above description. The Public Works Department 
have converted this fine building into an unsightly series of 
earthen mounds, and the ground within the moat into a wilderness 
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of stone-pits. The stones composing the walls of the moat which 
surrounds the fort are now being used to build a hospital. Some 
of the fort stones were, I believe, used for the lighthouse at 
False Point and for other public buildings; the dust of the rest is 
shaken off our feet against us on the station roads. The “great 
arched gateway of the eastern face,” as Sterling calls it, and a 
fine old mosque, called after Fatteh Khan Raham, are almost the 
only objects of antiquarian interest which remain intact. The 
fact of many interesting ruins in the province has unhappily 
been similar. 


Of Mr La Motte, who travelled through the province in A.D. 
1767, some resemblance to the west side of Windsor Castle. No 
traces of the famous palace of Raja Mukund Deo, nine stories in 
height, mentioned in the Ayin Akberi, are to be found within the 
walls of Barabati fort, out of the fragments of sculptured cornices, 
&c., which have been dug up at different times, and more 
especially a massive candelabra, or a pillar furnished with 
branches for holding lights, formed of the fine gray indurate 
chlorite or pot stone, are probably the remains of some large and 
splendid edifices. 


The only Mahommedan monuments worthy of notice at the 
capital, is a small neat mosque built by Ikram Khan, a governor 
during Aurangzeb’s reign, towards the centre of the town; and 
the Kadam Rasool, an antique looking edifice standing in the 
midst of a fine garden, which contains certain relics of the prophet 
commissioned from Mecca by the Newab Nazim Shujaa ud Din 
Khan, or his son Mohammed Taki Khan, the latter of whom lies 
buried within the enclosure. The Mogul and Marhatta Subadars 
always resided in the place of the Lal Bagh on the banks of the 
Cajori, which we must suppose to be the Stately Court of 
Malcandy, described by Mr. Cartwright, who visited the 
“Governor of Coteke” in 1632, though there are no traces of 
splendor remaining to warrant the high wrought description of 
the palace, given in Burton’s narration. 
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The town contains a population of about 40,000 souts, residing 
in 8,512 houses, exclusive of cantonments, amongst which are 
several fine mansions of stone that betonged formerly to the 
Gosain and Parwar merchants, who engrossed all the trade and 
principal official employments of the province under the 
Marhattas. It is divided into a number of Mehallas and Bazars, 
named after the Sirdars, who founded, or the trades or classes 
residing principally in them, as the Tatar Khan, Ali Shah; Uria, 
Telinga, etc, Bazar. The Chandni Chouk is a fine broad street, 
consisting of neat stone houses, disposed with much regularity, 
but owes its respectable appearance chiefly to European 
interference. There is, of course, no deficiency of small modern 
temples in and about the town, amongst which that dedicated to 
Seeta Ram is the most conspicuous both in size and form; and 
from its existence having been officially recognized by the British 
Regulations. Reg. XII. 1805. Sec. xox.

The Commissioner of Cuttack Mr Thomas Pakenham 
received order from higher authority to dismantle the existing 
Barabati Fort and use its stones in False Point light house 
and P.W.D. works. In 1829 the dismantling was stopped. 


Bansiballav Goswami (Das), writer of Moghul Tamasa was 
born in village Samgata in Bhadrak. His other works are 
Bheel Tamasa, Radha Krishna Tamasa, Chouda Tamasa, 
Yogi Tamasa, Fakir Tamasa, Lolin Majabie Tamasa etc. 
(see 1981) 


Nabakalebar festival of Lord Jagannath at Puri was celebrated. 
Government sanctioned Rs 5.500“- tor this purpose. Last 
Nabakalebar was celebrated in 1809. 


On 23" October, Orissa was divided into three coastal 
districts of Cuttak, Puri and Balasore. Prior to this, Cuttack 
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was the only district in whole of Orissa. Each district was 
divided into sub-divisions in 1829. These three districts 
remained a part of Bengal till 1912. Henry Ricketts. 
R.Hunter and W. Wilkinson were the first Collectors and 
Magistrates of Balasore, Cuttack and Puri districts 
respectively. These officers were from Bengal Civil Service. 
Building for Cuttack Collectorate was constructed by the 
side of river Kathajodi during this year. This building was 
demolished in 1960 and a new one was constructed. (see 
1816, 1821, 1829) 


During the period of Jadunath Bhanja (1828-63 AD), Raja 
of Mayurbhanja, a separate estate was constituted called 
‘The Kolhan Government Estate’ in order to bring the 
revolting Kolhas under the direct control of Government 
taking four pirs from Mayurbhanja namely Thai, Barbharia, 
Anla and Lalagarh. 

On 10*® December when Bawan Patnaik of Cuttack thana 
died, his widow aged 65 years, after entering into the funeral 
pit attempted twice to escape and she escaped on the second 
time, with the help of police officers present there. But with 
severe burns she succumbed to death on the very night. 


Buxi Jagabandhu died at Cuttack on 24" January. Governor 
General restored the Killa of Rorung to Gopinath Bidyadhar, 
minor son of Buxi Jagabandhu. But he preferred pension of 
Rs 100/- per month to the moiety amount of Malikana from 
the Killa. 


On 2™ February, the first Boarding school was established 
at Cuttack. Mrs Lecy mentioned that they took 12 East- 
Indian children and the rest were orphans. 

Gourhari Parichha was born in Paralakhemundi. Gourahari 


Padyabali, his collection of works was published in 1910 
from Gajapati Press, Parala. The poet authored hundreds of 
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Choupadis. His important work is Laxman Chandroday 
Grantha. (d. 1927) 


The estate of Paralakhemundi was attached by British Govt 
and placed under Court of Wards. The Zamindar Jagannath 
Gajapati Narayan Dev along with his tributary hill chiefs rose 
in revolt, but he was ultimately overpowered in 1835 after 
his forts were occupied one after another. 


George Stockwell became the Superintendent of Tributary 
Mahals. 


On 20® April, Raja of Ranpur with 200 Paiks plundered 
five villages of Nayagarh State claiming that these five villages 
were taken by the Raja of Nayagarh forty years back. The 
Superintendent of Tributary Mahals intervened and fined Rs 
10,000/- to Raja of Ranpur. (Rs 5000/ to Government and 
Rs 5000/- to Raja of Nayagarh) 


Indians were allowed to the membership of Asiatic Society 
of Bengal although it was founded in 1784. Prasanna Kumar 
Tagore, Dwarakanath Tagore, Russamay Dutta and Ram 
Kamal Sen were enrolled. Rajendralal Mitra (b.16.02.1822) 
could become the President of the Society in 1885. (see 1784, 
1936) 


H.Brownlaw, the acting Magistrate of Puri using his veto 
on the committing of Sutee rites on 30" July dispersed the 
mob, ordered the dead-body to be burnt and returned the 
widow to the custody of her father. 


The determination of the Government to abolish the practice 
of Sutee led to the introduction of Regulation XVII of 1829. 
The Regulation prohibited the practice throughout the 
provinces subject to the British Rule. This was favourably 
received in Madras and was passed under Regulation-I of 
1830 under the Governorship of Stephen Rumbold 
Lushington for abolishing Sutee in the Madras Presidencv. 
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Cuttack was made the 19* Commissionerate of Bengal 
Presidency comprising Puri, Cuttack, Khurda, Balasore, 
Medinapur, Nuagoan and Hijli. The Commissioner was to 
concurrently function as the ex-Officio Superintendent of the 
Tributary Manhals. 


On 4® December, by a regulation of Bengal Government a 
resolution was issued to prohibit Sutee in British India. 
Thereby the Hindu-widows including child-widows were 
saved from burning in their husbands’ pyres. 


Jharsuguda estate was newly created taking 13 villages. Its 
Zamindar Ranjit Singh revolted when Narayan Singh was 
proposed to be the Raja of Sambalpur. He along with his 
son Gobind Singh were imprisoned. Six rebel leaders namely 
Shukru Jamadar, Jagabandhu, a clerk in the Zamindary, Biju 
Dafadar, Dambaru Kandh, Rahu Biswal and Narasingh 
Gatwal were hanged, besides many other jailed. In 1849 
when Sambalpur was annexed to British empire, Ranjit Singh 
and his son Gobinda were released. 


One of the descendants of Major General Stewart took the 
rock inscription and stone idols of temples of Bhubaneswar 
from Calcutta to London and auctioned. James Bridge 
purchased those items and in 1872 presented to British 
Museum. Another rock inscription collected from Orissa is 
now in Royal Society of London. 


The peasants of Nilgiri, a feudatory’State revolted against 
the oppression of the Raja. 


Shyam Sundar Narendra, the Raja of Dhenkanal died. A 
serious palace murder took place for the succession of 
Gaddi. His widowed queens Kundan Devi and Pitabas Devi 
quarrelled among themselves to rule the State. The former, 
with the help of the British, imprisoned the latter and put her 
in jail at Cuttack and subsequently sent to Medinapur jail. 
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The Tributary Mahal was attached till 1847 when Bhagirathi 
Mahendra Bahadur was seated upon the Gaddi. 


Poet Satyabadi Samantaray was born (C.1830) at Poda 
Saranakula (Now Hariharapur no. 2 of Nayagarh district). 
He wrote Seeta Vilash Kavya in Sa Anuprasa [starting 
with the word Sa} in 57 Chhandas (chapters). The poet, 
during his life time completed 55 Chhandas and remaining 
two Chhandas were written by his younger brother (cousin) 
Brajabandhu Patnaik. In 1977 the book was published by 
Culture and Tourism Department edited by Pramila Mishra. 
The poet died in 1889. 


Sheonath is the first Adivasi of resistance movement. He 
collected 200 Adivasis and attacked the prison at Sambalpur 
and rescued Jaidev Babu a leader. 


Bhagirathi Mahindra Bahadur became the Raja of Dhenkanal. 
He, created ‘Debottar Department’ for management of 
temples. He made many reforms in granting lands to Brahmins 
and other deities of the State. He created a good impression 
at British Government level for his interest in developing 
education and writing school books.(d.1877) (see 1867) 


Poet Krushnakanta Das was born at Mangalpur of Soro 
police station. In 2001 his collection of works has been 
published being edited by Prof. Prahalad Charan Mohanty. 
(d.1997) 


The Commissioner and Superintendent of the Orissa Tributary 
mahals (Gadjat States) reported: ‘All the works of the Zamindars 
whether repairing his residence or building a fort is done by forced 
labour, so many days labour being apportioned to each village, from 
which people come with, provisions calculated to the last period of 


their being occupied’.

1831 On 12th January Jaganmohan Ray was born. He was an 
overseer in P.W.D (Barika Mastari Bibhaga), Clerk in 
Collectorate and later became Dy Collector. He is one of 
the founders of Cuttack Printing Company. He worked with 
Gouri Sankar Ray, and Bichitrananda Das for the upliftment 
of Oriya language.(d. 1898) 


Kabisurya Baladev Rath, the famous poet joined as manager 
of Parala estate being appointed by Mr Robert Beward, 
Collector of Ganjam. The estate was under Court of Wards 
then.(see 1835) 

Engula Biraswami, a Tamil pilgrim on his way to Kasi on 
pilgrimage, visited Orissa. He toured in Ganjam district from 
27.6.1831 to 3.7.1831. His description on Ganjam district 
was published in Utkal Prasanga of July 1976. 


Odiya Vyakaran Upakramanika (An introductory grammar 
of Oriya language) by Amos Sutton was published , which is 
the first Oriya grammar book. 

Bisoyee rebellion was started in Parala Zamindari against the 
appointment of Padmanav Deo, a member of Royal family 
of Tekkali to the post of Dewan, who seized some of the 
Bisoyees who opposed him. G. Kistnama Dora and some of 
his relatives were chief leaders of the rebellion. (see 1832) 


Raghunath Singh (1831-63) became the Raja of Dharakote. 
He wrote RamaLeela which is known as Dharakot 
Ramaleela in Ganjam district. Raghunath Singh, in his above 
composition, mentioned that he was a descedant of Nala 
dynasty of history. (see 480 A.D) (d. 1863) 


1832 Lavanya Leelavati written by Pura Patnaik was copied 
from the original palm -leaf manuscript. The period of the 
poet is attributed to the second half of 18" century. 
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Raghunath Bhanja, Raja of Ghumusar constructed a royal 
Fort in old Ghumusar Garh (Modern Banapalli village). The 
Ghumusar Garh was the capital of the Bhanjas for four 
hundred years prior to Kulad. 


The first recorded Durga puja in the state has been done 
this year at Kaji Bazar area of Cuttack town. It is believed 
that Durga puja in Cuttack was started by Bengali families 
who had settled in Orissa, particularly at Cuttack. 


George Russel, the first Member of Board of Revenue was 
appointed as Special Commissioner on 11* December. He 
crushed the Bissoi rebellion of Parala severely. Two Bisois 
of Rayagada were hanged al ‘ne ‘wth 13 other fighters, (May 
15), whilst 103 of the town peons were sent to Vellore as 
State prisoners. 25 other fighters had been previously 
sentenced to transportation for life by the Special 
Commissioner, sitting at Chikkakol. As per report of George 
Russel, the names of the dangerous rebels were Ramakrishna 
Badakumar, Ramakrushna Badadalai, Purosottam, Raghu, 
Gurunal Sabar, Baraja Mandala, Sibaram Bisoyee, Dasarathi 
Jena, Narayana, Nilakhantha and Uvan Singh. 


1833 The first Christian Bustee at Cuttack came into being at 
Peltan Sahi. The second one of its type was at Cuttack 
Chandi Chhak. 

Land settlement rule was changed, by which the Govt dues 
would be 2/3" of the amount collected from Royats after 
deducting expenditure on collection. While assessing land 
revenue, agricultural conditions, position of land and past 
history would have to be taken into consideration. 

Oriya poet Maheswar Kabi Chandra was born in Kharsuan 
of Singhbhum district. He wrote Kirti Sara. (d.1882) 

Robert Hunter succeeded G.Stockwell as the 
Superintendent of Tributary Mahals. 
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Gobinda Chandra Patnaik, a co-worker of Fakir Mohan 
Senapati in editing Balasore Sambad Vahika, was born at 
Balasore. He wrote Barna Vijnan part I & 11 for school 
students which were published in 1868. He also translated 
many school books from Bengali for the same purpose. 
(d.1893) 


Dhananjaya Bhanja, the Raja of Ghumusar purchased 
Soroda Zamindari (estate) in auction at Rs 8,000/- 


The South-West frontier Agency was created and it continued 
till 1853. Originally Boud, Athamalik, Bonai, Gangpur, 
Keonjhar and Pal-Lahara belonged to this agency. 


On 9® October widowed queen Mohan Kumari was 
dethroned from Sambalpur and Narayan Singh, uncle of the 
Zamindar of Barapalli was made Maharaja. On 13" October 
1849, Narayan died issue less .(see 1818,1821) 


In November, Mahadev, a native Oriya Christian married 
the daughter of Krupasindhu, a the then low caste Hindu. 
This was the first of its kind. Amos Sutton was invited to 
attend the marriage. 


Poet Kabisurya Baladev Rath, Manager of Paralakhemundi 
was removed from Dewanship (managership) by George 
Russel, senior Member of Madras Revenue Board on charge 
of inability to suppress Praja Andolan (the rebellion of the 
subjects). (see 1831) 

Leela Ramayan written by Kesab Patnaik was completed. 
Its first edition was published by Pandit Nilakantha Rath of 
Banpur with the patronage of Parala Maharaja K.C. Narayan 
Gajapati. The poet also authored Chhanda Bharat, a 
voluminous work. 


Governor General of Bengal became the Governor 
General of India. Upto this year, the whole of Benga) 
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presidency was directly administered by the Governor General 
of Bengal-in-Council. In 1854 he was relieved of direct 
administration of Bengal and a Lt Governor was appointed 
for the Bengal presidency. 


Padmavati Haran a drama was staged in village Khadag 
Prasad of Dhenkanal district. It has been mentioned by 
Dr Suniti Kumar Chatterji in his research book in Bengali 
that Oriya dramas had been written prior to 1834. 


Poet and writer Kapileswar Vidyabhusan Nanda Sharma, 
who worked as a teacher at Cuttack Normal School was: 
born at village Sundarpada, Bhubaneswar. He is a noted 
scholar who translated the Mahavarata into polished Oriya 
language and the entire lot was published. Some of his works 
out of many are: Ramvilasa, Jyotisa Sara, Kapila Samhita, 
Swarnadi Mahodaya, Nandikalarudra, Sankar Leela, 
Tripura Mohini Harana, Nala Charita, Suchitra Bharata 
(18 volumes), Chhanda Bharata (18 volumes) Rukmini 
Vilas, Chhanda Ramayan (7 Volumes), Siba Geeta, 

Brahmabaibarta Purana, Sudhichandrika, Sri Ganesh 
Sahasra Nama, Patitapabanstaka, O Sri Ganesh Stotra, 

Aditya Hrudaya, Chamtkar Chandrika, Pasanda Dalana, 

Mukundamala, Betal Panchabinsati, Sukavilas, Pandita 
Sarbaswa, Dhagamala, Sarira Veda Bhajanmala and 
many school books such as Sutradhara Vyakarana, 

Bodhankura, Nitipatha, Anka Sikshya, Varna Sikshya, 

Chatasali Patha etc. (d.1902) 


On 22" February three Bisoyees were hanged to death by 
George Russel, the Special Commissioner. They were (1) 
Kamanaleh, Bisoyee of Royagudda (ii) Gopinath Patnaik, 
Curnum of Gundahuycottah (iii) Jogcdoo Dundassee of 
Gaurabendah; Ramanha, Bisoyee of Lawaniacottah was 
executed on 24* February. 
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In the month of July, a ravaging flood inriver Mahanadi 
came which rose to an enormous height. The embankments 
had breached at many places making terrible loss of lives 
and properties. 


J. Master became the Commissioner of Cuttack. He 
contacted Narayan Sinha, son of Krishna Chandra Sinha for 
sale of the pergunahs of Sarie, Rahang and Chabishkud to 
Government but he did not agree to relinquish his rights (see 
1806, 1813) 


Thomas Babbington Macaulay (1800-59) came to India. He 
was a legislative member of the Supreme court. He became 
President of the ten-member committee which Government 
constituted for general review of educational policy. It was 
in this capacity that he wrote the Minute of 2™ February, 
1835 which was endorsed in Lord William Bentick’s Dispatch 
of 7® March inaugurating a policy which guided Indian 
education ever-since. What tipped the balance in favour of 
the ‘Anglicists’ were the following arguments used by 
Macaulay in his Minute: 
1) that the Act of 1813 had spoken of ‘learned natives’, and they 
could be as learned through an English as through a Sanskrit or 
Arabic education; 


2) that the same Act spoke of science —of which there was none in 
the Indian languages; 


3) that the Indians themselves (barring a few old-fashioned and 
‘orthodox’ Brahmans) preferred an English education to their own 
—as the crowding of the Hindu College and the Scottish Church 
College in Calcutta, and the comparative desertion of the Sanskrit 
College in the same city in spite of its stipends, showed; 

4) that English was a much easier language to master than Sanskrit 
or Arabic and would give the Indians the key to all the riches of 
Western science and literature; 
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5) that éven patriotic and enlightened Indians like Raja Rammohun 
Ray, admitted that their own languages possessed little that was 
worth knowing and asked for Western education.” (Source: 
Modern Indian Education 1899/1960 by TN Squeria P 36-37] 


1835 Nrusingh Charan Das was appointed as Deputy Collector. 
He is the first Oriya to have been appointed so and awarded 
with the title Rai Bahadur. He is the father of famous Civilian 
Nanda Kishore Das. (d. 7.4.1868) (see 1845) 


Collectorate of Ganjam was shifted to Chhatrapur from 
Berhampur. After an epidemic in Ganjam town in 1815, the 
Collector’s office functioned in Berhampur from 1816 to 
1835. (see 1815) 


Baragarh estate, Sambalpur was confiscated in consequence 
of the rebellion of the chief. 


On 7* March, Lord William Bentick( 1828-35) signed a 
resolution accepting completely the Anglicist view of 
education and permanently sealed the fate of indigenous 
education. The minute dated 2" February 1835 of Sir Thomas 
Babington Macaulay (1800-59) was accepted and it was 
decided that Government money shall be spent on English 
education only.[after seventy years of this incidence once 
Lord Curzon told that Chilly wind generated by lofty eloquence 
of Macaulay has frozen and withered the oriental languages.} 


On 7* March, Lord William Bentinck, Governor General 
issued a proclamation from which following quotations may 
be of interest : 


His Lordship-in-Council is of opinion that the great object of the 
British Government ought to be the promotion of European 
literature and science amongst the natives of India, and that all 
the funds appropriated for the purposes of education would be 
best employed on English education alone. But it is not the 
intention of His lordship-in-Council to abolish any college or 
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school of native population who shall appear to be inclined to 
avail themselves of the advantages it affords. 


It has come to the knowledge of the Governor-General in Council 
that a large sum has been expended by the Committee in the 
printing of oriental works. His Lordship in Council directs that no 
portion of the funds shall hereafter be so employed. 


His lordship-in-Council directs that all the funds which these 
reforms will leave at the disposal of the Committee be henceforth 
employed in imparting to the native population a knowledge of 
English literature and science, through the medium of the English 
language.......... 4 

The above Proclamation marks a turning-point in the 
history of education in India. It was the first official 
statement of a definite policy with regard to the 
direction which Government wanted to give to public 
education. [Source: Modern Indian Education 1899/ 
1960 P 37] 


On 17® June W. Wilkinson, the Commissioner of Orissa 
started Puri Free Academy (Puri English School at Pun). 
Ganga Narayan Bose was its headmaster. Local people 
contributed Rs 867/- and Rs 1005/- was received as gift. 
But the Commissioner withdrew it in 1840 since no students 
were available for the school. The local people did not admit 
their children fearing to lose their caste. In 1840 it was 
converted ihto a Vernacular School. 


Famous businessman and money lender Naobataram 
Bhagat’s (of Cuttack) marriage was a big splendour of the 
town. He gave feast to common people which was not 
prevailing at that time. Artificial trees were a part of the 
decoration from where big sweets Ladus and 9 inch dia 
Zilipis were humeg. In each crossing some thirteen trees were 
broken and people collected Zilipis and Ladus. Naobataram 
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Bhagat has genorously gifted a good amount for the 
construction of General ward of Cuttack Hospital which 
has been engraved in stone. 


Raja Jagannath Gajapati Narayan Dev-III constructed 
Gajapati palace at Paralakhemundi at a cost of Rs 4.5 lakh. 
The plan resembled exactly the Buckingham palace of London 
covering an area of 33 acres. 


The Zamindari right of Panthagad was obtained by the Raja 
of Nilgiri on 7* November. It was later declared confiscated 
by Government in consequence of violence committed on 
‘the inhabitants. 

Kamal Lochan Dohara Bisoyee took leadership of Kondh 
rebellion and started fighting against the British to restore 
Ghumusar Zamindari to the royal family, to continue Meriah 
sacrifice, to restore the lost privileges and rights of his own 
family. (see 1837) 


Dhananjaya Bhanja, Raja of Ghumusar was deposed on 
account of his failure to pay annual tribute to British authorities. 
He fled to the hills and with the help of the Kondhs raised 
the banner of revolt. But he could not carry on the revolt as 
he died on 31* December. 


Firingi Kali Bharat was written by Madhusudan Bipra of 
village Sanput in ‘1/242 Saal’ corresponds to 1835 AD 
under Khurda district who was an eye-witness to the fight 
between Tapang Dalabehara and the British. It was written 
with 14 letters in Dandi Brut. This book also speaks about 
war of Gajapati Mukunda Dev with Rajas of Ranpur, Banki, 
Domapara and the Britishers. (see 1837) 

Dwarikanath Chakrabarty (Father of historian Manmohan 
Chakrabarty) was born in Bengal. He was an educationist. 
He wrote many Oriya books for the use of school students. 
He is the first Headmaster (Superintendent) of Cuttack 
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Normal School. In the education report 1872 -73, it is told 
by T.E. Ravenshaw on Dwarikanath Chakrabarty : the 
Superintendent is aman of worth his weight in gold. (d. May 1914) 
(see 1891) 


Samanta Chandara Sekhar was born on 13* December in 
the Royal family of Khandapara under Nayagarh district. 
He wrote Sidhanta Darpan for which Government 
conferred on him the title “Maha Mahopadhyay” on 3” 
June 1893. Raja of Puri also felicitated him with the title 
“Harichandan Mohapatra.” His other works are Darpan 
Sara and Darsha Dipika. (d.11.6.1904) (See 1893) 


People of Banpur (now under Khurda district) revolted on 
4* June. This revolution is called “Banpur Kandha Pana 
Melee” or “Panchua Faturi’”’. Panchanan Naik, a Paik Sardar 
of Rhodhong was declared by the people as their Raja and 
named Saran Singh. But the revolution failed as Raja Saran 
Singh was executed by British. Other two leaders namely 
Krutibas Patasani and Lochan Bisoyee were exiled to 
Andaman. Krutibas Patasani (b.1790) had captured Banpur 
police station for 3 days and declared independence. 

Loka Kabi Jagannath Pani, writer of Oriya Gitinatya (Song 
drama) was bom on 13* April in village Nalanga in Bhadrak. 
Some of his many writings are: Dakshya Yajna, 
Sitabanabas, Dhruba Charit, Subhadra Parinaya, 
Prahllad Charita, Harabati Harana. Orissa Sahitya 
Academy published Dakshya Yajna in 1978. He came to 
limelight after his dramas were played by the opera party 
founded by him. 


G.E Russel was appointed as Special Commissioner to 
Ghumusar on 11" January. He discovered the existence of 
liuman sacrifice among the Kondhs and brought it to the notice 
of the Government in his first report of 12® Aurust. He wrote 
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in his report: “we must not allow the cruelity of the practice of the 
human sacrifice:to blind us to the consequence of too rash a real zeal 
or endeavour to supress it. The superstitions of ages cannot be 
eradicated in a day”. This is first official mention of the 
Kondhs’ custom of human sacrifice and female 
infacticide.Two years after, Lieutenant Hill of Survey 
Department also reported about the prevalence of human 
sacrifice among the Kondhs in Jeypore, Bastar, Chinna 
Khimedy, Ghumusar, Boud, Sonepur and Daspalla. In fact, 
this practice had been there, through centuries in the whole 
range of Kondhs about which the outer world knew nothing. 
By 1861 Government with continuous efforts, suppressed 
the Meriah practice and finally succeeded in their effort. 
[Russel’s reports on the affairs of Ghumusar dated 12” 
August 1836] 


Russel persuaded the Madras Government to pass an Act 
so that he could condemn prisoners to death with three rather 
than the usual nine European members, for several times he 
wanted to make an example without delay by hanging a rebel 
leader. Hanging is an highly inauspicious form of death 
for Kondhs, as for Hindoos, in that the soul some one killed 
in this way was believed to become a Ghost. Their executions 
are intended as spectacles and are carried out with military 
precisions. Some of the prisoners executed under Russel’s 
regime were hung in chains which means their bodies were 
to be left hanging for days or weeks to rot. 


Brundaban Bhanja, brother of Dhananjay Bhanja, last Raja 
of Ghumusar was executed on 13" April on the charge of 
rebellion. 


Major Markhan Kittoe, an archaeologist came to Chaudwar 
and then Cuttack. He wrote an article in the journal of Asiatic 
Society in 1838. 
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Henry Ricketts became Commissioner of Cuttack and 
Superintendent of Tributary Mahals. He is the first English 
Officer who, in 1855, proposed for amalgamation of 
the Oriya-speaking territories with Orissa proper. 

Puri Pilgrim Hospital was established. In 1908 the Mahanta 
of Emar Matha donated for construction of surgical ward 
which was opened by the Lt Governor of Bengal Presidency. 


On 6# December the construction of the light house at False 
Point on the mouth of river Mahanadi began. It was 
completed on 6* October 1837. Its height upto light point is 
125 ft. Diameter at top is 5 ft and 21 ft at bottom. At present 
it is electrified by generator. 


The Ghumusar estate (Zamindari) was declared by a 
proclamation to have been forfeited for rebellion. The ruling 
family of Bhanjas are traced back to their descent for a 
period of 875 years. 


Mahesh Chandra Nayaratna was bom in Bengal. He is the 
prime man to discover Samanta Chandra Sekhar. He was 
the Inspector of Sanskrit Education in Bengal presidency. In 
1867 he received Maha Mahopadhyaya title and in 1881 
C.L.E (Companion of Indian Empire) title. (d. 1906) 


Scientific Survey and Settlement operations of Orissa were 
started. Special Officers were appointed who demarcated 
village boundaries. In 1840, a Special Commissioner was 
appointed as the ultimate Court of appeal in resumption cases. 
The total cost of settlement was about Rs 20 lakh, whereas 
the increase in revenue was only about Rs 34,000. By 1834 
Orissa was surveyed and mapped. 


There were small scale insurrections at Nilgiri. Haribabu 
whose father was a claimant for the Rajgi tried to seize power 
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during minonity of the ruler. Ricketts marched to Nilgiri with 
Balasore paiks and displaced the adherents of Haribabu. 


Henry Ricketts, the Commissioner of Orissa visited 
Nayagarh Tributary State. He found the headquarters of the 
State built in the most inaccessible part of his (Raja's) country. 
The policy was a cheap and efficient deterrent against potential 
British annexation plans. After meticulously describing the 
difficult approach on a narrow pass through “Bamboo Jungle” 
and forests that left at some places only room for one to 
walk and was easily defensible from sevral breastworks, he 
concluded: ‘An attack upon the palace should never be attempted 
withouyt pioneers and Artillery; it would be necessary to fill in the 
roads as you passed along to get them up; all this time the force 
would be suffering from people in the Jungle, well defended; a great 
many lives would be lost; the Ghur (gada) itself is commanded by 
hills on both sides covered with Jungle. On no account should force 
ever be employed against this Raja without it is [sic] absolutely 
unavoidable, that is nothing to be gained. I believe to take it would 

“cost more than the country would yeild in 10 years, could it be 
managed at no expense.’ 


1837 Henry Ricketts wrote to Sadar Board of Revenue: ‘When 

was first appointed Magistrate and Collector of Balasore in 1828, I 
found all native officers Bengalis. At the end of eight years I left 
nearly all offices filled with Ooreahs and right faithfully they served 
me’. 
H. Ricketts, Commissioner about appointment of Oriyas 
wrote : “Oriyas were admitted only to the lowest situations, 
Bengalis held every office of cinoluments and trust in the 
province.” 


Dohara Bisoyee, alias Birabara Patra, a leader of Ghumusar 
Kondhs was handed over by the Raja of Angul to British 
Government. Raja of Angul was rewarded with Rs 5,000/-. 
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Dohara Bisoyee first of all was given capital punishment, but 
later it was commuted to life imprisonment. He was sent to 
notorious Gooty jail near Madras where he died in 1846. 
(see 1835) 


It is for the first time at Cuttack that Mr William Carey 
Lecy (1761-1834), an English Missionary established a press 
naming it Orissa Mission Press. From this press the first 
Oriya magazine Jnanaruna was published in 1849 by Amos 
Sutton. Lecy died in February 1870. (see 1838) 


Russelkonda town was established at a distance of eight 
kilometers from Kulad and named after George Russel, 
Special Commissioner of British Government in Ganjam. It 
was re-named as Bhanjanagar in 1958 after the illustrious 
ruling dynasty of the place. 


J.N.James prinsep, young British scholar deciphered the rock 
inscriptions of Ashok, Chandragupta Maurya’s grandson. 
Thus solving the century old mystry of what the various edits 
scattered throughout India actually meant. Until then 
knowledge of Ashok has been sketchy and it was not until 
1915, with the deciphering of another inscription, that he 
was finally identified. 


On 25™ March, Krutibas Patasani one of the heroes of 
Khurda Paik Rebellion was transported to Andaman after a 
hearing of nine months, to undergo jail sentence. 


Boud and Athamalik, the feudatory States came under Orissa 
Division on 11" April for an effective check on the Meriah 
sacrifice by the Superintendent of Tributary Mahals. 
Previously these two States, for a time, formed part of South 
West Frontier Agency with its headquarters at Ranchi. 
[According to XIII article of Regulation of 1833. a political 
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agency called ‘The South West Frontier Agency was created 
and eighteen States came under its administration.} (see 1650. 
1854) 


John Beames was born in England at Green Witcmer Navy 
Hospital on 21* June. He was the Collector of Balasore and 
Cuttack and later Commissioner of Orissa. He left Orissa 
for Chitagang as Commissioner and Judge on 14.02.78. 
His autobiography being translated into Oriya has been 
published in 1992. He has written many articles on Orissa 
and Orissa’s culture, history, such as :

Chandramani Das of Sonepur was bom. He wrote Sudarsana 
Geeta, Tandab Nritya. (d. 1891) 


Govemment issued a circular to the Commissioner of Cuttack 
on 18" August to maintain evidence of criminal records in 
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vernacular language instead of Parsi. From this year English 
officially replaced Persian as the language of Courts and 
revenue proceedings in the British administered territories. 


Rock inscription of Megheswar temple of Bhubaneswar 
was first published in the journal of Asiatic Society of Bengal. 
Again Nagendranath Basu got it published in this magazine 
in 1897. 


British Government enquired into the validity of Lakhiraj title 
holders of land in the ensuing Settlement. The number of such 
claimants stood at 2,77,925. A number of these tenures were 
settled at half-rate under the settlement. The rule was that 
such holdings, when admitted as valid, were treated as 
proprietary tenures if they exceed 75 acres, and as 
subordinate tenures if smaller. {Lakhiraj was a class of tenure of 
Orissa. The British on their acquisition of the province in 1803, 
found a very large portion of the cultivated land held under various 


revenue-free grants.) 


Mr J. Ferguson, expert in Oriental Archaeology visited 
Khandagiri, Udayagiri, Konark, Bhubaneswar and Puri. He 
enthusiastically praised Mukteswar temple at 
Bhubaneswar as the jem of Orissan architecture. 


Raja Natabar Bhramarbar Ray of Khandapara was born. 
He wrote poems Krushna Kalpalata Chautisa, Krushn 
Virah Chautisau. (d. 1905) 


Six persons were killed in cold blood in Angul which was 
believed to have been committed by the order of the Raja. 
The Raja was called to explain his conduct. But he hesitated 
to answer. So Ricketts, the Commissioner employed military 
force against the Raja of Angul. That threat brought the Raja 
to send persons suspected of murder for trial. (see 1814) 
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John Campbell. Secretary of George Russel and Assistant 
Collector commenced his operation to convince Kondh 
leaders to give up Meriah practice. In a meeting with the 
Kondh leaders they agreed to give up the Meriah practice 
but pleaded for only one Meriah per year for the whole of 
Kondh area. But it was rejected by Campbell. In a second 
meeting, the Kondh leaders agreed to stop the Meriah and 
give animal sacrifice instead. Here the leaders delivered nearly 
100 victims preserved to be sacrificed. In a month one 
hundred and five victims of different age groups were 
rescued.{These unhappy victims are known in the Kondh language 
under the designation of Mer‘ahs. They donot usually consist of 
native Kondhs but are provided by a c. .>s of Hindu procurrers called 
Pannas who purchase them without difficulty upon false pretence, 
or kidnap them from the poorer class of the Hindus from the low 
country. When conveyed to the Mountains there price is 
determined by the demand varying from fifty to hundred lives. That 
is of sheep, cows, fowls, pigs etc.] ` 


The reservoir of Russelkonda was dug out by Kondh 
prisoners of war in between 1837-38. 


Mr Ricketts reported that the Raja of Boud had no power 
over his Kondh subjects. Later in 1844 A.J.M Mills stated 
that the Kondhs had long been averse to him, paid no revenue, 
were under no kind of control and were in the habit of 
encroaching land adjoining to Khalsa or the low land area. 


Settlement came into force. It was due to expire in 1867. 
But due to the Na-ank famine, it was extended to 1897. 
Despite Govemment of India’s recommendations for a further 
settlement for 20 years, the Secretary-of-State for India was 
not prepared to accept the views of authorities of India. He 
considered that a 30 years settlement was advisable. The 
Government of India argued that if a settlement were 
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concluded for 30 years, the Government would be deprived 
of its fair share of this increase. At the settlement this year 
revenue-free lands (Lakhiraj Bahal) were confirmed. From 
the conquest of Orissa in 1803 down to 1837 there were 
five successive settlements, the dates of which are:

Mr Wilkison’s settlement 1837 was the first attempt ona large scale 
to prepare records of right and to settle rates by soil classification. 


A discussion was made whether or not to continue patronage 
to the temple of Sitaram at Cuttack, which was done since 
British conquest of Orissa. It was decided to continue the 
allowances as discontinuance would look like breach of faith. 
At Cuttack there were 22 temples receiving grants from 
Government. Some of the important temples are indicated 


below:

1838 The Commissioner of Cuttack directed in his circular of 22" 
January to make a list of those Deputy Collectors who do 
not know Oriya language. He directed them to pass in an 
Oriya examination to be held on 1* August. 

Karmaveer Gouri Sankar Ray was born on 13" July in village 
Dikshitpada of Cuttack district. From the book ‘Karmayogi 
Gouri Sankar 'by Pandit Mrutyunjaya Rath published in 
1925, it is known that his family came to Orissa from village 
Champapur of Burdwan. Ben: a! in 1582 AD. Being in 
Government service, he edited Utkal Dipika, an Oriya 
magazine criticising the works of Government. He was a 
pioneer to protect the Oriya language. He received Rai 
Bahadur title in 1916. (d.7.3.1917) (see 1870,1909,1882) 


Epigraphic records of Brahmeswar temple at Bhubaneswar 
were published in the journal of Asiatic Society of Bengal 
edited by James Prinsep, the Secretary of the Society. 


Lt Markhan Kittoe, a British Officer travelled Orissa. His 
report as per Asiatic Research states that Raja of Khurda 
brought many stone idols to Puri and kept in thé Jagannath 
temple premises. Kittoe visited Dhauli hills and located the 
foundation of two Stoopas on the top of the two ridges on 
it. He also first brought the inscription of Dhauli hills to the 
notice of the Europeans. He also visited Khandagiri and 
Udaygiri hills near Bhubaneswar and remarked, “ there is a 
Jain temple of modern construction, it having been built during the 
Maratha rule.” A Stirling, who noticed the caves for the first 
time in 1825. simply notes “ the temples are of modern 
construction”. The original image according to Stirling was 
Parswanatha, but Rajendralal Mitra mentions it as Mahavira. 
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According to Rajendralal Mitra, the temple was built in the 
first quarter of the 19" century by Manju Chowdhury and 
his nephew Bhavani Dadu of Cuttack. 


Jagamolhan Lal was born on 25" November at Mahanga in 
Cuttack district. He passed Entrance examination in 1860 
from Cuttack Zilla school under Calcutta University. His 
drama Baubcyi is claimed as the first drama in Oriya literature. 
It was published in 1877 in Cuttack Printing Company. His 
second drama Sati was published in 1886. He was a social 
reformer. His daughter Parvati who was a child widow was 
given in marriage showing to the society a reformatory step. 
It is the first child-widow marrige in Orissa. (d. 26.12.1913) 


Two notorious traders trading Meriah boys/girls were 
captured and punished by John Campbell. 


Jagannath Dhamoku Tirthayatri Hoi Asibare Adbhuta 
Subidha (The wonderful advantage of pilgrimage to 
Jagannath) was published which was the first book to be 
printed in Orissa Mission Press. 


Pruthvi Singh, Raja: of Sonepur built a temple called 
‘Gundicha Mandir ' which is the highest in Sonepur for Lord 
Nrusingha in commemoration of his newly born son Niladhar 
Singh. Gundicha Devi was his wife’s name. Pruthvi Singh 
died in1841. 

Rai- Bahadur Madhusudhan Patnaik of village Dadhimachha- 
gadia(village of famous Headmaster Dibyasingh Patnaik) 
became the first Oriya Subdivisional Officer of Khurda. 
Unfortunately he lost his job due to fault of his Peskar 
Satyabadi Patnaik of village Janla. The Peskar was 
grandfather of famous litterateur Bichhanda Charan Patnaik, 
founder of Kalinga Bharati. Sataybadi Patnaik later became 
Dewan of Raja of Ranpur. 
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1839 Madras Government passed “The Ganjam and Vizagapatm 
Act 1839”. As per this Act, the Collector worked as an 
Agent to help in administering the hill area and plain area of 
Kondh tracts. Since then these areas were termed as agency. 
The term ‘agency’ is derived from the term ‘Agent’ in 
whose special charge these tracts were placed for 
administration. 

A law was passed exempting Kondh areas in Madras and 
Bengal from the usual course of British law, and placing them 
under Campbell’s control. 


The wife of the younger brother of the Raja of Mayurbhanja 
and the second wife of Raja of Keonjhar burnt themselves 
on the funeral pyres of their deceased husbands as Sutee. 
As per orders of Government, the Superintendent of 
Tributary Mahals asked for explanation on this issue. The 
Mayurbhanja Raja replied, “Ifthe females in a Raja’s family do 
not voluntarily burn themselves with the dead bodies of their 
husbands then a great sin is committed. They burn themselves out 
of their own accord.” The senior Rani of Keonjhar who was the 
guardian of the minor Raja of Reonjhar also stated,- “Many Ranees 
of former Rajas had burnt themselves with the bodies of their 
husbands in this family and that of other Rajas with a view to gaining 
merit. 1 pray, this reply may be sent to the Governor General who will 
certainly confirm this practice which has been enjoyed by our religion 
and age-old customs”. 


Itihasa Pustak (History book) by Amos Sutton was 
published by Orissa Mission Press. 


Banki was confiscated. owing to murder charge against 
Jagannath Srichandan, tlie ruler arid kept under direct British 
administration as a Khasmahal. The banished Raja was kept 
as a State prisoner. From 1839 to 1882, Banlig: was under 
the management of Superintendent of Tributary? Mahals. In 
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1882 it was annexed to Cuttack district. The reason of 
annexation Banki to Cuttack district was that Utkal Dipika 
demanded Cuttack is more accessible due to river Mahanadi 
whereas Puri was far away and there was no communication 
facility. [The charge against the Raja was that Raghunath Paramaguru 
and his son were captured by the order of the Raja, tortured inhumanly 
and finally murdered]. 


Bichhanda Patnaik was born at Kalyanpur, Cuttack Dist. He 
was Deputy Inspector of schools: His literary works are Sita 
Banavas, Charu Path, Bharatbarsan Itihas, Kadambari, 
Raghuvansa, Bodhodeya etc. 


The earliest discovery of coal in Talcher area dates back to 
this year. Mining was started in 1926. In Ib Valley mining 
operations started in 1909. 


The collection of pilgrim tax was stopped by the Collector of 
Puri on 3" May, but the Government continued payment for 
Jagannath temple expenditure to the tune of Rs 53,000/- per 
annum. This was as per an Act (Act 10 of 1840) which was 
passed on 20" April to abolish all taxes and fees from pilgrims 
resorting to Allahabad, Gaya and Puri . 


Medinapur and Bankura under Orissa Division under Bengal 
presidency were transferred to Burdwan Division. (see 1868) 


A.J.M. Mills succeeded Henry Ricketts as Commissioner of 
Cuttack and Superintendent of Tributary Mahals. 


The Gita Govinda having been translated into Oriya by 
Dharanidhar was published in Mission Press, Cuttack. 


On 15th July Sir William Wilson Hunter was born in England. 
He came to Calcutta in 1862 and engaged ‘himself in 
Indological studies. In 1871 he became Director General of 
statistics. His works are : (i)Comaprative dictionary of the 
non -aryan languages of India and high Asia. (1868), (ii)

It is to translate from Parsi, Urdu and Bengali into Oriya, a 
translation committee was formed on 1 8* July. The committee 
recommended the name of A. Sutton as Translator to Sadar 
Board of Revenue. 


Government of India informéd Government of Bengal and 
AJJ.M . Mills, Superintendent of Tributary Mahals on 
administration of Tributary Mahals on 17* November:- 


“The Superintendent will not interfere too much in between the Rajas 
and their territory, but at the same time he will see the power of life 
and death, in no case, be exercised by the Rajas, that ‘Sutee and 
Sacrifices’ be put to a stop as much as possible and that the Rajas be 
not- permitted to enter into mutual hostilities with each other”. 
{[Source: British relations with the Chiefs at Rajas of Orissa (1803- 
1948), 1986 P 77 by S. C. Padhy] 


Batrisa Singhasan (tales of the thirtytwo images) collected 
and compiled by Amos Sutton and translated by Ganika 
Mishra was published from Orissa Mission Press. 


Raja of Pal-Lahara was allowed to pay tribute direct to 
Government independent of Keonjhar. Previously Raja of 
Pal-Lalahara was paying tribute to the Raja of Keonjhar as 
paramount. 


American Missionaries.opened a school for girls at Jaleswar 
in Balasore district. There were 43 girls and they were all 
Christan girls. 

Government ordered that all sentences of more than seven- 
year imprisonment although passed by the Superintendent of 
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Tributary Mahals had to be reported to Government for 
confirmation. 


The Sadar Board of Revenue wrote to the Commissioner of 
Orissa on 4" January to substitute Oriya language in place of 
Bengali for transacting the Government business. 


On I st April, Government took over English Charity school 
of Cuttack. Its first teacher was Mr John D’Suza. J.K: 
Rogers was its first Headmaster who joined on 4th Jan. 
1843. Edward Fell succeeded him on 16th September 1846. 
It was re-designated as Cuttack School in 1851. 


In 1841 the nephew of the Maharaja of Banares aged 25 
years visited the Jagannath Temple. He had in his train, 500 
men, six camels, fifteen horses and a lot of palanquins, one 
being laid with gold and highly ornamented. He made the 
following donation : Rupees two thousand and a cashmere 
shawl to the Deity : Rupees one hundred each to eighteen 
indigent Brahmans : Rupees five hundred in the shape of 
presents. He had also given to the deity an endowment in 
land measuring five hundred acres. “Thus he allowed himself 
to be filched of Rupees four thousand three hundred rupees, 
besides endowment worth Rupees one thousand five hundred 
a year. After all, liberality he was so beset with begging by 
importunate Brahmins, that he was obliged to leave the town 
by stealth. The Rajah’s fee for Dursan was so exorbitant 


that he refused to pay it.” [Maharaja of Banares is called locally 
‘Kasi Nares’. During British period his State was treated as an Estate. 
In 1912 feudatory status was given to the Estate. His palace and fort 
is called Ramnagar tort; located on the right side of river ‘Ganges’. 
and oposite side of Banares city.] 


Odiya Vasarthavidhean was published. It was compiled by 
Amos Sutton and Bhubanananda Nyayalankar. It was a 
lexicon for the words from English to Oriya used in 
administration. (see 1843) 
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Captain S.C. Macferson was appointed on 3' May by the 
Madras Government to suppress the revolt of Kondhimal of 
Boud State. The campaign was started on 15" December 
and the revolution was suppressed after a considerable length 
of time. 


In July a news item entitled. “murder of children by the 
Kondhs” was published in a Magazine. Upward of 100 
victims who were to have been sacrified in January, the Agent 
of the Madras Government could have rescued with half a 
dozen burkandazes; but he was obliged to relinquish them to 
their unhappy fate on receiving orders from head-quarters 
that nothing but persuasion should be employed. Surely 
the case is too dreadful to be committed to these most ignorant 
and brutal of the honourable company’s subjects’ men who 
would as soon kill a child as a chicken.’ 
‘Friend of India’, a Christian weekly magazine in Calcutta 
publicised the Baptist Missionaries appeal to Christian principles 
to call on the Governor General to allow the use of force to 
rescue meriahs. “Auckland! With tearful eyes and bended knee, 
these children breathe their earnest prayer to thee.” 


Odiya Vyakaran (Oriya Grammar) by Biswambar 
Vidyabhusan was published. Vidyabhusan joined as a teacher 
in Cuttack English School on 22™ August when no locals 
could be available nor willing to work in English Schools. 
Later he became Munsif of Jajpur and retired at Chief 
Revenue Officer of Mayurbhanja State . He died in 1865. 
His younger brother Gobinda Chandra Mohapatra who was 
Sub-inspector of schools and colleague of poet Radhanath 
Ray in 1873 was as eminent Oriya scholar and had rendered 
the entire Mahavarat into lucid Oriya. He died of heart attack 
in 1907 while dictating it. [All the eighteen parvs of Muhavarat 
were originally printed in Mayurbhanja State press and reprinted by 
the Orissa Sahitya Academy. The 18 Purvs in 13 volumes have 7568 
pages] (See 1845) 
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Orders were passed from the Government on 28" December 
to prohibit Sutee. A.J. M.Mills, the Superintendent was 
directed to circulate it in Tributary Mahals. On January 1842 
the Bebarta of the States signed the penal engagement to 
prevent Sutee in their territories. 


Poet Bhubaneswar Misra Kabichandra was born at 
Dharakote. He wrote Mohan Champu, Krushnapriya 
Chautisa, Sankarapriya Chautisa, Adyalhadini Chautisa, 
Savyasachi Chautisa, Gobinda Birudabali Kavya 
(Sanskrit). In 1870 Brajasundar Singh, Raja of Dharakote 
awarded him ‘Kabichandra?’ title. (d. 1873) ' 


Saint Bijaya Krushna Goswami ( Jatia Baba) was born on 
2nd August at Santipur of Bengal. ( d. 4th June 1899) 


As per resolution dated 10th January General Committee of 
Public Instruction was replaced by the Council of Education. 
Mr W.W.Bard was appointed as the first President of the 
Council. 


The last Sutee in Raja family in Orissa took place at 
Khandapara on 26" January. Two Ranis and two slave girls 
(Gharjhiya, many of whom were bought or presented from 
poor parents, they were brought up in harems of the chiefs ) 
burnt themselves. Since Parawana was served on 8" January 
to prevent Sutee system, a case was filed against two principal 
officers of the State who were imprisoned with 6 months RI and 
a fine of Rs 1,000/- was imposed for wilfully aiding the acts of 
Sutee. On a question as to why the slave girls (Ghar Jhiyas) of 
the Raja were asked to immolate themselves on the occasion 
of the death of the king, A.J.M Mills. the Superintendent of 
Tributary Mahals stated: “The chieftains imagine that the 
performance of Sutee will not only contribute both to happiness of 
the deceased and his wives in future, but the celebrity of the Sutee 


greatly enhanced in the eyes of his countrymen by the number of 
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victims bunt”. {Mukunda Prasad Ray Deputy Collector had 
investigated this case.} 


The Thuggis were ruthlessly suppressed. The remaining few 
gave up the profession completely and settled as ordinary 
Royats. 


The first allopathic Dispensary was established at Cuttack. 


Pandit Harihar Das was born in village Sriramachandrapur, 
Puri. He established a Sanskrit School(T.O.L.). (later it 
became College) at Puri. For this, he received Rs 5,500/- as 
donation from Digvijay Singh, Raja of Balrampur near 
Ayodhya (U.P.). He also established a Vernacular School in 
his village. (d.1874) (see 1866, 1873) 


A. J. M. Mills reported on 2™ June that, by sending a trust- 
worthy officer to the Kondh area of Boud and Daspalla, he 
liberated eight Meriah children. The Kondh chief promised 
to restore seventeen others. 


S.C.Macpherson, the Military Commandant engaged to 
supress Kondh rebellion of Western Gadjats, left accounts 
of military operations. So also Major Campbell in 1864 
described his operations to suppress Meriah, Sutee and 
female infanticide.

A primary school was established at Khurda. It was raised 
to a Middle Vernacular School in 1845 and M.E.School in 
1867. It became a High School in 1896. [1 M E school provides 
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a4” year course after lower primary stage. 2. First two years in these 
schools called upper primary course with addition of English 
Teaching 3. The middle vernacular school added two years of 
education in M.1.L after the upper primary stage.} 


In October, the districts of Puri and Cuttack were visited by 
a “most severe storm’ which was attended with great loss of 
life and destruction of property. The remaining portion of the 
spire of the Sun temple at Konark according to a report, 
collapsed during the storm which broke out on 2™ October. 


Fakir Mohan Senapati was born on 13" January in village 
Malikaspur under Balasore district. He is said to be the first 
to write Oriya novels. He is a poet too. In 1916 he was 
awarded Saraswati title from a Cultural Organisation of 
Bamara. In 1917 he presided over the Utkal Sammilani. 
Lachhamania written by him is the first published Oriya 
short story. He is also the first autobiographer in Oriya 
literature. He was President of Utkal Sahitya Samaj from 
1914 to 1918. Puri Muktimandap Sava gave atitle ‘Kabibara 
Sekhar’ to Fakir Mohan. (d.14.6.1918) 


Raja of Boud was instrumental in saving the lives of a boy 
and a girl who were maintained by a Kondh Sardar for the 
purpose of sacrifice. For this work of the Raja, the 
Government was pleased to grant a complimentary present. 
A sum of Rs 3/- per month for the maintenance of each child 
was also sanctioned. 


Macpherson rescued 113 Meriahs victims. Nearly two-third 
of these were from Athermutha, about a dozen from 
Buremutha and the rest were from Chakapada and 
Tentuliguda of Kondhamal. 


Odiya Vasarthavidhan part-11 & /// compiled by Amos 
Sutton and Bhubanananda Nyaylankar was published from 
Orissa Mission Press. (see 1841) 
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On 10* September, the local Council of Cuttack town held 
_a meeting. In the meeting it was decided to appoint Amos 
Sutton, the Padree and Biswambar Vidyabhusan teacher of 
Cuttack School to write Oriya Vernaculars. From the 
Education Report 1842-43, it is known that the Local Council 
recommended to Government to give necessary expenditure 
and Government approved the proposals pf the local Council. 


Sataeis Hazari Mahal (the land forming immediate 
endowment of the temple with nominal roll of Rs 27,000/-) 
was given to Puri temple on 25® November and the ceiling 
of temple expenditure was reduced from Rs 53,000/- to Rs 
35,738/- and finally further lands were given to cover up the 
total expenditure. The Raja was empowered to issue Pattas 
to Royats. An interesting item of Satis Hazari Mahal 
comprises certain lands in the feudatory State of Daspalla 
from which timbers for the cars used in the car festival of 
Lord Jagannath are supplied. Rs 240.00 is the Zumma of 
the lands in Jorumu of Dasapalla. (see 1755) 


Bhawani Charan Banarji’s work entitled Purossottom 
Chandrika published in this year furnishes a list of 107 kings 
of Orissa and gives tenures of their reigns from Madala Panji 
from 3101 B.C down to the present day. 


1844 Bhagirathi Sathia was born at Cuttack. He was a writer, 
printer and Ilithographist. In those hard days when there was 
a move that Oriya was not a separate language, Sathia, one 
of the foremost, taking enormous risk of life, waged a 
continuous and fearless struggle. Bhakti Sangita was wnitten 
and published by him in 1902. Karmachitra written by him 
was also published in 1881. When ue was a printer of Cuttack 
Printing Company, for the first time Sarala Mahabharat 
verbatim in palm leaf was published under his care. The 
subsequent editions of Sarala Mahabharat are being 
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published making many changes and alterations. [Dr Kailash 
Rao who was a friend and guide to poetess Kuntala Kumari 
Sabat was his son.] (d.1922)(see 1901) 


Samuel Charters Macpherson wrote in a report that in village 
Barigotha there was not a single female child in more than 
hundred houses since the female babies were killed by 
suffocation as soon as they were born. 


The present temple of Mangala of Kakatpur (Puri dist.) was 
built by Jagamohan Ray, a Zamindar. 


Government decided that modern education would be the 
basis for Government jobs. Whole of Bengal province was 
allotted 101 schools, out of which Orissa proper was given 
only 8 schools. [Orissa’s share was 11, but 3 were earmarked for 
Medinapur] These 8 schools were established at Remuna, Balasore, 
Bhadrak; Hariharpur (Kujanga), Mahanga, Kendrapara; Puri and 
Khurda. 


Government of India appointed an Inspector of Colleges & 
Schools on 15th January. J. Treland. Principal of Dacca 
college was appointed as the first Inspector of Colleges 
& Schools. vide letter no. 434 dated 20th June. The 
Inspector controlled the institutions in all the divisions of Bengal 
presidency. 


The Meriah Agency rescued 170 female infants. Out of these 
infants 70 belonged to Pandiakhol, 45 to Digi and 55 to 
Goldi. In the Jeypore tract, the life of a female infant depends 
upon verdict of the Janee, the priest. The Janee would 
forecast the future of the child and if she was destined to 
cause evils, she was killed. 


A vocabulary of correct Sanskrit with Oriya definition by A 
Sutton was published from Orissa Mission Press. 


Court of the District Munsif was established at Berhampur, 
Ganjam. 
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The estate of Mahuri (Berhampur) was auctioned as the 
Raja failed to pay his arrear dues to the Government As none 
wanted to participate in the auction sale of the estate, the 
Collector purchased it on behalf of the Government for a 
nominal sum of one hundred Rupees. 


1845 In early part of this year (1845), the Oriyas of Singhbhum 
pressed upon Government for teaching of Oriya in the schools 
and expressed their desire for union in Orissa. 


Roman Catholic Mission started its activities at Cuttack .The 
Mission built a Church in 1850. 


A trunk road department was constituted primarily for 
designing and constructing main lines of communication in 
the Madras Presidency. Renewed efforts were made for the 
development of roads in Ganjam district. 


Poet Kabisurya Baladev Rath died of smallpox. (b. 1779) 


Eight Vernacular Schools which were established during the 
Govemor Generalship of Lord Hardinge-~} , due to financial 
stringency, could not make much headway. (see 1844,1896) 


Gobinda Chandra Mohapatra was born in Jagannathpur, 
Bayan Pargana, Cuttack district on 8th April. He was a 
teacher and later Sub-inspector schools.(4th category 
Inspector) . Later he was removed from that post by John 
Beames, Commissioner.He wrote many school books for 
children. His books are Raghuvansam, Hitapatha, 
Barnabodhaka, Hararara riya pahil puthi Bhagirathi 
Kritikalap etc. He was the first Oriya to pass entrance 
examiantion in first division (passed in 1864). He is half- 
brother of Pandit Biswambhar Vidyabhusan.(d. 28.04.1907) 
(see 1841, 1811). 


The younger brother of the deceased Raja of Daspalla 
dissuaded the four Ranees and four, slave girls from becoming 
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Sutee and for doing such a praise-worthy job, he received 
acknowledgment of the Government. 


Rai Bahadur Nanda Kishore Das was born on 5" June at 
village Kumuda Jaipur near Chhatia, Cuttack.He passed civil 
service examination in first division in 1874. For his good 
work he was elevated to the post of Deputy Commissioner 
of Angul. (Angul district comprises of Angul and Kondhmal). 
He worked as Joint Inspector of Schools and did a lot to 
increase the number of schools, selection of school books, 
improving the standard of education, encouraging writers of 
school books etc. He is the first Oriya to become a top 
civilian in administration. He was closely associated with 
poet Radhanath Ray, Fakir Mohan Senapati and Madhu 
Babu. Gopal Ballav Das, the writer of Bhima Bhuyan and 
father of Maa Rama Devi was his son- in- law. He died a 
premature death on 6* April 1894. (see 1835,1894) 


Government of India promulgated the Act XXI on 9* July 


` by which a Special Agency was created, comprising the whole 


tract, where infanticide and Meriah prevailed. Captain 
Macpherson was appointed to work as Agent. He had 
already rescued 146 victims by 1844. The Meriah Agency 
Succeeded in eliminating this age-old practice and the 
Agency was abolished in 1861 after the task was 
accomplished. 


Government instituted a Council of Education in place of 
Committee of Native Education which was constituted in 
the year 1836. The Council suggested the Government to 
establish Government institutions in the province and proposed 


. to include subjects such as English, Arithmatics, Elementary 


Geography and History and any one of the vernaculars. For 
the English class it proposed to include Bible. 
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The first Government School was established at Balasore 
in the month of October. By the end of December, 22 students 
were enrolled. 


Orissa Mission Academy was established in November to 
impart training to Christian preachers. At present it is known 
as United Theological School. 


As Meriah sacrifice prevailed among the Kondhs of 
Kondhmal area of Boud State, the supreme Government in 
their resolution dated 19® July 1845 decided that Ghumusar 
Maliah and Kondhmal area of Boud State should form one 
administrative unit and be placed under the supervision of 
Tributary Mahals. Captain Macpherson was appointed as 
Agent in the hill tracts of Onssa with headquarters at 
Russelkonda. The following account of the practice of human 
sacrifice among the Khonds is quoted in the Golden Bough 
by Mr J.G. Franger : 


“The best known case of human sacrifices systematically offered 
to ensure good crops is supplied by the Khonds or Kandhs. 
The sacrifices were offered to the earth goddess, Tari Pennu or 
Bera Pennu, and were believed to ensure good crops and 
immunity from all disease and accidents. In particular, they were 
considered necessary in the cultivation of turmeric, the Khonds 
arguing that the turmeric could not have a deep red colour 
without the shedding of blood. The victim or Meriah was 
acceptable to the goddess only if he had been purchased, or 
had been born a victim, i.e., the son of the victim father, or had 
been devoted as a child by his father or guardian. Khonds in 
distress often sold their children for victims, considering the 
beautification of their souls certain and their death, for the benefit 
of mankind, the most honourable act possible. The victims were 
often kept for years before they were sacrificed. Being regarded 
as consecrated beings, they were treated with extreme affection, 
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mingled with deference, and were welcomed wherever they went. 
A Meriah youth, on attaining maturity, was generally given a 
wife, who was herself usually a Meriah or victim. and with her he 
received a portion of land and farm-stock. Their offsprings were 
also victims.” 


“Human sacrifices were offered to the earth goddess by tribes, 
branches of tribes, or villages, both at periodical festivals and 
on extraordinary occasions. The periodical sacrifices were 
generally so arranged by tribes and divisions of tribes that each 
head of a family was enabled, at least once a year, to procure a 
shred of flesh for his fields, generally about the time when his 
chief crop was laid down. The mode of performing these tribal 
sacrifices was as follows. Ten or twelve days before the sacrifice, 
the victim was devoted by cutting of his hair, which until then 
was kept unshorn. Crowds of men and women assembled to 
witness the sacrifice: none might be excluded, since the sacrifice 
was declared to be for all mankind. It was preceded by several 
days of wild revelry and gross debauchery. On the day before 
the sacrifice of the victim, dressed in a new garment, was led 
‘forth from the village on solemn procession, with music and 
dancing, to the Meriah, grove, which was a clump of high forest 
trees standing a little way from the village and untouched by the 
axe. In this grove the victim was tied to a post. He was then 
anointed with oil, ghee, and turmeric. and adorned with flowers; 
and a species of reverence, which it is not easy to distinguish 
from adoration, was paid to him throughout the day. A great 
struggle now arose to obtain the smallest relic from his person; 
a particle of the turmeric paste with which he was smeared, or a 
drop of his spittle, was esteemed of sovereign virtue, especially 
by the women. The crowd danced round the post to music, and 
addressing the earth, said: - ‘O God, we offer this sacrifice to 
you; give us good crops, seasons and health.’ 
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“On the last morning the orgies. which had been scarcely 
interrupted during the night, were resumed, and continued till 
noon, when they ceased, and the assembly proceeded to 
consummate the sacrifice. The victim was again anointed with 
oil, and each person touched the anointed part, and wiped the 
oil on his own head. In some places the victim was then taken in 
procession round the village from door to door, where some 
plucked hair from his head, and others begged for a drop of his 
spittle, with which they anointed their heads. As the victim might 
not be bound nor make any show of rest3tance, the bines of his 
arms and, if necessary, his legs were broken; but often this 
precaution was rendered unnecessary by stupefying him with 
opium.” 


“The mode of putting him to death varied in different places. 
One of the commonest modes seems to have been strangulation, 
or squeezing to death. The branch of a green tree was cleft 
several feet down the middle; the victim’s neck (in other places 
his chest) was inserted in the cleft, which the priest, aided by his 
assistants, strove with all his force to close. Then he wounded 
the victim slightly with his axe, whereupon the crowd rushed at 
the victim and cut the flesh from the bones, leaving the head and 
bowels untouched. Sometimes he was cut up alive. In Chinna 
Kimedy he was dragged along the fields, surrounded by the 
crowd, who, avoiding his head and intestines, hacked the flesh 
from his body with their knives till he died. Another very common 
mode of his sacrifice in the same district was to fasten the victim 
to the proboscis of a wooden elephant, which revolved on a 
stout post, and, as it whirled round, the crowd cut the flesh from 
the victim while life remained. In one district fhe victim was put 
to death slowly by fire. A low stage was formed sloping on either 
side like a roof; upon it the victim was placed, his limbs wound 


round with cords to confine his struggles. Fires were then lighted 
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and hot brands applied, to make him roll up and down the slopes 
of the stage as long as possible; for the more tears he shed, the 
more abundant would be the supply of rain. Next day the body 
was cut to pieces.” 


“The flesh cut from the victim was instantly taken home by the 
persons who had been deputed by each village to bring it. To 
secure its rapid arrival, it was somtimes forwarded by relays of 
men, and conveyed with postal fleetness 50 or 60 miles. In each 
village all who stayed at home fasted,rigidly until the flesh arrived. 
The bearer deposited it in the place of public assembly, where it 
was received by the priest, and the heads of families. The priest 
divided it into two portions, one of which he offered to the earth 
goddess by burying it in a hole in the ground with his back 
turned, and without looking. "Then each man added a little earth 
to bury it, and the priest poured water on the spot from a hill 
ground. The other portion of flesh he divided into as many shares 
as there were heads of hous.es present. Each head of a house 
rolled his shred of flesh in le:aves, and buried it in his favourite 
field, placing it in the earth behind his back without looking. In 
some places each man carried his portion of flesh to the stream 
which watered his fields, and there hung it on a pole. For three 
days thereafter no house was swept; and in one district strict 
silence was observed, no fire might be given out, no wood cut, 
and no strangers received. The remains of the human victim 
(namely, the head, bowels and bones) were watched by strong 
parties the night after the sacrifice; and next morning they were 
¦ burned, along with a whole sheep, on a funeral pipe. The ashes 
were scattered over the fields, laid as paste over the houses and 
granaries, or mixed wi'th the new corm to preserve it from insects. 
Sometimes, however, ‘the head and bones were buried, not burnt.” 


“In these Khond sac rifices the Meriah are represented by our 
authorities as victims offered to propitiate the earth goddess. 
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But from the treatment of the victims, both before and after death, 
it appears that the custom cannot be explained as merely a 
propitiatory sacrifice. A part of the flesh certainly was offered to 
the earth goddess, but the rest of the flesh was buried by each 
householder in his fields, and the ashes of the other parts of the 
body were scattered over the fields, laid as paste on the granaries, 
or mixed with the new corm. These latter customs imply that to 
the body of the Meriah there was ascribed a direct or intrinsic 
power of making the crops to grow, quite independent of the 
indirect efficacy which it might have an offering to assure the 
good will of the deity. In other words, the flesh and ashes of the 
victim were believed to be endowed with a magical or physical 
power of fertilizing the land. The same intrinsic power was 
ascribed to the blood and tears of the Meriah, his blood being 
the redness of the turmeric and his tears producing rain; and it 
can hardly be doubted that; originally at least, the tears are 
supposed to produce rain, not merely to prognosticate it.” 


Similarly, the custom of pouring water on the buried flesh of the 
Meriah was no doubt a rain-charm. Again, intrinsic supernatural 
power as an attribute of the Meriah appears in the sovereign 
virtue believed to reside in any thing that came from his person 
as his hair or spittle. The ascription of such power to the Meriah 
indicates that he was much more than a mere man sacrificed to 
propitiate a deity. Once more, the extreme reverence paid to him 
points to the same conclusion. Major Campbell speaks of the 
Meriah as ‘being regarded as something more than mortal’, and 
Major Macpherson says: ‘a species of reverence, which it is not 
easy to distinguish from adoration, is paid to him. In short, the 
Meriah appears to have been regarded as divine. As such, he 
may originally have represented the earth deity or perhaps a 
deity of vegetation; though in later times he came to be regarded 
rather as a victim offered to a deity than as himself an incarnate 
deity.” 
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From the reports furnished by the local officers, it appears that 
whatever may have been the original significance of the rites, 
the latter conception of sacrifice is the one recognized by the 
Khonds themselves. There was, it is reported, no voluntary 
sacrifice. No special blessing was supposed to be in store for 
the victim; and at the present day, the greatest insult one can 
pay a Khond, is to call him one’s Meriah. The victims were bought 
by the Khonds, as an ancient rule ordained that the Meriah must 
be bought with a price. The duty of providing the victims rested 
with the Pans, a degraded race attached to every Khond village, 
who obtained them either by kidnapping them from the plains or 
by local purchase. They usually kept a small stock of them in 
reserve; and sometimes sold their own children. The Meriah 
might be of any sex, age, or caste, except a Khond or a Brahmin; 
if a girl, she could be married by her purchaser, in which case her 
children become Meriahs, and also liable to sacrifice. A Meriah, 
if grown up, was kept in chains, but was otherwise treated kindly. 


There also appear to have been other methods of performing the 
sacrifice besides those described by Mr Frazer. One method was 
to tie the victim, who had previously been stupefied with liquor, 
by his hair to a stout wooden post on the ground. The arms and 
legs were then seized by four of the priest’s assistants, and the 
body was held out horizontally from the post; face downwards. 
Then the priest, in the midst of the assembled Khonds, took the 
sacrificial knife, and, admit the yells of the victim, commenced 
hacking him on the back of the neck, shouting in his ear— ‘ We 
bought you with a price; no sin rests on us.’ 


Once the blood had flowed, all the Khonds rushed in, intoxicated 
and wildly excited, every man’s object being to cut a morsel from 
the living victim to bury in his fields. At times, when the gathering 
was large, and it was feared that the blood and flesh of the victim 


would not go round, a disappointed Khond would, it is said, as 
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the next best thing, slice of a piece from another Khond who was 
cutting the victim. When the flesh had been distributed, the 
Khonds rushed off to bury it in their fields, the blood-stained 
knite was removed with great ceremony by the officiating priest, 
and the sacrifice was over. Another method was to dig a shallow 
pit long enough to contain the victim. Into this was poured the 
blood of a freshly slaughtered hog. The victim, bound hand and 
foot, was then suffered by having his face pressed down into 
the blood. Still another method was to drag the living victim 
over the fields, followed by drunken and excited Khonds, who 
cut pieces from him, taking care to avoid the head and bowels in 
order not to kill him outright. In whatever way the rite was 
performed, it was invariably accompanied by the most revolting 
cruelty.

1846 A book titled An Account-Geographical, Statistical and 
Historical of Orissa Proper or Cuttack written by Andrew 
Sterling was published. (see 1825, 1828). 


Bhubaneswar Kabichandra was born at Hinjili of Ganjam 
district. He wrote Ramachandra Bilas, Ramayan 
Chudamani, Sitesh Bilas etc. (d. 1892) 


Captain S.C. Macpherson, who was appointd as Assistant 
to Bannerman, Collector and Governor’s Agent, Ganjam 
proceeded to Boud in the capacity of the Agent. He directly 
addressed the Kondhs as he had no hope on the Raja of 
Boud and rescued 170 victims reserved for Meriah. By 1853 
the Meriah practice at Boud was supressed. 


Amos Sutton wrote Vernacular Class Book Reader, Odiya 
Instructor and Odisara Itihas which were published from 
Orissa Mission Press. 

Anka Pustak written by Biswambar Vidyabhusan was 
published from Orissa Mission Press. 
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Chakra Bisoi of Ghumusar and Nabaghan Khonhar of Boud 
took the leadership of prevalent Kondh rebellion after 
Dohara Bisoi. Chakra Bisoi continued his fight with British 
Government till 1856. Thereafter his whereabouts are not 
known. Nabaghan Khonhar surrendered to Bnitish in 1847. 
[Nabaghan Khonhar, the head of Dubakkiya Kondh tribe was the 
Chief Patriarch for Boud. The Chief Patriarch advised the Raja on 
Kondh affairs.} (see 1823) 


Somanath Singh, Raja of Angul was fined Rs 3,000/- for 
taking forcible occupation of a village of Hindol State. But in 
defiance of the orders of the Superintendent of Tributary 
Mahals, he refused to pay the fine. During 1837 he was also 
suspected to have instigated the murder of six persons. (see 
1837) 


Rebellion broke out in Ghumusar headed by Chakra Bisoi. 
To end this, command was given to Brigadier General Dyce. 
Colonel Campbell was appointed Agent in April 1847 in 
place of Macpherson who was dismissed in 1847. John 
Campbell mentions “x x x x with one or two exceptions every 
influential man in Boud has completely submitted to the will of 
Government; pledged themselves, by swearing in their most solemn 
manner on a tiger skin and some earth, henceforth to abstain from 
the performance of the Meriah and in token of their submissions 
delivered 235 victims, which included all those who were re-delivered 
in 1946 and had not been sacrificed”. 


Brigedier General Dyce ordered MacPherson out of 
Ghumusar along with all the officials who served him. A senior 
civil servant from Bengal J.P. Grant conducted an investigation 
on the conduct of MacPherson and gave his report in 30" 
October 1847. The enquiry ended in July 1848 by clearing 
MacPherson of the charges against him, and a report 
running into five huge volumes was produced. Lord Dalhousie 
conveyed his personal apology to MacPherson, saying 
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‘Nothing could even compensate him for the way he had 
been treated’. [Samuel Charters MacPherson (1806-1860) was the 
son of the Professor of Greek at Aberdeen University. After studies 
at Edinburgh and Cambridge, he began training in law, but gave this 
up because of weak eyesight. His two younger brothers also served 
in India, as doctor and lawyer. MacPherson’s health was permanently 
weakened by the fevers he picked up in the Kond hills. He fell sick 
of a liver complaint while Political Agent for Gwalior, where he had 
served heroically through the mutiny and died five days after 
reaching Calcutta.] 


The Dutch and Danish settlements at Balasore were ceded 
to the British. They were held as Khasmahals and were 
subsequently leased on Ijara to Raja Baikunthanath Dey. 


Kali Prasad Banarji who was lover of Orissas and her 
literature was bom at Cuttack. He established Orissa Patriot 
Press. (d. 1898) 


British Government issued a proclamation not to impose any 
tax on hill races, if they stopped human sacrifice. 


Orissa Mission Academy, which was called ‘Paramartha 
Vidyalaya was established by Amos Sutton and he became 
its President. This Academy was to promote education among 
missionaries. In 1938 he had translated Pilgrims Progress 
of John Bunian into Oriya with title Swargiya Jatrira 
Brutanta. 


1847 A.J.M. Mills, the Commissioner of Cuttack described in his 
minutes on 23" January, two fold effects of the confiscation 
of Banki Tributary Mahal: “First, the Rajas became more careful 
in their conduct and were less disposed to oppress their subjects. 
The principal and independent Rajas like Angul, Nayagarh, 
Mayurbhanja and Kenojhar were very despotic in their way”. (see 
1839) 

Dayanidhi Birabara Harichandan, Raja of Talcher was 
rewarded with title ‘Mahendra Bahadur’ by the British 
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Govemment for his help to British troops at the time of rebellion 
of Raja of Angul. 

On 5" May Chakra Bisoi seemed poised to surrender 
wrote to Dyce: “I respectfully beg leave to represent to your 
honour that the Circar in this universe are supporting and taking 
care of all men from the greatest to the lowest having freed them 
from all troubles and distress, but my troubles continue and I feel 
not protected. I have addressed four letters to your honour but 
have not been acquainted with your answers thereto. The order 
which you were kind enough to issue to me was not conveyed to me 
and owing to fears 1 had in consequence entertained in my heart I 
was unable to go to your hoozoor (presence) to assist you but 
when your honour shall be kindly pleased to take my case into your 
favorable consideration and to extend your elemency to me I can 
await on your honour for meeting if all the lushkur (troops) is 
withdrawn from the malia (hills) and if your honour is pleased to 
proceed with only ten men but not in the event of there remaining in 
the malia any companies of sepoys armed with muskets. I beg leave 
also to state that 1 cannot attend on your honour when Bir Khonro 
and Kurtia Das baboo stay in your Cutcherry. They should then be 
absent from thence.” 

Government ordered to annex Angul and to depose Somanath 
Singh due to repeated defiance of orders and insubordination. 
On 15th August, a vernacular school at Mahasingapur was 
established by Maulabi Abdul walid, a retired Deputy 
Collector. Here Madhu Babu was reading. 

1848 On Ist February Raja Somanath Singh was captured through 
the help of Raja of Bamara and the Diwan of Sambalpur. 
On 9" February Krupasindhu Garanaik and other Sardars 
were also captured. 


Krupasindhu Garanaik. Paramanand Champati, Gaur Singh, 
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and Lochana Debata, the leaders of Angul were sentenced 
to life imprisonment and sent to Alipur jail. Other nine Sardars 
were given fourteen - year R.I. and sent to Patna jail. 

Poet Kavichandra Tankadhar Ojha was born in village 
Ekgharia, 12 km from Angul town. His collection of works 
has been published in 1989 with the name Bikhipta Sangrama 
Padyabali. (d. 1934) 


F.Goldsbury succeeded A.J.M mills as Commissioner of 
Cuttack and Superintendent of Tributary Mahals. 


Meriah sacrifice was almost stopped in Ghumusar owing to 
sincere effort of John Campbell. 
Poet and Pallakar Banka Das was bom at Golabai, Khurda 
(circa 1848). His songs are recited by Pallakars very often. 
Some of his compositions were published in 1994 with the 
. nomenclature Banka Das Chaupadi. In weekly Gadjata 
Basini dated 9 th May 1909 the Pallakar was praised much. 
Ramaprasad Ray, a Deputy Collector took over administration 
of Angul on 3" March after Somanath Singh, the Raja of 
Angul was taken as prisoner to Cuttack on 4*® February. 
A Government dispensary (allopathy) was established at 
Balasore. 
A devastating high flood occurred in river Mahanad;i and its 
branches causing 1300 breaches. It took a heavy toll of 
human lives and properties. 
Braja Kishore Ghose, Head Clerk of Puri Collectorate wrote 
History of Puri. He gave an account of the pilgrims resorting 
to Jagannath which stated below.

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[Braja kishore Ghosh was Head Cleark of Collectorate of Puri. To the 
knowledge of the Commissioner he was the ‘only native in the 
province qualifying for the task of translating the Regulation from 
Bengali to Oriya for which English knowledge is required’] 

In Apnil 1848 Chakra Bisoi had still not been caught. He was 
said to be sheltering in the nearby Kingdom of Sonepor. But 
Campbell declared the rebellion over. “The Chakra’s influence 
may be considered at an: end, his promise of securing the 
continuance of the meriah sacrifice was the bond by which he 
maintained his influence on the Khonds, but that being now broken, 
he has no longer a party among them.” 

Utkal Gaurav Madhusudan Das was born on 28® April in 
village Satyabhamapur of Cuttack district. He is the first 
Oriya graduate, the first M.A. and first B.L, the first 
Oriya regular lawyer practising in Orissa Bar, the first 
Oriya to become a Member of the Legislative Council, 
the first Oriya to cross shores of India, the first Oriya to 
be a Member of the Central Legislative Assembly, the first 
Indian Minister to have spurned to a coveted position like 
ministership. He is the pioneer to make a separate province 
of Onissa after consolidating the Oriya-spoken tracts from 
neighbouring provinces. (d.4.2.1934) 


Angul was confiscated by a Government Resolution dated 
16® September and came under direct control of the British 
administration as a Khasmahal with effect from 29" 
September 1848. The ruler Somanath Singh was arrested 
on 1* February and jailed at Hajaribag for life with a pension 
of Rs 300/- . Lokanath Singh Gamveer Samanta, his son 
and successor was given a pension of Rs 1 50/- and directed 
to stay at Cuttack. Lokanath Singh applied to Government 
to restore his State which was turned down but further Rs 
150/ was allowed towards pension. The family of the Ex- 
Raja of Angul was permitted to stay at Cuttack in July 1858 
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after his death in 1853. [ In 1891 Angul became a district 
containing Kondhamal. In 1912 it also became a district of 
Bihar-Orissa. But its management was just like any feudatory 
State. The Commissioner was the sole authority of the District. 
No outsider was allowed to reside permanenty there. The 
people had no power to send representatives to Bihar-Orissa 
Council. Even none can raise an issue in the Governor’s 
Council at Patna. Angul, although not a feudatory State, was 
kept under Political Agent just like Gadjats]. (see 1846) 


Kabibar Radhanath Ray the celebrated poet was born on 
28® September at Kedarapur, Balasore. He was the first 
student to pass Entrance Examination in Balasore district. 
He secured first division in 1863. He wrote the first Oriya 
essay “Bibeki ” in 1873. He got Rai-Bahadur title in 1897. 
He wrote Parbati, Mahajatra, Usha, Kedargouri, 
Chandrabhaga, Darbar, Chilika, Nandikeswari etc. He 
first introduced blank verse (Amitakshyara Chhanda) 
in Oriya poetry. (d.17.4.1908) 

Pandit Gobinda Rath was born in Padmanavpur Shasan in 
Banki on 29" October. He was a great revolutionary poet 
and writer. He published nearly 200 books. He published, 
for the first time, many books written formerly in palm- 
leaves. Bidhaba Bibaha, a book on social reforms written 
by him was published in 1882. Satyeswar is his only prose 
composition.He was one of the founders of Utkal Sammulani. 
He was banished from Banki for a limited period as he 
revolted against the local Dy Collector. (d. 29.5.1918) (see 
1908) 

The first Oriya playwright Krupasindhu Mishra who was 
born in village Depal of Meainapur district, wrote his 
Gitanatya such as Lalita Harana, Sachala Harana, 
Chandrabati Harana, Bagamber, Manohar Farsa. 
Sankara Mishra nf Piri wae (zr nf K nmnasindhn 
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1849 On 10" September, Narayan Singh ruler of Sambalpur died. 
His widowed Rani Mukhyapan Devi assumed the reins of 
the Government But Lord Dalhousie set aside her claim and 
annexed Sambalpur to the British dominion. 


Jnanarun, the first Oriya magazine was published by 
Rev. W.C. Lecy. at Cuttack. It was stopped very shortly. 


The State of Sambalpur which was under Chauhan kings 
lapsed to East India Company when the last Raja Narayan 
Singh died issueless. The first British administrator was 
Dr J. Cadenhead who took charge of the district as Principal 
Assistant being transferred from Junagad. 


Bhawanipatna became headquarters of Kalahandi being 
transferred from Junagad. Old name of Bhawanipatna was 
Bhandeswar. Bhawanipatna was named after enshrined 
Bhawanisankar Mahadev. 


On 8" April the existing narrow wall of the main temple of 
Konark collapsed by a storm. 


Arthur Pooly Onslow became the Collector of Ganjam and 
continued till 1854. On the eve of his wife’s death he 
bequeathed his house and some landed property at 
Chhatrapur to establish a Vernacular school which was 
established in 1855. Later it became a High School known 
as Onslow Institute in 1860. 


John Campbell found 100 purchased Meriah victims. Several 
of them had marks of iron on their ankles and wrists fettered 
to prevent escape. The total number of Meniahs rescued in 
this year was 307. The aggregate number by this time of the 
Meriah victims numbered 547 including the past two seasons. 


Lt Frye succeeded Dyce and had rescued a large number of 
Meriah victims from the Chinakhimedi tract in between 22 
December 1849 and 6" April 1850. Many of these were 
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women and had borne children to the parties who purchased 
them. Frye converted this state of concubinage into that of 
marriage, for, the former life was always insecure to them. 
This campaign and the influence of the officers of the Meriah 
Agency appear to have been effectual in making the Kondhs 
keep to their promise, for in 1849 Colonel Campbell 
reported: “The entire abolition of the rite of human sacrifice, which 
so recently prevailed throughout the extensive Malias of Baud, is a 
subject of sincere congratulation. Not one drop of blood has been 
shed this year on the altar of their barbarous superstition, nor was 
there manifested in any quarter the least disposition to break the 
pledge of abstinence which they had vowed last year. The whole of 
these hills have been traversed and the same pleasing results 
exhibited in every quarter.” Many of the rescued Meriahs were 
sent to the plains, where they settled down; others were given 
in marriage to their Kondh masters. The people were induced 
to substitute buffaloes for human victims,—a practice followed 
to this day—and the brewing of rice beer was prohibited, for 
alibation of this formed part of the religious ceremony, and 
the Kondhs used to drink it and give it to their victims till they 
were stupefied. 


The first Nayagarh State rising was started due to 
oppressive action of Brajabandhu Singh Mandhata, the Raja 
of Nayagarh. The Paikas, Sarvarakars, Daleis, Royats and 
also the militia classes opposed the action of Raja vehemently. 
Among the rising leaders, Kamal Lochan Paikaray, Hari 
Gajendra Singh, Udhaba Samantaray, Siv Ram Samantaray, 
Biku Patnaik, Jaladhar Baliarsingh, Bhagaban Bahubalendra, 
Loki Bahubalendra, Hari Routray, Raghunath Dora and 
Balram Dora were most noteworthy. After a great deal of 
efforts the rising was suppressed iu August 1852. Kamal 
Lochan Paikray was allowed to enjoy general pardon and 
permitted to return to Nayagarh. He was son of Baraju 
Paikray, the late Bebarta of the Raja. (see 1825) 
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Poet Chaitanya Das wrote Khalikota Yudha (Khalikot battle) 
which describes the battle between Ramachandra 
Harichandan Jagdev, Raja of Athagad and Narayan 
Mardaraj, Raja of Khalikote. The latter happens to be the 
grandfather of famous Raja Harihar Mardaraj. (see 1872) 


Mahesh Chandra Ray Munsif established Brahmo Samaj 
at Cuttack. Jagamohan Ray Deputy Collector gave away 
his house at Oriya Bazar to the Brahmo Samaj. 


Campbell took more than 200 Meriahs from Kond villages, 
70 from Boud, and the rest from Chinna Kimedi. He also 
registered nearly 100 poosiahs — Meriah women with the 
status of concubines whom he allowed to remain in Kondh 
villages after taking an Oath that they would not be sacrificed. 


Bhima Bhoi was born at Jatasing under Sonepur district. In 
Alekh Dharma, he is said to be the second to Mahima 
Gossain. His grave is at Khaliapali of Sonepur district. He 
established his Ashram at Khaliapali in 1876. He composed 
Stuti Chintamani, Adiant Gita, Nirbed Sadhan, 
Padmakalpa, Sruti Nisedh Gita and many Bhajans . 
Brahmanirupan Geeta, written by him was published by 
Dr Artaballav Mohanty from Utkal Sahitya Press in 1925. 
His collection of works has been published.He died in 1895. 
On him, remark of B.C. Majumdar (1861-1942) in the book 
entitled typical selections from Oriya literature 1923 are : 

“I have selected only a smal! number of his doctrinal poems but 


the readers will see that though Bhima Bhoi was not educated in 
any school, his language is good and his style is elegant. 


The first poem in the selections is a cautisa in reverse order; this 
new form of cautisa shows that Bhima Bhoi displayed his 
originality even insmall matters. Though it is a mystic doctrinal 
poem, no one will fail to notice how sweet the poem is and how 
captivating is its style. 
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It is a pity that his works are all in namuscript (italics mine) and 
the country which should be proud of him has not as yet 
appreciated his merit, 

In my humble opinion, he is a genius, and for his moral courage 
and clearness of thought, he is an unique personality in Orissa. 


Sir Basudeb Sudhal Deb ruler of Bamanda was born on 16* 
May. He was famous for the literary movement and public 
welfare. He took the charge of administration in 1874. He 
wrote Alankara Chandrika, Alankar Bodhadaya, 
Chitrotapla, Virabama, Chandi etc. He is the first Oriya 
to be awarded with ‘Sir’ title. He is the first Raja to stop an 
old tradition which was pievailing in the Royal family that 
married daughter would not visit their parent’s house. He 
could bring his young widowed daughter Devi back to 
Bamanda to give her mental peace. Thereafter the married 
daughters of Orissa and Chhatisgarh States could attend 
social functions of their parents. (d. 19.11.1903) (see 1903) 


Image of Radha was carved out and enshrined in the temple 
of Sakshi Gopinath at Alasa (Old name of Satyabadi). The 
period is in between the years 1850 to 1870. 


Henry Ricketts, a Member of Sadar Board of Revenue 
proposed for introduction of Hindustani in Orissa. But 
Goldsberry, the Commissioner gave his decided opinion that 
such a measuré would be both impolitic and injudicious. He 
was convinced that introduction of Oriya in judicial courts 
and public offices was a highly beneficial measure for the 
province. The Government accepted the view of Goldsberry 
and the question of introduction of Hindustani in Orissa was 
dropped. 

Government established a Vernacular School at Purunagarh. 
(Angul) on 16* September. As the Government took over 
the charge of the State of Angul in 1848 after confiscating its 
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feudatory status, it decided to establish more number of 
schools. The establishment of schools was based on an 
analogy. The British Government always advised ruling chiefs 
and Zamindars to start schools in their places as they were 
the masters of those areas. Since Angul State was confiscated 
and the British Government became its Master, the civil 
servants taking clue from this professed theory impressed on 
the Government to start new schools. Tota! six schools 
established in different years were as follows:-

1851 The Revenue Collection of the Nayagarh State were reduced 
to Rs 40,000 from Rs 51,501 as some lands were granted 
by the Raja as niskar (revenue-free) to his favourites. In 
1870, during reign of Ladu Kishore Singh the revenue of 
1857 had increased to Rs 51,501 by summary methods 
adopted by Babu Harekrushana Das, Assistant 
Superintendent of the Tributary Mahals. In Nayagarh, the 
revenue was realized by the Sarbarakars. They paid the 
revenue direct into the treasury. They received 10 percent of 
the total revenue collected by them and enjoyed Jagir 
(Service) lands, extent ranging from 1 to 108 acres towards 
their remuneration. They had to pay the revenue in four equal 
instalments. (see 1881) 


Madras Government established six schools in the hill tracts 
of Ganjam for education of Kondhs. They were two in 
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Ghumusar, one at Chenkhemundy, one at Kumingia, one at 
Udaygiri and one at Mahasing. In 1854 the Kondh tribe of 
Baro and Atharmunda of Hodozogharo and Tentulimunda 
demonstrated a hostile attitude to the introduction of schools. 
The most absurd and most favourite argument they had, 
was that reading would make their eyes drop out of 
their sockets. (see 1845) 


George Grierson was born in Ireland. He was a member of 
Indian Civil Service. He was appointed in Bengal in 1871. 
His book Seven grammars of the dialects and sub-dialects 
of the Bihari languages wns published during 1883 to 1887. 
He opines that “Oriya has no sub-language and Oriya, 
like all other languages, is unchangeable”. He has written 
“Oriya is remarkably free from dialectic variation. The wel! 
known saying which is true all over the North India, that the 
languages change every ten ‘Kos’, does not hold in Orissa.” 
He has authored Linquistic Survey of India in five volumes. 
[In the Indian Historica! Quarterly Vol-XXIII, 1947, (p-337), 
Suniti Kumar Chattarji, has written: “Of the three speeches — 
Oriya, Bengali and Assamese, Oriya has preserved great many 
archaic features, in both grammar and pronunciation; and it 
may be said without travesty of linguistic thought that Oriya is 
the eldest of the three sisters, when we consider the archaic 
Character of the language”.] 


The Cuttack Anglo-Vemrnacular School was raised to the status 
of a Zillah school as per Lord Auckland’s minutes of 1844. It 
was earlier taken over by the British Government in 1841 
and was upgraded into a Middle English school. In 1854 
there were 135 students. Out of these 135 students, nineteen 
were sons of land-lords, 80 were sons of Government 
employees, 15 were sons of merchants and rest 21 were 
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sons of other classes from the local society. In 1854 the 
syllabus of Calcutta University Entrance examination was 
introduced. Edward Fell was appointed as Headmaster. Mr 
C. Bramlow was the Headmaster of the school from 1853 to 
1856. (see 1822,1841) 


Biswambar Rajendra (1851-55) Raja of Chikiti, wrote 
Radha Prema Leela and Krushna Leela. 


Raja Brajabandhu Singh Mandhata of Nayagarh, who was 
confined at Cuttack, died in August. His State was managed 
by the Court of Wards, because his son Ladu Kishore Singh 
Mandhata was only a seven year-old minor then. 


As per a document dated 9H August of W.I. Elen, the Salt 
Agent of Balasore, 4,50,000 Mounds of salt was 
manufactured. 


Raja Brajaraj Singh was born at Khariar. He became full- 
fledged Raja of Khariar in 1889. He is a poet. Brajabadhu 
Vilas written by him was published by Cuttack Printing 
Company in 1883. Poet Kabibar Chintamani Mohanty was 
calling him ‘Utkal Vikramaditya?.His collection of works 
has been published by Culture Department in 1957. His 
portrait finds an honoured_ place in the portrait gallery of 
Sambalpur University. He built a Siva temple “Brajeswar 
Siva” (named after him) and installed the temple in the village 
Dharam Sagar 13® Km. from Khariar (d. 1.11.1907) (see 
1884) 


Athamalik State became practically independent of Boud 
after the death of Ramachandra Sekhar Dev, Raja of Boud. 


Raja Baikunthanath Dey one of the top leaders of Orissa 
integration movement was born at Balasore. In 1887 he 
became Vice-Chairman Balasore municipality. He was also 
a nominated Member of Bengal Legislative Council. He 
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became a member of the Asiatic Society of Bengal in 1885, 
life member of Zoological gardens, Calcutta in 1879, Member 
of British India Association in 1883 of which, he acted as 
Vice-Chairman, for three years from 1897 to 1900. He was 
also Honorary Magistrate exercising first class magisterial 
powers and President of Bench Magistrates.(d.1913) (see 
1902 and annexure 1 for list of religious and public 
charities of the Balasore Raj family. ) 


Poet Chintamani Patnaik was born in Sareikala of Singhbhum 
district. He completed Purusarth Chintamani, a Sanskrit 
text in 1892. 

On 12® August, Governor General- in-Council intimated the 
Missionaries who were continuously demanding to discontinue 
grants to Jagannath temple, that there is no ground to reduce 
the allowance of Rs 32,23 1/- paid to Jagannath temple as 
compensation. 

Anglo-vernacular school was established by Mr J. 
Cadenhead, the Political Agent (joined on 1850) forthe first 
time in Sambalpur. It was converted to a High school in 
1884. Till 1890 the school was named Moriss High school 
named after H. Moniss, the Chief Commissioner of Central 
Province. During this time for the absence of students in 
schools, fathers were getting punishment. When any 
student was admitted in the school, his family members were 
apprehensive of danger. The school is now named 
Chandrasekhar Behera High school. 

Raja Rammohan Lala, Government Tahasildar on deputation 
to Nayagarh State made a regular Settlement. The cultivated 
lands of the State according to his Settlement measured 67, 
981 acres and the land revenue was Rs 36,940. The term of 
the settlement expired after five years when Maulavi 
Mohammad, a government servant on deputation, made a 
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settlement of the reclaimed areas in 1857. The result of this 
Settlement was that the area of cultivated lands came to 73,619 
acres and the land revenue to Rs 39,41 5. It meant that during 
the interval of five years there was 8.28 percent increase in 
area and 6.7 percent in revenue. In 1870, the revenue of 
1857 was increased to Rs 51,501 by Summary methods 
adopted by Babu Harekrushna Das, Assistant 
Superintendent of the Tributary Mahals. The increase in 
revenue was Rs 12,086 i.e. by about 30 po after a period 
of thirteen years. 


Pyarimohan Acharya was born on 5* August as the first child 
to his parents in village Pasaluna near Kuanpal in Cuttack 
district. He wrote Odisar Itihas whichis the first in Oriya 
language for the school students for which he received Rs 
300/- from Government (d.29.12.1881) (see 
1873,1877,1879) 


John Campbell rescued one hundred and fifty eight Merriahs 
from Jeypore estate. Among them were more women and 
children than men. That was because the practice of rearing 
women Merriahs for the purpose of prostitution was more 
general in Jeypore than in other parts of Kondh region. In 
the old age, these women were also sacrificed. 


Bhaktakabi Madhusudan Rao was born on 29" January at 
Puri. Originally his title was Singh which he subsequently 
changed .to Rao. He worked in Education department as 
Inspector. He was the first Oriya Headmaster in 
Ravenshaw Collegiate School in 1891. He was awarded Rai 
Bahadur title by Government in 1907. His collection of works 
(Granthabali) was published. (d.28.12.1912) (See 1915) 


In February E.A Samuels the Commissioner appointed 
Dinabandhu Patnaik as Tahasildar of Kondhmal. Dinabandhu 
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saved the life of Macneil, Agent in the hill tracks of Orissa, 
when he was attacked by the Borikiya Kondhs (see1 855, 
1862) 


Despite denial of Council of Education, the Bengal 
Government issued a notification in October and opened two 
English Schools in Orissa, one at Puri and the other at 
Balasore. Later these two schools become Zilla schools. 


Sauras of Ganjam rebelled. They were brought under contro! 
by setting their houses and paddy fields on fire. Again the 
same type of rebellion surfaced in 1856. 


Purusottam Mohapatra of Paralakhemindi was born. He 
wrote Bratakathabali, Somanathbrata, Guru Panchami 
etc.(d.1905) 


Henry Ricketts, the Member, Board of Revenue visited 
Orissa and sent administrative report of Balasore, Cuttack, 
Puri and the Tributary Mahals to the Govemment of Bengal. 
He mentioned that the interference of the Superintendent in 
the internal affairs of the tributary Rajas had been increased. 


Somanath Singh the expelled Raja of Angul died at Hazaribag 
jail on 2™ June.(see 1848) 


On 13th July, twentyone persons (18 women and 3 men) 
lost their lives on the spot and 30 were seriously injured within 
the precincts of Puri Jagannath temple during the celebration 
of Nabajauban Darsana. The accident was attributed to 
the criminal negligence of the Pariharies. Due to criminal 
prosecution nine Pariharies were either jailed and fined or 
convicted with both the punishments. 

The first High School (Zilla School) in Balasore district was 
established by the initiation of Alfred Bond, a ship captain 
with the co-operation of local Zamindars. In 1873 it was 
called Balasore Zilla School. Previously it was called Balasore 
School. 
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Rai Bahadur Sudam Charan Naik was born at Bhadrak. He 
was a Member of Bihar-Orissa Council. He worked as 
Assistant Superintendent of Tributary Mahals. Famous 
Lalmohan Patnaik, Braja Sundar Das and Laxmindhar 
Mohanty were his sons-in-law. For printing of Sidhanta 
Darpan he persuaded the Raja of Athamallik to finance. 
(d.1925) (see 1894) 


Karond(Kalahandi) came under the dominion of British 
Crown when the province of Nagpur lapsed to the Crown. 
Subsequently it was created as a feudatory State. Fate 
Narayan Deo was the ruler of the State during this time. Prior 
to 1780 Kalahandi was known as Karond. He (Fate 
Narayan) is the son-in-law Queen Mohan Kumari of 
Sambalpur. (see 1827) 


In this year, John Campbell found nine hundred and one female 
children under four years of age in 2149 families of the Soroda 
tract, whereas there was not a single female child in the year 
1848 due to female infanticides that prevailed then. The 
female infanticides among the Kondhs was an age-old 
custom mainly caused by poverty. As it had no religious 
sanction behind it no terrible deity to appease, Government 
did not encounter much opposition as in the case of 
suppression of the Meriah sacrifice. The headman of the village 
co-operated with British officials in checking female 
infanticide. Men from his establishment went from village to 
village and counted the number of female children in each 
Chotanagpur division was created and Sambalpur was 
included init. 

Lokanath Singh stayed at Cuttack. The house with 5 ac of 
land at Tulsipur, Cuttack where he was staying went to the 
possession of Harekrushna Das, personal assistant of the 
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Commissioner as he (Lokanath) shifted to Puri in last stage 
of his life. (Harekrushna Das is grandfather of Braja Sundar 
Das)(see 1871, 1874, 1848) 


1854 On 24 January. Lord Dalhousie officially abolished the Fort 
William College. This college was meant to teach British Civil 
Servants in Indian languages prior to their appointment. In 
1830 only Munsis in Persian, Hindi and Bengali were retained 
ingnoring other subjects. In 1846, there were 10 teachers in 
the college : 3 in Persian, 3 in Hindi and 4 in Bengali. (see 
1801) 


In March E.A. Samuels became the Commissioner of Cuttack 
division. He opposed the proposal of Bengal Government to 
introduce the choukdari tax in Orissa on the ground that it 
would be very unpopular. 


The estate of Athagarh (Ganjam) was auctioned on 15 
July since the Raja could not pay the Pesh-kash. Raja of 
Khalikote, Narayan Mardaraj Deb got it in auction and 
annexed Athagarh to Khalikote. The people of Athagarh being 
displeased rebelled and murdered the Manager of Khalikote 
in 1873. 


Mr Hadley became the first Lt Governor of Bengal 
presidency. John Peter Grant became the Lt Governor in 
1859. 


Survey of India constructed a Triangulation station inside the 
Barabati fort complex for cadastral surveying. 


From this year to 1870, following books were written for 
school students of Orissa by Oriya writers, educated Bengalis 
of Orissa and Missionaries due to introduction Woods 
dispatch : Padartha Bidyasara, Oriya Byakaran, Odisara 
Itihas, Nitikatha, Hitopades, Buarnabodh, Patiganita 
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(translation), Bhugala (Transalation), Nitibodh, Bhugala 
Sutra, Bhrama Bhanjan, Bodhodaya , Charupatha, 
Kadambari, Raghubasna, Utakl Byakarana Sankhep, 
Bharatabarsara Itihas, Sisu Patha, Ankamala, Bhugala 
Tatwa, Padyamala, Padyasangarah, Sikshybidhan, 
Upades Manjari, Byakarana Koumudi etc. 


A Christian dispensary was started at Khurda. It became a 
subdivisional hospital in 1929 having 29 beds. 


Government finally discontinued the system of monopoly of 
manufacture of salt and instead substituted a fixed duty of 
twelve Annas per Indian Mound. (see 1804) 


The Madras Government issued prohibitory order over the 
rite i.e walking through the fire on a festive occasion, a 
religious custom among certain lower sections of the Hindu 
community in the Southern region of Orissa, as it was 
injurious to health. Under the orders, the actors of the function 
were required to appear before the police for a declaration 
that they were performing the ceremony voluntarily. The agents 
of the festival were also warned about the punishment of 
homicide in the event of death followed from performance 
of the practice. 


On 14* June the East India Company Directors at London 
commended Campbell’s attitude of firmness without 
unnecessary resort to forcible measures, and declared that 
germs of an ultimate civilization had been planted in 
the Kondh country. 


The educational dispatch of 19" July of Sir Charles 
Wood who was President of the Board of Control, London 
(Later Lord Halifax) worked out a new phase in education 
policy of Government The dispatch introduced two important 
changes in Indian education: “a system of State elementary 
schools and the policy of grants-in-aid to private 
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institutions”- is a memorable landmark in the educational 
history. According to the dispatch, an Education Department 
was established in every province. The “Woods Dispatch” 
thereafter agreed to give financial assistance to infant schools, 
and village schools through Government grant- in-aid. People 
were given absolute freedom to manage the institution of 
education with proper grant from the Government. 


A ten- year-old girl was sacrificed for fulfillment of a vow of 
the queen of Debadang fort under Jeypore estate. The fort 
is now in a ruined state. Previously human sacrifice was made 
at the four gates of the fort. 


The designation of South West Frontier Agency was 
changed into the Commissionership of the Chhotanagpur 
division. According to Act 20 of 1854, the Governor General 
became its Commissioner and Agent to the Governer General 
and ruled these States under Chhotanagpur Division. 


An article in the Friend of India, Calcutta magazine (28® 
September) glorified Campbell’s ‘almost entire 
suppression’ of human sacrifice, commenting : ‘All over 
India the warfare against the darker crimes is everywhere proceeding, 
everywhere successful. ‘In other words, the conquest of the Kondh 
was a ‘Christian war’, instigated and justified by missionaries. 


The system of education and duration of teaching introduced 
by the British Govt. after 1854 was as follows: 


Elementary 3 years Entrance 11 years 
Upper primary 5 years First Arts (FA) 2 years 
Middle Vernacular 5 years B A 2 years 
Middle School 7 years MA 2 years 


The pupils of elementary and the Upper Primary schools were taught 
jn vernacular The Middle English schools were limited in number 
and supplied students to High Schools 
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1855 On 26" January, Council of Education ceased to function 
and Director of Public Instruction (D.P.I) was appointed for 
the first timeto function as the head of education. The post 
of D.P.I continued till 31.3.1983. From 1.4.1983 the post of 
D.P.I. was renamed as Director of Education. Dr 


Ghanasyam Samal was the last D.P.I. designated as head 
of education. 


Under Madras presidency, Police Department was 
constituted and village Chawkidari system continued as 
before. But Chawkidari tax was not imposed like Bengal. 


Puri Jagannath temple was lime plastered from top to bottom 
by the Gajapati Raja Ramachandra Dev III. 


Government established vernacular schools at Angul, Khurda 
and Banki. Following schools were established as Wood’s 


Dispatch was introduced.: 

1855 — Talamula, 

1857 — Balaram Prasad, 

1858 — Suburnapur, Banapur, Begunia, 
1859 — Bhubaneswar, Janta, 

1868 — Tangi. 


Henry Ricketts, the Commissioner of Orissa proposed 
} merger of Sambalpur with Orissa Divison. 


Kondhmal (Kondh-Mahal) area was taken from Boud, a 
feudatory State on 15" February by a proclamation by 
Superintendent of Tributary Mahals as the Raja was 
incapable to control the Kondhs and suspected aid to Chakra 
Bisoi from perpetrating Meriah. A Tahasildar / Agent was 
appointed to administer the Malliah. The proclamation said 
* “In future, the Kondhs shall not obey the orders of Boud Raja or 
any other Raja. They are now the royats of Government who will 
ensure them justice, and protect them against violence and 
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oppression’. The Pesh-kash of Boud State was reduced in 
1875 due to transfer of Kondhmal. In later dates when the 
country was opened off by the construction of roads, 
Bisipada was made the headquarters. In 1891, Kondhmal 
was converted into a subdivision of Angul district and in 1904 
the headquarters was transferred to Phulbani. 


Nabakalebar festival of Lord Jagannath at Puri was 
celebrated. Although double ‘Ashadha’ had occurred in the 
year 1836 there is no record to state whether Nabakalebar 
festival was celebrated or not. 


The Bhadrak subdivision suffered severely from the want of 
rain. The river Salandi ran through the centre of this tract. 
When the people prayed for help, the Collector asked them 
why they did not use the river water as a means of irrigation. 
They only replied: “It was not the custom; that the proprietors of 
land on the river’s banks would object to channels being cut through 
their lands for the purpose of carrying water to fields further in land; 
that it would be a very hard work; that it would not pay; and that 
river water was not so fertilizing as that which came from heaven.” 


British Agent Lt Macneil toured Kalahandi taking Rendo 
Majhi in irons with him to warn the Kondhs. Rendo Majhi 
was head of Borikiya Kondhs who was captured for his 
complicity in Merriahs. The Kondhs retaliated and were 
joined by Kuttia Kondhs. The Agent was cornered by the 
rebels and had to be rescued by Dinabandhu Patnaik, the 
Kondhmal Tahasildar. (see 1853) 


A lotus - shaped Bhogamandap was built of wood in the 
temple of Lord Chandrasekhar by Bhagirathi Mahindra 
Bahadur, Raja of Dhenkanal in sixtivs of nineteenth century. 
As this wooden structure was da:naged, the same was 
skillfully repaired in 1993 by ° Debotar Department.’ with 
initiation of Kamyakshya Prasad Singhdeo, the scion of the 
royal family who was M.P as well as central Minister. 
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In the month of November, Orissa integration leader 
Balabhadra Supakar was born at Sambalpur. He was a social 
activist. (d. 27.12.1915) (see 1901) 


The Oriya monthly magazine Prabodh Chandrika was 
published in January by the Missionary Society. It was 
stopped in 1858. 


Birkishore Dev-II became Gajapati Raja of Puri and 
continued till 1859. 


The manufacture of sugar was started from the sugar factory 
at Aska established by F.V.Minton, [Major Fredrick Vivilin 
Minton (b. 14.2.1829, d. 3.4.1908)], a Britisher in 1855. 
He manufactured 12000 tons of sugar annually. By 1883 the 
factory employed 500 persons regularly throughout the 
year to mamufacture sugar and distillery. During working 
seasons from March to May, it employed 500 people 
additionally. The total out-turn of sugar was valued at an 
amount of Rs 10,594/- .The factory continued till 1946. (see 
1882) 


Berhampur Zilla School was started on 30® April under the 
management of the Government Students on roll in the 
successive years were as follows: 1857-168, 1858-153, 
1859-117,1860-116. In 1878 F.A. classes were added and 
status of the school was raised to a college. 

The rebels of Sambalpur took possession of Sambalpur jail 
inAugust and freed Surendra Sai. 

In October G.F. Cockburn suceeded E.A. Samuels as the 
Superintendent of Tributary Mahals. 

Dharma Singh Mandhata the ‘Majhi’ (head-man) of Athgaon 
of Patana State, who gave shelter to Chakra Bisoi and 
defended him languished in jail. Nothing was heard of Chakra 
Bisoi from the month of October. 
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Settlement for Khurda was extended for another 24 years 
- since the last settlement was concluded in this year. 


Andhra area was divided into 8 Collectorates out of which 
Ganjam district was one. Ganjam constituted part of Orissa 
and part of Srikakulam district. This district was divided into 
plains and hills. The area of hills inhabited by the tribals 
was called ‘Agency Area’. The Collector of Ganjam as 
administrator of agency area represents the Governor 
of Madras as Agent ( Agent of Governor) by the Act of 
1839. The Collector of Ganjam as Revenue Collector 
controlled two areas: (1) Zamindari area and (ii) Royatwari 
and Innam area. 


1857 A separate post of Inspector of Education for Orissa 

Division with headquarters at Burdwan was created and Dr 
E.Rore was the first inspector. He declared ‘Oriya is never 
a sub-language of Bengali; it is definitely a separate language’. 
He took action to write books for use of the students. 
The Raja of Patana State was fined Rs 1,000.00 for conniving 
at the escape of Ujjal Sai, the brother of Surendra Sai. 
Later the Raja captured and handed him over to Colonel 
Forster, who hanged him on 18th June 1858 at Bolangir. The 
fine on the Raja was remitted as he earned gratitude of the 
Government. 


Ramakrishna Chhotray, Raja of Jalantar was born. He was 
the writer of famous Prahalad Nataka (d.1905) 


Maha Mahopadhyay Sadasiv Mishra Kabya Kantha was 
born at Puri. He wrote a number of Sanskrit books. His 
works are Kalyapadharm Sarvaswa, Sastri Sangeet, 
Chandan Champu etc. In 1909 British Government awarded 
him Maha Mohapadhyay title. Hc was a Sanskrit teacher 
of Puri Zilla School for 34 years continuously. He co- 
operated with M.M.Haraprasad Sastry, who made a 
thorough search of Sanskrit manuscripts especially in Puri 
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district. M.M. Haraprasad Sastry compiled and published 
The Descriptive Catalogue of Sanskrit Manuscripts. 
(d.28.8.1929) (see 1862) 


Ramakrushna Samantasinghar ex-Zamindar of Balia, 
Pargana-Burraon, Thana Jajpur was arrested on charges 
of collecting weapons, using threatening language and 
warning the royats not to pay the rents on the ground that 
“The Company’s rule was about to cease”. He with Upendra 
Jena, were sentenced to five-year imprisonment with labour 
but without the irons. After the declaration of amnesty in 
November 1858 Ramakrishna’s case was taken up. He was 
released and his property restored. 


On 13th May, the Chief Engineer, P.W.D obtained sanction 
of the Lt Governor for systematic excavation of Barabati 
Fort, preserving stone revetments, the gateway and the 
mosque of Fateh Khan Rahim. In June and July, the remains 
of the walls of the fort were demolished. 


Playwright Ram Sankar Ray was born in June in village 
Dikshitpada, Cuttack. He received Rai-Bahadur title in 1924. 
He wrote Kanchi Kaveri drama in 1880 which was staged 
on 7" February 1881. It is the first historical and also 
successful play in Oriya. His novel Saudamini was published 
in 1878. His other literary works are Kansbadh, Jugadharm, 
Kanchanmali, Banamala, Leelabati etc. He was the 
Chairman of Cuttack Municipality. He also presided over 
meetings of Utkal Sahitya Samaj many times. He, for the 
first time, introduced Blank Verse (Amitrakshari 
Chhanda) in Kanchi Kaveri play. Bibasini is his second 
novel and a full-fledged novel in Oriya literature. His 
collection of works was published in 1930.(d.13.9.1931) 
(see 1880) 


On 22™ September Vaid Ratna Maguni Brahma was bom in 
village Birpurusottampur of Puri dist. He was very competent 
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inAyurveda. He was Professor in Ayurveda in Puri Sanskrit 
college from 1918 to 1926. He was also Secretary of Puri 
Mukti Mandap Sava. The Governor General of India 
conferred the title “Vaid Ratna” on him in 1921 in a Darbar 
at Ranchi. He is the 2nd man in Orissa to receive such title. 
(d.8* Dec.1933) (see 1889) 

GF Cockburn, the Commissioner established two schools; 
one at Balaram Prasad and the other at Jarrati. 

A Primary Schoot was started at Paralakhemundi under the 
auspices of the Raja of Paralakhemindi. The institution was 
up-graded to a Middle School in 1878 and then to a High 
School in 1884. (see 1334) 

Ananda Majhi, a tribal leader was arrested on 7® December 
on the charge of rebellion among the Santals of North 
Orissa. He was transported for life. 

Sambalpur State was annexed to Orissa Division on 19® 
December. (see1862) 

E.Rore, the Inspector of Schools rejected the idea of supply 
of Bengali text books to the schools of Orissa and in its 
place recommended to publish Oriya text books. 

Novelist Umesh Chandra Sarkar was born at Puri. He wrote 
Padmamali, a full-fledged novel being the first in Oriya 
literature that was published in 1888 from Cuttack Printing 
Company. His other works are Dhaga Dhamali, Mahima 
Stab, Kendujhar Vidroh etc. 

The first Oriya short story book Fulamani O Karuna 
was written by Rev. Stubbing. It was a translation of Bengali 
book of that name, published in 1852. 

During this time there were 26 text books in syllabus for 
school education. 


On December 30*, Chhabila Sai, the 5® brother of Surendra 
Sai and 53 rebels died in an encounter with Captain 
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Woodbridge. Surendra Sai escaped. Later Captain 
Woodbridge was killed by rebels at on 12th July 1858 at 
Paharsirgira . (Veer Surendra Sai had six brothers who took active 
part in the resistance movement. They are : Udanta, Ujjal, Chhabila, 
Jajal, Dhruba and Medin) 


Calcutta Unversity held its first matriculation examination; 
Madras and Bombay had theirs in 1859. 


1858 Public Works Department was constituted. It was decided 
to get finance from Impenial Fund for some important roads 
but for other roads from the District Board Funds. 


More lands were given to Puri temple by British Government 
for management. In 1863 extra lands were also given to the 
temple. These areas which were given to Puri temple by 
Government are called “Ekharajat Mahal”. [Ekharajat is an 
Arabic word which means expenditure]. (see 1818, 1873) 

J.V. Minton, a British merchant first brought the inscription 
of Jaugada, Ganjam to the notice of Europeans. He took 
its photographs in this year and 1871 which were published 
in Corpus Inscription Indicarum by Major General 
Cunningham. 

On 23" February Lt Macneil Agent in the hill tracts of Orissa, 
who officiated at the execution of Kondh who had been 
convicted of murder nites. At first the Kondhs who committed 
human sacrifice were punished with imprisonment, 
transportation and hard labour in chain gangs; only later 
when it was clear that they know itis forbidden by the British, 
they were executed. 

Lt Macneils letter : 

Sir, 

1. I have the honor to report for the information of the Hon’ble 


President in Council that the sentence of death to ‘Boyi 
Khond” was this day carried out at his native village. 
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2. On my arrival at the fort Mahasingee on the 20® instant I 
received information from various sources that the Khonds of 
the Ballaguddah district mediated an attack on my camp with 
the view of rescuing the prisoner and thereby washing the 
stigma which they imagined would attach to them if the prisoner 
was hanged in their district. 


3. [I accordingly summoned the Ooriyah chief of the district and 
informed him of what I had heard. He at first strenuously denied 
the truth of my assertions, but I warned him that if any 
opposition was offered to me in carrying out the orders of the 
Government, I should hold him personally responsible and 
would also bring the prise .er in his (the Patro’s) villages. This 
had the desired effect... As above-stated, the prisoner was on 
this day hanged; the sorry thing went off peaceably, though 
large numbers of Khonds, some armed, and others not, to the 
number of 600 collected in small groups on all the ground 
which commanded a view of the execution. 


4. [I would not have entered so fully into this case, were it not 
that this “Boyi Khond” is the first person to be hanged in the 
hill tracts of ChinnaKimedy and the Khonds were prepared by 
force to prevent the violation, if so it might be termed. But the 
sorry thing having passed off quietly I am persuaded that this 
execution will have a most beneficial effect on all classes and 
will operate most favourably on the furtherance of our 
operations for the suppression of meriah sacrifices and female 
infanticide, as the Khonds and others have now had ocular 
evidence of the determination of Government to uphold its 
authority in all cases even though unconnected with the 
immediate spheres of this Agency. 


5. On this latter subject however I will submit in a day or two a 
few observations for the favourable consideration of the 


Government.

Government ordered on 22™ Apnil to appoint only literate 
persons on a salary of Rs 6/- or more and incentives for 
Vernacular Education. In 1860, a learnéd Oriya person being 
appointed as Sanskrit teacher in Puri Zilla School was 
temporarily ex-communicated from his community. 

The British Government declared Dhamara as a port vide 
Government of India Notification no 877 of 18® May. Tusser 
and Silk sarees, paddy, rice, Chura, jute, pulses, oilseeds, 
leather, dried fish and wooden furniture etc. were exported 
through this port to African countries. 

Two schools in Banki, i.e one at Charchika and the other at 
Subarnapur were established. 


On 23" September, Podahat was confiscated and a reward 
of Rs 1000/- announced for apprehension of Arjun Singh, 
Raja of Podahat. 


Sir Arthur Cotton (1803-65), the father of modern irrigation 
system visited Orissa. He suggested a plan on the pattern of 
the river Godavari and Krishna to construct anicuts across 
the Mahanad;i, Birupa and Kathajodi and to have a network 
of Canal systems with the three-fold objectives of irrigation, 
navigation and flood moderation. He drew a blue print of 
integrated irrigation system in the entire delta. The Orissa 
canal systems and Rusikulya systems were started in 1860 
and completed by 1910.[The canals laid from Mahanadi, 
Brahmani and Baitarani formed a project on a distinct and 
separate basis and named as ‘Orissa canal system’. 
Altogether 11 canals were constructed from the anicuts of 
three river systems. All the canals are used for irrigation]. He 
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recommended : a complete series of works those constructed on 
the Kistna and Godavary for regulating the rivers and affording 
irrigation and navigation within the [Mahanadi, Brahamani and 
Baitarani} deltas. He further proposed a main canal which should 
connect the Deltas with Calcutta. He estimated the cost of these 
works at £ 1,300,000 and the area capable of irrigation at 2,250,000 
acres and suggested if Government were unwilling to undertake 
these works (s) themselves, they should be entrusted to an English 
Company. {In 1861 the British Government conferred ‘Sir’ title on 
Cotton. In 1862, he retired from service.] (see 1868). 

Education department, Government of Bengal published a 
report. It gives a list of Oriya books published prior to 1842 
(1) Sutton’s English to Oriya dictionary, 1831 

(2) Padartha Bidyasar, 1832. 

(3) History book, 1839 

(4) Oriya dictionary, 1841 

Captain Harris, a Royal engineer submitted a report on floods 
after seeing the reports of 1833 on the history of floods and 
himself making a thorough observation by going on horse 
ride. He made systematic study of flood control in Mahanadi 
basin . He recommended for construction of spur across river 
Kathajodi with a view to divert flow from river Kathajodi to 
main Mahanadi.(see 1865) 

Madho Singh of Ghens Zamindari in Sambalpur district rose 
in revolt against the British. He was executed by hanging on 
31* December. His sons Hati Singh, Kunjel Singh and Bairi 
Singh with Saligram Bariah rebelled continuously for two 
years. After a plot, the English executed Kunjel Singh, Bairi 
Singh and Saligram Bariah. Hati Singh was transported to 
Andaman. 

Jagu, the Dewan of Raja of Podahat of Singhbhum district 
was executed with three others in December on the charges 
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of rebellion. Raja Arjun Singh was permitted to reside at 
Banaras and a monthly allowance of Rs 1 50/- was granted 
tohim. 

GF. Cockburn the Commissioner wrote on 10* November 
to the Magistrate to release Chakhi Khutia immediately 
under the amnesty declaration. Sale proceeds of his property 
were refunded to him. 


Walter Elliot found a number of coins, some gold and silver 
and many of copper from Jaugad (Ganjam) which are evidently 
Indo-Scythins. 

Gadadhar Bhanja Raja of Keonjhar was honoured with the 
title “Maharaja” and reduction of Rupees one thousand in 
his tribute for his loyal services during the mutiny. His Bebarta 
Chandra Sekhar Dhal also received the title of Rai-Bahadur 
with a personal pension of Rs 200/- per mensen. 

Atri consisting of five villages in Zillah Kusupalla with a total 
area of 2309 acres was granted to ‘Mathadhikari’ of Puri 
temple in lieu of a former allowance of 560 mounds and 3 
seers of salt and held free of revenue. 


Road from Cuttack to Aul, a place connected to Dhamara 
one of the first local roads was constructed. Road from 
Cuttack to Taladanda about 70-km long was constructed in 
1860. Taladanda is not far from False Point Harbour. 


1859 Some Englishmen formed an association called Mutual 


Improvement Society which is the first organisation in 
respect of exchange of thoughts and solutions of problems. 

For the first time, the students of the Cuttack Zilla School 
appeared at Entrance Examination under Calcutta University. 
Banamali Singh of Dhenkanal was the first Oriya boy to 
pass entrance examination in third division. Other four 
passed students were Haradhan Ghose, Pyari Mohan Sen, 
Hemachandra Roy, A.T. Atkinson.[In 1871 Banamali Singh was 
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appointed as Tahasildar of Angul, but the Raja of Dhenkanal required 
his services. So he resigned. Haradhan Ghose was Tahasildar of 
Angul in 1879-80.) 

It was decided by the Government of India on 14" April 
that District Collector and District Magistrate will be one 
man. Their designation will be District Officer. 


On 20th October Prof. Jogesh Chandra Ray Bidaynidhi was 
bom at Bankuda in Bengal. On 18.03.83 he joined as lecturer 
in physical science. He was Professor in Ravenshaw College 
for 36 years. He brought Samanta Chandra Sekhar to 
limelight. He took up the editing of Sidhanta Darpan after 
the request of Maha Mahopadhyay Mahesh Chandra 
Nyayaratna C.L.E, the Principal of Calcutta Sanskrit College 
and Inspector of Banga-Bihar-Orissa Sanskrit T.O.Ls 
(teaching of oriental languages). Prof. Jogesh Chandra 
wrote in English, a preface note of 55 pages for Sidhanta 
Darpan, elaborating the details of the book. He was conferred 
“Bidyanidhi” title in 1910 by the Puri Muktimandap Sava 
for this. He used this title till his death. Prof. Ray wrote a 
useful book Ratnaparikshya and compiled a Bengali 
dictionary. Bharat Dharma Mahamandal of Banares also 
awarded Vigyan Bhusan title. He received Rai-Saheb title in 
1913 and Rai-Bahadur title in 1916. He retired from 
Government service on 20th October at the age of 60 years. 
He died at the age of 97 years at Bankuda. (d.1957) (see 
1894,1888, 1955) 

Raja Birakishore Dev-III died on 11* December. He adopted 
Dibyasingh Dev, second son of Raja of Badakhemundi. 


Lt Governor Fredric James of Bengal visited Orissa. Mr 
Cockbum, the Commissioner of Orissa recommended anew 
school be constructed in honour of the Lt Governor. He 
deplored the negligence of Government for the people of 
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Orissa, pointing out in his report dated 23rd february that, 
‘Lakhs and lakhs of rupees had been spent in almost every 
division of Bengal except Orissa’. 

Ramesh Chandra Birabar Harichandan, Raja of Talcher was 
born. He wrote commentaries on Manu Sanhita, Parasar 
Sanhita. (d.1891) 


J. Long, a British civilian from Calcutta visited Orissa for ten 
days. With the concise experience of ten days in Orissa he 
wrote an article in the journal of Asiatic Society of Bengal 
about Madala Panji, Kanchi Kaveri, Vaidehisa Vilas, 
Rahashya Manjari, Rasapanchak etc. He is the first 
European scholar who collected some manuscripts from 
Orissa and published a list of them in the Journal of Asiatic 
Society of Bengal. 


The first General Library of Orissa was established at 
Cuttack with 528 nos. of books. 


A provision was made in the Settlement Act of 1833 as Act 
X of 1859 to the effect that a peasant in possession of land 
for more than 12 years will be entitled to possessory title to 
the land. From 1833, normally settlement was done for 30 
years. 


Dibyasingh Dev-III became Raja of Puri in November. In 
seventies during the visit of the Prince of Wales (future Edward 
VII), many Zamindars, Chiefs of Orissa went to Calcutta. 
Foremost among them was the Rajah of Puri, who for the 
first time, crossed the sea. The Rajah’s pretension to Society 
and exclusiveness prevented his association from the native 
chiefs present in Calcutta. He died in Andaman on 25" 
August 1987. (see 1878) 


Sir John Peter Grant succeeded Sir F.J Halliday as Lt 
Governor of Bengal Presidency and continued till 1862. 
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Balasore school became a full-fledged High school with 8 
classes. In 1919 the existing class XII and XI were 
nomenclatured as class XI and X respectively. The 8th year’s 
class of the High school corressponds to first class or class 
XI. There was no uniformity in the number of classes in the 
schools of Bengal Presidency through which a boy had to 
pass to qualify for Entrance examination. In Balasore and 
Puri districts the boys had to read lesser number of years to 
pass the Entrance examination than those in Bengal proper 
as there were seven classes in Orissa schools, but 9 classes 
in Bengal schools. 

1860 The Government of India conferred upon the Maharaja 
Jadunath Bhanja of Mayurbhanja the title “Maharaja 
Bahadur” with a valuable “Khilat” in recognition of his 
services during the Indian Sepoy Mutiny. The Maharaja died 
in 1863 ‘at Cuttack. 

GF. Cockburn Commissioner of Cuttack wrote to Board 
of Revenue on 29* February that the deceit of Krishna 
Chandra, the Dewan of the first Collector was primarily 
responsible for rebellion. “It was owing to his conduct on 
endeavouring fraudulently to retain the possession of Killa Rorung 
as a portion of his estate” was the statement of the Commissioner 
for which rebellion of 1817 arose. 

The Circle Jail at Berhampur was set up with a status of 
third class jail for confining prisoners for short terms. 
Brahma Upasana Samaj was first established by 
Maharshi Debendranath at his ‘Kacheri Ghar’ (Office room) 
at Cuttack. (see 1864) 

False Point Port at the mouth of river Mahanadi was opened 
to traffic for sea-bomne trades with places other than Orissa 
proper. After the great famine of 1866 it drew the attention 
of the Government In 1875 it was recommended for 
improvement at a cost of Rs 2,33,000/- and a vast area of 
land to the extent of 5411.25 Ac. at Jamboo was donated 
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by Ranee of Burdwan. The port became a busy one in 
seventies of 19" century. 

Litterateur Sadhu Charan Ray [husband of Poetess Reba 
Ray (1876-1957)] was born at village Katarpur, Jajpur. He 
worked as a teacher in Pyari Mohan academy at Cuttack. 
His composition Sangita Puspanjali was published in 1883. 
He published Asha a monthly magazine, which was a 
women’s mouth-piece from Victoria press in 1889. 
(d.29.6.1898) {Prof. Sachidanand Ray was his son who was 
Principal, Ravenshaw college in 1945. He was also Inspector of 
Schools, North Orissa Division] 


Bharat Rasarnab Chhand was written by Purusottam 
Mohapatra of Badakhemund;i (Ganjam). 


Gopal Ballav Das was born in Satyabhamapur of Cuttack 
district. He worked as a Deputy Collector. He was the 
younger brother of Madhu Babu, father of Maa Rama Devi, 
and son-in-law of civilian Nanda Kishore Das, [Gopal Ballav 
married to Nishamani Das, since she died prematurely, again 
married her young sister Basanta Kumari. She (Basanta 
Kumari) was editor of a journal Sikshya Darpana, later 
changed its name to Paricharika). His poetry book Kabita 
Manjari was first published in 1895. Bhima Bhuyan, the 
third full- fledged novel in Oriya that was first published 
in 1908 from Edward press. (first one is Padmamali, 
second is Bibasini) (d.23.12.1914) (see 1870,1885, 1886) 


Christian Hospital at Seranga under Ganjam district was 
started. 


Bharat Sen was born at Dharakote of Ganjam district. He 
wrote Sulochana Parinay and Subhadra Parinay. 
Sareikala and Kharasuan States known as Singhbhum 
group received first “Sanand”. 

A geometry book Euclidnka Kshetratatwa translated to 
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Oriya by Navin Chandra Sarangi for use of school students 
was published. Nabin Chandra Sarangi is the son of 
Gangadhar Sarangi, the first Oriya Christian convert. 


Lawyer Nimai Charan Mitra was born at Raghunathpur of 
Cuttack dist. He was the first elected Chairman of Cuttack 
Zilla Board. He established a mobile dispensary. He was 
also Vice-chairman of Cuttack Municipality.(d. 1926). 


In September G.F. Cockbum, Commissioner was transferred 
and E.T. Trevor officiated as Commissioner. In July 1861, 
R.N. Shore who was Magistrate, Cuttack previously, became 
the Commissioner. 


Janakinath Bose was born at village Kodalia of 24 Pargana 
District. He was a famous lawyer and social activist. He was 
elected to Bengal Council for helping in preparation of 
Orissa Tenacy Bill. He is the father of patriot Netaji Subash 
Chandra Bose. (d.1934) (see 1885,1930) 


From Cuttack Zilla School 3 students passed in the Entrance 
Examination. They were Bichhanda Charan Patnaik, Jagan 
Mohan Lal, and Nand Kishore Das. 


By an order dated 18® December, the Penal Code was 
declared applicable to the Tributary Mahals. In 1893, precise 
rules for the guidance of chiefs in the administration of criminal 
justice were promulgated. 

Karnahar Nayak, the Gountia of a Kolabira was hanged. He 
took active part in rebellion with Veer Surendra Sai. He was 
Gond by caste. The Zamindar of Ghess who was a Bhinjal 
by caste was transported in 1864 and died in jail for rebellion. 


1861 Police became a separate department in Ganjam under the 
Madras Presidency as per 1859 Madras Police Act. 


On 22" March, Gadadhar Bhanja, Raja of Keonjhar died 
at Tribeni. So Dhanurjaya Narayan Bhanja became Raja of 
Keonjhar. But stiff opposition from Rani Bishnupriya and 
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consequent Bhuyan rebellion emerged.So he was to be 
crowned for the second time in 1868. His generous 
contributions to Ravenshaw College, Pyari Mohan Academy, 
Girls’ School at Cuttack are noteworthy.[widowed Ranee 
Bishnupriya’s contention was that Dhanurjaya was not the 
son of a Phulbibhahi(respectable concubine), but only son 
of a slave girl. T.E. Ravenashaw, the Commissioner did not 
agree to this view.] 


It is for the first time, a Superintendent of police was 
appointed in each district with a number of subordinate staff. 


Monthly magazine Arunodaya was published on behalf of 
‘Christian Vernacular Literature Society’. It was stopped after 
three years. 


Bijay Chandra Majumdar was born on 27” September at 
Faridpur near Calcutta.He was third teacher of Cuttack 
Collegiate School. He was staying in the house of Madhusudan 
Rao and later married to his eldest daughter Basanti Rao 
(5.6.1874-1953) in June 1888. He passed B.L from Cuttack 
College and became lawyer at Sambalpur. He wrote Typical 
Selections from Oriya Literature in three parts. He was the 
first Headmaster of Bamanda High school. He was blind 
in the last twenty eight years of his life and wrote many articles 
by giving dictation. (d. 1942) (see 1888) 


Central Province was constituted on 2™ November Patana , 
Sonepur, Bamara, Rairakhol, Kalahandi, and the district of 
Sambalpur became part of the newly-created province. 


By this year, the Meriah sacrifice in Chinakhemindy was 
suppressed. By 1858 one thousand Meriah victims were 
rescued by John Campbell. On 18th December the Meriah 
Agency was abolished by Government as the aim was 
fulfilled. The names of Campbell and Macpherson are still 
remembered by the Kondhs in mutilated form of Kaibon 
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Saheb and Mokodela Saheb. Their deeds are, to this day, 
commemorated in a popular song which says :- “At the time 
of the great Kaibon Saheb’s coming the country was in darkness; it 
was enveloped by mist. And how was the country enveloped by 
mist ? There was murder and bloodshed, conflagration of villages, 
destruction of rice and crops. While they were discussing whether 
they would live or die, the great Kaibon Saheb came. All the people 
fled in terror; the Sabeb said, “brothers, uncles, fear not; Malik 
Kuara come to me”. Having sent Paiks to collect the people of the 
land, they caught the Merriah sacrificer; they went and seize the evil 
councellors. Having seen the chains and shackles, the people were 
afraid; murder and bloodshed were quelled. Then the land became 
beautiful; and Mokodella Saheb came. He destroyed the tigers and 
bears in the hills and rocks, and taught wisdom to the people. After 
lapse of a month he built bungalows and schools ; and he advised 
them to learn reading and law. They learned wisdom and reading ; 
they acquired silver and gold; then all the people became wealthy.” 
[Source : Dist. Gazetteers Anugul L.S.S.O’Malley 1908 p-30] 

By an act of Parliament East India Irrigation and Canal 
Company (East India Irrigation and Canal Company was an offshoot 
of the Madras Irrigation Company, which had undertaken the early 
irrigation schemes in South India) was established. Excavation 
of canals began in 1863. The company took Zobra anicut 
works on river Mahanadi, excavation of Taladanda canal 
and Machhagaon canals. Due to the constraint on resources, 
the company did not make satisfactory progress. It was later 
vound up and Government took over the entire scheme. 
[The question of remuneration of the company, was not settled 
before the commencement of tiie work. The company in 
offering its proposal, had asked among other things, to pay 
‘all increased revenue and receipt from the land so irrigated 
over and above what is now collected’] (see 1868, 1869] 


Gokulananda Choudhry a famous lawyer and one of the 
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leaders of Utkal Samilani was born at village Kheras of 
Jagatsinghpur. His ancestors were Zamindars of 26 villages 
from Maratha time. He was Vice-chairman of Cuttack 
municipality and member of Bihar-Orissa Council. He is the 
father of Nabakrushna Choudhury and Gopabandhu 
Choudhury who are freedom fighters (d.1915). 


Freedom fighter Acharya Prafulla Chandra Roy was born in 
Vill. Raruli of Jassor dist (Bangla Desh). In 1924 he presided 
over the first conference of Utkal Provincial Congress. 
He awarded the title Utkalamani to Pandit Gopabandhu 
Das. Mr Roy was Chemistry Professor of Presidency College, 
Calcutta. He was also Principal of Science College of 
Calcutta university. He was a bachelor. (see 1924) 


The Raja of Khariar refused to call on the Commissioner of 
Cuttack who was on a special tour to that area, for which 
he was fined Rs 1,000/-. 


Vaishnavite Poet Gobinda Raiguru was born at village 
Brahman Chhai near Pital of Ganjam district. He wrote 
Rasapanchadhyai, Prahalad Natak, Brundaban 
Chandranana, Champu, Bidesanuchinta Chitau, Abinab 
Chaupadi Ratnakar etc. His collection of works has been 
published. He is the son of poet Hanuman Raiguru 
Kabichandra. (d.1907) (see 1827) 


Queen Victoria first introduced the following titles for 
India:- 

1. GC.S.I Grand Commander of Star of India 

2: K.C.S.1 Knight Commander of Star of India. 

3. C.S.I Companion Star of India. 

In 1877 following titles are further introduced 

1. GC.IE. Grand Cross of Indian Empire. 

2 K.C.LE. Knight Commander of Indian Empire. 

3. C.LE. Companion of Indian Empire. 
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The above titles were given by the queen for outstanding public 
welfare activities done in India. 


A girl about 12 years of age was sacrified at the shrine of 
‘Kanaka Durga temple’ of Jeypore, ‘cholera at that time being 
prevalent’. 


1862 On 7" January Mitrabhanu son of Veer Surendra Sai 
surrendered before Major Impey who assured him 
restoration of two Lakharaj villages which were held by 
him before the commencement of rising. (see 1877) 


Sir Cecil Beadon K.C.S.I became Lt Governor of Bengal 
presidency and continued upto 1867. He succeeded Peter 
Grant. 


One lower primary school was started for girls at Baripada. 
It became U.P. School in 1919 and M.E. school in 1932. In 
1951 it was raised to the status of a High School. The 
institution is now called Maharani Prem Kumari High 
School after the name of the mother of Sriram Chandra 
Bhanja. 

Manufacture of salt in Orissa was stopped. 


Sambalpur was transferred to the newly-created Central 
Province. (see 1857) 
Nuapada was separated from Khariar and attached to Raipur 
under Central Province. On 1* April 1936, it was annexed 
to Orissa and was kept under Sambalpur district. On 1* 
November 1949, it was included in Kalahandi district and 
since 1.04.1993 it has been made a separate district. 
On 11* March, Lord Canning, the Governor General of India 
gave Sanand to 17 Rajas of Tributary Mahals for adoption. 
InApril, T. Amstrong, Superintending Engineer, Cuttack circle 
wrote to officiating Chief Enginer, Bengai : 
“When Commissioner as superintendent of Tributary Mahals 
requests their assistance and co-operation for the works of 
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Govemment, even then they assist in most indirect, disagreeable 
and uncertain way, and these Native Chiefs to dislike any opening 
of their country by roads, they imagine evidently that some 
ulterior views or objects are contemplated, which will not result 
to their benefit, and they cannot understand demi-civilised and 
uneducated and may say biogated, as they are (of) what very 
great imperial and local importance of a road........ must be” 


Calcutta High Court was established on 14® May. The earlier 
Sadar Adalat and the Supreme Court were included in the 
High Court. From 1* July Orissa came under Calcutta High 
Court. 


Veer Surendra Saf surrendered with his forty followers to 
British on 16® May. Major Impey presented him a Shawl 
and Rs 500/- for his soldiers. Besides Rs 1,200/- per annum 
as pension and an aggregate sum of Rs 4,600/- was granted 
to him. 

An M.E. school was established at Baragarh. It became a 
(George) High School in 1920. 


Nature Poet Gangadhar Meher was born on 9* August at 
Barapalli in Sambalpur district. He wrote Tapaswini, Pranay 
Ballari, Kichak Baddha, Indumati, Utkal Laxmi etc. His 
collection of works was published. (d.4.4.1924) 


The last letter of Gana Sammat was written to the court of 
Bonai from the Court of Keonjhar. This Gana Sammat 
was the Chronicle of Keonjhar Royal family (like Madala 
Pani) which is now preserved in Orissa State Museum. 


A school was established at Jeypore, but it was of no avail, 
since no teacher could be available for it. By 1866, there 
was nota single school in Koraput and Jeypore agency tracts. 


Mrutyunjay Vidyalankara was born in Medinapur district. 
He was a teacher in Fort William College at Calcutta. He 
translated many Sanskrit books into Onya. 
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From the year 1862 to 1867 Calcutta Book Society sold 
Oriya books which was rising year by year, as under : 1862 — 
3436, 1863 - 4726, 1864 — 5922, 1865 — 12824, 1866 — 21888, 
1867 - 24435 


Labour was on greater demand in Ceylon in this year. 
Formerly the Ceylonese Government obtained all their 
labourers (Tamils) from Tanjor, Madurai and Tinnevelly. The 
rate of labour was Rs.0-4-0 (Four Annas) a day. Under a 
pressing situation, the Government sought a new field for 
recruiting for their labour market and selected Ganjam for 
the purpose. Under the existing contract the labourers’ safety 
was endangered and they became subjects of exploitation. 
Government became sensible of their problem and issued a 
proclamation letting the labourers free to make their choice, 
whether or not, to enter into any contract, after their arrival in 
Ceylon. This liberal condition attracted many to emigrate 
temporarily or permanently with a hope to earn to make their 
subsistence easy. 


The Kondhs in Boud revolted under Narayan Mallik. It was 
suppressed and Narayan Mallik was imprisoned. 


The Kondhs in the Kondhamal rose against the oppressive 
authority of the Tahasildar (Dinabandhu Patnaik). A display 
of the military force was required to put down the rising 


A middle vernacular school was established at Remand, an 
old and populous village of Sambalpur. During this time such 
type of schools are called village schools or town schools. 
The Remand M.E. School was called village school. Hindi 
was the medium of instruction and Oriya was optional. The 
subjects which were taught were science, drawing, algebra, 
mensuration etc. 


Despite Government’s interest to establish schools, the pupils 
did not attend the same. A Government record speaks how 
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government took stern actions for attendance : Of the Ungoo} 
schools, the Deputy Inspector states : “Mr Cockbury, who, it 
would seen, took the schools of this part of this division under his 
move special protections, used to fine the parents of boys who did 


not attend and reward those of the regular pupils...” 


A permanent building at Berhampur for the District Judge’s 
court was constructed and from 1865 Zilla Court started 
functioning there headed by a Civil and Session judge. 


Patana, Sonepur, Rairakhol, Bamara, and Kalahandi were 
declared as feudatory States and in 1907, Sanands were 
given to them with the power of death sentence, subject to 
confirmation of the local Government. 


The Zamindars and Bengali civil servants at Cuttack 
demanded facilities for teaching upto First Arts degree at the 
Cuttack Zillah School under Calcutta university. The 
Maharaja of Mayurbhanja donated a sum of Rs 1,000/- to 
start teaching up to First Arts degree at the Cuttack Zillah 
School. 


Cuttack Normal School was established on 1st February. 
with 121 students on roll at Sahebjada Bazar, Cuttack. 
Dwarikanath Chakrabarty father of famous archaeologist 
Manmohan Chakrabarty was its Superintendent from 1869 
to 1893. During 1864 the L.P. School teachers were given 
training. In 1870 the Normal School was divided into two 
branches. That is Pandit Training and Guru Training Class. 
The prominent Headmasters of Cuttack Normal School were 
Bhaktakabi Madhusudan Rao, Chandra Mohan Moharana, 
Dasarathi Panigrahi, Bhima Rout, Krushna Chandra 
Senagupta, Padma Charan Patnaik, Baikunthanath Patnaik, 
Nanda Kishore Ba! and Lalit Mohan Ghose. The school 
became a training college in 1923. The candidates passing 
out successfully obtained diploma in education (D.Ed). 
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Kabibar Radhanath Ray came out successfully in entrance 
examination in 1*# division. He became the first Entrance 
passed student in Balasore district. 


Damodar Patnaik was born at Dhenkanal. He was Dewan 
to Raja of Pal-Lahara and Narasinghpur. He first 
discovered manuscript of Samara Taranga of poet 
Brajanath Badajena and got it published in 1904. His son 
Suryanarayan discovered the manuscript of Chatur Vinod 
of the same poet and got it published in 1922 from Cuttack 
Printing Company. He also collected the manuscript of 
Rasalekha of poet Upendra Rhanja and brought to limelight. 
His composition Jeeban c/1: ipu was first published in 
1888. His other works are Sri Jagannath Sankirtan, 
Balijatra, Padma Mukh etc. He is son of Sulakshyana 
Patnaik, the first poetess of Orissa. (d.12.09.1915) 


A High School was established at Kendrapada. (see 1896, 
1826) 


Foreign salt came from Liverpool port to Calcutta port. It 
was sold at the rate of 5 Rupees per Mound. 


Jagannath temple at Khalikote was built by Raja Narayan 
Dev. It was constructed on the designs of Pancharath style 
of the temple architecture of Orissa. 


On 1* September one teacher-training class was established 
at Puri by Government under the supervision of one Deputy 
Inspector. At the initial stage it was started with 20 students 
on a stipend of Rs 4.00 per month . In 1869 a regular school 
was opened in Cuttack town to train young men as teachers. 


Indian Polity written by Mayor Chesney, a highly placed 
English Officer was published. A few lines from his book are 
quoted below.:- “Cuttack would indeed make but a small independent 
province, as Indian province .... The people speak a different language 
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from Bengalis . .. But a very appropriate addition to such a province 
would be the Northern portion of the Ganjam district on the Madras 
coast adjacent to Cuttack which are peopled by the same Oriya- 
speaking race and very inconveniently placed for communication 
with supervision by the distant Government of Madras. The Oriya 
bortion of the Medinapore district of Bengal would also, with 
propriety, be transferred to the new administration”. [Source : O.H.R.J 
Spl. volume 1982 p-14, K.N. Mohapatra] 


In Koraput hill area construction of Ghat roads was started 
by Madras Government Prior to this year none had gone 
beyond the steep hills to the Malliah area. 


Berhampur Civil Sub-division of Ganjam district was 
established. 

In October, Manmohan Chakrabarty was born at Kathar 
(Bengal). He passed M.Sc in Botany being first class first 
from Calcutta University. He joined in Government job in 
1887 and retired in 1918. He was Dy Collector in Orissa 
from 1886 to 1897 In 1914, he received Rai Bahadur title 
by Government In 1890, he could become a member of 
Asiatic society of Bengal and Fellow in 1912. His contribution 
to Orissa archaeology is noteworthy.(d. 15.9.1919)(see 
1882, 1887, 1898) 


A police force was established at Jeypore. During these years 
there was lawlessness in the Jeypore country due to incidence 
of murder, dacoity and assassination: two paiks of 
Nawarangapur fought a duel with broad swords in open 
daylight in one of the streets there to settle a dispute between 
their wives about a well, and one of them had his head 
chopped off at one swoop of his opponent’s weapon. 


A proposal by Government of Bengal (endorsed by Director 
of education Mr W.S.Atkison) to introduce Bengali in place 
of Oriya as second language in University Entrance 
examination was severely opposed by R.N. Shore, the 
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Commissioner of Orissa. He wrote : “The students from Orissa 
shall be subjected to the disadvantage of being required to pass in 
two foreign languages while all other candidates are examined only 
in one.. The proposal will however, if carried out, have one tangible 
effect, viz, to close the university to all but the sons of Bengali 
parents. I trust His Honour the Lieutenant Governor wil! not permit 
such a blow to be struck at the cause of education in this province.” 


Bengal Govemment accepted the views of the Commissioner. 


1864 Veer Surendra Sai was arrested by British on 23" January. 
He died on 28“ February 1884 in Asirgad Jail of Cental 
Province. (see 1862) 


On the fullmoon day of Falgoon (month of March) Mahima 
Gossain, the originator of Alekh Dharma gave a discourse 
at Patia. Madhu Babu, who was a boy of sixteen years then 
attended the meeting with his father, heard the discourse and 
was delighted. 


The Government of India established ‘superior graded’ 
educational department and ‘inferior graded’ educational 
department In 1896 these organizations were reorganized 
into Indian Educational Service (1.E.S). In 1924 the Indian 
Educational Service was abolished. 


Zobra weir, length nearly 2 Kms over river Mahanad;i at 
Cuttack was constructed and completed in 1869 at a cost of 
Rs 10 lakh. Birupa weir, length nearly 610 Metres was also 
constructed during these years at a cost of Rs 2.5 lakh. (see 
1869). 


Poet Appanna Panda was born at Paralakhemundi. He was 
poet, essayist and novelist. He wrote Chhanda Chandrika, 
Kavijibani , Utkal Sahityar Itihas in 2 volumes etc. He 
was a man of unbounded zeal for the cause of the Utkal 
Union Conference. (d. 5.7. 1932) (See 1885) 
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A School was established at Cuttack to train teachers of 
lower primary school. It became Normal School in 1869 
and was established at Sahebjada bazar to train teachers of 
L.P. and U.P. Schools. 


Dharanidhar Bhuyan was bom on 5* May in village Kusumita 
under Keonjhar district. He rebelled against the oppression 
of Raja of Keonjhar. He was caught and imprisoned by the 
British Government. (d. 16.5.1914) (see 1891). 


Berhampur Municipality, one of the oldest local bodies of 
Ganjam district was established. 


On 24* June, the Commissioner of Chhatisgarh, as Sessions 
Judge, after trial, held Surendra Sai, Udanta Sai and 
Khageswar Deo guilty on the charge of ‘preparing and 
abetting the preparation to wage war against the Queen in 
between December 1862 to January 1864’ and sentenced 
them to transportation for life with forfeiture of all their 
properties. He held Dhrub Sai, Medini Sai, Lokanath Panda, 
Sirdakur Mallik, Mrutyunjaya Panigrahi and Jagabandhu Hota 
guilty of the charge of ‘concealing the existence of a design 
to wage war against the Queen’ and accordingly sentenced 
them to transportation for life with forfeiture of all their 
properties. Four other prisoners were sentenced to 
transportation for seven-year. The accused persons made a 
petition of appeal to the Judicial Commission of Central 
Province. The Commissioner reversed the judgement of the 
Sessions Court and acquitted all the prisoners of the offence 
charged and set them at liberty. 


Cuttack Printing Company was established on 1* July at 
Allam Chand Bazar, Cuttack with the co-operation of Gouri 
Sankar Ray, Bichitrananda Das and others. The printing work 
was started on 1* July 1866. On 18" January 1869 the 
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printing company was shifted to its own building at Daragha 
Bazar. 

Maharshi Debendranath Tagore founded a branch of Brahmo 
Samaj at Cuttack. Gouri Sankar Ray and Jagamohan Ray 
became its members. Later a Brahmo temple at Oriya Bazar 
was built by collecting subscriptions. 


Bagmi Biswanath Kar was born at village Mulabasanta in 
Cuttack district on 24* December. He established and edited 
Utkal Sahitya. He was a pioneer for literal awareness. He 
published Utkal Sahitya in 1897 and established Utkal 
Sahitya Press in 1900. He was nominated as a Member of 
Bihar -Orissa Council to represent scheduled caste people. 
Government conferred, Rai Bahadur title upon him but he 
returned the same. His daughters are treated as the first 
women graduates of Orissa. His eldest daughter Narmada 
Kar passed B.A from Bethun College, Calcutta in 1915. 
Biswanath Kar passed away on 19.10.1934. 


Fakir Mohan Senapati was appointed as Headmaster in 
Balasore Missionary School. During his teachership, he co- 
operated with John Beames and E.C.B. Hallam to write 
books in Oriya language and Grammar. Missionary E.C.B. 
Hallam mentioned this in the preface of his book Oriya 
Grammar for English students, Thanks to Baboo F.M. Senapati 
and Baboo G.C. Patnaik both of Balasore, for specimens of Prose, 
Poetry and Cutchery Oriya. 

The British introduced a change in the secondary educational 
system. They separated the English medium schools from 
the vernacular schools. English was taught as an important 
subject in the Middle English Schools. The Middle Vernacular 
schools were linked with the elementary village schools for 
providing a higher level of education. Village level schools 
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and Chartsalis were integrated into the elementary system of 
education and taught upto the 3" grade. Upper primary 
schools, above the elementary schools taught upto the 5 
grade. Above the upper primary were the Middle Vernacular 
schools which taught upto the 7*® Grade. 


Education department divided Secondary Education into two 
sections: In the Zilla schools the top four classes were taught 
in English and students were tramned for Entrance Examination. 
In the lower four classes, the students were taught in 
vernacular. Anglo- Vernacular schools were treated as Middle 
English schools and other schools were termed as middle 
vernaculars. The top two classes of middle vernaculars were 
termed as Upper primary and lower classes were Lower 
primary. Lower primary was oral teaching only. The Middle. 
English School or Middle Vernacular examination were annual 
and stipends were given. 


1865 As per Calcutta Gazette of 2™ January, five students passed 
from Cuttack School in 1864 and two Oriya students namely 
Madhusudan Das and Madhusudan Mohapatra were among 
them. When Raghunath Das, father of Gobinda Ballav Das 
got him admitted in Cuttack Zillah School, he changed the 
name Gobinda Ballav Das to Madhusudan Das. 


Naraj weir (length nearly 1180 Meters) was constructed over 
river Mahanad;i at a cost of Rs 3 lakh to regulate water into 
river Kathajodi. Before constructing the weir, a spur was 
provided for bifurcation of Kathajodi and main stream of 
Mahanadi in order to force a larger portion of water drawn 
in the main branch.(design discharge 23,750 cumecs) 


The office of District Registrar of Ganjam started functioning 
at Chhatrapur. 


Baishnab Madhusudan Das of Kantilo completed the Oriya 
translation of Ayodhya Kanda of Ramacharita Manas, a 
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Hindi book. He completed the translation of Uttarakanda 
in 1876. Gradually he completed the translation of Tulasi 
Ramayan which was, the first of its kind. 


Harihar Panda a Social activist and leader of Orissa 
integration movement was born in village Mandar near 
Bhanjanagar. He became a Member of Madras Legislative 
Council in 1920. He started a school called ‘Mac Michel 
Anglo Sanskrit School’ at Aska and taught English to the 
students. He is the first Oriya lawyer of Ganjam district. In 
1923, a High school was established at Aska which is now 
called Harihar High School after his name.(d. 1936) (See 
1902) 


In Udaygiri (Ganjam), for the first time, three abettors were 
executed for sacrificing a ‘Meriah’ in Ghumusar Malliah. 
Thereafter Meriah sacrifice was not heard in Ghumusar. 


Thomas Edward Ravenshaw took charge from R.N. Shore 
as Commissioner in July. He administered Orissa for 12 years. 
No other Commissioner had such a long tenure in Orissa. 
He left Orissa on 5" April 1878 and retired in 1881 after 
working as Commissioner in Burdwan. (see 1878, 1881) 


T.E Ravenshaw the Commissionor said in a letter dated 12" 
September: “So long as Oriya is not recognized as the 
language in all and every grade of Orissa schools, it is not to 
be expected that very material improvement be made in Oriya 
literature.” 


In September, T.E. Ravenshaw, Commissioner of Orissa 
wrote a letter to the Bengal Government. To provide an 
opportunity to the students of Orissa a few scholarships used 
to be given by the Bengal Government to study at Hooghly 
College in Calcutta. But these scholarships used to be availed 
of by the sons of the Bengali civil servants at Cuttack. The 
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Oriya students, after passing the entrance examination, had 
to remain contented with a job of Rs 5 or Rs 10 a month in 
or around Cuttack for their livehood as Mohurir or Amin. 
They could not cherish any desire to secure higher positions. 


The famine began in October, 1865 when there was acute 
shortage of foodgrains in the market. G. N. Barlow, the 
Collector of Puri wrote to T.E. Ravenshaw, the Commissioner 
regarding this alarming situation. Not resorting to any relief 
measure, T.E. Ravenshaw wrote to Bengal Government as 
such: 
“There is no doubt plenty of grain in the country and I am 
confident that sooner or later it will find its way into the market. 
I have impressed on all who have applied to me the necessity of 
patience and the entire non-interference with the natural course 
of trade, as the demand will certainly regulate the supply 
eventually.” 


On 27" October, Ravenshaw for the first time, 
communicated to the Government of Bengal the prevailing 
distress, but he expressed the opinion that there was no 
shortage of grain. The Government of Bengal sent 
Ravenshaw’s report to the Board of Revenue requesting them 
for mitigating the distress of the present scarcity . 


Famous Essayist Krushna Prasad Chaudhury was born at 
Kuanpal of Cuttack district. He was a reformer and critic. 
He was a teacher in Cuttack Hindu Balika Vidyalaya. 
(d.1927). 


Kutia (a Kondh tribe) rising occurred in November which 
was originated in Jeypore estate. The movement was 
suppressed. 


In November, Messrs Giborn Company of Calcutta urged 
Government to import rice from Burma to feed the population 
of Orissa . But the Revenue Board held that the information 
then possessed by Government would not justify such a 
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measure. On the 2™ December, in his letter to the Board of 
Revenue, Ravenshaw insisted on the import of 500 tons of 
rice which would not only serve to feed the starving population 
of South Puri but would have the effect of bringing down the 
price in the town of Puri by causing the dealers to open the 
store. After much discussion on the question of import, the 
Board of Revenue decided to send only 200 bags of rice by 
a coastal steamer. 


Messrs Doyle Co. applied to the Lt Governor of Bengal for 
“permission to runa line of traction Locomotive engines, with 
carriages of springs for the passenger traffic on the Medinapur 
Government road between Ooloobariah (near Calcutta) to 
Balasore” - a line they planned to extend to Cuttack ultimately. 
There was also a petition of the inhabitants of Cuttack in 
1866 for construction of a railway line between Haora 
(Howrah) and Puri. But the Collector and Commissioner of 
Cuttack, were concurrently of the opinion that ‘no railway 
was required for the present’. 


Orissa integration leader Mahanta Bihari Das was born. He 
composed Chautisa Hara, which was published in 1924 
(d. 31.1.1926) (see 1901) 


1866 Lt Smith, Assistant Agent at Jeypore first started the 
construction of Salur-Jeypore Road which contains ghats. 
In 1874, bullock carts routed on that road. 


Sir Cecil Beadon Lt Governor of Bengal visited Cuttack on 
13“ February. In his speech at Darbar, he categorically 
declined to interfere with the prices of foodgrains. 


On 1* Apnil, Rice Selling Company was constituted under 
the auspices of Utkal Printing Company. It was a joint 
enterprise. It was for the first time formed to sell foodgrains. 
The Company could collect Rs 8,340 from givers of voluntary 
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contributions. But the Company could not run since expected 
quantity of rice could not be procured . 


A meeting was held at Cuttack on 19® May for improvement 
of the Oriya language. A sub-committee was constituted to 
record the list of Oriya books, names of writers and subjects 
of the books. Pandit Artatrana Tarka Panchanana, Babu 
Banmali Singh, Babu Gobinda Chandra Mohapatra, Gouri 
Sankar Ray and Kapileswar Vidyabhusan were in the sub- 
committee. (see 1834) 


Pandit Harihara Das established a Sanskrit School (T.O.L.) 
at Puri. Raja of Balarampur donated Rs 5,500/- for this. The 
school ran with the interest of this amount. Scholarship of Rs 
3/- was given to Brahmin scholars. It was raised to the status 
of a college in 1918. (see 1971) 


Poet Jadumani Mohapatra passed away on 2™ July. (b.1781) 


Utkal Dipika, a weekly was published on 4® August by 
Gouri Sankar Ray for political news, criticism, social, literal 
upliftment. It continued for 66 years. In 1906 the pages of 
Dipika increased to eight from four. At that time it was 
economical and a cheap magazine . (see 1864) 


Shyamananda Dey, Zamindar of Balasore donated Rs. one 
lakh for famine relief and Rs 80,000/- for repair of Jagannath 
temple at Pun, Hé received the title ‘Rai Bahadur’ in the year 
1875, ‘Raja’ title in 1877 and ‘Raja Bahadur’ title in 1887 
from British Government. 

The Lt Governor of Bengal went to Darjiling for the second 
time in August. Utkal Dipika published: “From the Englishman, 
we knew that the Lt Governor has again gone to Darjiling as he is 
not physically well. When the people are dying here due to starvation 
in the famine, he has gone to the mountain top for convalescence 
instead of touring different places to eradicate sorrows of the dying 
people.” 
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On 12" February, Shyamsundar Rajguru was born at 
Paralakhemundi. He was the first Oriya graduate of 
Ganjam district. He first developed the system of 
appreciating ancient literature. He was President of Parala 
Municipality from 5.091894 to 17.04.1909 for 15 years. 
He established Utkal Heteisini Samaj and was its Life 
President. His writings in different magazines were collected 
and published in one volume naming it Prabandhabali in 
1917 . Orissa Sahitya Academy also republished this book 
in 1964 and 1994. (d. 17. 7. 1909) 

Samanta Panji by Chandra Sekhar Singh Samanta was first 
published from Cuttack Printing Company. 

Universal History by Nabin Chandra Sarangi was published 
from Calcutta. (see 1860) 

A terrible famine Na-ank Durvikshya, termed according to 
the prevailing 9® Anka year of Gajapati Dibya Singh Dev- 
III occurred in the coastal belt of Orissa, i.e Cuttack, Puri 
and Balasore districts. Whatever foodgrain was available, 
was sold by the traders outside Orissa. Near-about ten 
hundred thousands of people died in this terrible famine, 
which badly shattered the economy of Orissa.

= 7® Ank year. 
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From Sunia of 1864 (Bhadra Sukla Dwadashi) to pre-Sunia Day 1865 
= 8® Ank year. 

From Sunia of 1865 (Bhadra Sukla Dwadashi) to pre-Sunia Day 1866 
= 9® Ank year. 

The period of 9*® Ank year is from Sept. 1865 to Sept. 1866. 


Government felt the gravity of famine when they were unable to feed 
the prisoners in the jails. 

In the middle of the year order was placed to import rice and 
it was impossible to procure foodgrain as monsoon had 
already set in. The report of the Famine Inquiry Committee 
written in 1867 contains this factual statement.: 

“Orissa was by that time almost isolated from the rest of India. The 


only road, leading to Calcutta across a country intersected by large 
rivers and liable to inundation was unmetalled and unbridged and 


there was very little communication by sea...” 

The main rice crop (harvested in Nov-Dec 1865) from which 
the first instalment of revenue for this year had to be met 
failed generally throughout the province, but the Government 
refused permission for local investigation. The kist was 
realized. If the application of Zamindars for remission of 1* 
Kist of 1866 had been granted, much of the rice stock, which 
was sold by Royats and exported in the early part of the year 
to pay their rent due for 1* Kist would have remained in the 
country and proved efficacious in saving the lives of many. 


The civil officers in Orissa at this time had no previous 
knowledge of Orissa. Muspratt, Magistrate and Collector of 
Balasore had joined early in 1865. In Cuttack, changes 
occurred in the year 1865-66 and a new Collector Cornell 
joined in February 1866. T.E. Ravenshaw, the Commissioner 
joined in July 1865. Of the civil officers in Orissa at that time, 
the only one of considerable experience was G.W. Barlow, 
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an officer then of 10 years’ standing, who had been for 4 
years Magistrate and Collector of Puri. He, however, did 
ample justice to his duties till his departure in October 1866. 
Further, as ill-luck would have it, neither these officers nor 
the officers in the higher grade of service had any special 
experience in dealing with famine. Even Cecil Beadon, the 
Lieutenant Governor of Bengal, who had passed his official 
life in the Secretary’s office had never brought into personal 
contact with the hard facts of native life. 


Zobra Workshop at Cuttack was installed for setting up the 
anicuts and canals. 


8900 people died of cholera in the district of Balasore from 
June to October. 


On 14® April, J.S. Sykes, a merchant of Calcutta who was 
supplied information by his missionary friend about famine 
condition of Orissa opened ‘Orissa Famine Fund.’ Sykes 
collected Rs 18,000 which was sent to Rev. Miller. The 
missionaries started their own relief organization. They bought 
paddy with the money provided by Sykes. The fund tempted 
hungry people to become Christians. At Cuttack, Rev. 
Buckley and at Puri Rev. Miller started relief organization 
and those who took paddy and embraced christianity were 
called “Paddy Christians”. 

Bhagabat Prasad Samantray Mohapatra was bom at vill. 
Ta!apada near Bhadrak. He was a Member of Bihar-Orissa 
Council from 1921 to 1930 and its Deputy Chairman in 
1927. Heis the father of Kokila Devi (1896-1936), Janhabi 
Devi and Nirmala Devi who were ull freedom fighters. 
Kantakabi Laxmikanta Mohapatra is his son. Freedom 
fighters Nityananda Mohapatra and Goura Chandra 
Mohapatra are his grandsons, (sons of poet Laxmikanta 
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Mohapatra). In May 1930, he resigned from the Bihar-Orissa 
Council as a protest against the repressive policy of 
Government. He is the first person in Orissa who allowed 
Harijans to enter and worship his family deity Gopinath Jiu. 
[Nirmala Devi was wife of Gajendra Prasad Das an advocate of 
Government of Bihar-Orissa, Janhabi Devi was wife of Mukunda 


Prasad Das.] (d. 1935) (see 1931, 1922) 


Government of India appointed a commission in December, 
consisting of George Campbell, a Judge of the High Court 
as its President, Colonel W.E. Morton and H.L. Dampier as 
its Members to find out the cause and remedial measures of 
the famine. The commission submitted its report on 6® April 
1867. The Commission told : 


“The incident of mortality never will be ascertained with any accuracy. 
Mr Ravenshaw, in his report of November 1*, estimates it not less 
than one fourth of the population of the Province. In the supplemental 
report of November 6*, he shows that in the sub-division of 
Kendrapara alone, one fourth of the people are estimated to have 
died before 1* August and the mortality consequent on emaciation 
and want having continued for several months subsequent to that 
date and having been, part of the country alluded to very 
considerably aggravated by flood, indicate a more excessive 
proportion in particular parts.” They further observed, “The famine 
in Orissa stands almost alone in this, that there was (till a 
comparatively later period of its history) almost no importation and 
the people shut up in a narrow province between pathless jungles 
and in navigable sea, were in the conditions of the passengers in a 
ship without provision. Things came to that pass that money was 
spurned as worthless, prices were constantly merely normal....the 
rates are far beyond that known in any famine in this century of 


which we have known.” 
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After this year (1866), more Oriyas were employed in 
Government service due to the progress of education. Out 
of the total number of students who passed from the 
Ravenshaw College upto 1892, three were Deputy 
Magistrates, 15 Lawyers, one Superintendent of the ‘Tributary 
Mahals’, one Translator to the Commissioner, two Sub- 
Deputies and the rest were appointed in other services, their 
monthly salary varying from rupees forty to rupees three 
hundred. Most prominent of these educated persons were 
Durga Charan Sahoo, Gopal Ballabha Das, Balram Das, 
Chaturbhuj Patnaik, Madhusudan Rao, J.S.Rout, Chandra 
Mohan Moharana, Ganapati Das. Iani Charan Mohapatra, 
Gopal Chandra Praharaj, Abhiram Bhanja, Nanda Kishore 
Bal and Gopabandhu Das. From, 1877 to 1894, 168 students 
passed from the Cuttack Medical School of whom, 146 were 
Oriyas. In 1894, 71 Oriya medical students were seen 
employed in Government posts. Similarly, from 1878 to 
1893, 277 students passed from the Survey School out of 
whom 237 were Oriyas. They were appointed in settlement 
work. Such appointments in Government services gradually 
reduced general backwardness. Besides, there were many 
educated Oriyas and naturalized Bengalis who formed an 
~enlightened class. Prominent among them were Pandit 
Kapileswar Vidyabhusan, Pandit Gobinda Rath, Gobinda 
Chandra Patnaik, Gouri Sankar Ray, Ram Sankar Ray, Ram 
Prasanna Mukhapadhaya, Bichhanda Patnaik(Kalyanpur), 
Bhubaneswar Dutta, Nimai Balabha Bidya Sagar, Prabhakar 
Bidyaratna, Fakir Mohan Senapati, Radhanath Ray. 
Bichitrananda Das, Madhusudan Das and Baikunthanath De. 
These educated persons formed the cream of the society. 
They devoted their life for the greater interest of the province. 


Radhashyam Narendra, the Zamindar of Kendrapara threw 
interesting light: ‘Throughout March of this year, all the 
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unscrupulous /dahajans (business men) who had been selling rice, 
at 7 to 8 seers per Rupee locked up their store’. (see 1807) 


A proclamation was published by the Government to allay 
the apprehension of the people declaring the water rate to be 
wholly distinct from land revenue and promising that at the 
next settlement no increased rate of assessment would be 
imposed by reason only of being irrigated. The promise failed 
to produce much effect and in 1877, it was withdrawn. 
Hindu Patriot was the first English paper to draw the 
attention of Government on famine. On 5® March, it published 
a letter of Ramakshaya Chaterji, Deputy Magistrate, Puri 
who boldly wrote that starvation, in the literal sense, is 
to be seen in every part of the district. 


A Committee was appointed to enquire into the effect of the 
inundations of this year and to consider how much inundation 
could be prevented in future. The committee came to a 
conclusion that the Government might safely spend Rs 19, 
99, 890, Rs 30, 95, 770 and Rs 23, 38, 970 for effective 
protection of the districts of Puri, Cuttack and Balasore 
respectively. 

Premasudhanidhi Kavya of poet Upendra Bhanja was 
published from palmleaf in Cuttack Printing Company by 
Gouri Sankar Ray. Its cost was 3 Annas. It is the first among 
all his books published. 


On 17"® November R.L. Matrion joined as Inspector of 

Schools of Orissa. He was supporting to introduce Oriya in 

schools. 

Due to anicut at Naraj river Kathajodi became dry. Before 

this, river Kathajodi-was a great source for business in timber, 

bamboos and straw. Boats were rowing near the revetment. 
sve I he stretch of river bank from Bidanasi to Chandani-chawk 
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was prosperous. Due to business the area was also crowded. 
Since major quantity of water of Kathajodi was diverted to 
Mahanad;i, islands developed, destroying its glory. 
Educationalist Srinibas Singha was born in village Gotamara, 
Angul. He received Rai-Saheb title in 1932 from the British. 
He was Dy Inspector of Schools. His works are : Sisukhela 
Gita (1909)(its fifth edition is published in 1916 from Orissa 
Mission Press, cost three annas) ; Sita in 1918, Sabitri in 
1921, Odia Nutan Patha (1927). A forward by A.G. 
Heefke, Additional Inspector of Schools, Angul and Central 
Gadjats : 

It gives me great pleasure to recommend “Sishu khela Gita” 


(Kindergarten Songs) by Babu Srinibas Singh, for the teaching of 
Action Songs in Primary Schools. 

The Songs are written in simple language, and the subjects are such 
as are familiar and appeal to all children. The actions are well suited 
to give ample exercise to young children who are not taught Drill. 
The book is now being largely used, and I feel sure its further use 
will be very helpful.

1867 On 1* January the Commissioner of Orissa on the request 
of the Collector, Cuttack repaired embankments in the quit 
rent estate Aul as the Raja was unable to afford the 
expenditure required. Government repaired the same with 
the hope that the expense on maintenance be recovered from 
the Raja. But it was found after the repairs that it was difficult 
to recover the expenses of maintenance as it could not be 
proved that the Raja is bound to keep up the embankments. 
The Government had, therefore, absolutely nothing on which 
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to base a civil suit by any demand. The Government 
subsequently gave up the control of these embankments. 


Sir William Grey became Lt Governor of Bengal, Bihar and 
Orissa and continued upto 1871. 


Cuttack School Book Society was established in January. 


A faithful translation of Mahavarat from Sanskrit into Oriya 
by Raja Krishna Singh of Dharakote was published from 
Cuttack Printing Company. (see 1739) 


Lord John Lawrence, the Viceroy’s remark on Sir Cecil 
Beadon, the Lt Governor: “The very clamour from the starving 
multitude, which beset him at Puri, ought to have led him to make 
special enquiry, which could not have failed to lay bare the real 
condition of the people at that very time. It was certainly the duty of 
the Lt Governor to have done this I might and perhaps ought to have 
overrulled them and insisted on prompt action : and I blame myself 
for doing so”. 


On 21* February Sir John Lawrence, the Governor General 
ina meeting at Calcutta, estimated that Government would 
be required to import 12 lakh Mounds of rice. In the meeting, 
subscriptions were raised. He himself promised a contribution 
of Rs 10,000.00 to the relief fund. Eight persons subscribed 
Rs 2500/- each. i 


‘Poet Chintamani Mohanty was born on 13® March in village 


Kulamalai in Bhadrak district. Andhra University awarded 
him the title Kabisekhar in 1935. His collection of works 
(Granthabali) was published. In 1926 he became president 
of Utkal Sahitya Samaj. Raja of Badakhemundi awarded 
him with the title Kabibar. Mohini is his first published 
book (1901). .(d. 17.12.1943) 


A new sub-division was opened for Jagatsinghpur in March 
in Cuttack district. But it was abolished after a few years on 
grounds of economy. 
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Famine Inquiry Committee submitted its report on 6® April 
blaming T.E. Ravenshaw that the Commissioner of Orissa 
failed to tackle the situation and Lt Governor Sir Cecil 
Beadon’s assessment of the gravity of situation was not at 
all satisfactory. It also suggested remedial measures to be 
taken. 


Educationist Bichhanda Patnaik (Kalyanpur) published a 
news / article in Utkal Dipika. He tells that in the year 1797 
Raja Krusna Singh of Dharakote has translated 
Sanskrit Mahabharat by the help of Kavisurya Baladev 
Rath and Bharati Bhusan Pandit. The Mahabharat has 
been published and the cost is as Rs 18.00 per set. He has 
requested to all public to purchase the same. (see 1729) 


Brahmapur Municipality was constituted. As per census of 
1861 the population of the town was 26,81,60 


On 20® May, the first meeting of “Utkal Bhasodhipani 
Sabha” was held being presided by Rangalal Bandopadhay. 
It was decided in the meeting to systematically print and 
publish old Oriya manuscripts. Mr Bandopadhyay was a 
Deputy Collector who served Orissa for seven years and 
always supported Oriya cause. He is first to introduce 
Oriya kavyas to out side world. In the meeting the following 
members were present: Babu Rangalal Bandopdhay, Babu 
Jagmohan Ray, Babu Chandrasekher Banurja, Babu 
Jagmohan Lal, Pt Kapileswar Vidyabhusana, Babu Gouri 
Sankar Ray, etc. 


Rairakhol was recognised as a feudatory State and got Sanand 
accordingly. The State was not at first included in the list of 
feudatory States of Central Province. The chief was 
conspicuous for his loyalty in 1857. 
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Byakaran Kaumudi by Vidyasagar and Dhatu Bibek by 
Ram Kamal Sharma were translated into Oriya and published 
by Gobinda Chandra Patnaik of Balasore. 


There was almost a salt famine in Orissa in the month of July. 
Salt was sold at 4 to 6.5 seers per Rupee in Cuttack market. 


The Survey and Settlement originally made for 30 years 
expired in the month of September. Since the province 
suffered from the most disastrous famine on record, 
Government passed an Act to continue the existing Settlement 
to the end of Amli year 1304 corressponding to the 7 
September 1897. 


In the House of Commons, on 2™ August, Sir Stafford 
Northcote, the Secretary said on the issue of Orissa famine: 
“This catastrophe must always remain a monument of our failure, a 
humiliation to the people of this country, to the Government of this 
country and to those of our Indian officials of whom we had been 
perhaps a little too proud.” In the debate in the House of 
Commons on Orissa famine, the general tendency was to 
hold Sir Cecil Beadon , Lt Governor responsible for high 
mortality. The Orissa famine caused more grief to Sir 
John Lawrence than any other event during his rule. 

Magazine Utkal Dipika in its issué dated 17* August 
published a news : Government has given permission to 
establish a High School at Cuttack. This would be called 
Cuttack High School and function from January 1868. 
Government has sanctioned funds for teacher’s pay. (see 


1868) 

Chief Commissioner of Central Province gave new ‘Sanand’ 
to the following States :— 

SI. No State Tribute 

1. Rairkhol Rs 580/- 

2. Bamara Rs 350/- 

3. Sonepur Rs 5000/- 
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4. Kalahandi Rs 3550/- 

5. Patana Rs 600/- 

By the time of the worst famine of this year, rice was exported 
from Orissa and was sold at much cheaper rate in Calcutta 
market at 30 seers per Rupee. 


Raja Bhagirathi Mahindra (1830-77) wrote Sangita Sagar 
which was published in three parts. He made a trust to help 
the writers. 


A geography book Bhugolasutra written by Gopal Chandra 
Basu was translated and edited by Bichhanda Patnaik for 
use in schools. 


Orissa Famine (Na-ank Durvikshya) was officially declared 
to have ended in December when all relief operations were 
brought to an end. 


Saral Vyakaran by Fakir Mohan Senapati was published 
for use of school students. 


Nilamani Vidyaratna (Nilamani Mishra Sharma) , a noted 
journalist and litterateur was born on 14*® December at 
Bajrabiharipur near Banki. He received ‘Vidya Ratna’ title 
from Chandramali Devi, Rajmata of Badamba in a conference 
of learned people at Singhnath. He wrote as many as 400 
books. He was the editor of Prajabandhu, Sambalpur 
Hieteisini and one of the founders of Utkal Sammilani. To 
include Ganjam district in Orissa, he first formed an 
association (Samiti) called ‘Ganjam Sammilani’ of which 
Sir A.Parsuram Patra was the chairman. (d. 26.7.1923) (see 
1901, 1902) . 

Muktiar Rama Chandra Das was born in village Bhingarpur 
of Puri district. He is the first Oriya Muktiar of Puri. He 
is also the founder of “Puri Brahman Samiti”. Utkalmani 
Gopabandhu Das was inspired by his words and deeds. 
(d.31.7.1906) 
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Gouri Sankar Ray first published the almanac of Samant 
Chandra Sekhar from Cuttack Printing Company. 


The Famine Commisson blamed T.E. Ravenshaw, 
Commissioner for yielding injudiciously to a merely populated 
cry by wicked grain dealers. He was also blamed for his 
failure to explain the gravity of the situation to the Lt Governor 
when he visited Orissa. 


The Famine Commission estimated that about 33,000 tons 
of rice, the highest amount ever exported, was sent away 
from Orissa, of which 28,000 tons were exported from 
Balasore. For this, the people cannot be blamed, for more 
than of 20 years before 1865 Orissa was not visited by 
drought of any extent. 


The Famine Commission recommended the penetration of 
the country in all directions by canals. The Government of 
Bengal accepted the recommendations of the Commission. 


Congress worker and social activist Digambara Srichandan 
was born at village Naraguda near Khurda. In 1927, he 
wrote Khorodha Darpana in three parts collecting historical 
and geographical datas. He was a pioneer in establishing the 
Khurda High School upgrading the existing M.E. school in 
1867. (d. 12.09.1925) 


The Director of Public Instruction (D.P.1.) of Bengal, W.S. 
Atkinson, recommended to the Government to open 
collegiate classes at the Cuttack Zillah School. On 1* January 
1868 Cuttack Zillah School was converted into a High School 
teaching upto the first year Arts degree examination under 
Calcutta University. It had then only six students. The annual 
Government grant for the Zillah School was increased from 
Rs 3,616 to Rs 12,000. The subjects taught in the College 
classes for the F.A. degree were English, Sanskrit, 
Mathematics, Natural Philosophy and History. Government 
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sanctioned pay of teachers which are: Headmaster Rs 300/ 
-, 2™ teacher Rs 200/-, 3" teacher Rs 150/-, 4® teacher Rs 
100/-, 5*® teacher Rs 75/-, 6® teacher Rs 50/-, 7*® teacher 
Rs 30/-, 8® Teacher Rs 25/, Chief Pandit Rs 50/-, 2” Pandit 
Rs 30/- miscellenous expenditure Rs 150/- per month. (see 
1867-1975) 


From 24th January Nagar Sankirtana was introduced in 
Brahmo faith when Saint Bijaya Krushna Goswami (Jatia 
Baba) associated with the Brahmo Samaj. 


Dhanurjaya Narayan Bhanja was crowned as the Raja of 
Keonjhar on 13® February for the 2™ time. He constructed 
a stone revetment at a cost of Rs 1.5 lakh on the side of river 
Kusavadra (Kusei) to protect Kusaleswar temple which 
was constructed by Somavansi king Jajati Kesar II (1025 - 
40) in village Dakhinadeogan, six kilometers from Anandapur. 
He also constructed the massive Gundicha temple of 
Baldevjiu at Keonjhar-Garh.(see 1861) 


58 students of Orissa appeared the Entrance Examination 
under the Calcutta University. Only 10 were the native Oriyas 
and the rest belonged to the Bengali families of Orissa. 


Six students from three existing schools of Cuttack, Puri and 
Balasore passed in the Entrance Examination. 


O’Malley writes early nineteenth century on Education 
System: In Orissa at the beginning of the nineteenth century, 
it was difficult to find office clerks able to use pen and paper. 
There were no books in the schools where children learnt 
from oral dictation and wrote letters and numbers on earthen 
floors or on boards covered with sand, or plantation leaves, 
or palm leaves. The great body of the people derived their 
knowledge of the works of their poets from the recitations of 
itinerant bards, who committed them to memory. 


Rai-Bahadur Rajkishore Das was bom at Cuttack. He edited 
and published Bhagabat of Jagannath Das from palm- leaf 
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manuscript. He happens to be the son of Rai-Bahadur Nanda 
Kishore Das. He was in charge of Jagannath temple 
administration in the 1902 for long 15 years and did a lot to 
improve the temple management. 


The ruler of Bonai State received ‘Raj-Bahadur’ title for 
capturing Ratna Naik, a Bhuyan rebel leader of Keonjhar. 
Ratna Naik rebelled against the accession of Dhanurjay 
Bhanja, the new Raja of Keonjhar. On 20* April these 
Bhunyas suddenly broke out into open rebellion under Ratna 
Nayak, Nanda Nayak, Nanda Pradhan and Turi Pradhan 
against the accession of Dhanumjaya in the Gaddi of Keonjhar. 
(see 1861, 1870) 

Bodhadaini a monthly and Balasore Sambad Bahika a 
weekly were published in July by Fakir Mohan Senapati and 
Gobind Chandra Patnaik (1833-1982) who were initiators 
and first editors. Lachhamania, the first short story of 
Oriya language of Fakir Mohan Senapati was first published 
in Balasore Sambada Bahika. (see 1937) 

On é® July B.Smith, the Sanitary Inspector of Bengal visited 
two orphanages located at Petin Sahi at Cuttack, one for the 
male and the other for the femajJe. He wrote “Motherless and 
fatherless children and orphans driven by fate to their doors were 
received with parental kindness.” 


Vidya Vinod Madhusudan Das B.A was born in July in village 
Bhubanpur near Nimapada. He was associated with the 
Utkal Sahitya Samaj and was the Secretary of the same in 
1915-1916. Sriramchandra Bhawan building construction 
was started after his emotional lecture on the issue. He wrote 
many poems. He was a teacher and wrote many school books. 
In 1896 he was appointed as second teacher in Cuttack 
Normal School. He was also Headmaster of collegiate 
school. (d. 17.3.1949)

A Bengali poetry book Kabitabali of Radhanath Ray was 
published: 

One attempt was made to remove Nabagraha Slab from 
Konark to the Indian Museum at Calcutta, for which Bengal 
Government sanctioned Rs 3000/-. By shifting the 
Nabagraha slab for a distance of only 200 yards with much 
difficulty the money was exhausted and the idea was dropped. 
Oriya Dictionary with Oriya Synonyms by Miller and 
Raghunath Mishra was published from Cuttack. 

Madhu Babu passed F.A. (First Arts) from Calcutta 
University. 

Bhrama Bhanjan Kavya written by Jagamohan Lal was 
published from Cuttack Printing Company. 


Government constituted a Committee to investigate the affairs 
of ‘Maths’ (monasteries). The committee submitted its report 
on 25® March to Government. It mentioned. “The basic ideals 
of the Maths are no more. The chiefs of the Maths are leading 
luxurious lives like the kings in the palaces. They have totally forgotten 
or have neglected their holy duty. The assets of the Maths are not 
only being misused but also have been transferred in certain places.” 


Fakir Mohan Senapati translated into Oriya, the Bengali 
autobiography of Iswar Chandra Vidyasagar. 

Historian Rajendralal Mitra (1822-91) visited Konark temple 
and opined that dilapidation of Konark temple might be due 
to defective foundation. 


Gopinath Ballav Natak was published. It was written 
extempore by Kabichandra Raghunath Parichha of 
Paralakhemundi. He also wrote Radha Madhav Vilas 
Kavya. Orissa Sahitya Academy published Gopinath 
Ballava Natak in 1959. (see 1802) 
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Captain Bookley, the Resident Engineer of Ganjam was 
deputed to examine Rusikulya system in Ganjam district, since 
it was considered that the large reservoirs of Ganjam would 
prove remunerative. He submitted his report of investigation 
in 1872. In the same year the investigation work was again 
taken up and in May 1882 an estimate amounting to Rs 
29,39,641/- was sent to Government of India. The estimate 
was recast for Rs 28,60,289/- and was sanctioned by the 
Secretary-of- State. The work commenced in 1884 and the 
project was constituted as a separate division to ensure 
appropriate progress. Major works of the entire system of 
Rusikulya were completed with first revised estimated cost 
of Rs 43,1 6,006/- sanctioned by the Secretary-of- State on 
5® March 1891. The entire system was completed and 
brought into operation in 1903. 


Gopi Bhasa, written by poet Danei Das during 18 century 
was published for the 2™ time. It was first published in 
1867. The poet comes from village Sanapadar near Begunia 
of Khurda district. Prachi Samiti also published it after 
editing. (see 1710) 

Berhampur Zilla school presented 3 students in Matric 
Examination and they were all successful. The people became 
conscious of the need of education and a general awareness 
of the negligence of their language was felt. Petitions followed 
continously and the result was that Oriya language was 
recognised as an official language in the year 1871-72. Till 
this year the pupils though read in the medium of their 
language, yet could not appear in the departmental examination 
conducted by the Government for appointment in its offices. 
Those who sought employment appeared either in Telugu or 


English language. 
Dr R Subramaniyum edited and published four epigraphic 
records originally written in Brahmi script of Kharavel. 
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These were retrieved from village Guntapalli of West 
Godavari district of A.P.. The inscription tells “Maharaja 
Kalingadhipati Mahasaka Bahan (Maha Meghabahan) gifted a 
Mandal to (chief of Mahisaks) a person named Chalaguma”. 
It implies that Emperor Kharavel extended his territory upto 
the river Godavari. 


T.E. Ravenshaw advocated during prize distribution at 
Cuttack High School for abolition of Bengali section of the 
school and advised Bengali students to learn Oriya. 


Sir Stalfort Northcote, Secretary of State for India suggested 
creation of a separate province of Orissa, so that unhappy 
people would receive better administrative attention and cited 
the famine of 1866 as evidence of “the defects of the existing 
system of Government when exposed to the ordeal of serious 
emergency”. But at the time there was hardly any public 
opinion in Orissa to take advantage of the suggestion. 


One lower primary school was established at Bisipada. The 
school was shifted to Phulbani in 1904. An elementary school 
was also set up at Phulbani in this year. Alfred James 
Olenbatch, the S.D.O of Khondhamal in the early twenties 
of 20* Century first prepared the master plan of Phulbani 
town. (see 1904, 1926) 


An M.E School at Dhenkanal was established by Bhagirathi 
Mahendra Bahadur(1830-79), Raja of Dhenkanal. It was 
the first of its kind to impart English education in the entire 
Eastern States area. It had, in all, seven classes. Teaching of 
English was given much importance. Sanskrit was taught in 
class VII. During the initial period, no tution fee was charged. 
Text books were also distributed to pupils free of cost. The 
State used to bear the entire expenditure, which was around 
Rs 1,300 per annum in 1871-72. In 1869; the Raja of 
Dhenkanal requested for the services of a Government 
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Deputy Inspector of Schools for proper supervision. The 
Raja’s request was complied with. It soon grew in strength 
to be converted into a High School in 1896. This High School 
afterwards was renamed as Brajanath Badjena High School. 


Orissa Canals project after the East India and Canal 
Company closed their work, was commenced by 
Government at an estimated cost of Rs 3,23,15,845 including 
Rs 2,94,089 for loss by exchange and the construction 
estimate was closed on 31 st March 1895. The province of 
Orissa was provided with the following works which are, for 
the most part, situated in Cuttack district: Seven weirs across 
river channels with an aggregate length of 3.5 miles, and 
constituting, with the canal head sluices and entrance locks, 
the most efficient systems of head works of any canal system 
in India. There are 204.75 miles of canals, which are navigable 
in addition to carrying water for irrigation; there are also 75 
miles canal for irrigation only. Besides, there are 109.75 miles 
of distri butaries and village channels. The maximum discharge 
of the canals in 1895-96 was 6,058 cubic feet per second 
and the area shown as commanded, is 56,20,000 acres. 


Ratna Naik, the Bhuyan rebel leader and six of his 
accomplices were executed on 30th November. Twentyone 
Bhuyans were transported and one hundred fifty Bhuyans 
were sent to jail. Out of these 150 Bhuyans, fortyeight were 
sent to Puri jail. In Puri jail within a couple of months, 11 
prisoners died due to climatic change. (see 1868,1870) 


Jayakrishna Patnaik passed the matriculation examination 
from Puri Zilla School. He was the only candidate to pass 
the examination in the first batch. 


On 18® September E.W. Molony, Officiating Commissioner 
of Orissa despatched educational report to the Government 
of Bengal. He wrote : “As regards the general spread of education 
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in Orissa, I think it is much effected by the introduction of the too 
much Bengali element into the schools. Both the teachers, and if 
possible the books should be Ooryah. Mr Raban expressed a very 
strong opinion on the subject, and Mr Armstrong has alluded to it 
as a question regarding which the committee are divided in opinion. 
In a general report on the progress of education,it will not be expected 
that the point shall be more than mention with a view of inviting 
discussion of it in the Education Department; but I think it is one 
which should be well considered. With the strong conservative 
prejudices of the Ooryah, it is easy to believe that the introduction 
of so to speak, a foreign element with the system of instruction may 
be one of the main causes of the backwardness of the people to 
avail themselves of the education offered.” 


1869 On 23" January, the first steamer came to Cuttack with 41 
regiments. Thereafter steamers moved from Calcutta to Orissa 
ports regularly. 

The foundation of the Zobra Chimney, popularly known as 
Zobra Khunti, was laid on 1* January by Mrs P.H. Faulkner, 
thé wife of the Engineer-in-charge for boats and locks. 


‘Brahmo Mandir’ of Oriya Bazar was constructed by 
Jagamohan Roy by collecting contributions from people. 


Kendrapada Municipality, one of the oldest urban local bodies 
came into being on 10® March. On 1i* April, Jajpur 
Municipality was also established. 

!tkal Hiteisini, ( an Oriya magazine), a fortnightly was 
published on 16® February under the patronage of Biharilal 
Pandit. Kalipada Bandopadhya was its editor. It was 


published regularly on 8® and 24" of each month and 
continued till 1871. 


John Beames joined as Collector and Magistrate 1* class in 
Balasore on a pay of Rs 1,961/- per month. 
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Vikram Deb Varma, Raja of Jeypore was born on 28* June. 
He became Raja of Jeypore in 1931. He contributed for 
literary development and unification of Orissa. He is the 
first Oriya to be awarded D.Lit by Madras University. 
He is called Utkal Vikramaditya for his literary activities. 
He constructed the Jeypore palace in 1936. Jeypore is the 
largest Zamindari in India. (d.14.4.1951) 


Cuttack Star, a magazine published a proposal of Umacharan 
Haldar on 28* June to publish books of Oriya language in 
Bengali script. But Utkal Dipika on 10% July opposed such 
proposal. 


Utkal Brahmo Samaj (A branch under Kesaba Chandra) was 
established on 2™ July at Cuttack. Haranath Bhattacharya 
professor of philosophy was its founder. Madhusudan Rao, 
Chaturbhuj Patnaik and Pyarimohan Acharya were its 
members. A Brahmo mouth-piece namely Brahmobodhini 
was brought out in Balasore town in 1874. 

Poet Uzir Beg was bom in village Varuan of Jajpur subdivision. 
He wrote Nandoschhava Geetavinay, Jarasandha Badha, 
Babrubahan Yudha and Sita Vanabas. (d.1937) 


Madhu Babu embraced christianity with his friend Ambika 
Ch. Harzra. I 


Poet Radhanath Ray passed L.A. (Lower Arts) on Ist 
September During this time F.A.(First Arts) was called L.A. 
(see 1848) 


As per the desire of the Raja of Dhenkanal to publish 
Oriya books by “General Education Committee”, a 
body was constituted to examine books. The honourable 
members of the committee were: W.C.Lecy, Babu 
Jagmohan Ray, Bichitrananda Das, Kalipad 
Bandopadhyay, Nabin Chandra Sarangi, Banamali Singh 
and Gouri Sankar Ray. 
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“Utkalollasini Sabha” was founded by conservative 
Brahmins. In 1882, it was changed to Utkal Sabha. 

The first English Magazine of Orissa Cuttack Argus was 
published. 

John Beames, Collector and Magistrate of Balasore (1869- 
73) established the histrocity of Oriya language by scientific 
analysis of its grammar and phonetics and condemned Kanti 
Chandra Bhatacharya’s thesis ‘Oriya is not a separate language’. 


Mathura Mangal written by Bhakta Charan Das of village 
Sanpadar near Rajsunakhala was first published. In 1942, 
the book was edited by Prof. Artaballav Mohanty from Prachi 
Samiti. 

‘Cuttack Telugu Baptist Church’ was established at Cuttack 
by Das Antarbedi, a retired Army officer. They had their 
devotional worship at Pension Lane. 


The English Missionaries started Zenana (Apartment of a 
house where women read) teaching in Balasore . 


East India Irrigation and Canal Company closed their work 
at a valuation of Rs 3.23 Crore on excavation of canals in 
Orissa and Government shouldered the responsibility to take 
up the balance work. (see 1861) 

The “Sendha” family, owner of Kujang estate since last 230 
years fell in debt during 1866 famine and Government sold it 
in auction on 18® March in the Court of Sadar Sub-Judge, 
Cuttack at Rs 3.5 lakh to the Maharaja of Burdwan of 
Bengal (Mahatab family). The estate was abolished in 1952 

under the Estate Abolition Act. 

Kendrapada canal was opened to traffic on 29" May. As 

regards Patamundai canal, a branch of Kendrapada canal, 

its earthwork was finished by 1875. This canal was intended 

for irrigation only. The original length of Kendrapada canal 

was 63 Kms ending at Marsaghai. Later on, it was extended 
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upto Jambu for a length of 24 Kms. It had its offtake from 
the headlock on right bank of Birupa (now from Mahanadi). 
The discharge from the canal was 43.90 cumecs. Taladanda 
-Machhagan canal afforded irrigation in 1870. The 
Pattamundai canal leaves Kendrapada canal at Jagatpur and 
runs for 75 Kms. It is provided only with weirs and is not, 
therefore, available for navigation. Its discharge is 11.33 
cumecs. 


The first Oriya lexicographer Pandit Gopinath Nanda was 
born on 21* August at Manjusa (A.P). He completed and 
published Sabdatatwa Avidhan (a lexicon) in 1916 with the 
financial help from Raja of Parala. He wrote Radhakrishna 
Leela in 1889. His collection of works was published. He 
received a Gold medal, Shawl, Gold armlet from the Prince 
of Wales (8th Edward) at Madras in 1920 where he attended 
as an Oriya delegate in a meeting of the intellectuals. 
(d.14.01.1924) 


Law classes (instruction in the licentiate course in Law and 
Pleadership) were added to Cuttack Zilla School. But it 
was discontinued in 1874. In 1888 B.L. classes were started 
in Ravenshaw college. The monthly fee of the college class 
was Rs 3/- and that of Law Class was Rs 5/-. By end of 
1869, Cuttack High School constituted of three departments, 
such as College department and Law department and usual 
classes of Zilla School. 


Lt Governor of Bengal decided on 8® November that, 
Oriya should be the medium of instruction in primary 
schools of Orissa and it would be taught as an optional 
subject in Zilla schools and High schools. The following 
extract is from the reply written by the Officiating Secretary 
to the Government of Bengal. (No. 3686, dated 8th November, 
1869): 
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“....The views of the Commissioner of the Orissa division are 
exclusively in favour of establishing Uriya as the recognized 
language of all schools in Orissa, and leaving Bengali as an extra 
if preferred, to be taken up in addion to Uriya, but not in 
Supersession of it. To secure this object, he thinks it necessary in the 
first place that an Inspector of schools for the Orissa districts only 
Should be appointed, and that, as opportunity offers, preference 
should be given to natives of Orissa in all educational appointments 
in the province. In the second place, he desires that direct 
Government aid should be given to secure approved translations 
in Uriya of useful original works and compilations for the use of the 
schools..... The Lieutenani-Gove-nor would accept the principle 
that in all.the schools in the pro. ince of Orissa up to the Zillah 
schools (of which there are only two) the Uriya language should 
be the medium of instruction , and that in the zilla schools, and in 
the high school at Cuttack, it should be optional with all student 
* to continue their studies in the Oriya langauge if they wish it.” 


(General Report on Public Instruction in the Lower 
provinces of Bengal, for 1869-70, pages 60-65. “The Uriya 
Language in Orissa.”) 


Thakkar Bappa, a famous social worker was born at Gujarat 
on 29® November. He came to Orissa at the instance of 
Gandhiji and did a lot here. He was the first L.C.E. (Diploma 
in Civil Eng.) of Lohana Community.He was life member of 
Hind Sevak Sangh (previously Bharat Sevak Sangh). (d. 
19.01.1951) 

A committee known as ‘Cuttack School Book Committee’ 
was appointed for the purpose of considering and reporting 
on translation of original works in Oriya language and views 
to decide on the application made to them for the publication 
of Oriya school books. 


Some Bengali gentlemen of Cuttack town started a Hindu 
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Lower Primary School for girls at Cuttack in the house of 
Babu Abinas Chandra Chatopadhyay who was Secretary of 
the school with only 6 girls as students at Kaligali. The school 
was held in three rooms. Dhaneswar Satpathy was appointed 
as teacher. The medium of instruction was Bengali. (see 
1873) 


Abdul Majid published Prabodh Kavya translating it into 
Oriya from Pandnoma of a Persian poet (1194-1282). 
Bhagirath Mahindra Bahadur, Raja of Denkanal was awarded 
Raj-Bahadur title by Government Utkal Dipika wrote “The 
Raja generously spent Rs 1,39,700/- during Na-ank-famine”. AS he 
had no son he adopted Dinabandhu from Boud Royal family 
(brother of Jogindra Dev, Raja of Boud). 


On 12® November, Queen Victoria awarded C.S.I. title 
(Companion Star of India) to Chandra Sekhar Singh, 
the Raja of Parikud for his help and services to the poor 
and helpless for feeding them in Na-ank famine, despite the 
fact that he was in trouble due to heavy loans. Utkal Dipika 
dated 9® January 1869 wrote ‘The Lt Governor of Bengal has 
not yet received such title and this title will be awarded to the Raja by 
the Queen only’. 


Thirteen candidates sat for the Entrance examination. Out of 
ten successful candidates, seven were from Cuttack Zilla 
school. Three candidates passed in the first division. The D.P. 
I sanctioned one month’s salary as reward to the teachers 
and praised the Headmaster Chandi Charan Banarji. 
Madhusudan Rao, Kalpataru Das and Durga Charan Das 
passed the entrance examination that year. 


Laxman Mishra, the exponent, in children’s literature was 
bom in village Khamar. His books are Barnabodha, Sahaja 
Patha, Sahitya Kalika, Nandan Suman, Panchali Charita etc. 
(d. 1970) 
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C. S Banarji, Sub-divisional officer, Jajpur first visited 
Lalitagiri and Udayagiri thus lifting the veil of oblivion that 
had lasted for several centuries. In 1876, John Beames, 
Magistrate of Cuttack visited the sites. 


Cuttack Debating Club was established by Bengalis who 
came from Bengal recently. Some Oriyas were also members 
of the club for a short period. In this club, the Bengalis plotted 
how to introduce Bengali in place of Oriya language. 


Inspection Report of T.E. Ravenshaw on Balasore Town 
School (included in annual report on education of 1868-69) 


“Sufficient attention is not given to Ooriyah vernacular. Al! the 
Masters are Bengalis, and so far as I was informed only one can 
read Ooriyah. There is certainly a greater admixture of the Bengali 
element among Balasore population than in other parts of Orissa, 
but nevertheless, Ooriyah is the language of the population 
generally, and it is for their education and benefit we are chiefly 
concerned. It is an injustice to the people of Orissa and a direct 
discouragement to them to send their sons to school to be taught 
a foreign language. 


I would most earnestly cal! the attention of the Inspector of 
schools and the Local Committee to this subject, and recommend 
that in future a larger number of masters may be selected, having 
competent knowledge of Ooriyah, and that every effort may be 
made to introduce good Ooriyah books into the school. 


The committee should not now have difficulty in procuring Native 
Ooriyahs competent to teach at par all the lower classes, and I 
shall see an improvement in this respect. It should be borne in 
mind that every possible opposition both open and tacit will be 
made by the lower grades, Education Officers and Masters, whose 


proclivities are all in favour of Bengali.” 

1870 Inthe early part of this year small-pox broke out in Kurumkel 
(in princely State of Gangpur). It was attributed to witches 
and the village headman sent four witch-finders who located 
four women. The Headman sent a report to the Raja who 
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sent an official Gajendra Babu to make inquiries.Gajendra 
Babu ordered all the witches to restrain from any mischief 
and restore peace in the village. The matter seems to have 
had lot of importance since the Raja came over and camped 
nearby the village. 

Greaves, the Assistant Magistrate of Puri opened a night 
school at Puri to impart English education to students of a 
Sanskrit school. The Raja of Puri donated Rs 550 to the 
school and with this amount, a school room was erected. 
The education was free and there were 45 pupils, chiefly 
Brahmins. 

The Taladanda canal which starts from Zobra weir on 
Mahanad;i intended both for irrigation and navigation was first 
opened to traffic on 2” February. The name of the 
Taladanda canal is derived from its orginal terminal point .i.e 
village Taladanda. The canal takes off from the right bank of 
river Mahanadi at Zobra immediately above the anicut forming 
the navigable connection with the False Point. Its original length 
was 56 Kms and later extended upto a further length of 26 
Kms in 1892 terminating at Paradeep. (Discharge 38 cumecs.) 


The D.P.I of lower primary schools of Bengal reaffirmed 
the Oriya language as the medium of instruction in the schools 
of Orissa. Major General G. Campbell, Agent in the hill tracts 
of Orissa also recognised in 1872 that Oriya, Bengali and 
Assamese are separate languages. Towards the end of the 
19® century it was found that Bengali was not taught in 
Oriya schools of Orissa including the rural areas. The situation 
came to such a pass that children of the Bengalis could not 
even learn the alphabets of Bengali, their own mother- 
tongue in Orissa. 


Chandra Mohan Moharana was born at village 
Purusottampur near Remuna of Balasore district on 6” 
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April. He as a writer, educationist and critic. He wrote 
Kathabali which was published in 1917 and Odiya 
Vyakarana in 1910. He stood fourth in entrance 
examination under Calcutta University. He is the father of 
famous Sarat Moharana, a social worker, and Bhoodan 
leader. He was the Headmaster, Puri Zilla School (first 
Oriya) from 1903-1909. He was, Superintendent of Cuttack 
training school from 1907 to 1919 and Head Master of 
Balsore Zilla School from 13th October 1919 to 15th March 
1924. (d. 9.4.1929) 

Madhu Babu passed B.A. from Calcutta University. He wrote 
the answers of Sanskrit papers in Oriya script. This is after a 
big fight with the University authorities. PIcnoIsly all were 
answering in Bengali script. 

John Beames read an article on 4® May in a meeting of the 
Asiatic Society of Bengal. He justified that Oriya is an 
independent and old language. His article “The indigenous 
literature of Orissa” was published in Indian antiqury 1872 
March (pp-79-80). He has furnished a list of ancient books 
saying : As a contribution to the above objects, I here append 
a list of works known to exist in Oriya, and propose, as 
opportunity offers, to read the most celebrated, and see what 
they are worth, and to report my discoveries from time to 
time through the medium of the Indian Antiquary. | am aware 
that Oriya holds a low place in its group of languages, but 
this owes chiefly to its obscunty. I considerit, in many respects, 
one of the most interesting languages of the Aryan group, 
especially because, owing to its long isolation from the rest, it 
has preserved words and forms which have perished from 
them, and exhibits at times very singular developments of its 
own. The following list is the result of much enquiry, and is 
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believed to be nearly, if not quite, exhaustive. The 
Rasakallola or “Waves of Delight” by Dinakrishna Das, a 
work of the early part of the sixteenth century is the most 
celebrated Oriya poem, and is still well known; its songs are 
even now frequently heard at village meetings, and most 
educated Oriyas know the whole cantos by heart. I propose 
to give some notices of it at a future time.

Bengali was made an optional subject in the schools of Orissa 
as per a circular dated 2.4.1870 of Mr Martin, the Inspector 
of Schools. 


On 4® May, noted historian Rajendralal Mitra (He was a 
Sirastadar and Librarian of Asiatic Society of Bengal in 
1868 on a pay of Rs 100/-) in a meeting of Asiatic Society 
of Bengal while ruminating the past history said “Some twenty 
years ago when the district of Medinapur was transferred from the 
commissionership of Cuttack to Burdwan, the language of the court 
there and that of the people was Oriya. The new commissionership 
for the sake of uniformity in all the districts on some other cause 
suppressed Oriya and introduced Bengali language and as a result, 
the whole of Medinapur and Bankura had now become Bengali- 
speaking districts. People of these places often feel offended if they 
are called Oriyas. That a similar measure in the districts of Puri, 
Cuttack and Balasore would also effect a similar change, I have no 
doubt.” 
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Jaleswar was annexed to Balasore district and Jajpur was 
attached to Cuttack district. Previously since 1829, Jajpur 
was in Balasore district and Jaleswar was in Medinapur 
district. 

Raj Press was established at Baripada.by the ruler of 
Mayurbhanja. 

Gouri Sankar Ray wrote Bhugol Tatwa part-1, a geography 
book for school students. 


Social reformer Sribachha Panda was born on 1* October 
in village Netang, Ghumusar sub-divn.. He founded ‘Tanarada 
Gurukul Ashram’. He was a Congress worker who fought 
for freedom. He became the first Congress President of 
Ganjam district in 1920. He happens to be the cousin brother 
of Harihar Panda. (d.11.5.1943) (Seel865) 


A new Nuzrana policy was introduced by Government for 
tributary rulers. The chiefs would not pay any Nuzarana. But 
in case of a succession who would be distantly related other 
than that of third degree, he was to pay an amount equal to 
one years’ tribute. 

Russelkonda (Ghumusar Taluk) became the first town in 
Ganjam to have a meeting demanding to introduce Oriya in 
the courts of all the estates of Ganjam district and to appoint 
Oriyas therein. In Sepetmber, in the Town of Russelkonda 
in Ganjam district, a mass meeting was held. People of the 
areas in the North of the Rusikulya river such as Palur, Huma, 
Ganja, Biruli, Purbakhanda, Khalikote, Athgarh, Ghumsar, 
Dharakote, Soroda, Rataba, Karada, Katinga, Gadapur and 
those of the areas in the South of the river such as Baragarh, 
Sarangarh, Sanakhemundi, Barakhemundi, Chikkiti, Mahuni, 
Jarada, Suyrangi, Budarsingha, Manjusa, Tarala, Tekkali etc. 
attended it.The meeting was held at the initiation of Janardan 
Das of Ghumusar and Venkateswar Deo, Zamindara of 
Katingia. Their demand was published in Utkal Dipika on 
22.10.1870. 
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A general Act was promulgated to prevent the murder of 
female infants in the British empire of India. Originally 
extending the Act to North-West Province, Punjab and Oudh, 
it was decided to extend it to other parts where infanticide 
prevailed. Accordingly a copy of the Act was sent to the 
Agent of Ganjam. But since the practice in Kondh tracts 
had already been abandoned, the necessity of the application 
of this Act to Orissa did not arise there. (See 1845,1811) 


Madhu Babu became the first Oriya to pass B.A.. He 
passed out from Calcutta University. 


Sriram Chandra Bhanja Deo, Maharaja of Mayurbhanja 
was born on 17* December. After one year of becoming the 
ruling chief he donated Rs 18,000 for science laboratory of 
Ravenshaw College. (d. 22.2.1912) (see 1903) 


Bengal Government instructed all District Collectors that they 
can punish upto seven years jail term to any body of Tributary 
Mahal who commit, offences, but they cannot sentence capital 
punishment. 

Chaukidari system was introduced under the village 
Chaukidari Act, 1870 (Bengal Act-V of 1870). 
Sikshyavidhan, a lexicon (synonyms) was published by 
Dwarikanath Chakrabarty, Headmaster of Cuttack Normal 
School. 


Srikrushna Mohapatra, a police officer was born at 
Jagatsinghpur. He was Police Superintendent. He was a 
nominated member of Bihar- Orissa Council. He was also 
elected as Chairman of Cuttack Municipality, but later he 
was removed from the post. “Puri Mukti Mandap Sava” 
awarded him the title ‘Bhakti Bhusan’ for his two devotional 
books namely Bhaktara Bhagaban and Thakur Haridas. 
His son Sharada Charan Mohapatra, who died in teens, was 
a prodigy. (d.27.09.1945) (see 1935) 
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A booklet was published in Bengali called Odiya Swatantra 
Bhasa Noi by Kanti Chandra Bhatacharya, a Pandit of 
Balasore Zilla School. He joined in the school in place of 
Sadasiv Nanda who retired. Kanti Chandra was unable to 
speak Oriya despite six months’ labour of learning the 
language. When Utkal Dipika criticised the view of Kanti 
Chandra, Utktal Hiteisini wrote satirically: “we are astonished 
to see that some Oriyas and some native Bengalis have become the 
sole authority of the views of Oriya masses”. Bhudev Mukherji 
critisized Kanti Chandra and wrote : The method which Kanti 
Chandra has followed to prove Oriya was not a separate language, if 
that method was follwed even Hindi also can be taken as not a 
separate language. (see 1869) 

Most of the Government offices were shifted from Jeypore 
to Koraput because of its invigorating climate. Formerly 
Jeypore was the centre of administration of the Britishers. 


Jadumani Ghose became the first person to pass F.A from 
Cuttack High School. 


Surapratap Deo, Raja of Patana and his brother Viswanath 
Singh were arrested by British Government and kept in 
confinement on charges of tyranny and mal-administration. 
The State was placed under Court of Wards from 1871 to 
1893. It was during this period, the present town of Bolangir 
was planned and constructed and made the headquarters of 
Patana State. In 1878, Ramachandra Deo, the adopted son 
of Surapratap Deo (son of Viswanath Singh) was made the 
Raja. In 1895, Ramachandra Deo shot his Ranee to death 
and committed suicide. There-after Dalaganjan Singh, 
younger brother of Surpratap Singh succeeded to the Gaddi. 
After the death Dalaganjan Singh, his eldest son Prithviraj 
Singh succeeded to the Gaddi of Patana. Prithviraj Singh 
had two Ranees, but neither of them bore a son for him. He 
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adopted R.N. Singh Deo, son of Padmini Kumari who was 
the only daughter of Ramachandra Deo married to Raja 
Aditya Pratap Singh of Saraikala. (see 1933) 
Bharatabarsara Itihasa Part I (1869) and Part I1 (1870) 
of Fakir Mohan Senapati were published from Utkal Press. 
This is the first authentic history text book in Oriya. The 
Inspector of Schools and the Commissioner of Orissa 
rewarded Fakir Mohan with Rs 700/- and Rs 300/ 
respectively. The book was taught in the scholarship 
examination of students. In this book the writer locates ancient 
Indian as “ Hindu” and the Muslim as ‘invader’. 


Lyricist Gokul Srichandan was born at Kendrapara in a 
Zamindar family. He is treated as creator of ‘JalaTaranga’, 
an instrument of music at all-India level. For some time, he 
was Principal of ‘Sangita Vidyalaya’ of Laxmikanta 
Choudhury. (d.1947) (see 1898) 

Gouri Sankar Ray embraced Brahmo Dharma being 
persuaded by Jagamohan Ray. He became a member of Adi 
Brahmo Samaj. 


The establishment of Chandbali Port in Balasore District is 
noteworthy. This was due to the enterprise of Captain 
Macneil, who sailed up the Dhamara together with T.E. 
Ravenshaw, Commissioner of Orissa, with the intention of 
discovering a suitable site. Chandbali, which was then a small 
village occupied by a few fishermen’s huts, was found to 
combine the advantages of a high altitude free from all risks 
of inundation, and sufficient depth of water in immediate 
proximity to the river bank. Captain Macneil immediately 
obtained a lease of small area of land by arrangement with 
the Zamindar. Eventually Government, recognizing the 
advantages of the site, acquired an area of 179 acres, which 
formed the Chandbali Port. (see 1872) 
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1871 An M.E. School was established in Bhawanipatna by Udit 
Pratap Dev, ruler of Kalahandi. 
Government sanctioned the following irrigation works for 
Orissa:

1. Mahanadi weir or sluice 12,00,000 
2. Dam around Cuttack 47,000 
3. Birupa weir 3,00,000 
4. Naraj weir 4,50,000 
5. Kendrapara canal 24,00,000

7. Jobra anicut 75,000 
8. Midnapur cana! 23,00.000 
9. Taidal cana! 800,000 
Total Rs. 86,00,000 


The above works were nearly completed on 29® May 1873. Only 1257 
acres were irrigated out of a capacity of 1,95,000 acres owing to fear 
of enhancement of rent. 


Sir George Campbell became Lt Governor of Bengal, Bihar 
and Orissa in February. He resigned in 1874. 


An English Officer presented each of the Juang women (a 
scheduled tribe) with a strip of cotton cloth. They wore it 
after buming the bunches and solemnly discarded the leaves. 
The Raja of Dhenkanal also succeeded in persuading the 
Juangs to wear clothes, promising to supply clothes for all 
their families, free of cost. 


Utkal Dipika (an Oriya weekly) published a news item on 
4% February. that the Maharaja of Dhenkanal had assembled 
all the chiefs of the leaf -wearing tribes and persuaded them 
to wear clothes. They all agreed to put on clothes. The same 
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Oriya weekly, in its issue dated 18" February, stated that 
“the Patoas of Hindol ( another leaf-wearing tribes) were 
unwilling to part with their traditional costume. They 
vehemently criticised and treated their brethren in Dhenkanal 
as outcaste”. Owing to the efforts of Harekrushna Das, Asst. 
Superintendent of Hindol, the Patoas changed their attitude 
and used clothes. Now-a- days the ‘Juangs’ are like non- 
tribals in the matter of dress. 


Five students passed F.A. (first arts) from Cuttack High 
School. They are : Bhagavati Chattarji, Balaram Das, 
Chaturbhuj Patnaik, Madusudan Rao and J.S. Rout. Only 
Chaturbhuj Patnaik read B.A. at Calcutta, but he failed in 
the B.A. examination consecutively for 3 times and passed 
the examination in 1876 in 4* chance. 


It was moved to amend the constitution of Brahmo Marriage 

to the effect that minimum age of the bride be 14 years and 
the groom be 18. There was big revolution against the 
amendment and all were asked to comment. In Orissa Madhu 
Sudan Rao and Pyari Mohan Acharya were bold enough to 
support the amendment. The interesting part of it was that 
Acharya Keshab Chandra Sen himself was against the 
amendment. 


Municipal Act-III of 1871 was enacted by Madras 
Government With the passing of the Act, Local Boards were 
to levy a compulsory cess. The Government intended to 
encourage the Local Boards and the Municipalities to take 
up the management of the primary schools. 


Rev. Brajananda Das was born on 16" June. He was 
Headmaster in Mission High School for 20 years and Principal 
of Theological College for six years. He was Municipal 
Commissioner for 9 years and a nominated member of Bihar- 
Orissa Council. 
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The Machhagaon canal originally intended for navigation 
purpose was opened to traffic. 


John Beames wrote a brilliant article on Rasu Kallola after 
studying the Oriya manuscript firstly. This article was 
published in the Indian Antiquary Vol-1 in this year. 


Fakir Mohan Senapati joined as ‘Dewan’ of Nilgiri 
feudatory State in the month of October leaving the job of 
teachership in Balasore Mission School. John Beames, 
Collector of Balasore gave a remark on him in the Orissa 
Administrative Report of 1871-72 which reads—“The Mission 
school was conducted by one of the best specimens of an Oriah, I 
have ever seen, Baboo Fakir Mohan Senapaty. He has, however, left 
it for the better post of Dewan to the Rajah of Neelaghery, in which 
capacity, 1 am glad to see he is carrying out improvements and 
introducing those principles of honesty and justice which he has 
imbibed from the teaching of the late Mr. Smith. This is one out of 
many instances of the vast amount of indirect good done by that 
excellent man whose loss we all deeply deplore”. (see 1864) 


High level Canal Range III between Bhadrak and Akhuapada 
with a range of 31 Kms was excavated and completed in 
1891 at cost of Rs 9,87,000/-. This canal was available both 
for irrigation and traffic. 


Government introduced competitive exam. for the executive 
services. Apart from the inconvenience of communication, it 
became difficult for the Oriya students to compete with 
Bengali students enjoying better educational facility of the 
capital of India. 


Poet Damodar Mishra (younger brother of Nilamani Mishra 
Vidyaranta) was born at Bajrabilicripur near Banki. His 
literary works are Ansupa (1892), Kamul and padmavati 
(1893), Durgavati (1893), Aryamahila Sumitra (1894) 
Sarala (1896). He was a regular writer of Sambalpur 
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Heteisini. This magazine in its review on Ansupa on 22nd 
March 1893 expressed that the book was of high order. (see 
1867) 


The headquarters of Patana State was shifted from 
Patanagarh to Bolangir. The old Bolangir is now called 
Junadihi. 

“Campbell Eduction Plan for Primary Education” was 
started to improve the same. As per this plan, the number of 
schools which were 794 in 1867 were increased to 4579 in 
1878 and intelligent students were also given scholarships. 


The hill tracts of Chinakhemidy annexed and added to Ganjam 
district were divided into plains and hill agency divisions. The 
taluqs of Ganjam, Goomsar, Berhampur (which included 
Chinakhemundi and Badakhemudi ) and Chiccole, each 
included hill and plain sections. 


Chandranath Ray, brother of Kabibar Radhanath Ray 
translated Akshyan Manjari written by IsShwar Chandra 
Vidyasagar. The Bengali text was also a translation from 
British stories. 


Lord Mayo (1869-72), the Governor General, who was 
supposed to visit Orissa after inspection of Andaman islands, 
was assassinated in the islands on 8® February. The Rajas 
and Zamindars of Orissa who assembled at Cuttack for the 
visit of Lord Mayo decided to give three scholarships (One 
Scholarship of Rs 30 and two of Rs 20 ) in his memory. 
They contributed Rs 1,4000/- for this purpose and a corpus 
fund was instituted. This amount was given to Cuttack College 
for the students reading B.A. and M.A. 

Sachidananda Trivuban Dev, Raja of Bamara was bom on 
3'% March. He translated Kadambari into Oriya in blank 
verse (Amitrakhyar). His composition Chandraduta was 
first published in 1894. His collection of works was 
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published in 1911 during his life time. He is the eldest son of 
Sir Basudeb Sudha! Dev. He was awarded ‘Bijnana Binod’ 
title for his quest for scientific study. He has written a book 
Brusti Bijnan. (d. 11.3.1916) (see 1900) 


Madras Government ordered on 4 March to use Oriya 
language in the courts of Ganjam . But this order was not 
effectively carried out. (see 1874, 1890) 


Mr Rhinds was an able and noted Engineer who submitted 
an efficient report on the flood problem of Orissa, widely 
appreciated for its contents. 


Chandbali port was opened to traffic on 28® March. An 
amount of Rs 1 lakh was spent for its development. The 
opening was done by John Beames, Collector of Balasore. 


Harihar Mardaraj, Raja of Khalikote was born on 10* July. 
He constituted an organisation called “Ganjam Oriya 
Samaj” in 1902 and became its President.He was one of 
the originators of the Orissa amalgamation movement. (d. 
July 1909) 


Probodh Chandrika a monthly magazine in its issue dated 
8® June wrote market rates of Cuttack.

‘Utkal Hitabadini Sava’ was constituted on 29* July by 
Mr William Mohanty and Venkates Deo, Raja of Katinga at 
Berhampur. This organisation sent 4 demands to London on 
7® September which were: 1. The petitions be written in 
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Oriya script 2. All records be written in Oriya 3. There should 
be Oriya in graduate classes 4. Oriya classes be opened in 
all schools. 


In August, the Superintendent of Tributary Mahals was vested 
with the power of a Sessions Judge. In 1874, the chiefs were 
presented with Sanands conferring upon them the title of 
‘Raja.’ (see1874) 


On 27" September, John Beames, the Magistrate of 
Balasore, in a notification, declared that the Government were 
to take interest for the establishment of schools in village area. 
He also pointed out that, if the villagers were to construct 
schools, then the Government had to bear all the expenditure 
for management of the schools. 


Saraswati Damodar Mishra was born at Kanika. He wrote 
Kanak Barsa Charitam, and Rajendra Prasasti in Sanskrit 
and 15 more books. His above two Sanskrit books were 
taught in Banares Hindu University. He was conferred 
“Saraswati” title by a body of scholars of Banares. Sookti 
Ratnakar in Oriya being translated from Sanskrit was 
published in 1952. (d. 1955) 


The Superintendent of Tributary Mahals was vested with 
powers of Sessions Judge to hear appeals of States as per 
an order of Government of India. 


Kalpataru Das was born in village Masada of Jajpur. He 
was one of the leaders of ‘Utkal Sammilani’. He presided 
over the Sammilani on 1923 held at Berhampur. (d. 1923) 

The construction of a church at Mission road, Cuttack which 
was started in this year was completed by 1874 at a cost of 
Rs 1.25 lakh. As the Orissa Mission completed its 50 years 
of existence and they named the Church as Jubilee church. 
This church is also called Baptist church or mother church as 
non-Christians are baptised here. 
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Banamali-Dalai known as Bana Pahalman was born. He 
was a master of Kusti (wrestling) and used to go to Lahore 
every year to participate in wrestling competition. 
(d.29.12.1945) 


Gouri Sankar Ray wrote Bhugol Tatwa/Prakruta Bhugol 
2” part for use of school students. 


William Wilson Hunter published Orissa, a book on history 
of Orissa right from ancient times to 1872 in two volumes. 
He visited Orissa in 1870. In this book he has also given an 
Analytical catalougue of Oriya Vernacular. (See Part -B, 
3.2.9 Page 1043) He has also given a description of Puri 
Car-festival in his book ‘Orissa’. An extract : 


“The Cam gstival is the great event of the year. It takes place, 
according ag the Hindu months fall, in June or July, and probably 
owes its origin to a period long anterior to the temple itself. We 
have seen how Vishnuvism at Puri is, but the successor of the 
older Buddhistic creed. The Chinese traveller Fa Hian gives a 
curioys account of the yearly procession of the SACRED 
TOOTH from its regular chape! to a shrine some way off, and of 
its return after a stay there. This was in the fifth century A.D.; 
but the account applies so exactly to the CAR-FESTIVAL at the 
present day, that one of the most accurate of Indian observers 
pronounces the latter to be ‘merely a copy.’ Certain it is, that in 
its greatest ceremonials, as in its leading doctrines, the worship 
of Jagannath bears the impress of the ancient Buddhistic faith. 


For weeks before the CAR-FESTIVAL, pilgrims come trooping 
into Puri by thousands every day. The whole district is in a 
ferment. By the time the great car has risen to the orthodox 
height of forty-five feet, the temple cooks make their calculations 
for feeding 90,000 mouths. The vast edifice is supported on 
sixteen wheels of seven feet diameter, and is thirty-five feet 
square. The brother and sister of Jagannath have separate cars, 
a few feet smaller. When the sacred images are at length brought 
forth and placed upon their chariots, thousands fall on their 
knees and bow their foreheads in the dust. The vast multitude 
shouts with one throat, and surging backward and forward, drags 
the wheeled edifices down the broad street towards the country- 
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house of Lord Jagannath. Music strikes up before and behind, 
drums beat, cymbals clash, the priests harangue from the cars, 
or shout a sort of fescinine medley enlivened with broad allusion 
and coarse gestures, which are received with roars of laughter 
by the crowd. And so the dense mass struggles forward by 
convulsive jerks, tugging and sweating, shouting and jumping, 
singing and praying, and swearing. The distance from the temple 
to the country house is less than a mile; but the wheels sink 
deep into the sand, and the journey takes several days. After 
hours of severe toil and wild excitement in the July tropical sun, 
a reaction necessarily follows. The zeal of the pilgrims flags 
before the garden-house is reached; and the cars, deserted by 
the devotees, are dragged along by the professional pullers with 
deep-drawn grunts and groans. These men, 4200 in number, are 
peasants from the neighbouring fiscal divisions, who generally 
manage to live at free quarters in Puri during the festival. 


Once arrived at the country-house, the enthusiasm subsides. 
The pilgrims drop exhausted upon the burning sand of the sacred 
street, or block up the lanes with their prostrate bodies. When 
they have slept off their excitement, they rise refreshed and ready 
for another of the strong religious stimulants of the season. 
Lord Jagannath is left to get back to his temple as best as he can; 
and in the quaint words of a writer half a century ago, but for the 
professional car-pullers, the God ‘would infallibly stick’ at his 
country houses. 


In a closely packed eager throng of a hundred thousand men 
and women, many of them unaccustomed to exposure or hard 
labour, and all of them tugging and straining to the utmost under 
the blazing tropical sun, deaths must occasionally occur. There 
have doubtless been instances of pilgrims throwing themselves 
under the wheels in a frenzy of religious excitement. But such 
instances have always been rare, and are now unknown. At one 
time several unhappy people were killed or injured every year, 
but they were almost invariably cases of accidental trampling. 
The few suicides that did occur were for the most part cases of 
diseased and miserable objects, who took this means to put 
themselves out of pain. The official returns now place this beyond 
doubt. Indeed, nothing could be more opposed to the spirit of 
Vishnu-worship than self-immolation. Accidental death within

the temple renders the whole place unclean. The ritual suddenly 
stops, and the polluted offerings are hurried away from the sight 
of the offended God. According to Chaitanya, the apostle of 
Jagannath, the destruction of the least of God’s creatures was a 
sin against the Creator. Self-immolation he would have regarded 
with horror. The copious religious literature of his sect frequently 
describes the CAR FESTIVAL, but makes no mention of self- 
sacrifice, nor does it contain any passage that could be twisted 
into a sanction for it. Abul Fazl, the keen Moslem observer, is 
equally silent, although from the context it is almost certain that, 
had he heard of the practice, he would have mentioned it. 


So far from encouraging self-immolation, the gentle doctrines of 
Jagannath tended to check the once universal custom of widow- 
buming. Even before the Government put a stop to it, our officials 
observed its comparative infrequency at Puri. It is expressly 
discountenanced in the writings of the Vishnuvite reformers, 
and is stigmatized by a celebrated disciple as ‘the fruitless union 
of beauty with a corpse.’ 


It would be well for Jagannath if these old calumnies were the 
only charges which his priests had to answer. Lascivious 
sculpture disfigure his walls, indecent ceremonies disgrace his 
ritual, and dancing girls with rolling eyes put the modest female 
worshippers to the blush. The priests give a spiritual significance 
to these most questionable features of modern Vishnuvism, and 
a devout Hindu no doubt looks on them with different eyes from 
ours. To the pure, all things are pure. But these are not the sole 
corruptions of the faith. The temple of Jagannath, that colluvio 
religionum in which every creed obtained an asylum, and in 
which every class and sect can find its god, now closes its gates 
against the low-caste population. I have tried in vain to trace the 
history of this gross violation of the spirit of the reformed 
Vishnuvite faith. Even at the present moment no hard and fast 
line exists between the admitted and the excluded castes. I have 
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taken down lists of the latter from several natives of Puri, but 
each list materially differs from all the others; and I am told that 
the priests are much less strict to mark the disqualification of 
castes in pilgrims from a distance than among the non-paying 


local populace. Speaking generally, only those castes are shut 
out who retain the flesh-eating and animal-life-destroying 


propensities and professions of the aboriginal tribes. 


A man must be a very pronounced Non-Aryan to be excluded. 
Certain of the low castes, such as the washermen and potters, 
may enter half-way, and standing humbly in the court outside 
the great temple, catch a glimpse of the jeweled God within. But 
unquestionable Non-Aryans, like the neighbouring hill-tribes 
or forest races, and the landless servile castes of the lowlands, 
cannot go in at all. The same ban extends to those engaged in 
occupations either offensive in themselves, or repugnant to 
Aryan ideas of purity : thus, wine-sellers, sweepers, sinners, 
* corpse-bearers, hunters, fishers, and bird-killers. Basu the fowler 
would now be driven from the doors of the temple dedicated to 
his God. Criminals who have been in jail, and women of bad 
character, except the privileged temple girls, are also excluded : 
with this difference, however, that a criminal may expiate the 
defilement of imprisonment by penance and costly purifications; 
but a woman once fallen can never more pass the temple gates.” 


Janardhan Mohapatra was the first Oriya to read L.M.P. at 
Calcutta after passing entrance examination. (See 1874) 


Jalandhar Deb was born at Suruguja on 15 October. He 
wrote essays, Short stories, novels, dramas and poems. He 
also wrote articles for social reforms on child marriage and 
widow marriage. He was President at the 18® annual meeting 
of Utkal Sahitya Samaj in 1935. He is the nephew of Sir 
Basudeb Sudhal Deb, Raja of Bamara. He settled at Bamara 
(d.26.10.1952) 


Rani Bangra Debi of Malkangiri was deposed by the British. 
She died in 1885 at Jeypore palace. 
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‘Nilachal Brahma Samaj’ was set up at Puri by Prasanna 
Kumar Ganguli. 


“Gobinda Rath Prakasan”, an organisation started publishing 
books from this year. It published more than 200 books. 
(see 1848) 


In the first issue of first year of Indian Antiquary, John 
Beames the Collector of Balasore published an article for 
the first time on Orissan folklore. 


Gadadhar Vidyabhusan was born at Ichhapuram (A.P). He 
has written many Sanskrit books. (d.1943) (see 1899) 


John Beames wrote Comparative Grammar of four languages 
in 3 parts. He mentioned in page 119 of vol-I : “At a period 
when Oriya was already a settled language, Bengali did not exist. 
The Bengalis spoke a vast variety of corrupt form of eastern Hindi. 
It is not till quite recent times that we find anything that can, with 
propriety, be called Bengali language” The first volume was 
published in this year, second volume in 1875 and third 
volume in 1879. 


Karmaveer Gouri Sankar Ray founded “Orissa Association”. 


Cuttack High School became sixth as per examination 
results among Bengal Zilla schools. (1871-72 education 
year). 

On 15* December Padmanav Narayan Dev known as 
Chandra Maharaja, brother of Maharaja Goura Chandra 
Gajapati of Paralakhemundi was born. He constructed a 
permanent structure called Padmanav Rangalaya at 
Paralakhemundi . It is the first of its type in Orissa. He 
wrote Prahallad Natak which was first published from 
Gajapati Press in 1901. His other compositions are: Bana 
Darpa Dalana, Brundavati Swayambar, Ahalaya Sapa 
Mochano, Danaparikshya Natak, Geetastabak, Srimad 
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Bhagwat Mahatmya, Tala Sarbasara, Sangraha, 
etc.(d.4.2.1904) 


The first experimental census of Bengal was conducted 
and the population of Orissa division was 35,54,871. In 
regular census of India conducted in 1881, population of 
Orissa was 43,09,923. The population increased to 
46,66,227 in 1891. In 1901 the population registered a 
decrease and stood at 43,43,150 and the 24 feudatory States 
had a population of 31,73, 395. 

Krushna Chandra Bisoi was born at Paralakhemundi. He 
was a poet and teaching lyrics to students. (d. 1943) 

The Lt Governor of Bengal sanctioned Rs 3000/- as incentive 
money to write text books for schools in Oriya language. 

A minor agitation occurred against enhancement of land 
revenue in Killa Domapara, when John Beames was Collector 
of Cuttack , but it was suppressed by the Dewan Fakir 
Mohan Senapati. (Initially Domapara was a Jagir. In 1829 it 
was restored to a permanently- settled Zamindan.) 

Utkal Dipika, in its publication dated 18* June published 
the market rate at Cuttack as below: 


‘Coarse rice 26 seers per Rupee 
Ghee 1 seer per Rupee 
OJ 3.5 seers per Rupee 
Mustard mixed 2.75 seers per Rupee 
Pure Mustard 2.5 seers per Rupee 


Abinas Chattarji joined as Assistant Professor pf 
Mathematics in Cuttack College. 


On a suggestion of Lt Governor of Bengal that in large 
Government Schools, where on account of number of 
Bengalis, a special Bengali class might be sanctioned, T.E. 
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Ravenshaw wrote on 29" January despite Lt Governor’s 
direction : “Referring to Government Resolution dated 15*® October 
1872 on my annua! educational report for 1871-72, Paragraphs 4 and 
9 of Government orders. I find after inquiry that the only Schools 
where only trace of Bengali is either desirable or necessary are 
those established in connection with the Santipore Mission under 
the Retd J. Phillips. In all other schools in Orissa Bengali should not 
be encouraged. It is only since adoption of Ooriya that education 
has become more popular in Orissa, and I am quite satisfied that 
persistent and patient exclusion of Bengalee language and of teachers 
who are not familiar with Ooriya vernacular is essential to continued 
progress and popularity of education in Orissa. We are fast 
overcoming the difficulty about text-books, and the supply is now 
adequate and will all along be ample.” 


From this year onwards the name of the Province became 
Odissa in place of “Udissya” and the language ‘Oriya’ in 
place of “Uriya”. 

On 10” March Essayist Sasiblusan Ray (nick name Madhu) 
was born. He happens to be the son of poet Radhanath 
Ray. His writings are Kanika Darsan, Pitrusmruti, Utkal 
Prakruti, Chetana Chinta etc. From inception, he was 
the Secretary of Utkal Sahitya Samaj. He took initiative to 
build Sriramchandra Bhawan. He did lot of improvement 
works in the temple of Dhabaleswar in the isle of river 
Mahanadi. He was Secretary of the Utkal Sahitya Samaj 
from 1914 to1939 and once its President. (d.4.9.1953) (see 
1901) 


A school, which was started in 1869 in Kaligali,Cuttack by 
Abinas Chattarji and Ramadas Chakravarti, Headmaster of 
collegiate school, was re-named to Ravenshaw Gurls’ School. 
In 1883, it was upgraded to a middle vernacular school. In 
1902 it was made U.P. school with 83 students, out of which 
66 were Hindus, 2 Brahmas, 3 Christian girls and the rest 
were boys. All the girls were Bengalis. The medium of 
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instruction was Bengali and monthly fees for Bengali girls was 
2 annas and for Oriya girls it was 8 annas.(Abinas Chatterji 
was Professor of Mathematics in Cuttack College and he 
was son in law of Bhudev Mukherji (see 1869) 


The first Oriya literary monthly magazine Utkal Darpan 
with Indraballav Bhatacharya as its editor was published with 
the patronage of Baikunthanath Dey, Zamindar of Balasore. 
It continued for 13 years. From January 1875 it became a 
fortnightly and a weekly in 1879. Bibeki, an essay by poet 
Radhanath Ray which was the systematic first essay in Oriya 
literature was published serially in this magazine. 


In Madras University, Oriya department was given an 
independent status despite report of D.P.]. of Madras 
Presidency to abolish Oriya language from the University. 


The first monthly session of ‘Balyabibah Nibarini Sava’ 
was held in the month of April .The Sava, after a discussion, 
fixed the age of girls and boys for marriage as above 14 and 
21 years respectively . 


Orissa integration leader and freedom fighter Chandra 
Sekhar Behera was born on 20® May in village Dhanakauda 
near Sambalpur. He was the 8th issue of his parents. He 
fought to restore Oriya in Sambalpur by withdrawing Hindi. 
He was the first Oriya lawyer of Sambalpur and also 
first Congress District President. He became Chairman 
of Sambalpur Municipality continuously for 4 terms. He 
ordered all schools of the Municipality to observe holiday on 
2™ October, (Birthday of Mahatma Gandhi) despite the 
dissatisfaction of the Collector. He is the first in India to 
observe Gandhi Jayanti. (d. 23.1.1936). 


Magazine Sanskara was published under the editorship of 
Chaturbhuj Patnaik. 
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The gateway from Udayagiri, a four-armed image of 
Jatamukuta Lokeswar and a figure of Dhyani Budha were 
removed by John Beames, Collector of Cuttack. These 
images are now lodged in a modern temple near Ravenshaw 
College,Cuttack. (see 1837) 


Madhu Babu passed M.A. (English ) from ‘Free Church 
Institution’ under Calcutta Universify. In this year, he married 
Saudamini Chatopadhaya, a Christian girl of Bethun College. 


John Beames took charge of the office of the Commissioner 
on 12" Augst from T.E.Ravenshaw, who went on leave for 
three months. ` 


On 9” February Pandit Harihar Das passed away at the age 
of 32. He chanted a Sloka (hymn) Na Dhyatam 
Padamishwarasya etc. which means “I was never closed 
to the ways of religion nor surrendered to God for salvation 
from this human life. I never acquired Dharma or the spiritual 
strength that enables one for an entrance into the gateway of 
heaven nor even in a dream have I touched the nipples of a 
woman’s breast or embrace the youthful thighs of a young 
woman. Possibly I was born only as an axe to chop and 
devastate the forest of my own mother’s youth.” (see 1842) 


A steamer service between Calcutta and Balasore and 
between Calcutta and Chandbali was introduced . The Indian 
General Steam Navigation Company and M/s Macneil 
Company ona joint purse system, maintained ‘this regular 
service. 

Padman Janma was written by Rani Khirod Mali, queen of 
Dibyasingh Deb, Raja of Patia and daughter of Raja 
Brundaban Chandra of Huma. 


Venkateswar Deo (Zamindar of Katingia), Secretary, Oriya 
Hitabadini Sabha submitted a memorial on 7th September 
to Queen Victoria. The memorial said to (i) approve the 
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petitions in Oriya language (ii) maintain land records in Oriya 
(ui) conduct examinations in Oriya in place of Telugu (iv) open 
Oriya classes in schools. (published in Utkal Dipika, dated 
18.10.1973) 


The Dussera festival of ‘Goddess Biraja’ was observed with 
pomp and ceremony. Daily 10 thousand people witnessed 
the festival, seven mounds of pure ghee was consumed in the 
Homa. The priests were lifting ghee from the Janjakunda 
by means of a brass container and pouring in the fire. Utkal 
Dipika observed ‘such a colossal waste of valuable and 
essential commodity like ghee is not at all desirable’. (Utkal 
Dipika Dt 10.10.1873) 

Dwarikanath Chakrabarty wrote Khetra Pariman and Jada 
Bijnan for the use of school students. Raja Bhagirathi 
Mahendra Bahadur of Dhenkana!l awarded Rs 1023/- for 
the best writer of text books and Rs 9,000/- to Cuttack 
School Committee for encouraging writers of Oriya text 
books. (see 1835) 

George Toynbee, the Commissioner of Orissa wrote a book 
A sketch of the History of Orissa 1803-1858 which 
covered the East India Company’s administration in Orissa. 
Balakrushna Patnaik of Bentakar, Cuttack, a nationalist to 
the core was born. He wrote a number of poetry books which 
touched the hearts of the people. (d. 1970) 

General Embankment Act was passed for successful 
working of embankments in Orissa as per report of the 
Inundation Committee of 1866 headed by T.E, Ravenshaw, 
Commissioner of Orissa. Towards the end the year 1900, 
there were 969 miles of embankments in Cuttack district, 84 
miles in Balasore and 257 miles in Puri district. 
Patitapaban Patnaik, composer of many lyrics based on 
Krishna cult was born in village Dimirsena, Puri (d. 1907). 
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Rama Chandra Birbar Harichandan became Raja of Talcher. 
On his eighteenth regnal year i.e in 1891 he established a 
Vemacular School at Talcher which was upgraded to an M.E. 
school in 1901 and a High School in 1919. 


Sundar Narayan Ray, father of poet Radhanath Ray died of 
cholera. John Beames, Collector of Cuttack wrote a 
condolence letter to Radhanath ; the letter is reproduced — 


My dear Radhanath, 


I am indeed grieved at hearing the sad news of your father’s 
death. He was an excellent official, very intelligent and active and 
always rendered me great assistance. I lost my own father years ago 
but I have not ceased to grieve for him, and I can therefore deeply 
sympathise with you. 

Come and see me as soon as you are able to appear in public. 
Although I can’t make any promise now about your uncles indeed 
not assure you that I will do all in my power to assist you and your 
family in this deplorable juncture. 


Yours sincere friend 
John Beames, July 21, 1873 


Pyarimohan Acharya started a school privately with twelve 
students with the co-operation of Gobinda Rath. In 1875, 
the School became an M.E. School with 60 students. The 
school’s name was Cuttack Academy. (see 1852,1875) 
Orissa integration leader Sripati Mishra was born in Sambalpur 
town Shimila Jatra written by him was published in 1918 
from Utkal Sahitya Press. He was editor of Utkal Darpan. 
a weekly from 1905 to 1908. (d. 1930) (see 1901) 

A fortnightly news paper Utkal Putra was published by 
Pyarimohan Acharya. Later it was stopped by Government. 
for criticising the lapses of the Government officials. Acharya 
published an article Darakhasta Jutian in Uktal Putra 
which criticised the Collector of Cuttack for bad condition 
of the roads of Cuttack town. Pyarimohan was asked to 
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apologize for such article, but he did not comply. So he was 
ousted from the final year of F.A. class of the college. 
Srimad Bhagawat of Atibadi Jagannath Das was published 
by Cuttack Printing Company. 

The Madras Government made an agreement with the Aska 
firm of M/s Minton Brothers and Co. as an alternative 
measure against the Sowcar or the Sundhis to supply liquor 
into the agency. But this measure did not help the Kondhs as 
they desired company liquor more, taking loan from the 
Sowcars. 

The position of the estate of Lord Jagannath (Satais Hazari 
Mahal) given by British Government by this year, more or 
less is as follows:

| Raja Baikunthanath Dey established Dey press at Balasore 
and published Utkal Darpana, a magazine. 
T. E. Ravenshaw, the Commissioner of Orissa sent orders 
to the three District Magistrates of Puri, Cuttack and 
Balasore, saying “persistent and potent exclusion of the Bengali 
language and of teachers who are not familiar with the Oriya vernacular 
is expected for the popularity and progress of education in Orissa” 
On 18th September Rai Bahadur Ajay Chandra Das was 
born at Sunahat, Balasor He was a civilian administrator. He 
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wrote (translation) Sweta Deep Bina, Shesabandi Bharati, 
Omar Choupadi. He was once S.D.O. of Khurda, the 
biggest sub-division. He also worked in Keonjhar State and 
completed the land survey and settlement for 1889 to 1897. 
He was also Political Agent in Nayagarh State from 1897 to 
1907. (d.20.7.1937) 


1874 Utkal Dipika dated 14® February published a news: “The 


Zamindary of Kujang was auctioned and Maharani of Burdwan 
became the highest bidder. Some Devotar lands were left and the 
Raja of Kujang was managing somehow. Now by the present decree 
by the court, the Raja lost the control of Devotar lands also. It is 
learnt that Collector John Beames has assured the Raja of Kujang if 
he is refrained from further legal battle, then Ranee of Burdwan 
would give some lands which would incur annually an income of Rs 
5000. Of course none can forecast the result of Dewani cases. But 
the Raja of Kujang is not so financially sound to file appeal. The day 
he has lost his estate, he has lost everything. So we dare to advise 
the Raja not to proceed with further court cases.” 


For the first time, bullock carts could cross the Salur-Sunki 
Patangi Ghat with difficulty and reach Jeypore. In 1880 
Colonel Sankey, the Chief Engineer visited the Ghat road 
and the work received momentum for completion. Village 
Sunki, which is the apex point of the Ghat Road is naméd 
after Colonel Sankey, a German who was Chief Engineer 
then. 


Sir Richard Temple, G.C.S.I, C.LE, D.C.L, F.R.S, became 
the Lt Governor, Bengal and continued till 1877. 


Lt Cuttack, a daily market was started in the month of 
February by John Beames, Collector at the back of Gopal 
Jew Math of Choudhury Bazar, Cuttack. The town committee 
recommended the same in a meeting. {Radha Gobinda 
Raychoudhury and Brundaban Choudhary 0. Purdwan were 
prominent residents of Cuttack Choudhury Bazar. [he name of the 
bazar is named after these Choudhuries.} (see 1837) 
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Janardhan Mohapatra, who joined Medical School at Calcutta 
after passing the entrance examination was ex-communicated 
for dissecting corpses. (see 1872). 


On Ist March, Integration leader Pt Krushna Chandra 
Acharya was born at village Kharasuan of Singbhum district. 
He founded Singbhum Utkal Sava in 1918. He has laboured 
hard for upliftment of Oriyas in Singbhum. His autobiography 
has been published. On 7* January 1914, he submitted a 
lenghy memorial to Lt Governor of Bihar Orissa on behalf of 
Oriyas of Singbhum to introduce Oriya in schools and 
colleges. (d. 22.1.1964) 


Monthly magazine Utkal Hiteisini from Deogarh (Bamanda) 
in its issue dated 16® May wrote on a Government decision: 


We are exceedingly glad to hear that Government have founded 
2 scholarships at Rs 15/- to enable the natives of Orissa to qualify 
themselves in Medical Science, these scholarships are tenable 
at Sealdah Medical Institution and are to be held by the Uriyah 
students who, we hope, will now come forward to avail of this 
opportunity which they are fortunate to get. This is the result of 
the warmest exertion of our worthy Commissioner who has 
distinguished himself in Orissa by similar acts of public benefit 
for which most cordial thanks are due to him. 


The Church at Mission road of Cuttack was completed on 
17* May. It is one of the biggest Churches in Orissa. During 
the pre- independent period the speciality of the church was 
that the Oriya Christians used to pray in the day time at 3 
P.M. and Europeans in the evening. The centenary of the 
church was observed on 15" May 1974 with much pomp 
and enthusiasm. 


“Raja” title was given to Orissa Gadjats Zamindars 
(feudatories) on 21* May. (see 1872) 


A General Hospital was established at Cuttack. 
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Dasapalla Kondh rising was originated. It continued for long 
20 years and later suppressed. The leaders were heavily 
punished, being put to death, transportation and rigorous 
imprisonment.(See 1914) 


“A practical hand book of Uria or Odiya language” by 
T.J. Maltby was published. He established (Prachinatwa O 
Baisistya) the age and importance of Oriya language in the 
book. 


An Oriya and English dictionary by W.Brooks was 
published from Cuttack. 


Nabakalebar festival of Lord Jagannath at Puri was 
celebrated. A committee was constituted for the smooth 
management of the festival. 


On 16* July Utkal Hiteisini, a magazine wrote a news: “The 
annual meeting of Utkala Bhasapodini Sabha was held on 6* July, in 
the building of the Cuttack Printing Company with babu Harekrushna 
Das, Assistant Superintendent of Tributary Mahals on the chair. 
Though it was a meeting for the development of Oriya language, the 
President, who was also an Oriya by birth, spoke in Bengali”. It 
was a time when Oriya elite class people used to bring 
Bengali daughters-in-law for their sons after being Brahmo. 
They derived pleasure and pride in speaking Bengali. 
Babu Harekrushana Das happens to be the grandfather of 
Braja Sundar Das. [The survey and settlement of State of Boud 
was conducted by Harekrushnan Das in this year.] (see 1880) 

Biramitroday Singh, Maharaja of Sonepur (1902-37) was 
bom on 28" June. ‘Puri Mukti Mandap Sava’ conferred on 
him the title ‘Dharmanidhi’ for his religious activities. Another 
cultural body ‘Bangiya Sanskruti Mahamandal’ awarded him 
the title ‘Jnana Gunakar’. He wrote a number of books. He 
first published Kosalananda Mahakavyam in Oriya 
character. In 1922, he helped in publishing a Sanskrit book 
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Niladri Mahodaya getting it corrected by Puri Mukti 
Mandap Sabha. (d. 1937) (see 1908) 

Gopal Chandra Praharaj was born on 27" September at 
village Sidheswarapur of Cuttack district ina Zamindar family. 
Purnachandra Vasakos. a massive lexicon is his noble 
compilation that was completed after 22 years of preparation. 
The total number of words in the lexicon is 1.85 lakh and 
total number of pages of seven volumes is 9,503. It is named 
after Purna Chandra Bhanj Deo, the late Raja of 
Mayurbhanja on the request of Pratap Chandra Bhanja Deo, 
Maharaja of Mayurbhanja. Praharaj is also a litterateur. He 
wrote many books such as Utkal Kahani, Duniar Halchal, 
Bai Mohanty Panji, Dhagadhamali, Nanaka Basatani, 
etc. He presided annual meeting of Uktal Sahitya Samaj in 
1932. In 1933, the Government awarded him the title 
‘Quaizer-e-Hind’.(d. 16.5.1945) 

On 30" October Utkal Dipika published a news item that 
for the proposed Cuttack College, Maharaja of Burdwan 
and Vizianagara (Badakhemund;i) donated Rs 6,000/- each. 
Debendranath Thakur and Maharani Swarnamayee 
contributed Rs 2,500 and Rs 2,000/- respectively. 


Government of Bengal presidency decided to discontinue 
Bengali language in Orissa. 

A Brahmo mouth-piece called Dharmabodhini was brought 
out from Balasore town. 


The chief of Athamalik was officially recognised as Raja 
and he was allowed to have the hereditary title of Raja. In 
1890, Raja Narendra Dev Samanta was given the title of 
‘Maharaja’ as a personal distinction on account of his good 
administration. 

Atkinson, the D.P.I. of Bengal came to Orissa ona visit. He 
was publicly condemned as ‘Kalapahad’ for his pro-Bengali 
policy. 
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Government of Madras presidency wrote on 24® November, 
“There is no objection to submit papers in Oriya, but it will be late to 


reply, but the reply will be quick if written in English or Telugu”. 
(see 1972) 


Sir Richard Temple Lt Governor visited Orissa who came in 
November. A grand Darbar was held at cuttack on 25 
November to which all Gadajat Rajas and Zamindars were 
invited. 

Poet Kabichandra Bhubaneswar Rath was born at Bira- 
harekrushnapur Shasan, Puri district. He was in the Court of 
Raja of Athagarh, Cuttock. For some time he worked as a 
teacher in ‘Satyabadi Scnuui’. His works are : Rukmni 
Parinaya, published in 1907, 1909 and 1915; Laxmana 
Parinaya (published in 1924), Kabi Bansabali, 
Nrushinghavirvab Natakam, Bamanda Raja Prasasti etc. 
(d. 1940) 


The Commissioner of Orissa rejected an application of the 
local managing committee of the Barabati School of Balasore 
which prayed for the provision of Bengali language in the 
school. 


1875 Madhu Babu wrote and published an English Grammar 
book with model questions. By 1884, this book was reprinted 
8 times. He earned Rs 10,000/- from its eighth edition. 


On 27th February Raja Shyamananda Dey of Balasore and 
Bichitrananda Das presented a memorial to the Lt Governor 
of Bengal pleading for unifying all the scattered parts of Onissa 
under one single administration, to establish High schools in 
‘sub-divisional head quarters and extention of railways in 
Orissa. 


On 25" March Sailabala Das, adopted daughter of Madhu 
Babu was born at Calcutta. (d.1968) 


On Ist July Laxmi Narayan Patnaik was born at Nuagaon 
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near Russelkonda (modern Bhanjanagar), Ganjam. He was 
a judiciary officer. In 1918, he became the first Oriya to 
receive the title M.B.E (Member of the British Empire). He 
was Commissioner of Cuttack Municipality, Director of 
Orissa Bank and engaged in other social and cultural activities. 
He is the father of famous Biju Patnaik who was the Chief 
Minister of Orissa and grandfather of Naveen Patnaik, who 
is also the Chief Minister of Orissa since 2000 AD. 
(d.12.02.1941) (see 1929) 


On 7® July, after opening the door of the Sanctum-Sanctorum 
of the Jagannath temple it was found that a massive corbel 
stone had fallen from the top before the Ratna Singhasana. 
Since it was the period of car festival, the deities had gone to 
Gundicha house, no causalty took place. Problem arose : 
Where to keep the idols of Trio during repair of the temple? 
Armstrag, the Collector of Puri opined that the views of the 
Raja of Puri are final in temple matters. The Raja wished to 
keep the idols in Jagmohan, whereas the Pandas wanted to 
keep on Ratna Singhasan lest the pilgrmis may not 
come to Puri. 


“Radhakanta Ranga Mancha” was founded at Mahanga 
by Jagamohan Lal, who named it after his family deity. 

The construction of Grand Trunk Road from Medinapur to 
Ganjam,; a length of 388 miles was completed in phases by 
Public Works Department. From Cuttack, the road was 
divided into two, Cuttack to Pun and Cuttack to Ganjam via 
Chandaka. [On Ist June 1844, A.J.Moffat Mills, the 
Commissioner of Cuttack told: “the suppression of Khurda 
uprising of 1817 would have taken three months rather than three 
years and would have been cheaper if the present trunk road had 
existed that time]. (see 1817) 


Cuttack High School which provided education of First Arts 
since 1868 became a full-fledged first grade college. The 
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Cuttack High school was named Ravenshaw Collegiate 
School in this year. 


Parsuram Patra (Sir A. Parsuram Patra) was born at 
Berhampur, Ganjam. He was a Minister in Madras 
Presidency. He took initiative to establish Andhra University. 
Raja of Jeypore donated Rupees one lakh at his persuasion. 
He took immense interest in the beginning of Oriya agitation 
for amalgamation but subsequently changed sides. He got 
Sir title in 1924 and K.C.L.E. in 1930. (d. May1946) 


An M.E. school called Cuttack Academy was established 
at Dargha Bazar, Cuttack by Pyarimohan Acharya. It is the 
first school in private venture. (see 1873,1879) 


Antiquities of Orissa Vol-/ written by Rajendralal Mitra 
was published from Calcutta. The second volume was 
published in 1880. This is a result of his research work from 
1868 to 1888. He also did a very valuable work by publishing 
a volume entitled Notices on manuscripts preserved in the 
Asiatic Society, Bengal in which there is reference to a lot 
of manuscripts collected from Orissa. Some touching words 
of the author in antiquities of Orissa on Bhubaneswar are: 
“Its lands are no longer the dwelling places of multitudes 
of Princes, Ministers and Statesmen...... Its streets are 
deserted. Its ancient palaces and lordly mansions are 
roofless and reduced to shapeless~ ruins buried under 
tangled veils of impervious vegetation...” 


Birsa Munda was bom in village Ulihatu of Khunti district of 
Jhadakhanda State. He introduced a new faith for which he 
was called Birsa Bhagaban. He claimed to have divine 
association by which he had a vision from God in 1894 on 
Christmas Eve. In 1899 Birsa proclaimed a rebellion to 
establish Munda rule and encouraged ‘the killing of 
Thikardars and Jagirdars, Rajas and Hakims, and 
Christians’. He fought agairrst landlords and voiced against 
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their oppressions. He was caught by the British on 8® January 
1900 after a fight. He died of cholera on 2" June 1900 in 
Ranchi jail. 

Fhe Lieutenant Governor of Bengal Sir Richard Temple, who 
visited Cuttack, held a Durbar at Cuttack which was attended 
by the Rajas of the Native States. The Rajas and absentee 
Land-lords requested the Governor to convert the Cuttack 
High School into a degree college. The Governor said: “The 
Oriyas are exposed to much disadvantage by their distance 
from the Presidency. No Bengali or Bihari was subject to 
this disadvantage. We ought to give the Uriyas a chance of 
remedying this by letting them establish a college at Cuttack 
if they can.” He said, “If, therefore, the Commissioner can 
induce the people to guarantee Rs 500 per month or Rs 
6,000/- per annum for five years, I will endeavour to convert 
Cuttack High School into a College”. 

On 7* August, playwright Kamapal Mishra was born in village 
Sapanpur, Jajpur. He wrote the drama Sita Bibah which was 
published in 1898. The drama was staged in a pendal of 
Ravenshaw college. The first Oriya film Sitabibaha was 
adopted from this book. His another work is Basant Latika 
(d. 21.11.1927) 


The first compilation of Dhagamala (The Oriya folk songs) 
was published by Kapileswar Vidyabhusan Nanda Sharma. 


Utkal Dipika dated 13® November wrote a news : Raja 
Syamananda Day has donated Rs 5000/- to Cuttack High 
School in commemoration of Prince of Wales, (future 7” 
Edward). Annual interest would be Rs 16.00 from this capital. 
Two best students who have passed entrance examination 
from Balasore Zilla School will get this scholarship for 2 years 
in Cuttack High School. If they get Government scholarships 
next below if they are poor will get the scholarships. 
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Pallikabi Nanda Kishore Bal (original name : Rasananda Jena) 
was bom on 22nd December at village Kusupur under Cuttack 
district. He stood first in Upper primery school 
examinations in Cuttack district and got scholarship. His 
works are Nanabaya geet, Pallichitra, Sarmistha, 
Janmabhumi and Kanaklata etc.(d. 1.7.1928) (see 1898) 


Maharaja Vikram Deo- III of Jeypore was born. He became 
the Maharaja of Jeypore at the age of 14 years. He 
contributed Rs. One lakh to Madras War fund during 1* 
World war. He contributed Rs 25,000/- for a fighter plane 
to be named after Jeypore . During his period Salur -Jeypore 
road was constructed in between 1889-1920. (d.1920) 


Raja Raghunath Sekhar of Sundargarh made his capital at 
Suadihi which was re-named as Sundargarh . The Governor 
General gave him the title Raj-Bahadur in 1915. 


Raja of Boud wrote British Government to return Khondamal 
area back to Boud taking an annual compensation of Rs 
20,00.00. But Government agreed to return the same with 
one-time compensation amount of Rs 10 lakh. Again the 
same request was made by him in 1901. (see 1855) 


From the annual report of Bharatiya Brahmo Samaj, it 
is known that many Brahmo leaders came to Orissa to preach 
Brahmo ideology. Within the Brahmo Samajamany marriages 
were performed between Oriyas and Bengalis. Susila, 
daughter of Kunjabihari Dey with Ramanath Das is the first 
Brahmo marriage in Orissa. Other inter-state marriages 
are : Rajkumari, daughter of Nandalal with Ramkrishana Sahu; 
Suchitra Debi, daughter of Kesaba Chandra Sen with Sriram 
Chandra Bhanja Deo; Indira daughter of Padma lochana Das 
with Nagendra Nath Banarjee son of Nandalal; Laxmi 
Narayan Patnaik with Ashalata Devi. The prominent Brahmo 
members were Madhusudan Rao, Gobinda Chandra Patnaik, 
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Biswanath Kar, Ramanath Das, Laxminarayan Patnaik, 
Chaturbhuja Patnaik, Kalindi Kamila, Bhagaban Charana Das 
and Jayanta Rao. 


Prince of Wales (7th Edward) came to India. 


A vast stretch of land containing thatched housed were gotted 
and converted a massive vacant field. Now it is called Sun 
Shine field and used by students of Revenshaw Collegiate 
School, Cuttack as playground. 


1876 Mahima Gosain (real name Mukunda Das), founder of 
Mahima Dharma passed away. His grave is at Joranda under 
Dhenkanal district. (see 1826) 


Jagabandhu Singh was bom on 15" February at Bhubanpur 
near Nimapada. He was a pioneer of the movement for the 
separate statehood of Orissa and independence movement. 
He was President of Utkal Sammilani in 1920 at 
Chakradharpur. He was also a writer.Some of his works 
are Prachin Utkal, Gruhalaxmi, Prabandh Sar, 
Srikrushna etc. (d. 17.5.48) 


Cuttack Medical School was established on 15® February. 
Dr Stewart (d.24.11.1880), the Civil Surgeon of Cuttack 
was very much enthusiastic for this cause. It was started only 
with 36 students. 16 students wanted to read without school 
fee. They were taken in. Twenty students read with 
scholarships. They were ten from Cuttack district, three from 
Balasore district, four from Puri district, One from Sambalpur 
district and two from Tributary mahals. At the end of first 
_ year eighteen scholarship holders and thirteen non-fee students 
remained. By 1898, about 168 students passed out from this 
school out of which 146 were Oriyas, 17 Bengalis and 5 
belonged to other linguistic communities. Krushna Chandra 
Bhanja, Maharaja of Mayurabhanja donated Rs 5,000/- 
towards corpus fund for giving scholarship to students. In 
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1916 the students of this school obtained L.M.P. 
diploma.Some students those who read in Bengali Medium 
with English terms. (Corresponding words) were given LID 
title and called Local Indian Doctors. (see 1936) 


The first College of Orissa was established at Cuttack on 
23" February after the Government of Bengal sanctioned 
B.A. classes for Cuttack High School on condition that 
Government would pay Rs 30,000/- and another Rs 30,000/ 
- would be collected from the local people. The college 
education ( F.A.) with the new sanction for B.A. was 
separated from Cuttack High School on 23" February. 
Samuel Ager, the Joint Inspector of Schools was appointed 
as the first Principal. The Director of Public Instructions 

- remarked “the Cuttack college properly equipped, will civilize Orissa, 
as the Presidency College and other colleges civilized Bengal and 
Patna college is civilizing Bihar”. Rupees thirty thousand was 
met from the amount collected from the Rajas and Zamindars 
for reception of Lord Mayo, Governor General of India 
who was scheduled to come from Andaman. In 1907 
Kasinath Das became the first Oriya Professor (Sanskrit) 
to join in Ravenshaw College. Name of Principals or 
Ravenshaw College upto 1949 are mentioned in part -B p. 
1094 (see 1912, 1872) 


For the construction of Cuttack College building T.E. 
Ravenshaw made an appeal to the public. In response to the 
appeal, contributions were made: Raja of Vizianagar 
(Badakhemundi) Rs 6,000/-, Maharani Swarnamayi of 
Kasim Bazar Rs 2,000/-, Maharaja of Burdwan (Zamindar 
of Kujanga) Rs 6,000/-, Debendranath Tagore (Zamindar 
of Pandua) Rs 2,500/-, Bhagirathi Mahendra, Raja of 
Dhenkanal Rs 1,250/-, Maharaja of Balarampur Rs 1,000/, 
Choudhary Krutibash Das of Vingarpur Rs 1,000/-. From 
Balasore Rs 5,225/- was collected. A donor named Kailash 
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Chandra Mahasaya gave 100/- within a span of four years. 
Another Choudhury Sahadeb Mohapatra donated Rs 1/- per 
month for 60 months.{Maharani Swarnamayi of Kasim Bazar, 
Calcutta was wife of Zamindar Krushnanath. British Government 
awarded her the title Maharani and C.LE recognising her services 
towards charity and public welfare). 


Reba Ray, a lady activist, teacher and essayist was born at 
Cuttack. She was the niece of poet Madhusudan Rao and 
wife of famous writer Sadhu Charan Ray (1861-98). She 
started a School called Model school for girls. She was editor 
of Oriya magazines Anjali and Pravat. She is the first Oriya 
poetess to compose ‘ Giti Kabita’ in modern style. Anjali, a 
collection of poems written by her was published from Orissa 
Mission Press in 1903. She was the daughter of Jagannath 
Rao, (younger brother of Madhusudan Rao) who was Head 
clerk of Joint Inspector of schools and later Dewan of Boud 
State. When she was 22, her husband died leaving three 
children (two sons and one daughter). Educationist 
Sachidananda Ray who was principal of Ravenshaw College 
is her son. (d. 7.8.1957) (see 1906, 1860, 1889, 1906)). 


Nanda Kishore Das, Joint Inspector of Schools wrote the 
Educational Report of 1875 — 76 of Balasore :- An extract : 


“Balasore takes the lead in Primary Education. The Pathasalas 
are well attended and are taught for the most part by well qualified 
teachers and altogether exhibit a vigorous and healthy life not 
approached elsewhere in Orissa. Among other causes, Balasore 
Schools owe their success to intelligent supervision by the 
Deputy Inspector, Babu Radhanath Rai who takes more than an 
official interest in his work.”

Joint Inspector of School and Ac. 


Cuttack Municipality was constituted on 4" July. John 
Thomas was its first Chairman. English officials were 
Chairmen of the Municipality till 1918. 
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B.A. classes were opened and the students appeared in the 
examination in 1877 for the first time. But none passed. So 
also in 1878 no student passed. 


Utkal Dipika, on 28® August reported : “Sudam Charan 
Patnaik of Bhadrak passed civil engineering being second in the 
Calcutta University in 1869. In November, he was posted as a third 
class Asst. engineer of Building and Roads in Bengal Presidency. In 
1876 he died at the age 25 years. At this time he was Asst. Engineer 
on a pay of Rs 400/- per month. He is the first Oriya Graduate 
Engineer.” 


In the first part of this year, it was declared that the students 
who would read B.A at Calcutta instead of reading at 
Cuttack would not get stipend. 


Udhaba Chautisa composed by poet Bhupati was published 
by Cuttack Printing Company. Later, it was edited and 
published by Prachi Samiti. 


Mahes Chandra Subahusingh was born at Parajang in 
Kamakshyanagar Subdivision, Dhenkanal. He was a 
Sarbarakar. Later he became a pioneer in the Prajamandal 
movement. (d. 1.8.1958) (See 1946) 


Kavitabali jointly written by Madhusudan Rao and 
Radhanath Ray was published from Balasore. 


Valentine Ball, a Geologist came to Dhenkanal, Talcher, 
Angul and Sambalpur and collected some instruments of 
Paleolithic age and wrote an article in the journal of ‘Asiatic 
Society of Bengal’. 

William Mohanty started an Oriya weekly Swadesi at 
Berhampur. It was a tri-lingual magazine of English, Oriya 
and Telugu. 


A news came in Utkal Dipika dated 2™ September: The 
appeal of Zamindar of Domapara against the order of Lt 
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Governor of Bengal to upgrade his estate into a feudatory 
State was disallowed by the Governor General. 


Sir Basudeb Sudhala Dev, Raja of Bamara and Aditya Pratap 
Deo, Raja of Kalahandi, gave an endowment of Rs 250/- 
each to two students of Cuttack Medical School for giving 
stipends monthly for three years. (Rs 5/- for first year, Rs 6/- for 
second year and Rs 7/- for third year) 


Litterateur Dinabandhu Garnaik was born at Bamanda. He 
was editor of Sambalpur Hiteisini for a good period. He 
was proficient in Oniya, Hindi, English & Sanskrit. He was a 
regular contributor to Heteisini (d. 1932) See 1895 


Sambad Bahika in its November issue wrote a news: “From 
Cuttack High School twenty students in Entrance and five 
students in F.A. examination passed. So also six students of 
Cuttack Urdu School, five students of Puri School and eight 
Students of Balasore School passed.” 


As per a New Act passed in British Parliament, Queen 
Victoria became the Empress of India on 1* January. On this 
occasion, a big Darbar (court) was held in the Barabati Fort 
by the Commissioner with all feudatory chiefs and important 
persons of Moghulbandi. The gathering continued fora 
week with pomp and grandeur. 

On 1* January at Delhi Darbar, the following gentlemen from 
Orissa received titles from the Government.

Singh, Kondhmal Sardar. 


Balasore Municipality was established. 


Utkal Dipika, in its issue dated 10.02.1877 wrote a news : 
Two students of Orissa this time have passed B.A. They were 
Nityananda Ghoshe and Chaturbhuj Patnaik. Previously Babu 
Madhusudan Das had passed B.A. But he read in Calcutta leaving 
Orissa and became a Christian. So he could not be felt as an Oriya. 
Nityananda passed in second division in one chance whereas 
Chaturbhuj passed in fourth chance without being disheartened. 
Utkal Dipika praised Chaturbhuja Patnaik for his perseverance. 


John Beames, Collector of Cuttack joined as Commissioner 
of Cuttack on 27* March and T.E. Ravenshaw was posted 
to Board of Revenue. 

Sir Ashiely Aden K.C.S.I became Lt Governor of Bengal 
and continued till 1882. 

Cuttack Survey School was started at Zobra,Cuttack. With 
an initial of thirteen students on roll. The period of training 
was fixed for 2 years. The school was under the control of 
Principal, Ravenshaw college. At the end of the first year an 
examination was held, on the result of which Amin’s certificate 
was issued. At the end of 1894, 41 students were on its rolls 
and 277 students passed out of which 237 were Oniyas. 
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Bada Kumar Balabhadra Deb, the second son of Raja 
Basudeb Sudhal Deb was born 30" May in Bamara. He 
translated some books of Kalidas from Sanskrit into Oriya 
in addition to original poems. His collection of works was 
published in two volumes. (d.21.9.1937) 


In July, an association of Utkal Sava was formed. The 
prominent members of the association were Madhu Babu, 
Fakir Mohan Senapati and Radhanath Ray. Although the 
association aimed at improving the Oriya language, still it had 
worked for the benefit of Oriyas. 


Utkalmani Pandit Gopabandhu Das was born on 9* October 
at village Suando in Puri district. He was a freedom fighter, 
poet and author. He was famous for Satyabadi School at 
Sakshigopal which he started in 1909. He founded Samay, 
a weekly Oriya magazine in October 1919 which became a 
daily newspaper later on. The existing Marood Park near 
Samaj office, Buxibazar named after S.L. Marood, the Revenue 
Commissioner of Orissa is re-named as Gopabandhu Bag 
in his memory. He first introduced Congress to Orissa. 
Gopabandhu, in his later life, wrote “I had lost my mother in 
infancy. I had not seen my mother’s face, nor had I sucked 
my mother’s breasts. I lost my father in my school days. When 
I was in the college,-I had lost my only son and also Muktiar 
Rama Chandra Das who was my life’s companion and inspirer. 
My domestic life ended with the close of my student career. 
The news of my success in the B.L. examination and my 
wife’s death came at the same time.”(d.17.6.1928) (see 
1924) 


Eleven people were crushed to death at the Lion gate of 
Puri Jagannath temple due to mismanagement and lack of 
control of the mob which gathered in large numbers on the 
occasion of ‘Gobind Dwadasi’. The Government was 
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displeased with Dibyasingh Deb, Raja of Puri and withheld 
the title of ‘Maharaja’ which was scheduled to be conferred 
on him in a Darbar. 


Pyarimohan Acharya became Dewan of Domapara estate 
after Fakir Mohan Senapati. 


Bhagirathi Mahendra, Raja of Dhenkanal died. He composed 
many devotional songs. ( see 1868) 


M.R. Weld, the District Judge of Ganjam proposed to 
Government to induce the Daringbadi Kondhs to cultivate 
wheat. But the proposal was finally dropped due to lack of 
knowledge of cultivation of the new cereal and the absence 
of sound economy. 


Kolahala Cautisa by Daibajna Balaram Das was published 
from Cuttack Printing Company. Later, it was edited and 
published by Prachi Samiti and included in Chautisa 
Madhuchakra Part-II. 

Raja Dhanurjay Narayan Bhanja of Keonjhar was given the 
title of Maharaja. He donated Rs 5,000/- towards 
construction of a hostel of Ravenshaw College in 1883. 
(see 1868) 


Poet Gadadhara Singh Samant, son of famous Chandra 
Sekhar Singh Samanta was born. He wrote Prabandha 
Panchamruta, Kautuka Tarangini, Nakshyatra 
Muktabali, Sokasataka and famous Dhumpa Sangeeta. 
Also Pitabas Singh, elder brother of Gadadhar Singh Samanta 
wrote Srikrushna Kalpalata and Brundaban Champu. 
Brundaban Champu was published in 1893 from Cuttack 
Ray Press. Gadadhar Singh Samant died in 1964. 


179 acres of land which formed the Chandbali Khasmahal 
and leased by Captain Macneil eventuallv passed into the 
hands of the India General Navigation Company and Messrs. 
Macneil & Co. to whom leases were first granted by 
Government. 
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Babayji, the first Oriya Drama written by Jagamohan Lal 
was published by Cuttack Printing Company. (see 1838) 
The committee to salvage the palm-leaf documents was 
constituted with a capital of Rs 5,000/- with the help of 
John Beames. 


Mitrabhanu, the son of Vir Surendra Sai was released from 
Asirgad jail on the surety of his father-in-law, the Raja of 
Bonai who kept him at Bonai for 30 years. The most pathetic 
scene was that Mitrabhanus’s wife Krishnapriya, who was in 
Khinda could not come to meet her husband since ladies of 
Royal family don’t visit their parent’s house. Only in 1907 
Mitrabhanu was allowed to visit his native State Khinda. He 
died in October. 1926 at the age of 87 years. Krishnapriya 
died in 1919. (see 1862) 


A letter was published in Utkal Dipika dated 11" August. 
The contents are : A Girls’ School was established at Sutahat 
for which Maharani Swarnamayee donated Rs 50/- for the 
cause. He also requested all the well wishers of country to 
donate which will be gratefully received. The writer of the 
letter was Sti John Samson Rout, Sutahat, Cuttack. 


On June 22” John Béames Officiating Commissioner visited 
Balasore Zilla School. His remarks in the visitor’s book.: 


The tuition in English should be of a more practical kind, the 
passages from English authors chosen for study are merely vehicles 
for learning the language, and each vehicles for learning the language 
and each sentence should be dissected and the grammatical structure 
thereof and literal as well as secondary meanings of each word 
carefully explained. More attention should be paid to parsing. When 
the pupils have learnt the grammar and idioms of the language 
thoroughly, the time will come for dilating on the mora! sentiments 


embodied in the extracts they read. 
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I regret to observe that with the exception of Babu Juggodishnath 
Roy, none of the members of the district committee appears to have 
visited the school for a long time if at all. Nothing contributes so 
much to maintain a Zilla School in a state if efficiency as an intelligent 
interest displayed in it by the higher officials of the District. The 
attention of the Magistrate is specially requested to this point.

Lyricist and poet Krushna Mohan Patnaik was born at 
Chanahat of Puri district. His lyric was of modern touch. 
He was associated with ‘Bande Matarm Movement’ His 
collection of works was published in 1966. He is the father- 
in-law of famous freedom fighter Prananath 
Patnaik.(d.23.03.1940) (see 1964) 


Poet Gopal Das was born at Palasingh, Chaud Kulat. He is 
called Ganakabi. He wrote Kanchivijay, Janubhanga, 
Dusmant, Karnabadh and many Chaupadis and song 
dramas (Gitinatya). In 1986, his works were published 
with the title Gana-kabi Gopal Das Padhyavali. (d. 1938). 


A Bill was drafted and introduced in the Bengal Council with 
the object of imposing a compulsory cess upon the occupants 
of all lands irrigable from or protected by the Orissa and 
South-Bihar canals. It was admitted that the works had been 
executed and managed in an extravagant manner, and 
consequently the rate paid on the land irrigated did not cover 
the expense. 


The Raja of Narasinghpur enhanced the land revenue 
considerably. He attempted to realize one of the cesses he 
had promised to remit. The unhappiness of the people led to 
British interference. A Dewan was posted in 1879 and the 
Raja gave whole-hearted support to the Dewan. People’s 
problems were solved . 
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On 29" August, Dibyasingh Dev, the Gajapati Raja of Puri 
replied to the Collector, Puri that he agreed and convinced 
the Brahmin Pandits to recognize Narendra tank as 
Sweta Ganga and to use the same in the faith, since the real 
Sweta Ganga had become dirty and unfit for use. 


On 21° December., Bhikari Charan Patnaik, the successful 
playwright was born at Hudasahi near Asureswar. He wrote 
many dramas on social reforms and nationalistic fervour. 
He introduced cottage industry in Orissa. In 1928 he received 
Rai-Saheb title and Rai-Bahadur in 1936. His first work 
Katak Vijay was published in 1901.(d.22.01.1962)

1878 The National Society was established at Balasore and it was 
subsequently recognised by the Indian National Congress as 
a prominent regional organisation which deputed delegates 
to several Congress sessions, beginning from the second 
session held at Calcutta in 1886. 

A.J. Fraser, S.D.O. of Bhadrak established a Primary School 
for girls at Puruna Bazar, Bhadrak. The School was named 
Fraser Girls’ Primary School in the name of his wife A. Fraser. 
The Marble tabulate fixed in the school reads: “This school 
for native girls was opened in 1878, under the auspices of Mrs A. 
Fraser, wife of A.J. Fraser, Subdivisional Officer of Bhadrak.” 

Utkal Dipika in its issue dated 14* February published annual 


report of education matters : The following persons were 
praised for their role in education 


The Commissioner of Orissa wrote that the High School at 
Dhenkanal town is in top among all schools of Tributary mahals.

ORISSA : 


Maharaja of Mayurbhanja has established many schools in his 
State. Some schools are in Bamanghati. Besides due to care of 
Philip, the Padri, many students of Santal Tribals are given 
education. Raja of Keonjhar also established some schools in 
his State. Many schools are there in Banki and Angul, but they 
are not properly managed. Action is taken to improve them. 


John Beames, the Commissioner of Cuttack left on 14" 
February for Chitagang on transfer. 

Dibyasingh Deb, Gajapati Raja of Puri was arrested with nine 
of his servants in the 4® week of February by the order of 
the Magistrate on charges of severe torture and murder of 
Siva Das, the Mahant of Bhagavanpur. He was given bail on 
March 11® upon surety of Rs 2,000/-. He was re-arrested on 
23" May and taken to Calcutta and kept in the Presidency jail 
to be taken to Andaman on transportation. The trial Judge 
was Mr Dickens, son of famous novelist Charles John Huffan 
Dickens (1812-70). The trial judge also acquitted two servants 
out of four and the two others were sentenced to transportation. 


On 1% April, Bamanghati was restored to Krushna Chandra 
Bhanja, Maharaja of Mayurbhanja. In 1866, the same was 
taken out of Mayurbhanja due to agitation of Santals. The 
country was plundered in all directions by Bhunda and Kartika 
assisted by large number of followers. Owing to misrule of 
Raja Srinath Bhanja (1864-67), Bamanghati was placed 
under the Dy Commissioner of Singhbhum. 


T.E. Ravenshaw, Commissioner (Board of Revenue ) left 
Orissa on 5*® April as Commissioner of Burdwan. He handed 
over charge to A.Smith.(see 1884) 


Patia became an attached estate from 15" May. This Killa 
was Niskar Mahal. As the Raja of Patia was in debt, Raja 
of Kanika purchased the Killa in 1931. During Maratha 
time Raghunath Dev left his Saibiri Estate to Maratha, sO

Patia was rent free Mahal from then. On this analogy the 
English also made the Killa rent free. (see 1593) 


Madhu Babu passed Law and became the first Oriya 
lawyer at Calcutta. 


Krushna Chandra Bhanja Deo (1867-82) Maharaja of 
Mayurbhanj donated Rs 20,000/- as a permanent endowment 
to Cuttack College. On his request, the Cuttack College was 
re-named as Ravenshaw college. (see 1876) 


Report of A. Smith, Officing Commissioner on Annual 
Education Report of Orissa Division for the year ending 
31.3.1878. An Extract : 


The Joint Inspector takes a through interest in his work and 
carefully supervises his staff. He is new to his charge but promises 
to be a most efficient officer.

Utkal Ratna Barrister Biswanath Mishra was born on 18®. 
October at village Someswar, Satyabadi, Puri district. He is 

the first Barrister of Orissa. He is also a social reformer 
and Orissa integration leader. He called a special session of 
‘Ganjam Oriya Samaj’ on 18.2.1921 to decide which area 
of Oriya-speaking tracts would be ceded from Madras 

Presidency. He was Member of Central Legislative Assembly 

for two terms i.e 1922 and 1930. (d. 19.9.1933) 

Sugar of Aska Sugar Company got first prize in France. 

The factory was established by F.J.V Minton in the early 

years of 2™ half of nineteenth century. (see 1882) 

Utkal Madhupa a literary monthly magazine edited by 

Krushna Chandra Patnaik, was published by Cuttack Printing 

Company. Its real manager and patron was Ram Sankar Ray. 

It was closed in 1880. Novel Saudamini was published in 

this magazine serially. 
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The Lt Governor of Bengal turned down the appeal of the 
people to construct railway lines in Orissa on the plea of 
costly ventures (Rs 20 lakh) and heavy bridge works which 
would involve huge cost. 


Raja Baikunthanath Dey published Balika Patha, which was 
the first of its kind. 


Poet Mahendra Singh Samanta, Prince of Khandapada 
Royal family was born. Brundaban Chandra Vinod written 
by him was published from Ray press, Cuttack ir 1885. On 
the back cover of the book, it was mentioned free of cost 
This may be called the first Oriya Champu. 


The ruling chief of Dhenkanal State created Vaisingha sub- 
division with headquarters at Vaisingha for administrative 
purpose. Subsequently its headquarters was shifted to Murhi. 
In 1942, the Murhi subdivision was re-named as 
Kamakshyanagar subdivision after the name of the Yubraj 
Kamakshy Prasad. 


After the arrest of Gajapati Dibyasingh Deb, Nabin 
Chandra Sen,(1847-1909) Deputy Collector looked after 
the management of Jagannath temple. Previously at times 


one month to two months’ time was required for the Raths 


(chariots) of the three deities during car festival to reach 
Gundicha temple. Mr Sen first repaired the path for reaching 
of the chariots in one day. 


A new system established a fixed standard by public 
examination to be conducted at certain centres which students 
were required to pass, instead of paying a monthly stipend to 
the teachers of a selected number of Pathasalas. For every 
boy or girl who passed the examination a small amount was 
given to the teachers (abdhan). That was, no doubt, cheaper 
but more efficient as authorities in Education Department. 
believed. The new system involved enthusiasm among all 
concerned with primary education.According to report of 
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the Collector Cuttack, the people supported this new system 
with favour and the teachers showed keenest interest. 


Parsuram Varma an ideal teacher was born at Malud, Puri 
district. He is the first Headmaster of Aska High school 
which he had started from M. E. School. He was a social 
reformist.(d. 18.6.1972) (see 1923) 


Patriot Appana, Parichha was born at Parala. He was a 
dramatist and devoteed much of his time in the theatre of 
Orissa. His work Vijaya Basant a play was published in 
1916. He was also an Orissa Integration Leader. (d. 
24.7.1939) 


1879 Pyarimohan Acharya wrote Odisara Itihas. The cost of the 
book was Re 1/- and published by Cuttack Printing 
Company. This is the first history book in Oriya. Government 
rewarded him with Rs.300/- for writing the book. 

Raja Jogindra Deb succeeded to the Gaddi of Boud and 
received Sananda in 1894. He established an English School 
at Boud with a fine building and a hostel for accommodation 
of students. It was dedicated to the memory of King Edward 
VII.(d. March 1913) 

Road Cess Act was passed by Government of India and 
road tax was enforced. 

Oriya Gazette was published from Cuttack from the office of 
Government Translator. It was first published in 1851 by 
MrKilbin. 

14 students of Cuttack Medical School appeared in 
examination for the first time in March, out of whom 13 

students came out successful. 

A fortnightly magazine Mayurbhanja Pakshika Patrika, 

edited by Hariprasad Das was published from Baripada in 
Apnil.

ORISSA : 


Cuttack Academy became a Higher English school. In 1882, 
it sent three students to Entrance Examination of which two 
students passed. Later it was re-named as Pyarimohan 
Academy. 


The Zilla School of Berhampur was raised to a second 
grade college with 6 boys in F.A. class. Till 1888, it was a 
Government college. In 1888, the Municipality declined to 
take the management of the college from financial point of 
view. So the institution was about to be closed. At this 
juncture, Mr Horsfuel, the Collector of Ganjam made an 
appeal to the principal residents of the town who, with great 
interest, took up its management. It was re-affiliated in the 
name of Native College, Berhampur. During this year, there 
were 150 students in the college. (see 1893) 


On 2™ may John Beames wrote a letter to poet Radhanath 
Ray :- 
Chittagong 
May 2™, 1879 
, My dear Radhanath, 


1 am very glad to hear from you. Here there are no native gentlemen 
except the Deputy Collectors and none of the Zamindars ever 
call upon the European officials. On the contrary they are always 
bringing civil suits against them. I do not think that even my 
name is known to any of the people here. I am afraid that I shall 
not return to Orissa unless it be as Collector. I shall never obtain 
the more promotion or success, I fear, as long as Sir A. Eden 
remains. If I do not succeed better, I shall resign the service in 
four years time, when my service is completed, and go home. 
There is no use in doing good work under the present 
Government. Just at the time when I thought I had obtained a 
good reputation. I found myself superseded by inferior men and 
passed over. I have now nothing to hope for except from God’s 
Mercy. 


I am always glad to turn my thoughts to the happy days I spent 
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in dear old Orissa and look back with much pleasure to the kind 
and amiable people of that Province. I wish you all the success 
which I have lost.

Dr Muller edited and published a record basing on an 
epigraph of 11/12* century. He found a rock inscription from 
Bandarup Vihar of Ceylon (Sri Lanka). This epigraph 
indicates that Oriya, as a language, was not only widely 
used in its place of origin but also spread to remote places of 
Ceylon. 


‘Rampa’ or ‘Fitoory?’ conspiracy broke out in Godavari 
district (A.P.). It spread to the Zamindary of Jeypore early in 
1880. Taman Dora was the leader of the Rampa rebellion. 
` But the course was effectively obstructed by the Government 
and the entire movement lost its force by the end of 1880. 


A Comparative Grammar of the Modern Aryan 
Languages Part-II written by John Beames, was published. 


In March (8th day of dark fortnight of Falguna) Acharya 
Harihar was born in village Sriramachandrapur in Puri district. 
He was a freedom fighter, social activist, writer. He is one of 
the five associates of Utkalmani Gopabandhu. His works 
are Child's Easy First Grammar, Samaswar Srimad 
Bhagabad Geeta, Transalation of Upnisada etc. 
(d.21.2.1971) 


Durga Charana Sahu of Balasore passed B.A. in third division. 
He was the first graduate from Ravenshaw College and 
only for his success, B.A. course in the College continued. 
During the preceding two years i.e 1877 and 1878, no 
student had passed. So Government decided to abolish 
B.A. course from Ravenshaw College. To celebrate this 
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historic occasion the college remained closed for a day. 
Magazine Sambad Bahika published this news on 5.2.1880: 
‘Durga Charan Sahu is the third graduate of Orissa. Madhu Babu is 
the first graduate and Chaturbhuj Patnaik is the second graduate’. 


Chief Guru and Inspecting Pandit system was adopted 
marking a further step towards advancement of primary 
education. In 1887 the number of Chief Gurus and Inspecting 
Pandits employed in Orissa was 92. 


Ratnakar Sharma was born at Kuchinda, Sambalpur. He was 
one of the writers of articles for the magazine Sambalpur 
Hiteisini. His works are Hemalata, Ajabilap, Niti Darpan 
etc. Raja of Paralakhemundi awarded him the title 
“Kabibhusan” for his poetic talent. Raja of Kasipur 
(Kalahand;) awarded him the title “Sahityalankar”’ with Gold 
ornaments for ears (Karnakundal). 


A famine commission was appointed by Government of India. 
It recommended among other things, a ‘Famine Code’ and 
the Code presented a set of rules in 1883. 


Magazine Kohinoor was published from Cuttack. 


Magazine Purusottam Dipika was published from Puri. It 
was a weekly, edited by Haradhan Ghose. 


Abhiram Bhanja was bom in Haldiagad near Khurda. He 
was an essayist, a great patriot, a rising lawyer, litterateur 
and organiser. He wrote the preface to the book Sita Bibah 
of Kampal Mishra basing on which story, the first Oriya 
film with this name was produced. He died of small pox 
on1 5th June 1908. 


Kanchi Kaberi drama was written by Ram Sankar Ray. It 
was staged in February 1881. Babaji (by Jagamohal Lal) 
although was published 1877, still Ram Sankar claims himself 
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to be the first playwright of Orissa. He mentioned in the 
preface of the book “After seeing the Bengali drama 
Ramabhiseka, written by Manmohan Ghose (1831-1912), I felt that 
since there is no Oriya play book (Nataka), the organizer staged the 
Bengli drama. I waited for some days. But as there was no play worth 
staging I intervened ”. In the drama itself in the dialogue of 
Sutradhar O Nata, he mentioned that Kanchi Kaberi is 
the first Oriya drama. Gouri Sankar Ray, brother of Ram 
Sankar Ray and Girija Sankar, his son accepted Kanchi 
Kaberi as the first Oriya drama, but not Babaji. [Girija 
Sankara Ray(1896-1976) had passed M.A in English from 
Calcutta University as the topper.One set of Utkal Dipika 
belonging to Gouri Sankar was gifted by Girija Sankar to 
Orissa state Archives. He authored Oriya Natya Kala, a 
famous publication on Oriya plays] (see 1857) 


On 2™ July Braja Sundar Das founder of Mukur Press, 
publisher and editor of magazine Mukur was born on at 
Kantabania, Harekrishnapur , Cuttack . He is one of the 
important leaders of Orissa Integration Movement. He was 
a Member in Bihar-Orissa Legislative Council (1906-20) and 
Imperial Legislative Assembly (1921-24). He was a trusted 
colleague of Madhu Babu and Gopabandhu Das. On 15th 
August 1943 he brought a bill in Orissa Legislative Assembly 
to use Oriya in courts. He is the father- in- law of Bama 
Charan Das, Professor of Mathematics. His (B.S.Das) oil 
painting has been unveiled in Sriram Chandra Bhawan in 
1960. (d. 9.6.1944) 


Ghanashyam Mishra Kabi Bhusan was born at Talcher. He 
is famous for his book Kanchanmali which narrates the 
miseries of a child-widow. (d.1937) 


Orissa Text Book Committee was formed for examining 
and selecting books for authorised use in the schools of Orissa. 
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Editor of Utkal Dipika wrote on the result of B.A. 
examination : “Though more than Rs 50,000 Rupees bad been spent, 
only one student had passed so far”. He suggested that “the 
college classes be abolished from this institution, which is a college 
by name and with that money scholarships be given to students to 
study in Engineering and Medical colleges at Calcutta”. 


Gopal Dutt, a Zamindar started ““Chandani Chouk Central 
M.E. School” at Cuttack. 


The Ray Mahasaya Zamindar family started a school at 
Laxannath upto the Entrance standard. In 1882, there were 
five High English Schools: Cuttack Academy, Laxmannath 
school and three Zilla schools. Out of thirtyfive candidates 
who sat for the Entrance examination, twentyone passed. 


In the princely State of Nilgiri angry peasants pulled down 
the Raja from his elephant. 


Kalipad Banarji of Cuttack sent a letter to Utkal Dipika 
with a comparative analysis of Kalapahad’s account as noted 
in books of A.Sutton, Pyarimohan Achraya and Madala 
Panji. Probably this was the first discussion in Oriya 
regarding the historical facts. 

Pandit Krushna Chandra Acharya was born at village Rabara, 
Nayagarh. He composed 24 nos Chautisas on Krishna cult. 
Gokarna Sataka is his other literary work. His eldest son 
Devaraj Acharya published his works only in 2003. (d.1970) 
On 24* November, Dr Major Stuart died at the age of 50 
years. He was instrumental in establishing Cuttack Medical 


_ School. Many people of Cuttack town participated in the 


procession while taking the deadbody to the grave. The 
massive building in front of the Cuttack Medical College 
outdoor called “Collector Kothi” (old university building) 
was his residence. After his death the building was purchased 
by Government for the use of Collector’s residence. 
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1881 Pyarimohan Acharya, the noted historian and social activist 
returned from Domapada on 23" December and died on 
29" of the same month at Cuttack. ( b. 5.8.1852) 


Cuttack Jail spread over in an area of 16 acres at Dargha 
Bazar was completed by February. The foundation stone was 
laid in 1864. It is now abandoned. The jail was shifted to 
choudwar during 1990-91. 


On 1# March, some members (twelve men and three women) 
of Alekh Dharma came to Puri and attacked Jagannath 
temple. There was a clash with the followers of Jagannath in 
course of which one of the raiding parties was wounded and 
later died. The Government arrested them and 14 were given 
R.l. for three months. The name of the man who died was 
Dusaram, 35 year old. The protectors of Jagannath those 
who caused the death of Dusaram went scot-free. The 
Assistant Superintent of Police referred to this as death 
caused by a fali after heavy meal. In October, the judiciary 
department recorded a resolution which presents Bhima 
Bhoi as : “Bhima Kondh, a leader of ‘Kumbhipatua’ was blind by 
birth. He acquired knowledge of the Ramayan and the Mahabharat 
after listening only. He also composed poems by himself.” The 
Tahasildar of Angul converted Pans mostly involved in criminal 
activities then who were treated as untouchables by the 
then society into Kumvi Patua of Alekh religion. Thus by 
the influence of the new religion, the quantum of crime was 
reduced. This incident is referred to in a book called BengeK 
under Lt. Governors by C.E Buckland, published in 190 1. 


The Chief Commissioner of Central Province was asked to 
favour the Lt Governor of Bungal regarding the roiters about 
their places of residence. habit~ und pursuits who attacked 
Puri Jagannath temple in complieance with the request the 
chief commissioner furnished the following particulars : 


“There is a peculiar sect of Hindu dissenters in the Sambalpur 
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district, known as Kumbhupatias. The word Kumbhupatia is 
derived from “Kumbhu”, the name of a kind of tree, and “Pat”, 
the bark of a tree, and the sect is so called becayse its followers 
make ropes from the bark of the tree and wear them round waists. 
The religion is also known as that of Alekh, and its followers 
claim revelation as its foundation. Alekhswamy, the god incarnate 
used, it is said, to reside in the Himalays, but about the year 1864 
he came to Malbaharpur in Banki, Zilla, Cuttack and revealed the 
religion professed by the Kumbhupatias to 64 persons, the 
principal of whom was Govinda Das; and it is chiefly owing to 
the exertions of these disciples that the religion was propagated. 
Alekhswamy, (which signifies “the lord whose attributes cannot 
be described in writing”) removed to Dhenkanal, a feudatory 
State, where, for 3 years immediately proceding his death, he led 
the life of a mendicant and wanderer. Although the religion 
originated in Cuttack, it spread more rapidly in the district of 
Sambalpur, and men of all classes and castes except the Uriya 
Brahmins are freely embracing it. It is not so much the peculiarity 
of the rules of any particular caste or sect that tends to increase 
the number of converts to it as the position in life of the converts 
themselves : thus in Binda the people of a whole village embraced 
the Kumbhupatia religion because the Gaontia had done so. The 
names of some 30 villages are given as those in which the 
Kumbhupatias chiefly reside”. 


Radhamohan Rajendra Dev was bom in the Royal family of 
Chikiti, Ganjam. He was a playwright and poet. He is famous 
for writing Kavyas in Pa Anukrama (starting with the Oriya 
letter pronounced as Pa). His literary works are Prakruti 
Pranaya, Pratap, Parimalasaha Gamana, Prakruti 


Rahashya etc. (d. 1945) 
A Government Hospital was established at Soroda, Ganjam. 


Madhu Babu, the first Oriya lawyer of Orissa joined the 
Cuttack Bar and was associated with Utkal Sava formed in 
1882. 

Professor Mohini Mohan Senapati, a renowned philosopher 
and writer of many articles was born. He was an atheist. He 
is the son of Fakir Mohan Senapati. (d. 1945) (See 1943) 
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B.L. classes were opened in Ravenshaw College. In 1907, 
due to dearth of students the classes were closed. 


A dispute as to the succession arose in Kalahandi and the 
Kondhs broke into open rebellion and commited many 
excesses attended with bloodshed. The disturbance was 
repressed and in 1882, a British officer was appointed as 
Political Agent with headquarters at Bhawanipatana to manage 
the State. 

Puri Municipality was established. 

Three ranges of Canals i.e High level canals range-I, range- 
II and range -III were brought up for operation in March. 


The High level canals were originally meant for water 
connection from Cuttack to Calcutta. 


Maha Mahopadhyay Ramanath Nanda was bom. He fought 
for integration of Oriya tracts into Orissa. (d. 1964) 


Sir Ashley Eden, the Lt Governor of Bengal ordered to take 
up some repair works of Konark to arrest further decay of 
the temple. 


On 24" March Sir Rajendra Narayan Bhanja Deo, Raja of 
Kanika, one of the pioneers of the Oriya movement and active 
member of Utkal Sammilani was born at Aul. He was adopted 
by the Rajamata of Kanika. He was awarded O.B.E.(Order 
of British Empire) title by British Government He was the 
first Oriya Member of Bihar-Orissa Executive Council. His 
generous contribution to Kanika Library of Ravenshaw 
College, Kanika Cottage and Lady Woodbum Hospital of 
Cuttack Medical School are “"oteworthy [The area of Kanika 
estate which was permanently s-it!lvd is 43,981 square miles 
and the Raja was paying only Rs 22,000 towards Pesh-Kash). 
(d.14.12.1948) (see 1922) | 


A training school for school teachers was started at Angul, at 
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the initiative of Bichhanda Patnaik. Tahasildar, Angul. During 
this time stipends were given to school students. 


Jadunath Kavya Tirtha was born in Khamar village, Angul 
district. He was exponent in Sanskrit literature. The Sanskrit 
TOL (Teaching of Oriental Language) which was established 
in 1891 in old Angul, became a Sanskrit College in 1986 and 
named after Jadunath. (d.1961) 


Poet Madhusudan Rao started a school called Town Victoria 
M.E. school.On 4*® February 1901, the School was upgraded 
to a High school and named Victoria High school after the 
name of Queen Victoria, who died on 22.1. 1901. The newly- 
built schoo! building was inaugurated on 2™ February 1911 
by Mr E. Levinge, the Commissioner. (see 1911, 1901) 


The Calcutta High Court delivered a judgment that 
Mayurbhanja did not belong to British India. 


The book Odisara Itihas written by Pyarimohan Acharya, 
although was prized by Government and taught in schools, 
yet Mr R.H.Pasi, the Collector, Cuttack ordered that the 
book be not taught after it was repeatedly objected by 
Kalipad Banarji through Utkal Hiteisini. The order was 
implemented forthwith in December. (see 1879) 


On 7th February for the first time in Cuttack, a full-fledged 
Bengali drama Ramavishek wnitten by Manmohan Ghose 
(1831-1912) was staged in the courtyard of local Zamindar 
Gopal Chandra Bose. 


Freedom fighter Gunanidhi Mohanty was born at village 
Deoli. He was a P.W.D Overseer. He resigned from the job 
in 1921. He was a widower having no children. He donated 
his ancestral house at Thoriasahi, Cuttack town for the cause 
of Bhoodan movement which stands as Gunanidhi Bhawan 
at Thoriasahi, Cuttack. (d.17.12.1961) (see1962, 1921) 
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TE: Ravenshaw, Commissioner of Cuttack (1865-71) 
retired from service. He died in 1899. 


Manjusa School was started from class IV. The School was 
named Srinibash Rajamani Memorial High School. 


On 27" October, freedom fighter Ghanashyam Panigrahi was 
born at Manpur, Baragarh district. Though the students of 
Sambalpur Zilla School were the first to adopt the non- 
cooperation movement in Orissa by abstaining from their 
classes, Ghanashyam was one of the first individuals to take 
the lead in organizing the movement in the rural areas of 
Sambalpur with the help of other volunteers. 


Utkal Dipika in its issue dated 2” October published a 
letter on establishment of a Public Library : 


To 

The Editor of Utkal Dipika. 

Sir, 

On the 16* October last, there was a meeting held by Baboo Pran 
Kissen Ray, Nundo Kishore Das, Dinnath Banergea, Hari Churn 
Banerges, Gourey Sunker Roy, (Secretary), and Obinash 
Chunder Chattergea for the purpose of establishing a Public 
Library in the town of Katak. 

A library has been opened from the 19® October in a house 
situated on the eastern side of the Cuttack Ravenshaw College; 
and it is to be denominated the “Town Library, 
Katak.” Newspapers (English, Bengali and Uriya) and books 
English, Bengali, Sanscrit and Uriya are to be kept in the library 
for the use of the public. We heartily pray God, that the public 
will show sympathy for the maintenance of the said library.

Utkal Dipikau dated 5“ November published a news on 
Hindu Balika Vidyalay established at Kaligali, Cuttack in 
1873: 


“In the meeting there were the Commissioner; Dr Stewart, the 
Civil Surgeon; three English ladies, Raja of Hindol and some 
native gentlemen. The students were awarded prizes such as 
silver flowers, pictures, toys, costing Rupees forty. The Raja of 
Hindol gave 6 silver ear flowers. The Commissioner advised the 
students to study after marriage also. Presently 25 girl students 
are reading : Oriya girls four; Bengali girls of Bengal 6, native 
Bengalis 14 and others are Hindustani girls. Annually Government 
gives a grant of Rs 15.00 to this school and Rs 16 and 4 annas are 
collected from contributers. Out of this Rs 3 land 4 annas regular 
expenditure of the school is Rs 30.00. Presently following 
contributions have been received for construction of school 
building : Raja of Keonjhar - Rs 500/-; Chaudhury Krutibas Das 
- Rs 300/-; Raja Syamanand Dey -Rs 250/-; Others - Rs 50/-; Total 
- Rs 1100/-.” 


“Queen of Talcher has consented to give Rs 20.00 annually to 
distribute prizes. Ramadas Chacravaly, Headmaster of Collegiate 
school is Secretary of this school. His works are paiseworthy. 
We are sorry due to less number of Oriya girls reading. The 
sophisticated Berigali families are sending their daughters to 
schools. In Orissa in the family of Rajas and financially sound 
Karan people teach their daughters in their houses, but never 
send them to the school. It is requested that the Orissan people 
should not hesitate to send their girl children to schools, so that 
the school can get the permanent status. We thank those who 
have contributed for construction of School Building.” 


1882 On 22™ January the deities Jagannath, Balabhadra and 
Subhadra were enshrined in the newly built temple at 
Purunagad (old Angul). Narayan Ch. Nayak, Tahasildar 
(1882-85) had finished the temple construction which was 
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done halfway by his predecessor Tahasildar Bichhanda 
Patnaik (1875-79) 


‘Cuttack Mission Convent School’ was set up at the instance 
of the local Christians. George D.Souza was its first 
Headmaster. This is the first school in Orissa to have 
introduced co-education system for young boys and girls. 
At present, the school is called Christ Collegiate School. 


Sir Augustus Rivers Thompson K.C.S.I, C.LE succeeded 
Sir Eden as the Lt Governor of Bengal Presidency and 
continued till 1887. 


M/s Minton & Co (Aska S iar ' ictory) manufactured a 
brand of rum at Aska in Ganjam. by November, 1883, the 
company was permitted to sell their liquor in Orissa. The 
original mansion at Aska of Mr Minton (14.2.1829 - 
3.4.1908) is now a Government Secondary School. [After 
the death of Minton, his wife Sona (18.5.1866 - 25.10.1916) sold the 
factory in 1910 to Paramananda Sahu( 1864-1933) of Berhampur and 
settled at Calcutta. Sona was an Oriya lady of Polsara]. (see 1856, 
1873, 1876) 


Calcutta High Court gave a ruling in March that the Rajas of 
Tributary Mahals are not under the British India. The 
judgment was delivered by a majority of 3 Judges who 
opined in favour of the verdict and 2 judges dissented. The 
decision was accepted as final by the Secretary-of-State and 
a special Act called the Tributary Mahals of Orissa Act- XI 
of 1893 was passed. 


Banki, a feudatory State which was confiscated in 1839 was 
merged with Cuttack district. (see 1839) 


Mukunda Deb-III became Raja of Puri on 1* May. In 
November 1885 the British Government gave Sanand to 
Mukunda Deb, who was aged 8 years by that time. Ank 
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year was counted as 3'* Ank in the Sunia festival held in 
September1 882 as per orders of Suryamani Patamahadei. 
But people called it Mahalia Mukund Dev’s Ank year 
since Dibyasingh Dev was alive by that time. 


Pandit Mrutyunjay Rath was born on 14* May in village 
Dakhin Rajas, Puri in 1900 he stood first class first in the 
final year of Cuttack training school. He is famous for Sarala 
Charita, a book of critical essays on the life of Sarala Das 
and his writings. Sarala Charita was published in 1911 .His 
collection of works was published. He was selected to assist 
Asiatic Society of Bengal in archaeological works. In 1905, 
he was awarded Vanibhusan title. (d. 10.4.1924) (see 1887, 
1905). 


Krushna Chandra Bhanja Deo, the Raja of Mayurbhanja died 
of small pox on 29® May at the age of 34 years. (see 1879) 


Utkal Sava was formed on 16*® August under the leadership 
of Madhu Babu. A notice was issued on 3* August for this. 
The signatories were (1) Hariballav Basu Bahadur (ii) 
Chaudhury Kasinath Das Zamindar (iii) Babu Madhusudan 
Das (iv) Babu Biharilal Pandit (v) Chaudhury Radhamadhab 
Samanta Mohapatra and (vi) Chaudhury Shyam Sundar 
Rajguru. The meeting was held in the premises of Uktal 
Printing Company. Kasinath Das, Zamindar of Vingarpur 
was its President and Karmaveer Gouri Sankar Ray, its 
Secretary. In its first meeting held on 21* August, 
Madhusudan Rao delivered lectures and Madhu Babu 
proposed a vote of thanks. One hundred and nine members 
were enrolled. Gauri Sankar Ray was Secretary of Utkal 
Sava for 33 years. 


The Education Commission approved the system of 
payments to teachers basing on the results of 
examination in Orissa. This system continued for a quarter 
of a century. (see 1904) 
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Baptist Missionary Society(by Protestants) set up a school 
called Cuttack Stewart School. Dr William Stewart, Civil 
Surgeon of Cuttack was the founder of the school. He 
constructed the school and hostel building. 


Poet Fakir Chandra Rout was born at Bhadrak. He wrote 
many books, such as : Santapa Sindhu Sadacharini, 
Asrudhara, Brajabandhu Birahini etc. (d.1967) 


Five out of seven students passed B.A. examination. They 
were: Manmohan Chakrabarty 1* Dvn.; Gokulananda 
Chaudhury 2" Dyvn.; Brahmananda Das 2nd Dvn; 
Gopal Ballav Das 3" Dvn. and Harischandra Ghose 3 
Dwvn. During 1879, 1880,1881 only one student in each year 
passed B.A. Examination. 


The rising of Kondhs in Kalahandi took place in the month 
of May from Asuragarh to Narla region under the leadership 
of Kamal Majhi due to their discontentment at being ousted 
from their lands by the Kultas and Brahmin Gountias. Large 
number of Kultas were killed in cold blood. The Kultas were 
brought from Sambalpur to Kalahandi for improvement of 
agriculture in the State by Raja Udit Pratap Deo. For 
suppression of this rising, Mr Berry was honoured with C.L.E. 
title (Campanion of Indian Empire). He himself had burnt 
two Kondh villages. The rebellion was suppressed after firing 
19 rebels and executing 7. Some of the Zamindars associated 
with Mr Berry burnt nine villages and grain, collected by the 
Kondhs. For the loyal conduct of Zamindars of Lanjigarh, 
Kasipur, Mahulapatna they were given soft loans of Rs 
41,000 each with 5% interest. 


On 9" October, poet Baishnab Pani was bom in village 
Kothapada near Mahanga of Cuttack district. He was 
awarded Ganakabi title posthumously. He wrote almost 600 
operas. At the age of 21, he wrote his first book Meghanada 
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Badh in 1903 . (d.10.5.1956) (see 1888) 


The school established by Pyarimohan Acharya was named 
as Pyarimohan Academy on 3“ December. (see 1834) 


W. Warren, the District Judge of Cuttack granted the 
application of Suryamani Pattamahadei on 14" December 
to act as the custodian of the estates of Jagannath Jenamani, 
her grandson who was the minor son of Dibyasingh Deb- 
II. The boy later became Gajapati Mukunda Deb-III 
(1882-1926). 


More Buddhist remains in Orissa and Notes on the 
History of Orissa under the Muhammedan, Maratha and 
English Rule was published by John Beames in the Journal 
of Asiatic Society of Bengal Vol.52, Part-I. 


Prajabandhu, a magazine was published from Balasore 
under the editorship of Sevak Bhabagrahi Das and 
Chaturbhuj Patnaik. It was bi-lingual i.e Oriya and Bengali. 
Initially, it was a weekly and later a monthly. 


Vaida, Ratna Balunkeswar Acharya was born at Hindol. He 
gave free service to poor patients. He wrote books on 
Ayurveda i.e Nidan Pradeep, Bala Chikischha, Chikischha 
Tarang (in 3 parts), Kautuk Dipika, Chikischha Grantha 
etc. He was Member of Bihar-Orissa Sanskrit Council and 
took leadership in Orissa integration movement. He is the 
fourth Oriya to receive Vaid Ratna title (d. 1942) 


For internal trade, the duty on salt was made uniform at the 
rate of Rs. 2-0-0 per mound. Orissa-made salt could not 
compete with foreign salt, owing to lack of protective duty. 
It could not compete with Ganjam-salt (Madras Presidency) 
because the duty on it was higher than that of Ganjam. By 
the time equalization of salt duties was completed, salt 
industry was already ina declining state and chances of 
their recovery were bleak. Again in this year, salt duty was 
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not only equalised but also reduced. The reduction of salt 
duty gave a further impetus to the import of foreign salt. 


On 13" December Dharanidhar Indradev, Raja of Bonai was 
born. In 1943 he made an Act called ‘Halia Act’ to save the 
labourers (labourers appointed with yearly, half yearly 
periodicity). He gave easy loans to farmers. He repealed 
Purohit Kar, Tikapanch Kar imposed by Gauntias. He was 
the last ruler of the Kadamba dynasty. (d. 6.7.1949) 


1883 Prankrushna Padhiary a freedom fighter and Gandhian leader 
was born at village Jayagada, Jagatsinghpur on 21* January® 
In his memory, the Padhiary Pathagar ( library building) 
was built by Government of Orissa near Gouri Sankar 
park, Cuttack. (b.8.8.1958) (See 1960) 


Sambalpur Municipality was established. 


Poet Gokulananda Patnaik was bom in village Rameswar of 
Khurda district. He is famous for his Work Janakiballav 
Vilas. His collection of works (Granthabali) was published 
in 1999 by his Chief Minister son Janakiballav Patnaik 
( b.3.01.1927) who is also an author. (d. 1946) 


Raja Baikunthanath Dey of Balasore became the first Oriya 
nominated Member of Bengal Legislative Council to which 
he was nominated from 1883 to 1886. There he raised the 
demand for a separate Orissa province. He is the first Oriya 
to be awarded with Raja title among the Zamindars of non- 
feudatory status. (see 1852) 


Jogesh Chandra Ray became a member of Bellevieu Club 
located at the bank of river Kathajodi near Cuttack 
Collectorate. This Club was meant for natives whereas 
Cuttack Club located at Barabati Fort was meant for the 
whites. Later Cuttack Union Club for local people was 
established at mission road in 1899. 


The famous historian and essayist Tarini Charan Rath was

bom at Berhampur, Ganjam. He was a Munsif in Madras 
Presidency. He wrote Utkal Sahityara Itihas which was 
published in 1916 from Utkal Sahitya Press. (d. 22.6 1922) 


In the month of July, K.G. Gupta, 1. C. S, the Collector of 
Puri recommended to Government that there would be the 
Raja at Puri to discharge Seva Puja of Puri temple. Since 
Dibyasingh Deb was transported to Andaman, Sanand to 
the new minor Raja came in 1885.[K.G Gupta along with Syed 
Hussain Bilgrami were the first Indians to be admitted to Privy Council 
of India in 1907.] 


On 25th May, Poetess of merit Annapurna, writer of 
Padyamala- was born at Chikiti, Ganjam. She was 
contributing poems to Sambalpur Hiteisini and Sahakar 
regularly. She had an instant death as soon as her husband 
died. (d.1948) (see 1906, 1912) 


‘Khariar Sahitya Samiti ’, a literary organisation was founded 
at Khariar. Its centenary was held in 1983 with pomp and 
ceremony. 


The annual conference of “Bangotkal Sava” was held on 
18® November by the Christian Missions, where a decision 
was taken to encourage female education. 


At Angul, a training class to primary teachers was opened. 
Prior to this, Abadhans were sent to Cuttack Normal School 
for training. 


K.P. Basu (famous author of ‘Algebra Made Easy’ taught 
in high schools) joined in Cuttack College in February to 
teach Mathematics. 


Four students appeared B.A. examination from Cuttack 
College and all passed. In this year also 2” time B.A. 
examination was held. One appeared the examination and 
he also passed.

Pandit Gopabandhu Vidyabhusan was bom at Tekalli ( A.P.). 
In an article written in monthly magazine Veena from Tekalli 
which was published during 1946 to 1949, he has proved 
that ‘Sriharsha’ composer of Naisadha was an Oriya. 
Out of his many translations from Sanskrit Naisadhya Kavya 
is important. This book is published in 1988 by his daughter- 
in-law. (d.- 1965) 


1884 First election to Cuttack Municipality was held and it 
reflected the conflict between the Oriyas and Bengalis. 


Veer Surendra Sai died on 28" February in the prison of 
Asirgad fort of Central Province. (b. 1809) 


Government of India drafted Famine Code. It was decided 
to make a provision of Rs 15 lakh in the budget to help the 
affected people. 


Gobinda Chandra Surdeo was born on 12* April in Tarala 
estate (now in A.P.). He was a lyricist and stage artist. He 
wrote 22 drama books. He dramatised novels for the first 
time. He settled at Nayagarh. He was scheduled to be the 
Raja of Nayagarh as per the will of Raghunath Singh, the 
Raja of Nayagarh (1890-97), his maternal uncle. When 
Raghunath Singh died , Gobind Chandra Surdeo was at 
Cuttack busy in dramas. So he could not come in time and 
so Narayan Singh, another relation was made Raja of 
Nayagarh. (d. 15.6.1939) (see 1916) 


On 16® May, Rai-Bahadur Laxmindhar Mohanty was born 
at vill. Bankeswar of Patamundai. He was Deputy Chairman 
of Bihar-Orissa Legislative Council in 1924 .He was also 
Founder -President of Cuttack Motor Association in 1930. 
He was one of the pioneers of Orissa Integration Movement. 
He received Rai Bahadur title in 1929. He was Chairman of 
Cuttack Zilla Board for 6 years. His son-in-law Nrusingha 
Charan Mohanty went to England to appear for L.C.S

examination, but read journalism. He was associated with 
freedom fight. Nrusingh Charan died prematurely in 1934. 
After his death his widow adopted her brother for which 
court cases went up to the Federal Court and the adoption 
was valid. Rai-Bahadur Laxmidhar died on 19.04.1968. 


Jayamangal Rath, a social reformist who brought upheaval 
among Hadis then a lower caste of Hindu religion, was bom. 
He established Patitapaban Sangha near Gate Bazaar at 
Berhampur (Ganjam) in 1920. Those who helped him in the 
social reform were Iswar Chandra Sahu, Sarat Chandra 
Mohapatra, Master Sanaya, Dibakar Patnaik, Mandhata 
Gorachand Patnaik, Mohan Naik and Balaram Panda.(see 
1934) 


Puri Hind Theatre was founded at Puri. 


Ananda Chandra Jena, a leader of Kanika revolution was 
bom on 17* July in village Dalikaenda of Kanika estate. He 
was jailed seven times and the cumulative period of 
imprisonment was 12 years. (d. 27.1.1946) (see 1922) 


Pandit Nilakantha Das was born on 5" August at 
Sriramchandrapur in Puri district. He passed Entrance 
examination from Puri Zilla school in 1905. He was a freedom 
fighter, writer and poet. He is the first Oriya Professor of 
Calcutta University. He was also speaker of Orissa Legislative 
Assembly from 25.5.1957 to 1.7.1961. He was awared 
“Padma Bhusan’ in 1957. (d. 6.11.1967) (see 1899, 1912, 
1920, 1957) 


Poet and essayist Chandra Sekhar Mishra was born at 
Khandapada. He wrote the biography of Samanta Chandra 
Sekhar. (d.5.12.1973) 


In September, C.T. Metacalfe took over charge from A.Smith 
as Commissioner. (see 1878) 
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On 1“ October, a Railway Station at Jharaguda was 
established and it was re-named as Jharasuguda (under 
undivided Sambalpur district) 

Pracharak Ananta Mishra, a patriot was born in October 
in Pun district. He proceeded to the Oriya-speaking areas 
under other provinces to spread the message of Utkal 
Sammilani. His service was unique for Orjyas. (d. 6.5.1937) 


Two girl students of Cuttack passed primary examination. 
Being encouraged with their success, a girls’ school was 
established at Bhadrak in 1885. 


Cultivation of Ganja was totally prohibited in feudatory 
States of Orissa. ' 


On 9th November, freedom fighter Bhagirathi Patnaik was 
born at Barapalli, Sambalpur. His wife Jambabati Patnaik 
and son Prafula also were freedom fighters. Jambabati Patnaik 
was born on 9th November 1886 and died on 17th August 
1995. (d. 9.7.1980) (see 1917) 


Krupasindhu Hota, a social reformer, freedom fighter and 
Bhoodan activist was born. While in jail, he adopted Mohan 
Nayak, a young Harijan boy who was also in jail during 
freedom movement. As per his wish, Mohan Nayak 
performed the obsequies of his adoptive father. (d.26. 7. 
1975) (see 1921,1934) 


A Townhall was constructed at Balasore and a library 
functioned in it under the auspices of National Society of 
Balasore. 


The second grade High school of Paralakhemundi was 
recognised as first grade. In the same year, Russelkonda Oriya 
school was handed over to the Local Board on the condition 
that Government would pay the net cost to the Board. In 
Bengal, local fund did not exist, no education cess was levied 
and municipality funds for educational purpose were 
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inadequate. So in this year, Bengal Government increased 
the annual grant for primary education to Rs 8 lakh.(see 1896) 


Balahaka Chautisa written by Brajaraj Singh Deo, Raja of 
Khariar was published by Cuttack Printing Company. Even 
after the availability of this printed book, the scribe continued 
to copy the book on palm-leaf again. The copied palm- leaf 
manuscripts (no. 80, 1505) are in the National Museum. (see 
1851) 


Post offices with money order and savings bank facilities were 
placed under school masters. The school masters did this 
additional duty during school hours with extra remuneration 
of Rs 5.00 from Postal dept. During this year, 7 village post 
offices were placed under the charge of school masters . In 
1900, the number rose to 30. 


Sashibhusan Rath was born at Soroda in Ganjam on 1* 
January. He was a freedom fighter. He was the founder 
editor of Asha which was published from Berhampur town. 
He played an effective role in the unification of Orissa in 
transferring Oriya-spoken areas from the neighbouring 
provinces. His surname was changed from Mohapatra to 
Rath by adoption to his aunt (puisi). He became Councillor 
of Madras for two terms. He was also Councillor of 
Berhampur Muncipality. (d. 20.3.1943) (see 1930, 1933) 


Khurda Bar Association, the oldest in undivided Puri district, 
was started with only four members. 


Paralakhemundi Municipality was constituted. 


Pradeepa, a monthly magazine was published from Cuttack 
with Sadhu Charan Ray, Baikunthanath Dutta, Sarat 
Chandra Mukharjee, Mrugankadhar Ray Chaudhury and 
Bhupatinath Basu as its patrons and writers. The poem 
Akasha Prati of Madhusudan Rao was first published in 
this magazine. 
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On 14" May, Swami Bichitrananda Das was bom in village 
Kerangapur,Puri district. He happens to be one of the twin 
brothers of Bhubanananda Das. He was a leading figure of 
Utkal Sammilani. He established an orphanage at 
Dagarpada, Cuttack in 1923 and became its Secretary. Amrit 
Lal Thakkar (Thakkar Bapa) gave him the title ‘Swamiji’ 
being pleased with his social service. He was Advocate 
General of Government of Orissa. Freedom fighter Niranjan 
Patnaik is his wife’s brother. (d. 10.10.1975). 


R.N. Bhanja Deo, Raja of Kanika constructed a palace at 
Cuttack in the design of a French palace of Paris in an area 
covering 36 acres. The area of the tank within it was 8 acres. 


On 14" May, Bhubanananda Das was born in village 
Kerangapur in Puri district. He passed engineering from 
Sibpur Engineering College. Asa parliamentarian he got the 
proposal passed in Central Assembly regarding formation 
of separate province of Orissa. He edited Young Utkal, 
an English weekly in 1928. Pun Electric Supply Company 
was his creation.He is one of the oldest members of Indian 
Parliament and regarded as its father for his long experience 
in parliamentary affairs. He was Chairman of Public \ccounts 
Committee. (d. 23.2.1958) (see 1889,1936) 

Dinanath Bandopadhyaya arranged an exhibition at Cuttack. 
In the next year (1886) the exhibition was also shown. These 
are the first exhibitions at Cuttack. Mr Bandopadhyaya 
was the writer of Tatwa Nirnaya, a Bengali book. 
Bhagabanlal Indraji, the pioneer among the modern historians 
brought into limelight the name of Kharavel a by deciphering 
the Hatigumpha rock inscription. 

Pun District Board was first constituted :3n 6” August. 

A very destructive flood occurred. Captain Harris, after an 
elaborate enquiry. pointed to the remarkable coincidence. 
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between the rise in the destructive power of the floods since 
1831 and the development of the embankment system during 
the same period. He expressed his opinjon that they must be 
related as cause and effect. 


A severe super cyclone started from False point, that is near 
the sea shore of Cuttack district on 22™ September. Tide of 
22 ft. height rose and wiped out the village Jambu. 300 human 
lives were lost and 2973 cattle were killed. It submerged an 
area of 250 sq. miles and clearly swept away | 1villages, every 
man and woman and child in them being drowned. 


Bisweswar Aiyar, a Tamil Advocate in the District Court of 
Berhampur attended the first annual session of Indian 
National Congress at Bombay. He was the one and only 
delegate from Orissa out of total 72 delegates present in the 
Congress session. 


During the visit of Richard Thomson, Lt Governor of Bengal 
to Orissa in November, Madhu Babu submitted a 
memorandum on behalf of the “Utkal Sava” for development 
of railways and industries. 


Kulamani Das was born in village Suman Shasan of Puri 
district. He was a Sanskrit teacher (Head Pandit) in 
Ravenshaw Collegiate School. He was a novelist, compiler, 
critic and lexicographer. (d.13.1.1969) 


Social reformist Bairagi Charan Mishra was born on 17" 
December in village Mulabasanta of Cuttack district. He was 
a writer too. He founded Nari Mangal Samiti in 1930. In 
1949, he established ‘Viswakalyana Samiti’and in 1955 
edited a quarterly magazine Biswakalyana on social reforms 
and against superstitions. He, for the first time, created a 
word Bibara (no husband) because the word Bidhava 
(widow) was most painful. This word had been incorporated 
in Praharaja’s dictionary. He wrote Swabhab Niyat Jiban 
Judha, his autobiography. (d. 19.2.1966) (see 1930) 
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Janakinath Bose (Father of Netaji Subas Ch. Bose) joined 
Bar Association of Cuttack. He graduated from Ravenshaw 
College in 1882. He was one of the founders of the Victoria 
High Schoo! (now Bhaktamadhu Vidyapitha) and Cuttack 
Union Club. (see 1930, 1860, 1811) 


Goura Chandra Gajapati, Raja of Paralakhemundi purchased 
Delang estate (Puri dist.) in an auction. 


Gagan Bihari Choudhury son of Ganga Prasad Malla, a 
Zamindar of Balasore passed B.A. and passed B.L. in 1888. 
He was the first Oriya Sub-Judge. He is the son-in-law of 
Fakir Mohan Senapati and husband of freedom fighter 
Sarojini Choudhury. (see 1843, 1907) 


Puri District Board opened a twelve-bedded hospital in 
Bhubaneswar (Old Town). In 1959, the N.A.C (Notified 
Area Council) Bhubaneswar took over its charge. 


Under the leadership of Shyam Sundar Rajguru, Utkal 
Hiteisini Samaj was formed and a weekly magazine 
Ganjam News was published to focus the miseries of Oriyas 
before the Government Historian Appanna Panda was also 
one of the leaders in founding the Samaj. (see 1864) 


Raja Basudeb Sudhal Deb upgraded the M.E. School at 
Bamanda to a High School and got it affiliated to Calcutta 
University. On 28 August 1951, the school was renamed 
as Raja Basudeb Sudhaladeb High school pursuant to a 
resolution in a the meeting on 6 September 1950. 

Padma Charan Patnaik was born in village Panchagan in Puri 
district. He wrote many poems. His books such as 
Suryamukhi, Padmapakhuda etc are taught in schools and 
colleges. His poems Dhauli Puhada and Khoradha 
Prathama Darshane are very famous. ( J. 1956) 

Gopal Ballav Das passed M.A. in Botany from Ravenshaw 
College, Cuttack. He is the first M.A. from this colleve In

the first year of M.A. class out of four students only Gopal 
Ballav Das has continued his studies, other three namely 
Brahmananda Das, Gokulananda Choudhury and (third name 
not known) discontinued.Ishabela Samuels (woman) is the 
second M.A from Cuttack College. 


A Minor School was established at Balikuda by Parikhit 
Das, a local Zamindar. After a long wait of three years two 
students passed in minor school examination in 1887 
mitigating all sorrows and tensions. 


On the Saraswati Puja day the Mahanta of Kothapada, 
Raghunathpur whose lawyer was Ram Sankar Ray founded 
a permanent drama pendal in the campus of the Matha. Here 
Kanchi Kaberi was staged. 


Jagannath Rao established Victoria press. (see 1876) 


Patriot Suryamani Nayak was born at village Chikkana of 
Cuttack district. He worked as a driver of Desabandhu 
Chittaranjan Das. He was well connected to freedom fighters 
such as Netaji, Aurobindo Ghose, Rasbihari Basu, Sarojini 
Naidu, Sarat Chandra Bose etc. He conveyed secret 
messages within them. (d.26.10.84) 


Poet Harihar Mohapatra was born at Bamanda. He was an 
Ayurvedic doctor by profession. His literary works are 
Bibidha Sangeeta(1907), Hema Kamalini, Kumar 
Kanthavarana(1912), Bismurtira Parinama(1912), 
Kalyana Kusuma(1913), Prutiva Mukur (1919) etc. (d. 
1961) 


Three students appeared B.A. examination and all passed. 
One is Sarat Chandra Mukharji (later a lawyer), second is 
Gagan Bihari Choudhury (later Sub-Judge). 


A charitable dispensary was established in the Ravenshaw 
College building for treatment of ladies. Later it was shifted 
to its newly constructed building at Lalbag. Cuttack. 
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A Magazine Sikshya Bandhu was published at the instance 
of Madhusudan Rao. Teachers like Sadhu Charan Ray. 
Biswanath Kar, Bijay Chandra Majumdar, Shyam Sundar 
Nanda were the regular writers of this magazine. 


Henry Ricketts, the first Collector of Balasore from 1828 
to 1836 died on 25" February in England. There is a 
Cenotaph in the European cemetry at Barabati in Balasore 
containing the following inscription “Sir Henry Ricketts having 
served 12 years in Orisss and 38 years in India died in England on 
25* February 1886, aged nearly 84 years. He never forgot Balasore 
nor the Ooreahs”. Below there is Oriya translation of the 
inscription. It is no wonder ‘Fat Si; Henry could not forget 
Balasore. A Cenotaph was erected near a tomb containing 
an inscription in memory of Jane, “the beloved wife of Henry 
Ricketts Esqr. Magistrate and Collector, who died at Balasore on 25® 
November 1830 aged 22 years, and in memory of the infant daughter 
of Henry Ricketts and Jane who died on the 6® November of the 
same year aged 7® months.” (see 1828, 1836,1855) 


The Lt Governor of Madras toured Ganjam. Balaram 
Moharana, a patriotic-minded School Inspector showed the 
Governor how the milestones were written in Telugu despite 
the fact that the people are Oriyas. He jumped to the front 
of the Governor’s vehicle and shouted. “This is Odia country, 
not knowing milestone Odia, Odia, no no Telugu”. 


Utkal Sava deputed four delegates namely Madhu Babu, 
Gopal Chandra Bose, Hariballav Ghose, Kalipada Banar]ji 
and National Society of Balasore nominated three delegates 
namely Raja Baikunthanath Day, Bhagaban Chandra Das, 
Rames Chandra Mandal to the second session of Indian 
National Congress held in December at Calcutta. Especially 
Madhu Babu and Gouri Sankar Ray carried the message of 
Congress to Orissa in the last decade of 19" Century. On 
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3" March of this year Utkal Sava, ina meeting, accepted all 
the resolutions of National Congress. 


Two Oriya girls passed M.E. Examination. One of them 
was Basanti Rao, daughter of Madhusudan Rao, and the 
other was Nisamani Das, daughter of Rai-Bahadur Nanda 
Kishore Das. Basanti Rao was wife of B.C. Majumdar and 
Nisamani was wife of Gopal Ballav Das. Since Nisamani 
died after giving birth to a daughter, Gopal Ballav married his 
sister-in-law Basanta Kumari. Maa Rama Devi is daughter 
of Basanta Kumari. (see 1860, 1861) 


Sir Basudeb Sudhal Dev conferred the title “Kabibar” upon 
poet Radhanath Ray with eleven prestigious gunshots. The 
Raja wrote a book Alankarbodhadaya which established 
him as a writer. He shifted Jagannath Ballav press from 
Cuttack and founded it at Deogarh. 


Government of Bengal fixed the strength of seven District 
Boards and Local Boards in the three districts of Orissa 
namely, Cuttack, Puri and Balasore. Accordingly, District 
Boards were formed for the first time in 1887. 


Mohammad Nazir is the first matriculate of Bhadrak high 
school who passed in first division. The first minor school 
of Bhadrak was established in the house of Panchumiya, 
(Abdul Ganni) the Zamindar. During Na-ank famine in 1866, 
this Zamindar gave relief in Jagannathpur main garden. Queen 
Victoria gave a certificate of honour to Panchumiyan for his 
generosity. 


Krushna Chandra Sengupta, an ideal teacher was born at 
Raghunathapur of Mahanga. He received Rai-Saheb title in 
1941. The book Brahmacharya or Adarsha Chhatra 
Jeeban written by him was published from Utkal Sahitya 
Press in 1917. (d. 6.5.1969) 
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Kabibara Radhanath Ray wrote Kedar Gouri, a long narrative 
poem imitating Ovid’s Pyaramus and Thisbe. He also 
composed Parvati in 1890 which makes an illusion of the 
history of Orissa, but its theme had been collected from the 
drama Agamemnon of Aeschylus and Shakespere’s classic 
drama The Hamlet. 


Pandit Godabarish Mishra was born on 26 October at 
village Stinibas Pur, Banpur under Khurda district. He was a 
freedom fighter, poet and author. He patronized the 
establishment of Utkal University. He is the first editor of 
Janata published in 1940, which was a daily and later, a 
weekly. He is one of the five associates (Pancha Sakha) of 
Pt Gopabandhu. (d. 26.7.1955) (ee 1918,1919) 


Barnabodha, a book for beginners in children’s education 
starting with 34 alphabets was published by Madhusudan 
Rao. It is also now in vogue even after lapse of a century. 


The book Future Saheb written by Gobinda Rath was first 
published. This is a satire on Baboos who were imitating 
the British Officers. 


Madhusudan Rao, while he was Dy Inspector of Schools in 
Cuttack district started a monthly magazine Sikshabandhu. 
The magazine contained instructions to teachers how to teach 
the students. The regular contributors of articles were Sadhu 
Charan Ray, Biswanath Kar, B. C. Majumdar, Syamsundar 
Nanda etc. 

A mammoth memorial containing one lakh signatories was 
submitted to the Governor of Madras Presidency from Utkal 
Hiteisini Samaj of Ganjam district for integration of Ganjam 
district into Orissa. (see 1885) 

British Government instituted a civil suit against the Raja of 
Puri on 15® December to take over the management of the 
temple of Lord Jagannath. Finally a compromise was made. 
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In 1888, an agreement was made between British 
Government and Raja of Puri which recognised the latter 
as Superintendent of the temple. (see 1887, 1888) 


Magazine Naba Sambad was published from Victoria Press. 
Many articles on Brahmo Dharma were published in it. 
Madhusudan Rao, Sadhu Charana Ray, B.C.Mazumdar and 
Biswanath Kar were its regular writers. 

Calcutta University published result of examinations which 
is as below :

Also during this year in Orissa, only forty students passed in M.E. 
School examination, 220 students in Vernacular examination and 428 
students in upper primary examination. 


Rai Bahadur Dr Sanatan Pujari was born at Sambalpur. He 
is the first regular Principal of Cuttack Medical College 
established in 1944. Despite his L.M.P qualification he was 
selected by the Selection Board to the post of Principal of a 
Degree College for his proficiency. (d.2.4.1946) (See 1944). 


Playwright Bhagirathi Mohapatra was bomn. His plays are: 
Babrubahan, Harichandra, Sita-Banabas, Sita Bibaha, 
Subhadra, Srimanta Charita, Bhaktamani Radhika 
Mana- bhanjan, Chhidra Kalasa, Pravash Milan etc. 
(d.1945) 


Manmohan Chakrabarty joined at Cuttack as Deputy 
Collector on 24" March. He worked in Cuttack, Puri and 
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Jajpur till June 1897. During these 11 years, he wrote many 
articles on history of Orissa and archaeology. (see 1 891.1998) 


Sir Stewart Culvin Bayley became the [Lt Governor of Bengal 
and continued till 1890. 


Nandikeswari, written by poet Radhanath Ray, was 
published from Victoria Press at Cuttack. This press was 
founded at the instance of Basudeb Sudhal Dev, Raja of 
Bamanda. 


Five students passed Science Branch of the B.A. examination 
out of 8 students appeared in Cuttack College. In 1888 none 
passed in the science branch of B.A. 


Bharat Chandra Nayak was born in village Agalpur of Patana 
State in March. He was a Deputy Collector and took interest 
in female education. He received Orissa Sahitya Academy 
award in 1965 for his autobiography Mora Purba 
Smrutikatha published in 1966. He is the father-in-law of 
Engineer and litterateur Bhubaneswar Behera. (d. 4.3. 1969) 
(see 1945) 


Rani Suryamani Pattamahadei filed an appeal before the 
Calcutta High Court in March on the Government’s move 
for appointment of a receiver of Jagannath temple 
management. The High Court allowed the appeal and set 
aside the order of the District Judge. (see 1888, 1886). 


Two Deputy Collectors namely, Babu Rajgopal Ray and Babu 
Manmohan Chakrabarty were incharge during the car festival 
at Puri. This year, a new tax was imposed on pilgrims who 
were to stay in rented houses. Fearing this tax, many pilgrims 
preferred to stay on the pavements and under trees etc. 
Further, to cross the river Mahanadi and Birupa by boat, the 
pilgrims were to pay 2 paisa instead of 1 paisa as per the 
practice of the previous years. 


Essayist and poet Brundaban Nath Sarma was born at 
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Bamanda. All his articles and poems were published in 
magazines like Mukur, Utkal Sahitya, Sumbalpur Hiteisini, 
Sahakar and Shankha. (d. 1955). 


The coast canal, which is 171 miles long in Orissa connecting 
Hoogly at Goenkhali, 45 miles from Calcutta with the Matai 
at Charibatia, was opened to traffic on 15" July. It was partially 
opened for traffic in 1885 and the sanctioned estimated 
amount was Rs 44,74, 941/-. It was a profitable route till the 
opening of the railways in Orissa by the end of 19" century. 


Professor Artaballav Mohanty was born in village Nagenpur 
of Cuttack district on 11® August. He was connected to many 
literary activities. His biggest achievement was Prachi 
Samiti. He served as a Professor in the department of 
Sanskrit of Ravenshaw College till his retirement in 1947. 
He is one of the founders of Ranihat High School. He was 


. awarded the title ‘Vidya Bhusan’® by British Government 


and the Government. of India also awarded him Padmashri 
in the year 1959. He is the first discoverer of Vrajavoli 
Sahitya in Oriya literature. His daughter Binapani Mohanty 
was a good Musician. She was very good at instrumental 
music. (d.30.9.1963). 


Gajapati Raja Dibyasingh Deb - III, who was transported to 
Andaman, died of T.B. on 25* August. 


Sarangadhar Das a patriot and revolutionary was born at 
Harikrishnapur, Dhenkanal on 19" October. He is called 
“Gadjat Gandhi”. He is the first Oriya to have an 
international marriage. He is the first Oriya Agriculture 
Graduate to go to America. He wrote ‘The Development 
of Sugarcane Industry’ and ‘Odisa Sarakar 
Kathagadare ’. His wife Frida Das wrote 1. A marriage to 
India. 2. Leap Home, 3. Gentle Brawn ,4.. Purdha 5. Into 
the Son (d. 18.9.1956) (see 1948). 
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A weekly magazine Oriya was first published from Utka! 
Press on 26" October with Dwarikanath Das as its editor. 
In its 1* copy, 35*® Ank year of Gajapati Dibyasingh Dev 
was noted and in its 2™ copy (next publication) 9* Ank year 
of Mahalia Mukund Dev was written. (see 1882) 


Centre for B.A. examination was opened at Ravenshaw 
College, Cuttack on the recommendation of the Principal. 


H.D. Talyor who was in charge of Jeypore estate constructed 
the Koraput - Jeypore Ghat road. It was metalled in 1892. 
The road was opened for traffic in 1897 on the occasion of 
Diamond Jubilee of Queen Victoria. The road is called Jubilee 
Road. 


Litterateur Balakrushna Kar was born on 16* April in village 
Tirabindha of Salipur. He founded Saraswata Press in 1937 
and published a bi-weekly Matrubhumi. He published 
Bharatare Engreji Raj (British Rule in India), written by 
Gurucharan Patnaik, a Communist leader, when no publisher 
was willing to publish this book.(On I" July 2007 Utkal 
Sahitya Samaj awarded Utkal Ratna title to Gurucharan 
Patnaik). As a result, he faced lot of difficulties by police 
action and court case. He authored a number of books for 
children and adults. Janhamamu was his famous children’s 
magazine. (d. 5.8.1957) (see 1940) 


The Madras session of Indian National Congress, was 
attended by Madhu Babu, Gouri Sankar Ray of Utkal Sava, 
Rev. Shem Sahu and Harekrushna Das of Balasore National 
Association’. 

Professor Bipin Bihari Ray was born on 25 December in 
Patakura of Cuttack district. He was an essayist. His book 
Prabandha Sopan was published in 1937. He could not be 
selected for the post of Deputy Magistrate although file was 
processed two times because of his association with Bande 
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Mataram Movement . In 1914, he joined as Professor in 
Ravenshaw college. His appointment came to him without 
asking for it. He received Rai Bahadur title in 1943. He was 
helping poor meritorius students to higher education. He 
donated ten thousand Rupees to Puri Brahman Samiti Mess. 
(d. 28.12.1975) (see 1908) 


Pt Krupasindhu Mishra, a co-worker of Pt Gopabandhu 
Das was born in village Bira Harekrushnapur, Puri. He is 
famous as a writer of Oriya literature and history. He wrote 
Utkal Itihas. He is one of the five associates of Pandit 
Gopabandhu Das. (d. 4.2.1926) 

Madhu Babu was nominated as Vice- President of the 
District Board. Cuttack. Collector of Cuttack was its 
President. He (Madhu Babu) was the first Vice-Chairman 
of the Municipality. 

Balmukunda Kanungo (father of freedom fighter Nityananda 
Kanungo ) passed M.E. School examination as the topper 
in Orissa from Town Victoria M.E. School, Cuttack. His 
younger brother Basudev Kanungo also passed the same 
examination keeping 15" rank. Balmukunda Kanungo 
happens to be the son-in-law of Rai Bahadur Nandakishore 
Das. He died in 1932.[Basudev Kanungo worked as assistant 
Dewan in Keonjhar state. He helped Dr Pranakrushan Parija by Rs 
20/- per month to read Bsc. at Calcutta.] (see 1845, 1910) 


Niladri Dutta was born at Bhadrak. In 1912 he passed LMP 
examination from Cuttack Medical School. He wrote many 
articles in the Magazine ‘Mukur’. His other works are : 
Chandradhara (song), Kusuma Stavak (song), translation 
of Vedunta Darsaun of Sankaracharya. (d.1.5.1990) (see 
1914) 


Nirmalabala Naik was born at Balsore. She stood first class 
first in entrance examination. In 1918, she sailed for England. 
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She is the first Principal of Sailabala women’s college. She 
also worked as Inspector of Schools of Orissa. (d. 1979) 


Dr Atal Bihari Acharya was bom at Cuttack. He was a 
freedom fighter and nationalist. He opened a medicine store 
named “‘Swaraj Medical Hall” and served the poor people 
and freedom fighters. (d. 1961) 


1888 Madhu Babu formed ‘Orissa Graduate and Under-Graduate 
Association’ to initiate the growth of education and public 
spirit. 

Prof. Jogesh Chandra Ray wrote Surala Pudartha Bijnan 
which was published in this year. His another writing Sarala 
Prakrutik Bhugol was published in 1897. (see 1894) 


Utkal Sava presented a memorial to Sri S.C. Bayley, the Lt 
Governor of Bengal camping at Cuttack demanding unification 
of Oriya speaking territories. In reply to the memorial, Bayley 
turned down the demand. 

Basanti Rao (1874-1953) eldest daughter of Madhusudan 
Rao after completing 14 years of age married to B.C. 
Majumadar (1861-1942) who completed 18years of age. 
B.C. Majumdar was teacher in Town M.E. School. This is 
the first Brahmo marriage at Cuttack. (see 1861) 


Pandit Basudeb Mohapatra was born on 28" March at Bira 
Balabhadrapur Sashan. He was a co-worker of Gopabandhu 
in the establishment of Satyabadi School. His literary work 
Santidhara is one of the thought-provoking essays. He wrote 
many articles on social reforms on women. (d 2.2.1976). 


Padmamali is the first completed Oriya novel to have 
been published in this year. The writer Umesh Chandra Sarkar 
was born at Puri in 1857 and died in 1931. 


After a High Court verdict ina case of Mayurbhanja State, 
Government decided that the Tributary Mahals are not a 
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part of the British empire. Sanands were given in 1894 and 
1905 with feudatory status. But in spite of the so called 
feudatory status they could not use the word Reign, Royal, 
Throne, King and Queen. These words were reserved for 
the King Emperor of England. The chief succeeds to “‘Gaddi” 
and not ‘throne’, ‘rules’ and not ‘reigns’. (see 1882) 


A compromise petition between Collector of Puri and 
Suryamani Pattamahadei was filed on 3" October. It got 
decree in the month of December in the court of the District 
Judge Mr Draggon. The lawyers of the Petitioner were 
Hariballav Ghose (Janakinath Bose was his junior) and 
Lalbihari Ghose and of the opposite party were Madhusudan 
Das and Ram Sankar Ray. [Once Madhu Babu’s old widowed 
mother who lived in his village paid a visit to Lord Jagannath temple. 
Out of great respect for her son she was accorded Deul Sodha by 
orders of the grateful Rani Suryamani Pattamahadei. It is a rare 
privilege to pilgrims which even millionaires cannot dream by 
spending hundreds of thousands of Rupees at that time. This Dewla 
Sodha is normally granted to Rajas and Maharajas by the orders of 
the Gajapati Raja of Puri. Deula Sodha is exclusion of all pilgrims 
and other officials except a very few essential individuals within the 
temple precincts during the time of visit.] 


In a session of Utkal Sava on 6 October, a unanimous 
resolution was passed stating that this was the branch of All 
India National Congress. On 4*® December it elected the 
following seven members as delegates to the Allahabad session 
of Congress. (i) Beharilal Pundit (ii) Jagmohan Rai (111) Shyam 
Sundar Rajguru (iv) Madhusudan Das (v) Samson Rout (vi) 
Munsi Sultan Mohammad (vii) Munsi Mohammad Atahar. 
But only Samson Rout and Munsi Mohammad Atahar 
attended the Allahabad session of the Congress. National 
Association of Balasore sent three delegates to attend the 
Allahabad session of National congress. They were 1. 
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Ramesh Chandra Mandal, 2. Bhagaban Chandra Das and 
3. Bhuyan Abdus Sobhan. 


Kantakabi Laxmikanta Mohapatra was bom at Bhadrak 
on 9” December he was a novelist and poet. He is the 
author of the famous, historic poem Bande Utkal Janani . 
In 1921, he established Gopinath Sangeet Samaj for the 
promotion of dance, drama and music. Kantahabi title was 
given by Padmashri Laxminarayan Sahu in a meeting hall of 
Bhadrak High School. In the meeting Sarat Ch.Mukharji, 
one of the Pancha Sakhas(Sabuja Sahitya Samit) was 
present . He is the father of Nityananda Mohapatra and Gour 
Chandra Mohapatra who are freedom fighters. As a family 
tradition his original name was Choudhury Laxmikanta 
Samantray Mohapatra, as he was the eldest son of the 
Zamindar family. (d. 24.2.1953) (see 1866) 


A drama named Harischandra was staged at Cuttack in the 
house premises of Zamindar Laxminarayan Choudhury. For 
the first time, ladies attended to see the drama. 


Magazine Odia O Naba Sambad was published from Dey 
Press, Balasore. Previously Naba Sambad was published 
from Cuttack Victoria Press with Bhupatinath Basu and 
Sadhu Charan Ray as its editors. Magazine Odia was 
published from Balasore since 1887. The two magazines 
merged with the name Odia O Naba Sambad. 


1889 Utkal Sammilani Sava (the association of Uriyas at Cuttack) 
was established on 1* January by Nandakishore Das. This 
Association was only meant for giving guardianship to those 
Karan students who would come to Cuttack. The Sava 
was to finance these students in case they were in need and 
to expend money for marriages of Karan people. This 
association also made strong resolutions against superstitions 
and on social reforms. 


Biswanath Das a devoted freedom fighter and the first 
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elected Prime Minister of Orissa was born on 8® March 
at Belagaon near Polasara of Ganjam district. He was a 
Member of Madras Legislative Council from 1921 to 1930. 
(d. 2.6.1984) (see 1937. 1981) 


Protessor Ratnakar Pati was bom in village Biribati of Cuttack 
district on 14" April. He was an essayist. His book 
Prabandha Prakus was published on 16" December, 
1926. He happens to be the son-in-law of Utkalmani 
Gopabandhu Das. (d. 22.9.1969) 


Sambalpur Hiteisini was published from Bamanda 
Jagannath Ballav Press (the first press of western Orissa) 
on 30" May under the patronage of Raja Basudeb.Sudhal 
Deb. Its annual charge including postage was Rs 2/-. Nilamani 
Vidyaratna was its first editor. It was published for 34 years 
and is the first magazine of the Gadjat area. The regular 
writers of the magazine were : Radhanath Ray, Madhusudan 
Rao, Lala Ram Narayan Ray, Biswanath Kar, Fakir Mohan 
Senapati, Bholanath Samantray, Gobinda Chandra 
Mohapatra, Damodar Kabiratna, Chintamani Mohanty, 
Gangadhar Meher, Chandra Mohan Moharana, Pandit 
Artatran Satapathy. In 1911, an electric machine was added 
to the press. So the press was called Hiteisini Electric 
Machine Press In 1923 the publication of the magazine 
Hitesini was stopped. But the press functioned till 1947 as 
“Electnc Machine Press”. After independence, Government 
of Orissa took over the press management. 


Traverse Survey operation for settlement began in Cuttack, 
Puri and Balasore districts with exceptions of permanently 
settled estates known as Killas providing scale 1linch to 16 
miles. But in large towns 1 inch to 32 miles or 64 miles was 
adopted. The survey was completed in September 1894. 


Victoria theatre was established inside the campus of Madhu 
Babu's bungalow. 
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Madhu Babu got the house and land at Mission road in an 
auction from Mr Chapbek, an Englishman. who became 
insolvent. It was re-auctioned on 4" August 1927, when 
Madhu Babu became the same. 


Shyam Sundar Sen was born in September at Cuttack. He 
was a leading businessman importing cars for rulers in those 
days. He established Cuttack Hotel. (d. Oct 1971) 


‘ Baikunthanath Dey the famous Zamindar of Balasore and 
leader of Orissa integration movement was awarded the title 
‘Raja’ by Government. 


Monthly magazine Asha, a women’s mouthpiece was 
published by Brahmo Samaj with Sadhu Charan Ray as its 
editor. After his death, his wife Reba Ray (1870-1957) 
became its editor. 


Examination was introduced in primary schools under Madras 
presidency. These schools did not have any examinationtill 1888. 
It was made compulsory for admission into the public service 
in respect of all appointments with pay upto Rs 15/- per month. 


Vikram Deb Varma formed “Oriya Society” for the 
upliftment of Oriyas and Oriya language and continued as it 
President till 1903. 


Poet and lyricist Damodar Patnaik of Dhenkanal compiled 
Sangeet Sagar . He compiled Sangeet Sagar in 6 parts 
(Tarang) of different writers and published in the years 1884, 
1890, 1893, 1895, 1900 and 1903. It isa memorable work. 
(see 1896) 


Salur Ghat road in N.H. 43 was completed except Sunki 
bridge which was completed later. 


Poet Braja Mohan Panda was bom in Samnalpur. He was a 
compiler of folk songs and old poems. He wrote Jauban 
Gatha. He was also a social worker, Member of Bihar- 
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Orissa Council and leader of Orissa integration movement 
(d. 13.3.1965) 


The M.E. school at Baripada was upgraded to a High School 
which became full-fledged in 1893. The institution was called 
Mayurbhanja Raj High school. Then in 1951, it was re- 
named as Maharaja Krushna Chandra High School. 


Poet Bhubaneswar Mishra Kabi Ballav was bom on 13" 
July at village Ramachandrapur of Dharakote, Ganjam. He 
wrote a number of books for children and masses. Some of 
his works are: (1) Sisu- mohan fourteen parts (11) Chhatra 
mitra - two parts (111) Raghubansa - two parts (iv) 
Biswabandhu - two parts (v) Sri Harihar Chautisa etc. In 
all 27 numbers of books were published. He was awarded 
Kabiballav title by Madan Mohan Singh Deo, Raja of 
Dharakote (d. 11.8.1964) 


On 14 the August, Lt Governor Colvin Bayley wrote a letter 
to Mahendra Dev, Raja of Athamallik for his generocity 
towards poor people. It reads : 


My dear friend, 


I have been informed by sir John Edgar, my Chief Secretary, whotn I 
deputed to visit Orissa, of the excellent work you have been doing 
in relieving the poor people of your State during this state of scarcity. 
He assures me that your measures have been well conceived and 
effectual and that your personal exertions as wel! as your liberality 
deserve the highest praise I congratulate you most heartily on the 
good example you have set to other chiefs and on the gratification 
which you must feel in having saved the lives of so many of your 
people. I shall not fail to bring your good work to the notice of His 
Excellency the Viceroy, and I wish you to be assured of my own high 
esteem and appreciation of your conduct.

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On 18" August, Poet Narayan Mohan Dey was born at 
Baudpur, Bhadrak. He was an educationist. His literary works 
are Jayanti, Baijayanti, Baramasi, Sahitya O Samalochana 
etc. In 1916, he stood first in M.A. as a private candidate 
from Bihar-Orissa from Calcutta University. (d. 18.10 1963). 


On 8" October, Vaidya Ratna Kaviraj Purna Chandra Rath 
was born at Kanika. His proficiency in Ayurveda brought 
much honour to him. The Governor General awarded him 
the title Vaidya Ratna on 20th Jan. 1938. He is the third 
man to receive the title from Orissa. Gopal Acharya of 
Berhampur is the first, Maguni Brahma the second and lastly 
Balunkeswar Acharya is the fourth person to receive such 
award.Professor Upendra Mishar (b.1917) of Bajpur, 
Khurda has written biography of Vaidya Ratna Kaviraj Purna 
Chandra Rath. (d. 1.5.82) (see 1857, 1882,1929) 

on 30" October Bankanidhi Patnaik was born at Dhenkanal. 
He was an ideal teacher and essayist. He was Headmaster 
of Khurda High School for long 28 years. His collection of 
works with title Banknidhi Rachanabali was published 
by Orissa Sahitya Academy in 1990.(d. 13.5.61) (see 1916) 


On 24*® November Pandit Akuli Mishra was bom in village 
Khandasahi, Cuttack district. In 1914 he founded Cuttack 
Trading Company to publish school books. Utkal Itihas of 
Pandit Krupasindhu Mishra, Gruhalaxmi of Jagabandhu 
Singh were published by Cuttack Trading Company. (d.! 959) 
(see 1903, 1914) . 
Freedom fighter Bihariram Tanti was born at Jharasuguda 
(d. 1973) 

Kunjabehari Pattnaik was born at village Sanagorada of 
Nayagarh district. In 1913 He passe: matriculation 
examination from Ravenshaw Collegiate school in first 
division. He passed B.A. with mathematics in-1918 being 
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second in Nayagarh princely state during Darbar 
administration. He (as Tahasildar) did a lot for the poor people 
by giving vacant lands for agricultural purpose, for which he 
is remembered. Former D.P.I of schools Gopal Ch. Patnaik 
(b. 1924) is his eldest son. (d. Oct. 1936) 


Kaptipada was merged with Mayurbhanyja. It was a separate 
estate before merger. The State of Kaptipada was founded 
by Naga chief Phanimukuta during the rule of Gajapati 
King Kapilendra Deb. After merger with Mayurbhanja, 
Kaptipada was reduced to a mere Sarbarakar’s estate. 


Sir Alexandar Mackenzie K.C.S.I became Lt Governor of 
Bengal and continued till 1895. 


Sambalpur Hiteisini published a news in its publication dated 
23nd April that a Bramhin sold his 8-year old daughter for 
Rs 250/- to an old man of eighty years of age for marriage 
with him, which. Raja Basudeb Sudhal Dev stopped. In 1892, 
Sudah! Dev prohibited the marriage of aged men with young 
girls. In 1903. he prescribed the minimum marriageable age 
of brides & grooms as 12 & 14 years respectively. 


Sub-Divisional Hospital was established at Baliguda. 


Revolutionary and freedom fighter Gobinda Chandra Mishra 
was born at Daspalla on 2™ August. In 1925, he started an 
institution called Gandhi Sevashrama in Mauza Kaitha near 
Champapur, Cuttack district. He was an eye-witness to the 
Kondh rebellion of Daspalla in 1914. On 6® December 1956, 
he was elected to Rajya Sabha. In 1936, he was the only 
Congress candidate who could not be elected to Orissa 
Legislative Assembly. Jatiya Jibanara Atma-viswasa part- 
I written by him, was published in 1940. This was his 
autobiography (d. 14.44.1967) (See 1914. 1936). 


While in Cuttack, Jogesh Chandra Ray observed that Naran 
Badujwe, a prominent man of Cuttack town, creating an 
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organisation called People 5 Association sends big telegrams 
to Lt Governor / Viceroy, stating citizens’ difficulties or 
protests. The interesting part of the telegram is that a small 
gathering of 5 to 10 people would be reflected in his telegram 
“as a gathering of 20 thousand people. In the meeting he is 
President, Chief Speaker etc. All others are only spectators. 


Land Holders’ Association was formed to watch and protect 
the interest of Zamindars and Royats in view of the 
forthcoming settlement in Orissa. 


*Laxminarayan Sahu was bom at Barabati in Balasore town 

on 31 October. He was a freedom fighter, social worker, 
reformer and served the society in many capacities. He was 
awarded Tatwanidhi title after passing an examination on 
Geeta and Vidya Ratna for his proficiency in Bengali 
Janguage. He passed four Master degrees, but could not pass 
in philosophy. He received Padmashri award from the 
President of India. (d.1.08.1963) (see 1955) 


On 20" October litterateur and critic Madan Mohan Patnaik 
was born at Panchagaon. He was a Sub-Deputy collector. 
He happens to be the younger brother of litterateur Padma 
Charan Patnaik. Sudhansu Mohan Patnaik (b. 1923) who 
retired as Chief Secretary of Orissa Goverment, is his second 
son. (d. 8.2.1967) 


Ladu Kishore Singh Mandhata(1 851-89) Raja of Nayagarh 
died at Cuttack. He was noble and kind-hearted. His eldest 
daughter is married at Talcher (mother of Kishore Chandra) 
and second daughter married to R.N. Bhanja Deo, Zamindar 
of Kanika. 

On 15" December, the Madras Government issued orders 
to use Oriya and Telugu in all Dewani and Criminal Courts of 
Ganjam and Koraput. (see 1872). 
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An organization named Sambalpur Hitabandhini, was 
constituted with Fakir Charan Sahani as Secretary with 30 
other members. 


A girl student for the first time passed M.E School 
Examination studying English from Cuttack Town school. 
(Utakl! Dipika, d. 5.4.1890) 


Ratnagiri was visited by Manmohan Chakrabarty for the 
first time who was S.D.O of Jajpur. Thorough excavation 
of Ratnagiri was proposed in December 1896, but it actually 
began in December 1958. The excavation tumed Ratnagiri 
as one of the most important Budhist sites in India. 


Vaishnab Poet Benudhar Patnaik was born at Ranpur. He 
wrote many books on Rasa (Love of Radha and Krishna). 
His significant works are: Linga Purana, Bruhat Brahma 
Purana. His collection of works Benudhar Granthavali 
was published. He is famous as Babaji Vaishnab Charana 
Das. (d. 1961) | 


Celebrated lawyer and educationist Chintamani Acharya was 
born in Purunahat Shasan of Cuttack district. He was V.C. 
of Utkal University. He authored many books and articles in 
magazines. He passed M,A. as the topper from Calcutta 
University in 1917. (d. 1957). 


Howrah - Rourkela - Sambalpur-Bombay - Goilkera- 
Jharsuguda railway line covering 168. 83 Kms. was opened 
to traffic on 1* February. 


Madhusudan Rao joined as Headmaster of Ravenshaw 
Collegiate School on a salary of Rs 150/- per month. He 
was the first Oriya Headmaster of Ravenshaw Collegiate 
School. (see 1853) 


Dr P.K.Parija an educationist, and scientist and the first 
Vice Chancellor of Utkal University was born in village 
Ichhapur under Jagatsinghpur district on 1* April. He stood 
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first in M.E.School examinations whole of Orissa. He 
was awarded ‘Radma Bhusan’ in 1955. (d. 2.6.1978) (See 
1909, 1930,1960) 


John Beames wrote Grammar of Bengali language which 
was taught in I.Sc. classes for a long time. 


Angul was made into a separate scheduled district, under 
Act of XIV of 1874 with Angul and Kondhmal as two 
subdivisions with district headquarters at Angul. (See 1904) 


Utkal Prava a monthly magazine was published under the 

editorship of Chaitanyaprasad Ray by the patronage of 
Maharaja Sriram Chandra Bhania Deo in Apnil. It continued 

for long 32 years. Amitrakshyarz . Chhand (blank verse) was 

used for the first time in this magazine. Chaitanyaprasad 
Ray was Headmaster of Baripada M.E. School. “Utkal 
Prava” published writings of almost all the contemporary 
Oriya writers. “Chilka” by Radhanath Ray, “Rushiprane 
Debabatarana ” (which means descent of God through the 
sages) by Madhsudhan Rao, ‘Bibasini ‘by Ram Sankar Ray, 
“Chaini-nka Chakada” (an anthology) by Gobinda 
Chandra Mohapatra, “Stree-Sikshya”’ by Biswanath Kar, 
“Kapilas ” by Chandra Mohan Moharana, “Mahayatra” 
by Radhanath Ray, “Jarasandha Badha ” by Rudra Narain 
Sarangi, “/ndumati” by Gangadhara Meher are some of 
the most famous works published in the Utkal Prava. Articles 
seemed to dry up after four continuous years of publication. 

In the final and 5th year the ‘Adi parba’, and ‘Sava Parba’ 
chapters of “Mahabharat”, translated from Sanskrit to 
Oriya by Govinda Chandra, were published. (Source: Two 

Pioneers of The Oriya Renaissance by Kailash Mohapatra. 

p 36) 

Gopal Chandra Praharaj passed Entrance Examination. He 
stood third in Calcutta University. (see 1874) 
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M.A. in English was opened in Ravenshaw College. But 
classes remained vacant in successive years from 1894 to 
1900. So in 1903, it was closed. 


Sitanath Roy compiled Utkal Itibruta which was printed in 
Victoria Press (4® edition). This book was based on the facts of 
Madala Panji. His other works are Aitihasik Bhugol, Ganit 
Prabesh, Bhugol Path, Lipimala, Saral Parimiti etc. [His 
widowed daughter Srimati Susila Devi was the only qualified private 
nurse at cuttack during 1918-20. She was staying in a house near 
Amla club which was established by Rai Saheb Raghunath Rao, half 
brother of poet Madhusudan Rao.]} (see 1935) 


Manmohan Chakrabarty, an administrator and historian read an 
article in the Asiatic Society basing on the facts collected from 
copper plates of Gajapati Narasingh Dev-IV (1378 - 1414) 
and the rock inscription of Lingaraj temple. He wrote a 
number of articles and presented them to the Asiatic Society. 
By his efforts many facts on Orissan history came to limelight. 
He was the son of Dwarikanath Chakrabarty, superintendent 
of Cuttack Normal School. (see 1881, 1887, 1898, 1905) 


Jadunath Sanskrut Vidyalaya was established at Talcher. 


Gajapati Press was established by Raja Goura Chandra 
Gajapat in Gajapati palace premises at Paralakhemundi with 
Shyam Sundar Rajguru as its Manager. At this press many 
important books were published. They are: Bhagabata 
Mahatmya by Padmanav Narayan Deb, Bhagabal 
Mahapatal, Prahallad Natak, Sangeeta Ahalya, Dhruba 
Natak, Gourahari Granthabali, Haribandhu Padyabali, 
Kalavati etc. Famous English weekly Ganjam News edited 
by Shyam Sunder Rajguru was published from this press . 


Rusiprane Debabataran, a poem by poet Madhusudan Rao 
being translated into Bengali named ‘Rusichitra’ was 
published in Nabya Bharat. Its criticism was published in 
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the magazine Sadhana (Bengali) in the same year. It was 
highly praised. 

On 20" June, Freedom fighter and writer Dayanidhi Mishra 
was born at Barapalli. He resigned from the post of District 
Inspector of Schools in. 1921 to join in the freedom 
movement. He edited Mukur from 1921 to 1926. He also 
edited Navajuga for some time. His collection of works 
was published. His son educationist Amulya Krushna Mishra 
(1932-2001) passed M.Sc. in Physics being the topper. He 
(Amulya Krushna) got Ph.D in Oriya literature on Salbeg. 
Amulya Krishna died on 26* February, 2002 and Dayanidhi 
died on 28.7.1955. Dr Parsuram Mishra, former V.C of Utkal 
university is his younger brother. (see 1952) 


Paralakhemundi College, established with the help of the 
Raja of Parala, was inaugurated on 9* October by the 
Governor of Madras. 


The Bhuyans of Keonjhar rebelled against.the Raja of 
Keonjhar under the leadership of Dharanidhar Bhuyan. He 
was arrested and sentenced to a term of seven-year simple 
imprisonment. Other twentynine rebel leaders were also 
sentenced to two to three-year R.I. (see 1864) 


For the first time, Sareikala and Kharasuan were made 
feudatory States. In 1914, the chiefs were allowed to adopt 
sons. In 1917, they were given hereditary title of Raja. 


Padmanav Bhanja Raja of Kanika died. It is he who 
transferred his headquarters from Rihagad to Rajkanika. His 
Ranee Krushnapriya published Mahaqjatra of poet Radhanath 
Ray. Rihagad fort was built by its 6® Raja Dibyasingh 
Bhanja.(see 1893, 1896, 1937) 

G. Toynbee took over charge as Commissioner of Orissa 
from C.T Metcalfe. 


Sriram Chandra Bhanja Deo became Ruler of Mayurbhanja 
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after completing college education and donated Rs 35000 to 
develop Ravenshaw College. With this money two double 
storied buildings were built. Now one building is used as 
Radhanath Training College and the other is residence of the 
Headmaster, Ravenshaw Collegiate School. 


Rama Chandra Dev (father of Kishore Chandra Dev) , Raja 
of Talcher died. He wrote Sankshipta Bharat Itihas for 
school children which was taught as a text book on history 
for M.E. school vernacular classes of Orissa for along time. 


1892 Poet Radhanath Ray visited inspected Pur Zilla school on 
11th January. His inspection report : 


I had great pleasure in witnessing the physical exercises of some 
of the senior students whose good example, I am sure, will create 
a taste for manly games amongst the junior ones. Pitabas 
Patnayak deserves credit for the proficiency which he has attained 
in so short a space of time. Other boys. I hope, will try to emulate 
him. I would also advise the Headmaster to establish at lest one 
prize for proficiency in gymnastics and drill in each class. 


As regards drill a beginning has already been made and the 
practice bids fair to be popular. Almost all the teachers take a 
lively interest in school-drill and among them Babus Dibyasingha 
Misra. B.A., Maguni Das and Bhupati Charan Mitra deserve 
prominent mention for the active share they have taken in the 
work. 
The school-house is undergoing repairs and the library is being 
re-arranged. The records are well kept. 
The present Headmaster joined the school in October last. He is 
a good worker himself and a good supervisor of the work of his 
assistants. I have every hope that the school will prosper under 
his management.

Orissa Division 
Morri Memorial Fund, Sambalpur was created by Chief 
Commissioner of Central Province, Nagpur on the collection 
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made by people of Sambalpur. The corpus of the fund was 
Rs 18,000/-. Three scholarships of Rs 90/- each, were given 
to meritorious students to read in the college for two years. 
It was only confined to the students, who passed from 
Sambalpur Zilla School. 


Ram Sankar Ray’s novel Bibasini was published. 


Maharaja Krushna Chandra Gajapati was born on 26* April 
at Paralakhemundi. He was the pioneer to consolidate 
Oriya-spoken areas to be brought under one administration. 
He was Prime Minister of Orissa for two short terms. In 
1992, on the occassion of the birth centenary, a postage stamp 
of one rupees was issued by Postal department. (d. 
25.5.1974) (see 1937) 


A rebellion occurred in Bamanda due to mal- administration 
of Raja and the Dewan. The British Government effected a 
compromise between the Raja and the subjects. 


Playwright Aswini Kumar Ghose (grandson of Gouri Sankar 
Ray) was born at Cuttack. He wrote as many as 25 dramas 
as a prolific writer. He was awarded Natya Ratnakar title 
by Utkal Sahitya Samaj on 7.4.1944. Bhisma is his first 
work staged by students of Ravenshaw College in 1915. 
Oriyas of Calcutta (Prabasi Oriya) awarded him title Natya 
Bharati. He had passed M.A. in Mathematics and worked 
as a Teacher in P.M Academy for some time. (d. 21.5.1962) 


G. Toynbee, the Commissioner of Orissa stated “The 
appointment of a native of Bengal to any post in Orissa, in general, 
is the occasion of outburst of complaints in the news paper by 
which the cry of Orissa for the ‘Uriyas’ is consistently upheld”. 
J.F. Fleet, a historian published Epigraphia Indica, the third 
volume of which contained copper inscription of Somavansi 
Kings which for the first time, voiced against Madala Parji 
and Ganganuvansa Charitam. 
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In the month of June, Orissa circle was created in Education 
Department and Radhanath Ray was made the first Circle 
Inspector. He was in this post till the end of the century. 
After him, Roiter, an English man was posted in this post. 
During this period, there were 13 High Schools both in British 
Orissa and feudatory States of Orissa. There were three 
Deputy Inspectors under this circle. 


Basanta Kumar Das was born on 1% August in village Palasia 
in the district of Medinapur (W.B.). He was a very competent 
teacher. He was Headmaster of Bhaktamadhu Bidyapitha 
and Pyarimohan Academy, Cuttack. He was the first 
Headmaster of Orissa to receive National Award in 1959 
posthmously. Famous Odissi exponent Minati Mishra is his 
daughter. (d. 29.10.58) 


Sriram Chandra Bhanja Deo became Raja of Mayurbhanja 
on 15® August and took over the charge of the State 
administration. He introduced a new tenancy system and 
allowed the tenants’ occupancy right. He also established a 
State Council to hear appeals. The Council Members were 
the Chief of State as President, the Diwan (the State Judge), 
the Superintendent of Police, the State Engineer and two 
non-official gentlemen as members. (see 1903) 


Bidhabara Ekadashi (observance of fasting by a widow) 
written by Nilamani Vidyaratna was published. This was a 
work on sociat reform. 


“Nethersole Trust Fund” was created by the Chief 
Commissioner of Central Province to commemorate Mr 
W. Nethersole, former Settlement Officer of Sambalpur. The 
corpus of the fund was Rs 400/- and one scholarship of Rs 
16/- was given to a student who secured highest percentage 
of marks in Entrance examination, provided the student be 
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of Oriya parentage of Sambalpyr district and must have read 
minimum one year in the High School. i.e. Paar Zilla 
School. 


Jagannath Worship at Puri written by Balaram Mallik sub- 
judge of Cuttack was published. (see 1894) 


Nanda Kishore Das became Dy Commissioner of Angul and 
Kondhamal district. He was awarded with Rai Bahadur titte 
in 1890. (see 1845, 1868) 


The new headquarters of Angul Khas-mahal estate was 
established at Holursinga. The name ‘Angul’ was givento it. 
Previously the capital was Purunagarh, about 13 kilometers 
from the present Angul town on Angul - Tikarapada road. 


A post of ‘Inspector of Schools’ was created for Orissa 
Divn. Poet Radhanath Ray was appointed temporarily as 
such. 


On 8th August Mohan Sunder Dev was born at Puri. He is 
famous for his book Man Bhanjan, Ananda Brundaban, 
Sarad Ras Champu etc. He was the initiator of the first 
Oriya film “Sita Bibah”. In 1918, he established Sriradha 
Kunja Vihari Rasa Party. (d. 11.01.1948) (see 1934) 


Sudhakar Patnaik (a civilian officer) was born at Angul on 
18*® August. He compiled and edited many books of Oriya 
literature. He was the President of Utkal Sahitya Samaj. 
He received Sarala award in 1981. He is the son in law of 
poet Damodar Patnaik (d.26.12.1983) 


The Neela-chakra of Puri Jagannath temple was tilted. This 
Chakra had been fitted in 1694 A.D. A scaffolding for 192 
ft was made for fitting the same. After making necessary 
repairs, the Neel-chakra was fitted. 19 ft high Kalasha stone 
was also repaired for fitting the Chakra. Babaji Saraju Das did 
this work. The amount spent for the work was Rs 1 7,989/- and 
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eight Annas. The committee of repairs which was constituted 
to take up the repairs, thanked Harishchandra Ghose, 
Secretary of the committee for efficiently doing the work. 
(see 1694 A.D) 


Madhu Babu adopted Sailabala. 


According to the census report, there were only 59,363 
weavers in Cuttack, 56,767 in Balasore, and about 19,500 
in Pun, The weavers were still famous for superior type of 
manufacture. But cloth-making in the province did not pay 
dividends in competition with imported goods. Those, who 
were engaged init, lived on the verge of starvation. 

Samuel Ager, Principal, Cuttack College retired and in his 
place N.L. Hallward joined. 


By a notification dated 5” September 1892, the residuary 
jurisdictions exercised by the British Officers in respect of 
criminal cases arising in the States was regularised. The 
notification laid down as follows:- “Every Assistant 
Superintendent of the Tributary Mahals of Orissa should 
exercise the powers of a District Magistrate and of a Court 
of Sessions as described in the Criminal Procedure Code of 
1892. The Superintendent should exercise the powers of a 
Court of Sessions and of a High Court in respect of all the 
cases over which the jurisdiction of a Court of Sessions, was 
exercised by an Assistant Superintendent of the Tributary 
Mathals of Orissa. In exercise of the jurisdiction of a Court of 
Sessions, an Assistant Superintendent might take cognizance 
of any offence as Court of criminal jurisdiction without the 
accused person being committed to him by the Magistrate. A 
trial before Assistant Superintendent in the exercise of the 
jurisdiction of a Court of Sessions might be without a jury of 
assessors”. The effect of this notification was that each 
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Assistant Superintendent had jurisdiction over the whole of 


the Mahals, and he exercised that jurisdiction under orders 


issued from time to time by the Bengal Government. 

Nimai Ch. Das was born in Cuttack district. He established 
a publishing house called Rekha Publishing House. His works 
are Brukshyalata, Odia Sabda Sampada, Sarba Purana 
Sara, Chhatra Lekhaka Bakta, Sankshipta Engraji 
Amarkosh, A Book of Model Letters etc. He is the father 
of poetess Bidyutaprava Debi. (see 1926) 

Dr Isac Samantray was born on 3" November at 
Christianpada of Sambalpur. He was famous for his work 
for eradication of leprosy prevalent in many parts of India, 
in general and Orissa, in particular. (d.29.8.1968) (see 1950, 
1919) 

The citizens of Berhampur met Harihar Mardaraj, Raja of 
Khalikote on 27% January and apprised him of the financial 
crisis of the Native college. The Raja promised them to pay 
Rs 200/- per month. 

A note on Pathani Samant by Joges Chandra Ray and 
Mohinimohan Choudhury when Joges met him along with 
‘Maha Mahopadhaya Mahesh Chandra Nayaratna’ was 
published in Calcutta : 


From what we have seen of the Siddhantadarpana and from 
conservation with the author_of the treatise, Srimat Chandra 
Sekhara Simha of Khandapara, Orissa, we have come to the 
conclusion that men of our ancient astronomers are not yet a 
thing of the past. Chandra Sekhara is a genius, and his treatise, 
a remarkable production. He does not know any language other 
than his mother-tongue Oriya and Sanskrit. His knowledge of 


foreign ideas and thoughts extends to what are given in the 
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primers of geography written for the use of vernacular primary 
schools. He has heard of the theory of the earth's revolution 
round the sun and other broad details of modern western 
astronomy which a school-boy knows, has meditated on those 
questions but has not found reasons for accepting them all as 
true. A chapter in his great work has been devoted to the 
discussions of the constitution of the universe, and it is highly’ 
interesting to note the grasp of intellect and intelligent 


penetration with which he has handled the problem. 


Without the aid of modern accurate astronomical instruments 
and living in a remote corner of Orissa, away from all towns, he 
has, by dint of intellect, solved with success, the multifarious 
problems of Hindu astronomy and it is worthy of remark, has 
been bold enough to apply connections to the constants of the 
Suryyasiddhanta and the Siddhanta Siromani. By constant 
observation of heavenly bodies he has been led to discover 
several errors in the calculated places of planets and has found 
out the amounts of connection that are to be applied to them to 
make the calculated places agree with the observed places. For 
instance, the moon’s age has recently been the subject of much 
controversy, and it is difficult to get two Bengali almanacs 
agreeing with the elapsed period and the duration of a tithi. 
Besides the connection given in the Siddhanta Siromani to be 
applied to the longitude of the moon, Chandra Sekhara applies 
three others to the longitude calculated according to the rules 


given in the Siddhanta Siromani. 


Chandra Sekhara is now about 57 years old; the best part of his 
life has been spent on the observation of the motion of the sun, 


moon and the planets with the help of crudely constructed

apparatus which are limited to thiee or four, one or two wheels 
with 12 spokes which measure the signs of the Zodiac, one for 
measuring trigonometi ical functions, a third wheel with a plumb- 
line dipping into water with the time-honoured copper clepsydra 
to serve the purpose of a sidereal clock, are almost all that he has 
to show in his laboratory Considering the nature of these 
apparatus it 1s really surprising to note the comparatively high 
degree of accuracy with which he has determined the value of 
constants. He 1s a living example of indigenous ingenuity, and 
his researches in the field of Hindu astronomy may wel! be classed 


among those of modern Europe.

A hoard of 573 copper coins (Kusan) was discovered in 
Gurubai salt factory of Manikpatana in Puri district while 
excavating. 


On 1” March Shyam Chandra Tripathy was born in village 
Ramachandrapur in Mayurbhanja district. He passed B.Sc. 
with Physics (Hons) from Presidency College, Calcutta being 
second in the University. He is the first Oriya to be the 
Principal of Ravenshaw college, the first Oriya to be the 
D.P.I of Orissa, first Oriya member in the Federal Public 
Service Commission and the first Oriya to be Chairman 
of Public Service Commission of Rajastan. He passed [.Sc. 
in first class being placed second in rank from Calcutta 
University. He got through the Indian Education Service 
exams. in 1921. (d. 18.08.1951) (see 1938) 
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“Utkal Sanskruti Sadan” (Orissa Cultural House) was 
established at Cuttack on 4® March. On this day Mr Cook, 
Commissioner of Cuttack presided over the inaugural 
ceremony. The members who were present in the meeting, 
were Radhanath Ray, Madhusudan Rao. Jogesh Chandra 
Ray (living in the house at Sahebjada bazar, where the present 
Swaraj Ashram is functiong) District Judge Mr Partizer was 
present in the meeting, who was very enthustic about old 
epics. (see 1937) 


Banamali Ram, the first President of Ranpur Prajamandal 
was born at Ranpur. He is the father of Ramachandra Ram 
who was also a student leader and freedom fighter. (d. 1977) 


John Beames, B.C.S (Bengal Civil Service) retired from 
Government service in the month of March. (d. 24.05.1902) 
(see 1837) 


“Arunoday Press Pustakalaya” was established by 
Bhagabat Prasad Dan at Cuttack. It was closed in 1950. 
Mahabharat written by Sarala Das was printed in this 
press. 


The Viceroy and Governor General of India decided to award 
Maha Mahopadhyay title to Chandra Sekhar Singh Samanta 
on 3" June, on the recommendation of K.G Gupta, Collector 
of Puri and Mahesh Chandra Nayaratna. He was the first 
non-Brahmin to receive such an award from Government. 
Samanta Chandra Sekhar physically received the title on third 
September 1894 in a special Darbar at Cuttack. (see 1835) 


Adhiraj Mohan Senapati was born on 7* July in Malikaspur 
of Balasore district. He was a celebrated teacher and writer 
of many books. He wrote books for children to begin with 
alphabets as per formula of Mr H. Dippie, the D.P.I. of 
Bihar-Orissa Government. He happens to be the grandson 
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of Fakir Mohan Senapati. (son of Lal Mohan Senapati who 
is cousin-nephew of Fakir Mohan) (d. 19.4.1967) (see 1932) 


Nabakale bar was due on the occurrence of double Ashadha 
in the almanac. But the queen Suryamani Pattamahadei did 
not allow its celebration fearing a huge expenditure. After 
elaborate discussions and deliberations, she allowed only Sri- 
anga Phita (renewal of clothes) though previous 
Navakalebars (new incarnations) were held in 1855 and 
1874. 


Freedom fighter Bhagirathi Mohapatra was bom in village 
Chatara of Jagatsinghpur District. He was the Chairman of 
Cuttack Municipality from 1937 to 1940. He is the husband 
of freedom fighter Sarala Devi. (d. 2.8.1975) 


Indradhanu, a casual magazine was published by Cuttack 
Printing Company on 17* August at a cost of two Paisa, 
and continued till 1897. Bijuli, also another casual magazine 
was printed from Bamanda Press being edited by Dasarathi 
Rout (who was doing teachership in Bamanda) on 16” 
September. This magazine was distributed free of cost. The 
publication of Indradhanu supported Bhanja literature, 
whereas Bijuli supported Radhanath Ray. Those who were 
in support of Indradhanu were Gouri Sankar Ray, Gopal 
Ballav Das, Damodar Patnaik, Sudam Charan Nayak, etc. 
and in support of Bijuli were Hola Rama Narayan Ray, 
Nilamani Bidyaratna, Raja Vasudev Sudha! Dev, Biswanath 
Kar, Chandra Mohan Moharana, Dr Rama Krushna Sahoo 
etc. Rivalry continued between the two magazines. Since the 
detractors of Upendra literature were in good official 
positions, the promotion of Babu (uvinda Chandra Patnaik, 
Headmaster of Normal school was held up, as he selected 
some books of Bhanja literature for distribution in his school. 
The scholarship enjoyed by Gopabandhu Das as a student 
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was also stopped and he was debarred from getting the 
prize which was his due for passing the previous year’s 
examination, as he was associated with the Indradhamn. 


Paramananda Acharya was born on 29" August in 
Mayurbhanja district. He was a historian and archaeologist. 
He is the founder and the first editor ‘of Orissa Historical 
Research Journal. He was awarded “Padmashri’ from 
President of India in 1964. (d. 12.4.1971) (see 1259) 


On 16" September, the management of the Native College 
at Khalikote in a meeting presided by A.N.B.. Higgan, 
Collector of Ganjam re-named the college as Khalikote 
College by a resolution. (see 1896) 


On 21* September, Srikarana Bhagirathi Bebarta Patnaik, 
the Raja of Athagarh died. The Raja wanted that his son 
Srinath to be the Raja after him. But late Raja’s brother 
Raghunath Sanasamanta claimed that Srinath was an 
illegitimate son (son from a slave girl Annapurna). After inquiry, 
H.G. Cooke, Superintendent of Tributary Mahals decided 
the case in favour of Raghunath Sanasamanta. 


On é* October, freedom fighter and social activist Lalmohan 
Patnaik was born at Ichhapuram (now in A.P.) of Ganjam. 
He was Speaker of Orissa Assembly from 1946 to 1952. 
He is one of the leaders of Orissa Integration Movement. 
(d.9.2.1956) 


On 26" October, Dwarikanath Chakrabarty (father of 
Manmohan Chakravarty) Superintendent of Cuttack Training 
School retired and in his place Madhusudan Rao joined. 


Second Nayagarh State rising was started at the instigation 
of the Raja of Khandapada. It was suppressed in January 
1895. The ring leader Arjun Paikara was transported for life. 
16 persons were hanged and'the rest were imprisoned for 
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life. Kshetribar Singh. the ex-Dewan was banished from the 
State and his properties were confiscated. The Raja of 
Khandapada was taken to task. In 1897, British Govemment 
ordered him to bear the cost involved in the employment of 
the police forces for suppressing the rising in Nayagarh. 


As per a note of historian Manmohan Chakrabarty written in 
this year, many of the ornaments given to Lord Jagannath in 
1466 A.D. are still in use. 


Poet Gopinath Singhdeo was bom at Ranpur. He literary works 
are Pranaya ballab, Naisadha, Raghubansa, etc. ( d.1956) 


Revolutionary leader Nirmal Munda was born in village 
Amko-Simko near Biramitrapur. ! le was a M.L.A. from Bisra 
constituency in 1957. (d. 2.1.1973) (see1939) 


Ranpur rising was started against the oppressions of the Raja 
to abolish Bethi system (forced labour), payment of Magan 
or free supply of articles and such other illegal payments. 
They also demanded the abolition of the system of payment 
of land revenue in kind. At the advice of the Superintendent 
of Tributary Mahals, the Magistrate of Puri came in March 

1894. He dismissed the Dewan and a total number of 13 
insurgent leaders were imprisoned in the jail at Cuttack. The 
rising was suppressed by the end of 1894. As a result, the 
payment of rent in kind was abolished altogether. But the 
Kondhs continued to pay certain commodities to the Ruler 
as their rent. 


Under the auspices of M.M. Mahesh Chandra Nayaratna 
C.LE (1836-1909) The Jagannath Sunskrut Samiti was 
established at Puri for promotion of Sanskrnit study. Nayaratna 
received C.L.E title in 1881 and Maha Mahopdhyay in 1887. 


Essayist Birupakshya Kar was born at Jajpur. His literary 
works are: Prachina Eitihasika Prabandha Rachand. 
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Sanskrutika Prabandha Rachana, Prachina Utkalara 
Jalajatra etc. (d.1968) 


Cuttack Chandi temple was built by a blind sage who 
collected money by asking donations. Prior to this, there was 
only one thatched house. Later Krishnapriya Mahadevi, 
Rajamata of Kanika constructed Natamandir and kitchen 


' blocks. (see 1896) 


In February, to encourage Sanskrit education, a scheme was 
sanctioned by Government. Annually two examinations would 
be held to lead upto the Sanskrit title examinations. Under 
the guidance of Mahesh Chandra Nayaratna of Bihar Orissa, 
associations were formed for the purpose of organising 
periodical examinations of T.O.L.s for rewarding them, under 
a system of payment, basing on results. The associations sO 
formed were the Jagannath Samiti at Puri and Orissa Sanskrit 
Samiti at Balasore. 


Sanskrit poet Kalicharan Rath was born at Digapahandi, 
Ganjam. (d. 1964) 


Poet Dibyaraj Singh was born at Bamanda. All his poems 
were published in Sambalpur Heteisini. In 1916 his literary 
work Bikas containing thirteen poems was published. The 
other regular writers of the magazine were Ratnakar Sharma 
(b. 1879), Tankadhar Das (1889-1964), Rajiba Lochana 
Das (1883-1943) Narayan Chandra Das (d. 1917), 
Kalicharan Dwibedi (b. 1835), B.C. Majumdar (1861-1942) 
and Damodar Mishra (b.1871). 


In December lyricist Appana Panigrahi alias Andha Appana 
was born in village Nadasandher, (now in A.P) Parala estate. 
He was a renowed musician in Paralakhemundi. When he 
was eight years old, he was blind due to smallpox. He was 
really a gifted child of music (d.3.12.1936) 
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N.N. Banarjee’s Report on Agriculture in the district of 
Cuttack : “The average outturn per acre was 15 to 20 mounds 
of Paddy, which closely corresponded to popular estimate. 
The result of 10 year’s experiments from 1877 to 1887 by 
officers of P.WD. give an average out turn of 19.72 mounds 
of paddy on irrigated and 15.59 mounds on unirrigated land.” 


1894 Jadumani Mangaraj was bom on 1* January at Karilopatna 
under Kendrapada district. He was a freedom fighter and 
social worker. He was Dy Speaker of O.L.A in 1957. In 
1937, he defeated Rai Bahadur Laxmidhar Mohanty and 
returned elected as Member to Orissa Lagislative Assembly 
from Central Kendrapara (General! constituency. (d.2.4.1964) 


Lord Elgin, the Viceroy of India gave new Sanand to 17 
Gadjat Mahals and these Zamindars became Samanta Raja 
(Feaudatory Rajas) on the analogy of 1888 Order of the 
Secretary-of-State. 


Utkal Chikischaka, a monthly magazine, edited by 
Ramkrushna Sahu and printed in Ray Press was published 
with the help of Raghunath Singh, Raja of Nayagarh. 


Utkal Dipika dated 10" March, commented:“The 
Superintendent and his assistants visit the rural areas every year, 
but'they never try to ascertain the attitude of the subjects towards 
administration. They return with content seeing the out-side beauty 
of the village. This is the root cause of all evils. The managers keep 
the kings in good humour, show them some profit and wring the 
necks of the subjects. When the subjects complain, their voices 
vanish into the air”. 

Dy Commissioner Nanda Kishore Das died on 6 Apnil. 
On his death, Mr Cotton, Secretary of Bengal Government 
opined “No Government servant ever devoted himself more 
faithfully to his work and he sacrificed himself to the call of duty.” 
(see 1892). 
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In March, Pandit Lingaraj Mishra was born in village 
Sriramachandrapur of Puri district. He was a freedom fighter 
and associated with The Samaj . He is the first editor of 
Daily‘ Same. He resigned his professorship of government 
of serve the Congress cause. He translated Sanskrit Valmik 
Ramayan into Oriya. He stood first in M.A. in Sanskrit 
and was awarded gold medal in 1919. (d.18.12.1957) (see 
1918). 


Gopabandhu Choudhury was born in village Kheras of 
Cuttack district on 18® May. He was a freedom fighter, 
social worker and writer. He resigned from the post of 
Deputy Collector in February 1921 over differences of 
opinion about flood policy with British Government and 
joined in the freedom movement. He is the son of 
Gokulananda Choudhury. ( d. 29.4.1958) (see 1921,1899) 


Bhudev Mukharji C.LE. Inspector of Schools died at the 
age of 64 years. He retired from Government service in 1885. 
He was a supporter of Oriya cause. He had advised poet 
Radhanath Ray to compose in Oriya language. 


Revolutionary Chakradhar Behera was born on 16® July in 
village Ankpada in Kanika. He wrote Bandira Bilap (Cry of 
a Prisoner) to provoke revolution. His book was confiscated 
later. He was the first matriculate in Kanika. Government 
settlement was done in 1922 with his efforts and the Royats 
got the records of right. In 1937, he became the Member of 
Orissa Legislative Assembly from East Bhadrak Genera! 
Constituency. In 1952, he was also M.L.A for a brief period 
It was an irony of fate that, after independence, the Raja of 
Kanika against whom Chakradhar had fought, got Congress 
ticket and came to Legislative Assembly. (d. 1.1.1973) 


V.V. Giri was born at Berhampur (Ganjam), Orissa on 10" 
August. He was a freedom fighter and trade union leader. He 
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became the 4" President of India on 20.8.1969. He was 
awarded “Bharat Ratna” on the occasion of Silver Jubilee 
of Indian Republic on 26" Jan. 1975. (d. 24.6.1980) 


Rama Chandra Mania was born on 15“ August at 
Gadarengal near Jatni. He was a great artist who worked in 
theatres and films. He first got Odissi dance training in 
Balanga, Puri district. He was awarded “Master” by 
Annapurna theatre for his excellence in acting. On 26 
October 1972, Orissa Sangeeta Nataka Academy honoured 
him. (d.5.2.1978). 


Ram Sankar Ray became the Vice-Chairman of Cuttack 
Municipality. (see1 850) 


An English medium school was started at Bolangir by 
Maharaja Ram Chandra Deo. Later, it became the first 
High School in Bolangir. 


H.Macferson, 1.C.S joined as S.D.O of Khurda. At his 
initiation, Khurda High School was established in 1896. The 
present massive school building was completed in 1925 
and inaugurated by him as Governor of Bihar and Orissa. 
Madhava Mishra M.A. of village Garidi Panchana was the 
first Headmaster of Khurda High School. After some 
years, a hostel building was built and named Gupta Boarding 
after the name of J.N.Gupta, who was S.D.O.of Khurda. The 
revenue village where the school building, hostel and post office 
are situated is called Jajarsingh. Only the the fort area (Fort of 
Rama Chandra Dev-1, 1568-1607) was called Khorada. 


Pandit Binayak Mishra an original thinker and researcher 
was bom at village Narendrapur of Sarankul under Nayagarh 
district. He was Asst Professor in the department of Indian 
Vernacular in Calcutta University. He authored Odiya 
Sahityara Ttihas (History of Oriya literature). Adhunik 
Odiya Sahityara Itihasa (History of Modern Oriya 
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Literature), Odia Bhasara Itihasa, Odia Sahitya Prakash 
etc. (d.5.8.1971) (see 1929) 


Cuttack Printing Company did not agree to publish Sidhanta 
Darpan of Pathani Samanta. Jogesh Chandra Ray wrote : 
“A profit making concern is neither burdened with a 
heart nor troubled with discomfort of patriotism.” 


‘Angul Regulation Act’ was incorporated for Angul district. 
A Deputy Collector was posted as Magistrate and Session 
Judge. Any appeal against the decision of the Judge lay with 
the Political Agent of feudatory States, (see 1891). 


Chandrakala Kavya written by Kavisurya Baladev Rath of 
Jalantar (Later Athagarh, Ganjam) in the first part of 19 
century was first published. 


The printing of Sidhanta Darpan in Devnagari script 
was started in Girish Vidyaratna press, Calcutta and was 
completed in 1899 at the expense of Mahendra Deo, (1846 
- 1901), Raja of Athmalik. It was all at the initiation of Sudam 
Charan Naik Asst. Commissioner of Tributary Mabhals. The 
total printing expenditure was Rs 1250/- Writing of the book 
had been started on 10" April 1869. Mahendra Deo gave 
Rs 1000.00 and the balance was given by Maharaja of 
Mayurbhanja. (see 1893, 1899) 


It is due to the Sanskrit teacher Ghanashyam Mishra, 
Sidhanta Darpan could see the day-light. He shouldered 
the responsible of studying the palm-leaf, attended the 
querries of Jogesh Chandra and proof correction and editing. 
Mahendra Deo, Raja of Athamallik donated five thousand 
Rupees for popularising Ayurvedic education in Orissa and 
one hundred Rupees for the poor students of Cuttack Normal 
School. 
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Freedom fighter Nanda Kishore Das was bom in August at 
Soro in Balasore district. He was the last member of 
Satyabadi Vihar. He wrote his autobiography Mo Jeeban O 
Janjala Kahani. He became Deputy Speaker of Orissa 
Legislative Assembly in 1937 and Speaker in 1952. He 
secured fifth position in Entrance Examination under the 
Patna University (d. 28.6.1986) (see 1928) 


Bali Bhagat died at Cuttack. He was an active participant of 
National Movement and was instrumental in burning a Police 
Thana. 


In October Munsi Mohammad Attahar was appointed as 
the Government Agent in Daspalla. He made settlement of 
lands known as “Padika settiement” which lasted for 15 years. 
It gave a general satisfaction to all classes of people of the 
State. 


‘Cuttack Christian Association’ was founded with Madhu 
Babu as its President to promote the moral and social 
conditions of the native Christian community. 


Niladri Mahodaya first part and Chaupadi Chandrodaya 
were published by Gobinda Rath. 


Kabimanjul Krushna Prasad Basu was born in village 
Kuansarpur of Jajpur on 21* October. He was the originator 
of Biraja Opera in 1928. He wrote a number of lyrics and 
poems. He opened ‘Shyam Sunder Theatre’ in 1923 with 
the help of Bhuyan Bhaskar Chandra Mohapatra. (d. 
16.8.1968). 


Yubraj Biramitrodaya Singh Deo of Sonepur published 
Ratnabali, a play translating into Oriya from the original 
play of Sriharsha. (see 1920, 1922) . 


Magnetic Theatre was founded by Satis Chandra Sarkar 
at Cuttack . Cost of the ticket in three categories was one 
Rupee, eight Annas and four Annas respectively. Only ladies

were to pay eight Annas. The drama was played ‘on 
Wednesday and Saturday. In 1898 this Magnetic Theatre 
was disbanded and Binapani Theatre was established with 
old artistes. 


For massive repair of Puri Jagannath temple, Balaram 
Mallik, Sub-Judge of Cuttack and Government pleader Ray 
Haribalabha Basu Bahadur made an estimate for Rs 
3,08,000.00 and appealed in all India level for donations. 
Stone pillars could not be prepared within 3 months, so iron 
pillars were erected. (Balaram Mallik has writteen a book 
“Jagannath worship at Puri” in English). By the donated 
amount the repairs were taken up and the amount spent was: 


1  Maintemple Rs 59,000.00 
2. Jagamohan and Natya Mandap Rs 19,900.00 
3. Bhoga Mandap Rs 19,000.00 


Bhubaneswar temple also required renovation. It required insert 
stones were existing are destroyed. Priyanatha Chatopadhaya, 
a famous Lawyer of Cuttack was enthustiastic to take up repairs 
but donation was not up to expectation as Lingaraj temple is not 
as famous as Jagannath temple outside Orissa. Further there 
was no communication to Bhubaneswar either by road or train. 


British Government took over the administration of Jurumu 
Dasapalla, a feudatory State due to mismanagement and 
oppression by the ruler. 


Poet Lingaraj Panigrahi was born at Bamanda. He was a 
regular contributor to Sambalpur Heteisini. His complilation 
of poems has been published: Puspanjali (1915), 
Kalikanjali(1919), Nadiya Paita (1919), Bichuati Patra 
(1922) ; play books : Banaharan (1926), Bastra Dana 
(1927) Krushna Janma etc. He also wrote many articles 
such as Santosh, Bhagabata Kothi, Apabayara Phala, 
Bartaman yuga in Hiteisin. 
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1895 Sir Woodbum, the Chief Commissioner of Central Province 
decided on 1 5 January to abolish Oriya language from official 
use in the district of Sambalpur from I“ January 1896. (See 
1903) 


Berhampur Railway Station was constructed. 


Sir Charles Elliot. K.C.S.I assumed office as Lt Governor of 
Bengal and continued till 1898. 


The temple of Venugopal Swami was built at Gopalpur, 
Ganjam on 6® March by one Kendul Nagar Gayagaru. In 
the temple, the deity of Lord Krishna is worshipped along 
with Rukmini and Satyavama instead of Radha. The name of 
the town Gopalpur appears to have been named after the 
deity Venugopal. 

Bhagaban Charan Das wrote Anugolar Bhugol O Itihas. 
This book highlights the history of Anugol, the ex-feudatory 
State (prior to 1848). This book was taught in schools as a 
text book. 


Sir R.C. Dutta (1848-1909) became Commissioner of Orissa 
and continued upto 1897. He was Congress President in the 
year 1899 at Lucknow. He was a Member of the Royal 
Commission. He translated Mahabharat, Ramayan, Vedas, 
into English. 

Berhampur - Palasa Railway line of 74.01 Kms was opened 
totraffic on 1* Apnil. 

Madhu Babu was unanimously elected as President of Utkal 
Sava on 3" May in place of Chaudhury Kasinath Das who 
died. 

On 10" May, a meeting of the citizens of Cuttack under the 
chairmanship of Madhu Babu unanimously passed a 
resolution that all Oriya-speaking tracts should be 
amalgamated. 
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Headquarters hospital was opened at Sundergarh which 
was then known as Suadihi. 

On 13th June a mammoth public meeting was held at 
Sambalpur against the introduction of Hindi in place of Oriya 
in Sambalpur district as the official language. 

On $" July, Dharanidhar Mishra, (b.27.9.1850) the first 
Oriya matriculate of Sambalpur submitted a lengthy 
memorial containing signatures of 2364 persons to Lord Elgin, 
the Viceroy exposing the flimsy arguments of Government 
of Central Province to replace Oriya by Hindi. 
Sankshipta Utkal Avidhan (Dictionary) compiled by 
Jagannath Rao, (younger borther of Madhusudan Rao and 
father of Reba Ray) was published from Cuttack. Its 2™“ 
edition was published in 1915. His another work is 
Prathama Patha for young school boys which was published 
in 1881. 

Nanda Kishore Bal passed Entrance examination as topper 
from the Town High school (now Bhaktamadhu Bidyapitha). 
Bhaktakabi Madhusudan Rao was its Headmaster then. 
Berhampur - Rambha Railway line of 47.54 Kms was opened 
to traffic on 1* September. 

A night school was established at Matiaburuyj, a suburb of 
Calcutta for education of Oriya workers. 

Poet Raghunath Panigrahi was born in village Bendalia near 
Berhampur. He wrote Sati Sabitri, Pranay Parinam, 
Agniparikshya and many prose compositions. A collection 
of his writings was published in 1969. (d. 1972) 

Dharm Geeta written by Amos Sutton was published from 
Mission press. 

C.R. Wilson published his work titled The Early Annals of 
the English in Bengal . It provides valuable information 
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about the topography, administration, religion and social purity 
at that time. 


Professor Karunakar Kar was born in Mulabasant, Cuttack. 
His thesis on Charyageeti speaks of his original research 
and erudition. He is the author of books : Sahitya Darpana 
Tikka, Sankaracharya, Buddhadeva, and Chikitsa 
Kalpadruma, Odiya Sahitya Itihasara Samalochana, 
Ascharya Charjya Chaya etc. He edited Rudra 
Sudhanidhi.(d.1967) (see 1901) 


Gadadhar Padhati written by Gadadhar Rajguru was 
published by Raja of Athamalik. It was edited by Madhusudan 
Tarka Bachaspati. 


Sir Basudeb Sudhal Deb, the Raja of Bamanda handed 
over the postal system of his State which he had introduced 
himself, to Imperial post office of Government of India. 


The eleventh session of Congress was held at Poona with 
Surendranath Banerji as its President . Shyamsunder Rajguru, 
the founder of Utkal Hiteisini Samaj, Paralakhemundi was a 
delegate to the session. (see 1888) 


Sir Basudeb Sudhal Deb, Raja of Bamanda got the title 
K.C.LE from British Government In 1889, he had received 
C.LE title. (CIE :Companion of Indian Empire), (KCIE : 
Knight Commander of Indian Empire). 


H.G. Cooke, the Commissioner of Orissa Divn. gave a 
suggestion for the merger of Sambalpur district, the tributary 
States of Patana, Sonepur, Rairakhol, Bamara, Kalahandi 
and Ganjam district including the estates of Paralakhimidi and 
Ghumsar with Orissa Division. He further reported that 
Oriya- speaking tracts of Madras and Central Province be 
brought to one administration rather than neglecting them as 
minority group. [Paralakhemundi is called Paralakhimidi in 
Andhra area].

Litterateur Ramachandra Acharya was born at Berhampur. 
He wrote near about 100 books. (d. 1934) 


A municipal dispensary was established at Pun, first in a rented 
house. It was shifted to its own building in 1941. 


Nabaghana Chautisa written by Paramananda Das was 
published. Later it was edited and published by Prachi Samiti 
in Chautisa Madhuchakra Part-I]. 


Puri Bar Association was started. 
Bhagabat Geeta written by Biharilal Pandit was published. 


Chakradhar Mohapatra, writer of children’s literature was 
born at Soro, Balasore dist . He retired as Translator from 
Orissa High Court. (d.1966) 


Salt manufacturing units of Orissa were transferred and kept 
under the control of Madras Salt Department. But as there 
was no improvement in salt production, again they came under 
Bengal in 1897. 


Poetess Sulochana Dei was born at Bamanda. Her works 
are: Abakash Manjari, Padmini, Chittabikash, Sabitri, 
Banamalli, Anandalahari etc. She was given the title Kavita 
Manorama for her literary activities by Utkal Sahitya Samaj 
in its 20th annual celebration in 1925. She was the daughter 
of litterateur Dinabandhu Garnaik.(d. 1947) (see 1876) 


Orissa integration leader Iswar Sahoo was born in village 
Lanjipally, Berhampur. He is the first in Ganjam district to 
pass Matriculation in 1913. He was also a Congress leader. 
His literary works are: Chanakya, Parvati, Srikrushana, 
Dharma, Tarunara Swapna, Bhakti Bijnan etc. 


Chhakadi Mohanty, from Bhadrak joined as overseer at 
Baripada (Mayurbhanja State Service). He stood first 
among the students of Survey Schools of Bengal, Bihar 
and Orissa.

1896 Hindi became an Official and Court language in Sambalpur 
from 1* January. (see 1903) 


Sangeet Chudamani, Prem Sagar Champu and Chaturi 
Chautisa composed by Jadunath Singh, Raja of Aul, Cuttack 
district were first published. 


Rambha- Khurda Road Railway line of 99.13 Kms length 
was opened to traffic on 1* March. 


Ananta Padmanav Patnaik was born on 4* April in Ganjam 
district. His book Kabi Samrat Upendra Bhanja, a work 
of criticism was taught in M.A. Class of Utkal University 
for eight years. He was a historian, wniter and critic of many 
books. He received Orissa Sahitya Academy award for the 
above book. (d.16.7.1991) 


On 8* April, Damodar Patnaik, the Manager of Pal-Lahara 
State wrote a patriotic song protesting the introduction of 
Hindi in Sambalpur district. (see 1863, 1901) 


Brajamohan Deo, the Maharaja of Kalahandi was born on 
13® May. He got the Gaddi in 1917 after attaining adult- 
hood. On 3" June 1918, he obtained the title ‘O.B.E’ (Order 
of British Empire). The Raja is the first among all the 
Feudatory States of Orissa to receive nine gun salutes and 
O.B.E. title. (d.11.9.1939) (see 1919,1920) 


Madhusudan Rao, Headmaster of Ravenshaw Collegiate 
School was transferred to Normal School as Headmaster. 
This transfer was done because Madhusudan caned in palm 
of a student who disrespected to Hallward, but the order 
was to cane the student at his buttock after removing the 
pant. 

On 23rd June (night of 22nd June) litterateur Lala 
Ramanarayan Ray died when he was Headmaster of 
Ravenshaw Girls’ School. He was a critic of many books. 
the review of which was published in Sambalpur Heteisini. 
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Parijatmala was written by Sulakshyana Patnaik who is the 
first poetess of Orissa. She is the mother of lyricist Damodar 
Patnaik. (see 1863, 1901) 


On 18" July, Madhu Babu asked a question about alleged 
unsatisfactory results of the Ravenshaw College, Cuttack on 
the Annual Administrative Report of 1894-1895. Mr H.G. 
Cooke. the Commissioner of Orissa, while speaking of the 
Ravenshaw College at Cuttack, made the following remarks: 


“On the 31" March, 1895, there were 59 students on the roll 
against 68 on the corresponding date of the preceding year. At 
the B.A. Examination held in 1894, 29 candidates appeared of 
whom only 7 passed. At the F.A. Examination 5 passed out of 31. 
The result is not at all satisfactory. Though the College had an 
able Principal in Mr Hallward, there appears to be something 
wrong with the institution to account for such poor results. If 
the evil admits of a remedy, 1 would strongly advocate that the 
remedy should be sought for and applied. The College is the 
only institution of the kind of Orissa, which, as a division, is 
admittedly backward in higher education.” 


On 18"* July Madhu Babu asked in Bengal Legislative 
Council on the annual administrative report 1894-95. The 
questions are on alleged inefficiency of the Ravenshaw College 
and Collegiate School. The Hon’ble Mr M.S. Das asked: 


a) [Is the Government aware of the fact that out of 17 boys who 
went up from the Ravenshaw College for the B.A. Examination 
of the Calcutta University in 1893, only 2 passed and at the 
F.A. Examination of the same year only 5 passed out of 40 sent 
up? ” 

b) Is Government aware of the fact that Mr Hallward did not teach 
any subject in the F.A. classes during the years 1893, 1894, and 
1895, though the former Principal, Mr S. Ager, used to do so? 


c) Is the Government aware of the fact that Mr Hallward only 
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taught English in the B.A. classes, and in doing so he taught 


the 3" and 4* year classes together? 


d) Is the Government aware of the fact that out of the boys who 
were sent up from the Ravenshaw College for the B.A. 
Examination in 1892, 1893, and 1894, the largest number fail to 
secure the pass marks in the English language—the subject 
taught by Mr Hallward? 


e) Will the Government be pleased to take such steps as may 
restore the Ravenshaw college and Collegiate School to that 
condition of efficiency which it had before Mr Hallward’s 


appointment as a Principal? 


Khurda Road-Bhubaneswar Railway line of 18.92 Kms was 
opened to traffic on 20" July. 


On first August, the Education Department was re-organized 
and Educational services were divided into two classes, 
superior or subordinate. The superior services consisted of 
all members of the Indian Education Service and the Provincial 
Education Service. The post of D.P.I of Bengal was not 
included in the superior service thus providing freedom to 
the Government to appoint any person to the said post. An 
LE.S officer was on probation for a period of 5 years and 
placed in the scale of Rs 500-50-700/-. 


On 2™ August ideal Headmaster Nrusingh Charan Kanungo 
was born in village Uttarayan, Cuttack District. He passed 
B.A (History Hons.) being first class first and got ‘Radhika 
Sihna’ Gold Medal in 1920 (Second Oriya to receive this medal 
is Prananath Mohanty, 1.A.S. Radhika Sinha is the wife of Vice- 
chancellor Sachinanda Sinha) (d. 25.9 1969) 


An English weekly Ganjam News was published from 
Gajapati Press, Paralakhemundi being edited by Shyam 
Sunder Rajguru. | 
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Rabi Chandra Sai was the first graduate of Patana ‘State. 
When he passed the Entrance Examination, Dalaganjan 
Singh. the Raja of Patana made him sit and move around on 
an elephant as a mark of felicitation. 


Nationalist poet (Jatiya Kavi) Birakishore was born on 23" 
November in village Punang of Jagatsinghpur district. He 
was a writer and freedom fighter. His songs inspired the 
public to Join in the freedom movement. He edited a children’s 
magazine Mo Desh in 1946. A College at Chauliaganja, 
Cuttack is named after him. (d. 28.4.1973). 


Niranjan Patnaik was born in Polasara in Ganjam district on 
24*® November. He was a freedom fighter, and a great leader 
in consolidating Orissa province. His wife Kishorimani 
Devi(d.16.01.1981) and mother-in-law Haimavati Devi also 
took part in freedom struggle. He was in overall charge of 
first Khadi centre which was opened at Kodala 
(Ganjam).He died of Cholera on 15th August 1943. (See 
1885, 1914, 1927, 1919) 


Mathura Bijay Chautisa written by Gopinath was 
published (2™ edition). Later it was edited and published by 
Prachi Samiti in Chautisa Madhuchqakra part - II. 

The M.E.school at Dhenkanal founded in 1868 was upgraded 
toa High School due to initiation of poet Radhanath Ray. It 
is now named as Brajanath Badajena High School. 
Harihar Mardaraj, Raja of Khalikote gifted Rs 1 lakh to 
Khalikote college by a trust deed to solve financial crisis. 
(see 1893) 

Mahajatra, written by Poet Radhanath Ray was published 
by Krushnapriya, the Rajamata of Kanika. It is written in 
blank verse. 


Madhu Babu was elected to Bengal Legislative Council as 
the representative of the municipalities of Orissa and 
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Chhotnagpur. He was the first elected representative of 
Onissa.He joined Bengal Legislative Council on 14th March. 
He was also a Member of the Council during (1900-03), 
and (1908-11). 


Brajabandhu Mishra, as the editor, published a magazine 
Utkal Bandhu from Talcher. Many valuable articles were 
included in it. 


Dakhinatya Bhramana by Sashibhusana Ray was published. 
It is the first published book in Oriya literature on ‘travel’. 
The writings of poet Radhanath Ray on travel literature, the 
first of this kind, were published in the magazine Naba 
Sambada with the titles Phran'unakarira Patra, Talcher 
O Bamanda Bhramana Anubhuti in 1887. On 9th 
December, poet Gangadhar Meher published a review on 
Dhakshinatya Bhramana of Sasibhusan in the magazine 
Utkal Heteisini. 


Bansidhar Dev, second son of Jadunath Dev of Aul estate 
was adopted by Krushnapriya queen of Kanika. A new name 
was given to Bansidhar i.e Rajendra Narayana Bhanja Deo. 
(see 1881, 1893, 1937). 


The East Coast Railway was extended upto Barang from 
Waltair and from Khurda Road to Puri in 1896. The 
construction of the bridges over the Kathjuri and Mahanadi 
took time as the Railway company first wanted to take the 
line via Naraj thus avoiding the bridge over the Kathjuri. 
But the alignment was changed because the Commissioner 
supported the demand of the people of Cuttack to extend 
the Railway line to Cuttack. After the construction of bridges 
over the Kathjuri and the Mahanadi, and over the Rupnarayan 
in Bengal, direct communication between Calcutta and Puri 
was established in 1901. 
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Madan Mohan Dev became Raja of Dharakote. He was 
adopted from Boud Royal family. Poet Swapneswar 
Bidyabhusan of Sambalpur published a translation of Hindi 
Rama Charit Manas in 1927 by the patronage of the Raja. 
The Raja also helped poets Gobinda Rayguru, Bhubaneswar 
Kabichandra of Tilotamadeipur for publication of their 
works. (d. 1937) 


Kokila Devi was born at village at Talapada. She is the 
daughter of Nationalist Bhagabat Prasad Mohapatra, who 
was Member of Legislative Council. In 1916 she married to 
Managovinda Das of Khantapada who died in 1927. She 
along with her sisters joined freedom movement and social 
services. Temple entry by Harijans is most note-worthy work 
of her. Bilasini is one of her literary work. She died of T.B in 
the year 1936. (see 1931) 


Netaji Subas Chandra Bose was born on 23nd January at 
Cuttack. He stood Second in Entrance Examination under 
Calcutta University. He also stood 4* in [.C.S examination 
but he resigned after one year. He became the fifty-first 
President of L.N.C in 1938 at its Haripura session. He was 
the founder - father of Indian National Army and fought 
directly with British Government He died in a plane accident 
on 18 August 1945, while flying from Singapore to Tokyo. 
However, his death continues to be shrouded in mystery and 
disputed till date. He was called ‘Netaji ` after 21.10.1943 
i.e. creation of Ajad Hind Fauj. (see 1916) 


On6 F ebruary Freedom fighter Radhanath Rath was born 
in village Radhanathpur (established by Raja Biswanath Dev 
Varma) of Athagarh State. He was a writer, journalist and 
editor of The Samaj. He was awarded Pudma Bhusan by 
the President of India. Utkal Sahitya Samaj conferred on 
him the title Utkal Ratna. (d.12.2.1998) (see 1968, 1988) 
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Poet and freedom fighter Banchhanidhi Mohanty was born 
on 20" April at Eram. His nationalist songs spread the fire of 
revolution among the people. Utkal Binara Prathama 
Jhankar (1921) and Ditiya Jhunkar were his most popular 
and outstanding works. People of Orissa in thousands were 
singing his popular song Patuar during the freedom 
movement that rent the air and heaven. (d.19.04.1938) 


On Ist June, ideal teacher Dibyasingh Patnaik was born at 
Dahimachhagadia, Khurda. In 1917, he became the topper 
in matriculation examination. in Puri district. He joined as 
Headmaster of Khurda High School in 1951. He, as President 
of Teachers’ Federation, v. as successful in converting ‘C? 
Class High schools to ‘A’ wi°ss. He is the second 
Headmaster from Orissa to receive National Award in 1960. 
(Basanta Kumar Das had received this award in 1959 
posthumously). His son Surasingh Patnaik authored an 
excellent book Madusudan Das, the Pride of the Nation 
after collecting data from archives. Dibyasingh Patnaik died 
at Puri on 6® April 1977. 


Poet Radhanath Ray was awarded Rai-Bahadur title on 22™ 
June on the occasion of Diamond Jubilee of Queen Victoria, 
but he could not attend the Darbar to receive the same. A 
meeting (Ananda Prakash Sabha) was held on 26th June 
at Bamanda to express happiness on this occasion. The 
meeting was presided by Jubaraj Sachidananda Dev. The 
proposal was mooted by Jagadananda Dash and seconded 
by Jalandhar Dev. The proceeding of the meeting was sent 
to the poet. The letter of the Viceroy : 

To Babu Radhanath Ray,

The 22'“ June 1897 

Aluri Sitaram Raju. Resistance Movement leader of 
Malkangiri was born on 4" July. He died in a police firing in 
an encounter on 6.5.1924. 


The first chapter of Chha Mana Athaguntha of Fakir 
Mohan Senapati was published in the October issue of Utkal 
Sahitya under a disguised name “Dhurjati”’. 


Madhu Babu became the first Oriya to visit England. He 
went as a Member of the Bengal Legislative Council. He met 
many leading politicians, administrators and public figures in 
England and thereby for the first time brought to their 
notice the problems of Orissa. 


Utkal Sahitya, a monthly magazine was published by Bagmi 
Biswanath Kar. Until 1900, it was published from another 
press. Later, Utkal Sahitya Press i.e its own press was 
established in 1900. The magazine continued till 1943. (see 
1900, 1864) 

For the first time two girl students took admission in 
Ravenshaw College at Cuttack in July. 

Birsa Munda, a tribal leader of Sundargarh gheraoed the 
Khunti police station on 11*® August with a contingent of 400 
followers. The rebels killed 11 sepoys as revealed from the 
report of the Deputy Commissioner. (see 1875, 1900) 
Ramkrushna Keli Kallol, written by Tripurari Das in the 
last part of 18® Century was published by Gobinda Rath. 
A Special Sub-Jail at Angul was established in this year which 
accommodated all classes of prisoners. Since 1958, it is being 
used as correctional institute for juvenile delinquents. 
Nanda Kishore Bal passed Entrance examination in first 
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division. In the third year of his college education, he 
received Talcher prize, that is a gold medal for securing first 
position in an essay competition on ‘Utkalara Palli Jeeban' 
(Rural life of Orissa). It was sponsored by the Raja of Talcher. 
(see 1898) 


The Bnitishers established a military experimental centre at 
Chandipur of Balasore district for testing of explosives, 


Chakradhar Mishra was born at Dhenkanal. He started the 
first bus service in Orissa on the route from Nuapatna to 
Angul. He was a pioneer of touring cinema and took active 
part in constitution of Homeopathic Board. (d . 9.4.1987). 


Mukunda Deb - III ,Gajapati Raja of Puri took the 
management of Puri Jagannath temple as Superintendent 
after attaining 21 years of age in February. Suryamani 
Pattamahadei relinquished her charge. 


Lyricist Lokanath Patnaik was born. He passed M.A. in 
Philosophy in 1921 from Calcutta University as the topper 
and received gold medal for it. He was conferred the title 
Vidyaratna by Raja of Puri in 1962. His collection of works 
was published. (d. 20.8.1965) 


On 7* August Utkal Dipika published a letter of Madhu 
Babu from England about his visit to T.E. Ravenshaw. Extract: 


I did not know Mr Ravenshaw. I! have never met him in India. He 
had left the country before I returned to Orissa. As I came out of 
the train, a short old man with a grey beard walked up to me, and 
accosting me “Mr. Das?” shook hands as if we had been old 
friends of years. I said “Mr. Ravenshaw, I am sorry you should 
have come all this way. Surely I would have found my way to 
your house”. He replied “But I fee! it my dury to come and meet 
you here”. After a few minutes he said “Excuse me asking this 
question, Are you a genuine Oriya?” I said, “Every drop of blood 
in me was of Oriya origin”. He — I am very fond of your race and 
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1 would talk more freely to an Oriya than to any other man”. 
Ravenshaw spoke in Oriya, offering a cigar. He made searching 
enquiries regarding the disturbances in Keonjhar and Nayagarh. 
The old gentleman has a strong desire to see Orissa once more. 
He offered to go to India in connection with the present famine, 
but his offer was declined by the Government of India. 

Madhu Babu’s letter on Revenue Settlement in Orissa 
published in Utkal Dipika on 27.11.1897 


In this long letter he has described the extinction of the old Oriya 
proprietors in the first quarter of the 19*® century. In conclusion 
he writes : “The revenue settlements under the British government 
reduced the country to a worse condition than she was under the 
Marathas. In laying these lines before the authorities, as well the 
general English public, ! beg them to consider whether the 
treatment which the province received under the British 
Government is calculated to enhance the confidence which the 
people of Orissa have shown to the British nation or to give them 
sufficient motive to continue to be ‘supporters of the Government’, 
as they had hitherto been. 


The British Government will even at this late hour confer a lasting 
boon on the province, put it on the way to material progress and 
make amends for the wrongs done to the people if they make the 
settlement now in progress a permanent one.” 


Poet Bhramarabar Ray was born on 1* November in village 
Bardia of Jagatsinghpur district. His collection of works was 
published in 1971. (d. 15.4.1976) (See 1977). 

On 4*® November, freedom fighter Damodar Sahu was born 
at village Namakhandi of Ganjam district. He is one of the 
leaders of Orissa integration movement. He presided over 
Utkal Sammilani in 1931. (d. 2.8.1962). 

On 9% October social worker Krupasindhu Patnaik was born 
at Olasingh. Khurda. But his work field was at Nayagarh. At 
his initiation in 1958 a Girls’ M.E. School was started. It 
became a Government High School in 1963. He worked as 
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lawyer of the Raja of Nayagarh since 1948. C.P.M. leader 
and ex-M.P Sivaji Patnaik is his son. (d.6.7.1986) 


Saheed Kasti Dakua was born in village Kusubida near 
Nuagan in Nayagarh district. He died in police firing on 16" 
October 1942 during August Revolution. The Police sub- 
inspector who fired the freedom fighter received title Birabar 
and the Police constable Lingaraj Nayak got Dhapada Singh 
title. (See 1942) 


Orissa Art Wares (this name was suggested by Jogesh 
Chandra Ray Bidyanidhi) to produce indigenous filigree 
works was established by Madhu Babu. Its factory was 
located within his own residential campus. 


Government decided that the idea of permanent settlement 
could not be extended to new estates. It was argued that 
land holders in Orissa were not the original descendants of 
the native land holders of the province; hence they deserved 
neither sympathy nor liberal consideration in the matter. Ina 
subsequent memorial, Oriya Land-Lord’s Association prayed 
for a longer term only. But Settlement of 1897 was sanctioned 
for a term of 30 years with effect by 7® September. 


Poet, lyricist and playwright Kalicharan Patnaik was born on 
23'* December at Badamba. He was conferred 
“Kabichandra” title by Raja of Puri. For the first time, he 
brought the Mahari dance in the drama Jayadev ina modern 
drama pendal and in 1944 introduced Gotipua dance in the 
. drama Atibadi Jagannath Das. ( d. 14.7.1978) (see 1938, 
1947,1974 ) 
Vikrama Dev, Raja of Khariar established a permanent drama 
pendal named ‘Vikram Theatres’. He had written nealy 
20 dramas. Some are : Kusum Sundari, Balya Vibah, 
Brudha Vibah, Byavichar Dosa Pradrasana, Ambika Debi, 
Sailabala, Sruhasini Prahasana, Utkal Durdas are a few 
worthy of mention. 
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Report of the Land Revenue Administration of the Lower 
Provinces of Bengal, 1897-98. describes on Bethi (free 
labour) in the feudatory States of Orissa : According to Rath 
Bethi, the cultivators were required to render free service for the 
construction of the Car of Lord Jagannath during the Car festival. 
According to Sadak Bethi, ryots were bound to render free labour 
for months together for construction of roads, tanks, reservoirs or 
any other public buildings of their respective States. According to 
Nahara Bethi, the ryots were forced to render free service for the 
construction and repair of the Rajabati or Naharg (Palace) of their 
ruler. According to Shikar Bethi, the tenants were required to 
accompany the ruler in his hunting expedition without taking any 
wage. 


The system of Bethi brought untold sufferings to the poor tenants. 
The pernicious system of Bethi was physically and morally degrading 
the people. Beggary was a system according to which the ryots were 
required to carry the luggages of the Raja or his officials when they 
were on duty or the officers passing through the State on receipt of 
diet only. Magana was the forced contribution both in cash and kind 
on special occasions such as marriage, thread, ear-boring and 
installation ceremonies, death and birth of any member of the Raj 
family or any socio-religious ceremony of the State. Rasad was the 
free supply of ration to the Raja, his cousins, his officials or his 
troops while camping in the rural areas or passing through the States. 
All these cruel practices broke down the economic back-bone of the 


peasants. 


1898 Balasore - Kharagpur Railway line of 155.70 km was opened 
to traffic. 


Poet Radhanath Ray wrote Vyakaran Prabesa, Vyakarana 
Parichaya and Panikia Bodhini for school students. 


S.A. Hamid called as Charan Kavi was bom on 10" March. 
He wrote nearly 1000 books with subjects ranging from 
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patriotism to untouchability and oppression of rulers and 
Zamindars. ( d. 27.5.1956) 


G Stevenson was appointed as Commissioner of Orissa. He 
was succeeded by E.B. Harris in 1900. 


Raja Narain Bose established Sangeeta Sava, a cultural 
body at Cuttack. 


Ayurved exponent Kamaskhi Prasad Sarma was born at 
Tarala, Srikakulam. To his credit he has written 40 books on 
Ayurved. His other books are, Dakshin Odisa Gaurab, 
Odisar Bichhirnanchal. (d. 1984) 


Laxmikanta Choudhury, Professor of Sanskrit in the 
Ravenshaw College was born at Cuttack. He established 
Utkal Sangeet Samaj, which is the first of such 
organisations to train young artists. (d. 1942) 


Famine Commission appointed in this year recommended 
amendments to the Famine Code of 1883 to pave the ways 
for progressive irrigation works. 


On 11th June, Khauti Bhandar (Consumers? store) the first 
Indian co-operative society was created at the initiation of 
Madhu Babu. Its report was published in Utkal Dipika in 
18th June 1898 issue. 


Nilamani Senapati, one of three 1.C.S (Imperial Civil Service) 
Officers of Orissa was born in village Garedi Panchan of 
Puri district. He joined the I.C.S in 1922 . It is for him the 
estate of Khariar was transferred to Orissa from Raipur 
district of Central Province. 


Famous poet and writer Godabaris Mohapatra was born on 
1* August at Kumarang Shasan of Banpur in Khurda district. 
He was the founder-editor of the fortnightly Niankhunta. 
He is the father-in-law of litterateur Gouri Kumar Brahma. 
(b.20.02.1920) (d. 25.11.1965) 
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Rebati, a revolutionary short story of Fakir Mohan Senapati, 
on orthodox social attitude to female education was 
published. 


Lala Nagendra Kumar Ray was born at Cuttack town on 
31* October. He wrote almost 50 books. He received 
prize Rs 1000/- for his drama Kulinga Vijay. He was 
imprisoned for 2 years for writing an article Nimak Haram 
Fateh Mohammad in his magazine Nirvik. He compiled 
the famous Bibidh Ratna Sangargh (Oriya Encyclopaedia 
with a Short Directory of Orissa) in 1936. (d. 1.1.1979) 
(see 1803, 1805) 


Dr Avinna Chandra Rao, a celebrated Homoeopath and social 
worker was born at Cuttack on 16® November. (d. 
27.5.1976) 


Rajkrushna Bose, a freedom fighter and later Minister in 
Orissa Government was born on 17* November. Under his 
guidance “Rastrabhasa Prachar Samiti” published many 
Hindi books in Orissa. He was the first political prisoner 
in Oriya to be arrested. He died on 9th Junuary 1992. He 
has left a statement which is as follows : 


“There: was severe famine in the districts of Puri and Cuttack in 
1919. In view of raising a group of workers for relief work in the 
famine affected areas, Pandit Gopabandhu, in a meeting of the 
students in the Ravenshaw College, had made a fervent appeal for 
voluntary service for the famine stricken. In response to that call, 50 
to 60 students offered their service for the famine affected people. 
Rajkrushna Bose and Gopal Das expressed their desire to go to the 
affected areas for relief work. While working in those areas they saw 
from close quarters the acute starvation and more miserable condition 
of the affected people. This had impressed on students’ mission for 
service to people affected by hunger and disease. So he decided to 
shift to a medica! career for service to the people. Leaving the 
Ravenshaw college, he joined the Medica! School.” (d. 9.1.1992). 
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Manmohan Chakrabarty, a reputed scholar is the first to 
publish ‘A Systematic History of Oriva Language wand 
Literature ' in the journal of Asiatic Society of Bengal, 1898 
( P 332 to 386). His findings were on the basis of his study 
on Oriya manuscripts available. (see 1891). 


Aparna Devi was born at Birabalabhadrapur near Puri. She 
was a bom poet and a writer of many books of short stories, 
novels and poems. She was awarded the title ‘Kavita 
Kalpalata’. Her literary works are Kabitanjali, Baramasi, 
Debirani, Indumati, Dasa Kuma i Charita, Dasa Kumar 
Charita, Bana Malati, Araya Lalana etc. (d. 23.1.1963) 


Laxmi Jagannath Bachanika was published in Jagannath 
Ballav Press at Bamanda. It was written by Maheswar Bipra 
of 19" century who belonged to Sambalpur area. 


Sir John Woodburn, the Lt Governor of Bengal (1898 - 1902) 
visited Orissa. Under his orders, repair of Brahmeswar, 
Rajarani, Mukteswar and Parasurameswar temples were 
taken up. (see 1900) 


Nanda Kishore Bal received Talcher medal for his prose in 
English Utkalar Palli Jiban. The essay was converted into 
poetry called Palli Chitra. The cost of the book was three 
Annas. It is hus first poetry book which was first published 
in 1900. (see 1897) 


Balabodh Koili, written by Agani Nayak of 19" Century 
was published from Victoria Press. Just like other Koili 
poems, this is full of pathos. 


Gopabandhu Das passed Entrance Examination in first 
division. (see 1877, 1924). 


A Darbar (court) was held at Barabati fort at Cuttack on the 
occasion of visit of the Lt Governor Sir John Woodburn. 
Poet Radhanath Ray wrote his famous satiric poetry Darbar 
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on this occasion. Also Gobinda Rath wrote Laat Darsan 
(Seeing the Governor) on this occasion. (see 1848). 


Freedom fighter and Bhoodan leader Iswarlal Vyas was born 
at Bhojawa of Gujarat. Orissa was his work field. (d. 11.2. 
1969) 


Dr Radha Charan Panda was born in Manjusa(now in A.P). 
He settled at Banapur near Chilika. He was a doctor by 
profession. His book Swasthya Sikshya was taught in 
schools for many years as the only text book. He subscribed 
many articles on different grounds. (1974) 


Orissa Integration leader Sankar Prasad Padhi was bom in 
Apnil in Sambalpur district. His literary work Kamal Kumari 
was published in 1918. He along with Shradhakar Supakar 
wrote “Sambalpur Bhasa Andolan”. He was editor of 
Utkal Sevak during 1920-28. His other works are Chandra 
Sekhar Behera, Karmavira Baikuntha Nath, Trilochan 
Brahma etc. (d.4.5.1982) 


Mardagaji Ray was born in village Amblihana, Gop, Puri 
district. His best work is translation of Jogabasistha 
Ramayan. His other literary works are Sitaraman, 
Ramaranjana, Gundichabije, Patitapaban etc. He was a 
teacher in Satayabadi School when Nilakantha Das was 
Headmaster. His younger brother is Utkal Bhima Padma 
Charana. (d.1987) 


Krupamaya Dev became Raja of Badakhemundi. It is he 
who made generous gifts to Lord Raghunath Jew at Odagaon, 
Nayagarh. One gold plated Kalash out of three placed in 
the top of the temple, is his donation. In his court, famous 
poets such as Madhusudan Tarka-Bachaspati, Markandoya 
Tarka-Panchanan, Nilamani Bidyaratna, Radhakrishna Vaid- 
Ratna, Banamali Kabi-Vallab, Chandra Sekhar Sahitya- 
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Ratnakar, Raghunath Charukabi. Baishnab Kabichandra 
Raiguru were there. (see 1763. 1916) 


1899 The rulers of Sareikala and Kharasuan got Feudatory status 
and in 1917 they got hereditary title. 


Maharaja Purna Chandra Bhanja Deo was born at 
Baripada. He succeeded to Gaddi on 22" February, 1912. 
He established a museum at Khiching and Baripada in 1922 
and 1923 respectively. (d. 21.4.1928) (see 1925) 


Upendra Prasad Mohanty (son of poet Chintamani Mohanty) 
was born on 3" March. As a Headmaster, he received 
President’s award. He is a poet, novelist and essayist. (d. 8® 
July 1979) 


The publication of Sidhanta Darpan was completed. One 
Western Science joumal The Nature, in its 59® volume of 
9® March of 1899 publication, wrote that Professor Jogesh 
Chandra Ray compared Chandra Sekhar writer of Sidhanta 
Darpan with Tycho Brahe. But Chandra Sekhar is more 
meritorious than Tycho, because he is successful in observation 
of complicated astronomy using his own method without the 
modem equipment. In November issue of 1899 the magazine 
Knowledge wrote “ Off all the numerous works on astronomy 
that have been published within the last few years, the 
Sidhanta Darpan is by fair the most extra ordinary and in 
some respects instructive with rude instruments. The author 
has obtained an astonishing degree of accuracy. The work 
enables us to watch as it were one of the astronomer of hoary, 
forgotten antiquity as his work before us today”. [Tycho 
Brahe, a Danish astronomer {1546-1601) was born at 
Kundstrup in a Baltic Prov ince now in Sweden.

ORISSA : 


Abakash Chinta by Pandit Gopabandhu Das was first 
published in Patriot press. 


Essayist Gobinda Tripathy was bom on 13 May in village 
Tadasa Ramahansapur of Puri district. He contributed a 
number of articles on different subjects. He was a Deputy 
Collector under Bihar - Orissa Government. He happens to 
be the son-in-law of Barrister Biswanath Mishra. 
(d.9.9.1962) (see 1925) 


Victoria Diamond Jubilee Public Library building at Baripada 
was constructed. Later the library was re-named as ‘Sriram 
Chandra Pathagar’. 


On 28* June. revolutionary Krushna Mohan Routray was 
born at Tigiria. On 8® September 1942 he was sentenced to 
a penalty of 36 years R.I. which was reduced to 22 years 
and 6 months. 


Ganjam Oriya Hitabadini, a monthly magazine was 
published from Berhampur under the patronage of Rangabhat 
Gunia Sastry. Its editor was Pt Gadadhar Vidyabhusan. But 
later he (Gadadhar) opposed to the amalgamation proposal. 
Rangabhat Gunia Sastry is called “‘Utkal Binod” as he was a 
well - wisher of Orissa. Another sympathizer of Oriya cause 
is Baburao Naidu, a lawyer of Berhampur. He (Gunia Sastry) 
published many Oriya books from his Saraswati Press. He 
established ‘Kabisurya Pathagara’ 


On 10 September, Baishnab Charan Das was born at 
Bankasahi of Bhadrak. He is the.first Oriya to the appointed 
as Deputy S.P in Police Department. He is also the first L.P 
officer of Orissa. He is a poet too. His collection of works 
was published. (d. 8.11.1958) 


Nilakantha Das stood first in Vernacular examination in 
Orissa and received scholarship. (see 1884) 
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Cuttack - Balasore Railway line of 177.69-km was opened 
to traffic. 


A severe famine occurred in Sambalpur district. (Vikram 
Sambat 2055). The figure of mortality touched 74,170 from 
1“ October 1899 to 30" September 1900. The famine is 
locally called Panchabansal Durbhikhya. 


On 21st October, Freedom fighter Gouranga Charan Das 
was born in village Baghalpur under Cuttack district. In the 
Salt Movement of Inchudi of 1930, he took part and was 
imprisoned for one year. He was handicapped (Hata 
Khandi), but this did not obstruct him from his spirit for 
revolutionary activities. (d. 1972) 


Dr H.K.Mahatab was born on 21* November. He was a 
writer, statesman, historian and freedom fighter. His greatest 
credit goes to his role in the merger of princely States. He is 
the first Oriya to be Member of Congress Working 
Committee for two consecutive terms. He received Doctorate 
degree from Andhra University, later from Utkal University 
and Sagar University. (d. 2.1.1987). 


Saheed Laxman Naik a freedom fighter was born at village 
Tentuliguma in Koraput district on 22” November. He was 
tried in a case, convicted and hanged on 29*® March 1943 at 
Berhampur Jail. Government of India issued a 
commemorative postage stamp on him in 1989. (see 1943) 
On 6* September, Antaryami Pati Sarma was born as village 
Ambaguda, Ganjam. His compilation of Bhagabat Gita is a 
highly commendable job. Only the first chapter has been 
published by Berhampur University. His other work is 
Kalyana Kalanidhi. (d. 153. 11 1984) 

Freedom fighter Dibakar Patnaik was boii on 6® October 
in Chikiti of Ganjam district. He died due to a bus accident. 
on Ist March 1976. 
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Maa Rama Devi (nick named Bel) was born on 3" 
December. She happens to be niece of Madhu Babu and 
wife of Gopabandhu Choudhury. She was a freedom fighter 
and social worker. She received Jamunalal Bazaz Award in 
1981. Her daughter Annapurna, who was born on 3.11.1917 
too was a freedom fighter and a social worker. She 
(Annapurna) has written Amrut Anubhav, her autobiography 
which has been pubblished by Sikshasandhan, a voluntary 
organisation in February 2005. (d. 22.7.1985). I 


Freedom fighter and social worker Bhairab Chandra 
Mohapatra was born at village Rasalpur near 
Remuna.(d.2.03.1997). 


On 21* December freedom fighter Gokulananda Mohanty 
was bom in village Kuanspur, Bhadrak. He was in jail during 
1940 and 1942 for freedom movement. From 1948 to 1952 
he became Chairman of Balasore Zilla Board and in 1962 he 
was M.P. (Lok Sabha). (d.4.12.1974) 


On 28"* December Brahman Samiti, a Mess was 
established at Puri at the initiation of Muktiar Ram Chandra 
Das, M.M. Sadasiv Mishra, Biswanath Mohapatra 
Nayaratna at muktiar’s residence in Daitapara Sahi. It was 
registered in 1911. To counter-balance the Brahmana Samiti 
Karana Samiti was founded near Jagannath Balabha Matha 
on Akshya Trutiya day of 1901. The aim of the Karana 
Samiti was to abolish dowry system in marriages of Karana 
girls and to abolish the unwholesome traditions by 
superstitions. {Brahman Samiti was built in a land of 18 Gunths 
purchased by Muktiar Ramachandra Das). Its construction 
started in 1899. 


Cuttack Union Club was established. 


On 1st January, Nrupa Singh, Zamindar of Barpali, and 
Dinabandhu Patnaik, ex-Tahasildar of Kondhamal were 
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awarded Rai Bahadur title. Raja of Sonepur was awarded 
Raj Bahadur title. 


On 10th January, Utkal Sahitya Press was established at 
Balubazar, Cuttack by Biswanath Kar with the financial aid 
of Maharaja Sriram Chandra Bhanja Deo of Mayurbhanja. 
From this year, the monthly magazine Utkal Sahitya was 
published from this press. But from 1897 it was published 
from other presses. In 1927, the press was shifted to its own 
building at Kaligali,Cuttack. (see 1897) 


On 6€* March, a passenger train for the first time ran from 
Cuttack to Kolaghat. To go to Calcutta passengers were to 
go ina ship from Kolaghat. 

A book entitled Gunadarshe by Pandit Buddhinath 
Kavyatirtha Sharma ( born in Sanakhemundi, Ganjam) was 
published from Mayurbhanja State Press. The book contains 
critique on literary works of poet Upendra Bhanja. 
Railway Bridge over river Mahanadi was inaugurated on 9® 
March by Mrs Baket, the wife of the Superintending Engineer 
in-charge of the bridge work. 

Padmashri Krutartha Acharya was born in Sambalpur on 20® 
March. He was a freedom fighter and chief exponent of 
Sambalpuri clothes. ‘Sambalpur Bastralaya’ was established 
by himin 1940-41 at Baragarh. He established a co-operative 
society of weavers at Baragarh on 22™ July 1954.( d.7.5.1979) 


Kuakhai Railway bridge near Cuttack was completed on 31* 
March. Its foundation had been laid on 26® December 1897. 
The cost of the bridge was Rs 14.51 lakh. The period of 
construction and expenditure of three other major bridges 
contemporary to Kuakhai was as follows :— 


1. Mahanadi Bridge Rs 26,88,200, completed in 2 years 
2. Kathajori Bridge Rs 13,55,000, completed in 3 years 
3. Birupa Bridge Rs 6,18,500, completed in 2 years. 
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Nuapada- Parlakhemundi Narrow-Gauge Railway line of 
39.6-2km distance was opened to traffic on 1* April. This 
line was taken over by B.N.R company on 1* January 1902. 


Railway Bridge over river Budhabalanga was opened.’ 


Railway line from Howrah to Puri was opened to traffic in 
April. [The land survey of the permanent way of railway line 
from Puri to Cuttack had been done by Nandakishore 
Patnaik, Amin, maternal grandfather of Prof. and novelist 
Rajkishore Ray]. (see 1914) 


Rama Chandra Mardaraj, Raja of Khalikote was born on 
13* April. He fought for the integration of Oriya-speaking 
tracts to come under one administration. (d. 23.1.1963) (see 
1937) 


On 12" May, freedom fighter and social worker 
Ghanashyam Panigrahi was born at Sambalpur. 
(d.13.11.1965) 


In 6th June, famous social activist and teacher Ananta Rath 
was bom at village Dia near Nirakarapur. Due to his initiation 
the M.E.school at Bolagarh was upgraded to High School. 
By persuading Khetrabasi Routaray, a local businessman he 
was able to start M.E. School, High School and Science 
College at Nirakarpur. A Girls’ High School at Sankhatras 
was also started by him. 

Christian Hospital, Berhampur (Ganjam) was established. 
Viswanath Baba, a prominent Alekh Guru was born (C. 
1900). He wrote many books on Alekh Dharma such as: 
Satya Mahima Dharma Itihasa, Satya Mahima 
Tatwasara, Mahima Dharma Darsan, and many “‘ Bhajan’ 
books. He is praise-worthy to spread the ‘Dharma’ even to 
far places i.e beyond Orissa. 


Aminul Islam was born at Cuttack on 5* August. He founded 
Kohinoor Press in 1935. His death was mourned by “Mukti 
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Mandap Sava” of Lord Jagannath temple at Puri, which is a 
rare phenomenon in its history. He opened a Trust with 
Jagannath Mukti Mandap Sava to help the poor Hindu boys. 
He boldly brought out an Oriya *‘ Panchanga’ in 1935 for 
the first time under the name and style of ‘Orissa Kohinoor 
Press Panjika’. On 9" September 1991, a premier literary 
and cultural association ‘Chinta-o-Chetana' conferred a 
posthumous award and the title of ‘Padma Kesar?’ on Aminul 
Islam in recognition of the distinguished services rendered by 
him to the cause of National Integration. (d. 10.8.1985) 


Prem Manjari written by Chandra Sekhar Bhanja, Raja of 
Boud (1803 -38) was published from Jagdish Press, Boud. 


Nityananda Kanungo(son of Ri Bahadur Balamukunda 
Kanungo) was born at Balikuda, Jagatsinghpur on 4" 
November. He was a freedom fighter and later became 
Minister and Governor. (d. 2.8.1988) 

From 1885 to this year 14 delegates from Orissa attended 
the annual session of AICC. They are: 1. Raja Baikunthanath 
Dey 2. Madhu Babu 3. Gourr Sankar Ray 4. Shyama Sundar 
Rajguru 5. Fakir Mohan Senapati 6. Bhagabat Prasad 
Mohapatra 7. Prince Padmanav Narayan Dev. 8. Jagamoharr 
Lal 9. Ram Sankar Ray 10. Dharanidhar Mishra 11. 
Baikunthanath Pujari and three others. 

Sakuntala Chhanda , written by Balaram Kesari of 
Darpan in the district of undivided Cuttack was published 
by Gobinda Rath.(In the published book Ananta Rath was 
mentioned as the writer). 


In the issue of Utkal Dipika dated 1.9.1900, on the column 
“[etter to the editor” Dipika wrote in the name of fox populi, 
on Maharaja of Athamallik about his benevolence: 


“But we have very great pleasure in placing before your readers, 
an account of benevolence, truly worthy of the name. The 
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Maharajah of Athumullick, who is well known to be before’ 
everything, a great benevolent prince, has been making strenuous 
efforts to ward off much of the evil, which a famine brings in its 
train. The famished people of his own Mehal, surround his 
residence at all hours of the day and all obtain the help which 
they look for. Not only that, even people from the other affected 
Mehals has been receiving similar kindly treatment at his hands. 
We have news from reliable source that the Maharajah himself 
goes about visiting the poor and distributing alms. The 
Maharajah’s income is comparatively speaking, small; but he 
has put into requisition all his resources, has almost exhausted 
them, and has gone the length of taking a loan of some thousands 
of rupees from Government. 


It is a matter of deep regret that such service, in the cause of 
humanity, whose value can hardly be overestimated, seems to 
go unrecognized. The Maharajah is a Maharajah in the proper 
sense of the word and is the mode! up to our minor Rajahs. We 
cannot but heartily congratulate the Maharajah on his 
disinterested efforts to save hunfan lives, sent within an inch of 
death by the want of sufficient rations. We believe the public 
will give to the Maharajah his deserts or at least, thanks, which, 
one great poet calls, ‘the easiest and readiest recompense’ and 
our trust is that you will also use your influence in the same 
direction. Cuttack, August, 27* 1900.” 


On 21° October freedom fighter Narayan Birabar Samanta 
was bom at Paradipgarh. While he was reading in Ravenshaw 
College, he was the first college student in the country to 
quit education and join in National Movement. He was a 
Member of Bihar-Orissa Council in 1924-25 and also 
member of Orissa Legislature Assembly for two terms. 


Balakrushna Mohanty writer of as many as 40 song dramas 
(Gitinatya) was bom in village Palasola, Jagatsinghpur. In 
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1921, he himself formed ‘Jayadurga Natyamandali ' in his 
village Palasola for staging of his dramas. His collection of 
works was published. (d. 30.3.1958) 


Lord Curzon, the Governor General and Viceroy of India 
visited Puri, Bhubaneswar and Cuttack on 26* December. 
He was the first Viceroy to visit Orissa. 


Sir John Woodburn, the Lt Governor of Bengal (1898 - 1902) 
visited Bhubaneswar for the second time in the company of 
Lord Curzon, Viceroy of India. After his second visit the 
repairs of the subsidiary temples in the compound of 
Mukteswar, Brahmeswar temple were taken up. At this 
time, the Mukteswar Toran (Gate), Sita Kunda and 
Marichi Kunda were also repaired. In his third visit in August 
1902, the Kalasa on the top of the Lingaraj temple and its 
subsidiary temples were repaired . Also Hati Gumpha, 
Ganesa Gumpha and some other caves in Khandagiri and 
Udyagini hills were repaired. (see 1898) 


Abhijnan Sakuntalam, a Sanskrit verse of Kalidas was 
translated into Oriya by Yubraj Biramitradoya Singh, Sonepur 
and published. His further translations of Vikromorbasi, 
Uttara Ramacharita were published in 1910 and 1928 
respectively. 

Poet and Critic Chandra Sekhar Mishra, a teacher of Cuttack 
Mission School, was born at Athagarh of Cuttack district. 
He was editor of Utkal Sahitya from 1948 to 1953. (d. 
12.4.1986) 


Poet Radhanath Ray become Inspector of Schools, Orissa 
and was transferred to Burdwan. From 1877 when he was 
Joint Inspector of Schools of Orissa, being the sole Head of 
Department of Education, the student strength was 39,564 
whereas in 1900 it swelled up to 1,38,525. 
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Sir Basudeb Sudhal Dev. Raja of Bamara visited Cuttack. 
He paid Rs 40/- per month for four years so that the town 
M.E. School was upgraded to Town Victoria High School. 
The request was made to him by Sashibhusana Ray and 
Madhusudhan Rao. 


An exhibition was held at Calcutta. The utensils of Balpara 
trading village of Daspalla State secured for their maker, a 
medal. The Balpara trading village produced annually a 
large number of bell-metal utensils and exported them to 
various places. The design and finishing of these utensils and 
specially the curved works on them were indeed admirably 
elegant and found a lucrative market in British districts. 
Considering their workmanship, the price, which the artisans, 
locally called Kansaries, charged was not very high. Also in 
an exhibition held at Angul in 1904, and at Jajpur in 1905, 
the first prize was awarded to Balpara trading village of 


Daspalla. 
Poet, Novelist and Essayist Chandra Sekhar Mishra was born 
at Radhanathpur, Athagarh. (d.12.4.1986) 


1901 Litterateur Bichhanda Charan Patnaik was born at village Janla, 


Bhubaneswar on 21* January. He became an exponent of 
Bhanja literature in Orissa and founded ‘Kalinga Bharati’, 
a literary organisation . He established “‘Utkal Chhatra Samaj” 
on 16th May 1944. His works are Bhabini Bhabana, 
Vanjaprava, Odia Sahityar Itihas, Kabita Kumuda etc. He 
edited Gouracharan Granthabali. On 20th April 1975 his 
portrait has been unvailed at Sriramchandra Bhawan. A short 
biography on Bichhanda Charan has been written by his 
daughter Rajalaxmi Mohanty (b.1948) and has been published 
in 2002.{[His elder brother Padmacharan Patnaik (Not poet 
Padmacharan Patnaik) was headmaster of Ravenshaw Collegiate 
school for many years. He authored Hindu Achar Bichaar, Odiyanka 


Khadya O Swathaya] (d. 14.1.1961) (see 1943) 
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On 25th January Poet Golak Chandra Pradhan was born at 
Asureswar. He is famous for his book Indurekha written in 
Bhanja style. This book was recommended by the Utkal 
Sahitya Samaj and so, the Raja of Boud bore the full cost of 
printing. Gopal Chandra Praharaj wrote a preface note to 
the book. Kishore Chandra Dev, Raja of Athamallik awarded 
him a title Ditiya Bhanja in a special Darbar. His other 
compositions are Satyabhama, Arjun Dakshina, Sri 
Raghunath, Tulasivilas, Debakuta Kavya, Yoga Darpan 
(Prose) and Mahapurusa Arakshita Das etc. (d. 
27.12.1997). 


The 17* Session of AICC was held at Calcutta with Dinshaw 
E. Wacha as its President. From Utkal Sava, Hon’ble M.S. 
Das , Babu Janakinath Bose, Babu Haricharan Banurjya, 
Babu Biswanath Singh, Babu Nimai Charan Mitra, Babu 
Ram Sankar Ray, Yusuf Ahmmed Maulana and Babu 
Jagamohan Lal attended the meeting. 


Poetess Kuntala Kumari Sabat was born on 8® February at 
Pipili, Puri. Her literary works are unique. Her works are 
Bhranti, Naa-Tundi, Parasmani, Kalibohu, Raghu 
Arakhit, Sphuling, Archana, Uchhwas, Prem Chintamani 
etc. (d.22.8.1938) (see 1921,1930) 


Upendra Kishore Das [son of Rajkishore Das and grandson 
of Nanda Kishore Das] a short story writer was born on 21* 
February. He was the adopted son of Gopal Ballav Das, the 
younger brother of Madhu Babu. Upendra Kisore married 
literaryUrmilla Devi younger sister of Sarala Devi. He is 
famous for his novel Mala Janha which was made. a 
film.Cinema Mala Janha was released on 10th February 
1965 at Pravat Cinema, Cuttack. Mala Janha was published 
in 1928. Gopal Chhotray wrote the dramatic script of this 
novel in 1960. (d.20.4.1972) (see 1904, 1845, 1948,) 
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On 25" February, Harihar Mardaraj. Raja of Khalikote 
called a meeting at his Ramva Palace. Five hundred delegates 
attended the meeting. It was proposed to integrate Oriya- 
speaking tracts under one administration, 


On 26* February, Raghunath Rao (half brother of Bhaktakabi 
Madhusudan Rao) sent a letter to the Editor, Utkal Dipika 
from Athamallik under the head “letters to the editor”. The 
letter reads : On the memory of Queen Victoria (d.1901) the Raja of 
Athamalik has agreed to construct a pucca Kunda around the hot 
spring of Deuljhari. He also promised to upgrade the existing M.V. 
School of Athamalik to a Middle English School naming it after 
Queen Victoria. For this reason he has built a school building at a 
cost of Rs 2000/-; further he has decided an indoor ward to the 
existing hospital. 

On 26® February, Sambalpur Hiteisin published a news 
item to restore Oriya in place of Hindi in Sambalpur district. 
Some extract: “From linguistic, educational and historical stand 
points, Oriya must be allowed to remain unmolested in this district, 
the manifest policy of the Government every where being to retain 
that as court language of a place which is spoken by the majority.” 
Pandit Banambar Acharya was born at Sisua, near 
Bentakara, Cuttack district on 21% March. He was a 
researcher, essayist and compiler of literary works. In 1946, 
he edited. Bhanja Mahodayam of Nilakantha Mishra in 
Oriya script, which was originally a Sanskrit text. While he 
was working under the Feudatory State of Keonjhar from 
1932 to 44, he established Balabhadra Narayan Hostel with 
the patronage of the Raja which was the First hostel of the 
college. ( d. 28® August 1978). (see1648 ) 

In the month of April, Sashibhushana Ray constructed a Dak- 
bungalow (Nivruta Nilaya) in the isles of Dhabaleswar in 
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river Mahanadi near Choudwar. He cleared the jungles, made 
footpaths and steps. At that time there were only two Siva 
temples built by Gajapati Prataparudra Dev (1497-1534). 
In the evening, the priests were going out of the isles to the 
nearby villages after ‘Puja’. Sashibushana wrote here 
Dhabaleswar Stotra. Raja Surapratap of Dhenkanal had 
been to ‘Nivruta Nilay’ on 8th November 1916. His 
Comments 


To-day (the 8® November 1916) being the sacred ‘Baraosa’ 
festival day at Dhabaleswar, I had to come here with family for a 
‘Darsan’and we had to spend a few hours in the afternoon at the 
Nivruta Nilaya. We really enjoyed the charm of the Nilaya, a 
peaceful cottage with the sublime mottoes of the late poet of 
Orissa, Rai Radhanath, hung up in the walls really to impart 
lively impressions on the visitor’s mind. The so-called cottage is 
very appropriately represented by the nomenclature given to its 
words. I cannot express what comforts and peace we felt here 
due to the attention lavished on us by the owner of the Nilaya 
who deserves our sincerest thanks for all his cordial care and 
troubles on our account. Indeed we carry a pleasant memory 
which will ever remain green in our minds.

Utkal Dipika, in its issue dated 6 April published protest 
of Rai Bahadur Rajkishore Das, Manager of Jagannath 
temple; “ Lord Curzon, the Governor General waited at the lion gate 
for permission to enter into the temple of Lord Lingaraj, whereas 
Kalapahada could forcibly enter into the temple and brutally destroy 
the glorious architectural monuments. We surrender against might”. 
In July, five leaders of Sambalpur namely Balabhadra 
Supakar, Bihari Das Mahant, Braja Mohan Patnaik, Madan 
Mohan Mishra (d.1910) and Sripati Mishra went to Nagpur 
and met Andrew Fraser, the Chief Commissioner of Central 
Province to re-introduce Oriya language in Sambalpur 
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Courts. They also went to Shimla to meet the Governor 
General, but could not meet him as he was busy for the 
conference of Educaion Council(Sikshya Samiti). They met 
H.A. Crome, Secretary of Andrew Fraser who told that Mr 
Fraser would visit Sambalpur very shortly. 


Krupasindhu Narendra Dev was born in the Royal family of 
Mahun. He was the founder of the weekly Naveen and daily 
Pravat. 


Sulakshyana Patnaik the first woman poet of Orissa died 
at Tigiria. Her composition Parijatamala was first 
published in 1896 from Cuttack Printing Company. Her 
other literary works are Dinabandhu Koili and Janan 
Malika. Parijatamala was republished in 1989 by her 
grandson Suryanarayan Patnaik. She is the mother of lyricist 
Damodar Patnaik.(b.1812) (see 1896, 1863) 


Sir Andrew Fraser, the Chief Commissioner of Central 
Province visited Sambalpur in July. Prominent persons of the 
district met him and demanded that if it was thought impossible 
to have Oriya as the language of one Central Province’s 
district they would prefér to be transferred to Orissa . The 
Chief Commissioner recommended in the same year, ina 
dispatch to the Government of India, for the separation of 
Sambalpur. 


On 2™ July Kalindi Charan Panigrahi a celebrated writer 
was born at village Biswanathpur of Puri district. His 
literatures are Matira Manisa, Luhar Manisa etc. (d. 
25.5.1991) (see 1971) 


Banikantha Nimai Charan Harichandan a great devotional 
singer was born on 9* July at Kendrapara. He received Gold 
Medal from Utkal Sangeet Samaj for having stood first in 
song competition in 1933. He received Padmashri award in 
1976. In 1933, his first song was recorded by H.M.V 
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company. In 1943, he was awarded Banikantha title by 
H.M.V Gramophone Company. (d. 20.7.1983) 


Artist Bimbadhar Varma was born in village Kusupur in 
undivided Cuttack district on 21" August.He was a Bachelor 
(d.23.12.1953). 


Town M.E. School at Cuttack was converted to a High 
School and named as Town Victoria High School. For this, 
Raja of Athamalik donated Rs 300 for books and promised 
to supply wooden rafters required for the construction of the 
school building. Raja of Hindol donated Rs 50/-.Originally 
in 1889, Town School had been upgraded to a High School, 
but could be maintained due to financial stringency. The High 
School was re-named as Bhaktamadhu Vidyapitha on 
16.10.1947 [The managing committe had decided that a Brahmo 
need be a Headmaster of the High school]. (see 1881, 1911) 


On 5 October, Andrew Fraser sent his comments to Lord 
Curzon on the language problem of Sambalpur. Some extract: 
“What I am convinced of is this, that Oriya and not Hindi 
ought to be the court language of Sambalpur and that in that 
case Sambalpur ought to be joined with Orissa to which it 
really belongs.” 


On 29th September Historian Siva Prasad Das was born in 
village Rohinia near Baragarh, Sambalpur. His works are 
Sambalpur Itihas, Glories of ancient Orissa, Rajaput 
Gaurav, Mirabai, Amadeshara Bibhaba, Srimad 
Bhagabatgita, Budha etc. and many history books for 
schools and college students. Altogether, he has written 28 
books. He was Headmaster of Sambalpur Zilla school and 
Dhenkanal Brajanath Badajena High School. (d.24.05.1976) 


Nabakrushna Choudhury was born at Cuttack on 23" 
November. He was a freedom fighter, who later became the 
Chief Minister of Orissa from April 1950 to October 1956. 
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He established Alakasram on 23.2.1922. He is the son of 
Gokulanand Choudhury, a leader of Utkal Union Conference. 
(d.23.6.1984) 


Janakinath Bose (father of Subas Chandra Bose ) became 
the first non-official Chairman of Cuttack Municipality. 


Ideal teacher and writer Kalia Panigrahi was born at Manjusa 
(A.P.) (d. 23.3.1973) 


Prahallad Nataka by prince Padmanav Narayan Dev was 
published from Gajapati Press, Paralakhemundi. 


Sub Divisional Hospitals at Chhatrapur and Russelkonda 
were established. 


M.M. Hara Prasad Sastry of Bengal traced at Nepal Royal 
Library, a collection of Buddhist verses, some of which were 
written by Oriya ‘Sidhacharyas’. It is acclaimed as the first 
written form of Oriya literature. He edited and published 
that collection in the name of Baudhagan O Doha in 1910. 
He assigned 8" to 12" century A.D. as the date of 
composition of the verses which were written by 84 
‘Buddhist’ monks. Out of these 84 monks, some are also 
Oriya poets from Orissa like Leuipada, Kanhupad, 
Sabaripad, Darikapad etc. Some more of these 
‘Sidhacharyas’ are believed to have belonged to Orissa where 
the Buddhist Tantric Cult flourished by that time. Having 
claimed in a thesis the Baudahgan O Doha as an embodiment 
of the old treasures of Oriya literature, Karunakar Kar, a 
prominent educationist was awarded a, prestigious Doctorate 
degree in 1949. The title of his thesis was Ascharya 
Charjachaya. (see 1895) 


Katha Lahari a book containing 25 folk tales of Orissa 
collected by a Karan lady was published by Raghabananda 
Das from Gajapati Press, Paralakhemundi. It is the first of 
this kind. 
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In the State of Athagarhe the existing Middle Vernacular 
school was upgraded to a Minor school . In 1916, it was 
raised to a Secondary school starting from 8" class. The 
school was named Ramsay Secondary School after the name 
of L. E. B. Cobden Ramsay, the Political Agent . This 
Secondary school was upgraded to a High School and named 
Gorge V High School in 1937 by Radhanath Bebarta who 
became Raja in 1932. Again on 27” December 1947 the 
High school was renamed as Viswanath Bidyapitha. 


98 students appeared the Entrance Examination under 
Calcutta University. The number of students of different 
schools from where they passed are as follows:- Cuttack 
Collegiate School 21, Mission School 14, P. M. Academy 
7, Jajpur High School 3, Kendrapara High School 7, Bhadrak 
High School 6, Pun Zilla School 7, Khurda High School 3, 
Mayurbhanja High School 5, Dhenkanal High School 6, 
Sambalpur High School 7. In all, 98 students came out 
successful. Beyond this, 15 private students appeared the 
examination. 

On 4* October, litterateur Sridhar Das was bom at Banapur. 
To his credit, he wrote more than 120 books, which included 
poetry, essays, and lexicons. He translated a number of 
foreign classic books into Oriya for school boys. He passed 
matriculation examination being topper from Patna University 
in 1922. Famous writer Jagannath Prasad Das in his son 
Jagannath Prasad worked for some time in Indian 
administrative service in Orissa cadre. (24.4.1988) 


A Committee of Educational Experts appointed in 1898 finally 
elaborated a system of education, which is generally known 
as ‘Vernacular scheme, 1901’. It included a method of 
Kindergarten based on the everyday experience of village 
life making use of such articles which might be found even in 
the remote hamlets. 
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Litterateur Pandit Bhubneswar Mishra was born at vill - 
Birapurusottampur, Puri. His literary works are Pratijna, 
Bhabani, Balidhara etc, and many school books. He was 
also a freedom fighter. He is the grandfather of Rupa Mishra 
who is an L.A.S. topper in 2003. (d. 1969) (see 2004) 


1902 On February 15 social reformist and freedom fighter 
Harekrushna Biswal was born at Balikuda. He is called 
Balikuda Gandhi. In 1930, he founded “Gandhi Udyoga 
Mandira” which was formally inaugurated by Biswanath Das, 
Prime-Minister of Orissa in 1939. Dr Prativa Ray, well- 
known litterateur composed a novel Uttar Marg projecting 
Biswal in the main character. (d. 6.10.1995) 


Oriya, as a separate language, was included in Calcutta 
University in F.A. and B.A. classes. 


Sivanarayan Deo, younger brother of Veer Vikram (1907- 
11), Raja of Khariar first published Radhanath 
Granthavali (Collections of Poet Radhanath Ray) on 13" 
Apnil. 

Oriya language was restored in Sambalpur to be used in 
Courts vide Government order no. 207 dt. 18.6.1902. (see 
1903) 

The work of conservation of the Konark temple was started. 
Nilamani Vidyaratna published and edited a magazine 
Prajabandhu on 25 June with the patronage of Harihar 
Mardara]j. 

Jogesh Chandra Ray wrote four articles on Chandra Sekhar 
Singh Samanta which were published in Indian Nation on 
August 11%, 18®, 25* and September 1*, 

Chhamana Athaguntha, a novel of Fakir Mohan Senapati 
was first published in a book form from Utkal Sahitya 
Press. From 1897 it was published in Utkal Sahitya serially 
in a disguised name of ‘Dhurjati’. (see 1843) 
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Bhakti Sangeeta written by Bhagirathi Sathia was published. 
(see 1844) 


Mission Training School at Cuttack was established. In 1909. 
a senior class was attached. In 1965, this became a Secondary 
Training school for women. 


Madras Infantry which was in Cuttack since long at 
Cantonment Road shifted to Madras. There are 12 stones 
called Bar Pathar in that area where the infantry was located. 


As per Shimla Conference Resolution, Government of 
Bengal evolved a scheme by which 10 numbers of Guru 
Training Schools were established in Orissa, one school for 
each sub-division. 


Freedom fighter and social activist Nrusingh Guru was born 
at village Gurupali of Sambalpur district. He is called Gandhiji 
of Western Orissa. (d 3.1.1984) 

Historian Ghanashyam Das was born at Sambalpur. His 
important work is Mahima Dharma Pratipadak 
Prabandha. He is one of founders of Prachi Samiti. His 
younger daughter is the first Oriya lady Electronic Engineer, 
who is married to Rabinarayan Mohapatra, IPS. (see 1932) 
Angul Survey School was established specially intended to 
teach surveying to the sons of Sarvarakars (village level 
revenue collectors). In between 1902 and 1907, 38 students 
passed out from the school. 


Freedom fighter and social worker Uma Charan Patnaik 
was born at Badagada, Soroda on 19 October. He took 
active role for Gopalpur Port and Engineering School at 
Berhampur. The Engineering Schoo! is named after him. (d. 
14.2.1961) (see 1942) 


Lord Curzon wrote to British Government at London to make 
Orissa a Chief Commissioner’s administered province.

On 8® November, Utkal Dipika wrote a news: A woman of 
Bamanda State became Sutee after the death of her husband. 
The Raja fined the relations of the woman responsible for the 
Sutee immolation. The Dy Commissioner, Sambalpur asked the 
Raja the reasons for giving such a lesser punishment. The 
Raja, in reply, told that the woman became Sutee on her own 


accord. 


Surendranath Banar]i, President of Congress made it clear in 
the Congress annual session at Ahamedabad that no provincial 
problems would be included in the Congress manifesto . So 
Madhu Babu lost hope to constitute a separate province of 
Orissa through Congress. 

Poet and novelist Debahuti Dei was bom in village Kuranjipur 
in the district of Puri. Her works are Mali (Collection of 
Poems), Kathamanjari and Kathakrushna. (d. 28.7.1979) 


Birmaharajpur, headquarters of a tahasil of Sonepur State 
was named after Biramitrodaya Singh (1902 -37), Maharaja 
of Sonepur. (seel 908) 


Poetess and essayist Sitadevi Khadanga was bom at Aska, 
Ganjam. She happens to be the daughter of famous Harihar 
Panda of Ganjam. Her collection of works was published. 
(d. 1983) (see 1865) 


Salt manufactory units of Orissa were closed and the people 
purchased Liverpool salt. The Sartha factory was closed in 
1893. Tua and Gurubari factories were closed in the beginning 
of 1898. Thus, two industrial units earlier established in the 
coastal areas of Balasore, Cuttack and Puri were lost (see 
1918). 

Sarata Chandra Mukhopodhyay, one of the members of 


‘Sabuja Sahitya Samiti’ was bom at village Nuagaon, 
Cuttack. He is the first in Orissa to write on the life history 
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of Ramanujacharya in 1928. His literary works are Pancha 
Puspa, Subaja Kabita etc. (see1930) 


On 15" December, Raja Baikunthanath Dey, Zamindar of 
Balasore submitted a printed memorial to Lord Curzon for 
integration of Oriya tracts. He attached a list of areas which 
meant Orissa. This is the first non-official demand note for 
integration of Oriya-spoken areas. His memorial :

THE HUMBLE MEMORIAL OF RAJA 


BAIKUNTHA NATH DE BAHADUR OF BALASORE, ORISSA, 
BENGAL 


MOST RESPECTULLY SHOWETH, 


That your memorialist begs leave to approach Your Excellency 
in connection with the extension of jurisdiction, administration 
and material improvement of the Province of Orissa, Bengal, and 
the education and welfare of its people. 


Orissa, a very ancient country 


2. That the Province of Orissa is a very ancient country, having 
literature, science and arts of its own and is known by the epithet 
of Odradesa in the two great epics of Ramayan and Mahabharat. 
The language of the people is quite different from those of the 
people of Madras on the south and Bengal proper on the north 
and is more allied to Sanskrit than any other language current in 
India. Its literature, science and arts are most peculiar and 
characteristic to itself. The famous temples of Konark, Puri and 
Bhubaneswar and the rock monasteries of Kbhandagiri and 
Udoygiri are the living examples of the reminiscencés of old 
engineering skill, sculpture and arts, for which our province was 
in days of yore most renowned. 
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Sanctity of Orissa 


3. That the whote of Orissa has been held to be a holy ground 
from time immemorial. On the southern bank of the Baitarini river 
rises after shrine in honor of Siva, the All-Destroyer. On laving 
the stream the pilgrim enters Jajpur, the headquarters of the region 
of pilgrimage sacred to the wife of All Destroyer. There is not a 
fiscal division in Orissa without its community of cenobites. 
Scarcely there is a village without consecrated lands, and there 
is not a single ancient family that has not devoted its best acres 
to the gods. Every town is filled with temples, and every hamlet 
has its shrines. The national reverence of the Hindus for holy 
places has been for ages concentrated on Puri, sacred to Vishnu, 
under his title of Jagannath, the Lord of the World. (Vide 
Encyclopaedia Britanica. Vol. 17, P.845) 


Historical importance of Orissa 


4. That in historical interest and in administrative importance, 
Cuttack is by far the leading District of Orissa and the town of 
the same name has continued to be the capital of the province 
for over one thousand years. The earliest glimpses of Orissa 
disclose an unexplored maritime kingdom stretching from the 
mouth of the Ganges in Bengal to the mouth of the Krisna in 
Madras. The small single cells out in the inaccessible precipices 
represent the first human dwellings yet discovered in India (vide 
Hunter’s Statistical Account of Bengal, Vol. 18, P.177) 


The history of the province commences from the 6* century, 
B.C. Bhawani Charan’s work entitled Purusottam Chandrika 
and published in 1843 furnishes a list of 107 kings of Orissa and 
gives exact dates of their reigns, from 3101 B.C. down to the 
present day. Those kings are said to have reigned over the vast 
tract of land, extending from the delta of the Godavery to that of 
the Ganges. 


Ancient limits of Orissa 


5. That a little before the time when the East India Company 
assumed the Dewany of Bengal, Behar and Orissa, the northern 
boundary of the last named province was the south of the 
Rupnarain river in Midnapur for it was upto that the Uriya dialect 
was always current until pressed back to the bank of the 
Subarnarekha, when Midnapur was transferred to the 
Commissionership of Burdwan. Its southern boundary oscillated 
between the Chilka Lake and the banks of the Godavery. Traces 
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are not wanting to show that during the ascendancy of the 
Gangabanso princes,their kingdom embraced Gour (Bengal) on 
the one side, and the whole, or at least a part, of Karnat (Carnatic) 
on the other. Certain it is, however, that their dominion, for a 
long time extended from a line drawn from Triveni Ghat above 
the Hugli on the north and to the Godavery on the south; and 
from the Hugli river and the sea on the coast to a line carried 
from Singbhum to Sonepur, skirting Gangpur, Sambalpur, and its 
dependencies, through Baster to Jaypur and the Godavery. 
“Certain it is,” says Mr Sutton “that within these limits i.e., 
between the Subarnarekha and the Chilka, at the present day, 
the Uriya language. is spoken in its greatest purity, and the Uriya 
manners and customs, weights and measures, everywhere 
prevail; while to the north of these limits, the Bengali accent and 
terminations to some nouns and vcrbs are current, just as on the 
South of Ganjam the Uriyas vary their pronunciation of certain 
words after the fashion of the Telugus.” (Vide Dr Rajendra Lal! 
Mitra’s Antiquities of Orissa P.4*5). Similarly the Uriya language 
in the Central Provinces has been mixed up with Hindi. 


Uriya language and division of the Country 


6. That Uriya is at present the common dialect in the northern 
half of the Carnatic, including Ganjam, Berhampur, Chicacole, 
Gumsar, Parlakimidi, Khalicote etc Orissa including its 18 
dependencies - the Garjats, sourthern portion of the District of 
Midnapur, and the eastern portion of the Central Provinces 
including Chhatisgar, Raipur, Bilaspur, Sambalpur, Bamara, 
Raigur, Kalahandy, Rerhakol, Saranggur, Sonepur etc and a part 
of the Chhotanagpur Division. The table given below will show 
the population speaking Udiya in the census of 1891. Their 
manners, customs and modes of living were almost the same in 
those portions of the area which are under the direct 
administration of the British Government. The whole Uriya 
speaking nation is governed by the same Mitakshara school of 
Hindu law. This also testifies to the fact that the people were at 
one time under one common administration of the kings of Orissa. 
Either for the sake of convenience, or for some other reason, 
however, the vast Uriya-speaking area has been included in 
different presidencies, i.e. a portion in the Presidency of Madras, 
a portion in the Central Provinces and a portion in the district of 
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Midnapur and Chaibasa in Bengal and consequently placed 
under different Governments. This sort of piece-meal division of 
the country has tended largely to tell upon the co-operative 
effects of the community and to thwart the progress of the people 
as well as the development of science, art and literature. Division 
is a great stumbling block in the way of progress. Present Orissa 
being very limited in area has been unable to compete with the 
neighbouring people of much larger area and population. 
Common language, interest, and administration, sympathy and 
mutual intercourse are of the greatest advantage to the material 
improvement of the country and the educational progress of its 
people. Orissa has suffered most in all respects from the splitting 
up of its former area.

First British Settlement in Orissa 


7. That although the English first settled about the year 1740 
Balasore, the northern district of Orissa then an important trading 
port on the coast of the Bay of Bengal, the benighted Province 
has fallen far behind Bengal which was long after acquired by 
them in respect of all matters connectéd with human intelligence 
and welfare. Mostly benefited, Bengal has far advanced and its 
people have reaped the best fruits of the British rule in India and 
have occupied high positions. Orissa with its original area was 
not behind-hand in culture during the time of its kings. Its 
science, literature, arts and architecture under the patronage 
and encouragement of the then kings reached their apex which 
the great antique sculpture monuments at Bhubaneswar, Puri 
and Konarak well demonstrate. 


Advancement at the hands of Government. 


8. That since the conquest of Orissa in 1803, the British 
Government has taken greatest interest in its antiquities and Sir 
W. Hunter, Dr R.L. Mittra and several other scpolgrs of repute 
have made long researches into the antiquities of fiistorftal 
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Orissa and have written voluminous works thereupon. It wil! not 
be out of place to mention here that Your Excellency has visited 
Orissa for the first time as a Viceroy and exhibited a lively interest 
in arts and antiquities and has created a new department for 
maintenance and preservation of the relics found in existence in 
various provinces in India. Orissa is most indebted specially for 
the repairs of the oldest temple of Bhuvaneshwar at an enormous 
sum granted by the Government. These temples are undoubtedly 
a source of vast knowledge and erudition, based upon 
observation, scrutiny and enquiry into the objects of nature and 
arts. Orissa abounds in old shrines, monasteries caves and 
embankments of stone with carvings of skill and intelligence. 
Some of them date as far back as 200 B.C. (Vide Ferguson’s 
History of Architecture, Vol II. P.493) They are so skillfully built 
that they have still stood the wear and tear of time. 


Purpose of making a united Orissa 


9. That for the good of the province and its people, all the districts 
and states named above, speaking the Uriya language be united 
together and placed under one common administration, no 
matter, whether under Madras, Bengal the Central province or a 
separate administration. Your Excellency has already been pleased 
to declare Uriya to be the common language of Samblpur and its 
dependencies only with a view to save it from exterpation and 
encourage its progress. All the Uriyas thus placed under one 
Government and in communion with each other will certainly do 
their best to co-operate in culturing and displaying their skill, 
intellingence and merits in various schools of arts, science anc 
literature and in acquisition of riches of learning as well as their 
loyalty to the British Sovereignty, and they will as well get great 
advantage to show to the world what faculties they possess. If 
the proposal of Union be granted by the benign Government it 
will act like a miracle and the people, will, in no distant time, 
regain their last glory, wealth and renown, and keep pace with 
the people of the neighbouring provinces of the country. The 
Union will save them from the present morbid state of extinction. 
With the commencement of the New Era with the coronation of 
the New Emperor, His most Gracious Majesty King Emperor 
Edward VII and Queen Empress Alexandra, the united Uriyas 
will commence a new chapter in the annals of their national life 
for years and generations to come. 
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The memorialist therefore most humbly psays that Your 
Excellency will be pleased to consider the facts and circumstances 
stated above, unite all the Uriya-speaking States and districts 
into one and place all the. Uriyas under one common 
administration, for the boundless benefit and welfare of the 
country, for which act of grace the memorialist shall, as in duty 
bound, ever pray. 3 


The Rajbati, Balasore, 
The 15*® December, 1902 


In February, Mr K. G. Gupta, 1.C.S, Commissioner of Orissa 
made an important discovery in the State of Narasinghpur. 
He writes: “there is a picturesque hillock named Baneswar-nasi in 
the bed of Mahanadi about 10 miles to the south-east of the 
headquarters of the State. Amidst the ruins of a brick temple on a 
ledge on the east face of the rock, several feet from the foot of the hill 
was found a sculpture half buried in the ground. It is carved on a 
slab of hard red sandstone 5 ft 2 inches long and 2ft-6inches broad, 
and consists of a central female figure, most exquisitely finished and 
one of the finest specimens of the kind to be met with in Orissa. But 
the point of most interest is, that while the main figure is obviously 
that of a Hindu deity, probably Lakshmi or Goddess of fortune, it is 
surmounted by five small images of Buddha, symmetrically arranged, 
two above each shoulder and the fifth just over the head. Two small 
female figures, wearing what looks very much like boots, crown the 
top corners and are meant to represent the Buddhistic symbol of 
Swastika. The main figure has large meditative eyes so characteristic 
of Buddhistic images. The work evidently belongs to the transition 
period when Hinduism was regaining ascendancy, and Buddhism, 
though on the wane, had not altogether lost its influence. But judging 
by its perfect style, it must have been executed when stone sculpture 
had attained its greatest development in Orissa, which certainly was 
not the case earlier than the 9® century, if not later. The revival of 
Hinduism is contemporaneous with the establishment of the Lion 
line in 474 A.D. It is, therefore, certain that Buddhism lingered on in 
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Orissa for several centuries after it had ceased to be the dominant 
religion. A little higher up on the same hill are the remains of a stone 
Siva temple, the lower portions of the walls of which are still standing. 
There is a fine chlorite Lingam inside, which is still worshipped, and 
another small Lingam, also of chlorite, a little to the west. A figure in 
many respects similar to the one already described, also carved on a 
slab of red sandstone, rests against the broken north wall of the 
temple. There are, however, no figures of Buddha, nor any symbol of 
his faith. The villagers apparently worship it, and it is painted over 
with oil and vermilion”. 


Ideal teacher, Gobinda Chandra Mohanty was born at 
Phulbani Sahi of Phulbani town. Because of his proficiency 
in ‘Kui’ language, A.J. Olenbatch, I.C.S, the S.D.O of 
Kondhmal, in early twenties, selected him as a teacher in 
Rujangi L.P School. In 1964, he started a middle English 
school at Phiringia with the co-operation of the local people. 
He worked at Bisipada, Phiringia, and nearby all local L.P. 
and U.P Schools and did a lot of work for the development 
of the schools and students. (d. 11.11.1966) 


The salary of teachers of the secondary schools was as 
follows: The monthly salary of the Headmaster of a High 
School was Rs 65 to 70, the salary of the 2 master Rs 55 
to 65, the salary of Gymnastic and Drill teacher Rs 15, the 
salary of M. E. School Headmaster Rs 26 to 30 and other 
teachers between Rs 25 to Rs 15. The salaries of the Middle 
School teachers were, in the majority of cases hardly sufficient 
to keep them above want. 


1903 With effect from on 1* January, Oriya as court language was 
restored in Sambalpur district. 


Extract from Camp No. 207 dated, Panch Marchi, the 18*® June 1902 
from the second Secretary to the Chief Commissioner Central 


Provinces, Chhatishgarh Division. 
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“With reference to the previous correspondence of the substitution 
of Hindi to the Uriya as the Court Language of the Sambalpur District, 
I am directed to inform you that the Government of India have 
accepted the conclusions arrived at by the Chief Commissioner that 
Uriya should be restored as the Court Language, in Sambalpur, effect 
will be given to the change from 1* January, 1903 and the necessary 


notification will issue in due course. 


2. I am to request that the decision of the Governm ent of India may 
be communicated through Madan Mohan Mishra, a principal 
signatory, to those who presented a memorial to the Government of 
India on the subject. It should also be explained to them that the 
closing of 82 schools on the Sambalpur District [many of which 
have since been re-opened] was unconnected with the substitution 
of Hindi for Uriya in that district.” 


Gadajat Basini a weekly news magazine was published on 
10* January with the patronage of Kishore Chandra Birabar 
Harichandan, Ruler of Talcher from Kishore Press, which 
was established by the Raja. Its editor was Bhagirathi Mishra 
Padyalankar. It is the second of this kind published from 
Gadjat areas (Feudatory States). The first one was 
Sambalpur Hiteisini published in 1889. 


Freedom fighter Nilambar Das was born on 13" February 
at Saheed Nagar under Khaira police station of Balasore 
dist. He is called “Balasore Gandhi”. 


On 7* March, Lt Governor James Bourdiccon visited 
Cuttack. On this occasion many Rajas of feudatory States 
and Zamindars came to Cuttack. Madhu Babu called these 
chiefs to his residence and held a meeting, where he spoke 
on integration of Oriya-speaking areas. 

Arjun Bhuyan the second Oriya Engineer passed out from 
Sibpur Engineering College, Calcutta. He was born in village 
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Satabatia of Cuttack district on 15*® February 1877. 


On 23" May Dr Gopal Chandra Patnaik was born at village 
Kotapalla near Khurda. He was Director of Health Services. 
He has written many books on Health and Diet. He has been 
awarded by Orissa Sahitya Academy. (d.11.11.1985) 


The Ganjam National Conference under the auspices of the 
Raja of Khalikote was held at Panchadeula of Berhampur 
on 11" & 12" April . The Conference was presided over by 
Shyam Sundar Rajguru of Paralakhemundi. Six delegates 
from Cuttack, four from Puri, three from Balasore and two 
from Sambalpur attended it. A resolution was passed in the 
meeting to record the activities of the National Conference in 
Oriya language. It was also decided to hold the National 
Conference annually for national progress. The meeting was 
famous as ‘Berhampur Jatiya Sava’. The expenditure was 
borne by Mathuri Sahu, a businessman (whose son purchased 
Aska sugar factory in 1910) and Harihar Mardaraj, Raja of 
Khalikote. The overall arrangements were done by Nilamani 
Vidyaratna. The prominent members who were present from 
all over Orissa are Nanda Kishore Bal, Biswanath Kar, Gopal 
Chandra Praharaj, Krishnaprasad Choudhury, Rama 
Chandra Das, Gopabandhu Das, Buxi Lokanath Bidyadhar, 
Pandit Basudeb Kabyatirtha, Raghunath Rao(Sirastadar) 
from Puri, Fakir Mohan Senapati from Balasore. (Mathuri 
Sahu died in 1904 at the age of 32 years] 

On 15® April, Kabi Bhusana Rajkishore Patnaik was born 
at Deolisahi, Denkanal. In 1932, the Raja awarded him the 
title ‘Kabi-Bhusana’. He was honoured by Orissa Sahitya 
Academy in 1968. His collection of works was published in 
2002 by Orissa Sahitya Academy. (d. 30.10.1990) 


On 25" April freedom fighter and Nayagarh Prajamandal 
leader Laxman Moharana was born at Odagaon, Nayagarh. 
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He was Secretary of Prajamandal from 1930 to 1947. In 
1980 he, Sridhara Das and Banchhanidhi Senapati formally 
handed over the Nayagarh Prajamandal building to establish 
Prajamandal Women’s College. In 1987 Laxman Moharana 
was awarded “Sevak Ratna” by Nayagarh College 
Authorities. (d. 12.2.1990) 


Utkal Sahitya Samaj was finally established on 7* May. Its 
first annual conference was held on 29*® December at 
Town Victoria School with Radhanath Ray as its President. 
The Sahitya Samaj was an outcome of regular meetings of 
discussions held under the leadership of Madhusudan Rao 
since 1894. Sashibhusan Ray, Biswanath Kar, Rajamohan 
Basu, Michhu Nanda, Nanda Kishore Bal, Agani Das and 
Akuli Mishra being the top office-bearers of the organisation 
made it active for a long period. All the members were 
attending the casual meetings, well-prepared. Biswanath Kar, 
Kavya Tirtha Mrutyunjay Rath, Jagabandhu Singha and others 
were presenting written lectures. Ram Sankar Ray was the 
first Vice-President of the Sahitya Samaj. ‘Jagarana’ was 
the mouth piece of Utkal Sahitya Samaj. Chandra Mohan 
Moharana was the first Secretary of Alochana Sava (see 
1857,1919,) 


The Vernacular School at Nayagarh was upgraded to M.E. 
School by the initiation of Krushna Govinda Gupta, the 
Commissioner and with the patronage of Narayan Singh 
Mandhata, the Raja of Nayagarh. The school was named as 
Gupta M.E. School.(see 1936) 


Poet Upendra Tripathy was born on 10th September at 
Dharmasala, Cuttack. He authored many books on children’s 
literature. His collection of works was published. (d. 23. 12. 
1994) 


On 27* October Playwright, Actor and Director Kartik 
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Kumar Ghose was born at Cuttack. He is the brother of 
dramatist Aswini Kumar Ghose. He has written many drama 
books (d.1997) 


Report with photographs of the principal temples at 
Bhubaneswar by M.H. Arnott was published from London. 


Chandra Sekhar Singh Samanta was granted pension of 
Rs 50/- per month by Bnitish Govt. from 1“ December 1902, 
vide letter no. 5.4.1903 of Treasury Officer, Pun. (see 1835) 


Foundation stone of Sambalpur townhall was laid by J.P. 
Hewitt, the Chief Commissioner of Central Province. 


In November freedom fighter and Prajamandal leader Sukru 
Behera was born in village Bhalidihi under Sarankul Police 
station, Nayagarh. In 1950, he developed ‘Bhetapada’ (the 
name implies since Raja of Ranpur and Nayagarh 
compromised here after a battle) taking 40 acs. of land from 
Brundaban Singh Mandhata, younger brother of Raja of 
Nayagarh. Here he started an M.E. School, High School, a 
College, a Veterinary Dispensary, a Hospital, all required for 
amore civilised life. (d.14.7.1991) 

Mahendranath Bhuyan was born at Cuttack. He is the first 
Oriya Engineer, who obtained foreign degree in Engineering. 
He was responsible for massive construction works such as 
buildings, dams and irrigation projects. (d. 28.8.1954) (See 
1951) 

Ekabali, a book of prosody was published with the preface 
of Kamal Sankar Tripathy and note (Tikka) of Mallinath. 
This had been written by poet Bidyadhar, who was in the 
court of Narasingh Dev-l ( 1238 - 64), the Ganga Gajapati 
King of Orissa. 

As the Puri Jagannath temple administration did not improve 
under the Raja, Government appointed Rai-Bahadur 
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Rajkishore Das as Manager of Puri Jagannath temple. He 
continued till 1913. He did a lot for improvement of Jagannath 
temple. He edited Srimad Bhagabat of Jagannath Das from 
palm-leaf manuscripts and published it. He happens to be 
the son of famous Nanda Kishore Das, Deputy 
Commissioner of Angul and Kondhamal district. 


A Sanskrit verse Swarnadimohaday written during 2™ half 
of 15" century, was published by Govinda Rath in Oriya 
script for the first time from Edward press. The.book 
contains the rituals of Lord Lingaraj of Bhubaneswar. 


Chronology of the Eastern Ganga Kings of Orissa, written 
by Manmohan Chakrabarty was published in the Journal of 
the Asiatic Society. This solved many problems and paved 
the path for further research on the subject. Manmohan 
Chakravarty, who received his education in Orissa, was the 
first historian to write the history of Orissa on scientific 
lines. 


Madhu Babu giving a clarion call to the people of Orissa for 
ironing out the regional diffences delivered an emotional 
speech : “Let us strengthen ourselves by the feeling of 
brotherhood. If you scan the pages of history you will find 
that people from manly countries have settled in England, and 
England was thus, born. Like-wise, we all the Oriyas, will 
unite and make Orissa. Now the mother Orissa is in distressed 
condition. It is necessary that we should unite together for the 
service of mother Orissa.”In 1912 Madhu Babu strongly 
expressed his resentment as such: 


“I suppose there are no people under the British government 
who have been treated more unjustly and unkindly than the 
people of Orissa, who have done nothing to deserve such 
treatment.” 


Gopal Krushna Padyabali ( A collection of poet Gopal 
Krushna Patnaik) was published from Gajapati Press. 
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The Jagamohan of famous Konark temple was filled up 
with stones. A note was fixed on the wall of the opening as - 
“To preserve this superb specimen of old Indian architecture, the 
interior was filled in by the order of the Hon'ble J.A. Bourdiccon 
C.S.L., Lt Governor of Bengal 1903”. (see 1881) 

On 9” September historian, archaeologist and researcher 
Dr Satyanarayan Rajguru was born at Changudi Shasan, 
Ganjam. Out of his many works, translation of ‘Jagannath 
Sthal Brutanta’, a manuscript in Telugu language preserved 
in Madras Oriental Manuscript Library is important. The 
manuscript contains Chhamu Chitau (Letters of Kings) 
which speaks about presentation to Lord Jagannath by the 
Rajas and their visits etc.(d. 11.6.1997) (see 1947, 1974, 
1996). 


B.A Science branch of Ravenshaw was converted into 
BSc.From this year B.A & BSc. continued. 


On 8 October, Pandit Chandra Sekhar Rath was born at 
Radhanathpur of Athagarh. He is son of Kavichandra 
Bhubaneswar Rath. Chandra Sekhar was a student of 
Satyabadi School and a favourite to Utkalmani Gopabandhu 
Das. He has written many articles in various magazines and 
many books (d.9.8.1991) 


Session of All India National Congress was held at Madras 
under the presidentship of Lalmohan Ghose. A Resolution 
that Ganjam would not be brought from Madras Presidency 
was adopted and this was accepted by voice votes. But they 
condemned the proposal of Bengal partition. The resolution 
was moved by one Gopal Rao, an Andhra delegate from 
Berhampur : ‘the Congress deprecates the separation of the district 
of Ganjam and the agency tracts of Ganjam and Vizagapatam from 
Madras Presidency’. 


The first museum of Orissa was established at Baripada by 
Sriram Chandra Rhanja Neo Maharaia of Mavurhhania. 
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Khiching museum in the district of Mayurbhanja, second in 
series in Orissa was organised in 1922 by the Maharaja of 
Mayurbhanja with the archaeological specimen retrieved in 
Situ. 

Sir Basudeb Sudhal Dev, Raja of Bamara made an 80-mile 
long telephone connection which was the longest in India. 
He became the first in Orissa to bring the ‘motor car’ run 
by steam engine . In 1902, he established a scientific 
observation centre at Deogarh. He is the first in Orissa to 
produce Electric Power and to bring cinema-to-graph. 


On Ist June, Sriram Chandra Bhanja Deo became the guest 
of Delhi Darbar. The title of Maharaja was, on the same 
occasion, conferred on him as a personal distinction. A Gold 
medal was awarded to the Maharaja and a Silver medal to 
one of his Sardars, by Delhi Darbar. 


Freedom fighter Prahalad Rai Latha was born at Sambalpur. 
He built a building for “Rukmani Bal Niketan” ,an orphanage 
established by freedom fighter Pravabati Devi . He was 
M.L.A in 1937. (d. 26.5.2001) 


A plan was for reconstitution of Orissa Division circulated on 
3" December among the Governments of Central Province, 
Madras and Bengal for solicitating their opinion. The plan is 
known as Risley Circular as it was circulated by Sir Herbert 
Risley, Home Secretary to Government of India. The plan 
was, in addition to Sambalpur and its adjoining feudatory 
States, to add Ganjam district and Vishakhapatnam agencies 
to the Orissa Division. 

Sir Basudeb Sudhal Deb, Raja of Bamara died on 19® 
November. He was scheduled to preside over the first 
annual session of Utkal Sammilani. But due to his death, 
Sriram Chandra Bhanja Deo, Raja of Mayurbhanja presided 
over the meeting held in December. 
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The first meeting of Utkal Sammilani (Utkal Union 
Conference) was held at Idgapadia, Cuttack town on 30™ 
December and 3 1* December with 355 delegates. Sriram 
Chandra Bhanja Deo, Maharaja of “‘Mayurbhanja was its 
President, Madhu Babu its Secretary and R.N. Bhanja Deo, 
Raja of Kanika was the Chairman of the reception 
committee. Most of the Rajas and Zamindars were seated in 
the dias, In thé middle ordinary people and Madhu Babu sat 
on the ground covered with carpet. All Government officials 
and other Zamindars sat on the chairs round the meeting place. 
The slogan “Bande Utkal Janani” was coined to infuse a 
sense of patriotism among the Oriyas. A movement led by 
Gokulananda Choudhury and Rev. Gorge Howells favoured 
the administrative connection of Orissa with Central Province. 
But finally amemorial was submitted to the Viceroy by Madhu 
Babu. The President, Orissa Association (Utkal Sabha) 
favoured its conection with Bengal Government with which it 
was Joined since a century.Strength of delegates from different 
places who came to the meeting was: Medinapur-10, 
Sambalpur-25, Ganjam (including students )- 300, Rajas of 
Keonjhor, Talcher, Dhenkanal, Athagarh, Madhupur, 
Khalikote, Jeypore, Manjusa and Surangi, K.G Gupta, the 
Commissioner of Orissa and Father young. (Father Rev. 
A.H. Young was one of the fatherly missionaries who loved 
Oriyas and Orissa very much. He lived for about half a century 
in Orissa. He was Secretary of Cuttack Mission School). In 
order to involve the people of the Oriya-speaking tracts, the 
constitution of conference specified delegate quotas viz : 
Angul-1, Balasore-8, Cuttack-15, Central Province -3, 
Ganjam -10, Gadjat States -10, Medinapur-1, Puri-10, 
Singhabhum-2, Sambalpur-5, Vizngapatam-3. For the 
conference, Radha Prasad Bhagat, a businessman of Cuttack 
town allowed the guests of Utkal Samilani to stay in his 
massive building at Buxibazar. 
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On the occassion of Utkal Samilani an Industrial exhibition 
was held. Handloom febrics in particular were exhibited. This 
is the first exhibition of Orissa. 


Madhu Babu was honoured by British Government with 
C.LE (Companion of the Indian Empire) title on 1* January. 
The C.L.E title was created by British in 1877, when Queen 
Victoria became the Empress of India. 


On 8th January, a memorial of Oriyas submitted to the Viceroy 
was signed by 6,600 Onyas against the memorials of Telugus. 


Utkal Y.M.C.A was founded on 16* January at Cuttack. 


An article was written by Gopal Ballav Das in Utkal Dipika 
Dt.27.2.1904. That united Orissa should be away from 
Bengal. The letter is reproduced. “With reference to the 
controversy reporting whether the united Orissa should be 
under Bengal or not I solicit the favour of your kindly making 
room in your paper for the following lines.” 


“Both you and your readers will recollect that it was Mr Cooke, 
our late Commissioner who first made publicity of the proposal 
in his General Administrative Report to bring under one 
administration the Uriya speaking tracts : I had the honour to be 
then his personal Assistant. Both he and | were ridiculed to say 
the least by the very persons who are now fighting over the 
same questions. As far as | know, there has been no such change 
as to justify our present Commissioner to hold a view contrary 
to that of Mr Cooke. I am not afraid or ashamed to say that I am 
a follower of the view of Messrs Cooke, Toynbee, Stevenson 
and Ravenshaw, but I should not give publicity to their reasons. 
I think, it is advisable for the Uriyas to move Government to 
consult its last named three retired officers. Although I am fully 
aware that | am sure to suffer as much as when Mr Cooke made 
his proposal, 1 feel bound to say this much only that Orissa 
should be separated from Bengal at least for the sake of 
Humanity-Humanity-Humanity.” 
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On 22™ February, Pandit Ananta Tripathy Sarma was born 
in Jagannathpur Shasan Ganjam district. He made translation 
of anumber of Sanskrit books into Oriya. He also translated 
a part of Bhanja literature into Sansknit. For publication and 
publicity of Sanskrit books and Sanskrit language, he 
established a press called Siromani press and published a 
magazine from 1961 to 1971. Some of his works are: 
Alankara Sastra Charita, Sanskruta Sahityar Itihas, Uttar 
Ramacharita Samalochana, Nibandhabada. He also 
translated English classics into Sansknit. They are : Hamlet, 
Twelfth Night, Merchant of Venice, Much Ado About 
Nothing. He translated Lavanyavati of poet Upendra 
Bhanja into Sanskrit. Government of Sri Lanka gave him the 
title Ayurveda Chakrabarty (d. 11.7.1991) 


Lord Curzon issued a resolution on 11*® March which led to 
a general expansion of primary education in India, changed 
the system of grants-in-aid. It abolished the payment by 
results system and introduced the fixing of grants according 
to the number of teachers employed and the number pupils 
in regular attendance. The system of payment-by-results 
introduced in 1882 reduced the whole educational system to 
a commercial enterprise and produced a very unwholesome 
atmosphere. Teaching was more and more in danger of 
becoming a mere barren examination hall. (see 1882) 


On 15" March, poet Annada Sankar Roy was born at 
Dhenkanal. He is one of the three 1.C.S. officers of Orissa. 
(d. 26.10.02) (see 1921,1927) 


On 28® March social worker, Rotarian and Justice Harihar 
Mohapatra was born at village Biswanathpur, Puri. His 
residential house completed on 27" May 1937 is the first 
reinforced Cement Concrete slab house at Cuttack. In 
1945 he became the first non-official Chairman of 


governing body of Ravenshaw College. (d. 28.03.1994) 
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Ramaprasad Singh was bom on 4" April at Mahanga of 
Cuttack district. He was a freedom fighter and writer. He 
was a recipient of ‘Utkal Pathak Sampat’ award and 
citation in 1981. 


Harischandra Badal was born on 12th April. in Balasore 
district. He is the first in Orissa to be a member of Indian 
P.E.N (poets, essayists, novelists). Ananta Prasad Panda 
joined in the P.E.N. in 1936 being second in Orissa. The 
literary works of Sti Badal are Deshara Daka, Swami Seva, 
Chithira Jababa , Lila Sangini Promoda etc. He stood 
third in Matriculation examination held in 1921 under 
Patna University. He was an officer of Indian Railways. (d. 
17.01.1995) (see 1907) 


Mr Herbert A. Stark, officiating Inspector of Schools, Chota- 
Nagpur, in his remarks in the Visitors’ Book of Kharswan 
M.E. School, dated the 11th April 1904, says:- 


“I paid this school a brief visit of inspection, and also discussed with 
the Manager of the Karswan State the question of what vernacular 
should be employed in the schools, and what expense the State 
incures in education. 1 have a proposal in hand for giving the State 
Government aid. It seems to me that Uriya should be used .in the 
schools.” 


A Land Mortgage Bank at Berhampur was established as a 
branch of Madras Land Mortgage Bank. In 1938 after Orissa 
State was formed this bank became a State level bank. 
Pandit Laxminarayan Mishra, a freedom fighter and fearless 
social worker was born at Sambalpur on 11" April. On his 
way to Bhilai from Jharsuguda to attend Rabindra Centenary, 
he was assassinated by a miscreant on 30.5.1961. 


‘Lady Fraser High School’ was established by the Maharaja 
of Mayurbhanyja at Baripada. 


Maha Mahopadhyay Samanta Chandra Sekhar died on 11® 
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June at Puri. (b.13.12.1835) 


On 20" June, Sir Murrey Hammick, the Chief Secretary to- 
the Government of Madras wrote a letter to Government of 
India which reads : ‘it is useless to strive an administration based 
on linguistics uniformity which both geographical and ethnological 
conditions combined with the ordinary course of trade of commerce 
and consequent commingling of races render absolutely incapable 
of satisfactory fulfillment.’ 


On 16* July, Young Utkal Association was formed at Cuttack 
at the instance of Madhu Babu for proper training and 
organisation of youths in the interest of community. Pandit 
Godabarish Mishra was its Secretary. 


Millan Chautisa by Arjun Das was collected and published 
by Govinda Rath. 


Malati Sen (later Choudhury) was born on 26® July at 
Calcutta. She was the daughter of an anglicized Bengali 
Brahmo family at Calcutta. She became a freedom fighter 
and social worker after marrying to freedom fighter 
Nabakrushna Choudhury in 1927. She became Chairperson 
of Utkal Pradesh Committee in 1947. (d.15.3.1998) (see 
1998) 


Mohini Mohan Senapati, (son of Fakir Mohan Senapati) 
wrote for the first time on atheism in Utkal Sahitya which 
was a cry of revolution. (see 1881) 

On 4* November Aviram Paramhans was born in Brahmagiri 
of Puri district. He was imprisond at Rajmahendry jail by 
British authority for his book Kali Bhagabat which was 
published in 1933. That was against the British administration. 
He, in his later life, became a sage and established a hermitage 
at Karamala near Chilika. (d. 27.11. 1963) 


Sarala Devi, a noted freedom fighter, litterateur and the first 
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Oriya lady to join in Congress was bom at Cuttack on 9 
August. She was an M.L.A. in 1937. She is the wife of 
freedom fighter Bhagirathi Mohapatra. She was the first 
woman member of Cuttack Sadar Local Board. On 7® 
March 1937 she became Deputy Chief of Congress party. 
She was also the first elected woman member of Utkal 
Sahitya Samaj. Her literary activities are unique. To her credit, 
she wrote as many as 10 books. Daily ‘Indian Express’, in 
its annual publication of 2000 described her as the front runner 
among the Indian fighters in Independence Movement. In 
1938, she became the President of Women’s Welfare Board. 
She took steps to stop the practice of child marriage and 
introduce widow marriage. (d.4.10.1986) 


Lord Ampthill, Governor of Madras who acted as Governor 
General in the absence of Lord Curzon(who went on leave) 
decided by a resolution dated 19* July that Ganjam should 
remain with the Madras Presidency. 


Sir Andrew Fraser (Sir Andrew Henderson Leith Fraser, 
M.A., L.L.D., K.C.S.I) , the Lt Governor of Bengal changed 
his former view and stated on 12® September that Ganjam 
and Vishakhapatnam agencies need not be transferred from 
Madras Presidency to form a united Oriya-speaking division. 
He is the first Lt Governor to visit inaccessible States of 
Orissa Gadjat. 


Samara Tarangu written by Brajanath Badajena (1730-95) 
of Dhenkanal was published by Damodar Patnaik. Later, it 
was edited and included in Brajanath Granthabali. It is the 
only successful Oriya epic on historical war events. 


Poet Baikunthanath Patnaik, an ideal teacher was bom in 
Badamba of Cuttack district on 14" September. He received 
Central Sahitya Academy award in 1965 for his poetry 
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Utturayan.He was member of Sabuja Sahitya Samiti. 
(d.26.1.1979) 


Government of Madras protested against the proposed 
transfer of the Oriya tracts of Ganjam and Visakhapatnam 
agency on the spacious excuse of protecting the Telugu 
minorities living in those areas. Andrew Fraser, the Lt 
Governor of Bengal declined to bear the Telugu burden. He 
stated that the inclusion of the Telugu community would create 
administrative problem for his Government. 


Anuragavati written by Rama Chandra Patnaik of Badamba, 
Cuttack district during 1757 to 1773 was published by 
Sadasiv Ratha from Jagannath Press at Puri. 


Durgoschhaba Chandrika written by Ramachandra Dev- 
I, Gajapati Raja of Puri during 1568-1577 was published by 
Gobinda Rath in Oriya script. 

On 11® August Rai-Saheb Jagadbandhu Mohapatra was born 
at Puri. He was an Administrative Officer of State Civil Service 
and also a novelist and poet. He is famous for his Tulasi 
Ramayan which is a translation from Hindi Tulasi Ramayan. 
It was published from Annapurna store, Bhadrak. (d. 
1.6.1970) 


Rupsa - Baripada light railway of 52 Km length was 
inaugurated by Andrew Fraser, Lt Governor of Bengal on 
2™ December. The cost of the project was Rs 6 lakh. In 
2006 it was upgraded to Broad Gauge and opened by Lalu 
Prasad Jadab, railway minister on 29.01.2006. 


Gopal Kanungo, an artist on drawing and painting was born 
at Jentigad near Gopa, Puri. (d. 13.3.1971) 


Second Utkal Sammilani was held on 28" and 29" 
December at Cuttack with Madan Mohan Singh, Raja of 
Dharakote as its President. Maharaja of Keonjhar was the 
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reception Committee Chairman. [It is an irony of fate that 
Madan Mohan Dev in later date wrote a memorial to the 
viceroy requesting him to keep Ganjam district as part of 
Madras presidency, out of fear for Lord Ampthil, Governor 
of Madras] Fs 


Chhatrapur Civil Court was created under Ganjam district 
under the Madras Presidency. 


Champa Devi, a social worker and freedom fighter was born 
inAugust in village Dura, Ganjam. She established an Ashram 
in Ichhapur in 1932, by selling away her golden ornaments 
and provided shelter and food to the needy, helpless orphan 
children irrespective of caste, sex and religion. The galaxy of 
women freedom fighters of Ganjam district also included 
Baralakshmi Devi, wife of Korada Bira Raju; Hemalata 
Samant, wife of freedom fighter Gouri Shankar Samanta of 
Khallikote, Apurba Debi, wife of Ballabha Nayak of 
Padmapur Naugam of Kodala Taluk, Suryamma, wife of 
Master Sanneya of Berhampur, Tumutu Varahalu, wife of 
Gandhi Krushna Murty of Digapahandi and a host of others. 
Champadevi died on 3" March. 


The sub-divisional headquarters of Kondhamal subdivision 
was shifted to Phulbani. (see 1855) 


Nilakantha Das signed a pledge not to use British goods in a 
public meeting at Puri addressed by Madhu Babu oblivious 
of police presence. 


At Nayagarh, an experimental farm was opened. In that farm 
experiments were conducted in jute growing which had been 
fairly successful. Several of the well-to-do tenants undertook 
this cultivation. Experiments were conducted and tried with 
fair success in drought-resisting paddy. 


Ganjam Guna Darpan was published fortnightly with the 
patronage of Krupamaya Deb, Raja of Badakhernundi 
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under the editorship of Markandeya Tarka Panchanan. In 
1905, it became a Weekly and in 1912 it was stopped. In 
1917, Nilamani Vidyaratna took charge of editorship and 
the magazine got a new lease of life. 


In 1934 Modern Review of Calcutta, in its November issue, 
remarked : 


“Smt. Sarala Devi of Utkal is the first lady to be appointed as the 
Director of the Cuttack Central Co-operative bank. Orissa owes much 
to her activity, both in the political sphere and social reform activities. 
She has given a strong impetus to the progress of the women’s 
movement in that province. She has broken through the 
longstanding purdha system prevalent in her community. She is a 
member of the All-India Congress Committee. She presided over the 
Tamilnadu women’s conference at Erode in the Madras presidency. 
She is a self-made lady, having fought her way in all her struggles 
with orthodox society and adverse circumstances.” 


Pandit Krupasindhu Hota and Sunamani Devi established 
“Seva Kutir”. Here they started doing different village 
development works. 


1905 The Rupsa-Baripada light railway of 52-Km distance was 
opened to traffic on 20® January. The work was done by 
B.N. Railways by contract. The railway line from Baripada 
to Talabandha was opened on 15* July 1920. The extension 
of broad gauge from Anlajori to Badampahad with siding at 
Sulaipat was opened to traffic in 1922. 


Maharaja Sriram Chandra Bhanja Deo constructed a circular 
road connecting the four Sub-divisional head quarters of 
Baripada, Rairangapur, Karanjia and Udala of his State. 


Rukmini Parinaya Mahakavya written by Kavichandra 
Bhubaneswar Rath, was printed with its paraphrase in 
Devanagari script. He wrote it under the patronage of 
Biswanath Bebarta Patnaik, Raja of Athagarh, Cuttack. 
Laxmana Parinaya of the poet was completed in 1909 and 
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published in 1924. The poet at the age of 18 years, stood 
first in Sanskrit Exam. in Bengal Presidency comprising 
Bengal, Bihar and Orissa. (see 1874, 1908). 


Lord Curzon abolished the Railway branch of P.W.D. The 
work of Railways was given to Railway Board consisting of 
three Members. 


On the occasion of thread'Ceremony of Jubraj Divya Sankar 
son of Sachidananda Trivuban Dev, Raja of Bamara, a big 
gathering assembled at Debagad, its capital. Krupamaya 
Anangabhim Deb Raja of Badakhemundi came with 350 
people, Kishore Chandra, Raja of Talcher with hundreds of 
people with 12 elephants and 20 horses. Rajas of neighbouring 
States came also with much more people. The subjects of 
Bamanda who were above 60 years were also invited to 
dine. During the festival daily 11500 people dined for a week. 
In the inauguration ceremony 70 decorated elephants, 150 
horses walked in the procession. All these involved lavish 
expenditure. 

Sanand granted to Raja of Gangapur in 1899 was re-issued 
with a few verbal changes due to the transfer of the State to 
Orissa division from Chhotanagpur division. The chief has in 
criminal matters, the power of a sessions judge, to inflict 
sentence of death, however requiring confirmation by the 
commissioner of Orissa. The chief’s eldest son exercises 
powers equivalent to those of a first class magistrate, with 
the exception of the power of whipping. 


Kirana Kumari Moharana, an ideal lady teacher was bom at 
Cuttack. She took much interest in female education. In 1927 
due to her initiation the lower primary girls’ school, Keonjhar- 
gada was upgraded to U.P school, M.E. school and later a 
High School. She was a social activist and fought against 
superstitions. 
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Ideal teacher Banchhanidhi Satapathy was born. He was 
Headmaster of Ranihat High School, Cuttack. For his sincerity 
and hard labour, a double storeyed building could be built 
for the High School. During 1960-61 the student strength of 
the school was around three thousand and particularly in class 
XI, there were four sections. (d.1973) (see 1926) 


Pandit Raghunath Murmu was born in Mayurbhanja district. 
He invented alphabets for ‘Santali ' language which are called 
“Alachiki” . Orissa Sahitya Academy honoured him by 
presenting a citation. West Bengal Government honoured him 
by presenting a copper plate on 2™ June 1979 ina special 
meeting. ` 

A Sanskrit school was established at Puri. 


Famous writer on children’s literature, journalist and a sincere 
worker Udayanath Sarangi was born in the month of March 
in village Sipigram of Cuttack district. For his literary activities, 
he received Orissa Sahitya Academy award in 1982.(d. 
8.1.1999) 


On 2™ April, Playwright Ram Chandra Swain was born at 
village Gothina, Raghunathpur, Cuttack. His works (song 
drama) are: Indra Parajaya, Kansa Baddha, 
Harischandra, Babrubahan, Madhab Sulochana, Hindu 
Gourab, Dakshinatya Rajarani, Rajshri Khulana 
Sundari, Amar Mohin, Sadhaba Jhia etc. He added 
modernity to the stage. (d. 17.11.1978) 


Suryamani Geetavali was composed by Suryamani Devi 
of Dhenkanal in the 19* century. It was first published from 
Surapratap press, Dhenkanal. 


Baripada Municipality was formed on 1* June. 
Koraput District Board came into being. 
Fraser Club and Fraser Library were set up at Sambalpur. 


On S™ July, educationist Harihar Mishra was born at 
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Khandapada. He was instrumental in creating Secondary 
Board of Education of Orissa in 1955 and he was its first 
Vice-President. He was first Joint D.P.I. and first Basic 
Education Organiser of Orissa. He was son-in-law of 
Damodar Rath of vill. Chhahali of Nayagarh State. [Damodar 
Rath was the first I.A. passed person of Nayagarh State. He was 
Dewan working under the Raja of Khandapara. Revolutionary and 
freedom fighter Gobinda Chandra Misra of Daspalla State has 
mentioned about him in his autobiography]. (d. 11.2.1982) (see 
1982) 


Monthly magazine Mukur was published by Braja Sundar 
Das from Cuttack. The magazine was published in Mission 
press till 1910. (see 1910) 


Sir Allexander Peddlar, Director of Education of Bengal 
came to Orissa, for inspection. He selected the site for 
Engineering School at Cuttack near Zobra. Madhu Babu co- 
operated with him in selecting the site. 

On 15th August Lokanath Mishra ( Panka Babu) was born 
at village Damodarapur, Puri. He played, active role in 
freedom movement. He was member of Lok Sabha in 1952. 
He was adopted by Maha Mohopadhyaya Kavyakantha 
Sadasiv Mishra. (see 1857) (d. 1989) 

After the Bengal partition order (declared on 19.07.1905) a 
meeting was held at Cuttack on 20.08.1905 under the 
presidentship of Janakinath Bose. The aim of the meeting 
was to introduce the idea of rejecting foreign goods and 
purchasing Swadesi goods. 

Madhu Babu established Utkal Tannery at Chauliaganja, 
Cuttack Town on 20" August to manufacture shoes and 
leather products. It was closed downin 1927. In 1921 B.M. 
Das, Director of Industries submitted a report on Utkal 
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Tannery on the request of Bihar-Orissa Government. This 
was mentioned in the report : 

“It is remarkable that long before the wave of Swadeshi industrialism 
and even before the Swadeshi movement of Bengal in 1905, this 
idea of pioneering a new industry was conceived by a man belonging 
to a province which was considered to be the most backward of the 
three sister provinces. All the more wonder is that Mr Das, a highly 
educated man, a busy lawyer at the head of the local bar should 
have been attracted to this ‘stinking trade’ which, from time 


immemorial belongs to the depressed classes (the chamars) in India.” 
A meeting was held at Cuttack on 20" August under the 
chairmanship of Janakinath Bose. Madhu Babu gave an 
emotional and thought-provoking lecture in the meeting. 
People started refusing clothes of Manchester and salt 
manufactured at Liverpool. 


Sambalpur (excluding Chandrapur estates and Phuljhar 
Zamindan) was brought from Central Province and annexed 
to Orissa Division on Ist September (Lord Curzon’s regime) 
Fuljhar always been an Oriya tract even in 1931 Oriyas by 
race and Mother tongue numbered 82,305 which works out 
to be fifty percent of the total population of 1,65,350 of the 
Phuljhar Zamindari. This was possible due to Sir Andrew 
Fraser, the Chief Commissioner of Central Province. 
Sambalpur was the only Oriya-speaking district inthe Central 
Province. In the Government records it was appropriately 
referred to as Oriya country. (see 1862) 

In the memory of Samanta Chandra Sekhar, Madhu Babu 
gave a scholarship of Rs 50/- to Orissa students desirous of 
going to Calcutta to read B.Sc. 


Satyapriya Mohanty was born on 7” October in village Pratap 
Shasan, Balakati. He was a freedom fighter and later became 
Minister and Speaker of Orissa Legislative Assembly. ( d. 
19.12.1999) (see 1957) 
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Five Oriya-speaking States namely (Sambalpur States) 
Patana, Kalahandi, Sonepur, Bamara and Rairakho! were 
transferred on 16" October from Central Province to Orissa 
Dvn of Bengal Presidency. In this year, Gangapur and Bonai 
were also transferred from Chhotnagpur Dvn. Finally the 
States of Sareikala and Kharasuan were also transferred from 
the jurisdiction of Commissioner of Chhotanagpurin 1916. 


The Sambalpur States which excersise within their own States 
unlimited powers in judicial execute administrations. B.C. 
Majumdar writes : 


A very careful enquiry was set about by the Government 
regarding the original status of the five Sambalpur Chiefs, and it 
was found that the Chiefs had been exercising full Sovereign 
Power in their own States from a very remote past. As such the 
British Government only recognized the Rulers of the Sambalpur 
tract as feudatory chiefs with full plenary powers. 


It was, however, provided by the British Government, when 
entering into a treaty with the chiefs that the Rulers of the States 
of Patana, Sonpur, Kalahandi, Bamra and Rehrakhol would “have 
to refer capital sentences only to the local Government, for 
confirmation.” il 

Sir Andrew Fraser, the Lt Governor writes in his book 
among Rajas and Ryots : 


“A very interesting incident occurred in regard to the transfer of 
the five Oriya States which had known me as the Chief 
Commissioner of the Central provinces. They came to me as a 
friend and xxxx stated that they had three objections to the 
proposed transfer to Bengal. The first was that their powers and 
status as feudatory chiefs were higher than those of the 
feudatory States of Orissa, and that they feared that they might 
be reduced to the same level xxxx It was easy for me to assure 
them, that as to their first difficulty their powers and privileges 
and status would be clearly and fully defined and recorded and 
that no diminution in any of them would occur.” 
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About the five Sambalpur States which were the Feudatories of 
Raghoji Bhonsale on the reports of Mr Ricketts and Mr Mills, it 
was remembered by Sir Richard Temple that these States when 
ceded with the rest of Orissa by the Marathas to the British 
Government in 1803, “they were exempted from the operations 
of the General Regulation System prevailing in the British 
provinces. The exemption was recognized on the grand of 
expediency only, and it was held that there was nothing in the 
nature of the connection of Government with the proprietors 
that would preclude their being brought under the ordinary 
jurisdiction of the courts, if it should ever be thought advisable.” 
The British Government gave the chiefs to understand that their 
powers might either be increased or decreased by the 
Government of Bengal. As such all orders were passed by the 
Commissioner of Cuttack, to whom they were bound to submit 
the records of their cases”. (Source : Orissa in the making. B.C. 
Majumdar) 


On 16" October for the first time, a Political Agent 
(Superintendent, Orissa Feudatory States) was appointed 
for Orissa Division which included 24 Oriya-speaking 
feudatory States. The headquarters of the Political Agent was 
shifted from Raipur to Sambalpur. L.E.B. Cobden Ramsay 
was the first Political Agent. He continued fora long period 
of 15 years. 


Weekly paper Manorama was published in October at 
Baripada from ““‘Banpada Sammilani Printing Company”. It 
continued for only four years because it got into trouble for 
ventilating anti- Bengali tension and finally it had to be stopped. 
Utkal Dipika dated 28" Octoher, publishd a news: ‘Seeing 
the theatre development in Kothapada, we find two theatre parties 
were created at Mahanga; one under Lalit Malian Brahma showing 
Bengli dramas and the other under Ram Mohan Lal (son of Jogmohan 
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Lal)’. Nabanatak written by Ram Mohan was played on the 
Nabami Puja of Dussera Festival. Utkal Dipika 
commented “By seeing the drama, one would realise how dangerous 
it is, to marry in old age’. 


Orissa Sanskrit Association conferred the title ‘Vani Bhusan’ 
on Pandit Mrutyunjay Rath Sharma, a teacher of 
Ravenshaw Collegiate School for his literary creations and 
research. The meeting was held in the house of Laxmikanta 
Choudhury, Zamindar in the presence of Sankaracharya 
of Puri. (see 1882). 


Utkal Sahityara Itihas Part 1 & II written by Apanna Panda 
was published. (see 1864) 


Niladri Mahodaya Vol-II written by Mahadeb Das, was 
published by Gobinda Rath from Arunodaya Press. Niladri 
Mohadaya Vol-1 was also published in 1894 by him. Niladri 
Mahodaya was written in between 1688 to 1718 i.e during 
the period of Gajapati Dibyasingh Dev- 1 (1688-1715). 
Freedom fighter Prananath Patnaik was born on 10" 
November at Dimiri of Pun district. He is one of the leaders 
to have founded the Orissa branch of Communist Party. 
He is the son in law of litterateur Krushna Mohan 
Patnaik.(d.5.10.1970) 


On 10* November Amarendra Nath Das was born at 
Agarpada, Cuttack. He is son of Dy Collector Rai-Bahadur 
Ajay Chandra Das of Sunhat Zamindar family and son-in- 
law of Orissa integration leader Braja Sundar Das. He was a 
tennis player from 1922 to 1988. In 1925 he got the cup 
with the title of Tennis Champion. By profession he was a 
Scientist and worked as Public Analyst. (d. 18.9.1982) (see 
1874, 1880) 


Dr Mayadhar Mansingh, the renowned poet, essayist and 
educationist was born on 13" November in village Nandala, 
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Parikud. He was the first Oriya to be awarded with Ph.D. 
degree in English for his comprehensive study on Kalidas 
and Shakesper. He was honoured with the Padmashri award 
in 1967. He could not be Sub-Deputy Collector although 
selected, due to adverse police report. (d. 11.10.1973) 


The role of Madhu Babu for development of industries in 
Private Sector for establishing a Technical and Industria! 
institution at Baripada was more significant. An open letter of 
Madhu Babu addressing his brethern in the Mogalbandi tracts 
was published in Utkal Dipika on 25th November. 


“Babu Jogesh Chander Ray was for sometime the Private 
Secretary of his Highness the Maharaja of Mayurbhanja and 
has therefore sufficient local knowledge and influence to secure 
success for only undertaking to improve the local industries. 
He has decided to start an industrial school at Baripada. The 
undertaking has the support of the esteemed ruling chief of the 
State. The location of an industrial school at Baripada where it 
will have the support and what is more the supervision of the 
Maharaja of Mayurbhanja is no small advantage Personally I 
am of opinion that the Gurjat State ought to be made the centre 
of industrial improvement, if for no other reason, they should 
be selected at least for the reason that materials can be had 
cheap. Then again we the residents of the Mogalbandee tracts 
ought to contribute our mite towards the support of institutions 
of this nature in Gurjat as the Gurjat chiefs have always most 
liberally contributed for the maintenance of institutions in the 
Mogalbandee tracts. I am sure my brethren of the Mogalbandee 
Tracts who always gratefully recognise the friendly support of 
the Gurjat chiefs will give expression to their feelings of gratitude 
by subscribing their mite towards the foundationn of this 
institution at Baripada. Sd. M.S. Das.” 


Six students from Sambalpur tvok «“dmission in Ravenshaw

in Oriya. It was published by Gouri Sankar Ray in Cuttack 
Printing Company. 


Sasibhusan Ray made a list of important tourist sites of 
Orissa as directed by his father poet Radhanath Ray. The 
poet wanted that these tourist places be photographed and 
short notes on each in English be published to introduce Orissa 
to outsiders. The list which is given below could not be 
materialized since Raja Baikunthanath Dey who promised 
to take up this work remained otherwise busy.

an age of 95 years. She is wife of freedom fighter Subodh 
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Chandra Das and mother of playwright Biswajeet Das. She 
was imprisoned in 1932. (b. 14.6.1911) 


Kamalakanta Das was born in village Raghunathpur of 
Cuttack district on 6® February. He was a novelist and in the 
later part of his life became a famous painter on canvas. He 
was youngest member out of 10 members of Sabuja Sahitya 
Samiti (d. 15.3.1982) 


Gopabandhu Das joined as State lawyer of Mayurbhanja. 
But due to the death of Sriram Chandra Bhanja Deo the 
State came under Court of Wards in 1912. So he left the 
job. 


Poetess Nirmala Devi was born at Balikuda, Jagatsinghpur. 
Her literary works are Dinante, Simante etc. She is the 
mother of Prof. Bidhubhusan Das and wife of civilian officer 
Rai-Bahadur Durga Charan Das. She also happens to be 
the sister of freedom fighter Sarala Devi. (see 1922) 


Ramakrishna Nanda, a writer of children’s literature was 
born on 15" February in village Bairoi, Govindapur in the 
district of Cuttack. He received Orissa Sahitya Academy 
award for his work Mo Kuni Kuni Kavita on children’s 
literature in 1977. He passed B.A. with English Honours as 
the topper. (d. 28.10.1994) 


Poet Mrutyunjay. Rath, stood first in Sanskrit of degree 
examination in the whole of Bihar, Bengal, Chhotanagpur and 
Orissa and got Rs 40/- as prize. (see 1905) 


The third Utkal Sammilani was held on 13" and 14* April at 
Balasore with Kishore Chandra Harichandan, Raja of Talcher 
as its President. Raja Baikunthanath Dey, Balasore was 
Chairman of Reception Committee and Daitari Dash 


Secretary. 
“Maharani Laxmi Kumari Dharmasala”’ was constructed at 
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Baripada by Sriram Chandra Bhanja Deo, the Maharaja of 
Mayurbhanja. 

Sambalpur Hiteisin dated 24" March published a news : 
Poetess Annapurna (1883-1948) who is very famous for her articles 
and poems among the Oriya people is deserted by her villagers and 
even her father and brothers for writing poetry in magazines. English 
magazines such as Madras Mail, East Coast news, Telegraph and 
Banner have praised her talent. (see 1883) 


On 26th April, poet Khageswar Seth was born at Sarasara 
in Baragarh district. His collection of works was published 
by Orissa Sahitya Academy in 1957-58. Second edition 
was published in 1973. (d 18.2.1987) 


Mr E.A. Gait (later Sir Edward Gait) in his Notes and Orders 
dated the 16th May 1906 in the File No. K. serial Nos. 1.2 
of Political Department, Government of Bengal, has remarked 
as follows:- 


P,ଏ xX XxX xX 

“In the east of the district, i.e., Dhalbhum and half Seraikela 
Bengali is the local Aryan language. Elsewhere it is Oriya. The 
Hindi speakers are scattered, most are found in Chaibasa and 
railway bazars and amongst immigrants from Ranchi in the west 
of the district. In the States to the west and south of Singhbhum, 
Ooriya is spoken by the Hinduised section of the inhabitants 
and it is also the court language. To the north-west, in Ranchi, 
Nagpuri Hindi is spoken and to the north-east, in Manbhum 
Bengali” 

“I should have mentioned in my previous note that in our Primary 
Schools in Porhat and the Kolhan we are teaching Hindi. I do not 
know why? Probably because Singhbhum is a part of Chota- 
Nagpur Commissionership. If it had been attached to Orissa, fancy 
Ooriya would have got the Upperhand as it ought to have done. 
It is perhaps too late to make any change now in Singhbhum 
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proper. But in Kharswan Ooriya is still the Language of the Primary 
Schools. There are some old Ooriya Papers in the Record Room. 
1 did not raise this connected question while in Singhbhum, but 
on several occasions. | came across persons (chiefly village 
headmen) who were literate in Oriya and not in Hindi. One of 
these men told me his father had got a Pandit from Orissa to teach 
him and his brothers to read and write. 

“Hindi is the court landuage at Chaibasa and owing to this 
circumstance and to its being the medium of instruction in our 
primary schools, that language is now generally understood over 
a great part of Singbhum amongst the Hindus, it is not so well 
understood in Kharswan. Here I had to try to make myself 
understood through the medium of Bengali, which is much more 
nearly allied to Ooriya.” 


A veterinary dispensary was opened at Sambalpur in the 
month of June. 


Reba Ray (daughter of Jagannath Rao, who was younger 
brother of poet Madhusudan Rao) started Model Girls’ 

School (Brahmos High School) in the neighbouring building 
of ‘Hindu Balika Bidyalaya’ at Cuttack. The school was 

receiving Rs 300/- as grant from Government. In the school, 

imported Bengali girls from Bengal were reading. In 1908, 

the D.P.I recommended to withdraw Government grants since 
the school was giving education to only Bengali girls and 4 to 
5 Oriya Christain girls. He further commented that, for 
imparting education to non-Oriya girls at the capital, there is 
no use to sanction Government grants. Later Ravenshaw 
Girls’ School and Model Girls’ School were merged. Abinash 
Chandra Lakiri, Indubala Ghosal who were the teachers of 
Model Girls’ School were reappointed in Ravensaw Girls’ 

School. (see 1906, 1876) 
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L.S.S.O’ Malley, 1.C.S published District Gazetteers of 
Cuttack, Balasore, Puri, Angul and Sambalpur during 1906 
to 1912. 


Muktiar Ram Chandra Das of Vingarpur, the Political 
Advisor of the famous Panchasakha died on 31* July. 
Brahman Samiti Mess at Puri was established by him with 
the help of M.M. Sadasiv Mishra and Utkal Ratna Biswanath 
Mishra. (b.1867) 


Chandramukhi Sarangi passed matriculation from this school 
in 1911. In 1915 she passed B.A. from Bethun College, 
Calcutta. She is the wife of Civilian Samuel Das, IAS and 
mother of famous Surgeon Sukumar Das and Lady 
Gynecologist Sukhalata Das. (see 1876) 


Gopabandhu established a High School at Nilgiri by the 
Universal Education League and rendered service as 
Headmaster there for six months. 


Kanhu Charan Mohanty the famous novelist was born on 
11 August at village Nagabali of Cuttack district. He was 
an officer of state civil service. He received Central Sahitya 
Academy award in 1958 for his novel Kaa. Uschhabe 
Byasana was his first short story which he wrote during 
his studentship in Pyarimohan Academy and Jakshya was 
his last novel written in 1985. Altogether he wrote 56 novels. 
(d. 6.4.1994) 


Chintamani Mishra was born in village Bajpur under Khurda 
district on 27*® November. He was a freedom fighter and 
later became an Officer of the State Government. Publication 
of Utkal Prasanga and Orissa Review as Government 
mouth pieces for the first time in 1944, was his idea. He 
published a monthly magazine Navajeeban in February 1956. 
Economist Baidyanath Rath (b.1920) is his son-in-law. (d. 
15.8.1980) (see 1956) 
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First tentative steps were taken to reclaim the ruins of 
Konark temple from encroaching sand. 


Krushna Chandra Kar was born in village Mulabasanta in 
Cuttack district. He was a poet and a lexicographer. (d. 
1995) 


The 4* Utkal Sammilani was held on 26 and 27* December 
at Berhampur, under the presidentship of Rajendra Narayan 
Bhanja Deo, Raja of Kanika. Raja of Badakhemundi 
Krupamaya Anagabhim Dev was the chaiftman of reception 
committee and Narasingh Das, Secretary. 


On 13* November, Brahmapur Co-operative Urban Bank 
was constituted by the initiation of 27 people of fame of 
Ganjam district. Government recognized the Bank on 13*® 
Decemben1906. 


Playwright Dayanidhi Swain was bom at Badalahanga, 
Jagatsinghpur. He is a composer of nearly 25 plays, some 
are: Tulsi Das, Sabar Janja, Ajambala Uddhar, Jalandhar 
Baddha, Subhadra Parinaya, Mandhata, Khandayat 
Jhia, Alludin etc. He started ‘Bagdevi Natyasangh,’ which 
is famous as ‘Badalahanga Natyasangh’. 


Cuttack Cantonment Board was tranasferred from Cuttack. 
This area came under Cuttack Municipality. The present 
‘Cuttack Club’ located in the Barabati Fort area was military 
officers’ station mess. Here the Club was functioning for 
‘Whites’ only. 

Artist (fine arts) Bipin Bihari Choudhury was born at Ulbedia, 
Bengal. He was deaf and dumb. He became the topper in 
1935 (A.R.C.A) in the examination in commercial art at 
London Royal Art College. He is the son of Gagan Bihari 
Choudhury sub-judge and Sarojini Choudhury. Freedom 
fighter Sarojini is the daughter of Fakir Mohan Senapati. 
(d.11.3.1982) (see 1885,1937) 
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Sailabala Das (adopted daughter of Madhu Babu), who was 
in London to complete teachers’ training, attended the Court 
of King Edward VII and queen Alexendra. She met them 
wearing Indian dress of ladies and made Pranam in the Indian 
style. The King and Queen accepted this, despite the specific 
system of customary dress and salute. 


Madhu Babu went to England accompanied by R.N. Bhanja 
Deo, Raja of Kanika. In a press conference held on this 
occasion, he distributed a pamphlet called Discontented 
India presenting therein, the genuine problems of India in 
general and Orissa in particular. Lord Curzon supported the 
cause of Orissa in the House of Lords and Mac Cold Scot 
took up the cause of Orissa in the House of. Commons. 
Both(Madhubabu & R.N.Bhanja Deo) argued before Mr 
Morley, the Secretary of State for India against 30-year 
Settlement (wanted permanent settlement) for Orissa. At that 
time R.N. Bhanja Deo was President of Utkal Union 
Conference and Madhu Babu was Secretary (elected in 
annual conference of Utkal Sammilani dated 27* December 
1906 at Berhampur). But Mr Morley did not recognize them 
as representatives of Oriya nation. 


Ratnakar Sarangi was born on 25" April. He was an officer 
of civil service. He passed M.Sc. (Mathematics) from Patna 
University as the topper. Because of his support to non-cp 
operation movement during his college days, he was neither 
allowed to stay in hostel nor given any scholarship.(d.2000) 
Pandit Nilakantha Das, though interested to read arts, yet 
continued in science and motivated his other friends to do so 
with an intent to perpetuate science faculty in Ravenshaw 
College. 

Sriram Chandra Bhanja Deo established Sripadmanjari 
Memorial Kusthashram (a leprosy home) at Baripada at the 
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behest of W.C. Belly, the Superintendent of Leprosy 
Mission. 

On 1 st July, novelist and short story writer Ananta Prasad 
Panda was born in village Kalyani of Balasore district. He 
was an exponent in co-operative movement. Present co- 
operative societes in all fields are products of his vision. For 
him during World War-II, Orissa became third to produce 
cloths from weavers. All the cloths were made in Ganjam 
district. His literary works are Savyatara Tale, Bhagya 
Chakra, Kuli Mukta Aksahra Bihanga etc. (d.1989) (see 
1843) 4 " 


Dasarathi Patnaik was born on 13* July in village Udaypur, 
Daspalla. He founded a museum of rare books, manuscripts 
and various valuable documents. He established three 
institutions in one compound at Udayapur. These are: Sri 
Aurobindo Museum, Banchhanidhi Pathagara, 
Jadumani Sahitya Sansada (d. 12.9.97) (see 1959, 1997) 


High floods occurred in rivers like Mahanadi, Birupa, 
Brahmani, Baitarani, Salandi and Budhabalanga causing 
great devastation in Orissa coastal belt. Mr Nevinson, a 
journalist from London came and a meeting was held at 
Cuttack where Gopabandhu virtually cried while narrating. 
Mr Henry Nevinson wrote a book praising Orissa leaders 
Gopabandhu Das and Madhusudan Das for highlighting the 
issues. Henry Nevinson was the representive of Glassgow 
Herlad Newspaper. The name of the book he wrote is, The 
Spi rit of India. 

On 7” August , a meeting was held at Townhall, Cuttack on 
the occasion of completion of one year of ‘Swadesi Sava’ 
of Calcutta. Here an exhibition was arranged on indigenous 
materials such as handloom fabrics, tobacco, soap, paper, 
bamboos and Swadesi materials made of wood.

On the occasion of the anniversary of ‘Swadesi Sava’ of 
Calcutta an exhibition of indigenous goods was held in 
Cuttack Townhall on 7* August. 


Bhagabat Geeta by Balaram Das was edited and published 
by Utkal Sahitya Samaj from Utkal Sahitya Press. 


Bhagabati Charan Panigrahi (younger brother of litterateur 
Kalindi Charan Panigrahi) was born in village Biswanathpur 
in Puri District. He was the first Communist Party 
Secretary of Orissa. He was the founder of Nabayuga 
Sahitya Sansad. He died of Cholera. (d. 23.10.1943) (see 
1943) 


Government of India created a cadre of police service, 
“Impenal Police.” It was later named Indian police. In 1943 
recruitment to the I.P cadre was stopped. 


In Nayagarh State, a dispensary with indoor facility called 
Philips Dispensary was established. It was converted to a 
hospital in 1928, designated as Sadar Hospital, Nayagarh. 


A Vedic School and a Karmakanda School were established 
at Puri. These were first houséd in Gopaltirtha Matha and Pt 
Bhubaneswar Mohapatra was its teacher on an honorarium 
of Rs 15.00 per month financed by Raja of Athagarh by Rs 
10.00 and Puri Muktimandap Sava by Rs 5.00. The 
institution’s own building was completed in 1921. In 1922 
the Vedic School and Karmakanda School were combined 
and the new school is called Veda Karmakanda Vidyalaya. 


Some people of Sambalpur made a representation to the Lt. 
Governor through the Dy Commissioner protesting their 
inclusion in Bengal province, as they were already acquainted 
with the rules, and acts of Central Province. M.M.Crofford, 
the Dy Commissioner submitted the same rejecting this plea. 


Surapratap son of Dinabandhu Mahindra Bahadur became

Raja of Denkanal. In 1909, he constructed a motorable road 
from Baranki to Kapilas. He also built Kunjakanta temple at 
Dhenkanal. He is famous for good administration. 


Prananath Mohanty was born at Brahmagiri. He stood sixth 
in 1.C.S in second chance, but in that year, only five persons 
were taken in. So he continued as Deputy Collector. His 
literary works are transaction of Rutu Sanhar, Meghadutam, 
Kumar Sambhabam etc. 


On 7” July, Udayanath Rath was bom at Khalikote in Ganjam 
district. He stood first in matriculation examination in 
Orissa. He also passed B.A in Economics and obtained gold 
medal for securing maximum marks in al! graduateship 
examinations (B.A. & B.Sc.). He also stood first in L.A. 
examination in Patna University. He joined Administrative 
service and retired as an [.A.S. officer. He is the elder brother 
of Dr Radhanath Rath (b. 1920), Professor of Psychology 
of Utkal University. (d.18.1.1995) 


‘Orissa integration leader’ Braja Mohan Patnaik died of 
cholera at Calcutta to where he was deputed as a delegate 
from Sambalpur District Board to attend Agro Industries 
Exhibition. In 1904 he was Vice Chairman of Sambalpur 
Municipality. (see 1901) 


Statesman Calcutta wrote an 16® November observing the 


cold response of Government on the flood affected people. 
“Some of the afflicted districts have not once been visited by the 
Collector xxx and there has been no indication of a Government 
power except one, the collection of chowkidari tax, while the people 
were selling their very door posts to buy rice and have been driven 
to their wit’s end for food, the Government’s minions have been 
busy upon distraining upon the starving.” 


On 28" January poet Madhusudan Rao retired from the 
post of Joint Inspector of Schools. (see 1853) 
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Pabitra Mohan Pradhan, a noted freedom fighter was born 
in village Talapada, Talcher on 8" February. He was a 
Minister and later Dy Chief Minister of Orissa (d. 
13.6.1988) (see 1942,1950) 


On 2" March freedom fighter and Bhoodan leader Sarat 
Moharana was born at village Purushottampur, Balasore. He 
is son of famous teacher Chandra Mohan Moharana (1870- 
1921). In 1935 Patna training college was first in India to 
introduce M.Ed course and Sarat Moharana is one of the 
students. On 25the February 1942 he married freedom fighter 
Annapurna Moharana. On 29* May 1952 a meeting was 
held by Bhoodan workers at Kandha Sahi of Salepur. Here 
first provincial Bhoodan Jangya Samiti was constituted. 
The workers elected Sarat Moharana as convenor 
(d.30.05.07) 


Chakradhar Mohapatra was born at Narasinghpur, Cuttack 
district on 9* March. He was a writer of novels and history 
books. He is the first compiler of folk-tales (Dhaga Dhamali) 
He was awarded by Orissa Sahitya Academy for his book 
‘Kuntala Kumari Jeevan Charita’ (Biography of Kuntala 
Kumari), but he declined to accept it. (d.24.10.1982) 


The centre at Kesharamal, one of the nineteen centres of 
Roman Catholic Mission in Sundargarh district was started 
first. The mission ran six Boys’ High schools, four Girls’ 
High schools, thirty M.E. schools, 151 primary schools and 
six technical schools. The Mission also maintained four 
hospitals and eleven dispensaries. 


Kabibar Radhanath Ray died on 17" April. ( b.28.9.1848) 


The fifth Utkal Sammuilani (Utkal Union Conference) was held 
on 18* and 19" April at Puri under the presidentship of 
Chandra Chudamani Harichandan Jagadev, Raja of Surang. 
The song “Sarbesanno Janani Bharata” composed by 
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the poet Kabichandra Bhubaneswar Rath but attributed to 
poet Radhanath Ray was sung as the opening song. Nearly 
5,000 delegates attended the meeting. (see 1905) 


On 18" April Utkal Dipika, published an extract of the 
judgment of a case that was filed by Balmukunda Kanungo 
Dy Collector of Banki against Pandit Gobinda Rath. The 
case was on grounds of false allegations made to the 
Government by Mr Rath against Mr Kanungo. The extract 
of the judgment as published in the Utkal Dipika is furnished 
below “The evidence on the record shows (1) That Balamukunda 
began to entertain applications for the appointment of Sarbarakars 
months before the appointment was made. (2) That he assembled the 
Sarbarakars at a public dinner as soon as the settlement was 
completed and that he himself attended the dinner. (3) That he gave 
hopes of appointments to some of them which were broken. (4) That 
he purchased clothes, molasses, paddy, oil, cattle and other things 
from persons over whom he is in authority and at times shortly before 
or shortly after such persons were litigants before him and had police 
inquiries pending against them. (5) That one such person Sold cattle 
to Balamukunda. (6) That he sent bamboos and other things to his 
house at Narilo in Cuttack from the Banki estate. (7) That he has 
furnished no account of the payment he alleges to have made to 
such persons. ¢8) That certain persons who were men of no 
consequence before his time have been advanced by him to 
respectable and paying official positions and he allows such persons 
to work for him in his public dealings in matters that do not concern 
their official position. (9) That allegations of bribery and corruption 
have been made against him before the date of appointment of 
Sarbarkars. (10) That after their appointment such allegations have 
been fostered and spread by the discharged Sarbarakars and their 
friends and relatives and have been very widely believed in” @0 ij 0 cu 
ପୁରାଚନ ଶ୍ରେଣୀର ପଶ୍ିତ ଓ ବିଚାରପତି ଯଥାଥରେ କହିଛି ଯେ :-[The accused is an 
ancient class Scholar and the magistrate rightly told} “If, under 
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these circumstances, accused believed the statements of the 
Sarbarakars as set down by them in writing and set them forth in a 
menuorial petition to the head of the province, accused conduct was 
, I should think, privileged even though in setting the allegations, it 
is found that there is no legal evidence to support them” (see 1848) 


Social worker, rebel leader and freedom fighter Bhagaban 
Sahoo was born on 6* June in village Kaspa of Jajpur district. 
In 1942, he was sentenced to undergo 29-year of 
imprisonment by the trial court which was reduced to 9- 
year and 3-month of rigorous imprisonment by the Appellate 
Court. (d.28.1.1977) 


At Cuttack, the first Sports Association was formed, 
known as Orissa Athletic Association. 


Uma Charan Mohanty was born in Bari of undivided Cuttack 
district. He published a lot of books and helped poor 
students. He founded Cuttack Publishing House. 
(d.10.7.1980) 


Pandit Suryanarayan Das, a noted litterateur was born at 
Dasarathpur, Parala on 1* July. He wrote 110 books to his 
credit. He first of all discovered the book Samant Panchak 
Katha which was written in prose form during the first part 
of nineteenth century written after Chatur Binod. (d. 
11.7.1982) 

Bipin Bihari Ray, a renowned professor of later years passed 
B.A. with philosophy honours from Calcutta University 
securing first class first position. He received 2 gold medals 
and Rs 1,000/-. (see 1887) 

Ravi Ghose was born at Mahanga, Cuttack. He was a 
freedom fighter and revolutionary. He was an advocate and 
Member of Bihar Orissa I egis!utive Council. (d. 1961) 
Anusuya Prasad Pathak was born in Allahabad (U.P). He 
stayed at Cuttack and worked in Rastrabhasa Prachar 
Samiti till his death. (d.20.1.1970) 
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Sailendra Narayan Bhanja Deo, Raja of Kanika was born 
on 28" September. He was a Minister under Orissa 
Government after independence. Due to him, Bhitara Kanika 
was declared as a sanctuary. (d.19.7.1982) 


On 23" December ‘Sambalpur Bar Association’ was formed 
at Sambalpur with ten practising lawyers and a full-fledged 
written constitution. 


Utkal Kahani Part-I, a collection of short stories written by 
Gopal Chandra Praharaj was published. 


Sixth Utkal Sammulani was held in the month of December 
at Cuttack under the presidentship Biswanath Dev Varma, 
Raja of Athagarh. Money was sent to Sarangadhar Das, a 
student reading in Japan and to Birajmohan Senapati, a 
student of agriculture as per the decision of the conference. 
Parikud Raja Gourachandra Mansingh Harichandan 
Mardaraj was Chairman of reception committee and 
Jagabandhu Singh, Secretary. 


Pun Bank at Puri was inaugurated. 


Dr Chakradhar Satapathy, a freedom fighter and social 
reformist was born at village Sidheswarapur of Cuttack dist. 
In 1932, as an epoch-making step he married a widow of 
child marriage at the instance of Bairagi Charan Mishra, a 
famous social reformer and crusader against blind belief. (d. 
1996) (see 1885) 


Jochhna Dei, daughter of Captain Dr Khetra Mohan Roy 
was born. She is the first lady surgeon of Orissa. She 
happens to be the sister of Col Sangram Keshari Roy. She 
passed MBBS in 1934. (see 1911) 


Biramitrodaya Singh, Raja of Sonepur was conferred with 
a title of Maharaja as a personal distinction. Revised Sanand 
was granted in 1918 with permanent salute of 9 guns. In 
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1921, the Maharaja title. became hereditary. In 1898, his 
father Prataparudra Singh obtained Raj-Bahadur title for his 
services to the British Government. (see 1874) 


On 16* December, Pandit Baiqoli Mohapatra was born at 
village Baluenkswar near Khalikote. In 1938, he received a 
gold medal in a conference of poets at Ichhapuram (AP). He 
authored many books on astrology. His other books are 
Khalikotar Itihas, and Odia Andolanara Itihas (d. 
19.12.1977 ) 


Poetess Mana Mohini Devi was born at village Nodha of 
Cuttack district. Her works are Jharana, Gitali, Puspali, 
Arkabali, Ashwin-Kumari-Gitika, Banani, Bichara O 
Alochana etc. She was honoured by Orissa Sahitya 
Academy.(d.1988) 


“Patia Rani Mandir” ( temple built by Queen of Patia estate) 
was built in North Indian Style at Puri by the queen using 
soap stone (Chalk Khadi stone). It is in the main road of 
Puri ° 


For establishment of Girls’ High School (now Ravenshaw 
Girls’ School) at Cuttack, Madhu Babu donated Rs 
20,000.00. 


1909 Townhall and Kayasta Hostel at Kathagada Sahi, Cuttack 
were constructed by Gouri Sankar Ray at his own cost. The 
cost of the Town Hall was Rs 11,000/- 


As per Morley-Minto Reforms, the strength of Madras 
Presidency Council became 19 officals and 26 non-officials. 
In Bengal Presidency there were 17 officials and 21 non- 
officials. The Act of 1909 utr ‘duced the principle of separate 
electorate, a dangerous doct:ine Mustiims got the right to 
vote separately. Land-hulders and other < nsted interests were 
also given representation. 


Shyam Sundar Mishra. social worker and reformer, life 
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Member of Hind Sevak Samaj. later its President was born 
on 15" February at Naibandha, Sankhemindi. 


Naba Kishore Patnaik, a freedom fighter and social worker 
was born in the month of March at Kuhudi near Chilika 
lake. During 1942, he was awarded Rs 300/- by K.C 
Narayan Gajpati. the P.M. of Orissa for creating a luminant 
oil lamp. (d.7.6.1999) 


Madhu Babu was elected to Bengal Legislative Council for 
the third time getting eight votes out of ten votes cast. Janaki 
Nath Bose got two votes. Neither Gokulananda Choudhury 
nor Radhacharan Das got any vote. During 1903 to 1908, 
the Council was not represented by any Oriya member. 
Besides Madhu Babu, R.N. Bhanja Deo Raja of Kanika 
was elected to Bengal Legislative Council. 


On 14" April Sardar Amar Singh was born at Dhenkanal. 
His parents were from Patiala State. From State service he 
became 1.A.S. after independence. He is the first person to 
be President of Homeopathic Board. He was a devotee of 
Sri Aurobindo. In 1970 he established Aurobindo Integral 
School at Bhubaneswar. 


An executive committee meeting of the Utkal Sammilani was 
held in the month of April at the Ramva Palace of Raja of 
Khalikote. Many important decisions were taken in the 
meeting, This was the last public meeting of Harihar Mardaraj, 
Raja of Khalikote as he died prematurely in this year at the 
age of 37 years. 


Dr Pranakrushna Parija became the topper in Sanskrit 
and 4" in general rank in Entrance Examination of Calcutta 
University and received a scholarship of Rs 20/- 
(Jayanarayan Prize). He also stood fourth in rank in 1.Sc. 
examination in 1911. (see 1891) 


Educationist and economist Dr Sadasiv Mishra was born on 
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13" June in village Biranarasinghpur of Puri district. He 
received Padmashri award in 1971 and Orissa Sahitya 
Academy award in 1988 for his essay book Matrupuja 
Mandap. He declined the conferred post of I.A.S which was 
offered to him in 1957. He was Vice-Chancellor of Utkal 
University. (d. 1995) 


On 13* June, freedom fighter Banamali Moharana was born 
at Uparabalantara, a small village in Ganjam . He was a 
socialist leader and was jailed many times for the sake of the 
nation. (d. 21.2.1989) 


On 1* July, Anand Bazar Patrika wrote a news, saying — 
“On 22" June, a goods train corj"osea of 80 wagons passed down 
the Medinapur station for Puri for cai testival. The wagons had 
doubled the number of men they could properly accommodate. They 
were huddled up like goods in this hot season.” 


Litterateur Shyam Sundar Rajguru died on 17*® July. He 
was the editor of Ganjam News and was Chairman of 
Paralakhemundi Municipality for 15 years. He also attended 
All India National Congress Conference (AINCC) held at 
Madras, Poona, and Ahamedabad as an Orissan delegate. 
(b. 1866) (see 1866, 1885) 


An M.E. School was established at Satyabadi Sakshigopal 
by transforming middle vernacular school from 
Sriramchandrapur with 19 students, on the birthday of Pandit 
Harihar Das (Kumar Purnima day) i.e on 12® August, with 
Gopabandhu Das as the Secretary of the managing committee, 
Gopinath Mishra as its Headmaster and Pandit Artatran Das 
as Sanskrit teacher. Poet Madhusudan Rao had advised to 
establish a school at Satyabadi under the green groves of 
nature. The school was initially called Victoria Satyabadi 
School. It was recognised in 1910. Pt Nilakantha Das joined 


in the school on 11 October 1911. Pt Harihar Das (Acharya) 
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joined in 1912. Pt Godabarish Mishra in on 13" May 1913. 
Pt Krupasindhu Mishra in 1914. 


The first District Gazetteer of Sambalpur was written by 
O° Malley. It was then revived in 1932. 


Dr K.C. Panigrahi was bom in Mayurbhanja district. He is 
a noted historian, educationist and an archaeologist. He was 
awarded Padmashrn in 1976. Orissa Sahitya Academy gave 
him a citation in 1978. (d.22.2.1987) (see 1945) 


Seven scholarships were given to Oriya Students each to 
read M.A. and B.L at Calcutta. This continued till 1919. 


Fraser Circuit House was built at Bolangir on the occasion 
of the visit of Sir Andrew Fraser, Lt Governor of Bengal. 


First Oriya Children’s journal Pravat was published by 
Reba Ray from Patriot Press. 


A weekly English magazine, Star of Utkal was published by 
Khirod Chandra Ray Choudhury. It was stopped in 1916 as 
it came under Press Act forits criticism of Government. Again 
it was revived in 1924 by Laxminarayan Sahoo and continued 
till 1930. Khirod Chandra was bom on 16 September 1850 
and died on 30" June 1916. He was Headmaster of 
Ravenshaw Collegiate School.The children of Khirod 
Chandra Ray donated 5000 books collected by their father 
to Ravenshaw college. 


Government of Bengal established a training school for Hindu 
widows despite stiff opposition of Hindu community. With 
great difficulty, three Hindu widows could be motivated to 
come to the training school. The people of Orissa expected 
to have a similar school in Orissa next year, but the 
expectations remained unfulfilled since the new province of 
Bihar-Orissa was carved out. 
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A deputation of the Oriya Samaja of Ganjam waited upon 
his Exellency Sir Arthur Lawly, the Governor of Madras for 
the transfer of the Oriya-speaking areas of Madras. But the 
Governor did not pay any attention to their prayer. 


CGovemment issued orders that henceforth work of school 
buildings should be executed by the P.W.D. Prior to this, 

difficulty was experienced for their construction. Government 
engaged P.W.D. to construct Government buildings including 
roads and bridges. 


Two girl students of Ravenshaw Girls School passed entrai.ce 
examination. They were Narmada Kar, daughter of 
Biswanath Kar and Chandramukhi Sarangi. Narmada Kar 
married to Jitedra Kumar Biswus iMuncif of Calcutta. 
Chandramukhi Sarangi is the granddaughter of Gangadhar 
Sarangi the first Oriya Christian convert. 


From the magazine Utkal Sahitya (13th part-5th issue) it is 
known that Pyari Mohan Sengupta was Deputy Inspector of 
his schools in Orissa and he had a liking for Oniyaliterature.He 
has edited and modified the Vasa Vyakarana of Nimain 
Ballav Ghose which was published long ago. 


For the first time a Modern Bank called Pur joint stock bank 
was established at Puri. Later on in 1913, Cuttack joint stock 
bank and in 1919 Jagannath bank were established. 


Freedom fighter Abdul Ajit Khan was born at Arakhapali, 
near Bolagarh. He was life member of Daridra Narayan 
Sevasangha established by Pandit Gopabandhu Das. (d. 
December 1999) 


1910 Ravenshaw Girls’ School got recognition of Calcutta 
University. It was remarked by D.P.I. : “It represents the first 
really successful effort in the way of Oriya female 
education.” In 1909, the first batch of girl students 
appeared entrance examination as private candidates since 
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the school was not recognised. From 1* March 1913, Bihar 
Orissa Government made it a Government school. 


Banki -Domapara Central Co-operative Bank, the first of 
its kind in Orissa was established. Rai Bahadur Bidhyadhar 
Panda who was Head Pandit of Suvarnapur M.V. School 
and Balmukund Kanungo Dy Collector were the twin 
founders and Directors of the Banki Domapara Central Co- 
operative Banking Union, the central agency established in 
Orissa Division. 

Pandit Govinda Rath published Bhab Samudra of Balaram 
Das from Arunouday Press. 


Mukur Press was founded by Braja Sundar Das who also 
published monthly magazine Mukur. (see 1905) 


Sadasiv Tripathy was born at Chhatrapur (Ganjam) on 21*# 
April. Later, their family shifted to Nawarangapur. He was a 
Congress leader, freedom fighter and became Chief Minister 
of Orissa from 1965 to 1967. (d. 9.9.1988) 

Kunjabihari Bose, eldest son of Chandra Kumar Bose, a 
Zamindar constructed Basanti pendal on his own land and 
this was the first permanent stage for theatre at Cuttack. 

On 8® May, Madhu Babu resigned from the presidentship of 
Utkal Sava which he was holding for many years. He also 
left the membership of the Sava onApnil 1912 on the question 
of Tenancy Rule. 


Forthe first time Matriculation Examination was started 


under the Calcutta University in place of Entrance 
Examination. Entrance examination was in force from 1858. 


Saheed Raghunath Mohanty was born on 18* July in 
Badabhumi of Ranpur State. He was a Prajamandal activist. 
(d. 1941) (see 1941) 


Freedom fighter Ram Chandra Sahoo was born at village 
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Khuntuni, Athagarh. He was one of the associates of 
Prajamandal fighters namely Khetrabasi Subudhi of Khuntuni. 
Gobinda Chandra Mishra of Radha Damodarpur, Ananta 
Charana Behera of village Kulailora, Gopal Chandra Sahani 
of Gurudijhatia, Duryodhana Jena of Nuabandha, Bairagi 
Padihari of Naranga Basta, Achyutananda Das, Lingaraj Jena, 
Dr Radhanath Rath (Babuji) of Athagarh town. Ram Chandra 
Sahoo composed many revolutionary songs. He was severely 
tortured by the Raja of Athagarh in Jail (d.20.10.1985). 


Noted Sanskrit Scholar Prahalad Pradhan was bom on 28" 
August in village Kamagan near Bhatali, Sambalpur. He 
passed B.A. as the topper from Patna University and 
obtained Gold Medal. He is the first Pali scholar in Orissa. 
He was a Professor in China from 1949 to 1952 in Oriental 
Language Education and Research. He was the first Vice 
Chancellor of Sanskrit University in 1981 at Puri. He first 
introduced Kalidas Jayanti in Orissa. (d. 17.4.1982) 


Adwaita Ballav Ray, a freedom fighter and social reformer 
was bom at Cuttack on 10* October. He was a singer of the 
songs of liberation of Birakishore. One of his noted events 
of social reform is that he made a case against the Municipal 
Chairman of Kendrapada aged 58 years who married an 
eight-year-old girl. The Chairman was convicted and this 
was also upheld on appeal in the High Court. (d. 4.12.1980) 


Advocate Dinabandhu Sahu was born on 10" October at 
Kendrapara. During freedom struggle he helped many 
freedom fighters to escape from the jail and gallows. In 1946 
on Congress ticket, he was elected as M.L.A. In 1959, he 
was Minister in the Coalition Ministry of H.K. Mahatab. From 
1961 to 1966 he was Advocate General. (d. 7.10.1980) 


Freedom fighter Gobinda Chandra Mohanty was born on 
17® November, at village Barandua, Basudevpur. He is called 
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‘Basudevpur Gandhi”. From 1932 to 1945 he was jailed 
5 times and the cumulative imprisonment is four years and 
six months. His autobiography Swadhinata Pathe Sangrami 
was published in 1988.On 28" June 2007 the oil painting of 
freedom fighter Gobinda Chandra Mohanty is unveiled in 
Sriramchandra Bhawan, Cuttack (d. 4.1.1997) (See 1942) 


Seventh Utkal Sammilani was held at Cuttack on 30" and 
31“ December under the presidentship of Raja 
Baikunthanath Dey, Balasore. Raja of Madhupur was-.the 
Chairman of the reception committee and Gokulanand 
Chaudhury Secretary. 


Prithivraj Singh Deo (1910-24) became Raja of Patana 
State. He built the palace Badal Mahal at Bolangir, Patana 
palace at Sambalpur, and wheeler Bridge on the Sonegarh 
river. He also established the George Literary Club and 
Prithivraj High School at Bolangir. A large tank named “Gait 
Sarobar’ was excavated by him to commemorate the visit of 
Sir Edward Gait, Lt Governor of Bihar-Orissa. 


Utkal Ratna Biswanath Mishra went to London to read Bar- 
at- Law. He returned in 1912. (see 1913) 


Paramanand Sahu, (1864-1933) Nimakhandi, Berhampur 
purchased Aska Sugar Factory from Minton family at a cost 
of Rs 75,000/-. The factory was finally closed in 1949. 


In the annual session of Utkal Sava, there was presentation 
of a new set of rules for membership. In that session 
Gokulananda Choudhury proposed that those permanent 
residents of Orissa who had no houses in other provinces 
and who had equal right with the Oriyas, would only be the 
members of the ‘Sava’. This proposal led to factions and 
conflict. Finally a resolution was accepted in the following 
manner : “Any resident of Orissa , any property owner inside 
Orissa or any man running a business in Orissa, is eligible to be a 
member of this Utkal Sava.” 
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Education Department was transferred from Home 
Department of Government of Bengal to anew Department 
of Education, Health and Lands. 


Systematic teaching of drawing was made compulsory in 
secondary schools organized on vernacular basis and insisted 
upon in the upper classes of Government and aided high 
schools. 


Gopabandhu founded Puri Seva Samiti to serve pilgrims 
coming to Puri mainly for Car festival. This was the time when 
people were dying due to epidemic. Acharya Harihar Das 
also managed this institution for many years. Real credit goes 
to Congress worker and social activist Murari Tripathy (b. 
1890) who managed this organisation efficiently. As per his 
efforts a house and an office could be built. Murari Tripathy 
was carrying dead bodies of patients in a cycle to 
‘Swargadwar ’ for cremation. He was born in village Bounsia 
near Sarankul, Nayagarh district.He was a bachelor. 


Girija Bhusan Dutta, a Bengali youth came to Angul for doing 
PWD contract works. He is the first man to introduce the 
news of Congress. The local youths were much impressed 
by him and the seed of freedom fight was planted. In 1937 
he was elected to Orissa Assembly from Congress ticket 
getting 95% votes defeating his two rivals. (d. 11.01.1938) 


Madhu Babu brought forward a curious resolution which 
clearly pointed out to the negligence of the Bengal 
Government in education matters in Orissa. The resolution 
which was subsequently adopted said : “That Council 
recommended to the Lt Governor that necessary arrangement be 
made for teaching history in the Ravenshaw college, Cuttack”. 


Freedom fighter Pravabati Devi was born at Sambalpur. She 
was a child-widow. She was the first woman of Sambalpur 
to join a public meetting. The meeting was held near river 
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jailed for two years for joining the Quit India Movement 


(d. 13.1.1998) 


Dinabandhu Tripathy, a Gandhian worker was bom in village 
Ramaberi, Angul. His work ‘Shrastha O Manisa ’ has been 
published in 1999. It is a collection of essays on prohibition 
and other Gandhian works. One article speaks about 
mass exodus (Hijrat) when 60,000 people of Talcher 
State came to Kosala in 1938 for shelter. 


1911 Novelist and poet Ghanashyama Mohanty was born at 
Mallikapur, Jajpur district.His works are Biyog veena, 
Suna Bhauni Mora, Utare Utare Oriya Paika, Dasahara 
Vetti etc. Dasahara yetti was published i 1947 criticizing 
ruling chief. (d. 1984) 


On 2" February, E. Levinge, Commissioner inaugurated 
the newly built building of Town Victoria High School at 
Cuttack. The High School was established on 4th February 
1901. In 1902 the students of 1 st class appeared Entrance 
examination and following six students passed the 
examination. They are : Umakant Mohapatra, Prasanta Rao, 
Nagendra Seel, Artabandhu Mohanty, Jagannath Mohanty, 
and Baidyanath Patnaik. {The Town M.E. School was 
upgraded to a High School in 1889, but Madhusudan Rao 
could not afford its heavy expenditure, so it was again 
converted to an M.E.School in 1891]. (see 1881) 


Freedom fighter and communist leader Gokul Mohan 
Rayachudamani was born at Khurda. In 1930 he plunged 
into Salt Satyagraha from college carrier. He has been 
imprisoned for taking part in freedom movement. 
Subsequently he became a leader of communist party. 
(1.10.2007)Freedom fighter and social activist Akulananda 
Behera was born on 25 March at village Bairagipada near 
Salepur. (d.16.4.01) (see 1958) 
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Ananta Charan Sai (b.2.3.1915). a Chhau exponent formed. 
*Chhau Nrutya Pratistan’ at Baripada with co-operation of 
Guru Bhabani Das. 


On 14" April freedom fighter, Communist leader Baidyanath 
Rath was born at Patia. He was elected to Orissa Assembly 
in 1946 and Rajya Sabha in 1952. (d. 2.3.07) (see 1948) 


On 12" June, famous publisher Ananta Mishra was born at 
village Bhimapur, near Banpur. He has been honoured by the 
Orissa Sahitya Academy on the occasion of its Silver Jubilee 
in 1982. Litterateur Krushna Prasad Mishra is his son. (d. 
1984) 


On 10th July, Sachidananda Deb, Raja of Bamanda awarded 
a title “Kavya Binod” to poet Lochan Prasad Pandey 
(1866-1959). The poet wrote many Kavyas not only in Oriya 
but also translated many Oriya poetries into Hindi. His literary 
works are: Kavita Kusum (1907) Mahanadi (1915), Palasi 
Yudha, Satya Harischandra, Sita Banabas etc. 


In the annual Congress session at Calcutta under the 
presidentship of Pandit Bisan Narayan Dhar, the proposal 
of Madhu Babu supporting ‘Swadeshi movement’ and 
permanent settlement of land in lieu of temporary settlement 
was accepted unanimously. Here Janaman gan..... the 
National Anthem was sung for the first time. 


Lord Hardinge II, in his dispatch to the Secretary-of-State 
dated 25* August, pointed out that a strong belief had grown 
among the Biharis that Bihar would not develop unless it 
was separated from Bengal. The Viceroy observed in this 
connection: “the Oriyas like Biharis have little in common with the 
Bengalis”. So he thought a union with Bihar would be in accord 
with popular sentiment in Orissa. 


Pandit Nilakantha Das joined as Headmaster of Satyabadi 
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Vanavidyalaya on 11" October. He, for the first time. 
introduced the system of opening Class Library in the 
school. 


The Cuttack Weaving School was established at Cuttack to 
teach practical weaving, free hand drawing, fabric structure, 
dyeing preparations of yarn and yarn calculation. It was 
housed in buildings provided by the District Board. The 
control of the school was transferred from the Director of 
Public Instruction to the Registrar of Co-operative Societies 
in September. The Weaving School was closed on 
31.1.1915. 


On 14th October freedom fighter and communist leader 
Parsuram Padatika Rai was born at Manikagada, Khurda. 
He was honoured by B.Satyanarayan Reddy, Governor of 
Orissa on 12th October. 1993 for his contributions to the 
society. 

Brundaban Nayak, a freedom fighter and social worker was 
born at Hinjili, Ganjam,on 23" October. Later, he became a 
Minister under Orissa Government. (d. 10.10.1984) 


Rasa Ramayan Manjari Kavya written by Radhacharana 
Naik of Kukakhanda by the side of river Birupa during 
1860, was published by Gobind Rath. 


Famous historian and archaeologist Kedarnath Mohapatra 
was born at Bhubaneswar on 28* October. (d. 20.4.1981) 
(see 1950, 1953) 


Saheed Dibakar Parida, a Prajamandal activist was born on 
30* November in village Gadabanikieo under Ranpur State. 
(d. 1941) (see 1941) 


Narayan Mohapatra of village Jagannathpur Shasan, 
Nayagarh was born. He translated Kavya Prakas and 
Sahitya Darpan into Oriya and both the books were 
published by Orissa Sahitya Academy. (d.1971) 
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Ramakrishna Rath, a noted poet of Purusottampur. 
Dharakote. Ganjam wrote Lavakusha Upakhyan. Later. 
he wrote Kriya Joga Sara. 


Krishna Chandra Tripathy, a noted writer and litterateur was 
born in Banpur, Khurda district. His literary works are Ahuti, 
Mati deepa, Uschhl, Rupayana, Digbalaya, Kutir Banshi, 
Agni Sankha etc. His collection of works was published. 
(d.1997) (d. 18.01.1998) 


Radhakrushna theatre was established at Balanga, Puri 
by Banamali Pati, a local Naib of a Zamindar of Calcutta. It 
is the first roving professional theatre of Orissa. After the 
assasination of Banamali Pati in 1928, dramatist Ashwini 
Kumar Ghose purchased the theatre establishment at a cost 
of Rs 1,400/- and named it “Banamali Art Theatre”. (see 
1928) 


Professor Kunja Bihari Tripathy was born at village 
Pathuripada, Banki. He was an essayist and researcher in 
Oriya literature. (d.15.6.01) (see 1051, 1932) 


Col Sangram Kesari Roy was born. He is the first Indian 
to work in Signal Department of defence service and the 
first Oriya to work as a Commissioned Officer. 
(d.10.8.1970). 


On 23 rd December the province of Bihar and Orissa came 
to existence. [Sir Alli Imman (1869-1932), a Member of the Viceroy’s 
Executive Council wanted Bihar’s separation from Bengal, but not as 
a Chief Commissionerate. To raise the status of Lt Governorship, he 
yoked the Oriyas with Biharis.)} 


People’s agitation started in Talcher State. This was 
suppressed ruthJessly by the Darbar Administration. 

Nirmalabala Nayak (later Inspectress of schools) of Balasore 
passed B.A at Calcutta in Bengali medium. In 1915, Narmada 
Kar passed B.A from Bethun College. Calcutta. (see 1909) 
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Biranchi Narayan Pradhan, one of the main freedom fighters 
of Baragarh district was born. (d.7.8.2007) 


The Raja of Talcher introduced a new tax called Baje kar 
(Rough Tax.)This tax is in addition to other taxes and beyond 
other major four free services, which the feudatory Chiefs 
ordinarily enforce. The people of Talcher revolted against 
this new tax. The four free services were:-1. Rasad:—when 
the Raja or his relations or Darbar officials tour, the local 
people are bound to supply food material free of cost; 2. 
Magan:-the people are bound to present gratifications to the 
Rajain case any functions are held in the palace. 3. Bethi:— 
to work for private works of the Raja or any road 
construction, the people are bound to give free labour; 4. 
Begari:—to carry materials of the Raja or his officials during 
tour, the local people were engaged free of wages. 


In the Bengal legislative Council, Madhu Babu told: “The 
greatest benefit we enjoy under British rule is justice”. In 1915, 
once he expressed from the core of the heart: “It has always 
been the highest ambition and aspiration of India, the India 
represented by her educated sons should form a part and parcel of 
the British empire.” 


In recognition of the excellent administration of the State of 
Mayurbhanja, Sriram Chandra Bhanja Deo was vested with 
the hereditary title of ‘Maharaja’ by His Majesty the King 
Emperor in Delhi Darbar held on 11" December. 

On 12" December, on the occasion of coronation of British 
throne by George V, George Literate Club and George 
Sanskrit T.O.L. were established at Bolangir. 


Archaeological Survey Vol-I1, Mayurbhanja by 
Nagendranath Basu was published by Mayurbhanj State 
administration. Nagendra nath has written many articles on 
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Panchasakha, Mahima cult, Buddhism in Orissa. He was 
dedicated researcher. He has compiled an Encyclopaedia of 
Bengal. 


1912 Saint Baikunthanath Brahmachari was born at village 
Biswanath-pur near Jaloukagiri. Cuttack. (d. 26.6.01) 


Vinod Kanungo was bom on 6" January at village Malipur. 
Cuttack district . He was a freedom fighter and wrote Jncan 
Mandal, an encyclopaedia in Oriya. He was awarded 
Padmashri in 1985 .(d. 22.6.1990) (see 1954) 


Madhu Babu submitted a memorial on behalf of ‘Praja- 
_ Parishad’ pleading for the immediate abolition of Zamindary 
system without paying any compensation to the Land-Lords. 


An English school was established at Boud under the 
patronage of Raja Jogindra Dev. 


Deogarh Municipality was established. 


Dr Brundaban Samal was born at Bahadurnagar, Cuttack. 
He was a Veterinary doctor graduated from Bihar-Orissa 
Veterinary College, Patna in 1936. He held many top posts 

, of Veterinary Department. He has written a book titled “A 
short history of Veterinary Medicine and Animal 
Husbandry in Orissa” published in 1988. He tells “A 
veterinarian will never be rich but he will have a life of infinity 
variety”. , 


The question of amalgamation of Oriya-speaking areas was 
rajsed on 20" February by Mac Callum Scott inthe House 
of Commons. But E.S Montagu, the Under Secretary of State 
for India, in his reply, stated that the proposed transfer of 
Ganjam was to be made at « 2y time if accumulated evidence 
be forthcoming. 

On the recommendation of Jogesh Chanc/a Ray, Jagannath 
Mishra, teacher in ‘Nyaya’ of Puri Veda Vidyalaya received 
Rai-Saheb title. 
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Jayakrishna Mishra, an eminent Professor of Oriya was born 
in Tigiria of Cuttack district. He wrote many books of which 
Mahakavya Matrumuktabali in Sanskrit received 
appreciation from Dr S. Radhakrishnan, who wrote its 
introduction. His other works are Ansupa, Mayagiri, 
Manjula Mani Malini, Upendra Bhanj Ek Samikshya 
etc. (d. 10.12.1979) 


Harihar Das joined in Satyavadi School as a teacher. ( later 
became Acharya.) 


Maharaja Sriram Chandra Bhanja Deo died on 22™ February 
after 22 days of a mistaken shooting of his companion. On 
the Maharaja’s death, King George V and Queen Mary 
sent their condolence message. 


The entire thatched structure of Satyabadi School was set 
on fire on 22" March by some miscreants. All the books of 
the library were gutted and destroyed. By this time only five 
classes are opened i.e. 7th A, 7th B, 6th, 5th, 0 only 3 
classes were left for matriculation. 


Khurda Co-operative Central Bank was established on 22 
March. It is the 2" Co-operative Bank in Orissa. The third 
was Jajpur Central co-operative Bank. (see 1910) 


Poet and litterateur Dhaneswar Pani was bom at village Sanda 
of Kamakshyanagar. He was honoured by Orissa Sahitya 
Academy (d.25.9.2006) 


Orissa and her remains written by Manmohan Ganguli was 
published from Calcutta. | 


Orissa Tenancy Bill was passed in Bengal Legislative Council 
of 27® March despite stiff opposition of its two Oriya 
Members (Madhusudan Das and R.N. Bhanja Deo). Madhu 


Babu told during discussions “It was the combination of all the 
destructive powers available in creation, with an attractive front, as 
the peacock’s neck has. That is the character of the Bill. Why then, 
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this combination of all that is oppressive in the Bombay, Madras, 
C.P., Bengal and East Bengal. The Bill contains all these. Is Orissa a 
law where the worst parts of India find refuge ?” Amendment 
proposal of Madhu Babu was cut, in his support nine and 
against thirty-one. However, the Governor General did not 
accord assent, since Orissa was to be detached from Bengal 
soon. (Lord Harding the Viceroy has recorded this 
unprecedented legislative event in his reminiscences in the 
following words: Just before I left Calcutta an awkward and 
unpleasant incident occurred. My carriage was at the door and I was 
saying goodbye to my friends, when the Lieutenant-Govenor of 
Bengal brought me the Orissa Tenancy and Mining Law passed by 
the Bengal Legislative Council in the previous day and asked my 
assent to it. Now in four days time, Orissa was to be separted from 
Bengal and embodied in the new Province of Bihar and Orissa and it 
was fairly evident that the Bill had been rushed through the Council 
with a view to getting it passed before the change of provincial 
boundaries in order to meet the interests of the Bengali land-owners, 
which 1 knew to be considerable. As it was contrary to normal practice 
to give my assent to a measure, which I had not got an opportunity 
to consider maturely and in view of the objections mentioined above, 
I refused assent after consultation with my legal advisers.... There 
had been no instance of a Viceroy withholding his assent to a Bill for 
a great number of years.} (My Indian Years by Hardinge of Penhurst, 
pp. 68-69.} (see 1913) 


R.N. Singh Deo was born on 31* March at Sareikala. On 
3 February 1933, he became Maharaja, of Patana by 
adoption. He was the Chief Minister of Orissa from 1967 to 
1971. (d. 23.2.1975) 


Sukhabodh Avidhan was published by Madhusudan Rao. 


A new province of Bihar-Orissa was created from 1* April. 
Orissa Division in this new province consisted of Angul, 
Balasore, Cuttack, Puri and Sambalpur districts. Sir Charles 
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Stuart Bayley was the first Governor. Ranchi was the 
temporary headquarters of the province till 1919 when Patna 
became the capital. Ranchi, however was used as the summer 
capital of the Governor. 


Attaching Orissa with Bihar was speculated with a view to 
give a sea board to Bihar, Bihar-Orissa State was carved 
out. Lord Curzon told in his speech at the House of Lords in 
London: “What is the good of Orissa being tied to the tail énd of 
Bihar, where there is no affinity of language or race, with which they 
have nothing in common and from which they are separated by a 
great belt of mountains and rivers over which we have never been 
able to carry a railway. I venturé to prophecy that this is a blunder 
that cannot remain permanent. If the Orissans were an agitating 
people, which they are not, they would soon make their protests 
heard. As it is they have been sacrificed without compunction.” 


Bihar-Orissa Legislative Council was created under the 
Council Act of 1909. There were 40 Councillors in the 
Council, 21 were elected and 19 nominated. From Orissa 
there were 5 members out of which 3 were elected and 2 
nominated. Elected members were Rai Bahadyr Sudam 
Charan Nayak, Rai Bahadur Gokulananda Choudhury, Raj 
Bahadur R. N. Bhanja Deo. The nominated members were 
Madhu Babu and Raja Baikunthanath Dey. 


After Bihar-Orissa province was created, Government gave 
order to abolish Oriya in Singhbhum district and imposed 
Hindi in schools. On 7* January 1914, Krushna Chandra 
Acharya of Kharasuan on behalf of Oriyas wrote a petition 
to Lt Governnor Sir Charles Stuart Barley to repeal the order. 


A post of Inspector of Schools was created for Orissa in 
April. As the official load was heavy, his jurisdiction was 
limited to Cuttack, Puri, Balasore and Sambalpur. An 
additional post of Inspector was created in 1914 to look 
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after the schools of Angul district and all other princely States. 
The office of the Additional Inspector was shifted to 
Sambalpur in 1917. 


A terrible famine occurred in Puri district. 


A two-year course for Surveyor’s Certificate was 
introduced in Cuttack Survey School abolishing the previous 
one-year course of Amins.

Bichitra Bilanka written by Poet Gopinath Kar on the lines 
of Bichitra Ramayan was published. It contains 78 
“Chhandas” (prosodies). (The poet was born towards the 
last part of 19® century). ~ 


On 16th March Dr Sarojk.nt: Kanungo was born at 
Kendrapara. He was a freedrom fighter and social worker.He 
was a member of Orissa Legisltive Assembly. Social worker 
Gokul Chandra Kanungo a teacher turned contractor is his 
younger brother. (d. 4.03.89) 


The 8® Utkal Sammilani was held at Berhampur on 6" and 
7® April under the presidentship of Chandra Chudamani 
Harichandan, Raja of Surangi. Srinibas Rajamani Deo, 
Yubraj of Manjusa was the Chairman of reception committee 
and Raja of Chikiti, Secretary. 

On 13" April Brajakishore Dhal, a leading freedom fighter 
and leader of Prajamandal was born in village Ganjeidiha, 
Dhenkanal district. Orissa Sahitya Academy honoured him 
on 19® November 1989 with a copper plate citation and 
presentation. (d.17.06.01) 


A model Maktab was opened at Mohasingapur near 
Salepur. Government of India suggested in April 1913 
that teaching of Urdu should be provided in ordinary primary 
schools where necessary for the benefit of the Muslim 
students. 


On 20"® May, Manorama Devi (Patnaik) was born at 
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Berhampur. She passed B.A. and M.A. from Madras 
University. She is the first Oriya woman to pass M.A. 
and also the first Oriya lady to be the Professor. She 
also worked as Inspector of Schools. She happens to be 
the daughter of poetess Annapurna. (see 1883) 


There was not a single representative from Orissa in Indian 
National Congress Conference held at Bankipur. The editor 
of Odiya O Naba Sambad criticised Madhusudan’s politics 
as ‘one-man-show.’ 


Poet and freedom fighter Ananta Patnaik was born at 
Chanahat of Puri district on 11® June. He was one of the 
organisers of “Navayuga Sahitya Sansad” held in 1935 at 
Cuttack. He is the son-in-law of Dibyasingh Patnaik who 
was headmaster of Khurda high school. (d. 25.6.1987) (see 
1897, 1935) 


Gopabandhu convened ‘Puri District Educational! 
Conference’ on 16* June at Satyabadi Sakshigopal. 
Madhusudan Rao was its President. 


On 16* July, ‘Nabakalebar’ festival of Lord Jagannath 
was observed at Puri. The festival was completed with perfect 
discipline. 

On 27th July, freedom fighter Chamara Parida was born at 
village Panimora near Sambalpur. He was jailed for taking 
part in Quit-India movement. From village Panimora of 
Sohela police station, 32 freedom fighters were jailed 
making a record. 


On 28*® July student leader Ashok Das was born at Cuttack. 
He is son of Pandit Nilakantha Das. (d.11.5.1996). 


On 12th August, Viceroy-in-Council expressed his inability 
to regard the transfer of Oriya-speaking areas of Madras 
Presidency as ‘desirable and necessary’. 
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“ On 5" September, Sasibhusan Ray visited Kanika. He gave 


a description, as to how Sunia day is observed at Kanika 
palace: The officials of the estate give presentations to the 
Raja in the palace, whereas the subjects give in Kutchery 
house. In Kanika, new Ank Chakra (regnal year) started on 
Sunia Day (Bhadrapada Sukla Dwadasi). Twenty specific 
titles are given to subjects with reference to their qualities, 
achievement and bravery. They are :

On 22™ September, a mammoth meeting was held at 
Berhampur on the issue of integration of Orissa. Raja of 
Surangi was President of the meeting. It was attended by 
Zamindars of Dharakote, Manjusa, Chikiti and the leaders 
like Madhu Babu, Gopabandhu Das, Braja Sundar Das etc. 
One of the resolutions was that until Ganjam is transferred to 
Orissa, a meeting will be held on this day annually and the 
Oriyas should also observe fasting. To observe fasting, the 
day ‘Sunia Bad-ekadasi’ was fixed. Gradually the famous 
“Ekadasi” was converted into a national institution. 


Reorganisation of Cuttack Survey School took place. System 
of Amin’s certificate after one year was abolished and only a 
surveyor’s certificate was to be given after the final Survey 
Standard Examination at the end of two-year course. 


Snehalata, a novel was written by Maulavi Abdul Rahim. It 
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is treated as the first novel of 20" century. The book was 
published in 1998. ‘Maulabi Abdul Rahim Granthabali’ 
was published in 2000 edited by Ramakanta Behera. 


A play named Leelavati written by Ramasankar Ray was 
published. It was based on the story of a reformist Brahmin. 
When age-old superstitions, blind beliefs were in vogue, 
the young educated boys revolted against the social systems. 
It unleashed a devastating revolutionary change throughout 
the country. Nilakantha, the hero of the drama was 
perhaps the autobiographical reflection of the famous 
social reformer, poet and freedom fighter Nilakantha Das! 


Biswanath Pasayat was born on 10" Oct. He led the first 
students’ movement in Orissa. He is one of the early 
members of the Communist party in Orissa. He also took 
part in freedom movement and was imprisoned. (d. 
27.12.1964) 


M.K. Dev, Collector of Puri visited Kakatpur Middle 
Vernacular School. In this school, there were two girls reading 
after getting lower primary scholarship. After inspection, the 
Collector instructed the Headmaster to discontinue the 
gr] students’ education, since at that time co-education 
was a taboo. They were told that they could avail scholarships 
in case they read at home for higher classes. 


Nabakishore Das was born at Bagda of Cuttack district on 
12" December . He stood first in Matriculation 
examination under Patna University securing 85% of marks. 
He was a novelist and poet. He was Secretary of Utkal 
Sammilani for a considerable period. He died at the age of 
84 years. 


On 20" January Madhu Babu was nominated to Bihar-Orissa 
Legislative Council as a representative of public mass Praja 
Pratinidhi Sava. 
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On 20" January. the first meeting of Bihar-Orissa Council 
was held at Bankipur. The Council consisted of 21 elected 
Members, 19 nominated Members and 3 Executive 
Councillors. On this day, Orissa Tenancy Bill was introduced. 
The Bill was finally passed on 7" April 1913 after much 
discussions and divisions. (see 1912) 


Madhu Babu became Member of Bihar-Orissa Legislative 
Council and continued there till 1923. He retuned to Imperial 
Legislative Council as a representative of Bihar-Orissa 
Legislative Council on 27* January and continued till 1916.As 
per Mont-Ford Reforms, 1917, the Legislative Assembly 
replaced Imperial Legislative Council. It had 106 elected 
members and 40 nominated, out of whom, 25 were officials. 
(see 1918) 


On 11" February freedom fighter Surendranath Dwibedi 
was born in village Khandasahi of Cuttack district. He 
received Orissa Sahitya Academy Award for his book 
Karagarar Kahani in 1992.(d.1.10.01) (see 1942, 1991) 


The control of Ravenshaw Girls’ school, Cuttack was taken 
over by Government on 1* March. The school moved to its 
new building at Chaudhury Bazaar in January 1917. 


On.the 14th March 1913, Mr B.C. Sen, [.C.S., Deputy 
Commissioner of Singhbhum, made a very significant remark 
in the Visitors’ Book of the Kharsuan M. E. Diamond Jubilee 
School as follows i= 


“Oriya is the mother-toungue of most of the boys, yet they have 
to learn Hindi which is the Court language. I am told that the 
boys specially of the lower classes find it difficult to read the 
text-books in the different subjects in Hindi. The question is a 
difficult one, another obstacle being that Oriya is not taught in 
the Chaibasa Zilla School at all. 


“Not a single boy ever got a scholarship from this school. The 
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teachers should do best to remove the stigma. I am told the boys 
are very much handicapped by having to study two foreign 
languages instead of one”. 
Raj-Bhawan at Puri was built for summer residence of the 
Lt Governor of Bihar and Orissa. 


Randipua Ananta, written by Fakir Mohan Senapati was 
first published from Mukur Press, Cuttack. 


Weekly Asha was published from Berhampur under the 
editorship of Sasibhusan Rath on 13*® Apnil. It became a daily 
on 13.4.1928. He took a loan of Rs 500/- from the Raja of 
Badakhemundi for this. The drought of Ghumusar area was 
very much well published by Asha so that Madras Goverment 
sanctioned Rs 40 lakh for drought affected people. (see 1928) 


Subas Chandra Bose appeared in the Entrance Examination 
from Ravenshaw Collegiate School and stood second in the 
Calcutta University. 

Pandit Godabarish Mishra joined as a teacher in Satyabadi 
School on 1* May. 

Bhairab Chandra Motmnty was bom in village Balisungudi, 
Cuttack district on 13*® July. He was a freedom fighter and 
later a Minister of Orissa Government. He was Vice- 
President of Indian Cricket Control Board. From Barabati 
Raffles, the imposing Barabati stadium is his ageless 
monument. He breathed his last in Russia when he went there 
for World Olympics. (d. 23.7.1980) I 


In the mid of this year, Gopabandhu adorned Harihar Das as 
Acharya of Satyabadi School. From this date, he was known 
as Acharya Harihar. At this time Pandit Nilakantha Das was 
the Headmaster of Satyabadi School. 

Poet Kirtan Bihari Acharya was bom in village Ankulai, Jajpur, 
Cuttack. His collection of works was published. Orissa 
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Sahitya Academy gave a copper plate citation to him on 
22" February 1991. 


Sayeed Seminary (named in 1947) at Cuttack was founded 
with Akshaya Kumar Roy as its first Headmaster. The 
school was named after Moulavi Md Sayeed Sahib, a 
teacher, whose selfless dedication and untiring efforts in 
founding the school were praiseworthy. The daily prayer in 
this school is a patriotic Oriya poem written by famous Oriya 
poet Madhusudan Rao. Maulavi Md. Sayeed died at the 
age of 28 years. His wife, Badarunisa is the first Matric 
passed Muslim woman. She also worked as the first 
Muslim woman teacher in the Seminary at Cuttack. One 
U.P. School was founded in the Sayeed Seminary Campus 
in her name. The present school building was built in 1939 
with the financial assistance of Mr Hakim, a merchant of 
Matlras. 

The entry gate of Barabati Fort at Cuttack was declared as 
a protected monument by Government. 


Pandit Nilamani Vidyaratna wrote a book Samudra Yatra 
Bichara (A discourse on sea voyage). He cited good 
examples showing the views of Veda, Puranic verses, and 
other ancient books in support of sea voyage. Although the 
Rajas and Zamindars could make sea voyage without any 
bar, this could not help Barrister Biswanath Mishra from being 
socially boycotted. (see 1910) 


On 1* September Madhu Babu wrote a letter to Mr E.V. 
Levinge, one of the Executive Councillors of Bihar-Orissa 
Council about “Praja Pratinidhi Sava” (non-declared 
Council which was a unique organisation created by him): 
“This Association is unique in India. I am not aware of the existence 
of another similar association in any part of India. It is a representative 
association. Each member is an elected representative of a village or 
group of villages. The total number of members is 1169 The last 
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meeting of the Association was attended by 450 members. most of 
whom came from distant villages, some traveling 30 miles. So the 
Association represents the interests and voices, the feeling and 
wishes of several! hundred villages... 


It is sometimes remarked that the Ryots are illiterate. It is not so in 
Orissa. The percentage of literate population of Orissa in 1901 was 
the highest in British India... The Sabha is composed of the 
representatives of the ryots. All the representatives are men who 
can read and write and form intelligent opinion on a subject referred 


to above.” 


A separate agranan law for Orissa was brought into force in 
the form of the Orissa Tenancy Act, of 1913. It defined the 
rights and obligations of all kinds of tenants and made 
complete provisions in respect of all matters governing 
tenancy relationship. The Act, for the first time, introduced 
the concept of ‘Land to the Tiller’ in the tenancy system. 
Commissioner, Board of Revenue was the appellate Court. 
As per section 23 of the Act, a tenant will occupy the land, 
if he is in possession of the same continuously for 12 years. 


Biramitrodaya Singh, Maharaja of Sonepur established 
Maharaja High School at Sonepur. (See 1874;1919,1922) 


Talcher Municipality was established by the Durbar 
administration. 

On 22™ October Pyari Sankar Ray was born at Asureswar. 
He was a freedom fighter. He was M.L.A. in 1937. He 
revived the Utkal Dipika started by his grandfather. (d. 
14.5.1949) 


K.C. Gajapati Narayan Dev came of age as a major and 
became Raja of Parala estate which was under Court of 
Wards then. He was adumbrated with the title of ‘Virashri 
Viradhibara Sri Sri Gajapati Sri Sri Sri Khetrapati Sri Sri 
Sti Krushna Chandra Gajapti Narayan Deo Meherbani - E- 
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Dostan’ which was used only at the time of royal ceremonies. 


. [.A. classes were added in the Ravenshaw Girls’ school at 


Cuttack. Mrs Bank was appointed as lady Principal of the 
school. (see 1909,1913,1917.1946) 


Utkal Sevuk. the first Oriya newspaper of Sambalpur 
was published from Fraser press. The editors were 
Swapneswar Das, Biswakesana Bahidar and Nityananda 
Bahidar. 


Novelist Laxmidhar Naik was bom on I st November at village 
Gudupailo, Puri. To his credit. he authored 28 novels and 
dramas. In 1997, he received °‘ Atibadi Jagannath Sammana’ 
for his total achievement in Oriya literature from Orissa Sahitya 
Academy. For his book Mo Swapnara Sahara, he received 
Orissa Sahitya Academy award. (d. 19.01.2004) 


Lyricist Gobardhan Mohanty was born in village 
Kapileswarpur, Jajpur. He is the first poet to sing in All India 
Radio, Cuttack. His works are Marmar , Anjali, Jharana, 
Pocket Sangita, Gobardhana Sangitabali etc. (d.1987) 


The 9® Utkal Sammilani was held at Puri under the 
presidentship of Madhu Babu on 28" and 29" December. 
Gadadhar Ramanuj of Emar Matha was the Chairman of 
reception committee. In this session, demand was made for 
amalagamation of Oriya-speaking tracts, establishment 
of Oriya schools, introduction of Oriya as Court language in 
those areas and establishment of an Engineering School in 
Orissa. [Engineering School was demanded also in the third 
session]. 


In the ninth Utkal Sammilani held at Puri December a 
resolution was.passed unanimously, praising the Satyabadi 
School. It was proposed by Fakir Mohan Senapati, seconded 
by Braja Sundar Das and supported by R.N. Bhanja Deo, 
Raja of Kanika. Since the above trio were in the good books 
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of British Government Satyabadi School was looked beyond 
suspicion. For this. Rama Ballabah Mishra, Collector of Puri 
gave a good opinion on the School. 


Pandit Somanath Kavyatirtha gave a proposal in the 
magazine Sambalpur Heteisini to award a title Kabibar to 
poet Chintamani Mohanty on tbe total achievement of the 
poet. The proposal was corroborated by Fakir Mohan, 
Nilamani Vidyaratna, Rama Sankar, Madhusudan Das etc. 
So the poet was known as Kabibar. 


Freedom fighter and journalist Udayanath Mishra was born 
at Chhatrapur. He was brother of Sriharsa Mishra. (d. 
2.2.2000) 


Lord Hardinge II the Viceroy came to Cuttack. All the 
feudatory chiefs and Zamindars were invited to attend the 
Darbar held on 28 November. A memorial submitted by 
Utkal Sammilani to Governor General , did not contain the 
proposal of amalgamation of Oriya speaking areas as per 
the advice of Bihar-Orissa Government. (This indicates how 
much innocent the people were !) Sashibhusan Ray also came 
with Sachidananda Tribhuban Dev, Raja of Bamara. The 
Raja wanted to see the Utkal Sahitya Samaj. On this occasion, 
a meeting was held at Cuttack Townhall and Sashibhusan 
Ray proposed for a permanent meeting hall for the ‘Utkal 
Sahitya Samaj’. Both Sachidananda Tribhuban Dev and 
Birmitrodaya Singh, Maharaja of Sonepur donated Rs 3,333 
five annas and 4 pie each. Purna Chandra Bhanja Deo, 
Maharaja of Mayurbhanja donated Rs 13,000/-. (see 1919, 
1903) 


On thg¢ occasion of visit of Lord Hardinge-II to Cuttack, 
Raja of Athagarh a promised to pay Rs 20,000/- fora scheme 
1.€. to upgrade the Cuttack Survey School to an Engineering 
School. 
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Raja Baikunthanath Dey died of Cholera at Calcutta. Before 
one month of his death, Lord Hardinge-II awarded Maharaja 
title to him in the Darbar. (b. 1852)

On 31* January the newly constructed school building of 
Dikshitpada Girls’ M.E. School was inaugurated by E.S 
Berthwood, [.C.S, Collector and Chairman, District Board, 
Cuttack. It was built with the amount of Rupees one thousand 
donated by Gouri Sankar Ray. The School was started in 
+ 1912 at first with 7 girl students which increased to 30 later. 
The pay of the teacher was Rs 7/- and that of a maid servant 
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Rupee One per month. The girls were taught free of school 
fees; on the other hand, they were given books and slates 
free. Mr Berthwood, was given a momento a silver lock, on 
this occasion with inscription: Presented to E.S. Berthwood, 1.C.S., 
District Magistrate and Chairman, District Board, Cuttack by the 
managing committee of Dikhitpada Girls’ School, for opening the 
house of that school on 3 1* January, 1914. On 14" February of 
1915, Mr Berthwood visited this school and wrote an 
inspection note which reads :- 


“I visited the Dikshitpara girls’ school to-day. This is the best 
building of its kind in the.district and this is entirely due to 
generosity of Babu Gouri Sankar Ray. There are 54 girls on the 
rolls. I would suggest sitting on the floor as they do in one room 
than on high benches with their feet off the ground as they sit in 
the other. I suggest that benches be cut down and made into 
desks and that the girls sit on mats on the floor. The school 
seems to be doing excellent work. I must again thank Babu Gouri 
Sankar Ray for the excellent example of public spirit which he 


has set.

In February Lord Hardinge-I while travelling from Calcutta 
to Madras, got down at Cuttack and inspected Cuttack 
College. He saw the college laboratory where Jogesh Chandra 
Ray received him. Same day, a Durbar was held at Cuttack 
Barabati Fort complex. 


Freedom fighter Niranjan Patnaik passed Matriculation 
examination as the topper from Madras University. He 
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secured 91% of marks and broke all the previous records. 
(see 1919) 


Anglican Church Mission commenced work at Pradhanpalli 
(Rourkela) and Hatiban. 


Anglo Vernacular School established in 1906 at Digapahandi 
was raised to the status of a High School by Krupamaya 
Anangavima Deb. He also established a Girls’ School at 
Digapahand;i in 1908. 

Lokaratna Dr Kunjabihari Das was born on 7* March in 
village Rench, Puri district. He is famous for compiling 


_ Orissan folklore. In 1958, Viswavarati University published 


his thesis. In 1951, ‘Oniya Department’ was founded in 
Viswavarati and he became its head. (d. 1994) (see 1979) 


An M.E. School was established at G Udayagiri by Christian 
Missionaries. 

Freedom fighter Madan Mohan Sahu was born at village 
Sukuda near Bhatali of Sambalpur district. He was a social 
activist and Bhoodan worker. (d. 8.2.1998) 

Gopinath Mohanty, a celebrated Oriya novelist was born 
on 20* April at village Nagabali in Cuttack district.In 1936, 
he passed M.A. in English being first class first. 
(d.20.8.1991) (see 1955) 

Nayagarh court building was constructed by the Darbar 
administration. 

Monthly magazine Satyabadi had its maiden publica: fim 
Satyabadi Sakshigopal by Utkalmani Gopabandhu Das. it 


‘was printed in “Asha Prc:=” Berhampur. 


Cuttack Trading Compan v. .: by »k sh: 1: «vas established by 
Pandit Akuli Mishra ( i! of 7-259). 


The Christian Missionaries started an orphanage at Shelter 
Chhawk, Cuttack. 
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In the female education conference held at Patna, Sailabala 
Das moved a resolution to appoint Indian Ladies as 
Inspectress of Schools. She pointed out that the Inspectress 
who were sent out to India were women with only third class 
qualification and they had great difficulty in examining schools 
as they had no knowledge of the language, custom and 
manners of the people, whereas an Indian lady would have 
first class qualification, and will be of good birth, and also 
knows the language, manners and customs of the people with 
who she was dealing. Moreover, she would not have ‘an 
inheremt hatred for the coloured race.’ Then the President 
of conference said in a serious voice “It is to be regretted 
very much that Miss,Das had occasion to pass this remark, 
but She is justified in asking for the post of the Inspectress of 
Schools to be given to an Indian lady. The sanction must be 
got from the Secretary of State for India.” 


Student Leader, Freedom fighter, former Minister Gangadhar 
Mohapatra was bom on July 21*, in village Biswanathpur of 
Puri district. In 1931 he had been ousted from Puri Zilla 
School for involvement in freedom movement (d. 5.4.2006) 


In order to collect funds for revolutionary activities, two 
Bengali youths from Bengal namely Suresh Chandra Bhora 
and Khitish Chandra Chaudhury made a political dacoity 
on 14* September in the house of Sadei Sahu, a rich merchant 
of village Chainpur near Jajpur and looted cash and gold 
worth Rs 6,000/-. From Orissa Laxmidhar Das and Basua 
Barik, co-operated with the Bengali youths. Other 
companions were Krushna Prasad Basu, Dayanidhi Mishra, 


- Sasanka Sekhar Mukharji of Cuttack , Bairagi Tripathy of 


village Patia, Gobind Chandra Mishra of Daspalla and Atal 
Bihari Acharya of Cuttack. 


On 23" November, Professor Rajkishore Ray was born at 
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Mendhasa! in Khurda district. He was an educationist, 
novelist, essayist and actor. (d. 11.8.1998) 


Govind Leelamruta a joint venture of Harivansa Ray, Dwija 
Dinabandhu and Hrusikesh (three poets) in the last part of 
the 18" century was published from Bidya Bhusan Press. 
(Only one Pallab out of many Pallabs printed) 


The first batch of Satyabadi School appeared for Entrance 
Examination as private candidates on 25“ November. 
Professor Pranabandhu Kar was born at Domapada, 
Cuttack. He is a novelist and playwright. ( d. 30.3.1998) 


Chandravati Parinay Kavya written during 1868 by Raja 
Pratap Chandra Singh Deo of Swarnapur, was published 


` by Soma Bhusan Singh Deo. 


On a question raised in Madras Legislative Council by Raja 
Madan Mohan Singh Deo of Dharakote regarding teaching 
of Oriya by Telugu teachers, the Government replied that 
the Telugu teachers could teach Oriya well ! 


Novelist Bamacharan Mitra was born at Cuttack. (d. 1976) 


After the death of Narayan Bhanja Deo, Raja of Daspalla 
(d. 11*® December 1913), British Government proposed to 
keep the State of Daspalla under Court of Wards as Kishore 
Chandra Bhanja Deo, the would-be adopted Raja was a 
minor. But Baishnab Charan De, the cousin of the Raja 
instigated the Kondhs against the Court of Wards prom sal, 
telling there would be hike of land revenue and other taxes 
and promised that he would do good to them if he is selected 
as the Raja. Bhabagrahi Piswal, a notorious autocrat was 
Dewan of the State at that tiin2. The r-bellion started on 5” 
October and continued ior inany years But finally it was 
suppressed ruthlessly. Baishnab Charan De, the chief architect 
of Daspalla rising was tramsported for life and more than 
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100 people were convicted with penalties from public hanging 
to rigorous imprisonment. Gobinda Chandra Mishra, a 
political sufferer of Daspalla described the‘horrors of 
Daspalla. According to him. thousands of Kondhs were killed. 
their houses burnt and children thrown to wolves. The papers 
such as Oriya weekly Asha, Amruta Bazaar Patrika of 
Calcutta narrated this unaccountable massacre of Daspalla. 
Gobinda Mishra also personally told these events to 
Gopabandhu, Mahatab and other leaders. Lord Hardinge - 
I, the Governor-General, in a reply to C.F. Andrews, 
mentioned that there was no such severe occurrence in 
that State. (see 1874) 


The Feudatory Chiefs of Orissa contributed a sum of Rs 
54,000/- for purchase of two aeroplanes as presentation 
to the British Army for use in World War-[. The fund was 
raised at the initiation of the Raja of Sonepur. The State of 
Mayurbhanja also donated another plane for the war. 


A gang of Babajis (hermits) with their leader called Shreemat 
Goswami Aguya Maharaj alias Dibyasingh Dev who 
claimed to be the exiled Gajapati of Puri, (It was a self - 
styled assumption since the exiled Gajpati Dibyasingh Dev- 
If had already died at Andaman on 25" August 1887 as per 
Govemment records) started anti-British activities, right from 
the beginning of the World War -I and established a Matha 
at Jaguleipatna located at a distance of six kilometers from 
Khurda town. The gang moved from place to place preaching 
in favour of the Maharaja of Puri. In 1915, they went to the 
feudatory States of Baramba and Narasinghpur. The leader 
preached in both the places that the British would be defeated 
and driven out of India and that he would be made the 
Emperor. In the above Jaguleipatna Math, the idols of Lord 
Jagannath, Balavadra and Subhadra are now worshipped 
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and the peculiarity is that the trio are having normal hands 
and legs, but the faces are as usual as the faces of the deities 
of main Puri temple. 


Basanta Kumar Satapathy was born at Bangiriposi , 
Mayurbhanja district. He was an educationist, essayist. 
dramatist, novelist and poet. (d. 1994) 


On 25" November, Satyabadi High School was recognized 
for one year by Calcutta University. Permanent recognition 
was granted on 12" September 1917. 


Surendra Mohan Patnaik was born at Dhenkana!l He was 
associated with the member: of Prajamandal movement of 
Dhenkanal. His companions we Mahes Chandra Subahu- 
singh, Musha Malik, Baishnab Charan Patnaik, Harmohan 
Patnaik, Krutibasa Pradhan, Brajakishore Dhal, Sarangadhar 
Dash, Norattam Dash, Pranabandhu Dash, Rajkishore Dash, 
Nirakara Patnaik. Jayakrushna Patnaik, Gatikrushan Bhanja 
etc. He was a nomyjnated Member of Orissa Legislative 
Assembly from Dhenkanal in 1949. He was also a Member 
of Orissa Legislative Assembly 1971. (d. 20.12.1998) 


Freedom fighter Purnachandra Jee was born at village 
Rasalpur, Balasore. He has written his autobiography and 
nearly more than ten other books. (d.8.9.2007) 


On 23rd December, Gopal Ballav Das passed away. Utkal 
Dipika, in its 26* December edition, wrote an obituary: 


“It is our sad lot, for second time within a fortnight, to record the 
death of a worthy son of Orissa. Babu Gopa! Bullabh Das passed 
away on Wednesday last. He descended from a family of historical 
distinction which migrated to this district from Khurda and was the 
seventeenth descent from the founder of the family, Nandighose 
Mull, who occupied an exalted position as the Waheddar of the 
Mahrattas and afterwards made their Dewan was a member of this 
family. 
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Gopal Bullabh was the first M.A. from the Ravenshaw College, 1884 
M.A. He was a good writer and his style combined with his wit made 
his writings interesting. He didn’t confine himself to prose. He loved 
poetry and wrote poetry. He wrote wetl, he wrote blank verse. He 
was an admirer of a great Uriya poet Upendra Bhanja and started a 
periodical entitled the Indradhanu (Rainbow) to defend him. It 
proved a great success and gave a stimulus to the Oriya literature of 
the day. Gopal Bullubh compiled and translated a Sanskrit work on 
Lord of God- a religious work of higher order. Gopal Bullubh was the 
younger brother of our illustrious country man the Hon'ble Mr M.S. 
Das C I E. One can easily imagine the grief of a loving brother. 
Whole Orissa will join with us in sympathizing with Mr Das in the 
sad bereavement he has suffered in his old age.” 


10* annual Utkal Sammilani was held at Paralakhemundi on 
26” and 27® December. It was presided over by Vikram 
Dev Varma, who became Maharaja of Jeypore in 1931. 
The Chairman of the reception committee was Mahanta 
Radha Krishna Goswami and Nityananda Patnaik, Secretary. 
Madhu Babu attended this session despite the sad demise of 
Gopal Ballav Das, his younger brother. This session appointed 
Ananta Mishra as Roving Missionary (Pracharak) to carry 
propaganda work throughout Orissa and missing Oriya tracts. 
A book Parala Sammilani by Ramachandra Rath is written 
on this confernece was published by Gobinda Rath in 1915. 


Female Education Conference was convened dt Ranchi, by 
Government through efforts of Sailabala Das. The first State 
scholarship was created by the Government and Miss 
Nirmalabala Naik was recipient of the scholarship of $.250 
per year for two years and she went to study in London. 


Maha Mohapadhyay Sadasiv Mishra Kavya Kantha 
published a weekly Purivasi from Puri. 


In January 15* Urdu was made a compulsory subject in 
Cuttack Training School. Urdu teaching was introduced in 
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1914 in 1st grade training School of Orissa and 
Chhotanagpur. In September 1916, Sanskrit, which was a 
compulsory subject, was made optional. In December1917 
there were 68 Hindus and One Muhammadan on the roll. 


Shradhakar Supkar was bom on 8" April in Sambalpur town. 
He passed Entrance Examination keeping 5*® rank in Patna 
University in 1931. He was a participant of Non-cooperation 
Movement. Later, he became a Member of Rajya Sabha 
and Lok Sabha and Opposition Leader in Orissa Legislative 
Assembly. (d. 5.1.1993) (see 1993) 


On 1st February, educationist Satrughna Nath was born at 
village Uttarabahini, Bhadrak. He !:as headed all top posts 
of Education Department and advised Government on 
education policy. On-41® June 1918, he was appointed as 
Basic Education Organizer. He has written many books on 
education, science, mathematics, lexicography etc. 
(d.10.3.06) 


Jogesh Chandra Ray wrote an article on Satyabadi after 
seeing the school in the magazine ‘Bharatabharsa’. 


On 18* April, Makhanlal Haldar was born at Calcutta . He 
is the founder of ‘Puri Hotel’ at Puri, which is the first hotel 
in hotel industry of Orissa. (d. 11.8.90) 

Faturananda (Dr Ramachandra Mishra) was born on 1* June 
at Cuttack town. He was a novelist, short story writer and 
humourist. He received Sarala prize in 1979. (d. 6.11.1995) 
The new building of King Edward Dispensary at Baripada 
was commissioned on 3" June. 

On 17th June, ideal teacher Birabara Dash was born at village 
Remond, Sambalpur. He was a social activist and litterateur. 


He recieved President of India award in 1962 and Governor 
of Orissa prize in 1964. His autobiography Jiban Kallola 
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was published in 1989 which gives a clear picture of his 
activities. His literary works are : Premara Pratidan, Juge 
Juge Brahman, Marichikara Dheu, Abisapta Renu, 
Jagruti. 


To reduce theft cases of Angul area Government constructed 
lock houses in villages where people of Pan community were 
prédominent. All the male members of Pan community were 
kept in the lock house from sunset to sunrise. After some 
years to correct these Pan community people, Salvation Army, 


‘a Christian missionary introduced a scheme called 


‘Renovation of Pans". His volunteers made an office in sub- 
urban area of Angul and started giving free education, loans, 
training in cloth weaving and other progressive works to the 
members of this community which helped them to improve 
socially and economically and thus crimes could be reduced 
to a great extent. This continued till 1950. At present the 
office building is standing at Angul and is called ‘Panasaheb 
Kothi.’ 


An “N” type steel girder bridge of -200 ft. length was 
constructed over river Kusumi near Badapandusar, 
Nayagarh. The bridge is called Ramsay bridge after the 
name of Cobden Ramsay, the Political Agent who inaugurated 
the same. For inaugural ceremony the chiefs and Dewans of 
Ranpur, Daspalla, Khandapara, Nayagarh, came and that 
place became a small temporary town.A number of 
temporary buildings were built and a bazaar opened. The 
steel bridge is replaced by a modern cement concrete box 
girder bridge in 1995. 


Freedom fighter and Communist leader Gangadhar Paikray 
was born in village Sanapadar, Khurda on 12* July. 
(d.31.8.1999) 


At Chasakhanda (Odhanzgi) of Balasore district, a furious 
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fighting occurred between the revolutionaries and the police 
on 9" September. Chitapriya died in the encounter, Bagha 
Jatin died in the Balasore hospital on 10" September, Jyotis 
Chandra Pal was transported to Andaman. Manoranjan Sen 
Gupta and Niren Chandra Das Gupta were hanged to death. 


Gobinda Sahu, proprietor of Kamalini store, Vinod Bihari, 
Cuttack was born. He published more than 100 numbers of 
Gitinatyas (song drama) and Farsh of poet Baishnab Pani. 
After the demise of Baishnab Pani, he was observing the 
birthday celebrations of the poet alone by distributing sweets 
to the boys and girls. 


On 11th October, freedom fighter and Sarbodaya leader 
Manmohan Choudhury was born at Cuttack. He is the son 
of Gopabandhu-Choudhury and Maa Rama Devi. In 1947, 
he founded Utkal Khadi Mandal and became its Secretary. 
In 1930, he participated ‘Salt Satyagrah’ and faced political 
bnutalities. In 1953, he joined in Bhudan movement. He 
translated many Hindi & English books into Oriya and wrote 
many books in Hindi, Oriya and English. In 1998, he received 
Mahatma Gandhi National Memoria! Award and Doctorate 
degree from Utkal University. (d. 11.06.2003) 


A Sanskrit Association consisting of a Convocation and a 
Council was established. This was as per the recommendation 
of the committee on the subject of Sanskrit education 
appointed by Bihar and Qrissa Government in 1914. The 
Council was to conduct three Sanskrit examinations ina year. 


Madhusudan Granthabali, a collection df writings of poet 
Madhusudan Rao was first published by Prasant Rao from 
Utkal Sahitya Press. 

On December 27" and 28", the eleventh Utkal Sammilani 
was held at Sambalpur under the presidentship of 
Laxminarayan Singh Deo, Raja of Kera, Singhbhum. Chandra 
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Sekhar Behera and Balunkeswar Mishra were the Chairman 
and Secretary of the reception committee respectively. 

The commemorative inscription of the Anantavasudev temple 
at Bhubaneswar was first published by Dr L.D. Barnett in 
the Epigraphia Indica, VYol-XIII, PP. 150-155. 

A training school for subordinate rank of the police branch 
was established at Angul and 236 recruits received training. 


* Kishore Chandra Harichandan (1891-1945), Raja of Talcher 


established a High School. It was the 7 High School in 
Orissa. (British Orissa and Princely States) 

The Survey School at Cuttack, attached to college education 
was detached. (see 1877, 1912) 


Two hostels were built in the Survey School campus. One 
hostel is called Athagarh hostel and another is called Prince 
of Wales hostels (Now the two hostels are demolised). 
Two scholarships twenty rupees each were given to 
students of Athagarh for reading in this institution (Later 
Eng. School ). [Biswanath Dev Varma was ruler of Athagarh 
from 1896 to 1918. He married Krushnapriya, princess of 
Bankatara, a scion of ruling family of Nayagarh State. In 1912, 
he received Raj Bahadur title from the British Government.]} 
Tax in the interest of pilgrims called “terminal tax’ was realized 
through railway authorities after the report of the All India 
Pilgrim Committee, 1915. The contribution by the railway 
company to the municipality is one of the important sources 
of income which made it possible for the Puri Municipality to 
open water-works in the town. (see 1935) 


The Ravenshaw Collegiate School was separated from the 
control of the Principal of Ravenshaw College. It was shifted 
to arented house and later to the building formerly used as 
the Civil Court. 
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Poetess Haripriya Devi was born at village of Narilo, 
Jagsinghpur. In 1975, she was given a title “Kabita 
Kalpalata” by the people. Her works are Sharadi . 
Jagarana, Malaya Kumari, Bahini Sikha, Kakali, Kuhu, 
Giti Puspanjali etc. (d. 1986) 


Prof. Bhubaneswar Behera, an eminent engineer was born 
on 1* January, at Bhawanipatna. He was Vice Chancellor of 
Sambalpur University and Member of Union Public Service 
Commission in 1978. He received Sarala Award and Orissa 
Sahitya Academy award for his literary activities. In 1998 
Utkal Sahitya Samaj awarded him the title ‘Utkal Ratna’. He 
is the son- in- law of Bharat Chandra Nayak. (d. 
1.4.1993 )}(see 1897) 


On 1* January, eminent Oriya writer and dramatist Gopal 
Chhotray was bom at Purumagarh, Jagatsinghpur. He received 
award of Kendriya Sahitya academy, Kendriya Sangeet 
Natak academy, State Sahitya academy and State Sangeet 
Natak academy. (d. 22.01.03) (see 1982) 


On!’ J anuary, Sudam Charan Naik became editor of Utkal 

Dipika. Till this date from inception Gouri Sankar Ray was 

its editor. 

Mr GE. Fawcus, Inspector of Schools, in his remarks dated 

the 10th January made in the Visitors’ Book of Kharsuan 

M.E. School says:- 
“Oriya is being taught now in the four lower classes, but Hindi is 
still being taught in the four higher classes. | would suggest that 
Hindi should be stopped altogether now and the Oriya books for 
Standards 1, II and ITI taught this year in each of the four higher 
classes. Next year the Oriya books for Standard IV might be taught 
in each of the three higher classes and soon. This wil! affect the 
question of appointing a new Head Pandit. 


On 21st January, a petition was submitted by rulers, Land- 
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lords and the common people of Singhboom to Sir Edward 
Albert Gait, Lt Governor of Bihar-Orissa province for 
restoration of the Oriya language. 

Subas Chandra Bose was expelled from Calcutta Presidency 
College for 2 years. (see 1897,1920,1928,) 

Bamanda Suratarangini Saraswata Samiti conferred 
Saraswati title on Fakir Mohan Senapati on 7" February. 
The important litterateurs present in the meeting were Gouri 
Sankar Ray, Sashibhusan Ray, Ram Sankar Ray and Nilamani 
Vidyaratna. In the issue of Sambalpur Hiteisini, the details 
of the function were published. 

Writer Jnanedra Varma was bom on 21* February in village 
Kusupur. He was awarded by Orissa Sahitya Academy in 
1960 for his drama Swarna Jugar Sandhya. (d. 1990) 
Biju Patnaik was born on 5® March. (d. 17.4.1999) (see 
1932,1961) 

Gouri Sankar Ray received Rai Bahadur title from 
Government. 

Patna High Court was established. 

Sareikala and Kharasuan, the feudatory States were added 
to Orissa Division which resulted in increasing their number 
to 26. I 

A Circuit Court of Patna High Court was held on 8*® May at 
Cuttack for the first time with Edward Chemiyar, the Chief 
Justice of Patna High Court and Justice Sarfudin. There, 
Madhu Babu told that the people of Orissa expect that this 
Circuit Court would be a permanent bench. 

Bhima Bhoi Bhajan or Alekh Bhajan part -I & II combined 
was published by Benudhar Patnaik from Dutta Press, 
Cuttack. ' 
Sub-divisional Hospital at Boud was established by the ruler. 


Bolangir High school was started. 
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Gopabandhu Choudhury passed M.A. as the topper from 
Calcutta University. 


Bankanidhi Patnaik, an ideal Headmaster passed Law from 
Calcutta University as topper and received Gold Medal. He 
received Rai Saheb title in 1937. He also had passed 
Matriculation being placed in 2" rank. He is the father of 
short story writerAkhil Mohan Patnaik. (see 1889, 1927) 


Arrangements were made for the training of four drill masters 
of Orissa per year at Cuttack under the control of Y.M.C.A 
to be posted in the Schools of Orissa. 


Khurda Club had its incept.on in this year. It was started as 
a residential and recreational club for Sarbarakars. Later, 
after abolition of Sarbarakari it was developed as a public 
club and named ‘Khurda Club’. 


Patent Medicine, a play written by Gobinda Chandra 
Surdeo was published from Utkal Sahitya Press.(Orjginal 
story by Fakir Mohan) (See 1843) 


On 13th May, Poet Sachi Routray was born at village 
Gurujanga, Khurda. Utkal Sahitya Samaj awarded him the 
title Utkal Ratna in 1994 for his poetic excellence. His literary 
works are Purnima (1932), Baji Rout, Palishri, Abhijan, 
Pandulipi etc. In 1986, he received Jnanapitha award. 
His collection of works was published. ( d. 21.08.04) (See 
1932, 1962) 


Lord Hardinge -II, the Governor General and Viceroy came 
to Orissa on a visit at the request of Madhu Babu and 
Rajendra Narayan Bhanja Deo, the Raja of Kanika. 


Utkal Ashram, the historic centre of Orissa movement was 
constructed at Berhampur with the financial support of 
Krupamaya Dev, Raja of Badakhemundi. It was inaugurated 
by V. Goschhon, the Governor of Madras. It is now an 
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important centre of music and culture. Krupamaya Dev died 
in 1922 at the age of 52 years. 


Kamal Lochan Cahutisa written by Balram Das was 
published from Arunodoya Press. (see 1497) 


Ravenshaw College Dramatic Society staged a historical 
play Lachhama being directed by Gobinda Chandra Surdeo. 
He converted the novel into dramatic script. Fakir Mohan 
Senapati, the writer of the novel was also present among the 
audience and enjoyed the drama till the end. (see 1884) 


Freedom fighter Godabari Devi was bom in October. She is 
the wife of freedom fighter Rabindra Mohan Dash. 
(d.30.06.1993) 


Maharaja Krushna Chandra Gajapati constructed a new 
college building at the foot-hill of Bhoisahi in Parlakhemundi 
and named it in commemoration of his tutor Mr Cameron 
Morission. 


Aterrible famine occurred in the feudatory States of Western 
Orissa. Biramitrodaya Singh, Raja of Sonepur arranged a 
camp for giving food to the poor. People in extreme 
helplessness attended the camp for free food which was 
given once a day. 


On 18® October, freedom fighter and writer Gobinda 
Chandra Mohanty was born in village Satapura, 
Jagatsinghpur. In later life he was connected with social works. 
(d.4.6.2001) 


12" Utkal Sammilani was held at Balasore on 29” and 30® 
of December under the presidentship of Srinivas Rajmani, 
Raja of Manjusa (A.P). Babu Radhagovinda Chandra Das 
was the chairman of reception committee. For the first 
time, a demand for separate State of Orissa was made in 
the Conference. It was proposed to recognise Vizagpatam 
Karans as Oriyas. In this conference the domiciled Bengalis 
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were separated and did not turn up to the meeting. Gouri 
Sankar was sorry for this and wrote in Utkal Dipika: “Our 
Bengali brothers held aloof for the first time for no fault of ours and 
for no fault of theirs as they say and assert. Our conviction is that 
constitutional or unconstitutional, we, Oriyas, are assembling from 
year to year for the last eleven years and assembled this time for the 
twelfth year- with all our heart and soul. Split is a great defect and 
split in a camp is nmuch to be deplored. The Hon'ble Das now belongs 
to all India.” 


The first Hydro-Power Electric Generation Centre was 
established at Orankot in Bamara State by Sachidananda 
Trivuban Dev, Raja of Bamara. It produced 20 K.W. for 
the palace and offices of thc Darbar. 


A meeting was held at Medinapur to arouse spirit for inclusion 
of Oriya speaking tracts in Orissa. In the meeting, Pt 
Godabarish Mishra and Jadumani Mangara} were present. 
Barrister Birendra Sasmal of Medinapur, whose ancestors 
were Oriyas, attacked Pt Godabarish Mishra through hired 
goons by pelting stones. The Bengalis called him (Sasmal) as 
‘Desaprana Sasmal’ for his dislike to include Medinapur in 
Orissa. 

Sabdatatwa Bodh Avidhan ( a lexicon) by Pandit Gopinath 
Nanda was published from Utkal Sahitya Press although the 
manuscript was ready since 1904. This lexicon was compiled 
showing the origin of the Oriya words. Such types of lexicons 
were not yet compiled in those times in the major languages 
of India such as Hindi or Bengali. Prior to this, only lexicons 
were compiled and published showing the ଅଲା meaning.

Once Pandit 
Gopabandhu Das visited the school. His Inspection Report: 


1 found Panchrulia L.P. School as my eldest son in the district of 

Singhbhum. It is the first Oriya medium Oriya L.P. School started 
in 1926 in the state of Bihar. Now in this school there are 
twentyseven boys and six girls on the roll. Three boys and one 
girl are candidates for admission. The number of students is 
rapidly increasing and it will be fifty very soon. 


1 am glad that the District Inspector of schools has recognized 
the necessity of an Oriya School in this village, and if he tries to 
4Dderstand the real feelings and wishes of the Oriya schools 
every where. In his inspection note vide twentysecond April 
last, he had advised the villagers to arrange a qualified Teacher. 
1 do not know how the villagers could get one such Teacher. 
Some years past Oriya had been taken away from the schools in 
these parts. It is impossible to get a competent trained Oriya 
Teacher in the District The villagers are however, to be 
congratulated upon having Babn Iswar Chandra Hota as the 
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Pandit of the School. Babu Iswar Chandra Hota knows Oriya 
well and I was surprised to see his poems composed in Oriya 
Sd/

Dr Ganeswar Mishra eminent Professor : f Philosophy was 
born at Radha Chakradharpur in Pur district. From M.E. to 
M.A. he never stood second. (d. 27.11.1985) 
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Novelist Rajkishore Patnaik was born on 8" April. He 
received “Artibadi” title from Orissa Sahitya Academy for 
his literary activities. He happens to be the cousin brother of 
Biju Patnaik. (d. 2.3.1999). 


A rising of Santal and other tribes of Mayurbhanja took 
place in the month of May. Order. was restored with the help 
of military police. 

Ideal teacher Kulamani Rath (1899-1986) stood topper in 
matriculation examination of Patna University. He worked in 
Badamba Mohan Subudhi Secondary School (later High 
School) for continuously 30 years. In the early part of his life, 
he worked ‘as a Dewan of Murri estate (later 
Kamakshanagar). 


Sir Asutosh Mukhar]ji visited Satyabadi school on 12th June. 
He wrote “I have visited the Satyabadi High School with great 
interest. The school possesses many remarkable features. It is 
managed by well educated Oriyas, who have realized the great truth 
that spread of education amengst their people can be effected on 
the surest and soundest lines by persons who are prepared to make 


a great sacrifice.” 

On 16th June Sriharsa Mishra, a noted freedom fighter and 
journalist was born in village Chhamanda, Ganjam. He 
received Orissa Sahitya Academy. award for his book 
Paschima Diganta. (d. 8.4.1984) 


On 25® June, ideal Headmaster Raghunath Mishra was born 


at Narasinghpur.‘A golden.age in the schools was created 


wherever he started his teachership. He worked as 
Headmaster of Daspalla, Saranakul, Nayagarh, and‘many 
other important High schools. He wrote many books for 
students which were taught in the schools. He also had 
translated some world classic books into Oriya. After a long 
interval he could identify and recognize his old students without 
any doubt. He received State level award from the Governor 
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of Orissa in 1970. He was much helpful to the poor and 
menitOnious students. (d.22.03.04) 


State Institute of Education was established at 
Bhubaneswar with Satraghna Nath as its Head. This was as 
per report of an Education Commission headed by D.S. 
Kothari which was constituted in 1964 which heave its report 
on 29" June 1966. 


Satyabadi Vanavidyalay got permanent recognition from 
Cattutta University on 12® September. In this year 15 students 
passed Entrance Examination out of 22 students appeared. 


District Headquarters Hospital at Keonjhar was established. 


Madhu Babu opposed the Home Rule Movement while 
Goapbandhu Das insisted upon it. The difference between 
them was opened in 1919. 


Gopabandhu Das was sent to the Bihar-Orissa Council as a 
non-official Member at the initiation of Madhu Babu. He 
continued there upto 1920. 


Patna University was established on 1* October with J.G. 
Jenning as the first Vice Chancellor. All educational 
institutions of Orissa were under this University till 1943. The 
University was established due to the repeated gemands 
of Raja Baikunthanath Dey of Balasore. 


A memorandum Was submitted to Ediwin Montagu, the 
Secretary of State for India during his visit to India. Jt stated 
to consolidate the Oriya- spoken areas unde€. onc 
administration. 


Gangadhar Meher, the .:nowned poet retired from 
Government service with a pension uf Rs 11/- per month. 
(see 1918) 


Ravenshaw Girls’ School was shifted to its own building at 
Gouri Sankar Park, Cuttaek. (see 1909,1913) 
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Biren Mitra was born on 26* November. He was a freedom 
fighter and later Chief Minister of Orissa. (d. 25.5.1978) 


‘Singhbhum Utkal Sava’ was formed in Singhbhum. The 
Rajas of Sareikala, Kharasuan, Dhalbhumi and Podahat 
supported the movement for introducing Oriya in Courts and 
educational institutions. | 

Lionel Curtis, a Member of the Round Table group in London 
suggested the creation of Orissa as a separate Province and 
strongly criticised the Province of Bihar and Orissa. 


Madhu Babu was nominated as a Member of Senate and 
Syndicate of Patna University. 


The first telephone exchange of Cuttack was established. 


Nava Brundaban Chandra Vihar written in 1867 by 
Gajapati Narayan Dev, the Raja of Paralakhemufidi was 
published from Gajapati Press, Parala. 


Freedom fighter Bhimsen Rout was born in village Tara of 
Kenojhar district. He was a social reformer too. (d. 1990)- 


The State of Mayurbhanja saw a tribal insurrection. For 
World War-[, the Santals were recruited for labour service 
in the Amy. Each unit of 2000 was to besent to France. A 
Calcutta paper published that they are being taken for 
Meriah. So a big revolt emerged. However, they were 
explained and 2000 Santals joined voluntarily in the labour 
service. 

The Orissa branch of Servants of India Society was 
founded at Cuttack. In 1927, a centre was founded by 
Laxminarayan Sahoo at Choudwar. 


Ballav Narayan temple of Jeypore was completed byBir 
Vikram Dev, K.C.I.E., Maharaja of Jeypore. 


On 29* November, Hon’ble Mr Sifton replied in Bihar Orissa 
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Council on a question tabled by Hon’ble Gopabandhu Das; 
“Twenty one candidates appeared at the examination of 
Cuttack Medical School in 1917 final examiration, one was 
expelled on the first day. Of the remaining, one passed the 
examination. Next examination to be held at an interval of six 
months”. 


On 29" November, Hon’ble Mr Macpherson replied in the 
Bihar Orissa Council on a question of Hon’ble Gopabandhu 
Das: “The total number of students admitted to the 1* year of 
Cuttack Survey School in 1917 was seven and the total number 
in the school was ten.” 


On 29th November Hon’b:e Goiqbandhu Das asked a 
question in Bihar-Orissa Council. The reply he received was 
: 18 vacancies in the Calcutta Medical College are reserved for Oriya 
students including Bengali domiciles. No fixed number of seats are 
reserved for Oriya students, but two scholarships are reserved for 
them. 


On 11" December some Oriya delegates waited on 
deputation to call on M.S. Montagu and Lord Chelmsford, 
the Governor General at Calcutta under the leadership of 
Madhu Babu and Raja of Kanika, the Finance Minister of 
Bihar-Orissa Province. 


A committee was formed to take up repairs of the temple of 
Lord Jagannath. It decided to collect funds for repairs (Jirna 
Sanskar). Thecommittee consisted of Raja Mukunda Dev, 
Raja Sahib Denkanal, Raja Sahib Athagarh, Maharaja of 
Sonepur , Kanika Raja Sahib, Mahanta of Emar Math, 
Mahanta Mahiprakash, Manager of Puri temple, Mahanta 
Uttarparswa Math, Pandit Gopabandhu Das, M.M Sadasiva 
Kabyakantha, Raja-Bahadur Parikud, Braja Sundar Das, 
Rai-Bahadur Sudam Charan Nayak, Ganeswaerlal Pandit 
and Dinakrishna Choudhury. 
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The position of strength of girl students with reference to the 
year 1912 district wise is as follows:

This was due to various Women’s Associations specially, Women’s 
Association at Cuttack who were repeatedly demanding for 
enrichment of female education. 


Chandra Mohan Moharana wrote Kathabali in two parts 
for use of the school students. This book was taught in schools 
as text book for a long period. During this time those who 
wrote school books for use by students were : Pandit 
Kapileswar Vidyabhusan, Gobinda Rath, Gobinda Chandra 
Patnaik, Gouri Sankar Ray, Ramaprasarna Mukhopadhyay, 
Bichhanda Patnaik, Bhubaneswar Dutta, Nimai Ballav 
Vidyasagar, Pravakar Vidyaratna, Fakir Mohan Senapati, 
Tarini Charan Mukhopadhyaya, Sivénarayan Naik, 
Dwarikanath Chakrabarty, Ramesh Chandra Basu, Ram 
Sankar Ray, Ganapati Das. Manicharan Mohapatra, Chandra 
Mohan Moharana, etc. 


On 5* December, “The Oriya” the mouth piece of Utkal 
Sammilani was published from Cuttack. Previously it was 


thought to name the magazine as ‘Utkal Conference’. Utkal 


Dipika.welcomed the magazine and said “This is the first 
English magazine in Orissa.” 
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On 11* December, the delegation led by Madhu Babu met 
Viceroy and Montagu, the Secretary of State. The others 
who were in the delegation were R.N. Bhanja Deo, the Raja 
of Kanika; Raja of Seragada; Gopabandhu Das; Harihar 
Panda and Rai Bahadur Sudam Charan Naik. They pressed 
in course of discussion. on integration of Orissa State. 


Gokulananda Choudhury. a leading advocate of Cuttack, and 
Gopal Chandra Praharaj, an advocate and famous 
lexicographer launched a vigorous campaign against the 
leadership of Madhu Babu which led to his resignation fiom 
the editorship of The Oriya, the mouth-piece of Utkal 
Sammilani. 


{n a mass meeting of staff and st.:dents at Satyabadi, Pt 
Harihar Das was awarded the title ‘Acharya’ although 
Gopabandhu had already cénferred on him the same since 
1913. (see1913) 


On 13* March, Bihar-Orissa Government admitted that the 
stoppage of salt manufacture caused immense hardship to 
the agricultural population of coastal Orissa. The Govemment 
assured that attention would be paid to the question of revival 
of the Salt Industry in Orissa. (Reply due to convincing speech 
of Pandit Gopabandhu Das in Bihar-Orissa council) (see 1902). 


On 13* March, Gopabandhu Das, the Legislator of Bihar 
Orissa Council raised the question of setting up of an 
Engineering School for Orissa at Cuttack. He Said “The 
question of an Engineering School for Orissa has long been ander 
the consideration of Government. It was first mooted some twelve 
years ago when Orissa was with Bengal. The students who passed 
the two years’ course of the Cuttack Survey School having not 
proved competent as sub-overseers, the necessity of raising the 
school to the standard of the Bihar School of Engineering was clearly 
recognized. Even in 1906 a site was selected for the proposed 
Engineering School at Cuttack, but the matter did not proceed further 
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until 1913 when the Survey School was reduced to an Amin class. 
What a sad disappointment this was to the people of Orissa, who 
expected that under the new administration which promised them 
greater care and attention, the establishment of an Engineering 
School for which the Chief of Athagarh had already contributed Rs 

” 20,000 would not be further delayed. This sum has been ih deposit 
with Government for the last 5 years...” 


Samuel Sahoo (Babi). famous theatre and cine-actor was 
born on 22™ March at Cuttack. (d.19.11.2000) (see 1961) 


On 26™ April, poet Khageswar Seth was born at village 
Sarasara, Baragarh. Social activist Sribachha Panda gave 
him the title ‘Sahitya Prana’. (d. Feb. 1987) (see 1968) 


Laxminarayan Sahu started a Service Union (Seva Samiti) 
at Cuttack. The first co-operative store of Orissa was 
included in the Seva Samiti, with H. K. Mahatab as its 
Secretary. There was another branch of Jail and hospital with 
Rajkrushna Bose as its Secretary . Like this, many branches 
were opened under the Samiti. 


Gobinda Rath, the famous poet, writer and publisher died on 
20" May. (b.29.10.1848) 


Sir Asutosh Mukharji visited Satyavadi Vanavidyalaya 
(Satyavadi Garden School) on 12* June. He wrote in the 
visitors book : ‘Such a school should be held in every village of 
Bengal’. 


Er Artabandhu Mohanty was born on 21* August in village 
Nagabali of Cuttack district. He was the topper in Bihar 
College of Engineering, Patna. He is praise-worthy as Chief 
Engineer for timely completion of widening and strengthening 
of N.H.5 from OMP junction at Cuttack to N.H.6 junction 
at Baharagora in Mayurbhanja district, which was started in 
1961. Major bridges over river Mahanadi, Birupsa, 
Brahmani, Baitarnai, Salandi and Budahbalanga were 
constructed on N.H.S5. beside 100 minor bridges. The total 
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cost of the project was Rs 11 crore financed by International 
Development Association. (d.7.9.1993) (see 1966) 


From Christ College, of Cambridge University, London P.K. 
Parija stood first in Botany and secured the Frank-Smart 
prize and fellowship for research. (see 1945, 934) 


Balaram Mohanty was born at Jagatsinghpur. He was a 
freedom fighter and wrote books on Oriya movement and 
books for children. (d. 24.4.1998) 


Saraswati Fakir Mohan Senapati died on 14" June at 
Balasore. (b.13.1.1843) 


Manmohan Mishra, poet, revolutionary and socialist leader 
was born on 20" July at Birapratappur Shasan under Puri 
district. He stood third in matriculation examination under 
Patna University. (d. 19.11.2000) (see 1946,1940) 


In the four sub-divisions of Mayurbhanja, a severe infection 
of influenza occurred in the month of September and it 
lasted till January, 1919. The total death toll on this count 
came to 16,803. 


On 27" August freedom fighter, Marxist leader Banamali Das 
was hom at village Kadamsahi, Nilgiri. He was the first 
seeretary of communist party of Orissa branch. The 12 
Orissa Assembly in 2002 had conferred this seasoned 
politician with the ‘best legislator award’. Banamali Das is 
the first person to start Gadajat Merger Movement in 
Iidia. The revolutionary leader was also the initiator of ‘Praja 
Andolan’. (d.25.2.2007) 

A special meeting of Utkal Sammilani was held at Cuttack 
on 21* and 22™ September under the chairmanship of Madhu 
Babu to discuss on the report of Montagu-Chemsford. It 
was resolved that there was no use to have a sub- province 
for Oriyas. In this session, some young people like Gopal 
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Chandra Praharaj criticised Madhu Babu for the'manner of 
his handling the Utkal Sammilani. 

Gourisyam Naik was born on 18" September at vill-Hajipur 
Ersama. He‘was MLA during 1952-57. He donated 162 
Tolas of Gold for 1962 war collecting from different parts of 
the district. On 6® September 1942, he (Gourisyam) set fire 
to Hajipur police station. He was sentenced for 15-year jail 
term, but was released after 5 years, when the Mahatab 
Government came to power. 


On 21st September educationist and litterateur Sarbeswar 
Das was born at Naranpada, Kendrapada. His literary works 
are Jugasrasta Fakirmohan, Sahitya Sandarsan, Natak 
Bichai and many biographies of eminent people. (d. 
21.10.1996) 

Kulamani Mishra was born at Haladia, Khurda. He translated 
Dhwanyaloka written by Anand Vardhan into Oriya which 
was published by Orissa Sahitya Academy. 


Krushna Chandra Narayan Gajapati was simultaneously given 
the titles of Raja and K.C.LE by British Government. He 
was made Honorary Second Lt. in His Majesty’s Indian Land 
Forces and promoted to the rank of Captain subsequently. 
(see 1936) 


Pandit Lingaraj Mishra passed M.A. in Sansknit as the topper 
from Calcutta university. 


Dr Sriram Chandra Das, the famous Professor of Political 
Science of Utkal University was born on 17" November at 
Balikuda, Jagatsinghpur. He authored a number of books. 
He received Orissa Sahitya Academy award for his book 
Bhramana Kahani (d.10.8.1995) (see 1935,1948) 


Rajendra Singh, Zamindar of Padmapur, Sambalpur 
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registered a village called Tendapadar in favour of poet 
Gangadhar Meher for his maintenance and gave him a job 
on a pay of Rs 30/- per month as the poet retired from 
Government job in 1917. (see 1917) 


Pandit Godabarish Mishra passed B.T. examination from 
Calcutta University as the topper. 


On 23rd December Dr Natabar Samantray, an essayist, critic 
and educationist was born at Delang in Puri district. 
(d.17.8.2000) 


Biswanath Das organised India’s first Kisan Movement. 
He formed Royat Union in the northern-most district of 
Madras Presidency and himself became its President with 
V.V. Giri as its Secretary. (see 1920) 


Prabasi Bengali Samiti was formed at Cuttack. This caused 
a minor hurdle against the smooth functioning of Utkal 
Sammilani. Before this, people of all communities i.e Oriyas, 
Bengalis, Telugus, Marwaris, Muslims, were attending the 
session and were unanimously demanding integration of 
Oriya-speaking tracts. 


J.N. Sarkar, an eminent historian was appointed as Professor 
of History in the Ravenshaw College. 


On 27" December, Social worker Antaryami Behera was 
born at village Kushalada in Mayurbhanja district. His life 
was dedicated to promotion of education in remote areas of 
Mayurbhanja. In 1951 he started an M.E. School and in 
1953, a High Schoo! at Kusalada on the lines of Satyabadi 
Vana Vidyalaya. For these two schools he donated 20 ac. of 
land. His fourth child Aurobindo Behera (b.8.11.1952) who 
is working in the Orissa Cadre of Indian Administrative 
Service, has received Sahitya Academy Award for translation. 
He (Aurobindo) ig also one of the advisers of Orissa 
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Sikshasandhan, an education resource centre. Antaryami 
Behera died on 31* August 2006. 


The Bihar-Orissa Primary Edcation Bill was passed in the 
Legislative Council for free and compulsory education. 

On 29* December, famous Surgeon Dr Girija Sankar 
Mohapatra was born at villae Allarpur, Balasore. It is for his 
initiation the massive ‘Surgiggl building’ of the S,C.B Medical 
College, Cuttack could be built in 1961. His portrait has been 
unveiled in Sriramchandra Bhawan. His collection of literary 
works js published. (d.28.8.1967) . 

In the month of January Sudam Charan Naik, the newly 
appointed Editor of Utkal Dipika wrote an editorial on 
Madhu Babu : “The grand old man has laid down his arms. 
The young veteran to whom Orissa owes the spectial meeting 
pf the Utkal conference has laid aside his portfolio and “The 
Oriya is now to go rudderies.” 

To make the Oriya movement stronger, the Oniyas of Ganjam 
district started a special forum called Ganjam Oriya Zilla Sangh. 
An Ayurvedic dispensary was opened at Bolangir under the 
patronage of Maharaja Pruthviraj Singh Deo. 

Freedom fighter Balakrushna Patnaik was born in village 
Badakerang. For development of education he started 
Colleges at Chhendipada, Jarapada and Schools at Bagedia 
and Jarapada. (d.1994) 

Monthly magazine Sahakar was published by Laxminarayan 
Sahoo, a noted freedom fighter, ihitially from Puri and later 
from Matrubhumi Press, Cuttack 


Acharya Harihar Das left Satyabadi on 7” February to 
become Headmaster of Chakradharpur High School of 
Singhbhum district. 


Chakradhar Parida was born in village Gadabanikilo under 
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Ranpur Tahasil on 8* February. He was a member of .N.A 
and fought in Burma against British and was later jailed in 
Rangoon. He was honoured by Smt. Indira Gandhi in 1982. 
He is the brother of Saheed Dibakar Parida who was hanged 
on the charge of murdering Mejor Bazelgette. (see 
1911,1941) 


From 8" February, the autobiography of Fakir Mohan 
Senapati was published in Utkal Hiteisin serially. 


On 24" February, Hemalata Mansingh was born in village 
Bilipada, Jagasinghpur. She was a short-story writer. She 
edited Nari Mahal of daily Prajatantra ror few years. Her 
literary works are Marama Talara Dheue, Mahiyasi Mahila, 
etc. She happens to be the wife of Dr Mayadhar Mansingh. 
(d.20.2.04) (see 1905) 


Bharati Mandir (a reading club), an institution was 
established at Bakharabad, Cuttack town by some students. 
It was a meeting place for all sorts of people to discuss all 
aspects of Indian politics and freedom movement. The 
students were Gopabandhu Choudhury, H.K. Mahatab, 
Nabakrushna Choudhury, Nityananda Kanungo, Bhagirathi 
Mohapatra, etc. 


Pandit Godabarish Mishra established an Oriya High School 
in Chakradharpur of Singhbhum district and continued as 
Headmaster there. 


On 24th March, Rowlatt Bill became law. On 6th April, 

there was wide spread revolution throughout India including 
Orissa from all villages to cities against this law. Bengal 
partition was limited to Bengal only, whereas this Rowllat 
Act administered the seed of independence all through India 
and 6th April is one sort of Independence day of India. 
Rowlatt was a English jugde who drafted the Bill. This day is 
called the first day of ‘Satyagrah Sangram’. [The Rowilat 
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Act proclaimed that hereafter the Government might arrest without 
notice or warrent any suspected person, and detain him without trial 
as long as it liked, that such tial might be given was to be in secret 

before not a Jury fo: three Judges appointed by the Government, and 
the accused need not be told the names of his accusers nor any ot 
the witnessess against him, and these should not be required to 
confront him, and.the accused must not be allowed the right of 
engaging a lawyer to depend him, that he must not call witnessess in 
his behalf that usual legal procedures might be abrogated and that 
no appeal would be permitted J 


The Hon ble Mr B Foley, 1C S Commissioner of the 
Chotanagpur Division, in his letter to the Secretary to the 
Government of Bihar and Onssa, Judicial Department, dated 
the 26th March 1919 remarked as follows-- 


xX ଏ Xx 

“S Itappears, however, from page 213 of the Singhbhum Gazetteer 
that Dhalbhum was part of the Bengal district of Midnapur unit] 
1833, when it Was transferred to Manbhum, subsequently being 
transferred to Singhbhum in 1846 According to page 51 of the 
Gazetteer the Court language for Dhalbhum is Bengali On the 
other hand when touring through the west of Dhalbhum, the 
Kolhan, Seraikela and Kharswan I have always been struck with 
the Ortya look of the villages The houses seen to be built in the 
same way as in Balasore, Cuttack, Puri and the Orissa Tributary 
States The question 1s whether it is advisable to push Bengali at 
the expense of Oriya og Oriya at the expense of Bengali” 

“8 Itis I believe trugthat the Bengali element has under influence 
in Singhbhum But I believe same thing will be found in a less 
degree in Cuttack, Balasore and Puri Jf it is desired to exclude 
Bengalis as much as possible and give more power to the Oriyas, 
it would seem advisable that Singhbhum should be transferred 
to the Orissa Division As it 1s, considerable inconvenience 1s 
experienced when records come up from Seraikela and Kharsw an, 
since no one in the Commissioner s office can translate them and 
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it is necessary to return them for purposes of translation. Oriya 
has been recognised as an alternative Court language in both 
Seraikela and Kharswan in Mr Jhonston's letter No. 2095-0, dated 
the June 1916. Oriya is the language always used I believe in the 
Courts in these two States and judging from the schools I visited. 
It is also the language taught in the schools. It is to be remembered 
however that the families of both the Chiefs are Oriya and they 
are probably desirous to promote Oriya as far as possible in their 
States”. 
The 14*® Utkal Sammilani was held at Cuttack under the 
presidentship of Pandit Gopabandhu Das on 19" and 20" 
Apnil. The Chairman of reception committee was Jagatballav 
Ghose. A resolution was accepted in the Conference:that, 
‘the Oriyas have accepted the proposal of Montagu-Chemstord 
Committee to constitute language-based province and the Oriya- 
spoken tracts would be brought from different provinces and kept in 
a separate province’. Gopabandhu, in his presidential address, 
said : “For a long time the conference did not participate in politics 
and the ruling Chiefs and the Government employees were taking 
part in its deliberations, once a year they met behind closed doors 
and indulged in fiery speech-making. That was an age of speech- 
making and paper resolutions; one must admit that this led to a little 


development of the province.” 


In May, the committee reports of Mont-Ford were published. 
Orissa division got ten seats ouffpf 73 elected seats in the 
Bihar-Orissa Council. Out of 10 seats 7 seats were non- 
Mohummedan rural seats, whereas no less than 6 districts in 
Bihar got more than two Mohummedan rural seats. On 
representation to Sir Edward Gait, the Lt Governor of Bihar- 
Orissa, hé promised to give one more seat to Orissa. The 
committee gave two seats out of 126 seats to the district of 
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Ganjam in the Madras Lagislative Council. When, Ganjam 
got two seats in a total population 18 lakh and 60 thousand, 
Guntur district was allotted 3 seats in a population of 14 lakh 
57 thousand. The Oriyas of Central Province and district of 
Medinapur in Bengal were not given even a nominated seat. 
To sum up : Mohammadan urban seat | No.

Revolutionary poet Raghunath Das was born at Sendhapur 
near Jatni on 3™ July. He was a lawyer by profession. His 
literary works are: Premara Jinisa, Ajaba Desara Elish, 
August Pandara, Phasi Asamira Chabikathi. (9.11.1984) 


The foundation for the building of ‘Utkal Sahitya Samaj ' at 
Cuttack was laid on 19* July. The Raja of Aul donated Rs 
3000 initially and the building was built at the expense of 
the Maharaja of Mayurbhanja. Purna Chandra Bhanja Deo, 
Raja of Mayurbhanja, while financing Sriramchandra Bhawan, 
imposed a condition that no political meetings would be held 
here and Sahitya Samaj agreed to it. (see 1913) 

Weekly Samaj appeared from Satyabadi Sakshigopa! on 
4* October. It came to Nimichaudi, Cuttack in June 1927. It 
became a daily on 30" April 1930. (see 1912) 

Sir Edward Gait, Lt Governor of Bihar-Orissa laid the 
foundation stone of th#epresent building of Ravenshaw college 
at Cuttack on 11" November in an area of 87 acs. The college 
was shifted to the magnificent new building in 1921. 

The Leprosy Home at. Cuttack was established on 11* 
November. Dr Isac Samantray was the first doctor of the 
Ashram. (see 1892) 


The first High School at Baragarh of undivided Sambalpur 
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district was established. In 1908, an M.E. school had been 
started here. A college was established here in 1960. 


Freedom fighter and social worker Rambha Devi was born 
at Katihar in Bihar. Orissa was her work field. In 1959, she 
established Seva Samiti, a service centre at Haridaspur. The 
foundation stone was laid by Y.N.Sukhtankar, the Governor 
of Orissa. (d. 23.9.2000) (see 1919) 


India Act was passed in British Parliament. There was 
recognition to Orissa as a sub-province as per Montagu- 
Chemsford Commission’s recommendation on linguistic 
basis. 

Pandit Krupasindhu Mishra wrote a history book Konark. 


Konarke written by Pandit Nilakantha Das was published 
from Satyabadi Press. 


On 17* December The Oriya Movement jointly written by 
Niranjan Patnaik and Chakrapani Pradhan during their college 
career was published by Harihar Panda, Secretary, ‘Oriya 
Samaj '. The book was brought to the notice of Mahatma 
Gandhi. The preface of the book was written by Sri Panda. 
Madhu Babu gave Rs 300/- for publishing the book and the 
balance was given by one of the writers. (see 
1896,1914,1924,1927). 


The 15" session of Utkal Sammilani was held at Puri under 
the presidentship of Chandra Sekhar Behera on 26" and 
27* December. The President commented “no more the Utkal 
Union Confernce be saved from the floods of National Non-co- 
operation Movement”. Mainly the Rajas and Zamindars 
including Madhu Babu wee not in support of Nationa! 
Movement. 


All India Christian Conference was held on 29", 30® and 
31* December at Cuttack under the presidentship of Rai- 
Bahadur Kotilingam. 
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Ramkrishna Matha at Bhubaneswar was founded by Swami 
Brahmananda. 


A general clemency was declared after the Mont-Ford 
reforms of this year. Revolutionary Gobinda Chandra Mishra 
came back to Orissa and merged himself in various political 
activities and social movements. Since Daspalla rising of 
1914. a warrant was after him. However, he had slipped out 
of the clutches of the State authonty by a hair-breadth escape. 


A devastating famine occurred in coastal belt of Orissa 
including the adjoining feudatory States. The famine is called 
Chhabishsal Maharag: (1326+593=1919). It was so called 
because it occurred in the Diliswarabda (Sal) 1326. From 
British occupation in 1803 famine occurred in the following 
years: 1806,1807, 1809, 1817, 1828, 1834, 1836, 1837, 
1842, 1866, (Na-ank famine), 1888, 1891, 1900, 1908, 
1919. 


Brajamohan Deo, Maharaja of Kalahandi ‘abolished 
pemicious Bethi (forced labour) and Begar (free supply of 
coolies and ration to touring officers) in the state. In 1924, he 
abolished Bonded labour system (Bahabandha). 
(seel 896,1920) 


Mono-actor Banchhanidhi Satpathy was born at village 
Rabara of Nayagarh State. The Raja of Nayagarh awarded 
him the title ‘Galpa Sagar’ ( ocean of stories). He composed 
many songs and could speak in many tones including that of 
ladies. (d.21.07.2004) (see 1942) 

Maguni Das, a freedom fighter and a litterateur was born 
at Jagannath Prasad, Ghumusar on 1* January. (d. 2001) 
In a meeting held on 24* January on the river bed of 
Kathajodi, Gopabandhu appraised the people about the 
non-cooperation movement. The address created a stir in 
the hearts of the audience. As a result 60 students of 
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Ravenshaw College left their studies after a strike, some 
advocates left their practice and many Government servants 
also resigned from their jobs. 

Sadasiv Rath Sharma was born at Puri on 18* February. He 
was famous for research on Jagannath cult. Hewas awarded 
Padmashri in 1969. Gajapati Ramchandra Dev-[V (1926- 
57) awarded him the title Kalashos Ratnakar. In the whole 
of India, he was the preceptor for inauguration of 215 
Jagannath temples. (d. 2.4.1989) 


On 20* February Sachidananda Sinha,.a Member of Imperial 
Council submitted a proposal to constitute a committee to 
prepare a plan for unification of Oniya-spoken areas under 
Madras, Bengal, Central Province and Bihar-Orissa. 


On 26® February the foundation for Utkal Ashram at 
Brahampur was laid by Mr C.B. Katral, Collector of Ganjam. 
The same-was inaugurated on 22.2.1925 by V. Gesten, the 
Governor of Madras Presidency. The Raja of Seragad gave 
the site on payment and financial assistance was made by 
Krupamaya Anangabhim Deb, Raja of Badakhemundh. This 
Utkal Ashram.is a witness to so many events on integration 


~ of Orissa State, Freedom Movement, Culture and Education. 


Panchamruta, a children’ s monthly magazine was published 
by joint venture of advocate Chintamani Acharya and Agani 
Das, a teacher. 


Rai-Bahadur Bankanidhi Patnaik joined as Headmaster of 
Khurda High School on 28" February and continucd till 
18.7.1949 with a break from 3.1.1935 to 2.1.1936. (see 
1889) 


Professor and litterateur Dr Gobinda Chandra Udgata was 
born on 4® March at Bolangir Orissa Sahitya Academy 
awarded him for his essay Alankara I usanga in 1980. He 
was honoured and given prizes from dilierent organisations. 
(d. 30.12.1999) (see 1995) 
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Sailabala Das met Sir Edward Gait Lt Governor of Bihar- 
Orissa who visited Pun. She convinced him about her proposal 
about starting of a Hind Widows’ Training School at Cuttack 
which was not approved by D.P. since last three years. The 
Governor approved the proposal. 


- Raja Biramitro Pratap Sekhar was born on 10" March. The 


town of Birmitrapur in Sundargarh district is named after 
him. (d. 26.6.1938) 


B.L. classes were re-opened at Cuttack. 


Poet Raghumani Mohapatra of Chikiti, Ganjam wrote 
Raghumani Ramayan compiled from works of old poets 
with minor changes. 

On 7" Apnil, Sir Edward Gait, the Lt Governor of Bihar - 
Orissa came to Orissa to see famine-affected areas of Orissa 
at the request of Gopabandhu Das. He visited Satyabadi 
School on 16" April for the second time.[Sir Edward Gait was 
honoured by Puri Mukti Mandap Sava. Other important personalities, 
who were honoured by the Sava, were Sir John Woodruf, the Chief 
Jutice of Calcutta High Court, Mr Macdonald, Sir Ashutosh Mukher]i, 
Devi Prasad Sarbadhikari, Kashi Prasad, Jayaswal, M.M.Gananath 
Sen, Jogesha Chanda Ray, Raja Biramitrodaya Singh, Sir Basudeb 
Sudhal Dev etc.] 


Dr Brajabandhu Mishra an educationist was born in 
Sambalpur district. He stood first in M.Sc in Mathematics 
from Allahabad University breaking all previous records. 
He had also stood first in B.Sc in Ravenshaw College. (d. 
16.12.1999) 


Oriya P.G. class was opened in Calcutta University by the 
donation of Sir Biramitrodaya Singh, Maharaja of Sonepur. 
He gifted Rs 150/- per month from the month of June and 
finally gave a one-time donation of Rs 60,000/- in 1925 to 
the Vice-Channcellor of Calcutta University. From 1920 to 
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1930, Bijay Chandra Majumdar was Oriya Professor. In 
1932, Maheswar Das Sharma was Professor. In 1920. Pandit 
Nilakantha Das was Professor in Oriya-cum-comparative 
philology and Pandit Binayak Mishra was Assistant Professor. 
This Oriya department was disbanded since 1951. From 
1922 to 1944 the following students passed M.A. in Oriya 
from Calcutta University : —

Netaji Subas Chandra Bose passed [.C.S examination and 
secured 4" position. He resigned from L.C.S in 1921. 
Young India, in its first issue of 12th May published the report 
of Thakar Bappa which he sent from Orissa on the famine of 
Puri. He stayed for a week and collected information. 


On 24th May freedom fighter Nilamani Routray was born at 
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village Mukundapur, Bhadrak. He was Chief Minister of 
Orissa during 1977-80. He took keen interest to nationalise 
Kendu leaves. (d. 4.10.04) 


Pandit Nilakantha Das left Satyabadi School and joined on 
21* September in Calcutta University as Professor at the 
request of Sir Asutosh Mukharjee. 


A successful playwright Ramachandra Mishra was born on 
12" October at Daspalla town. His famous drama Ghar 
Sansar was written in 1950. Abhiman is his first social 
drama written in 1942. He is the nephew of revolutionary 
Gobinda Chandra Mishra. He was a Dy Collector and 
resigned from the job for the cause of writing dramas. (d. 
26.6.1992)(see 1890) 


Dr Surendra Narayan Acharya became the first Oriya to 
pass MBBS. He became the first Principal (temporary) of 
Cuttack Medical College in 1944. 


On 10*® November freedom fighter Pradipta Kumar Das was 
born at Mahanga, Cuttack district. He stood topper in 
Matnculation as well as 1.A. He was a student leader and 
President of Ravenshew College Union. He was a prominent 
member of Praja Socialistic Party. He was MLA for 3 terms 
and Minister from 1977 to 1979. He was Editor of a journal 
Krushak (d. 7.4.07) 


Maharaja Purna Chandra Bhanja Deo became ruler of 
Mayurbhanja on 13® November. The election system of 
Baripada Municipality was started during his time. 
Archaeological Department was first constituted in the 
State of Mayurbhanja among all the Gadjats. (d. 21.4.1928) 
In the annual session of Congress held at Nagpur in 
December, the Congress agreed that Orissa should have a 
separate Congress Committee to be known as Utkal 
Pradesh Congress Committee. In this session, 27 delegates 
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from Orissa namely Jadumani Mangaraj, Niranjan Patnaik, 
Mukunda Prasad Das, Jagabandhu Singh, Chandrasekhar 
Behera, Dasarathi Mishra, Dharanidhar Mishra, 
H.K.Mahatab, Gopabandhu Das, Bhagirathi Mohapatra and 
others attended the meeting . At the session, Niranjan Patnaik 
presented to Gandhiji, the book The Oriya Movement 
written by him. 

At the Nagpur session of Indian National Congress held in 
December, Gopabandhu Das successfully persuaded 
Gandhiji and others to accept the formation of linguistic 
provinces as the Congress programme of reorganisation and 
a Resolution to that effect was passed. 

Baripada -Bangiriposi railway linc covering 37.20 kms was 
opened to traffic. 

Sribachha Panda, (cousin brother of Orissa Integration 
Leader Harihar Panda) of Ghumsar resigned from 
Government service and joined in Non-cooperation 
Movement. He was appointed as the President of the District 
Committee of the Indian National Congress. Jayamangal Rath 
became the Secretary. (see 1870) 


Biswanath Das and V.V.Giri won the election to the Madras 
Legislative Council as Royats’ representatives on the basis 
of Indian Council Act, 1919. The former continued in the 
Madras Legislative Council from 1921 to 1930. Other elected 
members were Sir A. Parsuram Patra, Sasibhusana Rath, 
Krushna Chandra Gajapati and Srinibas Rajmani. (see 1918) 
Jatin Das was born in a small village in Bhadrak district. He 
started his career as an Oriya news reader of < All India Radio’ 
in 1939. After the broadcast of the Oriya news from Delhi, 
he became the first Oriya news reader at the Centre. During 
World War-II, Das was chosen to read war news butletin of 
All India Radio. [In 1982, the All India Radio was re-named 
as ‘Akasvani’] (d. 29.9.2000) 
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Madhu Babu was elected to Bihar-Orissa Council on 30". 
November. 


On 29" December, Right Hon'ble Satyendra Prasanna 
Baron Singh of Raipur, the first Indian Governor of an 
Indian province under the British Crown took over the charge 
of administration of Bihar-Orissa. Bihar-Orissa was elevated 
to the status of a separate Govemor’s province from this day 
and it also marked the beginning of dyarchial new constitution 
scheme adumbrated in the Act of 1919 (Mont-Ford 
Reforms). {They established the system of ‘Dyarchy’ by which 
each province would have two ministries, one responsible to the 
provincial legislature, and having no powers of any account, the 
other responsible only to the British authorities, and having all the 
fundamental powers. Any Act of the provincial legislature could be 
overrulled by the Governor, and any Act of the Governor, if he 
considered it necessary to the interest of the Empire, could be passed 
by decree over the heads of the legislature. A similar arrangement 
castrated the Central Assembly; here too the only right was to speak; 
all authority remained with the vice-roy.} 

For the first time, Bihar-Orissa Sanskrit Convocation was 
held in Orissa. Previously all Convocations were either held 
at Patna or Muzafarpur. 


Nirmalabala Nayak obtained her Diploma in Education at 
Oxford University and became the first Oriya Lady 
Principal of Revanshaw Girls’ School and later became the 
first Inspector of Schools in Orissa. She is also the first 
recipient of State-wise Talent Scholarship which was 
introduced in the forties.(see 1914) 

Radharaman Pustakalaya was established at Nimachoudi, 
Cuttack by Ratnakar Garabadu. Radhakrushna Basu, a 
bachelor, who was teacher in Balasore Zilla School was a 
famous publisher of books. He gifted his organization to 
Garabudu. Radhakrishna Basu established the famous Rahas 
Bihari Math, at Cuttack. Prem Tarangini by Kabisurya 
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Sadananda Bramha was published in 1931 by Rahas Bihari 
Math from Cuttack Printing Company. Radhakrushna Basu, 
M.A, was its editor and publisher. 


‘Oriya Association’ of Berhampur under the leadership of 
Parala Maharaja, demanded a separate province for Oriyas 
after amalgamating all Oriya-spoken areas situated in Centra! 
province, Madras Presidency and Bengal. | 
Brajamohan Deo, Mahgyaja of Kalahandi donated Rs 30 
thousand for a thorough repair of Lingaraj temple, 
Bhubaneswar. (see 1896,1919) 


All the Agency tracts of Ganjam, Koraput and Godavari 
districts were taken away from the control of Collectors and 
placed in charge of a Commissioner, with headquarters at 
Waltair. 

Historian Nabin Kumar Sahoo was born at Barpalli, 
Sambalpur. He was Professor in History. His works are: 
Orisare Boudha Dharma, Oriya Jatira Itihas, History of 
Orissa (in two volumes) etc. (d.1992) 


Upendra Narayan Duttagupta, Headmaster donated Rs 500/- 
towards a corpus fund to Balasore Zilla School to give gold 
medal (Fakir Mohan medal) for profiency in Oriya by 
securing maximum marks in matriculation examination. 
Novelist Ananta Prasad Panda and Harischandra Badal were 
receipients of the medal. (see 1923) 


Ideal Headmaster Nrusingh Charan Kanungo received 
Radhika Sinha gold medal being the topper in history in B.A. 
(Hons) under Patna University. Radhika Sinha was wife of 
Sir Sachidananda Sinha, Member of Bihar-Orissa Legislative 
Council and Imperial Council. (see 1896, 920) 

District Boards were formed in Orissa under a legislation. 
These were abolished in 1959 after introduction of Panchayati 
Raj. 
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Freedom fighter, litterateur, social activist and lawyer Gour 
Mohan Mohapatra was born at Baripada. (d.14.9.1998) 


Election to the new Council pf Bihar and Orissa took place 
between 29th November and 1 6th December. In the province 
46 contested in the elections and nearly 41 percent of the 
total eléttorate voted in those constituencies. Ih Orissa, the 
following members were elected from the 10 constituencies.

The 16" session ef Utkal Sammilanij was held at 
Chakradharpur on 30", 31* December and 1“ January of 
1921, under the presidentship af Jagabandhu Singh, It is for 
the first time that the Utkal Sammilani was held in an Oriya 
tract outside Orissa. Thakur Udit Narayan Singh Deo was 
Chairman of reception committee, A Resolution was passed 
there to the effect that - “The aims and objects of the Indian 
National Congress be accepted as those of the Utkal Union 
Conference in &idition to the accepted objectives of the Conference”. 
The motion was proposed by Gopabandhu and supported 
by Chandrasekher Behera. Braja Sundar Das opposed the 
motion. After heated discussions, the Resolution was passed. 
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It was significant that Madhu Babu was not present in the 
Chakradharpur session. {Initially Madhu Babu had been 
elected as President of the Utkal Union conference to be 
held at Chakradharpur. Since the date of the conference was 
deferred to accommodate for Orissan delegates, who had 
attended the Nagpur Session of Indian National Congress, 
Madhu Babu was unwilling to preside over the conference.] 


Students of Sambalpur Zilla school staged the first students 
strike on 3" January under the leadership of Laxminarayan 
Mishra, who was expelled from the school. The students, 
who left the school, did not turn up again. A National School 
was founded at Freser Club for their higher education. 


Madhu Babu took charge of the office of the Minister of 
Local-Self Government on 6“ January in Bihar-Orissa 
Ministry. This appointment was vehemently criticised in the 
Congress circle. Members of Bharati Mandira organized a 
hartal and boycotted his arrival at Cuttack. They distributed 
hand bills both in Oriya and English, all over Orissa 
denouncing Madhu Babu for his acceptance of ministership. 
The hand bill in English was: ‘At last Mr Das is a government 
servant drawing Rs 60.000/- from malaria of Balasore, famine of Puri 
and flopds of Cuttack. This was also added by a few lines from a 
poem of the English paet Browning which was: Just for a handful of 
silver he left us, just for a ribbon to stick in his goat’. The Oriya 
hand bill carried the caption: * Mr Das, a servant in his eighties’. 
On 6* January, Banki-Domapara High School was 
established. Later, the High school has named Barendra 
Krushna Vidyapitha after the name of a Deputy Collector of 


Banki, who was the President of the first managing 
committee of the school. 


Satyabadi school was converted into a National Education 
Centre (Satyabadi Vihar) on 22" January. Pandit 
Krupasindhu Mishra became its Principal. Gandhij}i visited 
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Satyabadi Vihar on 26® March and spent oné caught with the 
students of the school. 


Md Hanif, a nationalist to the core resigned from the job of 
excise inspector and plunged into independence movement. 


Chakradharpur High School was declared a Babonal 
School. 


Several young men for the cause of joining in independence 
movement, left their studies. Some prominent men among 
them were H.K.Mahatab, Nityananda Kanungo, 
Nabakrushna Choudhury, Nanda Kishore Das and 
Rajkrushna Bose. Those who quit their legal practices are 
Gopabandhu Das, Bhagirathi Mohapatra and Jagabandhu 
Singh. Gopabandhu Choudhury resigned on 21* February. 
from his job of Deputy Collector. Pt Nilakantha Das resigned 
from Calcutta University and took charge of a National 
School at Sambalpur. Pt Lingaraj Mishra, Surendra Nath 
Das and Md. Hamif resigned from Government service. 36 
police personnel resigned from their jobs as a result of Non- 
cooperation Movement. In the next year also four police 
personnel resigned. 

H.K. Mahatab published a weekly paper, Swaraj Samachar 
from Balasore. 


Suresh Chandra Bose, Magistrate of Khurda having 
acquitted Gopabandhu Das from a charge of defamation 
suit resigned from his job. 

A National High School was established and housed in the 
building of Freser Club at Sambalpur. 


On 3" February, Playwright Kamal Lochan Mohanty was 
born at Balikuda, Jagatsingpur. He joined in freedom 
movement in 1942. In 1982 he received Central Sahitya 
Academy Award for “Ekankika Tarang ”. (d.1991). 
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Famous Nritya Guru, and exponent in Odissi dance, Pankaja 
Charana was born on 17” March. (d. 11.6.2003) 

Gandhiji arrived at Cuttack on 23" March. It was his first 
visit to Orissa. A meeting was held on 24" March with a 
big gathering of 50 thousand people at the river bed of 


“ Kathajodi. The meeting was presided by Gopabandhu Das. 


Gandhiji wished that minimum one lakh people should be 
enrolled in Congress and Rs 3 lakh be given to Tilak Swaraj 
Fund. On 31* March, he left for Bejwada to attend the 
L.N.C. meeting. 


Gandhiji addressed a small meeting of ladies at Vinod Vihari, 
Cuttack on 24® March. Forty women including Rama Devi, 
Sarala Devi, Hemavati Dei, Sarojini Chaudhury, Hiranmayee 
Senapati attended the meeting. Hiranmayee Senapati (wife 
of Mohinimohan Senapati) sang a patriotic song. For the 
first time Oriya women attended a public meeting. 


On 5® April, the new building of Ravenshaw College was 


opened by the Lt Governor, Sir Edward Albert Gait. The 
cost of the building was Rs 10 lakh. In 1918 Bihar Orissa 
Government gave Rs 13 Lakh to construct the College 
Building. It was constructed by Martin Company. The roof 
of the structure was, for the first time, cast in reinforced 
brick. Purna Chandra Bhanja Deo, Maharaja of 
Mayurbhanja donated Rs 1.00 lakh for the power plant to 
supply electricity and water to the science laboratories of the 
college. These are called ‘Mayurbhanja Physical 
Laboratories’ after the name of the State of Mayurbhanja. 
Besides library and teaching accommodation, 18 quarters 
were provided for staff and hostels for 416 resident students. 
Freedom fighter Gunanidhi Mohanty was overseer during 
construction of the College building. 


Kuntala Kumari Sabat passed L.M.P. course from Cuttack 
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Medical School standing first in Bihar-Orissa Medical 
Board. During her four-year tenure as a student she received 
16 Silver and Gold Medals. She stood first in each year 
and also in the entrance in 1918. (see 1901) 

Pandit Binayak Mishra became Assistant Professor-in Calcutta 
University in Oriya Department. He continued till 19557 
Lavanyabati Devi founded Mahila Bandhu Samiti at Puri. 
(see 1925) 


Some students of Ravenshaw College namely Harihar 
Mohapatra, Kalindi Charan Panigrahi, Annada Sankar Roy, 
Baikunthanath Patnaik, Sarat Chandra Mukharji constituted 
aclub naming it as Nonsense Club for discussion on literature. 
Later, this was changed to Sabuja Sahitya Samiti. It ceased 
to exist in 1934. (see 1994) 


Golak Bihari Dhal was bom in village Ganjeidiha, Dhenkanal. 
He was an educationist and expert ¢n phonetics. He is the 
first man in Orissa on this. He received Orissa Sahitya 
Academy award for his book Godan, a translation from Hindi. 
(d.24:.6.1974) 


Utkal Pradesh Congress Committee collected Rs 21,000/- 
for Tilak Swaraj Fund and enrolled 39,000 Congress 
members by the end of June.

On 25® November, Biswanath Kar moved the following 
Resolution in the Bihar-Orissa Legislative Council: ‘This 
Council recommends to His Excellency the Governor- in- Council 
that he may be pleased to recommend to Government of India and 
to the Secretary of State for India that the Oriya-speaking tracts 
existing under the four different provincial Government. namely Bihar- 
Orissa, Central Province, Madras and Bengal be united under one 
Government. 


A new Congress Provincial Working Committee was formed 
on of 30th November in Orissa. with the following office 
bearers: Gopabandhu Das, President; Jagabandhu Singh, 
Vice-President; Lingaraj Mishra and Bhagirathi Mohapatra, 
Secretaries, and Dr Ekamra Rasul, H.K. Mahatab, Niranjan 
Patnaik, Gopabandhu Choudhury, Nilakantha Das 
Brajamohan Panda and Dr Atal Bihari Acharya. were 
Members of the Committee. Prior to this, Orissa Congress 
activities were carried out under the auspices of Bihar-Orissa 
Congress Committee. From Orissa, 127 persons (both 
delegates and visitors) attended the Ahmedabad session of 
AICC held in December. 
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Swaraj Asharam was established at Sahebjada Bazar in 
Cuttack town. Till 1969 in this Ashram, the offices of Utkal 
Congress Committee and Cuttack Distrist Congress 
Committee were held. Mahatma Gandhi stayed on 23" 
March of this year at this place during his visit to Orissa. 
Congress centres such as Alakashram at Jatagsinghpur, 
Swaraj Mandir at Balasore were established at the same 
time. 

Raghunandan library at Puri was established in the memory 
of late Mahanta Raghunandan Ramanuj Das. On 2™ August 
1939 Lord Linlithgow, the Governor General visited the 
library. 

Utkal Kahani Darpan by Radha Charan Mohapatra was 
published, containing folk tales. 


Angul Co-operative Central Bank was established. 


Mahanta Gadadhar Ramanuj of Emar Math received Kaiser- 
E-Hind gold medal from Government He spent money on 
renovation of Narendra tank at Puri. He was also involved 
in various social works. He once presided over the annual 
session of Utkal Sahitya Samaj. 

Freedom fighter Pandit Banchhanidhi Das was born at village 
Nasadipur near Kendrapara. He was a social activist. He 
published Tulsi Ramayan in 9 syllables in one line. 
(Nabakshayari Chhanda). Maharaja of Puri gave him the 
title ‘Manasa Hansa’ for his literary activities. (d. 19.08.04) 
The Imperial Bank of India v.4- constituted combining Bank 
of Bengal (1803) (initiallv the une of Vink of Bengal was 
Bank of Calcutta.), Bank oi Bombay (1N40) and Bank of 
Madras (1843). Its first branch in Orissa was opened at 
Berhampur and second branch at Cuttack in this year. In 
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1955 the Imperial Bank was renamed as State Bank of India. 
The existing High School at Rajkanika was closed for an 
indefinite period since the Congress workers proposed to 
convert the High School into a National School. The present 
R.N. High School was opened after nearly 25 years of Kanika 
agitations. 

Nearly 125 members attended the Ahmedabad session of 
the Congress in December 1921. They had interview with 
Gandhi who advised, “If the Government throws a challenge, go 
on recruiting volunteers and at least 50,000 Utkalis, I hope, will fill 
up the jails.” 

Litterateur, critic and academician Kanhu Charan Mishra 
was born at village Bakatpur of Kendrapara district on 1* 
January. To his credit, he authored nearly forty books.(d. 
5.12.01) iq | 


On 2™ January the first Congress Meeting was held at 
Megha Nuagaon in (Panchamuka), Kanika. The leadership 
was taken by Chakradhar Behera and Student leaders Santha 
Charan Behera and his colleagues. 


On 8" January freedom fighter and environmentalist Banka 
Bihari Das was born in a Zamindar family of Kalyanapur 
near Jajpur. (d. 28.7.01). ¢ 


On 1* February, in the Central Legislative Assembly there 
was an agenda for a proposal of amendment of legal 
practioners Act, by N.N. Joshi a Member. After good debate 
Sir William Vincent assured by Government side said : “I 
Suggested that a way out of the difficulty would be that the 
Government should give an assurance that they will consult the 
High Court and the Local Governments on this question and then, 
when public opinion has been sounded, it will be open to any member 
of the Assembly to move a fresh resolution on the point, (Hear! 
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Hear!) in that way the Hon'ble mover’s object will be secured and he 
will be entitled to stand before the Assembly as the champion of the 
fair sex, and as an eloquent advocate of their rights.” On 28th 
February the Legal Practitioner’s (amendment) Bill was 
passed in Assembly and made an Act. 


On 2™ February, a National School was opened at 
Jagatsinghpur. In the month of January of this year also, a 
National School was founded at Nayabazar, Cuttack under 
the supervision of Madhusudan Biswal, Damodara Mohanty 
and Atal Bihari Acharya. 


Kanika Zamindar wanted to do land settlement to enhance 
land-revenue. People wanted Government settlement. The 
High Court was approached by some aggrieved subjects and 
the Court opined that people’s revolution was a justified 
movement against Zamindar and not a mutiny against British 
Raj Government settlement was ordered. 


Lokanath Mohapatra passed M.A. in Oriya being topper. 
He is the first M.A. in Oriya. He was Headmaster of 
Bhawanipatna High School. Poet Ramakanta Rath L.A.S. is 
one of his sons. 


Freedom fighter and National Poet Birakishore Das wrote 
Mohan Vansi which was a patriotic song, the first product 
from his pen. 

Raj Gopal Achari, Motilal Nehru, Dr Ansari and Subas 
Chandra Bose came to Cuttack on 3" March to assc-s the 
non-cooperation movement in Orissa. 

On 1* April, the Commissioner of Orissa Division ceased ail 
his connections with feudaiit.:.c states All powers vested to 
him were transferred ‘0 ue Vole] Agent- cum- 
Commissioner of ‘Orissa Feudatory Stax s` who also enjoyed 
judicial powers. From this day, the rulers became feudatory 
Rajas (Samant Raia). 
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Sir Henry Wheeler, Governor of Bihar-Orissa (1922-27) 
visited Kanika estate on the request of R.N. Bhanja Deo. 
Two isles near Dhamara port were named ‘ Wheeler Island’ 
after his name. (see 1804) 


Professor Bidhu Bhusan Das was born on 11" April. He is 
the eldest son of Rai Bahadur Durga Charan Das and Poetess 
Nirmala Debi. He passed M.A in English in 1944 from Patna 
University as the topper. (d. 2.6.1999) (see1 906) 


Vasu Sethy and Bisuni Madhual of village Meghapur of 
Kanika became martyrs on 23" April while fighting along 
with five thousand peasants of Kanika against the united 
force of British and Zamindari police headed by police officer 
Srnikrushna Mohapatra. It is worthy to mention here that the 
atmosphere of freedom movement was very active in 
Kanika. In whole of Orissa there were twenty thousand 
people as primary Congress members whereas in Kanika 
alone there were four thousand members. 


On 25th April, academician Dr Satyabadi Mishra was bom. 
He was grandson of Utkalmani Pandit Gopabandhu Das. 
(son of second daughter Kirtimayee). In 1945, while he was 
reading M.A in Banares Hindu University, according to 
prevailing rules he became the Prime Minister of Crown of 
the B.H.U Kingdom, being first in Logic. He translated Gita 
into Oriya with nine syllables in a line. In 1988, he wrote The 
Central Philosophy of Upanishad. Beyond these he has 
written many valuable books. During his student career he 


Khiching museum was organised by Ramprasad Chand, 
Superintendent of archaeological section of the Indian 
Museum. It is the largest local museum in Orissa. 

Extract of autobiography of Gobinda Chandra Mishra : 
“Gopabadhu Das and Bhagirathi Mohapatra were arrested by police 
on 31* May 1922 in Kanika as they were trying to bring about a 
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compromise. The police led him walking on the street with hand 

cuffs and a rope tied on his waist. This could be possible only in 

Orissa. Had it been Bihar or any other State, this could not have been 

possible. Here poeple became mere spectators” Gopabandhu was 
„ released from jail on 24th June 1924. 


On 27th May Chintamani Panigrahi was born in village 
Biswanathpur under Balipatna Block. He was a freedom 
fighter, writer, journalist and statesman. He was an M.P and 
Governor of Manipur (d. 29.4.2000) (see 1989) 


Eminent writer Surendra Mohanty was born on 2.1* June in 
village Purusottampur near Salepur. He was a novelist and 
later a Member of Parliament. He was conferred D.lit from 
Viswa Bharati in 1986. (d. 2i.1°.1990) (see 1969) 


On 29" June, H.K. Mahatab was sentenced to one year 
imprisonment for joining in Kanika agitation. Before going to 
jail he gave a message to his fellow men in a press statement: 


“As a follower of Gandhi, I am fit to be sent to prison as a non- 
co-operator. The British Government has enslaved thirty- three 
crores of people-which are unparalleled in the history of even 
Tsarist Russia or Italy or Ireland or even under the Mughals. 
The entire administration belongs to a minority who rule the 
teaming millions with a heavy hand. I call upon the government 
servants to leave their professions and dedicate themselves to 
the cause of the nation. I am responsible for the non-co- 
operation movement in the district for the last one year, but it 
has been totally peaceful..... 
Government decided that with effect from next year translation 
to and from the Oriental Classics to be introduced at the 


matriculation stage, would be from and to the vernacular, 
instead of from and to English as in the past. 


Railway Department constructed B.N.R. Hotel (Now in East 
Coast Railway) at Puri, purchasing Ashworth Villa an 
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Englishman's estate, the for a princely sum of Rs 50,000/- 
and invested another Rs 1,53,694.00 to convert it into an 
hotel. Initially, it was limited to ‘Whites’ only, though it made 
some concessions to Indians of 1.C.S cadre. The hotel was 
first set up in 1925 with an Englishman as its manager. 
(see 1998) 

A Post Graduate Department in English was opened in July 
in Ravenshaw College through a generous donation of Rs 
50.000/- by Maharani Saheba lady Parvati Devi 
(Sonepur). (see 1920,1934) 

H.K.Mahatab was sentenced to one year Rigorous 
Imprisonment on 18* July on the charge of agitating Kanika 
rebellion. 

Madhu Babu moved three important Bills in Bihar -Orissa 
Council which were enacted later. Those are : the Bihar and 
Orissa Municipal Bill, 1922, the Bihar and Orissa Local- 
Self Govt. Amendment Bill, 1922 and the Bihar and Orissa 
Village Administration Bill, 1922. 

On 17" August social activist And leading advocate of 
Nayagarh, Akrur Mohapatra was born. He was the key 
person in establishing Nayagarh College. (d. 16.5.2007) (see 
1941) 


On 25" August, Choudhury Bhagabat Prasad Mohapatra 
of Bhadrak moved the following Resolution in the Bihar- 
Orissa Council. It said ‘This Council recommends'to the 
Government to appoint a committee with non-official majority 
to enquire into the last Kanika troubles.” In a lengthy speech 
the mover gave an elaborate description of the whole matter 
and narrated the stories of the inhuman suffering of the people. 
On behalf of the Government Sir Hugh Macpherson, 1.C.S. 
called it as the most extraordinary case, but justified the action 
of the Raja and put the entire blame on the shoulders of the 
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Congress leaders for all the trouble and police action in that 
estate. He refused to make any further enquiry into the matter. 
The resolution was lost without any division. The members 
such as Rebatikanta Ghose, Bagmi Biswanath Kar, Sk. 
Abdul Majij Bapu, Pitabas Patnaik, praised R. N. Bhanja 
Deo, the Raja of Kanika and supported the police firing. 
However sir Hugh Macpherson agreed for aGovernment 
settlement in Kanika Zamindary. 


Famous novelist Lavangalata Devi was bom in village Haladi 
Basanta of Cuttack district. She, in 1935, received higher 
studies in Prayag women’s college, where she read for seven 
years. She returned to Orissa ater getting titles ‘Bidya 
Binodini’ and ‘Bidushi’. Her literary works are : Manara 
Manisha, Haha has a Mora Priya, Swapnara Suravi, 
Bidushi Nari etc.(d. 27.7.1998) 


R.N.Bhanja Deo, Raja of Kanika made a generous grant of 
Rs 55,000/- to the library of Ravenshaw College after which 
the library is named Kanika Library. Now it is an 
incorporated wing of Centenary Library established on 6 
December 1975. 


Litterateur Prof. Sridhar Das passed matriculation 
examination from Patna University being the topper. (see 
1991) 


Bhanja Kishore Patnaik, a noted playwright was born in 
village Chhanipur near Salepur on 13* November. He 
received Orissa Sahitya Academy award in 1959 and Orissa 
Sangeet Natak Academy award in 1977. (d. 27.11.1999) 


On 24*® November under the caption “Indian lady’s appeal 
against Patna decision”. an article was published in 
Englishman magazine. The judicial committee of the Privy 
Council granted special leave of appeal on the petition of 
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Sudhansubala Hazra, B.L (Calcutta) whose application for 
enrollment as pleader was refused by the High Court of Patna 
on grounds of sex. As a result of grant of special leave 
appeal and subsequent judicial proceedings on one part 
and the agitation launched by Madhu Babu on the other, 
Sundhasubala Hazra became the first lady legal 
practitioner of India. British Govemment amended the Legal 
Practioner’s Act, 1889. Sundhasubala practised for two years 
in Patna High Court and then became Principal of Ravenshaw 
Girls’ School and Inspector of Schools. (see 1923) 


On 27" November, the Governor of Madras presidency 
received a deputation from Ganjam district which demanded 
that the ultimate desire of the Oriyas was to form a separate 
province. But the immediate need was to amalgamate al! the 
Oriya-speaking areas under one provincial administration. 
But the Governor, in reply, pointed out that the Telugus of 
Ganjam would face the same difficulties like the Oriyas after 
the amalgamation of the Oriya-speaking areas of Ganjam. 
This point was also raised by Mr Jogeya, a Telugu gentleman, 
in the newspaper. During this period the Telugus made a 
counter organization to oppose the amalgamation of Ganjam 
with Orissa. 

Er Suresh Chandra Tripathy was born on 6* December. For 
his services, he was conferred Doctor of Science (Honorary). 
He is considered a legend in irrigation development works. 
(d.1985) 


The Gaya session of the Indian National Congress was 
attended by Sarala Devi, Rama Devi, Padmabati Devi and 
Hiranyamayee Devi for the first time, making a 
breakthrough. Here Sarala Devi delivered a speech in public 
platform to the surprise of everybody. 


Ananda Chandra Jena, a teacher wrote and published 
Dukhini Kanika from Baldevji press, Kendrapada describing 
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the plight of the people of the estate. He was a teacher and 
dismissed from his job for criticising the acts of oppré$sion 
of the Raja. The other local leaders who fought against the 
Raja were Jairam Ray, Chakradhar Behera, Dinabandhu 
Khandit Rai, Aswini Kumar Pallai, Damodar Mohapatra etc. 


The oppression of Raja as described by H.K. Mahatab in 


his, autobiography ; “At that time the Raja of Kanika and the 
British Government were pulling on very well. To speak against the 
Raja of Kanika was tantamount to treason, on the charge of which 
the gunned police men were shooting and looting indiscriminately. 
Many rich people were reduced to poverty and many women were 
molested. Such a reign of terror was created by the police that even 
pregnant women fled to jungles where they gave birth to their babies. 
Rich men like Khandeita Roy and Ashwini Kumar Palei were not 
only deprived of their hundreds of acres of landed property but also 
expelled from the estate.” 


Historian Tafini Charan Rath died. (b. 1883) 


English Post-graduate department was opened at Ravenshaw 
College. Other Post-graduate depts were opened :- 


Economics -1946, Chemistry -1947 
Oriya - 1946, Botany - 1949, 
Physics - 1951. Geology -1956, 
History - 1958, Zoology - 1960. 


On 7" February Madhu Babu wrote a letter to Sir W. 
Wheeler, Governor of Bihar Orissa to work honorarily. Some 
extract : “ I am willing to work honorary, provided I am allowed to 
earn a living by practising as a vakil. I shall not allow any professional 
work to interfere with my duties as a minister. If 1 had private means 
to keep me above the ordinary need of life, I! would not have asked 
for permission to practise. I have been in public life for nearly forty 
years and been the first graduate of the Oriya race, my pubic life 
meant financing all public movements. I gave a small portion of my 
time to my professional work as my public duties took the greater 
portion of my time.” 
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Utkal Union Conference (Utkal Sammilani), which became 
inactive and could net sit for two years after 1921, was 
revived to hold the session in Ganjam and transformed into 
a new name Utkal Union Committee. (Utkal Union 
Committee was constituted with the advice of Madhu Babu 
and initiation of Braja Sundar Das) Thereafter, the Provincial 
Congress Committee and the Utkal Union Committee worked 
for common cause on different platforms. 


Freedom fighter and Professor Krushna Prasad Patnaik was 
born on 11" February at Banki. He fasted in Cuttack Jail 
continuously for 48 days. He translated many English books. 
(d.16.4.1984) 


Government opened 2-year duration sub-overseer course in 
Civil-Engineering at Cuttack with 40 students. The school 
was named Orissa School of Engineering. The first batch 
came out in 1925. Thereafter a three-year diploma course 
was introduced. In 1927, the Engineering School presented 
Subordinate Engineering Certificate. Out of 29 students who 
sat for examination, 22 students passed, 7 having been placed 
in 1# division, 14 in 2™ division and one in third division. In 
1947, Electrical and Mechanical Diploma courses were 
introduced. In 1986, the Engineering School was renamed 
to Bhubanananda Orissa School of Engineering after 
the name of patriot Er Bhubanananda Das. (see. 1885) 

Folk-tales of Orissa written by Upendra Narayan Duttagupta 
a famous headmaster was published in a book form. At that 
time, this book was very much appreciated in the students’ 
circle and in educational fields. Its second edition was 
published in 1975 by his son Er Gobinda Gupta. He was 
Headmaster of Balasore Zilla School from 1905 to 1919. 
Hé was also Headmaster of Puri Zilla School, Cuttack 
Collegiate School and Principal of Cuttack Training School. 
In the year 1920, he made Corpus Fund in Balasore Zilla 
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School in the name of Fakir Mohan Senapati “Fakir Mohan 
Medal” for proficiency in Oriya in Entrance examination. 
Ananta Prasad Panda had received this medal. Harischandra 
Badal is another receipient of this medal. (see 1843, 1907, 
1920, 1963) 


Padmashri Laxminarayan Sahu established ‘Kusta Nivaran 
Chikischha Kendra’, a leprosy home at Choudwar. 


Nilakantha Dasand Godabarish Mishra, the veterans of the 
Satyavadi group formed Swaraj party in February. They aimed 
to adopt the method of obstructionism in the legislature and 
local bodies. They also eschewed the boycott policy. 
Harekrushna Mahatab, the pro-Congreéss leader opposed 
this step. : 

On 3! March, Sambalpur Hiteisini ceased its publication. 
(see 1889) 


Madhu Babu resigned on 9* March from the ministership of 
Bihar- Orissa Government as the Governor did not agree to 
his suggestion that he would work honorarily and to practise 
law in the courts while serving as a minister. In his letter of 
resignation dated 8.3.23, he (Madhu Babu) had stated, “In 
an organization in which all the workers are honorary, a salaried 
minister mars the symmetry and harmony of the organization. The 
office of the local-self government, ought to be honorary. To convert 
this office in to an honorary one, the present official machinery needs 
addition and adjustment.” 


Seventeenth session of Utkal Sammilani was held in April at 
Berhampur under the presidentship of Kalpataru Das. 
Sashibhusan Rath was the Chairman of reception committee. 


Cuttack Training College was established at Cuttack with a 
provision of imparting teachers’ training to 16 students. In 
1948, it was re-named as Radhanath Training College. After 
1926, the Licentiate in Teaching (L.T) course was renamed 
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as D.Ed (Diploma in Education). In 1955, the D.Ed course 
was upgraded*to B.Ed (Bachelor of Education). (See 1869) 


All India National Congress accepted a National Flag 
showing Charakha (Spinning wheel) ina Tri-coloured Flag. 


Madhu Babu was instrumental in tabling up a Resolution in 
the Central Legislature for conferring equal rights to women, 
as a result of which Indian Legal Practitioner’s Act was 
amended to give scope to women to practise law. Indian 
women got this right after an interval of four years from that 
of the British women. Smt. Sudhansubala Hazra, the adopted 
daughter of Madhu Babu became the first woman advocate 
in India. In this connection; it may be said that Miss Regina 
Guha was the first Indian qualified practitioner who tried 
to be enrolled in the Calcutta High Court, but failed in 1916. 
Sex-disqualification Removal Act was passed in England in 
1919 making the English women at par with their male 
counterparts in England. On 12® December, she appeared 
inthe Patna High Court as a legal practitioner. Sundhansubala 
died on 4.07.1948 at Calcutta. (see 1922) — 


Ram Chandra Mardaraj, Raja of Khalikote became a 
Member of Madras Legislative Council as a representative 
of the land holders. (see 1922) 


Typical selections from Oriya literature Vol-II written by 
B.C Majumdar (Calcutta University) was published. (see 
1921) 


One N-Type steel girder bridge of 200 ft. length was 
constructed over river Dahuka on Nayagarh-Daspalla Road. 
It has been replaced by a concrete box type girder bridge in 
1995. 


Prajatantra, a weekly magazine was published from Mukur 
Press on 2™ October under the editorship of Birakishore 
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Das. After six weeks, it was transferred to Balasore and 
published from ‘Swaraj Mandir.” In 1926, Prajatantra was 
published from its own press ‘Prajatantra Jantralaya’. In 
1932, the publication was stopped. In 1933, the Prajatantra 
Press was sold to Srikanta Dey, proprietor of Town Press, 
Balasore. During Salt Satygraha in 1930, the Weekly 
Prajatantra was made a daily edition and the cost was 1 
paisa. 

‘Board of Secondary Education’ was created in Bihar-Orissa 
province. 

Sangita Prema Sagar written by Baman Dora was published 
from Jagannath Press, Puri. 


Following Congress members entered the Provincial Council 
and Central Assembly under the name of the Swaraj party.

The Principal, Ravenshaw College criticized the 
supplementary examination of matriculation expressing that 
it complicated all college work, broke of all long vacations 
and enabled many weak students to enter the college. In 
1928, he once again pointed out the disturbing effect of the: 
matriculation supplementary examination which was bringing 
into college somé weeks after the session had begun, a large 
number of fresh candidates, many of whom were definitely 
inferior in caliber to those who had joined at the beginning of 
session. (see 1929) 


On 11° August, freedom fighter Banchanidhi Subudhi was 
born in vill. Sanapadar near Begunia (Khurda district). He is 
one of the pioneers of Ranpur Prajiamandal movement. After 
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independence, he engagede himself in the settlement of 
disputes among the people of his area amicably. A local social 
organisation awarded him the title “Utkal Ghanta ”. (d. 
15.10.1995) 


Anjali, a poetry book of Kuntala Kumari Sabat, was 
published from Mukur Press under the care of Dayanidhi 
Mishra. It is the first printed book of the poetess. The cost 
of the book was one Rupee and four annas. Laxmi Devi, 
Rani of Darpani helped ¢he poetess by donating Rs 300/- 
for publication. The book was dedicated to the Rani of 
Darpan on 5th February 1922. 


Socialist leader Gananath Pradhan was born at Sambalpur. 
He was a Member of Lok Sabha from Sambalpur. (d. 14® 
Oct. 2004) 


Opening of classes in Science subjects was sanctioned in 
January at anumber of High Schools of the province of Bihar- 
Orissa. In Orissa, Puri Zilla School was allowed to take up 
Science subjects. 


On 9th January, Nilakantha Das (Swaraj group) was elected 
to the Central Assembly for the first time. He took oath on 
30th January. Out of 104 etected members, 42 were lawyers, 


, 26 land-holders, 17 business-men and others from different 


professions. Nilakantha was the only Professor. In this year- 
Motilal Nehru, the Congress President appoinfjed Nilakantha 
as one of the Secretaries of the party. (see 1884) 

Ideal Headmaster Baikunthanath Acharya was born on 1* 
February. He established Alanahat High School in 
Jagatsinghpur district in 1946. He stood 5® in Matriculation 
examination under Patna University (d. 7.7.1991). 

The first batch of students of Sundargarh High Schoo! 
appeared in the Matric examinaticn 
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Pandit Godabarish Mishra became a Member of Bihar- 
Orissa Council this year and again in 1927. 


Reforms Enquiry Committee (Muddiman Committee) 
came to India to review the situation. Madhu Babu, Ex- 
Minister of Bihar and Orissa, in a note dated 24* June to the 
Muddiman Committee, pointed out the Oriya disabilities in 
the most unequivocal terms. He strongly advocated, as an 
interim measure, the appointment of a separate Minister who 
would remain in charge of all the transferred subjects relating 
to Orissa. But the Muddiman Committee did not favour for 
appointment of a separate Minister foi Orissa. (Alexander 
Muddiman was Finance Secretary to Government of India) 


On 1 March, Kishori Charana Das was born at Cuttack. 
He has written many short stories and novels. He is the son 
in-law of parliamentarian Engineer Bhubanananda Das. He 
was working in Indian Audit and Accounts Service. 
(d.17.8.2004) (see 1885, 1976) 


InApnril, Government issued orders to the effect that spinning 
Should be introduced as compulsory vocational subject for 
girls below ten years of age in all girls’ schools and as an 
optional subject in primary schools for boys over ten years 
of age. In the latter case, cotton was to be supplied by parents 
or other persons living in the localities. 


Gopabandhu Choudhury organised the first Provincial 
Congress meeting on 28" and 29* June at Cuttack with 
Praful Chandra Roy as the Chairman. A women’s branch 
was also formed by Sarala Devi, Rasamani Devi, Sarojini 
Choudhury (daughter of Fakir Mohan Senapati and wife of 
Gagan Bihari Choudhury, Munsif), Haimabati Devi and 
others. Here Gopabandhu Das was awarded ‘Utkalmani’ 
title by Praful Chandra Roy, a freedom fighter. Sri Roy was a 
Professor in Chemistry and he is the founder of Bengal 
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Chemicals and Pharmaceuticals, Calcutta. At that time, 
popular leaders were awarded titles by the public. Madhu 
Babu was given the title ‘Utkal Gourav’ by the people of 
Orissa. (see 1861) 


On June 30", the first meeting of Utkal Mahila 
Sammilani was held at Swaraj Ashram Cuttack. Rasamani 
Deiand Swarnalata Dei of South Orissa attended the meeting. 
The meeting was presided by Acharya Praful Chandra Roy. 
Many women activists including Sarala Devi, Haimavati Devi 
attended the meeting and made it successful. 


“Oriya Women’s Association.” was formed at Berhampur 
along with the first All Orissa Women’s Conference at 
Cuttack. 


All Orissa Student’s Conference was held at Cuttack on 16* 
August. Pranakrushna Parija was its Chairman and 
Godabarish Mishra, reception committee Chairman. 
During excavation of Birat Gada near Khiching, some 
Kusan coins were found. 

Niranjan Patnaik became Chairman of Khadi Board of Orissa 
branch. (see 1919) 

Philip-Duff Committee consisting of C.L. Philip, the 
Political Agent to Orissa and A.C. Duff, Collector of Bellary 
district, Madras Presidency was constituted to make a 
detailed enquiry on the spot regarding the attitude of Oriya 
inhabitants of Madras Presidency towards the amalgamation 
of the tracts inhabited by them in Orissa. The Committee 
took evidence at Paralakhemundi on 2™ November. It 
opined to include Tarala, Tekkali, Manjusa, Jalantar, 
Budharsing, Chikiti, Surangi, Seragad, Dharakote, Badagad, 
Badakhemundi, Sanakhemundi, Athagad, Khalikote, Biruli, 
Palur, Huma estate, Berhampur, Chhatrapur, Gihumsar Sub- 
division, Jeypore gstates of Vishakhapatnam, rhe whole of 
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Parala estate except Narasannapeta in the proposed province. 
The Committee’s report also mentions that the Maharaja of 
Jeypore was opposed to the amalgamation, although the 
Telugu Rajas of Bobili and Vizaynagaram did not go against 
the proposed amalgamation. The Committee submitted their 
report on 26* December, 1924, with concluded views : “our 
enquiry has showed that there is a long standing demand and deep- 
seated desire on the part of educated Oriya classes of the Oriya- 
speaking tracts of Madras for amalgamation of these tracts with 
Orissa under one administration.” 


Government of Bihar-Orissa published Odiya Varnamala 
(Oriya Alphabets) written by Sir Hugh Mcpherson. 

A museum at Puri was established by Biren Roy, a rich 
enthusiastic young man, which may be called the first 
museum of Orissa. He collected copper grants, paintings, 
coins and anc.ent idols from different places of Orissa by his 
personal interest. But he sold all his collections to the Calcutta 
University at a cost of Rs 7,000/- in the ye,ar 1940. 


Samaj Publication Office was shifted to Puri from Satyabadi 
Sakshigopal on 1* January. Last issue of the paper was 
published at Satyabadi Sakshigopal on 20.12.1924. 
‘National Charkha Sangh’ of Orissa Branch was established 
and Niranjan Patnaik became its convenor. 

The nineteenth session of Utkal Sammilani was r- id at 
Cuttack under the presidentship of Er Bhubanananda D2. 
Rahasya Manjari written by Devadurlav Das, Puri in le st 
part of 16® Century was © :ed and published by Prof. 
Artaballav Mohanty as sév md prudauction of Prachi 
publications. 

Purna Chandra Bhanja Deo donated Rs oneg,lakh to 
Ravenshaw College for sinnl nf electrictv on the reavest of 
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Shyam Chandra Tripathy. 1.E.S. Cuttack Municipality started 
supply of electricity in Cuttack town in 1931. (see 1899) 


Mahila Bandhu Samiti,a women’s Organisation of Puri 
town gave title ‘Utkal Bharati’ on 10*® March to Kuntala 
Kumari Sabat. Among the members, there were Lavanyabati 
Devi (daughter of Gopal Chandra Praharaj and wife of Rai 
Bahadur Lokanath Mishra), Chanchala Devi (wife of 
Jagabandhu Singh), Jamuna Devi (wife of Artatrana Mishra), 
Radhamani Devi (wife of lawyer Pitabas Patnaik). The 
organiation had one male Secretary named Balabhadra 
Mishra of Balisahi, Puri. All the lady members were using 
veil. Mahila Bandhu Samiti was established with the 
patronage of Pandit Jagannath Mishra, Maha Mahopadhyay 
Sadasiv Mishra to enrich female education. At that time, 
general public and news papers were astonished to hear the 
name of a female organisation-(see1921) 


Nirmal Kumar Basu (1901-1972) passed M.Sc in 
Anthropology in first class first. He passed matriculation 
examination in 1917 from Puri Zilla School. He made a 
research on Juanga tribals of Orissain 1951. He was editor 
of magazine “Man in India”. 

British Govermment abolished Devadasi system throughout 
India . It caused the abolition of this system in Jagannath 
temple, though it could not prevent performing Devadasis to 
function as such afterwards. The most important factor was 
that the temple authorities cquld not appoint new Devadasis 
in the temple for which the system gradually became extinct. 
Fakir Mishra was born on 4" April in village Birapratappu 
Shasan in Puri district. He was a freedom fighter and a pioneer 
in State Cooperative Movement. (d. 30.3.1986) 


LaJa Lajpat Ray, President of Lokasevak Mandal paid a 
visit to Puri on 17® Apnil. 
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Madhu Babu’s house at Cutack was auctioned. Sailabala 
Das, Sundhansubala and Chandra Kumar Hazra by the sale 
of their ancestral house at Calcutta and Chandra Kumar's 
earning bought this house back at the court sale for Rs 20.000. 


For the first time, compulsory primary education in 
Orissa was introduced . This was as per Bihar -Orissa 
Primary EducationAct, 1919. 


On 29" April, freedom fighter and Prajamandal activist 
Bhikari Charan Mohanty was born at Godipada near 
Sarankul in Nayagarh district. (d. 1.07.01) 


On 19" May, Communist leader Lokanath Choudhury was 
born at Jagatsinghpur. (d.15.5.03) 


Prof. Dr Janaki Ballav Mohanty (Bharadwaj) was born on 
14" June at village Dagara near Nimapara. He was an 
academician and litterateur. He has written many books on 
Oriya literature. (d. 16.12.1999) 


Gobinda Tripathy passed M.A. from Patna University being 
first class first in English. Famous cine artist Byomakesh 
Tripathy is his son. (see 1899) 


On 12* July, Prof. Gopal Chandra Mishra was born at 


Ranpur. He was a litterateur. His oil painting was hung in 
Sriramchandra Bhawan.(d.7.10.1990) 

Gandhiji came to Cuttack on 19* August (2™ visit to Orissa) 
on the personal request of Madhu Babu and visited Utha! 
Tannery. It was a rare occasion to come on personal 
invitation. On 20™ he left fui Calcutta. After visiting the Utkal 
Tannery, Mahatma Gandhi wrote in luzmg India in its issue 
dated 9* September 1926 : “Madhusu. an Das, a lawyer of 
distinction had not only despised labour but actually learnt 
handicrafts at a later period of his life not as a hobby but for the 
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sake of teaching young men about the dignity of labour. He was 


himself instrumental in establishing a tannery at Cuttack.” 


One University Regulation was passed according to which 
after passing 1.Sc, one can also read B.A. course with 
Mathematics and Economics as optional subjects. 


On 8*® September Raghunath Mohapatra was bom in village 
Kridaspur of Nayagarh dist. He was a specialist in 
Agriculture, but he was not an Agriculture graduate. In 1996 
he developed a method how to double the sugarcane crop. 
He had an important role during Nayagarh Praja Mandat 
Movement. (d.10.4.07) 


Puri ‘Mukti Mandap Sava’ gave a citation to Kuntala Kumari 
Sabat on 11" September for literary activities. At that time, 
Maha Mahopadhyay Sadasiv Mishra was Secretary of the 
‘Mukti Mandap Sava’. 


Barajmunda - Gua (Padpahar) Railway line covering 25.13 
kms was opened to traffic on 20® September. 


Dinabandhu Andrews (C.F. Andrews) reached Puri on 4* 
October to see flood-affected areas. (see 1928) 


On 11" October, freedom fighter and Sarbodaya leader 
Manmohan Choudhury was born at Cuttack. He is the son 
of Gopabandhu Choudhury and Maa Rama Devi. (d.10.6.03) 


Second conference of Utkal Pradesh Congress Committee 
was held at Bolgarh on 14® and 15" November with 
Bhagirathi Mohapatra as its President. 


A historical novel Kamal‘Kumari written by Ramachandra 
Acharya was published by Banivinod Granthamala, 
Berhampur. 


A perfect edition of first part of Bidgadha Chintamani was 
published by Prachi Samiti under the editorship of Dr 
Artaballav Mohanty. The 2™ and 3” parts were published in 
1933 and 1942 respectively. 
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Gobinda Chandra Mishra started an institution called 
“Gandhi Sevashrama” to implement Gandhian 
programmes in the rural areas in village Kaicha near 
Champapur. (see 1890) 


B.A. (Hons) course in Economics was opened in Ravenshaw 
College. 


Sailabala Das,(b.1875) adopted daughter of Madhu Babu 
was appointed as the lady Honorary Magistrate at Patna. 
She is the first lady in the country to be so. (see 1907) 


Prachi Samiti, a literary society was established. The main 
partners of the Samiti were Bichhanda Charan Patnaik, 
Artaballav Mohanty. Laxmikani.: Choudhury, Binayak 
Mishra, Ghanashyam Das and Sudhakar Patnaik. Later, 
Bhuyan Bhaskar Chandra Mohapatra, Zamindar of Edtal 
gifted a press for the Samiti. {On the advice of Uma Charan Das 
a Deputy Collector, Bhuyan Bhaskar Mohapatra gifted Rs 20,000 to 
Bhadrak Government Hospital and andther Rs 20,000 to Prachi 
Samiti for purchase of a press. Government was pleased with this 
charity and awarded Rai-Bahadur title to him)].After the 
establishment of the Prachi Samiti 53 books were published.

Bihar College of Engineering was first started ina rented 
mansion of amuslim Nawab. First batch students from Orissa 
were Sudhir Kumar Palit, Prafulla Chandra Taladi, Akshay 
Kumar Das of Sareikala, Bishnu Prasad Mishra of 
Manbhum, Gobinda Gupta took admission in the year 1927. 
Famous Sarvodaya leader Sarat Chandra Moharana took 
admission in 1928. (see 1963) 


Parvati Giri was born on 19" January at Baragarh under 
undivided Sambalpur district. She was arrested in the freedom 
movement. She was a social worker. She established an old 
age home Phuljhara and Kasturaba Matru Niketan, 
rehabilitating 100 children. (d. 17.8.1995) (see 1942). 


Pandit Krupasindhu Mishra died on 4® February. (b.1887) 


Ranihat M.E School was started at Cuttack on 11* February. 
At first, it began in three existing stables of Madhu Babu by 
the initiation of Prof. Artaballhav Mohanty, Gurucharan 
Mohanty, and Lokanath Mishra. During these years, the 
education session was commenced from 2" January. (see 
1905, 1887) 


Gajapati Mukunda Dev-III died of small-pox on 14" 
February and his adopted son Ramachandra Dev-IV (born 
on 1898, third son of Sachidananda Tribhuban Dev of 
Bamanda) became the Raja and Superintendent of Jagannath 
temple. 


For the first time, girl students took admission in’ Ravenshaw 
College. Till 1925 only male students were reading in the 
College. During 1926-30, five girl students were in the College. 


On 16* February Barjamunda -Barbil Railway line covering 
7.84 kms was opened to traffic.

Tarangini, a collection of short poems by Nanda Kishore 
Bal was published by Utkal Sahitya Press and the cost of 
the book was 6 Annas. 


On 28® May, E.S. Baldwin, Superintenent of Patana State 
(the State was under court of wards) died after a fierce fightmg 
with a Chitta (tiger). 

Abdul Satar Khan became the Superintendent of Nayagarh 
Feudatory State. He continued till 1930. He was an officer 
of progressive mind and introduced Compulsory Education 
Act in 1929. As a result, the number of primary schools 
increased from 65 to 96. 


Bidyut Prava Devi was bom in village Latara on 12® July in 
Cuttack district. In a special conference, Orissa Sahitya 
Academy awarded a prize for her book Sanchayana in 
September 1962. (d. 28.1.1976) (see 1956) 


Guru Kelucharana Mohapatra was born on 8" August at 
village Raghurajpur, Puri. For his excellence in Odissi dance 
he was awarded Padmashri in 1966 and Padma 
Bibhushana in 2000. For him Odissi dance could be 
propogated at international level. (d. 7.4.2004) 


Pracharak, a casual magazine was published from 
Singhbhum by Pracharaka Ananta Mishra. (see 1884) 


On 24th November Suryamani Pattamahadei, Rani of 
Birakishor Dev-II died. She was a successful custodian of 
Jagannath temple, Puri from 1860 to 1897 except for the 
period 1875 to 78, when her adopted son Gajapati 
Dibyasingh Dev -III was in charge of royal estate and 
grandson Mukunda Dev-III was minor. (b. 1818). 


Poet Bhanuji Rao was bom at Cuttack on 3" September. 
He happens to be the youngest son of Prasanta Rao (born 
11.3.1886) the 2" son of Bhaktakabi Madhusudan Rao. 
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Prasanta Rao was adopted by Jagannath Rao, younger 
brother of Madhusudan Rao. (d. 15.11.01) (see 1989) 


A school magazine Madhubani was published on 2™ 
October for students. Previously it was handwritten. It was 
inaugurated by Utkal Gourav Madhusudan Das. It is the 
first printed school magazine in Orissa. 


Gopabandhu Das opened a widows’ home called “Jagannath 
Widows’ Home” at Puri to provide education to the helpless 
widows and train them to earn their livelihood. Acharya 
Harihar Das was incharge of the Ashram. 


Utkal Dipika of 20“ November 1926 published a news : 
“Utkal Tannery of Madhusudan Das was auctioned on 15*® November 
and Ramachandra Dev, the Maharaja of Puri was the highest bidder 
at Rs 65,000/-. It was an act of gratitude that when the palace of Puri 
was put to auction, Madhu Babu purchased the palace and réturned 
it to the Raja of Puri by taking equal amount. Exactly in the same 
manner, the Raja of Puri also saved the Utkal Tannery from the 


foreign hand”. 


Gopabandhu Das met Lalaji at Calcutta. After the request of 
Lalaji Gopabandhu became a Member of Lok Sevaka 
Mandal. He started a branch of it at Cuttack and affiliated 
‘The Samaj’ to it. In 1928, Gopabandhu became its Vice- 
President in the Lahore meeting of the Society. 


The existing Middle Vernacular School at Phulbani was 
upgraded to Middle English School. It became a High 
School in 1946. The School is named after A.J. Olenbatch, 
who was S.D.O. of Kandhamal Sub-division and dedicated 
himself for improvement of elementary education. Olenbatch 
worked in Kondhamal from 1901 to 1924. (see 1868) 


The Krushna Chandra club at Nayagarh came into being 
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during the Darbar rule. It is functioning in the present building 
from 1940. 


One Deputy Inspector was appointed to take the charge of 
female education in Orissa. An Assistant Inspector was 
provided for each district. 


Satyabadi Vihar, the National School was closed by the 
beginning of the educational session as the wrath of the 
Government caused withdrawal of its recognition. 


Balabhadra Narayan Bhanja became the ruler of Keonjhar. 
He is the last ruler as the State merged in 1948. He built 
temples of Lord Raghunath at village Veer Govindapur and 
Lord Baladev at Rajnagar. 


Radhapriya Devi, Chief Rani of Viswanath Varma excavated 
a large reservoir (1800 ft X 1300 ft ) in village Kantola near 
Athagarh town, which is now called Vigswanath Sagar. The 
amount spent was Rs 60,000/-when the labour rate was only 
2 paisa (present three paisa) per day. 


The Government of Bihar and Orissa decided that for a period 
of five years, depressed class pupils should be admitted free 
in all secondary schools managed or aided by Government 
in which less than half the number were depressed class pupils. 


Laxmidhar Mohanty became Deputy President of the third 
Bihar-Orissa Legislative Council by defeating Godabarish 
Mishra, the Congress candidate. The former also continued 
to serve as Chairman not only the third Council but also the 
fourth till separation of Orissa from Bihar-Orissa. 


Professor Kshetra Mohan Patnaik was born. He became 
topper in M.A. from Banares Hindu University in 
Economics. He became Director Higher Education and 
subsequently he was Vice.Chancellor of Utkal University. 
(d.9.4.1999) 
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The existing Middle Vernacular School at Angul was upgraded 
to a High School. In 1894 this middle vernacular school had 
been upgraded from upper primary school after transfer from 
_Purunagada to new Angul town. 


On 14" January famous Surgery Professor Madhu Sudan 
Khadanga was born at Aska. He was Director of Health 
Services of Government Orissa. His mother is an illustrious 
writer Sita Devi Khadanga. (d.17.12.06) 


Nirgundi-Talcher Railway line covering 98.62 Km was 
opened to traffic on 20" January. 


One unfortunate incident occurred in the Cuttack Medical 
School. Two-thirds of the students were expelled and 
restricted for one year, for using unfair means at the sessional 
examination. 


Young Utkal, a weekly magazine was published by Er 
Bhubanananda Das, a member of Imperial Assembly. The 
magazine continued for 10 years. 


Maharaja of Parala became a Member of, Royal 
Agricultural Commission, of which Lord Linlithgow was the 
Chairman. 

Nalini Devi Routray was born at Bhadrak. She was the 
founder editor of magazine Marutirtha. Her other work is 
Najrul Sanchayana, a translation. She is the wife of Chief 
Minister Nilamani Routray. (d. 26.02.1974). 


Lord Irwin, Viceroy opened a Science College at Patna. 
When members of the Syndicate were introduced to him, 
he, seeing Sailabala Das (She was member then) was pleased 
to remark saying of her “This province has the proudest 
distinction of having a lady on the Syndicate.” 


In March, Rai Saheb U.M. Sen was appointed as Finance 
Adviser of Bihar-Orissa Government to investigate into the 
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financial implication of the amalgamasion of the proposed 10 
Taluks of Ganjam district of Madras. He calculated that the 
deficit would be to the tune of Rs 11.36 lakh . But Biswanath 
Das, M.L.C. of Madras published ‘The Falacy of a Deficit’ 
and criticized Rai Saheb Sen’s report. He proved through 
facts and figures that what to speak of deficit. there would be 
a surplus of Rs 4 lakh. 


Bar Association at Baripada was formed with all legal 
practitioners of the State of Mayurbhanja. 


On 22™ June, freedom fighter Uttam Charan Naik was born 
at village Endulapur, Kendrapara district. He took part in 
freedom fight from 1932 to 1947. (d.6.12.1987) 


On 2™ July, the first issue of weekly magazine Samaj 


* was, published at Cuttack (Nimachaudi). 


On 4* August Madhu Babu was declared insolvent. 


Niranjan Patnaik published a daily Gandhi Samachar from 
Asha Press, Berhampur on 1* Novémber which attacked 
British administration severely. The magazine continued till 
3.1.1928. 


Gandhiji came to Orissa for the 3 time . His tour was started 
from Berhampur from 5* December. During his visit in 
Ganjam, Niranjan Patnaik worked as one of his personal 
assistants. On 10*® December, he came to Bolgarh through 
Ramva and Banpur to see the progress of cottage spinning. 
He stayed at the P.W.D. Bungalow, Bolgarh. Mahatma 
Gandhi became the guest of Rama Chandra Mardaraj, Raja 
of Khalikote and stayed at Ramva palace from 29™ 
December to ]* January. 


Kalicharan Patnaik was awarded Kavichandra title by 
Gajapati Ramchandra Dev -IV, Raja of Puri. 


Nirguna Mahatmya, authored by poet Chaitanya Das was 


- published by Prachi Samiti. The poet is a contemporary of 
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Raja Prataparudra Singh (1793-1818) of Khariar, Kalahandi. 
Eminent litterateur Natabar Samantarav, (1918-2000)has 
agreed to this period. 


Sailabala Das moved a resolution in the Senate of Patna 
University to replace woman in place of female in University 
regulations. At the end of her speach Governor congradulated 
her. The Senate recommended the word ‘female’ to be 
changed to ‘woman’. 


On 5th October Sukadev Sahu was born at village Dhymat 
Indupur, Cuttack district. His litera’ works are Premarag, 
Nabajanma, Bidesh Bahudta, Gaun Mati Dake etc. (d. 
9.12.1994) 


On 5* November, Annada Prasad Rakshit, exponet of 
children’s literature was bom at village Manikhamba, Balasore. 
(d.3.1.1998) 

On 7* November, Prime Minister Mr Stanley Baldwin 
declared in the House of Commons that he would constitute 
the Royal Commission on Indian reforms. The comission 
appointed by the conservative ministry consisted of three 
Conseryatives, two Liberals and two Labour members of 
Parliament. Themembers were: Sir John Simon and Chairman 
and Viscount Barhham, Baron Stathcone, Edward Cadogan, 
Stephen Walsh (who resigned due to ill-health and was 
succeeded by Vernan Hartshorn), G.R.-Lane Fox, C.R. 
Attlee Members. They sailed for India in January 1928 and 
landed at Bombay on Frebruary 3rd 1928. The comission 
found the city flying everywhere black flacks as sign of 
mouming; business was suspended, this shop windows were 
shuttered and the Hindu-owned newspapers had stopped 
publication for the day. (see 1928) 


On 24" November, Oriya folk dance and drama exponent 
Dhiren Das was born at Angul. In 1991 he was invited by 
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Brown University of Evergreen State of USA to teach Indian 
studies of Dramas. (d. 20.1.1992) 


> 
On 18" December, Akhil Mohan Patnaik, a famous short- 
story writer was born at Khurda. He is the son of Bankanidhi 
Patnaik, a distinguished Headmaster and short-story writer. 


(d.29.11.1982) (see 1989, 1881) 


Lyricist and poet Jagannanthdev Varma was bom in Tekkali 
Royal family. He married poetess Suratarangini Devi in 1945, 
who died after 2 years of married life. Utkal University annually 
gives gold medal to the toppers in LL.B in her name. The 
medal is called Tekkali Ranee Suratarangini gold medal. 


Poet Annada Sankar Roy joined in the I.C.S. (see 1905) 


School Examination Board was constituted to conduct exams. 
of Middle English schools for issuing school certificates for 
admission to class VI. Many people condemned this system 
as entry into class VIII became stiff. 


Pandit Lingaraj Mishra and Pandit Godabarish Mishra were 
elected to Bihar -Orissa Council defeating Mahanta of Emar 
Matha and Raja of Parikud respectively. 


Survey and Settlement work was done in Cuttack town, which 
was the last settlement of British Government. The vast area 
comprising Raja Bagicha, Bamphi Sahi, Jhanziri Mangala, 
Telenga Bazar, Friends Colony was called Kusunpur, then. 
The Zamindars showed their rights of lands mentioning 
Kusunpur to different people ante-dating documents. Now 
the above-mentioned names are being used, but Kusunpuris 
no more in use. 


Some students approached Madhu Babu for a message for 
the Utkal Chhatra Sammilani‘(Student’s Conference) which 
was to be held in the month of September at Balasore. Madhu 
Babu gave them the message: 


“I am the first M.A. of the Oriya race, the first Oriya Vakil and now 
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the first Oriya advocate. the first Oriya visitor to Europe, the first 
Oriya Member of the Provincial and Viceregal Legislative Council, 
the first Oriya Minister and the first Indian Minister to resign 
office. My race is the most backward and yet the first graduate of no 
race in India did all I have done. The first graduate of Bengal died 
as pensioned Deputy Magistrate. I am now in my eightieth year and 
have been adjudicated an insolvent, but though I am eighty years 
old, my mission of life today remains what it was half a century ago 
and that mission is to bring Utkal to the notice of the world. Utkal 
Tannery landed me on insolvency but earned for Utkal, the admiration 
of the whole civilised world. Students should aim at elevating Utkal. 
If the first graduate could do all this much can be done by succeeding 
generations, if they realized their responsibility not as individuals 
but as members of a nation.” 


Freedom fighter Kiranalekha Mohanty was born at Bari, 
Jajpur. In 1946 she married freedom fighter Jayakrushna 
Mohanty. She worked at Utkal Nabajiban Mandal, 
Acharya Harihar Smrutisambad etc. In 1977 she became 
M.L.A from Pipili constituency. (d.12.5.1997) 


Sarat Chandra Mukharji (member of Sabuja Sahitya Samiti) 
married Shanti Sinha under Special Marriage Act. It is the 
first inter-caste marriage in Orissa. In 1932 another inter- 
caste marriage took place between Krupasindhu Mishra 
L.C.S. with Bindu, daughter of Bhabagrahi Biswal, Dewan 
of Daspalla. (see 1914) 

All India Radio which was established. In 1930 it was 


nationalized. Prior to 1927 this was called Indian Broadcasting 
Service. (see 1982) 


J.H.Price became State Superintendent of Keonjhar on 8* 
January. During his time, court (Kacheri) building and a town- 
hall at Keonjhar were completed. A Middle Vernacular Basic 
School was also established. 
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On 3 February, a Hartal was organised throughout Orissa 
not to co-operate with Simon Commission. A big meeting 
was held at Kadam Rasool, Cuttack under the presidentship 
of Laxminarayan Sahoo. The demonstrators carried anti- 
Simon Commission placards like: “Go back Simon, we don’t 
need you, in our nation.” H.K. Mahatab and Mukunda 
Prasad Das addressed anti-Simon meetings at Balasore. 


Pt Nilakantha Das demanded creation of a separate province 
of Orissa in the Central Legislative Assembly on 8* February. 


Gita Govinda Natak composed by Brajabasi Babaji 
Vaishnab Charan was published on 5* April. 


Utkal Narendra Mandal, a body formed by the ruling chiefs 
of Orissa held its first meeting at Puri on 12" April. The body 
resolved that all the kings of Utkal should join hands with the 
Narendra Mandal (The Chamber of Princes) established in 
1921. 

Utkal Sahitya Samaj building at Cuttack was inaugurated 
by Purna Chandra Bhanja Deo, Maharaja of Mayurbhanja 
and the building was named after Sriram Chandra Bhanja 
Deo. 

On 13* Apnil, the weekly Asha was changed to a daily edition 
(named Dainika Asha). It continued till the death of 
Sashibhusan Rath in 1943. It was the first daily qf Orissa. 
(see 1913, 1982) 


Pumrna Chandra Bhanja Deo, ruler of Mayurbhanja died on 
21* April. The Oriya dictionary Purnachandra Bahsa- 
Kosha compiled by Gopal Chandra Praharaj is named after 
hm. 

With the death of Gopabandhu Das, Satyabadi School 
degenerated into a hot bed of caste politics whose baneful 
influence was felt in the society for quite some time. 
Commenting on this Lalmohan Patnaik worte : Unfortunately 
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as years went by, the institution developed unhealthy tendencies 
leading to sharp difference and class pride. It so happened that the 
entire control of the school was in the hands of a few friends of a 
particular community. Cuttack leaders became concerned. 
Misunderstanding grew. Puri became the strong hold of Brahmins 
and Cuttack of Karans. Their differences quitely ushered in the 
noxious Brahman-Karan problem. Gradually it developed into a 
menace to the society. 


On 11* May Famous ‘Jatra’ artiste Artabandhu Routray was 
bom in village Samang, Jagatsingpur. Orissa Sangeet Natak 
Academy has awarded him prizes for 1989-90. 
(d.20.2.1991). 


On 23" May, Banamali Pati, Naib of Zamindar of Calcutta 
was killed by aggrieved tenants at Balanga, Puri district. 
This is the first unique event in India in which the tenants 
killed a tyrant. Asutos Chandra Mitra was the absentee 
landlord of Balanga who paid to the Government Rs 
10,000.00 as land revenue and additional revenue (Patni) of 
Rs 9,000.00. Asutos had bought this Zamindary in auction in 
1878. Banamali Pati was his Naib or representative. (see 
1911) 


On 24*® May, Bhubanananda Das, an Oriya Member of Indian 
Legislative Assembly mooted the first proposal for 
amalgamation of States in Orissa proper. He said: ‘A 
general agreement can be reached if there can be a 
conference of leaders of British Orissa with representatives 
of the chiefs of Gadajat States afid I honestly urge on all 
concemed to come to that happy agreement.’ He also mooted 
the first proposal for amal-;amation of Oriya-spoken 
tracts. 


On 28" May ideal teacher Biswanath Nanda was born in 
village Biswanathpur. Puri éistrict. He first started his 
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teachership at Narayan High School, Sarankul. He has written 
many school books on science. He was very helpful to poor 
students. (d. 30.3.2001) 


Krushna Chandra Narayan Gajapati met Indian Statutory 
Commission at Madras in June with a demand of a separate 
State for Oriya-speaking people. On 8" November, 1927 
Government had constituted Simon Commission for 
administrative reforms. Sir John Allseebrooks Simon was 
Chairman of the Commision. 


- 


Utkalmani Gopabandhu Das passed away at the age of 52 
years on 17* June. Mahatma Gandhi said in his message: 
‘Gopabandhu was one of the noblest among the sons of Orissa, the 
land of sorrows and tears.’ Lala Lajpatrai observed, “He was the 
.uncrowned king of Orissa”. 


Pandit Binayak Mishra, Professor of Calcutta University 
wrote Odiya Sahityara Itihas. The book was published 
under the patronage of Pratap Chandra Bhanja Deo, the 
Maharaja of Mayurbhanja. (see 1935) 


The 44" session of Indian National Congress was held at 
Calcutta with Motilal Nehru as the President. Subas Chandra 
Bose was the Chairman of reception committee. 300 
delegates from Orissa attended this session. A number of 
women leaders such as Rama Devi, Sarala Devi, Janhabi 
Devi, Kokila Devi, Sarojini Choudhury, Rasamani Devi, 
participated in the meeting. Niranjan Patnaik mooted a 
proposal for creation of Orissa province, with which Motilal’ 
Nehru did not concur. So all the three hundred delegates of 
Orissa left the pendal in protest exhibiting a note of dissent. 
Later, Mahatma Gandhi and Motilal sent Pattavi Sitaramaya 
conveying their promise that Orissa problems will be decided 
with due consideration and favourably. 


A Government Resolution was passed on 21* August inthe 
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Bihar-Orissa Legislative Council to constitute a committee 
to assist the Statutory Commission (Simon Commission) and 
was Carried out 50 to 44. 


In the meeting of all parties at Lucknow on 30* August, Nehru 
Committee report was,accepted. Among other proposals 
“amalgamation of Oriya speaking tracts and creation of separate 
Province for Orissa was accepted , provided Orissa bears the 
financial burden which is incidental to separation” Was in the 
committee report. 


Kuntala Kuman Sabat formed “Bharati Tapoban Sangha” at 
New Delhi. Hindi Pracharini Sava of New Delhi awarded 
her the title ‘Bharat Kabiyeetri’. 


Rasalahari written by Raghunath Bhanja, Raja of 
Mayurbhanja between 1728 to 1750 was published by 
Sashibhusan Ray. 


Exploration of fire clay deposits of Rampur coal field area 
(Sambalpur district) was started. 


All big Zamindars of Balasore district under the Zamindar of 
Kanika formed an organisation to root out Congréss. 


People of Nilgin State rebelled against Bethi (Free Service) 
to the Raja. C.F. Andrews, a Professor of Santiniketan 
supported the case of the people through Political Agent and 
got the problem of the people settled. 


In Dussera festival during October, the Oriya nationalists of 
Cuttack worshipped ‘Mother Utkal” in the form of an i:nage 
calling her “Chhirnamasta ( the severed head) Utkar” 
They brought out a procession led by Madhu Babu which 
included all sections of the peopl. 

On 10* November Brui;a Sunda: Das. R N. Bhanja Deo, 
Laxmindhar Mohanty, Brajananda Las, Bhikari Charan 
Patnaik, Bhubaneswar Rath (an advocate of Berhampur) 
Rai Bahadur T nkanath Mishra and others. in all eleven 
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members of Utkal Sammilani received Simon Commission 
at Patna‘Railway Station with the placards “Simon, we 
welcome you.” ‘Orissa demands separate province’, 
‘Amalgamate all Oriya speaking areas’, ‘Oriyas 
scattered in five provinces? (Simon Commission consisted of 
seven members of British Parliament with Sir John Ellseebrook Simon 
was its Chairman to suggest measures of political reform for India : 
among other things recommended abolition dyarchy, establishent of 
provincial autonomy and some sort of Federal Government of India.) 


(see 1923, 1927)- 


R.P.Chand, a historian noticed Tantrik Budhist sculptures 
in two remarkable images of Bajra Barahi and Khadi 
Ravani Tara at Choudwar on the Northern bank of river 
Birupa. The Goddess Bajra Barahi is seen in nude and 
amorous form dancing with dishevelled hair on two fierce- 
looking corpses. The image of Khadi Ravani Tara stands in 
the Trivangi pose holding the large stack of the lotus in the 


left hand bestowing down on the right hand. 


Pratap Chandra Bhanja Deo, younger brother of Purna 
Chandra Bhanja Deo became ruler of Mayurbhanja. He 
published Mayurbhanja State Gazetteer. He signed the 
instrument of accession on 16* October 1948 and the State 
merged with Orissa officially on 1* January 1949. 


The Statutory Commission (Simon Commission) appointed 
a subcommittee under the chairmanship of C.R. Attlee 
to examine the case of separate province of Orissa. It opined 
that in the event of a separate province, there should be an 
understanding with the rulers of Gadjats. The report of Attlee 
was accepted by the British Government. R.N. Bhanja Deo 
and Laxmindhar Mohanty were members of Attlee Committee 
from Orissa and another Member was Dr Suhrawardy, a 
Member of Indian National Assembly. 


Kapil Samhita was published by Ratnakar Garabadu from 
Dutta Press.Cuttack. It had been written in between 14" 
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and 15" century. The special feature of this book is 
glonfication of the Kapilas and Sikhareswar temple overit. 


In the first session of Prabasi Urkal Sammalani, it was 
felt that the attitude of Motilal Nehru was against Oriya 
interest. 


The existing rule, that one can appear two examination ie 
M.A and B.L in the same year was changed. Examinations 
were held in different times in a year. In Ravenshaw college 
there were M.A in English and B.L classes. 


Cuttack Roads and Buildings Division Office at Cantonment 
area was established. 


Radhakrushna Kanungo, who puss" 1 Sankshya Upadhyaya 
as the topper from Calcutta University, died at Puri. The 
Brahmin Pandits of Puri were compelled to accept him as a 
Pandit despite their unwillingness, as he was a non-Brahmin. 
He established Radha Krushna Sanskrit T.O.L. at Alavar 
Shasan under Balikuda Police Station. 


Government of India constituted an expert committee on 
floods to solve the flood problems of Orissa. The committee 
submitted its report after aerial survey of the river mouths 
spending more than a lakh of Rupees. Government of Bihar 
- Orissa only partly complied the report of the committee 
since it was unable to afford the cost. The committee suggested 
12 points and the 12* suggestion was important i.e revision 
of the law relating to embankments. It also recommended 
the abandonment of Orissa portion of Coast canal, as it 
affected the drainage in the district of Balasore. 


On 7*® December, “Utkal All Parties Confernce” was held 
at Cuttack chaired by Laxminarayan Sahoo. In the 
conference Niranjan Patnaik protested against the statement 
made by the “All Parties Conference’ at Lucknow on the 
financial position of the ‘New Orissa Province’. 
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A memorandum was submitted to Simon Commission by 
Utkal Union Committee (Utkal Union Conference) : 


To 
The Chairman and Members of the Statutory Commission. 
Sirs, 


WE, the undesigned, on behalf of the People of Orissa accord a 
cordial welcome to you, the Members of the Statutory Commission, 
and heartily make the following submission for your careful 
consideration. We reserve our suggestions and observations, in 
“general, upon the structure and working of the existing constitution 
of British India, and submit at present a tentative bare outline on 
your terms of reference from (a) to (g) and most respectfully lay 
particular stress upon one point namely, the suitability of existing 
areas for legislative and administrative purposes and growth of 
representative institutions. Here we draw your special attention to 
the case of Orissa and Oriyas placed under four distinct Provincia! 
administrative units, forming a hopeless minority in every Province 
they are attached to. 


The aim of the Reforms inaugurated in 1917 was to lead India to 
progressive realisation of full responsible Government by increasing 
Association of Indians in evgry branch of administration. To the 
Oriyas who have been paced under four administrations this 
increasing association has been an,impossibility. They have been 
tied to the tail end of each Province and as such the pulsation of the 
heart at the centre of administration fails to reach the extremities. 
They are as the Government of Bihar put it in their letter to the 
Financial Rglations committee a “‘distant adjunct” of all the 
Governments and as such relegated to negligence. Moreover it has 
served to create intermediary ruling races who dominate the 
Provinces and naturally all the benefit, that accure from any Scheme 
of Reforms calculated to grant more power and privilege to the people, 
come to them. Hence the Oriya position has become more insecure 
and the fruits of reforms are practically denied to them. Their fate is 
no better than that of the Scheduled Districts classed as backward 
tracts. 


Since the eighties of the last century the Oriyas have agitated 
and agitated for their unification under one administration. This 
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was recognised by Commissioner Cook of Orissa in the Annual 
General Administration Réport of Orissa in 1894-95. In thier letter 
No. 3678 of 3rd December, 1903, the Government of India were 
“disposed to unite the whole of Oriya-speaking peoples, both hill 
and plain, under one Administration.” Over 25 long years have 
passed, during which great and momentous administrative changes 
were made and unmade, partitions were made and annulled, but the 
pious wish of the Government of India to unit@ Oriyas is still 
unfulfilled and their strenuous continual constitutional agitation 
goes unheeded. 


In the great Indian body politic, the Oriyas emerge as a distinct 
factor. They have a history of their own and are distinguished trom 
others psychologically and socially, ethnologically and linguistically, 
educationally and economically. Tie pre~ »minance of a vast majority 
of another race has in many instances teu. Jd to efface this distinctive 
feature of the race. Lord Crewe-in his Durbar despatch of 1911 
admitted this when he said “Orissa has long felt uneasiness at a 
possible loss of identity as a distinct community.” But this 
lipsympathetic recognition of the psychology of the Oriya people 
ultimately ended in getting them from the frying-pan to the fire by 
placing them under four administrations instead of “three as before.” 


The Oriya’s demand of his linguistic boundary is corroborated 
by Dr Grierson in his Linguistic Survey of India. The Orissa country 
is not confined to the division which now bears that name. It included 
a portion of the district of Midnapore in the North, which together 
with a part of Balasore was the Orissa of the phrase ‘“‘Bengal, Bihar 
and Orissa” met in the Regulations passed by the Government in 
the last decade of the 18th century. Oriya is also the language of 
most of the district of Singbhum belonging to the division of 
Chhotanagpur and of several neighbouring Native States which fall 
politically within the same division (some of which have lately been 
transferred to the Orissa State). In the West it is the language of 
Raipur in the Central Provinces and also of the number of Native 
States which lie between those Districts and Orissa proper. On the 
South it is the language of North part of the of Madras of the District 
of Ganjam with its connected Native, States and of the Jeypore 
Agency of Vizagapatam. It is thus spoken in three (now in four) 
Governments of British India viz., in the Lower Provinces of Bengal, 
in the Central Provinces and in the Madras Presidency (and in Bihar 
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and Orissa). “Sometimes the Oriya characters are frankly abandoned 
and the language is written in Bengalee character.” The above 
statement {s a clear proof of the loss of the identity of the Oriya race 
referred to above. 


After two decades of strenuous and continuous constitutional 
agitation the Oriyas were fortunate in drawing the attention of the 
authors of the joint report during the reform days in 1919 who 
recognised the claims of Orissa in the following terms:- 


“In Orissa and Berar at all events it seems to us that the possibility 
in instituting Sub-Provinces need not be excluded from consideration 
at a very’ early date.” Ten long and expectant years have passed but 
the “early date" adumbrated by Montagu and Chelmsford has not 
yet arrived, though the Orissa representatives have, since then, in 
the local and Imperial legislatures, drawn the attention of the 
Government to the fact of uniting the Oriya-speaking tracts under 
one Government. The Government of India only moved so far as to 
institute a Commission of Enquiry (under Philip and Duff) into the 
Oriya tracts in the Madras Presidency, who sum up their enquiry 
thus “There is a genuine, long standing and deep rooted desire on 
the part of the educated classes including the Oriya Zamindars and 
that wherever the Rayats have learnt something of the matter they 
are entirely in favour of Amalgamation.” 


That at least is a piece of “accumulated official evidence” and 
would have satisfied Mr Montague were he living to steer the 
administrative ship of India. 


The authors of the Constitutional Reforms were impréssed with 
“the artificial and often inconvenient character of existing 
administrative units” and were “convinced that the business of the 
Government would be simplified if administrative units were smaller 
and more homogenous. “All those just and weighty considerations 
were consigned by them to the limbo of impracticability under the 
weight of Reforms which they advocated. Further they say that 
“divisions of territory which are not made in response to a popular 
demand is apt to provoke wide and deep-seated dissatisfaction. “Is 
not the demand of the Oriyas for union a popular demand? Is not 
this uncouth combination of the Oriyas with people of other races 
and languages unnatural and unjust? Have not the Oriyas been 
“sacrificed without compunction” as Lord Curzon put it? It is a pity 
that the authors of the Reforms failed to do what they could have 
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done by a stroke of their pen. Certainly the Oriya union would never 
have been imposed upon the people by official action. The Oriyas 
demanded it and they could have granted it if they meant to do 
justice. Instead of having recourse to a Process which should have 
preceded rather than followed the Reforms in order that all peoples 
and races of India might have reaped its benefits, the authors left 


..the matter to the Government of India which in July, 19] 7, has been 


depicted by the Right Hon'ble Mr Montagu as “too wooden, too 
iron, too inelastic and too antidilyvian. “Till now the case of Oriya 
union has been buried under red tape and it may continue there till 
Doopys-day unless the Oriyas put themselves under better tutelege 
to learn the mode of agitation that tells. 


Orissa has always been the pawn of experiments. Like a football 
she was kicked from one Province to the other and the people were 
never consulted. In uniting all Oriyas under one administration a 
consultation of the wishes of the people concerned is deemed 
necessary, but in putting the Oriya people under other races it was 
never dreamt of; rather this vivisection of the Oriya people is 
explained away as a matter of historical accidence over which the 
Government have no control and they cannot remedy it even if they 
so desire. 


A separate administration for fifteen millions of people is not an 
unreasonable or childish demand. The only peg on which the 
authorities hang their arguments against is finance. If the 
Government were determined to save the Oriya people, no financial 
difficulty would stand in the way. It never did in the case of the 
North-Western frontier Provinces. It was never thought of in the 
case of Bihar. The North-Western frontier Province does not meet 
its own finance. What vast sums of money were spent over the 
abandoned temporary capital at Ranchi and the new capital at Delhi? 
Were the people consulted then? Did financial considerations weight 
with the authorities in these matters? Certainly “There is a Way 
where there is the Will.” 


But only in the case of Orissa, finance proved to be the 
stumbling block of the authorities. Recently our Intermediary Ruling 
Races in the All-Parties Conference, that met at Delhi and Bombay 
have also stumbled on the same financial rock. This mentality is the 
outcome of a notion of Standardised Provincial Government in al! 
the Provinces of India. “Cut the coat in accordance with the cloth 
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you have” is an old saying, unapplicable to the Indian 
Administration. The Government is not shaped to suit the Finance 
of the country, rather the People are required to supply money to 
feed the hobbies or prestige of administration. Belgium, Holland 
and Switzerland which in area and population though small carry on 
their efficient administration. They do not emulate England, Germany, 
France or Italy in matters of finance. Even in India there exist 
administrative units with much less population and are4. The North 
Western Frontier Provinces, Beluchistan, Ajmére and Marwar are 
instances. Their area population and finance will not exceed that of 
the united Oriya Province. If the suggestion of Mr Lionel! Curtis be 
considered sound and healthy for the good and efficient Government 
of India, a number of small federated States on the line of the States 
of the United States of America will be necessary. 


States formed on the basis of language and race are more 
homogenous and so calculated to bring on peace and contentment 
to the various linguistic units forming the great Indian Nationality. 
The parable of body and the members should not be lost sight of. A 
weak unhealthy portion of India will neither contribute to the, 
strength of the Indian Government nor faciliatate the growth of 
Indian nationalism which leaders of all shades of opinion so ardently 
desire. Unity and expansion of the diverse racial units of India car 
only contribute to the autonomous development of the United State:

of India or else democratic Swaraj will be an impossibility and Swaraj: 
whatever be the connotation of the term, will mean a substitution 0’ 
the brown bureaucrat in the place of the white one. ¦ 


A sore in the extremity of a limb takes time to heal as circulatio: 
is feablest towards the end and it is far removal from the heart. Th: 
human body affords a striking ‘parallel to an administration. Th 
disabilities and disadvantages due to distance have been summé& 
up by the Government of Bihar in their letter to the Finance Relatios 
Committee on May 29th 1920. “The development of Bihar and Ori 
was hampered in the past by its attachment to Bengal. That provin 
not unnaturally devoted a large part of its limited resources t 
develop in and near the capital city of Calcutta, while its dist 
adjuncts in Bihar and Orissa with Bengal is more true in the case 
Orissa with Bihar. Calcutta, the capital city of Bengal - was only 2 
miles from the seat of Orissa’s capital, while Patna, the capital 
Bihar is over 600 miles from Cuttack, Orissa the “distant adjunct 
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the Province of Bihar not unnaturally” suffers disadvantages and 
inattention due to distance by a greater degree than she suffered 
with Bengal. Hence we emphatically declare that the existing areas 
so far as the Oriya-speaking tracts are concerned are most unsuitable 
for Legislative and Administrative purposes. 


The foregoing sentiments also find an echo in the Parlimentary 
Speech of Lord Curzon the Author of the Partition of Bengal where 
he made a prophecy in the following terms:- 


“Take the Orissans. No one has paused to think what they want. 
You could not know of your secrecy because you consulted nobody 
in advance. They want the re-union of the oriya-speaking people. 
They want to remain under Calcutta to which they have been 
attached so song. What is the good of Orissa being tied to the tail of 
Bihar, where there is no affinity of language or race, with which they 
have nothing in common and from which they are separated by 2, 
great belt of mountains and rivers over which we have never been 
able to carry a railway. 1 venture to prophesy that his is a bluncter 
that cannot remain permanent. Were the Orissans an agitating people 
which they are not, they would soon make their protest heard. As it 
is they have been sacrificed without compunction. The same might 
be said of Chhotanagpur, but I wil! not labour that point. The fact is 
this new province of yours on the West of Bengal is a bundle of 
odds and ends which you have thrown together because you did 
not know what else to do with them. In Bengal you have united 
Bengalis because they are all of the same race and language, but 
when you come to these other Provinces, you force unto an 
unnatural union these people of different race and language.” 


Further an Ex-Minister of Bihar, Mr Madhusudan Das, C.L.E., 
pointed out the Oriya disabilities to the Muddiman Committee in 
1925 in most unequivocal terms. We place the whole text with the 
Bihar Government’s comment there on in Appendix A. 


The history of the movement and various difficulties have’ seen 
set forth at some length in the Book entitled “The Oriya Move ment” 
which we submit herewith as Appendix B. a rough Or jtline of 
Franchise is appended in Appendix C. And the financia’ , aspect of 
the new Province in Appendix D. Some authoritative opinions of 
those responsible for Indian Administration and P rovincial non 
official are given in Appendix E. 
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While submitting this rough outline we reserve a fuller 
observation on these subjects at a latter date. Our demand is the 
same as we put forward before the Montagu and Chelmsford 
Commission: 


For reasons stated above we most sincerely and emphatically 
demand that ail the Oriya-speaking countries be placed under a 
separate administration or be placed under an administration where 
the Oriyas will find ample scope for their expansion, peace and 
contentment and will be propitious for the autonomicaly 
development of the Oriya people, so that the benefit of Political and 
Administrative concessions may not be interloped by an intermediary 
dominant sister race. We want bread, pray serve us not with stones. 


Whatever be the criticism levelled at the British Administration 
to the Indians, their faith in the sense of justice of the British people 
is not fully shaken. We, on behalf of the-Oriya people, approach the 
members of the Commission with an unswerving faith in their sense 
of justice and hope that justice be done if justice be due to the Oriya 


grievance. 


On 22nd December Mahatma Gandhi halted at Sambalpur 
and became guest of Chandra Sekhar Behera on his way 
to attend 44® AICC session at Calcutta. This time he came 
with Kasturba Gandhi. 


Bana Bidyalaya M.E. School was re-started by éx-students 
of Satyabadi. It got recognition in 1930. Satyabadi High 
School started on 3.11.1933 with Harischandra Mohapatra 
B.Sc. as Headmaster. Patna University gave recognition in 
1937-38. In 1969, Government of Orissa fully took over the 
school. From 1921 to 1926, it was Satyabadi Vihar which 
had produced B.A passed students. But the irony was that, 
B.A or 1.A passed students of Satyabadi Vihar again had to 
appear Matriculation examination under Patna university for 
a Government job. So the parents did not like to admit their 
children. As a result, the institution collapsed. There was a 
Council called ‘Utkal Siskhya Parisad’ which was 
conducting exams. of all National Schools including Satyabadi 
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Vihar. Freedom fighter Nandakishor Das was Registrar and 
English Professor of the Satyabadi Vihar and Krupasindhu 
Mishra, Vice-Chancellor. (see 1894) 


Bichitrananda Kar was born at Cuttack. He was editor of 
monthly magazine Sahakar . He was associated with Utkal 
Sahitya Samaj. He is the son of Balakrushna Kar. (d.1987) 
(see 1887) 


On 1*# January, Nuapatha by Balakrishna Kar was used in 
schools for children in place of Sisubodha of Madhusudan 
Rao which had been in force since long. 


Ranihat M.E School was started at Cuttack on 11” February. 
At first it began in the three existing stables of Madhu Babu 
at the initiation of Professor Artaballav Mohanty, Guru 
Charana Mahanty, and Lokanath Mishra. During these years, 
the education session commenced from 2™ January. (see 
1905, 1887) 

On 18"* February Nikhil Utkal Vaidya Sammilani 
(conference) was held at Cuttack under the Presidentship of 
Vaidya Ratna Maguni Brahma(1 857- 1933). Brahma is third 
to get Vaidya Ratna award. The names of other famous 
Ayurved Kavirajs of Orissa are :

Sahitya, Bhaktakabi Salabega, Jibani O Bhdjanabali, 
Odiya Kabi O Kavya, Bamamarga, Mruga Nayani and 
Mo Pati Mo Debata (a translation) etc. (d. 3.10.1997) 


Balakrishan Kar edited Sahakar. It continued till 1935. 


45" session of AICC was held at Lahore under the 
presidentship of Jawaharlal Nehru. It was decided to observe 
January 26", 1930 as Independence Day (Swaraj day). 
Radhakrushna Biswasray took leadership of Congress in 
Koraput district in the month of July. He is called “Koraput 
Gandhi”. He was jailed many times for his participation in 
freedom movement. 


The 20" session of the Utkal Sammilani was held at 
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Berhampur under the presidentship of Rai-Bahadur 
Laxmidhar Mohanty. 


After Butler(Harcourt Butler) Committee’s report, the 
Feudatory States were placed under the Governor General 
(Viceroy) instead of Provincial Governments. The Viceroy 
employed provincial Governor-in-Council as Agent and took 
their charge. 


Nala Charita written in the first part of the 17* century by 
an unknown writer was published by ‘Prachi Samiti.’ 


Laxmi Narayan Patnaik, (Father of famous Biju Patnaik) 
formed Oriya Sahitya Prachara Sungha with the co- 
operation of Bhuyan Bhaskar Mohapatra, Zamindar of 
Edtal, Bhadrak. The organisation published: nearly 40 
selected books and supplied at cheap rates. 


On 29" June, revolutionary Kisan Patnaik was born at 
Bhawanipatna. In 1962, he was elected to Lok Sabha at the 
age of 39 years. He wrote many books on Indian 
Economy.He was always engaged for the cause of social 
activities. He worked as editor of Hindi magazine Samayika 
Varta for 27 years. (d. July 2004) 

In October Government issued a resolution on the subject of 
the Medical Inspection of school children. 


On 12*® November poet and writer of short stories, Durga 
Madhav Mishra was born at Nayagarh. He was an L.P.S officer 
(d. 3.2 1997) 


In December, the Utkal Pradesh Congress Committee 
appointed H.K.Mahatab as its President, Gopabandhu 
Choudhury as Secretary, Rajkrushna Bose as Assistant 
Secretary for the year 1930. The following were appointed 
as Members of All India Congress Committee: Godabarish 
Mishra, Gopabandhu Choudhury, H.K.Mahatab, Dr 
A.B.Acharya, Bhubanananda Das. Nandakishore Das, 
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Narayan Patra, Bhagirathi Mohapatra, Nilakantha Das and 
Gobinda Chandra Mishra. 


Congress openly declared that the States should be brought 
inline with the British India by introduction of the respective 
Government. 


Old Brahmi inscription in the Udayagiri and Khandagiri 
Hills by Dr Benimadhav Barua was published. This book 
helps on the study of Kharavel. 


The system of ‘Selective Compulsion’ was introduced in the 
States of Nayagarh and Khandapara. Much emphasis, was 
laid on the policy of having efficient schools rather than 
many schools, as a result of which the number of schools 
decreased, but the number of pupils increased. 


First electrification to Jagannath temple at Puri was done 
only in outside pillars. Inner electrification was done on 9® 
October 1966. 


Bhubanananda Das, a Member of Indian Chamber of 
Commerce and Industries attended the Geneva International 
Labour Conference. In this year, Orissa branch of Chamber 
of Commerce was established at his initiation. 


A library was established in ‘Utkal Sahitya Samaj’ building. 
in 1944. It was named Utkal Gourav Pathagar.. 


Patna University decided to restrict the scope of 
supplementary examinations. Accordingly, in future only the 
following classes of students were to be admitted to this 
examinatton. : (1) Candidates who were sent up for annual 
exam, but for some sufficient causes were unable to appear; 
(2) Candidates who failed at the annual examination by reason 
of failing in aggregates only; (3) Candidates who failed at 
the annual examination in one subject only; (4) Candidates 
who failed in two subjects but passed in the aggregates. The 
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1930 


first set of supplementary examinations. under the new 
Regulations were held in June-1 930. (see 1923) 


Central Legislative Assembly passed a Bill fixing minimum 
age limit for marriage of boys and girls : boys’ minimum age 
18 years and for girls 14 years. This Bill was introduced by 
Rai-Bahadur Harvilas Sharada, a Member from Ajmer 
constituency. 


Bihar and Orissa Government formed Sanitary Union 
Committee for Angu!l on 7" January. It became N.A.C in 
1931. 


Tri-colour Flag was hoisted at Swaraj Ashram at Cuttack 
on 26" January. The Independence Day (Swaraj Day) was 
observed. (see 1929) 


Sashibhusan Rath, a great journalist, and freedom fighter 
worked as a social worker to stop the age-old custom of 
goat sacrifice at Taratarini temple near Purusottampur in 
Ganjam district. He was successful in his venture. 


The Utkal Provincial Congress Committee, at its Balasore 
session, decided on 16 March to cognmence Salt 
Satyagraha in Orissa under the leadership of Gopabandhu 
Choudhury . 


Khariar Road - Hari Sankar Road Railway line of 41.1 Km 
was opened to traffic on 30* March. 


The 21* session of Utkal Sammilami was held at Berl: unpur 
under the presidentship of Rai-Bahadur Lokanath Misiira of 
Pum. 


On 30th March, litterateu: «nd journalist Dandapani Mishra 
was born at Saranakul, Nayatarh dist 1:1. He was honoured 


‘by 38 institutions / organisations for his !:terary activities. 


On first April, Age of Consent Act was modified by 
Govemment of India bv raising the marriageable age of girls 
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to fourteen and of boys to eighteen. This was called Sarada 
Act, because theoriginal Bill was introduced by Harbilas 
Sarada(b.1897) in Central Legislative Assembly. In Orissa, 
social reformist Bairagi Charan Mishra taking help of this 
law, filed cases against the fathers of those who got their 
female children married at lower age. As per 1921 census. 
position of Hindu child-widows was such:- Age under 


one year:-612, 

5 years:-2074, 

10 years:-97,587, 

15 years :-3,32,024, (see 1885) 

On 6* April, The Samaj became a daily edition. It came to 
its present building Gopabandhu Bhawan at Buxibazar, 
Cuttack in 1956.

Salt Satyagrahis under the leadership of Gopabandhu 
Choudhury left Cuttack Swaraj Ashram on 6*® April and 
started for Inchudi at Balasore to violate Salt Act. On the 
way he was arrested. So Acharya Harihar led the mob. The 
contingent reached Inchudi on 13" and prepared salt. 
Acharya became the First Salt Satyagrahi in Orissa. Here 
Satyagrahi Surendranath Das was given the title ‘Sardar’.

On 
8" August 1947, the Prajatantra was revived and became a 
daily edition. 

Lodha Bhoi Orphanage was established at Sambalpur. The 
institution provides free primary education, clothing and food 
to orphans and destitutes. 


Rukmini Biva written by Kartik Das in the first part of the 
17" Century was edited and published by Prof. Artaballav 
Mohanty. 

Freedom fighter Radhanath Rath founded Gopabandhu 
Sahitya Mandir. 


Gadadhar Dutta (b.27.11.1906) was imprisoned at Cuttack 
Jail. He was a freedom fighter and later became Member of 
the Orissa Legislative Assembly. 


Kuntala Kumari Sabat became President of All India Youth 
League. (see 1901) 


Barna Sikshya by Bidyadhar Das was published in ‘Dippie 
method’ for use of students in infant class. Its cost was 2 
annas.[H.Dippie was the first D.P.I[. of Orissa. But he 
could not continue longer since he did not agree with the 
policy of the Congress ministry on Basic Education] 
(see 1936) 


Pandit Nilakantha Das was e!ected to the Central Legislative 
Assembly forthe 3“ time bw resigned after 12 days to join 
Salt Movement. 

Under the leadership of Nilakantha Das, Salt Campaign was 
started in May. Salt was manufactured at Kuhudi, Astarang, 
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Khandasahi and Mandakini. Nilakantha was arrested with- 
other workers for illegal manufacture of salt and was 
imprisoned for six months. 


Vocational classes were opened in some M.E schools. 
Carpentry classes were introduced in Government M.E 
schools at Cuttack, Jagatsinghpur, Middle Vernacular School 
at Subarnapur in Cuttack Dist, Narayan Chand M.E. school 
at Balasore, Joula M.E. Schoot at Puri. Training was 
introduced in Edtal and Basta M.E. school in 1931. 


A grant of Rs 19,200/- was sanctioned and given by 
Government to Gopal Chandra Praharaj towards cost of 
publication of & very comprehensive Oriya lexicon. 
Government agreed to purchase 120 copies. 


Orders were received from Government cancelling the earlier 
rule that the maximum price of the text book be one Anna for 
every 32 pages. 

Litterateur Kalindi Charan Panigrahi founded Sabuja 
Sahitya Samiti. The Samiti published 35 books . The books

Five hundred women came forward being encouraged by 

Bhagyavati Devi, head of Kujang royal family, to prepare 

contraband salt to Kaliapani of Kujang. Other leaders were 

Malati Devi, Rama Devi, Sarala Devi and Ratnamali Jema. 


Biswanath Das was arrested at Berhampur on 26" June and 
was sentenced to one year imprisonment at Central Jail, 
Vellore. 


The Bihar and Orissa Veterinary College, Patna was opened. 
Mr R.T. Davis, M.R.C.V.S., 1.V.S. was the first Principal. 
Prior to this time, Orissa students 1 ere getting education at 
Bengal Veterinary College at Belgachia. When the Patna 
College was opened in this year all the Bihar and Orissa 
students were asked to join at Patna College. 


Harekrushna Mahatab and Gopabandhu Choudhury were 
jailed for 114 years for participation in Salt Satyagraha. 


Novelist Gopinath Mohanty passed Matriculation 
Examination standing second in Patna University. (see 1914) 


Motibas Das, a boy of 20 years from Orissa was one of the 
78 companions of Gandhiji who went to make salt defying 
the Government. Sri Das went there from Swaraj Ashram, 
Balasore. 


Sadhu Charan Mohapatra, a boy of 14 years of village 
Athilabad near Inchudi got rigorous imprisonment for taking 
part in Salt Satyagraha. Lala Nagendra Kumar Ray, editor 
of Deshakatha wrote in its issue dt. 28® July that Balasore 
district stood first in Orissa in National Movement 
mentioning this fact as an exemplary act. 


Harisankar Road-Titilagarh Road Railway line of 57.57 Km 
was opened to traffic on 30® September. 
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Janakinath-Bose gave up the Rai-Bahadur title as a protest 
against the hostile policy of British Government. (see 1885) 


A narrow steel girder bridge over river Bhargabi near Chandan 
Pur was constructed. 


Pandit Godabarish Mishra established Banpur High School 
at Banpur. Godabarish Mohapatra became first Secretary 
of its managing committee. Class VIII started on 9* June. 


Sarala Devi was imprisoned for six months in Vellore jail as 
a salt Satyagrahi. She was the first woman Satyagrahi of 
Orissa to be jailed. 


The British Government confiscated the following books 
smelling these to be anti-Government publications. (see1 932) 


1. Palasi Abasane — H.K.Mahatab 

2. Luna Mara Geeta - published from Bhadrak Gopinath 
Press’

by Kuntalakumari Sabat were confiscated in later years. 


Sunhat Theatre was established at Sunhat by Samanta 
Prasanna Das, a local Zamindar. The troupe continued 
dramatic activities from 1930 to 1935. 

Palataka though not the first novel of novelist Kanhu Charan 
Mohanty, yet it was his first novel published in this year. 
Baliraja whichis his third novel was published in 1932. 
(see 1906) 


Till this year in the feudatory State of Ranpur, the Prajas 
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(subjects) were not allowed to fix double doors in their 
houses. to walk on the royal road, to move on Palanquins. 
and to wear head-dresses.27 varieties of Bethi (forced 
labour) for 5 months in a year, were prevalent in the State 
without any wages. The chief also used to bestow different 
types of Jagirs. The first was known as Raktapata Jagir 
whose holders were permitted to be professional killers, 
commonly called as Tantiakatas and Maghamasias. The 
Tantiakatas, soon after they were inspired by feeding Pusa 
Manda (a special cake prepared by the royal house during 
Pusa Masa) used to move to kill human beings from the full 
moon day of the month of Pus: til: *he end of Magha. The 
blood of the victims was offered vw \aninag Durga’, the 
family deity of the ruler. The relatives of victims who were 
murdered were not to weep nor give any F.L.R. to police. 
The second was known as Hulahuli Jagir whose holders 
were duty-bound to chant Hulahuli (an auspicious sound) 
on ceremonial occasions. The third was known as 
Kandabobali jagir, given to those who were duty bound to 
cry uninterrupted during the death of a member of the 
Royal family. Human sacrifice for getting blood for Maninag 
Durga was started by Raja Udhav Singh Narendra in C.1348. 
In the first decade of 20* century, it yas stopped. 


Raja Vikram Deb Varma wrote a booklet Madras Oriya 
and the Simon Commission which created .enthusiasm 
among the Oriyas and gave a positive vent for the Madras 
Government to present the exact Oriya population in 1931 
census. 


Nilamani Senapati, 1.C.S, Collector of Pun visited Satyabadi 
school. It was a skeleton school which prepared students to 
take the matriculation examination as private candidates. He 
recommended that the only way to stop Satyabadi continuing 
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to be a centre of subversive activities would be to recognise 
the school and give it aid. That was done. (see 1921, 1926) 


Puri town water supply project was started. 


Dr Pranakrushna Parija became the President of Botany 
branch of Science Congress, Allahabad. 


A Secret Association was formed in Boud State to organise 
an agitation against the oppression and tyrannical rule of the 
Raja. The active members were Rai Sibakumar Deo, 
Prahalad Bisi, Prema Kumar Patnaik etc. The Raja 
suppressed the agitation by oppressive measures . The result 
was such that in 1938 when a wave of Prajamapdal 
Movement swept over a number of feudatory States of 
Orissa and there was widespread agitation against the 
misrule of Rajas of Nilgiri, Ranapur, Talcher, Dhenkanal 
etc, there was no such movement in the State of Boud. 


Social reformist Bairagi Charan Mishra founded Nari 
Mangala Samiti with the objective to have reforms in 
marriages, avoiding dowry , removal of illiteracy, avoiding 
veil system among women. To give pressure against child 
marriages, the Samiti went to the Court under the Sarada 
Act, which limits the minimum age of a girl to 14 years at the 
time of marrjage. The Samiti arranged a number of marriages 
of child-widows making a social upheaval. (see 1945) 


Krushna Chandra Gajapati was elected to Madras Legislative 
Assembly securing the largest number of votes. He was in 
Justice party, which was organised under the presidenship of 
Raja of Pangal. He also became leader of Madras Land- 
holders’ Association. 

Poet Baishnab Pani was arrested by police for his drama 
Nisadara Haripada Labha which was staged at Jajpur. The 
drama criticized the Government showing the political 
panorama and its weakness due to land settlement of Orissa. 
But he éscapeq from the jail entry for his ready wit. 
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On 12" Ndvember, the ‘First Round Table Conference’ 
was inaugurated by His Majesty the King Emperor and 
presided over by Ramsay Macdonald, the Prime Minister. 
16 members from British political parties, 57 from British 
India. 16 from British Indian States had attended. Congres 
party did not represent in the conference. Sir A. Parsuram 
Patra of Ganjam who was minister in Madras province 
attended as Representive of Indian peasants. V. V. Giri 
represented as Indian Labour Leader. All the members of 
the Statutary Comission were excluded from the Round Table 
Conference. (Seeing that the report of the Simon Commission had 
been condemned by every political party and there was great deal of 
unrests in the country, the British Government called a Round Table 
Conference in London in November 1930, to draw up a constitution 
for India. Representatives from India and Indian States, together 
with English politicians took part in this conference but the civil 
disobedience was going on and the Congress refused to send 
representatives. The recommendation were not satsifactory)- 


Attlee Sub Committee (constituted by Simon Commission) 
recommended to include some areas of Medinapur in Orissa. 
They recommend “In Bengal there is only the possibility of 
minor adjustments of boundary in the circles of Mohanpur 
and Gopibatllavpur in the interest of Orissa.” 


Playwright Bhagirathi Mohapatra was born. His plays (song 

dramas) are Babrubahan, Dhrub, ¥larischandra, Sita 
bachana, Sita bibaha, Subhadra, Srimanta charita, 
Bhaktamani Radhika Mana Bhanjana, Chhidrakalasa, 
Pravash Milana etc. (d.1945) 


1931 K.C. Narayan Gajapati, who was nominated by British 


Government (recommended by Govermment of Bihar-Orissa) 
to represent Oriyas attended the first Round Table 
Conference in London on 16" January. [The First Round 
Table Conference which was held at St. Jame’s Palace, 
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London met on 12* November, 1930 and had sittings upto 
19.1. 1931.] He spoke for Orissa by circulating a pamphlet 
among the delegates titled, ‘The Oriyas, their need and 
reason for a separate province ’. A part of his historical 
speech : 


Mr President Sir. 


On behalf of tem milions of Oriyas. the subjects of His Majesty's 
Government, I realise to represent their longstanding grievances 
on this occasion. The Memorandum I have placed in your hands 
a few days since, has been able, 1 hope, to give a clear insight 
into all the present difficulties the Oriyas are placed under, situated 
as they are in four different provinces, I will not tire you with the 
details of the History for unification of the Oriyas agitating as 
they have been for the last quarter of a century and more. As one 
well informed of the facts, I should lay before you all to-day that 
the formation of a separate Province for the Oriyas is a life and 
death problem to them. They feel tortured with all the disabilities 
and disadvantages of one being a distant adjunctgying at the tail 
end of every province wherever they are. Far away from the seat 
of Government of the respective provinces and always in a unique 
Minority Completely lost sight of, being merged in the teeming 
millions of population of those provinces. 


I appeal to you all Gentleman, to appreciate the pecutlar position 
of the Oriyas and their demand and as recommended by several 
Offficial Bodies time after time. We want a province of our own 
on the basis of Language and Race, to be ourselves a homogenious 
unit with feelings of contentment and peace, to realise and be 
benefitted by«he projected reforms to India by both Indian and 
British Politicians, who look forward to the day when the united 
States of India will consist of Small Federated States based on 
common language and race. Without a separate Province for the 
ten millions of Oriyas, let me tell yov, sir, all your labours at this 
conference to develop Parliamentry Institutions in Provinces with 
autonomous powers will prove, on the contrary, seriously 
injurious to the Oriyas The petience with which we have waited 
and the loyalty to the British Crown with which we have looken 
up to aways for justice, sympathy, and fair treatment have proved 
as what Lord Curzon put it once were the Orissans an agitating 
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people, which they are not. they would soon make their protest 
heard. As it is they have been sacrificed without compulction.” 


lam right, 1 think. sir, in my presumption that you all consider the 
Oriya problem as least controversial. Of all the problems that this 
Conference has had to deal with. You are aware the Simon 
Commision. the Government of India despatch and all the 
Provincial Governments concerned have recognised the urgent 
necessity~for an immediate solution of the question. The question 
of finance, however, is evidently the only obstacle in the way of 
their recommending the formation of a separate province for the 
Oriyas. My answer to that is, finance is not after. All a fence of 
Such insurmountable dimensions, when we have to save a Great 
Historic Race with an ancient civilisation and culture from being 
obliterated. The Oriya saying, ‘Cut your coat according to the 
cloth,’ if strictly applied, comes to the rescue, to a great extent. 
informing the lang sought after Orissan Province and, again, I am 
fully confident that the Central Government with the same feelings 
of benefaction will come to the rescue of the New Province as it 
did in the cas of Assam and Bihar and Orissa when first they were 
created. One redeeming feature, however, I should point out to 
you is that we will be starting with harkly any debts, But on the 
other hand with appreciably more income that Assam had to start 
with. At page 404 of the Memorandum submitted by the Goverment 
of Bihar and Orissa to the Indian Statutory Commission we gather 
that the annual revenue of the Orissa division of Bihar and Orissa 
would be about ten milions of rupees, and I am sure, that with the 
additions of the districts as recorded by different official bodies 
with their gathered evidence of the people of those parts and the 
people of other adjoining Oriya-speaking Areas. That may be 
recorded by the Boundary Cemmission, will bring in about 20-2 
Millions of rupees to solve the financial difficulty. 1, may illustrate 
that the agency tract with their scope for excise revenue, large 
areas of waste lands that are being developed and valuable forest 
produce will contribute largely to the provincial funds. In addition 
to this there is an extensive coastal and! containing large sheets 
of salt pans and scope for shipping butween diffirent parts of 
empire to further increase the Provincial revenue. It can also assure 
you, sir, if circumstances So necessciate, we the Oriyas are 
prepared to bear the burden of special taxation to meet any 


financial deficit of the future province. 
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Wtihout further encroaching upon your valuable time, enough if 
I have been able to impress you Gentlemen, with the urgency of 
the problem, it is for you to make or mar the destiny of an ancient 
race vast in numbers, cultured and advanced but placed under 
painful circumstances now though their past ‘we bright and full 
of unique interest and historical importance as those of any of 


the present advanced Communities of India. 


The Congress workers of Angul could not constitute Angul 
Congress Committee due toGovernment restriction. So they 
were associated to Cuttack District Congress Committee. 


Balasore session of Utkal Provincial Congress Committee 
was held in March under the presidentship of Pandit 
Nilakantha Das. 

K.C. Narayan Gajapati, happy with thé suecess of his mission 
in Round Table Conference held at London sent a telegram- 
“Happy to inform my representation of Oriya problem received" 
unanimous support of whole conference today.” 


On 12" March, Basanta Kumari Devi was bom at Parvati- 
Puram (A.P). She is a Novelist, writer of anumber of short 
stories. Her works are Sei Sana Jhiati, Jhadar Phula, Arati, 

Nastika, Ratrira Tapasya, Gana Debata, Bicharaka, Duta, 

Niskruti, Brahmana Jhia, Bindura Pua. etc. She is the wife 
of famous Gandhian English Professor Sarbeswar Das (born 
in 12.1.1925 and married in 1944) and daughter of Justice 
Abhimanyu Mishra. She-is the First Oriya lady to receive 
for translation of Gana Devata and Panchagram of 
Tarasankar Bandopadhaya (from Bengali to Oriya) in 1990 
from Kendra Sahitya Academy which was initiated this year. 


„(d.14.5.1998) (see 1407) 


On March 19", a meeting of Utkal Pradesh Congress 
Committee was held. For the post of President of P.C.C., 

there was competition between Nilakantha Das and 
Gopabandhu Choudhury. At the last moment to avoid 
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competition, Acharya Harihar Das was made President and 
both Nilakantha and Gopabandhu as Joint Secrétaries. (By 
this time H.K. Mahatab was in Jail). 


Theruvally-Rayagada railway line of 18.58 Kms was opened 
to traffic on 31* March. 


On 11" April, the Commissioner of Orissa wrote a letter to 
Chief Secretary of Bihar-Orissa on the young enthusiasts of 
schools and colleges. “The schools of Cuttack appear rather 
definitely to have gone out of hand. But firmness at Ravenshaw 
collegiate school in striking off ten boys proved effective.” 


One booklet Bagh Geeta, Chadhai Geeta of poet 
Abhimanyu Samanta Singhara was published by Balaram 
Das. The cost of the book was 2 paisa. 

The Utkal Congress organisation opened a branch named 
Gadjat Praja Sangha in May. The Congress workers 
poured into the Gadjats for propaganda. 

From the petitions of the Oriya delegation to Boundary 
Committee, the Census figure shows the number of Oriyas in 


Medinapur as such: 


1891 5,72,798; ।୨୦୮ - 2,70,498; 
1911 1,81,801; 1921 - 1,42,107; 
1931 45,101. 


On June 9® Nandini Satapathy was born at Cuttack. She is 
the daughter of litterateur Kalindi Charan Panigrahi. As a 
student she actively participated in the freedom movement. 
She is the second woman Chief Minister in independent 
India. She was also a writer. (d.3.8.06) 


The Ali Orissa People’s Conference convened its first 
meeting at Cuttack on 20® June, presided by Bhubanananda 
Das, Member of Central Legislative Assembly. The initiators 
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were Balunkeswar Acharya, Radhanath Rath, Madhusudan 
Patyaik and Gobinda Chandra Mishra. 


On 17" July, the Nabukalebar festival of Lord Jagannath. 
Balavadra and Subhadra was celebrated at Puri. The 
management was very far from satisfaction. 


Utkal Mahila Sammilani (All Orissa Women’s Conference) 
was held at Balasore on 2™ and 3" August under the 
presidentship of Kuntala Kumari Sabat. This historic 
conference was organised by Janhabi Devi, Kokila Devi 
and Nirmala Devi. three daughters of nationalist Bhagabat 
Prasad Mohapatra of Balasore. Women from villages came 
in thousands to see Kuntala Kumari. This is one of the 
successful women’s conferences organised by Balasore 
branch. (see 1866, 1896) 


The Second Round Table Conference was held on 7" 
September and its sittings were held till 1* December, 1931. 
In the conference, it was decided that Orissa would be a 
separate province. 


Government of India constituted a committee on 18" 
September (Government of India Resolution no. F12- VI- 
31 dated 18.9.1931) to delimit the boundaries of provinces. 
The committee was presided by Sir S.P. O’ Donnell and two 
members namely: H.M. Meheta and T.R. Phookan. In 
addition, Parala Maharaja K.C. Narayan Gajapati, 
Sachidananda Sinha, C.V.S Narasingh Raju were affiliated 
members having no voting right. B.C.Mukhani, 1.C.S. was 
its Secretary. The Committee (Its first meeting was held on 7th 
November 1931) submitted its report on 9th February, 1932. It 
recommended to include in the proposed Orissa Province: 
the Orissa division consisting of Cuttack, Puri, Balasore and 
Sambalpur districts, the Khariar Zamindary of Raipur district 
and greater part of Ganjam district and Vizagpatam agency 
tracts, but not Parala and Jeypore. 
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The first out of seven volumes of Purnachandra 
Bhasakos was published by Biswanath Kar from Utkal 
Sahitya Press in September. The seventh volume was 
published in September 1940. 2nd volume in August 1932. 
3rd volume in May. 1983, 4th volume in June 1934. Sth volume 
in March 1936, 6th volume in June 1937. 


Sarala Devi presided over a Tamil Women’s Conference 
at Erode in Madras presidency. 


On 16*® November . Paralakhemundi-Gunupur Railway line 
of 50.99 kms was opened to traffic. 


Government conferred the title of Rai-Sahib on Biswanath 
Kar in recognition of his popular activities, but he declined 
to accept it. 

History of Orissa by R.D. Banarji was published in two 
volumes. Banarji was a History Professor of Banares 
Hindu University. 

The 45" session of A.1.C.C. was held at Karachi. From 
Orissa, 14 women delegates (Balasore-5, Sambalpur-2, 
Cuttack-6, and Puri-1 Jattended the session. It was decided 
to hold the 46® session of AICC at Puri. A reception 
committee was also formed with Nilakantha Das as its 
Chairman . Acharya Harihar Das was the President of Utkal 
Congress Committee during this time. On 5th January 1932 
the Cogress party was declared illegal by the British 
Government for which, the proposed session at Puri could 
not be held. Among the delegates of Orissa, Sarojini 
Choudhury, Malati Choudhury. Rama Devt, and Sarala Devi 
were women delegates. In the meeting Sarala Devi proposed 
to have next A.1.C.C. at Puri and Gopabandhu Choudhury 
supported the proposal. So the invitation was accepted. 


Dr Giridhari Mohapatra (later an eminent Professor of 
Anaesthesia of Cuttack Medical College) passed L.M.P. 
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standing first in Bihar-Orissa Medical Board securing Gold 
Medals in Surgery, Gynaecology, Medicine and Anatomy. 


British Government awarded Rai-Sahib title to Prof. 
Artaballav Mohanty. In the year 1943, he was awarded the 
title Rai Bahadur. (see 1887) | 


Titilagarh -Theruvalli Railway line covering 120.02 kms was 
opened to traffic on 20® December. 


The 22™ session of Utkal Sammilani was held at Jalantara 
under the presidentship of Damodar Sahoo of Nimakhand;i, 
Berhampur. 


Matir Manish, a famous novel of Padmabhusan Kalindi 
Charana Panigrahi was published by Balakrushna Kar from 
Saraswata Press. 


Cuttack town was electrified for the first time. 


Vikrama Deb Varma [Vikrama Deb-IV] became the Raja of 
Jeypore (the largest Zamindari of India) at the age of 60 
years. He was a scholar and poet. He donated Rs 1 lakh to 
Andhra University. His literary works are Bhand Dharmi, 
Budha Charita, Bhatru Sneha, Tulasi Vikram Ramayan, 
Bhakti Ratnamalika, Rutuvarnana, Manjarikavaqli etc. 
He is called “Sahitya Samrat”. (d. 14.4.1951) (see 1869) 


Kalasa Chautisa by Bachha Das was published by Prachi 
Samiti edited by Bichhanda Charan Patnaik. 


A branch of Hindustani Sevadal, of which Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru was Member incharge, was started in the month of 
September at Cuttack. It was known as Utkalamani 
Gopabandhu volunteer Corps. The volunteers were called 
‘Sainik’ after completion of training which lasted for 3 months. 


Raja Madhusudan Dev of Patia estate became bankrupt 
and sold the estate to R.N. Bhanja Deo, Raja of Kanika. 
The Estate was a rent-free one. In 1945, due to the breach 
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inembankment of river ‘Kuakhai’ the lands were sandcast.

leavers were Baidyanath Rath, Brajabandhu Das, Manmohan 
Mishra, Ramakrushna Pati, Baidhar Pati. Gurubari Pradhan.

A weekly Satya Samachar was published under the 
patronage of Braja Sundar Das. Its editors were Biswanath 
Kar and Gopal Chandra Praharaj. It was aimed against the 
Independence Movement. 


Monthly Magazine Palli Mangal in its issue of in December 
describes on Basanti the second book of Sabuja Sahitya 
Samiti. The novel comprising 378 pages was written 
collectively by nine writers : 1. Kalindi Charan Panigrahi, 
2. Sarat Chandra Mukhanji, 3. Harihar Mohapatra, 4. Annada 
Sankar Ray, 5. Sarala Devi, 6. Suprava Devi, 7. Prativa Devi, 
8. Muralidhar Mohanty and 9. Baishnab Charan Das. The 
book was written during 1924-26, and published serially in 
Utkal Sahitya in 1931. 


O’ Donnell Committee reached Cuttack on 10* January. A 
warm reception was accorded to the members of the 
Committee at Cuttack town. Its report was out on 
19.04.1932. 


All Orissa poets’ conference was held at Ichhapuram (now 
in A P). Raja of Surangi was the chairman of reception 
committee, who hosted the members attended . 


On 26" January, Rama Devi was arrested by police while 
reading “Independence day pledge” at Choudhury Bazaar 
in Cuttack. Similarly, Kirant." 4 Sen along with two other 
women Satyagrahis, were :utcou: ! in Balubazar. 
Hiranyamayee Devi from { un, sanhabi Devi in Balasore and 
Nirmala Devi in Sakshigopal were arresicd for doing the 
same thing. Ashalata Devi, wife of Atal Bihari Acharya was 
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arrested from Jagatsinghpur. On the same day. Malati 
Choudhury with her child was arrested'ind sent to Hazaribag 
Jail in Bihar. Among the women Satyagrahis who were put 
behind the bars were Kokila Devi, Kumudini Devi, Sunamani 
Devi, Radhamani Devi, Kshetramani Devi, Kausalya Devi, 
Maya Devi. Priyambada Devi. Harapriya Devi, Haramani 
Devi (mother of Niranjan Patnaik) etc. 


A Museum in the Ravenshaw College at Cuttack was 
established through the strenuous efforts of Prof. Nirmal 
Chandra Banarji and Prof. Ghanashyam Das. Collection of 
manuscripts became one of the important activities of the 
museum. They collected about three hundred manuscripts 
and brought copies of many manuscripts from the 
Government, Oriental Manuscripts Library, Madras. This 
was later converted into the Orissa Provincial Museum.[On 
the recommendation of Jogesh Ch Ray, Mr Lambart the 
Principal moved government to award Rai-Saheb title to Mr 
Banarji.] (see 1959) 


Sanskrit T.O.L.(Teaching of Oriental Language) at 
Tukuna under Keonjhar was established which is the only 
institution of its kind in the district. 

Chuldren’s monthly magazine Jahnnamamu was published 
by Balakrishna Kar. It was stopped during World War-II 
due to shortagg of paper. 


Construction of a palace called Jatan Nagar (named after 
his wifes name) was started on 10" March by Patayat, 
(Narsingh Pratap, the Chief Minister of Dhenknal and the 
second brother of Sankar Pratap, Raja of Dhenkanal) ona 
hill top, its levelling being done by human labour . It was 
completed in 1938. The special significance of the building 
was that it was constructed by forced labour ang inhuman 
torture without giving a single pie to the workers. It bears 
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testimony to the barbaric cruelties heaped on the subjects by 
the Raja. In 1937. the Patayat was banished by the Raja for 
his cruelty. 


Kunjabihari Tripathy, (later an eminent Professor) passed 
B.A. (Hons) and M.A. in Sanskrit as the topper from the 
Patna University in 1932 and 1934 respectively. (see 
1911,1051) 


On 10" June, police seized Congress office and confiscated 
the materials of Gopabandhu Daridra Narayan Seva 
Sadan at Puri. 


On 1 st May, Biju Patnaik, while reading L.Sc. at Cuttack, 
made a cycle tour from Calcutta to Peshawar covering 
4,400 Kms with some of his friends and returned on Sixth 
June by train. The details of journey are published in the third 
and fourth issue of Utkal Sahitya, 1934. 


On 4" August, Harekrushna Mahatab opened his private 
temple at Agarpada to Harijans. Narayan Birabar Samanta 
also opened Pareswar temple at Paradeep Garh to Harijans. 
Moreover, the famous temples namely Gopinath terfiple at 
Remuna, Raghunath temple at Berhampur and Siva temple 
at Kujanga were opened-to Harijans. Gandhiji was extremely 
pleased with the'success of Harijans’ entry into temples by 
Rama Devi and her women-followers. He wrote her: ‘I 
congratulate the sisters of Cuttack town for working sincerely 
to bring the desired reform’. 


A Special Conference of Utkal Sammilani was held at 
Berhampur town hall on 21* August under the chairmanship 
of Rai Bahadur Laxmidhar Mohanty to felicitate the Maharaja 
of Paralakhemundi on his su¢ cess to cr ‘ate a separate 
province of Orissa. The conference decided to send a 
delegation to meet the Viceroy at ShimJa under the leadership 
of Parala Maharaja. The committee met the Viceroy on 17" 
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September. The other members of the committee were 
Bhubananarda Das, Biswanath Das, Lingaraj Panigrahi., 
Madhusudan Panigrahi, Shyamsundar Gantayat, Choudhury 
Radhanath Mishra, Laxminarayan Sahoo, J.N. Acharya, 
Achutananda Purohit. Girijabhusan Dutta, Gourachandra 
Samantaray and Rajas of Madhupur and Parikud. 


Bihar-Orissa Government, vide Gazette dated 24" August, 
accepted the book Odiya Sikshya Sopana;: Prathama 
Sopana to be taught in infant class. In this book, the writer 
Adhiraj Mohan Senapati started to teach children (Dippie 
Method) by words familiar to the boys /girls without 
mentioning 34 letters of Oriya Alphabet. Sopana-1I1 was 
written for Class «I, Sopana-111 for class —II and Sopana IV 
for class III. The books were published by Macmillan 
Company, Calcutta. 


On 4% September, the inaugural session of the ‘Bihar-Orissa 
Depressed Class Federation’ was held at Cuttack with 
Mukunda Prasad Mallik in the chair. The federation 
advocated for a sepatate electorate for the depressed classes. 
About a hundred delegates attended the conference. 


Pandit Madan Mohan Malavya convened Dasabidh 
Brahmin Sammilani (a conference of Sanskrit Scholars). 
From Orissa, Mahamahopadhyay Sadasiv Kavya Kantha, 
Pandit Basudev Mohapatra and Chandra Sekhar Varma 
attended the Conference. 


A Volunteers’ Training Camp was organised under 
“Hindustani Sevadal!” for the proposed annual conference of 
A.I.C.C. at Puri. Sunamani Devi having joined the camp, got 
training in drills and swaying of knives. There she hoisted 
flag, sang National songs and finally became the Quarter 
Master of the Camp Commander. She was a young Brahmin 
widow, but by disregarding all shackles of superstitions, she 
plunged into the independence movement. It was at the 
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instance of freedom fighter Krupasindhu Hota (later a 
Bhoodan leader) , her brother-in-law (Husband’s elder 
brothér). [Sunamani Devi’s (b. 1900) husband Gangadhar 
diedof T.B.]} (see 1934,1938) 


Rai-Saheb Artaballav Mohanty, founder of Prachi Samiti 
published Prachina Gadya O Padyadarsha which is a 
compilation from old manuscripts. This, he wrote at therequest 
of G.E.Fawecus, the D.P.I of Bihar- Orissa Government for 
teaching in training schools. [G. E. Fawcus was co-son-in- 
law of Sir Edward Gait, Governor] 


Raktasikha written by Poet Sachi Routray was confiscated 
by British Government So ais ai her book Utha Jaga 
Bhoki Bandi written by him in 1943 ' us confiscated for anti 
-British contention.(see 1930) 


Scientist Dr Gopinath Sahu was born on 20" September at 
Jajpur. He was head of the division of plant physiology in 
Central Rice Research Institute, Cuttack. His total research 
publications both at Ravenshaw College laboratory and 
C.R.R.1., Cuttack are forty. (d.1.11.1991) 


All parties conference was organised at Cuttack being initiated 
by the Utkal Hiteishini Samaj-of Paralakhemundi. 
Satyanarayan Rajguru, together with Rai-Bahadur Damodar 
Rath of Nimapara were deputed to make adequate 
arrangements for the conference in which they passed a 
Resolution unanimously urging that “No province was 
acceptable by the Oriyas unless and until atleast the Estates 
of Paralakhemundi and Jeypore were included in Orissa.” 
The Resolution was moved by Lingaraj Panigrahi. 


Rama Chandra Mardaraj, Raja of Khalikote attended the 
third Round Table Conference at London held from 17™® 
November to 24® December as the representive of the land- 
lords of South India. His companions were Dewan Jagan 
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Mohan Patnaik, Lingaraj Panigrahi and Bhubanananda Das. 
On 7" December he argued in the conference with strong 
points for creation of separate province for Oriyas. [The 
essence of Round Table Conference was : the system of ‘Dyrchy’ is 
to be abolished and the security whichgt guaranteed to British interest 
will be protected by the ‘Over-riding powers of the Governor’, The 
Governor of each province is not to be elected, he is to be appointed 
by the British authorities, and he is to remain free to over-rule his 
legislature whenever this seems to him necessary etc.] (see 1933) 


Formal decision to create Orissa as a separate province 
was taken in the third Round Table Conference at London. 
Samuel Hoare, the Secretary of $tate declared to this effect 
on 24" December. He, in the House of Commons under the 
presidentship of Lord Sankey declared: “Lastly, let me say a 
word upon another side of this part of our discussions. For the last 
two years we have discussed the questions of certain new provinces. 
We have discussed the question of Sind from the very opening 6f 
our deliberations two years ago. Last year we discussed in detail, for 
the first time, the question of Orissa. Since those discussions, we 
haye had expert inquiries into both questions. x x x x x For instance, 
there are questions connected with the boundary of Orissa that has 
not been fully considered. But it is the definite intention of the Govt. 
that in any All India Federation, both these great territories should 
become distinct provinces. 


Railway line connecting Vijayanagaram with Raipur and 
passing through Jemidipeta, Rayagada, Bissam Katak was 
opened to traffic. 


Krupasindhu Mishra(1907-47) joined in 1.C.S (Imperial Civil 
Service) of U.P. cadre. On 6th September 1947, he was 
killed by some miscrants in his own car at New Delhi during 
the disturbance of partition of India. The next day prayer 
meeting of Mahatma Gandhi was dedicated in the name 
of Krupasindhu . He was the son-in-law of Bhabagrahi 
Biswal. Diwan of Raja of Daspalla. (see 1914) 
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1933 


Nisaman;i, the youngest daughter of social reformist Bairagi 
Charana Mishra was given in marriage at the age of sixteen. 
This was the first adult marriage in Brahmin caste at 
Cuttack for which many people gathered to see the marriage. 
(see 1885) 


Haramani Behera was jailed for civil disobedience movement. 
She was anilliterate fisher woman of Kendrapara, who took 
active part in the movement in 1930 and 1932. 


On 17* December a delegation headed by Maharaja of 
Parala met Lord Willingdon, Viceroy. The members ot the 
delegation were Bhubanananda Das, M.L.A. (Central), 
Lingaraj Panigrahi, Achutanat-da t'urohit of Sambalpur and 
Girija Bhusan Dutta of Angu!l. After a long discussion and 
deliberation on formation of Orissa, the Viceroy had not 
promised but said: “Although he could not make an immidate 
announcement of the formation of Orissa province, his 
excellency would go so far to say that the Oriyas are nearing 
it.” 

The proposed annual Congress Conference at Puri was 
cancelled, as the Congress party was declared out-law. 
Suddenly all top Congress leaders were arrested. All the items 
of arrangements which were made spending lakhs of Rupees 
were sold. The Mahanta of Mangu Matha (monastery) of 
Puri became the highest bidder in auction for Rupees 50,000 
only. As per of the request of Pandit Nilakantha Das, Mr 
Adani, the Collector of Puri only allowed 24 hours to dispose 
of the Congress Nagar. 


On 12" January, Rama Chandra Madaraj, Raja of Khalikote 
hosted a dinner party (known as Orissa Dinner) at Kolriz 
Hotel, London. Samuel Hore, Secretary of State was the 
Chief Guest at the dinner party. He said in the party: ‘The 


Maharaja of Parala put the case of Orissa province in the first Round 
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Table Conference in 1931 and laid stress on it, withthe result that the 
British came to the conclusion that the time had come to reunite 
Oriya-speaking areas under their own separate province and Oriya 
people are under the distinct obligation to the distinguished 
representatives who pressed their case’. (see 1932) 


Rajendra Narayan Singh Deo was installed on the Gaddi of 
Patana with ful! ruling powers by Sir John Sifton, the Governor 
of Bihar- Orissa on 3" February. British Government had 
awarded him ‘Sir’ and °‘KCIE titles. 


A second special conference of Utkal Sammilani was held 
on 12" February at Cuttack at Sriramchandra Bhawan, under 
the chairmanship of Bhubanananda Das. Madhu Babu told 
that because of the personal interest of Maharaja of 
Paralakhemund;i and the efforts he made to convince Sir 
Samuel Hore, it was possible to achieve a separate province 
of Orissa. The conference passed a strong Resolution 
demanding inclusion of Paralakhemundi and Jeypore in 
Orissa. 

On. 13" February there was a meeting (Orissa Leaders 
Conference) of patriots (leading personalities) at 
Sriramchandra Bhawan, Cuttack. There, Utkal Gourav 
Madhusudhan Das delivered an emotional talk: “When | started 


the movement, there was no trace of Oriya as a mation. I visualised 
only heaps of bones of skeletons, skeletons scattered all-around. I 
have to do a herculean task in the process of generating life in these 
skeletons and provide hands, legs and muscles into it. I had to 
plough a lonely furrow to equip the nation as the weapons and war- 
heads. It is only God and nobody else, who helped me in this lone 
venture. Sacrifice your lives on the altar of my nation. Try to achieve 


that height of glory that my nation was once proud of.” [This meeting 
was presided by Bhubananda Das. He and his supporters 
Bhikari Charan Patnaik, Laxmidhar Mohanty, Bichitrananda 
Das were of the view to form Orissa province without waiting 
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for the merger of Parlakhemundi and Jeypore as per 
O’ Donnell Committee’s report. After a separate State is 
formed this can be taken up. But Harihar Mohapatra, the 
young lawyer gave a speech not to form Orissa province 
unless and until Parlakhemundi and Jeypore are merged in 
Orissa. A resolution on this was accepted]. (see 1904)] 


The first English daily New Orissa was published by 
Sashibhusan Rath from Asha Press by the help of Lingaraj 
Panigrahi, who later became a Minister of Orissa. 


On 15th March, Prof. Dr Jagannath Patnaik was born at 
Radhaballavpur, Balasore. He was Prof. of history in Utkal 
University. He has written many books on history. His works 
are World History, A Short History of Modern World, 


, History of Ancient India, History of Medieval India etc. 


His last work Odisara Swadhinata Sangramara Itihas was 
published after death. (d. 23.09.02) 


On 17th March, consequent upon the discussions at the 
Round Table Conferences draft proposal which was 
embodied in the “White paper”, was issued. The white paper 
proposed creation of “Orissa”. It excluded Jeypore and 
Paralakhemund;i estates from the proposed Orissa province. 


Music and domestic scheme were taught in the Ravenshaw 
Girls’ School as a subject for the matriculation examination 
for 1933-34. 


A Gadjat Department was opened on 1* April inthe office of 
the Governor General called Eastern States Agencies for 26 
Gadjats of Orissa and 14 Gadjats of Central Province . In 1936, 
the Eastem States Agency was further split up into three different 
agencies called Bengal State Agency, Orissa State Agency and 
Chhatisgarh State Agericy. Out of 26 Gadjats in Orissa 
Mayurbhanja was kept under Bengal State Agency, Patana and 
Kalahandi were under Chhatisgad State Agency and remaining 
23 states were kept under Orissa State Agency. 
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Harijan. a magazine was published from Puri by Rai Bahadur 
Lokanath Mishra with an aim to abolish untouchability. 


The 23" session of Utkal Sammilani was held at Berhampur 
under the presidentship of Krushna Chandra Gajapati. Raja 
of Parala. 


A High Court was established on 10" April at Baripada with 
the Dewan as the Chief Judge. 


Noted writer Prof. Krushna Prasad Mishra was born on 
19" April at Banpur. He became topper in Banares Hindu 
University (1956) in philosophy. (d. 13.2.1994) 


Dhenkanal Municipality was established. 


High flood occurred in river Kathajodi. Due to ‘Khandeita 
Ghai’, a vast area was flooded. Harshapur, Machhagana and 
Bisanpur were submerged. 


Nababharat Press was established by Pt Nilakantha Das 
after getting the press purchased from Dhenkanal. 


Third special Utkal Sammilani was held at Jeypore in June 
under the presidentship of Bhubanananda Das. 


On 25th April, a meeting of Zamindars Association was held 
at Berhampur. The meeting could not end in harmony since 
the views Raja of Parala and Raja of Khalikote deferred. 
The views of Raja of Parala was that there is no use to 
Create separate province of Orissa unless Parala and 
Jeypore estate are merged in it. But the view of Raja of 
Khalikote was that let the Orissa province be formed, 
thereafter the merger of Parala and Jeypore estate 
could be thought of. The views of Raja of Khalikote were 
very much appreciated by leaders of Telugu Association. 


In the month of June, at Paralakhemund;i an organisation 
calléd People's Association was constituted with P. 
Sitaramswamy as president and B. Satyanarayan (an 
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advocate) and Satya Narayan Rajguru as Secretaries. The 
people irrespective of Telugus or Oriyas who supported 
Parala Zamindary to merge in Orissa became members. 


Government of India issued a notification on 24" June by 
which Orissa Administrative Committee was appointed 
under the chairmanship of John Austin Hubback. It had 
eight members namely Madhusudan Das, L gxmidhar 
Mohanty, B.N.C. Dhir Narendra, N.R.Naidu, W.O. 
Newsman, [.C.S, Nilamani Senapati [.C.S, Rai-Bahadur 
Lokanath Mishra and Gour Chandra Dev, the Zamindar of 
Chikiti. Its Secretary was V, Ramaswamy [.C.S. The 
committee was to investigate the administrative problems 
which would arise after the formation of the province. It 
recommended on 20” December that Cuttack be the 
provincial headquarters and Puri as summer capital. They 
selected the sites of Chauliaganja and Tulasipur of Cuttack 
town for the purpose. To bid farewell to the distinguished 
members of the Administrative committee, Madhubabu took 
a personal loan of Rs 500 from Orissa Bank for entertaining 
them with lavish and elegant dinner. 


Gobinda Chandra Mishra, the veteran leader of Dasapalla 
was released from jail after a stay of 18 months in prison. 
‘All India Harijan Sangha’, Orissa branch was formed with 
28 members with nomenclature Provincial Harijan Sevak 
Sangha with Balunkeswar Acharya as its president and Rama 
Devi, Laxminarayan Mishra and Satyanarayan Sengupta as 
Secretaries. 


‘Untouchability-Abolition Committee’ was formed at 
Sambalpur with Nrusingh Guru as its head. 


A new boarding house known as “Kaibalya Kutira” was 
opened at Cuttack by Prof. P.K. Parija for Harijan students.

ORISSA : 


On 3® July. Krushna Chandra Gajapati reached at London 
with 7 prominent members to put forth their views to the 
Secretary of State for India on the issue of inclusion of Parala 
and Jeypore estates in Orissa. On the other hand, the 
Secretary of State for India received Telugu representation 
on 10" July.(K.C. Gajapati sailed on 29th April and others 
left India afte some days) 


On Sth September, J.D. Sifton, the Governor of Bihar-Orissa 
extended the life of the 4th Bihar-Orissa Legislative Council 
till formation of separate Orissa province. The election of 4th 
Council had been held in July-August of 1930 and its normal 
life was upto 1935. ' 


. On 17" September, a delegation under the leadership of Pt 


Nilakantha Das, Bhubanananda Das, Biswanath Mishra, 
Lingaraj Panigrahi etc in all 14 members met Lord Irwin, the 
Governor General at Shimla to reconsider Orissa boundary 
problem. 


Mayurbhanja Gazette in its issue dated October published 
Mohor Adhunika Abhignyata (my modern experience) in 
two parts written by Krushan Chandra Gajapati, Maharaja 
of Parala. This article may be treated as a historial document 
since its decribes his joining in the debate of the first Round 
Table Confernece on 16th January 1931. The first part gives 
light on border problems of Orissa and second part on 
informaton of places of England and British people. (see 1931) 
On 24* September, British Government finally declared that 
new State of Orissa will be created. 

On 6th November, the Secretary of State consulted with 
O’Donnell. An informal committe was set up by the Secretary 
of State. The committee consisted of five from Joint 
Parliamentary Committee and three from India. This 
Committee recommended the inclusion of Jeypore agency 
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1934 


and exclusion of Parala Estate from the proposed province 
of Orissa.(Joint Parlimentary Committee was constituted with 
16 members of both houses. Lord Linlinthgow had presided 
over deliberations of Joint Parliarhientary Committee). 


On 17th November socialist leader Haris Chandra Buxi Patro 
was born at Rayagada. In 1956 he was Secretary of All 
India Student's Federation. He was a cabinet minister in 
1990. (d. 27.10.200) 


Dr Mahamaya Patnaik was born at Khurda. She was 
Professor of Obstertrics and Gynavcology at Burla Medical 
College. She is the Founder President of “Vasundhara” a 
voluntary organization. In addition, she was associated with 
Cancer Society, Red Cross Society, Science Academy, etc. 
{d. 6.1.04) 


In a farewell meeting of C.L. Philip the Political Agent to 
Orissa. Mr Philip said on the role of K. C. Gajapati : “Our 
recommendation in the committee report of 1924 was mostly guided 
by the views and the wishes of the Maharaja of Paralakhemundi, the 
leading Zamindar of Ganjam.” 


On 9" January, meetings were held in many parts of Orissa 
due to non-inclusion of Parala in the proposal for formation 
of Orissa as a separate province, Later on, revolutions were 
made throughout Orissa. The Governor of Madras presidency 
came to Parala to enquire about the revolutions. Satyanarayan 
Rajguru, the Secretary of Parala Peoples’ Association 
observed protest day on the Governor’s reaching day at 
Parala. 

Utkal Gourav Madhusudan Das left his mortal frame on 4® 
February. At that time those who were at his death bed 
excluding his family member were : Dr Atal Bihari Acharya, 
Dr Bibhuti Bhusan Patnaik, Babu Braja Sunder Das, 
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N.K.Ray, Basanta Kumari Devi. Rama Devi. Bichitrananda 
Das, Rai-bahadur Laxmindhra Mohanty. P.C.Bose, 
Gunanidhi Mohanty and six to seven Christian studens. His 
dead-body was buried at.Gorakabara. Cuttack. Next year a 
suitable Monument, quite unique, was erected by Sailabala. 
It was unveiled by the Divisional Commissioner E.S. Hoernle. 
Mr Hoernle (1886-1936) delivered the following speech 
before he unveiled the Monument. “My friends, we meet 
together today, men and women of all creeds and ranks and 
occupation, to do honour to the memory of one who was a great 
servant of the people and a great lover of all classes of people. In a 
life, devoted to their cause, he strove for the recognition of his race 
and country as a nation, as an equal and honoured partner in the 
league of the nations which is the common wealth of India, and in 
death, it might well be said of him in the words of the Christian 
Burial service “how shall this mortal put on immortality?” He is the 
first non-white to be buried there. (b. 28.4.1848) 


Mahatma Gandhi came to Orissa for the 5® time. He reached 
Jharsuguda on 5*® March and collected Rs 434 and 14 annas 
and 7 pies for Harijan Development Fund. On 16*® May, he 
addresed a meeting at Cuttack. His Journey by foot ended 
pn 8* June. 


Mahatma Gandhi during ‘Padayatra (Journey by foot) in 
Orissa which began on 9th March at Puri refused to enter 
into the temple of Lord Jagannath at Puri, on account of its 
non-accessibility to Harijans. On 8® May, he unveiled the 
statue of Gopabandhu at Puri. 


“The Maharani Sahiba Srimati Lady Parvati Devi, 
Sonepur State Chair in English Trust Fund.” was created 
by the Maharani Sahiba Srimati Lady Parvati Devi of Sonepur 
State with donation of RS 1,71,5000/-. The income derived 
from the Fund was utilised for the purpose of Post-graduate 
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education in English of Ravenshaw College. 51 persons were 
benefited by the Fund till 1983. Since then, the interest of the 
Fund has not been released. (see 1922) 


On 1* May, Asha published a news : A Telugu Professor 
named Dr Sesagiri Rao suggested to form a separate Kalinga 
province consisting of the districts of Vizagapatam and Ganjam, 
and the Telugu and Oriya speaking areas of Central Province. 
In May, the foundation work of the.new temple of 
Kichakeswari began. It was completed by the end of the 
1941 and deity was installed on 14"! March 1942. The height 
of the temple is 68 ft above the ground level. A sum of Rs 
80,000/- was spent on this re-construction and conservation. 
Theranimal sacrifice before the deity which was enforced 
since long, was discontinyed in 1990. But a live male goat is 
given to the deity in lieu of sacrifice. 


Koraput District Congress Committee was formed for the 
first time, under the presidentship. of Radhakrushna 
Biswasray(1905-81). Radhamohan Sahu was its Secretary. 


On 19th October Bagmi Biswanath Kar ce away. 
(b.24.12.1864) 


The shooting of first Oriya film Sita Bibah was started and 
it was released on 28* April 1936 at Laxmi Cinema hall of 
Puri. Sriballav Patnaik, who hails from Paralakhemundi and 
Mohan Deva Goswami were the producers of the film.Its 
script writer was Adwait Charan Mohanty. Second Oriya 
Cinema Lalita was released in 1949, Sri Jagannath being 
the third was released in 1951. Its writer was Aswini Kumar 
Ghose. 


The 24*® session of ‘Utkal Sammilani’ was held at Cuttack 
under the presidentship of Madhusudan Panigrahi of 
Berhampur. 
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Kesabananda Das passed Entrance Examination under Patna 
University securing 3" rank. He is the son-in-law of Braja 
Sundar Das. He is famous for his sports activities. 
(d.16.5.2000) 


Banamali Pudyabali was published. Its second publication- 
came out in 1961. The poems were written by Sangitakarta 
Banamali Das who was contemporary to Raja Birakishore 
Dev-I (1736-93). 


Mahatma Gandhi made Padayatra (journey by foot) on 9” 
‘May with Miss Mira Bahen, K.Bhutto ahd A.V. Thakkar 
and his group to different places of Cuttack and Puri district 
to eradicate untouchability. From Orissa Rama Devi. Malati 
Devi and a number of other women such as Sushila Devi, 
Godabari Devi, Shovarani Devi, Tulasi Devi, Mangala Sen, 
Ansumati Ray, Sunamani Devi, Annapurna Choudhury, 
Manika Devi and Pura Bai, participated in the march.On 15 
May, Gandhiji opened the temple of Nikunja Bihari at 
Balipatana for the common worship of caste Hindus and 
untouchables. Gandhi was immensely pleased with their work 
and commended them in following words.Gandhi was 
immensely pleased with their work and commended them in 
following words. 


“I have marveled at the manner in which Smt. Rama Devi and her 
girls have discharged themselves during the tour which however 
pleasant and easy it was, had undoubtedly its triats. But these 
ladies have not known what fatigue is. There was a naturalness 
about al! they did which went to show that they had been trained 
to bear hardships and live simply. As soon as the party reached 
its destination, these ladies allowed themselves no rest. They 
immediately went out among the Harijans fearlessly and with 
the greatest freedom. ! have had the privilege of mixing with tens 
and thousands of India’s women. [| have seen them at work. But 
nowhere have I seen anything, quite like what Smt. Rama Devi 
and her little girls have been found to have done and so naturally. 


They have never needed or claimed any special privilege.” 
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On 5th June. Congress Socialist Party was formed at the 
initiation of Prananath Patnaik. Bhagabati Charan Panigrahi 
was its Secretary. The members were Nabakrushna 
Choudhury, Malati Choudhury. Mohan Das. Gatikrushna 
Swain, Surendra Dwibedi. Gokul Mohan Raichudamani etc. 


During the visit of Gandhiji at Puri. an unfortunate event 
happened. The Emar Math Mahant with Ramachandra Dev 
-IV, the Raja of Puri backed by “Utkal Sanatan Dharma 
Rakshyani Sava” distributed pamphlets - ‘Gandhiji go 
back”. They also printed a booklet naming Asali Gandhi 
writing against Gandhiji. But it did not get any support of the 
masses. In Cuttack also when Gandhiji was holding a meeting 
in the river bed of Kathajodi, Bihanilal Pandit with some of 
his followers came there with black flags . The people were 
agitated on this, but Gandhiji forbade them to misbehave 
and advised to maintain peace and solemnity. 


A deputation of prominent persons from Cuttack and Khurda 
waited upon the Raja of Puriand requested him to allow the 
Harijans to enter into the Jagannath temple. But the request 
for declaring the Jagannath temple opened to Harijans was 
turned down by the Raja of Puri. On the other hand, the 
Mahantas of Puri presented a memorial to the Viceroy 
condemning the temple entry movement. 


‘Nilachal Saraswat Sangh’ at Puri was established by 
Nigamananda Swami. He came to Puri first in 1921. 


Pandit Krupasindhu Hota established “Seva Kutir” at 
Berboi, a village of Delanga and trained local youths on the 
Gandhian principles. Sunamani Devi, widow of his younger 
brother Gangadhar, helped Prndit Hota in this venture {a re- 
marriage proposal was givi.n to ~una "ani Cnvi by Brahmo Samaj 
activists with social reformist Jayamanga! “uth, But Sunamani 
declined since freedom movement wes her top goal] (see 


1884,1932,1938, 1884) 
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Gopabandhu Choudhury left his parental building at Cuttack 
and reached Bari under Jajpur subdivision on 13" August 
with his wife Rama Devi, his daughter Annapuma. five other 
lady workers and one youth Surendra Patnaik. Vinod 
Kanungo and Manmohan Choudhury joined with them at 
Bari. Baman Charan Das, a resident of Bari donated land 
for the construction of an Ashram for Gopabandhu 
Choudhury. Acharya Harihar Das laid the foundation stone 
of the Ashram on the day of Sunia. Mahatma Gandhi named 
the Ashram Seva Ghara or The Abode of Service. Baman 
Charan Das opened his private temple for untouchables as a 
token of remembrance of Mahatma Gandhi who halted in his 
residence. 


With the inspiration of the constructive programmes of the 
Bari Ashram, the people of Krushnanagar organized an 
association, viz. Satya Samaj ( Society for the Truth) under 
the leadership of Sananda Swain. Sananda Swain was very 
much active, brave and challenging for which he died in police 
firing at Kaipada. The members of the Satya Sama carried 
forward the programmes of spinning, use of Khadar, 
eradication of untouchability, and organization of the Ryots and 
peasants. They mobilized the peasants to boycgtt taxes, and 
also broke down the earthen container of countryside date- 
wine as part of their programme ofprohibition. Bhikan Charan 
Mohanty a freedom fighter of the village, in an interview, said 
that he used to teach freely in the Harijan hamlets. Once there 
was spread of cholera and when nobody came forward to 
cremate a Harijan deadbody out of fear of cholera at that 
time, he helped the family and himself extended hands in 
cremating the deadbody. 


Dr Janardana Supkar, son of Balabhadra Supkar, Sambalpur 
donated a two storied building to Mahatma Gandhi. Later 
this building was made Harijan Hostel. 
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A Co-operative Bank at Bolangir was started. Bolangir 
District Cooperative Bank started functioning on 15* August 
1956 amalgamating the Cooperative Bank that was opened 
this year. 

Gibson High School came into being at Keonjhar on 30" 
August. Mr Gibson was Agent to the-Governor General of 
Eastern States. Later, the High School was re-named as 
Dhanurjay Narayan High school. 


For the first time, question papers for annual examination 
of Class VII of High schools were set by the School 
Examination Board in December. This common examination 
for class VII of High Schools and all M.E. schools was 
reported to be a grand success in 1935. 


Pandit Ghanshyam Mishra wrote Talcher Itihas after 25 
years of perseverance. 


‘Joint Select Committee of both Houses of British 
Parliament of Indian Constitutional Reforms’ headed 
by Lord Linlithgow (1936-44) gave a patient hearing to 
Maharaja of Parala and agreed to add the following:- 1. 
That a portion of Jeypore estate which O’ Donnell committee 
had recommended for inclusion in Onissa,. 2. Paralakhemundi 
and Jalantara mallias 3.A small portion of Paralakhemund;i 
estate including Paralakhemundi town. As a result, Onssa’s 
territory was proposed to increase from 21,445 sq. mile to 
32695 sq. miles. {The Members of the Joint Select Committee 
were: Major Clement Attlee, R.A. Butler, Pheroz Sethna, N.N. Sircar 
Zaphrulla Khan, Lord Utland, Lord Derby and Lord Lothian.} 

On 2" November, Joint Parliamentary Committee (constitued 
with 16 members of both hous. s} report was published which 
was agreed upon on the :ec ‘mm,endation of Joint Select 
Committee for inclusion of Paralakhemundi and Jeypore in 
Orissa . Maharaja Vikramadev Varma told that this day iS 
the most auspicious day for Utkal. 
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A meeting of ‘Utkal Sahitya Samaj’ presided by Gopal 
Chandra Praharaj was held on 9" November at 
Sriramchandra Bhawan Cuttack. Biswanath Baba, a 
prominent Alekh Guru convinced the essence of Mahima 
Dharma to the general public. 


Bichhanda Charan Patnaik a noted litterateur published a 
magazine Baitarani. (See 1901) 


The members of Joint Select Committee stated that 
Berhampur town would be the suitable headquarters of the 
South Easter parts of proposed Orissa province. 


In June. the first Socialist Congress was held at Cuttack 
under the presidentship of Prananath Patnaik. 


The report of the Joint Select Committee was submitted 
in November sticking to the basic principles of the white 
paper, recommended changes in certain matters and 
accordingly in February 1935, a Bill was initiated inthe British 
House of Commons by the Secretary of State for India. The 
Bill was passed into law on August, 4, 1935. Orissa was 
given the Status of a separate province under the Government 
of India Act 1935. In January, 1936 an Order-in-Council 
was promulgated by His Majesty creating the separate 
province of Orissa. As a result, Orissa’s territory was 
increased from 21,445 sq. mile to 32,695 sq. miles. 


Poet Dayanidhi Das was born on 2™ December, at village — 
Baunsia, of Nayagarh District. He has written Mimansa 
Ramayan containing all the facts of Ramayana. The speciality 
of this book is that, it is written in different ornamental styles 
of Ritiyuga, just like Kabi Samrat Upendra Bhanja. The 
name Mimansa iS given since the poet tried to solve the 
anomalies of different facts and issues of Ramayan. The book 
is published in 2000 A.D. It contains 850 pages. His other 
works are: Juge Juge Jagannath, Bakta O Bhagavan,

The second All Orissa Women’s Conference was held at 
Calcutta under the presidentship of Kuntala Kumari Sabat. 


” The Sammilani welcomed Kuntala Kumari Sabat with a

National Song composed by Jatiyakavi Banchhanidhi 
Mohanty. 


Kunjabihari Tripathy passed M.A. in Sanskrit from Patna 
University as the topper. Gajapati Raja of Puri conferred 
on him the title of “Sahitya Visarad” for his research in 
literature. 


In this year, Ravenshaw College nro juced 3 M.As, 54 Arts 
graduates and 11 Science graduates and 20 Law graduates. 


Town Victoria High School sent up 36 students out of 41 on 
the roll. 25 students passed, out of 35 appeared. 


The Gurudwara at Kaliaboda in Cuttack town was 
constructed by the active interest of Sardar Kartar Singh, a 
Professor in Chemistry department of Ravenshaw College. 
It is told that Guru Nanak had halted here on his way to Puri. 


Mathematician Prof. Dr Sridhar Mohanty was born at 
Bhadrak. His contribution to Mathematics in the branch of 
algebra, graph theory, numerology is worth mentioning. 
(d.2.01.01) I 


As per Government of India Act, 1935, all feudatory States 
came under Parliament through Viceroy. As per this Act, 
Federal Assembly was constituted with 375 members. 250 
members would be elected from British India, and 125 
members nominated from Feudatory States. For federal 
Council, 156 members would be elected from different 
provinces of British India and 104 members nominated from 
Feudatory States.(Si Maurice Gwyer who had palyed a large part 
in drafting of the 1935 Act became the first Chief Justice of India.) 
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Sankar Pratap Singh Deo, Raja of Dhenkana!l went to 
London on 8" March. Mr Anderson, an anglo-Indian State 
Magistrate of Dhenkanal issued a pamphlet directing al! 
people to gather in a meeting to express their regards to the 
Raja as he was going to London for the benefit of the State 
and its people. Those who could not attend the meeting were 
fined for the lapse. 


As per news of magazine Harijun dated 8® March: Kokila 
Devi, daughter of Bhagabad Prasad Mohapatra established an 
Ashrum at her native village, Talapada. The school had twenty 
children regular in attendance including eight girls, one Brahmin boy 
and some Pana (Harijan) boys . The students were taught besides 
reading and writing, discipline and punctuality, cleanliness, spinning 
and weaving and making of mats. The Talapada Ashram of Kokila 
Devi did a lot of public welfare activities, especially for the upliftment 
of Harijans. (see 1866) 


Government sanctioned the proposal of the University to 
institute two new degree courses of Bachelor of Oriental 
leaming and Master of Oriental learning for the students who 
wished to specialize in classical language. 


On 13" March, clause 46 of Goyernment of India 
(Governor’s Provinces) Bill was discussed in the 
Parliamentary Committee of the House of Commons. An 
amendment was moved by Colonel Wedgwood to delete 
Orissa from page 36 of the Bill. Josiah Wedgwood said that 
as far as he saw there was absloutely no need of new Orissa 
province. He suggested that these people for their 
backwardness require direct administration. He pointed out 
that language was not an issue to transfer these areas from 
Madras. The greater part of the new province of Orissa 
which Wedgwood felt, would be better governed by English- 
men in the interest of Jarge number of ‘uncivilized tribes’. G.

Nicholson, Member, in course of his discussion, praised 
Attlee as the father of Orissa and God-father of the 
new Orissa province. He pointed out how in the Médinapur 
district of Bengal, there had been over half a million Oriya- 
speaking people and Oriyas by race 40 to 50 years back, 
while in 1931 census there are only 45,000 Oriya-speaking 
people. That called for steps to restore the Oriya culture. Sir 
Reginald Craddock took up the opposition and said, it was 
a most extravagant step and there would be a perpetual deficit 
of Rs 30 lakh a year. According to him, the Union of tne 
Oriya-speaking areas would not be congenial. He cited the 
example of Sambalpur. The peopie of Sambalpur had 
petitioned to join Orissa, but after he transfer was effected 
they very much regretted their lot because the Oriyas of 
Cuttack area came up there and ousted the local Brahmins. 
He pointed out that in Orissa a few people or small 
intelligentsia wanted a separate province to get the ‘loaves 
and fishes’. Craddock was also critical over the financial 
estimates of the new province since there was no provision 
of University or High Court. R.A Butler, the Under Secretary 
of State for India did his best to answer some of the points 
raised by the mover of the amendment and those, who 
intervened the discussion. He argued: “Orissa had a long history. 
It’s one of the most ancient centre of Hindu culture and religion. In 
Orissa, as the Hon’ble Member for Morpeth (G. Nicholson) will know 
there are some of the finest, oldest and most venerated temples of 
India which were the centres of the early pilgrimages from all parts of 
India. The great feature of the Oriya civilization is that in spite of the 
fact that they have very often not formed one unit, So strong has 
been the nationalism of the Oriyas that they have always clung 
together and looked forward to the great day when they would be 
united in one province”. On the strength of this historical 
perspective, he hoped that the members might have realized 
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that there was a long history behind this matter. In reply to 
Nicholson’s remarks on Attlee, who originally recommended 
for the creation of the province of Orissa, Butler said that 
nobody could speak on this subject with more authority than 
Attlee whose arguments had a large bearing on the question 
of the future administration of Orissa. Besides in Orissa, there 
would be a greater homogeneity of population than any other 
single unit in India and communal question would be a small 
and as little as are in any other part in India. He. therefore. 
invited Wedgwood who always disliked any thing that looked 
like a communal question, to welcome the creation of the 
new province. Major Clement Attlee, in his reply, pointed 
out that he was severely criticized by the Oriyas, who, like all 
oppressed nationalities, wanted to take all the surrounding 
areas. He made an honest appeal to members to accept this 
new province without further comments. Al last, the 
amendment was negatived. 


Mahima Dharma Itihas was published . Its preface was 
written by Gopal Chandra Praharaja and Bichitrananda 
Patnaik. 


Kuntala Kumari Sabat become President of ‘Aligarh Youth 
Federation’. 

Sarat Chandra Mohapatra, younger brother of famous 
Sashibhusan Rath of Ganjam wrote a book on Dandasi, the 
then criminal caste of Ganjam describing their miseries and 
difficulties. He was president of Dandasi community. He tried 
for their reforms. Dandasi was treated as a criminal caste as 
per 1924 Criminal Tribes Act. In 1952 as per a new Act, 
those people of the caste were saved. 


A peasants’ organisation was formed under the presidentship 
of Harekrushna Mahatab on 10" August. These peasant 
leaders and Congress workers created a turning point in 
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Congress party. All India Peasants’ day was observed on 1“ 
September. - 

Pandit Binayak Mishra published Orissa under Bhaum 
Kings at his own gost referring to the copper plates, which 


he collected from Talcher and other sources by 1932. (See 
1894) 


Cuttack Amala Club at Kaji Bazar, Cuttack was established 
by Rai-Sahib Raghunath Rao. He was a patriot and a man 
of strong will and wide information. He was Sirastadar in 
Cuttack Collectorate. In 1896, he joined as a clerk in the 
office of the District Inspector of Schools. He is half-brother 
of poet Madhusudan Rao. (d. 23.03.1952) 


Rama Chandra Mardaraj, Raja of Khalikote purchased 
Biruli estate of Ganjam in auction. 


Writer Nityananda Mohapatra wrote a play Harijana 
Mandir Prabesa (temple entry of Harijans). Gopal Chhotray, 
the famous playwright staged this drama and he acted for the 
first time on this play. The book was published with the 
name Harijan in 1955. 

A group of young people like Bhagabati Charan Panigrahi, 
Guru Charan Patnaik arranged a seminar which continued 
for 6 days from 29®* November to 4® December, called 
Nabajuga Sahitya Sansada. This six-day long festival laid 
the foundation of premier and foremost creation of progressive 
literature. In 1936, amagazine Adhunik was published as a 
mouth-piece of the Sansada. Other members of the Sansada 
were Ananta Patnaik, Manmohan Mishra, Ramaprasad Singh, 
Ramakrushna Pati, Prananath Patnaik and Sachi Routray. 
(see 1907) 


Gangadhar Rath (b.7.09.1922), a student of Bagalpur M.E. 
school of Cuttack district (later, an eminent advocate ) stood 
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first in Orissa in the common M.E. school examination held 
in December. He also passed Law examination as the topper 
from the Utkal University. (see 1 996) 


A High School was established at Jagatsinghpur by the 
initiation of Srikrushna Mohapatra L.P. Later, the school was 
named after him ° Srikrushna Academy’. (see 1870) 


Harekrushna Mahatab established “Karmamandira ” at 
Agarpada, his native place. It promoted Khaddar and 
Harijan uplifment movement. 


Puri water works was commenced for supply of drinking 
water. About Rs 12 lakh was spent. It has six tube wells 
which are operated by 12 B.H.P. (see 1915) 


Digambar Association of Jains of Calcutta provided marble 
flooring to the temple floor, steps and court-yard of the Jain 
temple at Khandagiri near Bhubaneswar. 


K.C. Narayan Gajapati, the Raja of Paralakhemundi was 
given a Sanand conferring the title of Maharaja on 1* 
January. He was not given ‘Sir’ title since his ancestors 
Narayan Gajapati and Jagannath Gajapati had fought against 
East India Company. 

Sridurga Glass Private Ltd was established with paid-up 
capital of Rs 33.51 lakh at Baranga. 


Government of India (the Constitution of Orissa) Order was 
placed in the Parliament of Britain on 21* January after 
including Jeypore and a portion of Parala Zamindary. His 
Majesty issued the order on 3" March which was entitled 
‘The Government of India (Constitution of Orissa) Order, 
1936’. The draft constitution of Orissa said as follows: — 
“Whereas it is provided by sub-section (I) of section two hundred 
and eightynine of the Government of India Act , 1935 (here-in- after 
referred to as “the Act”) that, as from such date as His Majesty may, 
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by order in Council, appoint certain parts of the province of Bihar 
and Orissa, the Presidency of Madras and the Central Provinces 
shall be separated from the presidency and those provinces shall 
form a Governor's province to be known as the province of Orissa, 
and that thereafter the province of Bihar and Orissa shall be known 
as the province of Bihar.” The new province of Orissa comprised 
an area of 32,695 sq.miles with a population of 80,43.681 
drawn from 3 provinces as stated below :-

According to the First Schedule, Part I, of the Government of India 
(Constitution of Orissa) Order, 1936 the above areas included-1. 
Orissa Division of Bihar and Orissa, 2. Areas from Madras-(i) the 
Ganjam agency tracts (ii) the non-agency portion of the Ganjam 
district, such as, the Taluks of Ghumsar, Chhatrapore, Aska, Sorada, 
Kodala, and so much of the Taluks of Ichhapore and Berhampore as 
laid to the north and west of the line described in Part IT of this 
Schedule, (iii) so much of the Parlakimedi Estate as laid to the north 
and east of the said line, (iv) from Vizagapatam district—the Jeypore 
Estate and so much of Patangi taluk as was not included in that 
Estate, 3. Areas from Central Provinces: (a) the Khariar Zamindari in 
the Raipur district, (b) the Padmapur tract consisting of the 54 villages 
of the Chandrapur—Padmapur Estate and (c) seven villages namely, 
Kuhakunda, Badima, Punchupudgia (Soda), Berhampura (Malguzari), 


* Panchpuragia (Palsoda), Jogni, and Thakurpali (Jogni) The land 


boundary of Orissa is given in Appendix-II. The Province consisted 
of six districts-Puri, Cuttack, Balasore, Sambalpur, Koraput and 
Ganjam. Khandmals remained with Ganjam and Angu! with Cuttack. 
According to the said Order a Council was constituted with all the 
members of thé Provincial Legislative Council from the areas 
constituting the Province and a few others to advise the Governor 
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on matters of administration. Unlike Sind, no salaried Advisers were 
appointed by the Governor in Orissa. 


On 26th January the draft order was referred to the Indian 
Order Committee. An interim period from 1.04.1936 to 
1.04.1937 was provided to enable the committee to make 
arrangements for proper administration before it assumed a 
complete autonomous form of administration. 


On 13th February, the Marques of Zetland, the Secretary of 
State for India moved the draft order in the House of Lords 
to give effect to the section 289 of Government of India Act, 
1935 under which Parliament had agreed to establish two 
provinces of Sindh and Orissa. [Lord Zetland who had (as 
Lord Ronaldshay) inaugurated the Mont-Ford reforms in 
Bengal succeeded Sir Samuel Hoare as Secretary of State 
for India. ] 


On 18th February, the Secretary of State tabled a motion in 
the House of Lords for the address to be presented to His 
Majesty for orders to be made . 


On 3rd March, His Majesty was pleased by and with the 
advice of His Privy Council and approved the Order on 3rd 
March 1936 for creation of new Orissa province with effect 
from 1.04.1936. 


On 18" March, Edward Selwyn Hoernle, the first 
Commissioner of Orissa died in a ship enroute to England 


for treatment. He joined as Commissioner of Orissa Division 
in 1933. 


On 28" March, there was the last attendance of Oriya 
members in the Bihar-Orissa Legislative Council. On that 
day in course of farewell address, the Chairman in the Council 
said, “They (Oriya Members) have rendered very valuable service 
to the province as a whole. Our relation with them has been always 
cordial and intimate .... 1 assure them on behalf of the Hon’ble members 
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of this Council from Bihar that they have our good wishes in the 
future happiness and prosperity of their new province.” During this 
term there were 11 members in the Council, out of whom 
Rev. Brajananda Das was a nominated Member. Other ten 
elected members were: -

Orissa province was created with six districts by 1* April 
being separated from Bihar. Sir John Austin Hubback was 
first Governor and P.T.Mansfield was the Chief Secretary. 
Sir Austin Hubback took oath administered by Sir Courtney 
Terrel, the C.J. of Patna High Court. The area of new province 
is 32,695sqr. miles with 18 sub-divisions in 6 districts.

ORISSA : 


To mark the occasion of creation of separate province of 
Orissa, Governor convened a meeting which was held at 
Cuttack. The meeting was attended by Oriya People’s 
Association, the Orissa Chambers of Commerce, the Orissa 
Mahammadan Association and the domiciled Bengali's 
Association. The Governor read out the following message 
of His Majestry King Edward, the Eighth. “It gives me 
great pleasure as one of the earliest acts of my reign and first outcome 
of the Government of India Act of last year to approve an Order in- 
Council creating Orissa as a separate province. Through my Viceroy 
and your first Governor I! send to the Province of Orissa this message 
of greeting. The long cherished and natural desire of the Oriya people 
to be reunited after centuries of dependence upon other 
administrations is thus fulfilled. It is my hope and expectation that 
the new province will draw inspiration from the past and will prove 
worthy of the historic tradition of the holy land of Orissa. To all my 
subjects in Orissa 1 send my cordial wishes for their happiness and 
prosperity.” The Governor also read out the message of the 
Viceroy as follows: “For myself 1 fully realize that you, the people 
of Orissa, have striven long and earnest for the union under the 
Government of al! the Oriyas and for the creation of a separate 
province of Orissa. ..the ancient home of Hindu religion and culture, 


a worthy unit in the great Federation of India.” 


Orissa Secretanat came into existefice with the following eight 
Departments. 1. Home depatment, 2. Finance department, 
3. Revenue department, 4. Education department, 5. Health 
and local Self-Government department, 6. Commerce and 
Labour department, 7. Law department, 8. Public Works 
department. Later Education Department was split into two 
departments i.e Education and Development departments. 
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The Governor appointed following officers to manage the 


administration of the Orissa Secretariat and the districts on 
the first day itself.

With passage of time, Orissa Secretariat also passed through 


various stages of changes. The administrative set-up created 
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after the formation of new Orissa Province on I" April 1936 
continued till India achieved its independence on August 15, 
1947. After the independence three new branches i.e. Jails, 
Publicity and Small Savings were created in the Home 
Department. Similarly, Excise and Forest branches were 


bifurcated from Education Department. 


The new province constituted six districts namely Cuttack. 
Puri, Balasore, Ganjam, Koraput and Sambalpur. The old 
districts of Bihar-Orissa (Orissa Portion Cuttack, Puri, 
Balasore, Sambalpur) remained the same. Erstwhile Angul 
district was merged in newly created Ganjam district (old 
Ganjam district of Madras Presidency) and existing Cuttack 
district. Koraput district was brought bifurcating the 
Vishakhapatnam district of Madras Presidency. 


The newly-created Orissa province was divided into 7 P. W.D 
Divisions namely 1. Sambalpur Division 2. Mahanadi Division 
3. Northem Division, 4. Canal Revenue Division, 5. Ganjam 
Division, 6. Koraput Division, 7. Southern Division. The 
Divisions from S! 1 to 4 were placed under a Superintending 
Engineer and those from S!1 5 to 7 placed directly under the 
Chief Engineer. The divisions were managed under Executive 
Engineers. | 


By this year, there were thirty High Schools both in British 
Orissa and feudatory States and only three colleges ".c 
Ravenshaw college, Khalikote college and Maharaja College. 
Parala.Both Khalikote and Maharaja were having only F.A 
Class(inodem 1.A). 

Prior to April 1936, old Canyjam district under Madras 
Presidency consisted of following es: ncs besides the 
Raiyatwari area and the Maliahs or hill tracts, otherwise 
known as agency areas : 1. Khalikote . 2. Athoarh 3, Palur 
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4. Biridi 5. Huma 6. Dharakot 7. Badagada 8. Seragada 9. 
Pratapegiri or Chinakimedi or Sanakimedi 10. Vijaynagar or 
Pedakimidi or Badakimed;i 11. Chikiti. 12. Surangi, 13. Jaroda 
14. Asika 15. Kurla 16. Debabhumi 17. Katinga 18. 
Paralakhemund;i 19. Jalantara 20. Budarsing 21. Mandasa 
22. Tarla 23. Barua and 24. Urlam. Out of the above estates. 
serials 1 to 10 and serials 12 to 17 remained fully in Ganjam 
district on 1* April when Orissa was created. A part of Chikiti 
estate (Serial 11) named as Tala Tampra Mutha consisting of 
43 villages which was in Sompeta taluk, was excluded from 
Ganjam district. The area of Paralakhemundi estate (serial 
18) as it existed in the old Ganjam district was 639 sq.miles, 
besides Paralakhemund;i agency which covered an area of 
354 sq.mile. The portion of Paralakhemundi estate that 
remained in Ganjam district after creation of Orissa had an 
area of 201 Sq. miles besides the whole of Paralakhemundi 
agency. Katingia (serial 17) solely remained in Ganjam 
agency. Serial 19 to 24 went fully to Madras presidency. 
Thus the district of Ganjam was divided into two parts. The 
portion which was added to Orissa retained its old name , 
while the excluded portion was subsequently formed into a 
new district under the name of Chikkakole (now Srikakulum), 
which is now in Andhra Pradesh. 


On Ist April, Raja of Parala hosted a garden party at 
Barabati Killa, Cuttack on occasion of formation of separate 
province of Orissa. All leaders of Orissa integration movement 
and high officials altogether four thousand were invited. 


On 19" August, Jone’s Committee recommended that 
Rangailunda between Berhampur and Gopalpur of Ganjam 
district to be the capital of Orissa province. The members of 
the committee were: F. T. Jones, Chairman; E. Roskilly Smith, 
member; J. A. S. Philips, member; C. E. Jefferis, member. 
But the Advisory Council which was administering the State 
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turned out this proposal. Again in 1937, the Daine committee 
recommended that Cuttack Choudwar should be the capital. 
The summary of the report of the committee 


To summarise our findings with regard to the various palces and 


sites inspected, we are of opinion :

Cuttack . — That in Cuttack there is no single available sitc 
large enough to accommodate the capital in a comprehensive 
and self-contain lay out. 


That certain scattered sites are available for the purpose of a 
single or a samll group of buildings but they are liable to 
flooding due to seepage and the high level of the subsoil 
water. 


That room for expansion in Cuttack is not practicable, owing 
to its rigorous and natural barriers. 


That for the reasons explained in the body of the report, it 
should be a difficult and expensive problems to install 
satisfactory drainage system in Cuttack. 


That the cost of the building would be excessive owing to 
special treatment required in the construction of foundations 
and plinths of buildings, and in all undergournd work, in order 
to resist the effects of high sub soil water and damp. 


That the climate of, and the congestion in Cuttack are not 
conducive to good health, on sanitation would be difficult. 


. That if political and centimental pressures were allowed to 


override all other consideration, the only possile layout could 
be obtained by the costly acquisition of a portion of the town. 
Even then the area availble would be less than 200 acres, which 
would be totally inadequate for a well laid out capital.. and 
inaddition, the instalanon of water and drainage systems 
throughout Cutack town wuld be essential. : 


Khurda — That Khurd. cannot be recommended for 
consideration as site tor the capital ow. to the pncertainty 
of an adequate water supply, which in any case would be 
prohibitive in cost in install and maintain. 
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9 Berhampur - (Rangailunda). — That the Rangailunda site 1s 
suitably located and fuifils all the conditions necessary for a 
well laid out, modern, and attractive Capital 


In the circumstances, we unhesitatingly and unanimously 
recommend that this site be selected for the location of the 
Capital of Orissa

First Advisory Council was held at Puri on 8" May at 
Rajbhawan hall, when the new province of Orissa was under 
direct rule of the Governor. Maharaja K..C.Narayan Gajapati 
was prime member of the Advisory Council. The meeting 
continued for 9", 10"® and 11“ May. Advisory Committee 
was formed by the Governor of Orissa by those who were 
members of Bihar-Orissa Council and Madras presidency 
Council from different districts of Orissa. The Advisory 
Council was nominated by Governor with not more than 20 
and of those three will be official. The members are Babu 
Gopinatha Bisoi Mahasaya, Mandhata Gorachand Patnaik, 
K.C.Gajapati Narayan Dev, Harihara Das, Godabarish 
Mishra, R. N. Bhanja Deo, B.N.C. Dhir Narendra, Lala 
Artatran Deo, A Thumbernathan Pantulugaru, Braja Sundara 
Das, Sekh Abdul Jalil, Nikunja Kishore Das, Radharanjan 
Das, Braja Mohan Panda, Jagannath Das, Rai-Bahadur 
Lokanath-Mishra, Rev. Brajananda Das, Rai-Bahadur 
Laxmidhar Mohanty (Deputy Chairman), B. N. Samantray 
and P.T. Mansfield (ex-offico). Governor was the Chairman 
of the Council. 


Cuttack postal division was formed with head office at 
Cuttack. 


Orissa Secretariat Club was established. 
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Dr Sriram Chandra Das (Later an eminent educationalist and 
Professor of Utkal University) passed Matriculation 
examination as the topper in Patna University. He also stood 
first in I.A. Examination under the same University. 


Congress election campaign was inaugurated on 17" June 
in collaboration with Utkal Pradesh Congress Committee 
which held its first election meeting at Berhampur with 
Biswanath Das as president. 


B.A. classes were opened at Paralakhemund;i at the initiation 
of Maharaja of Parala. (see 1896) 


An Industrial Institute named Madhusudan Village Industries 
Institute was started by a private asso ition with the financial 
aid of Rs 23,620/- of Government. The institution imparted 
one year course on :1. Cotton and air spinning 2. Cotton 
wool & silk weaving 3. Toy making 4. Cane and wood work 
5. Paper making 6. Oil processing 7. Soap Making 8. Dyeing 
& printing. The institution was closed in 1946. 

Srijang Day was observed at Cuttack on 13" July to 
commemorate the sufferings of the people of Srijang village 
during the salt campaign. 

Haribandhu Padyabali ( a collection of verses) written by 


Haribandhu Bebarta Patnaik (1826-96), Paralakhemundi was 
published from Gajapati Press. 


Kabichandra Kalicharan Patnaik was given a cash prize of 
Rs 100/- by Utkal Sahitya Samaj for his book Gita 
Govinda, a play. Dr P.K. Parija was President and 
Sashibhusan Ray was Secretary of the Utkal Sahitya Samaj 
during this period. (see 1927) 

On 30" June, Cuttack Congress Committee met to make 
propaganda for candidates from Cuttack district. It passed a 
Resolution condemning the action of the Standing Committee 
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of Utkal Union Conference which had. in the meeting at Puri 
on 10" May (1936). passed a Resolution expressing 
loyalty to the Crown. 


The All India Kissan Day was celebrated at various places 
of Orissa on 1* September. The meetings held on this 
occasion demanded amendment of Tenancy Act, reduction 
of rent and release of the cultivation from the clutches of the 
rural money lenders by means of facilities to be created by 
Govt. 


In Orissa, the first Kissan Sabha was held under the 
presidentship of Mohanlal Goutam. Pandit Godabarish 
Mishra was the president of reception committee. Prananath 
Patnaik was one of the founder members. 


Jawaharlal Nehru visited Orissa and toured Cuttack, Puri 
and Ganjam from 10" to 12® November. It roused great 
nationalistic ferverrcy. Congress bagged 36 seats out of 37 
seats it contested. (Gobinda Chandra Mishra could not be 
elected). 


Communist party was formed in Orissa by the trio ) namely 
Bhagabati Charan Panigrahi, Prananath Patnaik and Guru 
Charan Patnaik.(On ist July 2007 Guru Charan was awared 
Utkalratna title from Utkal Sahitya Samaj) 


Orissa Nationalist Party was formed in October under the 


leadership of Mandhata Gorachand Patnaik. The party 
aimed at the achievement of Swaraj as an integral part 
of the British Empire. 


According to Governemnt of India Act. 1935 the strength of 
the Orissa Assembly was fixed at 60, 56 seats were filled up 
by election and four seats by nomination. The 56 seats were 
distributed as such : General Constituencies (Hindu, Harijan 
and Women) =49; Mohammedan Constituencies =4; Tribal 
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Constituencies =2; Indian Christian Constituency =1 ; 
Nominated: Commerce and Industry Constituency =1; Land 
holder Constituencies = 2; Labour Constituency =1. Out of 
49 General Constituencies, the following Constituencies were 
required to elect more than one Member. North Cuttack 
Sadar, East Jajpur General, North Puri Sadar General, West 
Bhadrak General, East Baragarh General, Aska —Sorada 
General, Sambalpur Sadar General, Berhampur General. For 
Central Assembly representation of membership from Orissa 
was 5 . (four Hindus including one Harijan and vie 
Mohammedan). The life of the State Assmbly was fixed at 5 
years which can be extended hevond £ vears. 


The four candidates set up by the Cu'iyress for the six seats 
reserved for scheduled caste were all successful. Birakishore 
Behera, a Harijan candidate from Jajpur, who had won on a 
Congress ticket, later changed his loyalty to the Nationalist 
party ( Paralakhemundi group) recording the first political 
defection in the country. 


Sarala Devi was elected from the Cuttack town women’s 
constituency to the Orissa Assembly. Latika Ray contested 
Sarala Devi in Cuttack town women’s constituency, but was 
defeated. Latika Ray was the wife of Birakishore Ray. 
(Birakishore Ray was son of Captain Kshetra Mohan Ray). 
(see 1911) 


Birakishore Ray, an Advocate fought in the election from 
Nationlist party against Congress, but was defeated. He was 
appointed as Advocate General in 1937 during the Prime- 
ministership of Parala Maharaja. It is due to his efficiency, he 
also continued as such during the tenure of Biswanath Das’s 
Ministry. During the period of second Ministry of Parala 
Maharaja, Birakishore Ray became Judge of Patna High 
Court in July 1945 and Lingaraj Panigrahi was made 
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Advocate General in his place. From Cuttack Bar Association. 
Subodha Chatarji of Bhadrak had become the first Judge 
from Orissa in Patna High Court. 


H.Dippie. the Educational Head of Eastern States Agency 
became D.P.I of Orissa. His biggest contribution to children’s 
education was tostart education {rom familar words of the 
child instead of teaching alphabetically as in Barnabodha of 
Madhusudan Rao. Adhiraj Mohan Senapati, an ideal teacher 
wrote Odiya Sikshya Sopan in Dippie system. (see 1930) 


Somanath Das of village Khandualakot near Balugan (founder 
of Annapurna theatre) first of all started a theatre at 
Balugan under Puri district. (see 1944) 


Koraput district was created with two subdivisions namely 
Rayagada and Koraput. The Paralakhemund;i taluk was 


« included in Koraput district for seven months after which, it 


was restored to Ganjam district. Mr R.C.S Bell, 1.C.S was 
the first Collector of Koraput district. He first compiled 
the District Gazetteer of Koraput in 1945. (see 1941) 


Asiatic Society of Bengal was re-named as Royal Asiatic 
Society as per orders of the Emperor. Again in 1951, it was 
changed to Asiatic Society. (see 1784,1829) 

Orient Paper Mill was established over 100 acres of land by 
Brajamohan Birla with a capital of Rs 30 lakh. The revenue 
village was named after him as Brajaraj Nagar. The paper 
industries started its production in 1939. 

With a view to increasing the efficiency of the Medical School, 
the minimum qualification for entry was raised to L.A or [.Sc, 
failing which to the 1*# division in the Matriculation or S.L.C. 
examination. Previously it was only a pass in Matriculation 
examination. (see 1876). 


Government of Orissa requested the President of Utkal 
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1937 


Sahitya Samaj to hire Sriramchandra Bhawan for two years 
for holding Orissa Legislative Assembly. Since the initial 
constitution of Sriramchandra Bhawan had a clause not to 
give it on hire for political purpose, the request was denied 
by its President Dr Prankrusna Parija. (see 1928) 


On 11" December Gupta M:E. school at Nayagarh was 
upgraded to a High school by the patronage of Krushna 
Chandra Singh Mandhata, the Raja of Nayagarh and the 
school was named Brajendra High School, after his eldest 
son (Brajendra was born on 4.9.1932). Basanta Krushna 
Das (who during 1991 was a Member of Union Public 
Service Commission) joined as the Headmaster of the schoo! 
on 11* October 1938. The school got recognition from Patna 
University in 1939. All the students of first batch passed 
matriculation examination on 3“ May 1941. (see 1903, 1941) 


A Cattle Breeding Association was formed in Orissa with 
Governor as Chief Patron and Minister in charge of the 
department as Chairman. The object of the Association was 
to purchase bulls and maintain them for breeding purposes in 
the province. After one year the name of the Orissa Cattle 
Breeding Association was changed to ‘Utkal Gomangal 
Samiti’. 

Kelu Charan Mohapatra was given a prize of Rs 100/- for 
the play Gita Govinda by Utkal Sahitya Samaj. This is 
called Lanjigarh prize. 

Elections to the Orissa Legislative Assembly were held from 
18" January to 23" January. At that time, out of 5.20 lakh 
voters , 4.90 lakh exercised their right of franchise. The total 
number of seats of the Assembly was 60 then, but 56 seats 
were in the election fray , 4 were nominated. Indian National 
Congress, Independent Party, Orissa Nationalist Party and 
United Party participated in the elections for the Assembly 
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seats. Congress party was led by Pandit Nilakantha Das. 
Independent party led by Ramachandra Mardaraja Raja 
of Khalikote, Orissa Nationalist party led by Raja of 
Paralakhemundi, United party led by S.N. Bhanja Dep, the 
Tikkayat of Kanika. Orissa was the first province where 
elections took place as per-Government of India Act, 1935. 


The election result of the first Assembly was as follows: 
Congress won 36 seats against-37 contested. United Party 
won 6 seats against 32 seats contested. Nationalist party 4 
seats against 19 seats contested. Independents won 10 seats. 
32 candidates forfeited their deposit out of 73 unsuccessful 
candidates.

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Capital Cinema at Tinikonia Bagicha at Cuttack was started 
in a thatched house. After about 13 years a pucca cinema 
hall was built. Sri Jagannath the third Oriya film was shown 
here first on 1.2.1950, the opening day of the Cinema hall. 


Chintamani Mishra became the editor of weekly Lokamata 
which was the mouth-piece of Congress election Campaign. 


On 21* January, Bipin Bihari Choudhury established a Deaf 
and Dumb School at Sutahat, Cuttack town. Mahatma 
Gandhi gave a message on its foundation: “ Your school 
should be a blessing to the deaf mute of Orissa”. 
JawaharlalNehru, Subash Ch. Bose, C.V. Raman also sent 
their goodwill messages. Govt. of Orissa took over the 
management of the school in 1956 and now it has been 
transferred to Bhubaneswar to its new building (see 1907). 
Rajrajeswari Devi, Ranee of R.N. Bhanja Deo, Raja of 
Kanika founded Kanika Rashadal which earned a good 
name by showing its Opera in different places of Orissa 
including Gadjats. ‘Utkal Sahitya Samaj ’ honoured the 
queen by giving her a title ‘Bhakti Monorama’. She is the 
daughter of Ladukishore Singh Mandhata (1851-89), Raja 
of Nayagarh and mother of poétess Kanakalata Debi who 
was Ranee of Narasinghpur and later M.L. A. (see 1968, 
1891, 1893, 1896) Nn 


Despite Government's ban order in all important towns and 
places of Orissa, Independence day (Swaraj day) was 
celebrated on 26" January. 

Government of India established Federal Court consisting 
of one Chief Justice and two Judges to hear appeals against 
High Courts. This court also will hear disputes between 
Provincial Governments, and the Federal Government. 


Orissa Cultural Society was re-named as Orissa Academy 
on 28" February. It was inaugurated on 29" April. On 29® 
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May, the first meeting of Orissa Academy was held under 
the presidentship of P.T. Mansfield. Chief Secretary to 
Government of Orissa. The cultural society had been 
established in 1893. Parjitor, the District Judge. Radhanath 
Ray. Madhusudan Rao, Jogesh Chandra Roy were its 
member. 


The first trial of strength was held over Orissa Pradesh 
Congress Committee elections. H.K.Mahatab contested 
against Nilakantha Das for the office of the President and 
defeated him by 13-12 votes and became P.C.C President. 


After gradual development, finally in this year, the Rajas of 
Gadjat Mahals were completely away from British Orissa 
and got powers to administer over lakhs of people without 
any control. 


The leaders of the Congress party winning 36 seats in the 
house against 60 seats, (out of 60 seats , 4 seats were 
nominated) refused to form Government in the absence of 
assurance from the Governor that he would not use his special 
power of interference or set aside the advice of Ministers 
regarding constitutional matters. Gobind Chandra Mishra was 
the only candidate from Congress defeated by B.N.C. Dhir 
Narendra, Raja of Madhupur from West Jajpur General. On 
18" March the All India Congress Committee said “No State 


where the Congress party had won Majority seats would form 


Government unless the Governors of the respective States agree 
not to use their special powers of interferance in the decisions of 


the cabinet.” On March, 30, 1937, Mahatma Gandhi also 
issued a statement saying : 


“My desire was not to lay down any impossible conditions....... 
I feel that this object could not be secured unless there was a 
gentlemanly understanding between Governors and their 


Congress ministers that they (Governors) would not exercise 
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their special powers of interference so long as Ministers acted 


within the constitution.” 


On first April. Captain Krushna Chandra Gajapati Narayan 
Deo, Maharaja of Paralakhemundi took oath as Prime 
Minister of Orissa with Mandhata Gorachanda Patnaik 
Mahasaya (previous Dewan and lawyer of Parala) and 
Latifoor Maulabi Rahaman as Ministers. The Government 
resigned on 19" July and no meeting of provincial Assembly 
was held during the tenure of this ministry. 


On first April, Haratal was observed throughout Orissa 
criticizing the inauguration of Provincial Autonomy inan 
unconstitutional manner (against Nationalist party headed by 
K.C.Gajapati accepting office). 


Birakishore Ray was appointed as the first Advocate 
General of Orissa. 


The 26 Gadjats were grouped into three categories i.e Ranpur, 
Pallahara and Tigiria were 3“ category. The Rajas of these 
states were bound to obtain approval of the Agent of Eastern 
States Agency in case of capital punishment, transportation 
and imprisonment over 7 years. Athagarh, Athamalik, 
Badamba, Bonai, Daspalla, Hindol, Khandapada, Kharsuan, 
Nilgiri, Narasinghpur and Talcher came under second 
category. The Rajas of these states are bound to obtain 
approval from Agent of Eastern States Agency in case of 
death or transportation. The remaining 12 states came under 
first category. In case of capital punishment or transportation 
the convict can appeal before the Resident of the Eastern 
States Agency. 


Monthly magazine Dagar was first published in Gopinath 
Press from Bhadrak and later from Cuttack. Kantakabi 
Laxmikanta Mohapatra, was its first editor. Subsequently 
his son Nityananda Mohapatra a poet. and writer became its 
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editor. This Gopinath Press once belonged to Fakir Mohan 
Senapati with the name Utkal Press in 1868. This antique 
press is now in the ancestral house of Nityananda Mohapatra. 
Gopinath Press was established in 1929 at Bhadrak and the 
printing machine was manufactured in 1835.(see1 868) 


“Utkal Ayurved’, a Co-operative Pharmacy Ltd at Aska 
was founded. 


Government decided to restore Municipality to non-official 
control. After the general election held on 1* October, 
Bhapgirathi Mohapatra took over the charge as Chairman of 
Cuttack Municipality from the District Magistrate Mr R.P. 
Ward, [.C.S. ° 


The Congressmen of Orissa observed 13" April as “Inchudi 
day” to commemorate the Salt Satyagrah of Inchudi. 


In Angul town, 12 decimals of land was purchased from 
Bidyadhar Muktar in the name of Pranakrushna Padhiary, 
President of Cuttack District Congress Committee at a cost 
of Rs 80/- and “Congress Ashram” was constructed . The 
workers spread the message of Congress. 


Construction of a factory building ‘Jeypore Sugar 
Company Ltd’ at Rayagada was completed in the month of 
April and sugar production started in December of this year. 
The factory produced annually 33,000 bags of sugar. 


Pracharaka Ananta Mishra , a leader of Utkal Sammuilani died 
on € May. (b.October 1884) 


Rama Chandra Mardaraj, Raja of Khalikote was given Rai- 
Bahadur title by British Government. 


On Ist July, Dr Brundaban Acharya, an educationist and 
writer of Oriya literature was bom at village “Tarasingh” of 
Ganjam district. (d. 27.1.1999) 


A night school for Oriya workers was established at Matia 
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Buruj, Calcutta. In 1940, the student strength of the school 
came to 50. 


The second session of OSPC (Orissa State People’s 
Conference) was held at Cuttack in the house of 
Bhubanananda Das on 23" and 24" June with Dr Pattavi 
Sitaramaya, President of AISPC to preside over it. The 
conference consisted of Satis Chandra Bose, Balabantarai 


_Meheta, Braja Sundar Das, Sarangadhar Das as the 


conveners. 


The Members of the first Orissa Assembly took oath on 
26" and 27* June. The Assembly had 10 sessions during its 
term. It was dissolved on 19.9.1945. 


In the provincial budget for 1937-38, the actual revenue was 
Rs 1,84,66,000/- and the expenditure Rs 1,75,78,000/-. In 
the next financial year, the actual revenue was 
Rs 1,82,00,009- and expenditure Rs 1,81,29,000/-. The 
financial position was so bad that Prime-minister had to ask 
the Officers to accept a voluntary cut in their pay package. 
‘Time has come when we must find officials who will be ready and 
willing to work on a smaller scale of pay without loss of efficiency’, 


he said, in the Assembly. 


A. Laxmi Bai was elected from Berhampur town Women’s 
constituency (Reserved for women candidates). She was the 
first woman Deputy Speaker in the O.L.A in the year 1946. 


Dr Rajendra Prasad came to Cuttack on 18" July to finalise 
the names of Ministers to be included in the new ministry. 


Biswanath Das became Prime Minster (elected as leader of 
the party after a hard contest) or Orissa on 19" July with 
Nityananda Kanungo(youngest of the Contzress Ministers in 
India) and Bhodharam Dube as Ministers. The Ministers on 
their own, fixed their monthly salary at Rs 500/-. Also four 
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Parliamentary Secretaries were appointed to assist the 
Ministers. They were Jadumani Mangaraj, Jagannath Das, 
Rajkrushna Bose and Radhakrushna Biswasrai. The ministry 
continued till 6® November 1939. 


On 28" July, Mukunda Prasad Das became the first elected 
Speaker and Nandakishore Das became the first Deputy 
Speaker of Orissa Legislative Assembly. Mukund Prasad 
Das happens to be the husband of freedom fighter Janhabi 
Devi. 

The first Legislative Assembly was startea on 28" July. 


All schools and colleges were closed as that day was declared 
a holiday. 


First time from Orissa, a problem arose regarding the relation 
and limitation between the Congress Prime Minister and the 
Congress President. 


On 1* September, a Police Training School was established 

at Angul with F. Margan as the first principal and on 1* 
January 1948 this has been upgraded to a Police Training 
College. 


On 1* September, in a vacant building of Police department 
at Angul, a Constable Training School was started. In 1941, 
this was extended to Police Sub Inspectors Training. On 1* 
January 1948. the institution was elevated to a college to 
train D.S.Ps. and A.S.Ps. 


Utkal Kissan Sangh organised a mass rally at Cuttack on 1* 
September, presided by Pranakrushna Padhiary, a veteran 
congress leader . 


There was a big demonstration by a very large number of 
peasants of Cuttack on 1* September. On account of ‘All 
India Peasants Day’. They paraded through the streets with 
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placards shouting slogans such as ‘rent to be refused’. 
*Zamindar system to be abolished’ and “down with the 
Zamindar system’. They presented an address to the Prime 
Minister who advised them to be patient. 


300 Land-lords and Zamipdars of various parts of Orissa 
assembled at Cuttack on 22" September and voiced their 
resentment against the proposed amendments of existing 
Tenancy Act as demanded by peasants at their meetings. The 
Rajas of Puri, Khalikote and Kanika started an Oriya weekly 
‘Utkal Varta’ to champion the case of Land-lords (see 
1938). 


In the first session of the Legislative Assembly, the Prime 
Minister Biswanath Das brought a Resolution to rescind 
the Government of India Act, 1935, which had brought him 
to office. The Resolution was passed with amendment 
proposal of Maulavi Mohammad Latifoor Rahaman on 22nd 
September. 


A Resolution was moved in Orissa Assembly on 24" 
September on the site selection for the capital of Orissa. After 
a long debate, the Assembly decided that the capital should 
be built at Cuttack-Choudwar as recommended by the Daine 
Committee. 


Orissa Tenancy (amendment) Bill,, 1937 was introduced in 
the O.L.A. on 25* September and it was adopted on 3” 
May 1938. The Bill was severely opposed by all Zamindar 
groups like Braja Sundar Das. Governor gave assent to the 
Bill on 1.11.1938. 

Mukunda Prasad Das, Speaker of Orissa Legislative 
Assembly decided to take on!s Rs 400/- towards the salary 
instead of Rs 1,000/- due to poverty of ‘he province. This, 
he announced in the 1* session of the Assembly. At this time 
the salary of the M.L.A s ,was Rs 75/- per month and Rs 2- 
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8 Annas daily allowance. In 1944, the salary and daily 
allowance were enhanced to Rs 100 and Rs 10.00 
respectively. 

Ambika Vilas was edited and published by Pandit Banambar 
Acharya, proving that it Was written by Pratap Balabhadra 
Bhanja, Raja of Keonjhar. (see 1965) 

Berhampur Electrical Supply Company was founded at 
Berhampur. 

Despite several active measures, there was appreciable 
reduction in the strength of students after four years when 
they came to class III.

In January Sir Col Arther Oliver, Animal Husbandry expert 
to Government of India visited Orissa Division and toured 
the whole province, inspected newly purchased bulls and 
made valuable suggestions for cattle breeding. 


On 6* January Sarangadhar Das came to Odagaon and 
discussed on the creation of Prajamandal with the local 
leaders. On 28" Nayagarh Prajamandal was created among 
enthusiastic workers. The active members who were present 
are : Narayan Nanda, Sridhar Das, Kuber Sahoo, Kanduri Parida, 
Banchhanidhi Senapati, Laxman Moharana, Bharat Nayak, Kasinath

On 13th January, Biswanath Das the P.M. of Orissa 
summoned a conference of educationists of Orissa to discuss 
the problems of establishing a separate University in the 
province. The committee consisted of seven members 
including the Chairman Pandit Nilakantha Das, MLA (central). 
The other members were (i) H.Dippie, D.P.I of Orissa, (11) 
S.C. Tripathy, Principal of Ravenshaw college,(111) P.K.Panja 
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(iv) M.C.Pradhan, Principal of training college (v) Pandit 
Godabaris Mishra, (vi) Premananda Mohanty. The committee 
could not submit its report by 1939. Therefore, the Congress 
ministry in Orissa was deprived of the credit to inaugurate a 
separate University for the province. 


During Congress rule in Orissa, Government constituted a 
Committee under the presidentship of Thakar Bappa to see 
and suggest for the improvement of tribals in Koraput district, 
Malia agency of Ganjam, Khondamal, Angu! and Sambalpur 
district. Other Members were Nabakrushna Choudhury, 
Rajkrushga Bose and Radhakrushna Biswas Ray. The report 
came out in 1940. The committee’s suggestions were 
accepted by Government. Ashram schools were established 
intribal areas with self help. 


On 24" January. Braja Sundara Das took oath in Otissa 
Legislative Assembly. The seat felt vacant due to resignation 
of R. N. Bhanja Deo, Raja of Kanika who was elected from 
‘East Onissa land holders constituency’. R. N. Bhanja Deo 
resigned because he could not like the idea to sit at par with 
one of his untouchablg subfects in the Assembly. This M.L.A. 
was Chakradhar Behera. (see 1894) 

Govemor Sir John Austin Hubback K.C.l.E.,1.C.S. donated 
a Hariana bull to Agriculture farm at Angul for breeding 
purpose. The name of the bull was given Austin. 
O.L.A adopted Madras Estates Land (Orissa Amendment) 
Bill on 5* February which was introduced on 23.9.1937. 
The aim of the Bill was to equalise the rent given by the Ganjam 
and Koraput districts with that of other districts, Practically, 


* the Ryots of Ganjam and Koraput were paying 8 times that 


of other districts. The Zamindars of Ganjam headed by Raja 
of Khalikote opposed the Bill bitterly. The Governor did not

assent to the Bill, but sent it to the Governor General. After a 
lapse of three years. the Governor General vetoed the Bill. 
[On 20th February 1947 this Bill was presented in the Assembly after 
some modification. The Bill was finally adopted in the House on 13th 
March and got assent of the Governor on 17th June.} (see 1940) 


In February, a branch of Muslem league was started at 
Cuttack for fighting to achieve the rights of their community. 


Dr Shyam Chandra Tripathy, LE.S. became D.P.I of Orissa 
on 7® February. He was the first Oriya to hold this post. 


British Govemment nominated K.C. Narayan Gajapat, the Raja 
of Parala as a Member of ‘Royal Society of Art and Culture’. 


The Boys Scout of Mayurbhanja at ‘ended the Governor's 
rally at Cuttack. The Kanika shield for Scout was awarded 
to them being adjudged as the best Scout in Orissa. 


Under the patronage of Maharaja Prithivraj Singh, an 
Ayurvedic dispensary that was opened at Bolangir earlier 
was converted to a hospital . 


As desired by Congress High Command, Nityananda 
Kanungo, Minister brought forward a Resolution againsfthe 
scheme of federation as laid down in Government of India 
Act, 1935 on 28th March. The resolution read: “This Assembly 
recommends to the Orissa Government that the opinion of this House 
be communicated to His Majesty’s Government of Great Britain that 
it is politically and morally impossible for the people and Government 
of the Province to tolerate the imposition of the scheme of Federation 
as laid down in Government of India Act, 1935” 


On 17* April, H.K.Mahatab resigned from the presidentship 
of Congress and Gopabandhu Choudhury was elected in 
his place. 


Biswanath Das, the Prime Minister of Orissa was informed 
by the Governor Mr Hubback on 3" March that Mr J.R. 
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Dain, (one of the able Commissioners of Orissa) the Revenue 
Commissioner would remain in charge of Governorship as 
he was proceeding on leave. For the first time in India, 
Orissa raised the question as to how a Commissioner who is 
a subordinate of the Ministers can be the Governor above 
the Ministers? The Prime Minister reacted on this and wrote 
that it would be difficult for them to serve under an Officer 
who is subordinate to them. Shortly afterwards the Congress 
Committee adopted a Resolution of protést and in the 3" 
week of April, the Governor was formally told by the 
Ministers that they intend to resign if Dain assumed charge 
as Governor. The situation became tense as the ministerial 
crisis brewed. Hubback changed his mind and cancelled his 
leave. 


The critic magazine Niankhunta was published by 
Godabarish Mohapatra, first from Berhampur on 12* March. 
Later it was shifted to Cuttack in 1944.'Its cost was one 
paisa. (see 1898). 


The 4* annual session of Gandhi Seva Sangh was organised 
at Berboi Ashram which was constructed in 1934, near 
Delang under Puri district from 25® March to 31*# March. 
Mahatma Gandhi, Sardar Patel, Acharya Kripalini, Kishore 
Lal Masruwalla, Moulana Abul Kalam Azad, Khan Abdul 
Gufur Khan, Dr Praful Ghose, Dada Dharmadhikary, 
Gangadhar Rao, Jamuna Lal Bajaj, Prabhu Das Gandhi, R.R 
Dibakar, Hrudayanath Kunjuru, and many other top leaders 
attended this function. This was Gandhiji’s 6" visit to Orissa. 
Here Gopabandhu Choudhury, Acharya Harihar Das 
managed the show being aloof from politics. Rama Devi tgok 
the charge of kitchen and neatness . On 25" March, Sardar 
Patel hoisted the flag and addressed a gathering of 5,000 
people on the significance of the flag. On 26 a women’s 
meeting was held under the presidentship of Janhabi Devi. A 
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Resolution was passed favouring eradication of Child 
Marriage Bill which was introduced in the Orissa Assembly. 
[The school magazine of Government High school of Berboi 
established in 1951, is named Pada Renu (dust of foot) since 


Mahatma Gandhi came here.] 

On March 28" (during Delanga Gandhi Seva Sangh 
conference) Kasturba Gandhi and Mahadev Desai's wife 
returned from Puri after Darshan of Lord Jagannath at Puri. 


.Gandhiji was not happy on this. On the 1* day at the exhibition 


Gandhiji had made it clear that the temple of the Lord was 
not open to Harijans and so long at it remains so the 
Lord was not the Lord of the world but the Lord of those 


who fed and feasted under His shelter. 

Bolangir Municipality was formed in April. 

A compromise was made between Nilgiri Prajamandal 
workers and the Durbar administration. On 29*® August the 
agitation was suspended and on 3" September political 
prisoners were released. H.K. Mahatab conveyed the 
message of success to the Secretary of the All India Congress 
Committee thus. : “... The trouble in Nilgiri is now over for the 
time being. At my friendly intervention, the Raja conceded seventeen 
demands out of thirty-one and the Prajamandal did not press six 
demands. The remaining eight demands were agreed upon to be 
referred to the Resident, Eastern States’ Agency, for his decision 
after hearing the views of both the parties. Most of these demands 
were decided by the Bihar and Orissa Government in 1929 during 
the last agitation in which C.F. Andrews intervened. It was, therefore, 
contended that under the terms of the Sananda, the Durbar could 
not pass any order contrary to the instructions of the political 
authorities. It is for this reason that eight demands were referred to 
the Resident. The Prajamandal have now suspended Satyagraha 
and the Durbar has granted full amnesty and repealed all special 
laws and regulations.” 
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Nayagarh Prajamandal was established on 6" June under 
the leadership of Narayan Nanda. Its first meeting was 
held on 9" September at Odagoan. Banchhanidhi Senapati 
became its President. People in thousands attended the 
meeting under the leadership of Narasingh Nanda, Kuber 
Sahoo, Sudarsan Prusty. The other leaders and workers who 
fought for independence are Murari Tripathy, Bhubanewar 
Raiguru, Janardhan Subudhi, Maheswar Atibudhi, Bharat 
Nayak, Laxman Sahu, Ramakrishna Adikani, Lingaraj Sahu, 
Haribandhu Acharya, Sudama Charan Barik, Eswar Patsani, 
Haribandhu Patnaik, Narayan Behera, Krupasindhu Patnaik, 
Satyavadi Sahu, Sareswar Kar, Narayan Upadhyaya, Sukra 
Behera, Vinayak Mishra, Satyavadi Mishra, Saheeb Khan 
etc. 


Somanath Patnaik of Berhampur became the first cycle 
tourist of Orissa who covered 15,000 miles in India. 


On 6" June, working committee of the State People’s 
Conference constituted a new non-official Orissa States 
Enquiry Committee for the Gadjats affairs with following 
members: They were, H.K.Mahatab(Chairman), Lalmohan 
Patnaik and Balabantarai Meheta of Kathiawar. Sarangadhar 
Das acted as Secretary of the Committee. The committee 
sent one questionaire containing 150 questions to all important 
people of the States (Gadjatas) to know their opinion. The 
committee, without getting any co-operation and on the other 
hand with lots of obstacles from the ‘ Darbars’ of the States, 
however, submitted its final report that was published in 1939. 
The worthiness of the report may be well realised from the 
opinion onit, of no less than a person than Lord Linlithgow, 
the Governor General and Viceroy of India himself, who 
said that it served as a ray of light in the darkest corners 
of the country. Meheta was Secretary of All India State 
People’s Conference. One of the main recommendations was 
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“That in view of the inherent inability of the Orissa States to support 
popular enlightened administration within their areas and in view of 
the inevitability of strong and irresistible popular demand from the 
people of these States for rights of self-Government and self- 
determination, the Sanand granted to the Rulers of the States by the 
paramount power should be cancelled and they may be treated as 
‘Landlords’ of permanently settled estates such as Aul, Kujanga, 
Kanika.” This is a testimony of the autocratic system of Gadjat 
administration by the Rulers. Committee report on Nilgiri 
State : “So far as Nilgiri is concerned the Enquiry Committee noted 
that while the gross income of the State was Rs 1,71,000/- and net 
income Rs 1,50,000/- the budgeted amount for the domestic 
departments was Rs 50,000/-.” The Committee has analyzed as to 
how palace charges debited to other departments amounted to much 
higher amount and had observed, “These invisible charges combined 
with visible Rs 50,000/- will bring the amount used by the Raja on 
his personal and family account to more than one-half of the total 
income of the State. Apart from this there are several other sources 
of income which are not accounted for in the Budget. These too 
swell the private coffers of the Rulers.” 


.Krushak a weekly was published under the editorship of 


Bhagabati Charan Panigrahi. It continued till 1942. 


Sonepur branch of Gadjat Praja Sammilani was founded on 
10* June under the presidentship of Laxman Satpathy. 

A newly-bom democratic organisation named Prajamandal was 
first established at Nilgiri in June. under the leadership of 
Kailash Chandra Mohanty and Banamali Das. The agitation 
was first started in this state in July with arrest of 119 persons 
who had resolved to defy the arbitrary Government of the 
Chief. ' 

Subash Chandra Bose, Congress President in Haripura 
session nominated H.K. Mahatab to the working committee 
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of Congress as a member for the first time from Orissa. He 
was the youngest member of the committee. 


The second meeting of the working committee of the Orissa 
State People’s Conference was held at Janakinath Bhawan 

of Oriya Bazaar, Cuttack on Sunday the 3" July. Kaviraj 

Balunkeswar Acharya, Radhanath Rath, Gobinda Chandra 
Mishra, Madhusudan Patnaik, Gangadhar Mishra, Har 
Mohan Patnaik and Sarangadhar Das were present in the 

meeting along with the invited-members such as Balbantarai 

Meheta, Lalmohan Patnaik, H.K.Mahatab, Narayan 

Chandra Chakra, Nakul Charan Samanta Singhar, Srikant 
Rout and Banchhanidhi Senapati. The meeting was chaired 

by Kabiraj Balunkeswar Acharya. 


A meeting was held in village Ganjeidihi under Dhenkanal 
district attended by 500 people on1 st August. Brajakishore 
Dhal suggested to constitute Prajamandal and the people 
agreed toit. First, a “Gram Sava” was constituted in villages 
Ganjeidihi and Dhupudia. Brajakishore Dhal became its 
President and Ghansyam Parida Vice-President. 


Mr George Townsend became the Governor of Orissa on 
11* August for a brief period. 


Chintamani Mishra, Secretary of the Pradesh Congress 
Committee submitted complaints with serious allegations 
against the Orissa Ministry in genera] and in particular against 
the Prime Minister on 11* August. The Congress working 
committee, after due enquiry, decided that the P.C.C. 
Secretary should be asked to express apology to the Prime 
Minister and to resign from the secretaryship forthwith for 
reckless charges. 


A market called “Prajamandal Hata Tota” was founded at 
“Waukhuma” on 5* September in Dhenkanal district by 
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freedom activists without any licence fee. The Government 
sponsored market was boycotted by these activists. 


The Prime Minister of Orissa inaugurated on 12" October, 
a programme to tackle the problem of opium addiction in 
Balasore district. 


On 16* October in Nayagarh teudatory State at the instigation 
of the Raja, an organisation called Prajabandhu Samiti was 
fornted parallel to Prajamandal in order to create obstacles. 
This could not last long. 

Baji Rout, a boy of 12 years (bern on 5.10.1926) of 
Nilakanthapur village in the district of Dhenkanal succumbed 
to the police firing on 11* October for not sailing his boat to 
carry the police force at Nilakantha Ghat on river Brahmani. 
In addition to him, six more people of the village 
congregation also died there. 

29® October was observed as Prajamandal day (All 
Orissa Gadjat Day) by Orissa Gadjata Praja Samiti. Strikes, 
Processions, Meetings throughout Orissa, were conducted 
on this day. 

During September, Talcher Praja Mandal was constituted at 
Kosala, a village near Angul. Due to severe oppression by 
the Raja of Talcher nearly 60,000 people left Talcher on 8® 
November and took shelter inAngul, a British India territory. 
This is called ‘Hijrat” (mass exodus). This created an 
uproar in the House of Commons in England. A pact was 
made on 21.3.1939 between Dr Mahatab and Mr 
Hennessey, the Assistant Political Agent. But the Raja did 
not issue any public declarations on the part containing nine 
provisions. But after a much deliberation and pressure from 
Political Department, the Raja had to make a fresh declaration 
conceding to all demands contained in the Hennessey — 
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Mahatab Pact. The refugees returned home after as long as 
eight months, in June 1939. (see 1939) 


Prafulla Kumar Pati (later an educationalist and V.C of 
Sambalpur University) passed matriculation from Patna 
University securing second rank.(see 1921) 


Utkal Sahitya Samaj conferred the title “Natyacharya” on 
poet Kalicharan Patnaik. He received Honorary D.Lit. from 
Sambalpur University on 26" November 1974. (see 
1879,1974) 


One provincial Cooperative Bank for the whole of Orissa 
was established at Cuttack. This Bank was to head all other 
cooperative Banks and supervise their activities. 


The Governor despatched police forces to suppress popular 
movement in Dhenkanal, a princely State. Biswanath Das, 
the Prime Minister challenged the Governor’s authority to 
issue an order to the dispatch of police forces to a princely 
state without consulting the ministry. Only the Viceroy could 
issue an order to the provincial Government in this case. Prime 
Minister’s view prevailed. The Governor’s order was 
withdrawn and finally police forces were sent by the order 
of the Viceroy. 


The 25" session of Utkal Sammilani was held at Manjusa 
under the presidentship of Krushna Chandra Acharya of 
Singhbhum. He was the first matriculate to appear matric 
with Onya as M.L.L in Chainbasa High School. 


Act VIII of 1938 was passed in Orissa Assembly with a 
view to bring important amendments in Orissa Tenacy Act 
1913. Two significant amendments made by it were 
conferment of full rights on occupancy tenants on the trees 
standing on their land and enabling them to transfer their land 
without payment of fees to the land-lord. (see 1912,1913) 
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The people in the State of Daspalla made a petition to the 
Political Agent about the oppressive action of the Raja. When 
the Raja came to know the names of the petitioners, he 
inflicted on them severe punishment like merciless flogging 
and heavy fines. The persons thus victimised were Ananda 
Pani, Ganesha Behera and Ramachandra Hota. This remained 
as an exemplary punishment to the people for raising voice 
against the Raja. 


Damodar Kaviratna (brother of Nilamani Vidyaratna) died 
at the age of 61 years. He was a classic Oriya writer of 
prose and poetry. He was editor of Utkalvasi. 


Seth Ramkumar Bangur, 65, Bartsatala street, Calcutta 
undertook repair of temples of Lord Jagannath and the other 
Deities. He rightly selected Gadadhar Ramanuj Das, Mahant 
Maharaja of Emar Math to expedite the works. Total repair 
expenditure contributed by him was Rs 40,000/-.The 
Mahanta also donated Rs 84,000/- for repair of Narendra 
tank and Rs 25,000/- for Sweta Ganga tank. 


Baji Rout , a poetry written by Sachi Routray, was first 
published in the magazine Sahakar in Nov. It is a poetry 
which was one of the longest in Oriya literature. Later it was 
published in a booklet form. In 1943, it was republished in a 
revised form. In 1941, Poet Harindranath Chatopadhaya 
(brother of Sorojimi Naidu) translated the book into English 
and published in the name The boatman boy. 


The first students’ organization ‘Bichhinna Utkala 
Abakash Bahini’ was constituted in the hostel room of 
Ravenshaw Collegiate school. The aim of this organization 
was to serve the people of the Oriya tracts in the neighbouring 
States in holidays i.e Summer vacation, Puja vacation and 
X-mas holidays. The executive members were Brundaban 
Sahu, Artatrana Praharaj, Surya Narayan Das, Syama Sundar 
Mishra, Biswanath Mohapatra. | 
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On 1“ November, the first meeting of freedom movement 
was held at village Nadiabhanga (Sukinda) with a gathering 
of ten thousand people. The meeting was presided by 
Prankrushna Padhiary. 


In November a rousing welcome was given to Congress 
leaders like Gopabandhu Chaudhury (President P.C.C.), 
Godabaris Mishra and Dibakar Patnaik (Members of the 
Legislative Assembly). Among those who received them was 
Bidyadhar Singh Deo, (the grandson of the Jeypore 
Maharaja) who had contested the 1937 elections against the 
Congress and lost. The Jubaka Sangha was established 
under Bidyadhar’s leadership although the President and 
Secretary of the Sangha were Congress members. He also 
became the President of the Harijan Movement. Interestingly, 
Singh Deo, indulged in intellectual pursuits and studied Goti 
and Bethi on which he wrote two papers. He appreciated 
the ‘liberal attitude’ of the estate vis-a-vis the Gotis and felt 
that it should be discontinued ‘as far as practicable’. 


Freedom fighter Adharmani Patnaik (b.1917) (second wife 
of freedom fighter Nandakishore Das) died prematurely. 


On 11" December, Sonepur Prajamandal! was constituted at 
village Brahman Turum, with Chaturbhuj Mishra as President 
and Ramachandra Satapathy as Secretary. Dolamani Das 
Gauntia worked as Manager of the revolution. Three Heros, 
the Prajamandal workers namely Laxman Satapathy, Mohan 
Mishra and Pitamber Bhoi were selected to meet the Darabar 
with demand letter of the Prajamandal. On 22 March they 
wentto the Darabar taking leave of their people and blessings 
of God. 


Major General R.L. Bezelgette, the Political Agent of 
Eastern States Agency was attacked and killed on 5* January 
by a mob in Ranpur State. In retaliation, ong worker of 
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Prajamandal by name Arjun Rout died in police firing. 
British Government tried to include the name of H.K.Mahatab 
in conspiracy of Bezelgette murder case. But due to 
interference of Miss Agatha Harrison, the Secretary of the 
Indian conciliation group, London, he was saved. 


On 15" January, the Raja of Hindol, (a feudatory State of 
Orissa) made a proclamation at Rasol. It granted some civil 
and political rights and assured to the representatives of the 
people’s participation in the administration itself. This was 
due to agitation of Prajamandal under the leadership of 
Dinabandhu Acharya. 


In Bengal, Britishers addressed clerks and native officers as 
“Babus”. The same thing was done to Bihar and Orissa 
employees after separation of Bengal Presidency till 1939. 
When the popular Government came to power in Orissa, it 
changed the title of ‘Babu’ to ‘Shree’. 


On 7*® March, foundation stone for Power House at Puri 
was laid by Sir Pratap Chandara Bhanja Deo, Raja of 
Mayurbhanja. On 27" April 1940, the electric installation 
was performed by Sir John Austin Hubback, Governor of 
Orissa. Lady Hubback unveiled the tabulate recording the 
ceremony. 


On 24*® March, Orissa Legislative Assembly met in the 
Ravenshaw college hall with Sarala Devi in the Speaker's 
chair. She started the business of the-Assembly in Oriya 
language breaking for the first time, the tradition of 
debate in English language in British India. 


A meeting was held at village Amko Simko in Sundargarh 
district on 25" April under the leadcrsuip of Nirmal Munda 
to protest against the taxation of the Ranze Saheba of 
Gangapur. Captain Lt E.W.M. Marger, Asst Political Agent 
fired at the mob and 39 people died on the spot and 50 
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people were severely injured. Ninmal Munda was arrested. 
Jawaharlal Nehru. the Congress leader condemned the firing 
which was published in Amrut Bazaar Patrika of 26" June 
1939. Nirmal Munda was felicitated as a commander on 
15.8.1972. (see 1893) 


Bidyadhar Singh’s book Nandapur was published at Cuttack. 
Nandapur was the capital of rulers of Jeypore and now it 
treasures a number of archaeological monuments. The author 
happens to be the son-in-law of Vikram Dev Varma, 
Maharaja of Jeypore. (see 1938) 


On 1* June, a Basic Training School was started at 
Ramchandrapur, Bari. The basic qualification for entry into 
the school was a pass in matriculation or those who have 
passed Elementary Training after passing in M.E. or Middl¢ 
Vernacular. But in 1941, when Orissa was Under Governor’s 
rule, the School was closed. But on 9" April 1941, Utkal 
Maulik Siksha Parisad (Utkal Basic Education Council) was 
constituted by a voluntary Organization with Acharya Harihar 
Das as President, Gopabandhu Chaudhury as Secretary and 
Sarat Moharana as Asst-Secretary. This was registered on 
23.7.1954. The Basic School education continued without 
interruption. 

In June, Board of Basic Education was constituted with 
following members:-

At the outset, the office of the Board was housed at Cuttack Training 
College office. On 1 ' June 19539. the office was shifted to 
Ramachandrapur. Bari 


Prahalad Pradhan passed M.A. in Sanskrit as the topper in 
Patna University. (see 1968) 


In May, 105 Kusan coins were discovered in a brass pot in 
Nuagaon near Jasipur of Mhyurbhanja district. 


Hubback High School was established at Tikabali and later 
in 1941 it was shifted to G Udaygin. 


Gobinda Chandra Surdeo of Nayagarh died on 15" June. 
He wrote Oriya dramas and got these staged. He gave life 
to stage culture in Orissa. In 1906, Lachhama and Patent 
Medicine were staged by him after re-writing in a script form. 
(b: 12.4.1884) 

Gatikrushna Mishra (later, Chief Justice of Onssa High Court) 
stood first in Patna Law Collegé examination.. 

For the first time women took part in dramas. Prior to this 
all female roles were managed by male artistes. 

The Morshead Memorial Christian Hospital was established 
by a Christian Missionary at G. Udaygin. 

In August, Subas Chandra Bose visited Orissa and presided 
over the Orissa youth conference. He succeeded in winning 
a section of Congress socialists in favour of his Forward Block 
party. On this occasion, a branch of the Forward Block party 
was formed. 

“Hindu Endowment Act” came into force from 4 November 
in Orissa. The Endowment Commussioner started functioning 
from 22 Decemhber.. 
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Congress Ministry in Orissa resigned on 6 November 
resisting the policy of British Government on the question of 
joining World War-II. 


Stockman (now called Livestock Inspector) training class 
was first started at Cuttack. The pay scale was Rs 20-30 
per month in 1958-39. . 


From November of this year to November 1941, the 
Assembly was kept in animated suspension. During this 
period, two opposition members namely Kinai Samal(North 
Cuttack Sadar General)gnd Gobinda Thataraj(Baliguda 
Kondhmal General) died and in their place. two Congress 
Members namely Santunu Kumar Das and Uma Charan 
Patnaik were elected in bye-elections. So the total strength 
of the Congress became 39 in a house of sixty. Previously 
one member of non-congress group joined the Congress after 
signing the Congress pledge. 

The Governor made a proclamation on 6th November 
assuming powers to himself under Government of India Act, 
1935. He was assisted by Eric. C. Ansorge, 1.C.S. in the 
discharge of his functions. 


Strike by students of Cuttack Medical School was started 
due to mismanagement of the affairs of the school. Students 
from other colleges came and took lead. The Cuttack Jail 
was packed by student prisoners. Subas Chandra Bose, the 
Congress President sent Biswanath Bose, a top student leader 
of Calcutta to talk to the Prime Minister of Orissa. After great 
pressure on Govenment, it withdrew all punishments on 
students. The strike was called off. The students, observed 
Victory Day in the garden of Townhall at Cuttack. 


Rabindranath Tagore stayed at Puri as a Government guest 
for one month. He came after invitation,by the Prime Minister. 
On 28" April Gajapati Ramachandra Dev-IV, Puri awarded 
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1940 


atitle ‘Parama Guru’ to poet Rabindranath Tagore for his 
excellence. On 9th May. his birth day function was celebrated 
at Puri. On this account a book Tagore in Orissa was written 
by Prof. P.Mukharjee collecting the events and published in 
1961. 


Puri Electrical Company was founded at Puri by Er 
Bhubanananda Das. (see 1885) 


InAugust “Orissa Forward Block”, a political party formed 
by Subash Chandra Bose was constituted. A provincial youth 
conference was held at Cuttack and Subash Ch. Bose 
addressed the meeting. He gave a fury lecture. Student 
leaders Bibhudhendra Mi. hra. (jangadhar Mohapatra, 
Surajmall Saha, Balaram Mohanty \ fotilal Tripathy joined 
in Forward Block. 


‘Thakar Bapa Ashram’, a notable philanthropic institution 
was established at Rayagada by “Servants of India 
Society” under the supervision of Padmashri Laxminarayan 
Sahoo. It has done immense good and has a notable career 
in Adivasi upliftment works. 


Ganesh Prasad Bhagat established a primary school at Buxi 
Bazar, Cuttack and named it after his father. He was interested 
to keep alive the Jatra culture of Cuttack. (d.24.9.1954). 


On 26" January, the Swaraj Day, two student leaders of 
Ravenshaw college namely Nilamani Routray and 
Bibhudhendra Mishra hoisted National flag in the college 
campus. On 16 February both the student$ were directed 
to beg apology and a fine of Rs 25 was imposed, failing they 
would not be allowed to sit in the coming B.A. examination. 
All the students joined the strike and it became a major issue 
among the students. Many students were jailed, as the local 
Court convicted them. In appeal, the judge acquitted the 
students. 
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The first Oriya veterinary Asst. Surgeon Babu Anant 
Charan Routray of Khurda retired from Government service 
at the age of 55 years as First Grade Veterinary Inspector. In 
1909 he passed G. B.V.C. diploma from Bengal Veterinary 
college, Calcutta. 


From second January. in the primary schools. existing class | 
(Prathama) was named intant class. From April 1958. the 
infant class was again renamed to class I (Prathama). In the 
feudatory State of Nayagarh prior to 1940, the students were 
reading in primary schools from class -I to class IV. and again 
in minor schoots from class I'V to class VII. This problem 
was solved after renaming primary class-I as infant class. 


Student leaders Nilamani Routray and Bibhudendra Mishra 
were expelled from B.A examination of Ravenshaw college 
on the charge of unfurling the Congress flag on 26th January, 
the independence day (Swaraj day) at Ravenshaw College. 


Revolutionary Manmohan Mishra was sentenced to 18- 
month. R.1. by a first class Magistrate of Puri on the charges 
of delivering anti-Government lectures in a meeting at Puri. 
(see 1918, 2000) 


Gokul Mohan Raychudamani (b. 16.6.1911), a freedom 
fighter was sentenced on different charges differently : 8 
months RI and fine of Rs 50/-, another six months R.[I. and fine 
of Rs 50, also another 6 months R.1 and fine of Rs 30/- which 
were to run concurrently for his anti-Government lectures at 
Hatasahi, Dhauli Muhana and Golabai respectively. He 
was kept in Puri jail as a second class prisoner. 


Prananath Patnaik, a freedom fighter of Khurda was 
sentenced to six months R.I and fine of Rs 30/- , another six 
months R.l. and fine of Rs 30/- for his anti-Government 
lectures at Hatasahi, Bhubaneswar, respectively. He was 
kept in Puri jail as a second class prisoner. 
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In a meeting held by East India Association at London, Sir 
John Hubback, the ex-Governor of Orissa told with pride 
that he has saved the Zamindars of Southern Orissa from 
destruction. {Madras Estate Land (Orissa Amendment) Bill 
being vitoed)}. [East India Association was constituted on Ist 
December. 1866 with the initiation of Dadabhai Naroji (4.9.1825-June 
1917) and by retired English employees. Any well-wisher of India 
could be a member of the Association.} (see 1938) 


A Martyr’s Day was celebrated in Cuttack and Balasore on 
1“ March. 


A provincial unity of the Forward Block was constituted in 
March with Dibakar Patnaik as its “resident. 


On 19* April, Orissa branch of the Muslim League moved 
to assert the solidarity of the Muslim community and observed 
‘Pakistan day’ in obedience to the dictate of the All India 


Muslim League. 

A big Kisan rally was organised in Ganjam district to protest 
against the refusal of Viceroy to agree with “The Madras 
Estate Land Act (Orissa Amendment) Bill”. (see 1938) 


Kalicharan Patnaik founded ‘Orissa Theatre’. (see 1926, 
1936) 


Dasarathi Patnaik, a rich Sarbarakar of Olasing established 
a High School and named it after him. It was the third High 
School in undivided Puri district and the second High 
School in Orissa established by private venture. He was an 
elected member of Puri District Board. 


Class VIII was added to the Ranihat M.E. school, Cuttack. 
Science class was also first started in this school. Science 
was not provided in any other High Schools then. (see 1887) 


Ardhendra Kumar Ganguly, the octogenarian art-critic and 
art-historian of India, first discovered Orissan folk dancing 
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which still seemed to be classical origin at Puri. which he 
described in his famous art-journal The Rupam in this year. 


The Madala Paryi ( the chronicle of Puri Jagannath temple) 
was edited by Prof. Artaballav Mohanty (Prachi Samiti 
edition) .Itis most important though not of authentic source 
of history of the medieval period. 


Janata. the first morning daily was published by Pandit 
Godabarish Mishra. The paper criticised National Congress 
and its activities. 


The last and seventh volume of Oriya lexicon (Purnachcancda 
Bhasakosha) was published. This volume was dedicated in 
favour of Lord Linlithgow, the Viceroy of India. In 1939, the 
Governor General gave permission for this and also Rs 500/- 
for its publication. Again in this year the Governor gave Rs 
250/- and the Governor General gave further Rs 500/- for 
the publication of this volume. 


On 27" July, Satrughna Nath was appointed as Circle 
Inspector of Schools of Soro circle (Balasore) as he stood 
topper in Diploma in Education examination at Training 
College under Patna University. His appointment was made 
by Sachidananda Ray, (son of Mrs Reba Ray and Sadhu 
Charan Ray) School Inspector of Onssa division. (see 1915) 


The Viceroy and Governor General of India issued a new 
statement of policy on 8" August which was popularly known 
as the “August Offer”. 

Some Congress legislators formed a new political group 
known as Orissa Congress Swaraj Dal in October, with 
Pandit Godabarish Mishra as President and Dibakar Patnaik 
as Secretary. This association held the view that the war 
measures of the Government should not be resisted by the 
Congress. 


On 1* December the campaign of individual Satyagraha was 
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started in Orissa. The first batch of Satyagrahis that joined 
the campaign and courted arrest comprised the following:- 
H.K.Mahatab, member, A.I.C.C.; Sarala Devi (M.L.A); 
Bodharam Dubey (M.L.A.); Biswanath Das (M.L.A, ex- 
Prime Minister); Nityananda Kanungo (M.L.A.); Sadasiv 
Tripathy (M.L.A): Mohan Das (M.L.A); Nabakrushna 
Choudhury (M.L.A); Radha Krushna Biswasaray (M.L.A); 
and Lokanath Mishra (M.L.A). 


On 1* December Utkal Pradesh Congress Committee 
accepted the proposal to launch individual law disobedience 
movement. Pranakrushna Padhiary was the convenor 
(Provincial Director). 


In a court order on 3" December, Bhagabati Charan 
Panigrahi, Ananta Patnaik, Goura Chandra Patnaik, 
Baidyanath Rath, Banamali Das were proved guilty and 
sentenced to imprisonment. Bhagabati, Baidyanath and Gour 
Charan were sentenced to 18 months imprisonment, Ananta 
and Banamali to 9 months. This was called conspiracy case 
filed by Government before the Magistrate. 


“Mayurbhanja State Prajamandal” was established on 18" 
December at village Ambajoda under the chairmanship of 
Sarat Chandra Das. 


British Government recognised P.K.Deo as Maharaja and 
ruler of Kalahandi KAROND, whereas in 1947 he signed 
the instrument of accession as the Maharaja and ruler of 
*KAROND or Kalahandi’. From official records of 1877 
Kalahandi was known as KAROND. {from the letter dt.28th 
July 1856 of Lieutenant, C.Elliot Dy commissioner, Nagpore 
it’s known that “this dependency is known only on Nagpore 
side as Kharonde, the Oriya name being Khalahundy”.] 
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During this year the rate of essential commodities was as 
below: [Daily Diary of Gobinda Tripathy (1899- 1962).

Sarbeswar Das, (later a famous English Professor) became 
the topper in Matriculatioin Exam. under the Patna University. 
Also Dr Harihar Mishra a noted Professor of Physics (died 
on 29.5.07 at the age of 85 years) stood second in the 
University in the said Examination. (see 1931) 


After the murder of Bezelgette, Krishna Chandra Narenr’ra 
Manhapatra, Raja of Ranpur was deprived of the Gaddi and 
Bamadev Rath of Dhenkanal remained in-charge of its 
administration. 
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In the financial year of 1940-41. there were 5 Arts and 
Science Colleges in British administered four districts of 
Orissa: namely Balasore. Cuttack, Puri and Sambalpur. 
(Ganjam and Koraput not included). There were total number 
of 1,159 students in them: 1,116 males and 43 females. All 
these colleges were only in the Urban Centres of Orissa. By 
this year these colleges had already produced 109 Arts and 
Science graduates and 56 Law graduates. 


The election manual provided that in Assembly constituency 
for Reserved categories, a scheduled caste candidate whose 
name figured in the voter's list of any reserved constituency 
would contest from any reserved constituency, and a 
candidate belonging to the general category could contest 
from any constituency except Reserved constituencies if his 
name figured tn the voter’s list of a general category 
constituency. Further where there were more than four 
aspirants from Reserved category, a primary election was 
to be held in order to bring down the number of aspirants 


to four.[But this primary election created division among scheduled 
caste voters since sub-caste of schedued castes liked to elect 
candidates from their sub-castes they belong to.] 


Verrier Elwin in the 1940s found the Kondhs similarly nostalgic 
for human sacrifice - meriah even if in 1844 the desire of 
human sacrifice was fundamental for Kondh psychology. 
Many of them said that Dani Penu was stiff often for a human 
sacrifice. One Jani (priest) told : 


Twice Darni Penu said to me in a dream, ““Give me human sacrifice, 
and then as of old your crops will be good, you’ll get your 
jungle back : you may cut only a little, but profit will be great. All 
will be happy. But if you don’t, you'll starve, elephants will eat 
your crop and tigers will eat you and Government will take your 
jungle.” I fasted and gave her rice and said “‘Do what you will. 
but we can’t give a man. It’s government's fault, not ours.” (Notes 
about meriah Tribes’ MisC.X. 161.) 
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In another village Elwin was told how Darni’s sacrificial tools 
lamented the lack of human blood. 


Of oid when they killed humans, Janni had two axes and a knife 
in his house — now when they kill mere buffalo, “the axes and 
knife weep So when they go dancing to another village for 
sacrifice, a man fills a haliow bamboo with blood, runs back to 
the village and throws it over Damni penu, axes and knife “If we 
bring them out except at 3 yearly intervals, half the villagers will 
die” When the time approaches wien they used to get human 
blood. i.e the Magh festival moon, they begin to weep. “when 
will we get our food, our pleasure?” The noise is like ching ching 


ching. But only Janni can hear it 


1941 Subas Chandra Bose dramatically escaped from house arrest 
at Calcutta on 16" January. 


“On 23" January a meeting was held at Nuagaon (Sukinda) 

to oppose war efforts of British Government. Parameswar 
Jena, a freedom fighter was arrested and sentenced to two 
months rigorus imprisonment. He was released from jail on 
3% Apnil. 
On 26" January the office of Special Assistant Agent, 
Baliguda who was appointed as ex-officio Subdivisional 
Officer of Kondhmal subdivision of Ganjam district, was 
transferred to Phulbami. 


M.N.Ray, a famous communist leader came to Cuttack on 
27" January. He justified India’s participation in the World- 
War-II. Pandit Nilakantha Das also supported M.N.Ray’s 
view. 


Sir Witlam Hawthorne Lewis became the Governor of Orissa 
on 31* March. He came to India in 1912 after getting 1.C.S. 
He was Deputy Commissioner of Sambalpur and Revenue 
Secretary of Bihar-Orissa Government. During his tenure, a 
link road was constructed which connected Bhubaneswar to 
Cuttack-Puri Road ( Jagannath Road) at Saradeipur (Uttara 
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Chhak). The link also contained one major bridge over river 
Daya and two minor bridges over Gangua Nalla. The brides 
were constructed in sixties of twentieth century. This link road 
is now called Lewis Road after his name. 


Raghunath Mohanty and Dibakar Parida of Ranpur State 
were hanged on 4" April at Bhagalpur jail on charges of 
murdering Major Bezelgette. Chinta Naik who was also 
pronounced to be hanged was acquitted on appeal. Many 
others were transported for life and given various jail terms. 


On 8* June, “Al Utkal Provincial Peaents Association 
was held at Khurda. It condemned the Government for 
rejection of Madras Estate Land (Amendment) Act as it 
allowed the Zamindars to continue their acts of oppression. 


Acharya Kripalini and Rajendra Prasad came to Orissa on 
22” June and in a meeting in the Cuttack Townhall urged 
Congress workers to make the movement against war 
successful. 


On 22" June, Soviet Union joined the Allies. At this stage. 
students with communist inclination changed their stance 
calling it people’s war and supported the war on that score. 
Its imperialistic sting was forgotten. As a result there emerged 
a split in the SFI and its Utkal wing as well. In Orissa, 
Nilamani Routray and his followers remained steadfast to 
the nationalistic stance of SFI. But the major group 
comprising Bijaya Chandra Das, Ananta Patnaik, Gangadhar 
Rath, Durga Charan Mohanty and their associates supported 
the concept of People’s War. 


On 28" July, litterateur Dr Bhagabat Prasad Lenka was born 
at Baripada. (d. 27.8.2006) 


Pandit Nilakantha Das. Pandit Godabarish Mishra and Raja 
of Khalikote became members of the All India Democratic 
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Union. The Union favoured India’s participation in the World 
War-lIl. 


Nilakantha and Godabarish Mishra bade good bye to 
Congress and with them camé out legislators viz: Nidhi Das, 
Atal Bihari Acharva. Sadhu Charan Das. Biswanatha Behera, 
Pyari Sankara Ray. Dibakar Patnaik and .Jadumani Mangaraj. 
Later. one of the defectors Sadhu Charana Das (North 
Jajpur General) regreted his decision and conscience-striken. 
he resigned from the Assembly. 


On 7" August, Nilakantha Das was expelled from Orissa 
Congress party for anti-party activities . 


Padmashri Laxminarayan Sahu donated 1,684 books to the 
Kanika Library of Ravenshaw College on 13* August. British 
Council also donated 1,016 books in 1961 to the same 
library. ‘ 

“The All Orissa Girl Students Association”, a unique 
organisation of progressive women students was formed for 
the first time. It led several anti- imperialist battles at Cuttack 
and was simultaneously delivering social, cultural and 
educational activities.Nandini Panigrahi (now Satapathy), 
Sabitni Mishra, Nirupama Mohanty (now Dr N.Rath) were 
organising activities all over Orissa. 

A new Association of women was formed under the name of 
‘Orissa Nari Sangha’ replacing ‘Orissa Council of Women’ 
and duly affiliated to ‘National Council of Women’. 


Central Bank of India started functioning for the first time at 
Sambalpur. 


Kunjabihari Das passed M.A. in Oriya being first class 
first. He also secured highest marks among other 
departments of Indian languages of Calcutta University.

AN ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF EVENTS 767 


On 15" September. a meeting of ° Atl Utkal Hindu Mahasava’ 
was held at Cuttack under the presidentship of Dewan 
Bahadur Srikrushna Mohapatra. Manoranjan Choudhury, a 
Hindu Mahasava leader of Bengal explained the national 
character of Hindu Mahasava. The Hindu Mahasava 
criticised the policy of non-violence of Congress and 
advocated assistance to the Government in its war efforts. 


Nabarangapur became a revenue Sub-division under 
Koraput district. 


Baishnab Charan Das was born ir village Masadpur under 
Dharmasala Police Station. He resigned ?roin the government 
job of Police Inspector and joined the freedom movement. 
He was jailed for three months and fined Rs 30/- because he 
gave slogan against Defence of India Act at village Simhapur 
in 1942. 


K.C.Narayan Gajapati, Raja of Parala was sworn in as Prime 
Minister (Department of Law ahd Order) for the 2™ time on 
24® November with Pandit Godabarish Mishra (Finance and 
Education Department) and Abdul Sovan Khan (Health 
Department) as members of his Council. Jadumani Mangaraj 
and Pyari Sankhar Ray were parliamentary secretaries. The 
ministry continued till 30® June 1944. It was the first coalition 
ministry of Orissa. K. C. Gajapati was from Nationalist party. 
His party published a weekly Utkal Hiteisini edited by 
Godabarish Mohapatra. {In seven provinces, the Congress 
‘ministries resigned in 1939, but Orissa was the first province to 
return to the constitutional system. The British authorities boasted 
that Orissa had shown the way to solve the political deadlock in 
India]. 
All the students of Brajendra High School, Nayagarh (first 
batch). who appeared matriculation examination passed. The 
persons who congratuated the students are K.C.Singh, 
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Mandhata ruler of Nayagarh: B.C.Singh (Sandeo Saheb): 
J. Nanda Dewan; M.C.Pradhan. The Principal Tranining 
College Cuttack: Harihra Mishra The District Education 
Officer, South Orissa. Akrura Mohapatra and Narasingh 
Patnaik stood first and second among the students who 
passed the matriculation examination from Nayagarh High 
School. (see 1936.1903) 


Technical Library of Orissa Museum was established. 


Durga Charana Ray (son —in ~law of Sashibhusana Ray), a 
Deputy Collector compiled Radhanath Jibanee a massive 
volume containing the life history and literary activities of 
poet Radhanath Ray. Mahendra Deo, Raja of Pal-Lahara 
financed for the publication of the book (seel 894) 


R.K Ramadhayani, !.C.S was appointed to conduct detailed 
inquiry into the land revenue system of Orissa Feudatory 
States. His report brought to light many exploitable and 
undesirable practices that prevailed in the agrarian life in the 
States. 


Coalition ministry faced the Assembly on 12th February. 
Assembly continued till 31st March. The party strength at 
this time was: Congress 31, Nationalist coalition 26 and 
Independent 2 (one seat vacant). Thus it was obvious that 
even if the independent members supported the ministry, the 
Congress would be eligible to pass a No-confidence motion 
against them. However, before beginning of the Assembly a 
few Congress legislators were arrested under the Defence of 
India Rules. 


A meeting was held under the chairmanship of Biswanath 


- Das at Jharsuguda on 6® May where it was decided to reject 


the Cripps Mission (Sir Stafford) with reason. 


In May, Mira Behn visited Orissa . At Choudwar an 
aerodrome was constructed at that time and the inhabitants 
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of the neighbouring villages were ordered to vacate their 
houses immediately to accommodate 5000 coolies from south. 
As a result of intervention of Mirabehn that order was 
modified and proper compensation was assured by the 
military authorities. 

During Quit /India movement, Parvati Giri. a brave young girl 
of Baragarh (under undivided Sambalpur district) led a 
procession and overpowered the Sub-divisional Officer 
B.Mukherjee (who later became Chief Secretary of Orissa). 
The agitators tied him (S.D.O) with a rope afid a drama was 
played. Parvati sat on the chair of the S.D.O and pronounced 
the judgement of arresting the real S.D.O in amock tnal. Biranchi 
Pradhan and Purmna Giri assisted her in staging the drama and 
the hilarious crowd enjoyed the scene to their hearts? content. 


Due to severity of 1942 Quit India agitation, the Raja of 
Nilgiri was divested of the ruling powers. 


Sunamani Devi, a prominent freedom fighter of Puri district 
was arrested in August and confined in jail till 1944. (see 
1932, 1938) 


During Quit India Movement, the Prajamandal leaders of 
Nayagarh who were arrested on 17" June.under D.L.R were 
Sridhar Das, Banchhanidhi Senapati, Laxman Moharana, 
Sukru Behera, Udayanath Prusty and Bidyadhar Mohanty. 


Kalanidhi Banchhanidhi Satapathy, a famous mono-act-player 
(mono actor) established a cultural organisation ‘Kalamanch’ 
(art theatre) which provides opportunity for art and dance. It 

‘also gives citation to deserving persons. Satpathy hails from 
village Rabara of Nayagarh district. 


Bidyadhar Mishra passed M.A. in Economics from Patna 
University asthe topper. 
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Pramod Avidhan (Dictionary, Oriya to Oriya) containing 
2.961 pages at a cost of Rs 14,000/- was published by 
Chandra Sekhar Mishra of Ambika Press. Cuttack. It was 
compiled by Pramod Chandra Dev and Pandit Damodar 
Mishra‘(b. 14.3.1900) of Talcher. Second edition of 1 
volume was published in 1976 by Cuttack Students Store. 


A few nationalist Muslims like Moulvi Mohammad Hanif 
(1898-1967) of Balasore played an important role during the 
Quit India movement. The members of Muslim League had 
no sympathy for the movement. 


Nilamani Routray who was reading Law in Banares was 
externed by the Divisional Commissioner as he became a 
law and order problem due to 1942 Quit India Movement. 
(See 1920) 


Cuttack Christian Board established ‘Utkal Christian 
College’ with L.A at the starting. In 1944, B.A courses and 
Hons in 1948 were opened. Later the College was renamed 
as ‘Christ College’. 


On 27" July, Publicity Officer, Government of Orissa took 
the help of following organisations for propaganda through 
available channels against Congréss Resolution. They were : 
1. Oriya People’s Association 2. Oriya Mohammedan 
Association 3. All Orissa Bengali Settlers’ Association 4. 
Domiciled Bengali Association 5. Women’s League of 
Services 6. Ganjam Land- holders’ association 7. Orissa 
Mational Association 8. Andhra Mandali 9. Oriya Samaj 10. 
Orissa Mill Owners’ Association. 


On 8" August, the Congress moved the memorable Quit India 
Resolution and immediately after this, people took to direct 
action in various parts of British India. In Koraput district, 
the role of Adivasi people on this Resolution was significant. 
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On 9" August, the Government declared ‘Gandhi Seva 
Sangha’ of Berboi, ‘Gopabandhu Seva Sadan’ of Kadua 
and Primary Congress Committee of Jatni are illegal. 
Krupasindhu was arrested at Delang. Among others who 
were imprisoned during this period include Sunamani Devi, 
Purna Chandra Barik. Basudev Gajendra. Kanduri Charan 
Naik and Raghunath Barik. 


On 11* August the students of Ravenshaw College observed 
strike. According to police 75% of the students abstained 
from the College. 


A general meeting was held at Gouri Sankar Park at Cuttack 
on 13® August. A proposal for non-co-operation with British 
Government was approved. 


On 16*® August, the Sebashrama at Bari (Jajpur) was put to 
fire by the police. Asa result, all belongings were gutted and 
destroyed. 


During Quit India Movement on 21* August at Papadahandi 
(Koraput dist.) police fired at a large procession. AS aresult, 
19 people were killed, 100 injured and 140 were put under 
arrest. - | 


On 21* August, the freedom fighters and the local mob 
agitated before the Mathili police station. G. Rameya, a 
forest guard of Jeypore estate died during the agitation. 
Five people died by police firing. Veer Laxman Naik was 
arrested on the charge of killing G Rameya. V. Ramanathan, 
{.C.S., Additional Sessons Judge, Koraput pronounced his 
judgement on Mathili police st&tion Case No. 58 of 1942, 
on 13" November. Veer Laxman Naik was sentenced to 
capital punishment of death. Other #? people were sentenced 
to transportation for life and also various terms of 
imprisonment. On appeal, Patna High court out of 49 
convicted only allowed appeal of ten convicts on 13.1.1943. 
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On 26" August. Praja Mandal leader Baishnab Charan 
Patnaik captured Madhi subdivision ( old name of 
Kamakshyanagar) with the help of his 19 followers and set 
up a popular administration for a period of 7 days. He was 
bom in Dhertkanal on 29.4.1914. A reward of Rs 12,000 
was declared for him to be brought dead or alive. He was 
M.L.A in 1952-57 and M.P. in 1962-67. 


On 27" August, defying prohibitory orders nearly 10.000 
people surrounded the S.D.O's court at Jajpur to demand 
resignation of Government officers. 


During Quit India Movement there was great agitation at 
Kaipada of Cuttack district. As per orders of Ratnakar 
Sarangi, S.D.O. Jajpur, police force consisting of 27 amed 
men under Laxman Mishra, D.S.P and Gopal Rao Patnaik, 
Sub-Deputy Collector and Magistrate reached the place 
on 25" August to suppress the movement . Qn 26* August 
police resorted to firing. As a result, four agitators (Saunti 
Mallik, Sananda Swain, Mayadhar Bhuyan and Hadibandhu 
Panda) died on the spot and 19 others were injured. 


Pabitra Mohan Pradhan, the leader of Talcher Praja Mandal 
scaled off the Talcher jail on 31* August. 


On 7"* September, Talcher was one of the five places in 
India where the masses were machine-gunned from air. 4 
persons died due to aerial attack, 2 persons died of police 
firing and two died due to torture inside the prison. 

Uchhab Mallik of village Dihabari became a martyr on 16™ 
September while going with a mob to captufe Nimapada 
police-station. The persons who were jailed were Padma 
Charan Samantasinghar, Bhawani Patnaik, Jayakrishan 
Mohanty and Upendra Mohanty. 


On 17"* September, freedom fighter Gobinda Chandra 
Mohanty earmarked an area of 19 sq. miles of unt୪ivided 
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Balasore district consisting of six GPs and twenty six villages 
and called it ‘Swadhina Banchhanidhi Chakla’ defying 
British Government. He became the self styled President. 
Kamalakanta Kar as Prime-minister and other Ministers were 
Pravakar Tripathy, Anirudha Mohanty and Syama Sundar 
Panigrahi.(see 1910) 


On 18" September, in the princely state of Dhenkanal the 
Raja rewarded Rs 300/- to the villagers of Kusia for helping 
in arrest of four associates of Baishnab Patnaik. 


On 22 September, 9 people became martyrs at Luna, while 
holding a meeting in Chandiapasi field. 40 acs. in area. This 
Chandiapasi field is re-name | as Saheed Nagar by 
Nabakrushna Choudhury. 


On 23rd September, freedom fighter Sardar Muralidhar 
Panda (b.13.4.1918) was arrested by police. He was tried 
ina special court and sentenced to sixteen years of Rigorous 
Imprisonment. With him, 27 others were given the punishment 
of imprisonment. 


During Quit India movement, two persons died in police firing 
in September at Nilgini. 

The Communist party observed anti-repression day on 25™ 
September as a demonstration of protest against the 
repressive policy of the Government. 


Three people namely Raghu Behera, Makar Lenka, Kelu 
Sahu were shot dead by police in Tudigadia-Khairadihi of 
Balasore district on 28® September during Quit-India 
agitation. Bidyadhar Rout, a young but principal leader of 
the area was arrested on 30* September. 


29 people became martyrs and 54 persons were wounded 
against the popular version of 35 killed and 107 wounded at 
Eram by police firing on Satyagrahis on 28® September.

ORJSSA : 


This was the most tragic event of the August Revolution 
in Orissa and probably no-where in India so many people 
died in a single police action during the course of the 
movement. 


Kasti Dakua a tribal young man of Kusubida village near 
Nuagan (Nayagarh district) was shot dead by police on 10" 


October and nearly 50 persons were injured. 


Surendranath Dwivedy. the famous leader of underground 
activities was arrested on 11" October from his secret hideout 
at Alisha Bazzar,Cuttack. He and 15 others were involved in 
what is popularly known as Orissa conspiracy case and were 
tried in a special court. He was sent to Berhampur jail. 
Detective stories were circulated about the underground work 
of Surendra Dwivedy which projected him as a great hero 
and in the process ymprinted an anti-colonial impression in 
the mass mind. In the later period, when drama writer Kamal 
Lochan Mohanty wrote two detective books in Oriya namely 
Biplabi Dwivedy and Ferar Dwivedy, they were-sold like 
hot cakes in the market. (see 1991, 1943) 


Prominent leaders of Praja Mandal of Nayagarh like Sridhar 
Das, Banchhanidhi Senapati, Laxman Moharana, Sukru 
Behera, Udaynath Prusty, Narayan Nanda, Baidhar Mantry 
etc were arrested under D.I. Rules. 

Surendranath Dwivedy edited two bulletins namely Congress 
Varta and Satya Sambad. 

Heavy fines were imposed on many villagers in addition to 
firing and inflicting jail term to agitators. In coastal belt (British 
Orissa), a fine of Rs 27,750 was imposed and rigorously 
collected. Of this amount, Rs 12,500/- was imposed on 
Cuttack district, Rs 12,750/- and Rs 2,500/- levied on the 
villagers of Balasore and Puri district respectively. 
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A monastery of Goudiya Mission was established at Remuna. 
The images of Jagannath, Subhadra and Balabhadra are 
worshipped here. ’ 


The 26" session of Utkal Sammilani was held at Puri under 
the presidenthship of Pt Nilakantha Das. 


Artatrana Deva. Raja of Khariar started a High school at 
Khariar. In 1944, when Artatrana Dev got the title of ‘Raja’, 
the school was named after him. The foundation of the 
double storied school building was laid by Hawthorne Lewis, 
the Governor of Orissa in 1944. 


In October and November two cyclones occurred 
consecutively in north Orisa Bh ‘cara, Singla, Jaleswar and 
Baliapal police stations werc b w! y atfected. 35,000 houses 
were destroyed, 50,000 coconut trees uprooted, 80% paddy 
crop destroyed and 12,000 ponds became unfit to use. 


Kanduri Parida and his son Budhi Parida and Jaya Behera 
of Nayagarh district who were in jail custody, were tortured 
to death inside the jail premises. 


Uma Charan Patnaik (1905-61), a Congress candidate 
defeated S.N. Bhanjadeo, the Tikayat of Kanika in a bye- 
election from Baliguda-Phulbani general constituency of Ganjam 
district. Total votes polled by Tikayat were 285, whereas in 
Phulbani proper Uma Charan Patnaik polled 490 votes. 
Biswanath Das, ex-premier of Orissa who was the Election 
Agent of Uma Charan Patnaik was disqualified for six years 
with effect from 28.12.1943 from contesting in any election on 
charges of incorporating poll expenses of Rs 3,000/- as per 
his filed return, which exceeded the highest permissible limit of 
election expenditure of Rs 2000/-. So also Uma Charan 
Patnaik was dis-qualified with effect from 28.12.1943. 


Shyam Chandra Tripathy, D.P.I of Orissa issued orders to 
nationalize text books for class I and II .But this could not 
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be materalized due to beginning of second World War. So 
text books were published by private publisher as usual. 


Rajkishore Ray passed B.Ed. examination from Patna 
University being first class first. He had passed 
Matriculation in 1931 fmm Pun Zilla School. During this time 
the prominent head-master ’ teachers were Chandra Mohan 
Moharana. Bhima Rout, Rahemat Ali, Rai-Saheb Ananda 
Chandra Pati (father of Ramakrushna Pati), Fakir Mishra. 
Jagananth Rath, Harihar Mishra, Harekrushna Mohapatra, 
Pandit Maguni Mishra. (see 1914)

For the first time, Oriya songs were transmitted from Calcutta 
Radio station from January in daily programme. In January 
1944, the duration was enhanced to 15 minutes and some 
discussions were added for transmission. From January 1945, 
the duration was enhanced to 30 minutes and this included 
songs. discussions and mini dramas. (see 1948) 
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The appeal of Laxman Naik was disallowed by Patna High 
Court on 13" January. Veer Laxman Naik became a 
Saheed (Martyr). He was hanged on 29" March in 
Berhampur jail.(see 1899) 


The existing M.E. schoo! at Tangi (undivided Puri district) 
was upgraded to a High School in the month of January. 
After 4 years the school was named as Balaramdev 
Bidyapitha after the name of the local deity. 


Padma Bhusan Verrier Elwin a pioneer-anthropologist went 
to Bonda hitls of Koraput district to study on Bondas. Though 
an Oxian by education, he possessed an inquisitive mind to 
study the primitive tribals. He also went to Gunupur to study 
on Sauras. He appeared as a messiah for them. To prove his 
allegiance, he also married a woman of Gond tribe of Madhy 
Prades and settled in India. He is the first foreigner to get 
Indian citizenship. (d. 1964) 

Two freedom fighters namely Lokanath Senapati and Alekh 
Patra who were in Puri jail, scaled off the jail compound wall 
on 25" January Lokanath was re-arrested on 28” August 
1943. On 25" April, 1946 as per a special order of Hare 
Krushna Mahatab, the Prime Minister of Orissa, Lokanath 
Senapati was released. Alekh Patra was later arrested in Puri 
railway station and was released in February 1946. 


Baga Pujari of Nabarangapur died in Koraput jail on 10" 
February due to severe torture. He was a freedom fighter 
and participated in Quit India movement for which he was 
imprisoned for four months. (b. 1885) 


On 23" March, 14 Satyugrahis were sentenced to rigorous 
imprisonment in Orissa conspiracy case by G.E. Meher, 
Special Judge of Cuttack. Surendra Nath Dwibedy was 
sentenced to 5-year R.l., Biswanath Parida, Ghanshyam 
Patnaik, Bhairab Chandra Mohanty, Nisamani Khuntia, 
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Banka Bihari Das. Nrusingh Ch. Mohanty,Lokanath Mishra, 
Nabaghan Behera. Pyarimohan Das. Goura Charan Das. 
Narayan Prasad Mohanty . Dukhishyam Padhi. Ramakanta 
Das were sentenced to 4-year R,Il. Sachidananda Mishra 
and Jadumani Jena were acquitted. The convicts were 
recommended for facilities of first division (political prisoners). 
Out of 14. who were awarded rigorous imprisonment. 8 
made appeal in the Patna High Court. The Bench acquitted 
Biswanath Parida and reduced jail term of Banka Bihari 
Das to two years. The punishment c¢ other six appellants 
namely Lokanath Mishra, Bhairab Charan Moianty, Narayan 
Prasad Mohanty. Nrusingh Charan Mohanty, Pyarimohan 
Das and Dhukhishyam Padhi remained unaltered. 


In February, in the meeting at Ludhiana under presidentship 
of ‘Pt Nehru, the question of Ranpur was raised. Pandit 
Neheru commented “This was an intervention of the most fragrent 


kind on behalf of the paramount power on the side of tyranny and 
corrupt administration. Everyone knows some of the States in Orissa 


are the worst and most degraded to their kind in India.” 


On 25th March, B.K.Ray, the Advocate General was brought 
to the house (O.L.A) to opine as to whether the vacations of 
seats for absence from the Assembly for 60 days (as per 
Government of India Act, 1935) applied to only voluntary 
absence of a Member or whether it also applied to cases 
where absence was involuntary due to detention in jail or 
under the Defence of India Rules. The A.G. concluded that 
any person who was not present in the Assembly was 
to be reported as absent. Nothing else was required. 


Freedom fighter Jambabati Devi of Sambalpur died of 
heart attack on 17" April. Her husband Bhagirathi Patnaik 
and son Prafulla were in jail at that time. (see 1917) v 


Nilakantha Das resigned from the National War Front 
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protesting against the slogan ` God save the King’. He argued 
that the slogan should be “God save the nation”. 


National Music Association was established at Cuttack. 


Utkal Chhatra Sahitya Sana was established at Cuttack 
by Bichhanda Charan Patnaik 


Viceroy Lord Linlithgow, commenting on 1942 movement 
(Quit India), said that 4942 movement was a student’s 
movement. In that struggle the students had faced bullets 
and become martyrs. 


On 6th May jn the memory of poet Kabisurya Baladev Rath 
Kabisurya Smutirakshya Samiti ( Kabisurya memorial 
association) was constituted at Boirani (Ganjam) by the 
initiation of novelist Ananta Prasad Panda, freedom fighter 
Dibakar Patnaik and Krupasindhu Narendra Deva. Later the 
town Boirani was renamed as Kabisurya Nagar. 


Freedom figher Niranjan Patnaik died of cholera on 5™ 
August. (b. 24.11.1896) (see 1896,1914,1927,1919) 


The Christian Education Board, Cuttack resolved ina general 
body meeting on 24" September, to add two intermediate 
classes in Arts to the existing Mission High School under 
their control. The classes were started from July, 1944. 
Maharaja K.C. Narayan Gajapati, the Prime Minister donated 
a sum of Rs 3,000/- for setting up a library which is named 
Nalini Library to commemorate the name of the late Nalini 
Pattamahadei. his wife. Balabhadra Narayan Bhanjadeo, Raja 
of Keonjhar also generously donated Rs 10,000/- for 
construction of a Hostel. The name of the college was Utkal 
Christian college which was later changed to Christ College. 


Bhagabati Charan Panigrahi the beginner of communist 
programme in Orissa died of cholera on 23” October. After 
his death, for a condolence meeting neither Cuttack 
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Townhall nor Sriramchandra Bhawan could be available. 
So also no prominent people agreed to preside over the 
meeting. (b. 1.2.1907) 


Annapurna theatre was again restored at Cuttack on 1° 
November and its first play was Ramalutar Bhul (Mistake 
of Ramalata). The play was inaugurated by Lady Lewis. 
wife of the Governor of Orissa. (see 1892) 


In accordance with the new Regulations of the Patna 
University. Oriya became the medium of instruction of all High 
Schools of Orissa for the matriculation examination 19453 and 
onwards. 


“The Railway Security Force” was created on 15" 
November to guard mainly the Orissa portion of railways. 


Utkal University was started on 27* November in the 
common room of West Hostel of Ravenshaw college with 
Dr Pranakrushna Parija as the first Vice-Chancellor and 
V.V. John as the Registrar. The Utkal University Bill was 
passed by the Legislative Assembly on 30" June. It received 
assent of Governor Sir Hawthorne Lewis on 2™ August. Sir 
Pratap Chandra Bhanja Deo, Maharaja of Mayurbhanja 
was the first Pro-Chancellor. (this post was abolished since 
1* January 1967). [Since it was very difficult to run a University 
within the Government resources Shyam Chandra Tripathy. D.P.I. 
was advised by the Prime Minister K.C. Gajapati to contact Rajas of 
Dhenkanal, Mayurbhanja, Kalahandi, Sonepur and Bolangir for 
financial assistance. Shyam Chandra Tripathy, D.P.1. who was 
scheduled to go to Europe taking two months leave. cancelled his 
leave at the eleventh hour of departure. He could get written 
commitment by the Rajas.} 


A Regional Centre of Pulses was estaolished at Nayagarh. 
Ravenshaw College secured affiliation to Utkal University. 
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The provincial cattle show society organised its first 
show in the Killamaidan at Cuttack from 7th to 19th 
December. The show which was the first of its kind in Orissa 
was a landmark in the history of Animal Husbandry in the 
province. 


Chintamani Mishra, initially a District Board Member and 
freedom fighter joined in Government service as Assistant 
Publicity Officer on 8" January. On his recommendation 
Government published monthly Utkal Prasanga and Orissa 
Review as its mouth-piece. (see 1906). 


On 17" January, the British Government restricted the powers 
of Raja Sankar Pratap Singh Deo Mahendra Bahadur, the 
ruling chief of Dhenkanal owing to mal-administration. The 
power was restored after the lapse of paramountcy of the 
British Crown. 


The 27th session of Utkal Sammilani was held at 
Berhampur under the presidentship of advocate Bhagabati 
Prasad Das of Medinapur. 


Ananta Charan Sai (b.2.3.1915), a Chhau exponent formed, 
Chhau Nrutya Pratistan at Baripada with co-operation of 
Guru Bhabani Das. 


The first fire service station was established at Puri. 


The fifteenth session of O.LA. during the coalition ministry 
met on first March and continued up to 1st April. It was the 
last and 10th session of O.L.A. constituted in 1937. The 
coalition ministry continued in office only about 3 months after 
the session. On the opening day of the session the House 
adopted a motion of condolence on the death of Kasturba 
Gandhi which had occurred on 22nd February 1944. 


The first Matriculation examination was held under newly- 
created Utkal University. Naresh Chandra Naik passed in 
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first division. Nayak is now adviser of M.N Dastur company 
')r Jitendranath Mohanty who became topper was in last 
batch of matriculates in Patna University in 1943 Heis now 
Professor of Philosophy in USA In this year among women 
candidates Nirmala Dei (now Pana) from Ravenshaw Girls’ 
School became topper 


On 17* March. Ananda Chandra Rout took oath as 
Member of Orissa Legislative Assembly This seat was vacant 
due to resignation of Biswanath Das from Ghumsar General. 


On 1* April the transter of livestock breeding activities from 
the Agricultural department to Veterinary department and the 
establishment of a Provincial Livestock Breeding Farm at 
Angul were sanctioned by the Government. 


‘Annapurna theatre?’ was divided into two groups namely 
Annapurna A and Annapurna B. The Annapurna A group 
staged at Puri and B group at Cuttack. Manager written by 
Rama Chandra Mishra was the first drama played by 
Annapurna B group at Cuttack on 23" May. Annapurna 
theatre is named after Goddess Annapurna of village 
Lambodarapur near Balugan. (see 1936) 


Aluminium Production Company India Ltd incorporated in 
1938 got changed its name to Indian Aluminium Company 
Ltd. It was established at Hirakud. 


Education year started from July. Previously it wos from 
January. So in this year two batches of examinees a} eared 
matriculation examination. In the second batch mathen: itician 
Tribikram Pati appeared matriculation examination and he 
became topper. He was \ ‘~ of Allahabad University 
Tribikram Pati is the son ot provtesso1 Ratnakar Pati and 
grandson of Utkalmamnu Gupatandhu Das 


Balasore College was started with I A. classes. In 1949 it 
was named after Fakir Mohan Senapati. 
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In May. a new party under the name of ‘Orissa Parliamentary 
Party’ was formed with Pandit Godabarish Mishra as 
President and Dibakar Patnaik as Secretary. which resulted 
in political differences among the members of Cabinet headed 
by Krushna Chandra Gaijapati. 

The resignation of K.C. Narayan Gajapati Premier and 
other ministers was accepted on 29th June. [he Assembly 
was kept under suspension till 14" September 1945. During 
the Governor's rule the province was administered by the 
Governor with the help of two advisors i.e S.L. Marwood 
and B.K. Gokhle. 


Sailabala Das requested B.K. Gokhle, 1.C.S, Adviser to the 
Governor Sir William Hawthrone Lewis to record the correct 
History of Ravenshaw Girls’ High School as the past history 
of the School written in the tabulate did not contain the real 
fact. So through the efforts of Mr B.K. Gokhle, the history 
of the school was changed at the suggestion of Sailabala, 
real facts were put in and a marble tabulate was fixed in the 
Library to show that the High School was founded by the 
family of Madhu Babu and that it was a real successful female 
education in Orissa. Since then 4" February of each year is 
observed as the death anniversary of Madhu Babu at the 
School and meeting is held where an essay written by the 
girls is read on the life of Madhu Babu and a gold medal 
presented by Sailabala for which she has endowed a sum of 
Rs 2000. 


M.B.B.S course was started'in Medical college Cuttack with 
12 students on 1* July, by upgrading the existing education 
of L.M.P. Rai-Bahadur Dr Sanatana Pujari was its first 
regular Principal. This is the seventh Medical College in 
India. (see 1951,1886) (see 1946) 
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On 15th July. Sachidananda Ray, Inspector of Schools of 
North Orissa was transfered to Ranveshaw College as Prof. 
of History. He became Principal of Ravenshaw College in 
1945. 


From July. new colleges at Sambalpur and Puri were started. 


Rajendra College, Bolangir was started by R.N.Singh Deo, 
the Maharaja of Bolangir with Intermediate Arts. 


The 28*" session of Utkal Sammilani was held at Berhampur 
under the presidentship of Laxminarayan Sahoo, eminen: 
social worker of Balasore. 


Two. Oriya students namely Bicdhu Bhusan Das and 
Debendranath Mishra passed M.A int \glish and Economics 
respectively from Patna University as the toppers. 


50 British air fighters bombed over village Mayagan near 
Rangoon on 12" February on an Azad Hind Fauj camp. As 
a result, many Oriyas specially from Ganjam died. This day 
was observed as a day of sacrifice of Oriya Freedom 
Fighters in Ajad Hind Fauj. 


Second Provincial Cattle Show, at Cuttack was held from 
23" to 25 February, Mr B.K. Gokhale C.LE.,1.C.S. Adviser 
to the Governor opened the show and on the final day, Sir 
William Hawthorne Lewis, Governor gave away the prizes. 


“Utkal Sahitya Samaj ” under the presidentship of Sarala 
Devi conferred the title of Natya Ratnakar onAswini Kumar 
Ghose on 7" Apnil. 

Poet Ananda Chandra Mishra, a school teachér was 
awarded the title Kavi Bhusan by Krushna Chandra Singh 
Mandhata, Raja of Nayagarh. He has written nearly 20 books 
to his credit. He was born on 3.10.1910 in village Chahali of 
Nayagarh district. Later, he became Magistrate. 
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In May. Dr A.N. Khosla Chairman, Central Waterways, 
Irrigation and Navigation Commission (later Central Water 
and Power Commission) conceived the plan for the unified 
Development of the Mahanadi basin as a first step in the 
overall integrated development of the river basins of Orissa. 
This plan envisaged the construction of threc storage dams 
on the Mahanad;i at Hirakud, Tikarpara and Naraj, for 
securing complete control of the Mahanadi floods and for 
developing power, irrigation, navigation, pisciculture and other 
facilities. 

The first Orissa livestock census was started. 

Dr P.K. Parija joined as Director of Agriculture under 
Government of Orissa. He was the first Oriya to hold the 
post. He was simultaneously holding the posts of Vice 
Chancellor of Utkal University and Director of Agriculture. 
(see 1952). 


Susama Nayak passed M.B.B.S from Patna University being 
second in rank. Among the women candidates, she stood first 
at all- India level and received Wavel Medal (this medal was 
given by Lord Wavel, Governor General of India.). In 1937, 
she had passed Entrance Examination from Patna University in 
1 division. Utkal Sahitya Samaj felicitated the girl and her father 
mentioning ““‘She was the first Brahmin girl in Orissa to pass the 
Entrance Examination’. She happens to be the daughter of Bharat 
Chandra Naik, Deputy Collector. (see 1887) 


Mayurbhanja House located at O.M.P crossing at Cuttack 
was given by Maharaja of Mayurbhanja in exchange of 
Bungalow No.5 of Cantonment Road for use of P.G. students 
of Ravenshaw College as a hostel. The double storied P.G. 
Hostel was later demolished and the premises are owned by 
J.K.B.K. College, Cuttack at present. 


Historian K.C.Panigrahi was given a Sunanda by the Raja 
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of Mayurbhan]ja for a village “‘Pandhoda Shasan”™ 18 miles 
from Baripada. Total land area was 156 Manas and out of 
these, 156 Manas high-yielding agricultural land was 35 
Manas. (see 1909) 


H.K. Mahatab. Nabakrushna Chaudhury and Biju Patnaik 
all met at Cuttack and discussed the feasibility of setting up a 
textile plant. The plant would have an underground room for 
training young men in armed struggle and for storing 
equipments. Accordingly, Mahatab, Nabakrushna Choudhury 
and one Mr Das of Kishore Transport contributed an initial 
amount of one thousand Rupees each and thus staited the 
Orissa Textile Mill at Choudwar where Biju Patnaik 
remained as its Proprietor. 


Monthly magazine Shankha was first published in the month 
of June under the editorship of Dr Mayadhar Mansingh. He 
was Educational Advisor of Eastern States Agency. 
Bhanuganga Trivuban Dev, Raja of Bamanda was the patron 
of the magazine. Since Shankha (conch) was symbol (logo) 
of Bamanda Royal family, the magazine was so named. After 
Mansingth, Jalandhar Dev became its editor. 


Out of total 24 freedom fighters of Sukinda, 23 were released 
from jail They are : Parameswar Jena, Bisnu Charan Jena, Kirtana 
Chandra Jena, Poka Samal, Upendra Mohanty, Raghu Nath Samal, 
Brajakishore Samal and Mohini Mohan Ray from Chakua village, 
Pitamber Mangaraj, Laxmidhar Jena, Dhaneswar Jena, Daitari Jena 
(Balabantaray) Bhagaban Jena, Natabara Jena, Babaji Charan Jena, 
Padmanav Jena, Kunja Bihari Ghadai, Sudarsana Deo and Bhagban 
Moharana from Manatira, Basudev Mohanty, Pallir, Duryodhan Ray, 
Laxmidhara Jena Madhaba Singh. Out of the above 23 freedom 
fighters five prisoners had Deen released in October 1944. They 
were detenues. They are : Durjodhan Ray, Parameswar Jena, Pitamber 
Mangaraj, Vasudev Mohanty and Laxmidhar Jena. 


Cuttack branch of Rotary International was started. 
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The 29" session of Utkal Sammilani was held at Berhampur 
under the presidentship of Advocate Harihar Mishra of 
Jey pore. 


On 14" September, the Governor dissolved the Orissa 
Assembly which had been kept under animated suspension. 
It was the first Legislative Assembly of Orissa that was 
constituted under the Government of India Act, 1935. 


Kalinga Bharati, an organisation for literature and culture 
in general and Bhanja literature in particular, was established 
by Bichhanda Charan Patnaik.(see 1901) 


A special session of Utkal Sammilani was held on 28" 
December at Jeypore under the presidentship of Radhanath 
Rath. 


Ramchandra High School at Khandapada was started by 
Harihar Singh Mardaraj, the Raja of Khandapada. 


Er Artabandhu Jena passed Matriculation as the topper from 
Utkal University. He was the only Engineer to be selected in 
1959 in all India level competition to read in Switzerland getting 
Swiss scholarship. Later, he retired as Chief Engineer of 
Irrigation Department. (d. 5.6.2003) 


An agreement between Orissa Government and Madras 
Government was signed on 14" January to share 
Machhakund -Duduma Project in 30:70 ratio respectively 
. Orissa Assembly approved it on Seventeenth September. 


Mahatma Gandhi, on his tour from Assam to Madras on 20® 
January, got down at Balasore and Cuttack Railway stations 
and addressed public meetings. On the 21" moming, a public 
meeting was also held at Berhampur. 

Maharaja Vikrama Dev Varma donated Rs. 1.3 lakh towards 
construction of a ‘out patient department block for Cuttack 
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Medical College’.The department was called The Jeypore 
Out - patient Department. On 21st February Sir William 
Hawthorne Lewis laid the foundation stone of out patient 
block. (see 1944) 


Sir Hawthorne Lewis, Governor of Orissa laid the 
foundation of Hirakud dam on 15" March. The scheme 
was sanctioned in this year and work also started. (See 1948) 


Freedom fighter Radhanath Rath became editor of The 
Samaj in April and continued till his death except for a brief 
period when he was a Minister. 


Sir Chandulal Madhavlal Trivedi became the Governor of 
Orissa on 1* April. He joined the 1.C.S in 1917. 


A notice asking people to offer Vetis (presentation) to the 
Governor was issued while Governor Chandula! Trivedi was 
touring in Ganjam district. Surendranath Dwibed;i of the 
Congress party issued a statement asking people not to 
present Vetis and also warned the Governor that if he would 
go on touring the districts, his visits might be boycotted by 
the people, since after the formation of a popular Ministry, a 
Governor had almost no role to play. The notice for Veris 
was withdrawn. 


Election to the Orissa Legislative Assembly took place in 
April. Congress won 47 seats including 36 seats uncontested. 
Muslim League- 4 seats, Communist-1 and Independent- 4. 
Four members were nominated by the Governor . The names 
of the M.L.As are :

April with Nabakrushna Choudhury. Pandit Lingara) Mishra, 
Radhakrushna Biswasrav and Nityananda Kanungo as 
Ministers. The portfolios of Ministers were as follows: 


1 H K Mahatab Prime Minister —- Home. Finance, Publicity, 
Plan and planning. 


Nabakrushna Choudury—Land Revenue, Supply and Transport. 


Nityananda Kanungo— Law, Legislattire, Development. 

Radhakrushna Biswasray(1905-84)— P.W.D, Commerce and 
Labour. (Biswasray was a clerk Jeypore agency who resigned 
around this year to take part in civil disobedience movement)

Sarangadhar Das was elected to Orissa Legislative Assembly 
from ‘East Cuttack Sadar General’ (Tirtol-Ersama). On the 
first day of the Assembly, he started giving lectures in Oriya 
which was denied by the Speaker. But he (Das) did not obey 
the Speaker's ruling. From that day, the M.L As who were 
not knowing English started speaking in Oriya. 


A Public Health Division (PHD : water supply) was created 
at Cuttack under Public Work Department. In 1930 it was a 
subdivision only. In the early twentieth century water supply 
was made to the town through bore wells and one P.W.D. 
section was exclusively earmarked for this. P.W.D. which 
was looking into roads, Buildings and Irrigation works and 
water supply was divided into two departments in 1960 i.e. 
Works department and Irrigation department. P.H.D. (water 
supply) continued under works department. Later P.H.D. 
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came under Urban department. P.W.D. the word from British 


‘time. is now not in vogue. It is renamed as Works department. 


On 30' April. a large gathering of ten thousand people 
attended a mecting presided by Malati Choudhury assembled 
at village Raghunath Pur of Cuttack District in order to 
felicitate recently freed political prisoners Surendra Nath 
Dwibedi, Lokanath Mishra, Gourisyama Nayak, Nisamani 
Khuntia. Nrusingh Charana Mahanty. Bhim Charana Das etc. 
(see 1887) 


Priyambada Devi was elected to (Orissa 1 eyislative Assembly 
against Cuttack Town women's constituency. A. Laxmibai 
was elected from Berhampur Town women’s constituency. 


Baji Rout hostel was established at Angul on 11* May on the 
patronage of Nabakrushna Choudhury and Malati 
Choudhury. 


Third Nayagarh Prajamandal Samiti meeting held on 
24" may for 3 days i.e 24, the25 and the 26th at Godipada. 
Sridhar Das (b. 13.03.1918) was Chairman of Reception 
Committee with Sukra Behera and Udayanath Prusty as Vice 
President and Secretary. Gopinath Parida (of village 
Badagorada), Bharat Majhi, Lingaraj Pradhan, Panucharan 
Sahoo, Ladu Kishore Mishra, Bhikari Charan Mohanty, Panu 
Mohapatra, Brahmachari Tripathy, Syamasundar Sahoo etc. 
were members of reception committee. The campus area 
was called Nehru Nagar. From Congress party, Malati 
Choudhury, President of Utkal Pradesh Congress Committee 
Surendranath Dwibedi Secretary of Utkal Congress. 
Banamali Patnaik, Ravi Ghose, Biswanath Pandit and 
National Poet Banchhanidhi Mohanty joined the session. All 
leaders of Prajamandals of other Gadjats also attended the 
meeting. Mahes Chandra Subahu Singh of Dhenkanal was 
its President. Smt. Malati Choudhury, President of Utkal

ORISSA : 


Pradesh Congress Committee inaugurated the conference. 
Arrangement was made for 50.000 people. The people 
participated in the conference whole-heartedly. It was 
attended bv top congress leaders like H.K.Mahatab. Sridhar 
Das. the leader of the Praja Mandal was in charge of overall 
management of the conference. In the conference it was 
proposed to merge all the 26 Gadjats into Orissa proper. 
Previously in an indoor conference under the presidenship of 
Jawarharlal Nehru, it had been proposed to merge all the 
feudatory States ( nearly 620) into British India. (see 1947. 
1876) 


On 10" May H.K. Mahatab the Prime Minister of Orissa 
sent a circular letter to all the rulers of Orissa States to discuss 
directly with them to alley the misapprehensions on merger 
of States in the minds of the rulers. In reply, Maharaja of 
Kalahandi suggested for carving out a self-sufficient economic 
unit to take up amalgamation of detached Oriya tracts in 
Medinapur district, Singbhum, Vizag, Raipur and Bilaspur. 
Ruler of Badamba’s theory was that the British districts which 
formed the province of Orissa were at one time States under 
Rajas. Therefore these areas should be given back to 
descedants of late Rajas and then a Confederation of States 
be formed. 


Lalmohan Patnaik took oath as Speaker of Orissa Legislative 


Assembly on 29" May and A. Laxmi Bai took oath as 
Deputy Speaker on the same day. 


Central Rice Research Institute at Cuttack was 
established by Government of India. Its administrative control 
was later transferred to Indian Council of Agriculture and 
Research in 1966. 

Laxminarayan Sahu, a nominated member of O,L.A brought 
a Resolution in the House on 6" June, suggesting appointment 
of a committee to enquire in to the justifiability of Lathi 
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charges in Sambalpur in connection with anti-dam agitation. 
When that Resolution was discussed in the House. the Premier 
gave a detailed account of the demands of the agitators of 
Sambalpur. They (agitators) wanted that the Hirakud project 
should be straight away abandoned. They also desired that 
the Orissa Government should write to the Constituent 
Assembly recommending separation of Sambalpur from 
Orissa. They further wanted that pending separation of 
Sambalpur trom Orissa, there should be a zonal Ministry tor 
Sambalpur. The Government rejected such demands without 
hesitation. 


Rama Devi started “‘Kasturba Women's Training Centre” 
on 1* July in Ramachandrapur near Bani. This training centre 
was under the Kasturba Trust. 


The rulers of Tributary Mahals of Eastern States met at 
Calcutta on 16" July and decided to form a Federal Union 
of Orissan States and Chhatisgarh States. It started 
functioning from 1* August 1947. 


Following members were elected from Orissa to the 
Constituent Assembly on 17*® July: 


1. H.K. Mahatab. 2. Bodharam Dube 3. Rajkrushna Bose 4. Santanu 
Kumar Das 5. Biswanath Das 6. Bhubanananda Das 7. Nanda Kishore 
Das 8. Malati Choudhury 9. Laxmi Narayan Sahoo. From the 
State of Mayurbhanja one member was elected to the Constituent 
Assembly. The first historic session of the Constituent Assembly 
was held on 9” December and continued upto 23“ December. 


On 12” August, Pratap Kesari Deo Maharaja of Kalahandi 
inaugurated the “Kalahand;i State Legislative Assembly” 
organized on democratic line. A state prize of Rs 1,000/- 
was being given to the best Oriya writer of the year and many 
prominent Oriya authors won prizes which helped the growth 
of Oriya literature. 
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On 13" August. a magazine called Hirukud Sumachar was 
started. 


On 16" August, the Muslims of Orissa celebrated direct action 
day. They characterised the Congress as a Hindu organisation 
and blamed the British for their support of the Congross. 


“Orissa Textile Mills” was originated as an industrial 
organisation. 


Naba Jeebun Manda/ was founded for the service to tribal 
(Adivas7) people and Maa Rama Devi was one of its office 
bearers. 


Gopal Chhotray, a famous playwright wrote Pheria which 
was his first drama. In 1941 he wrote Sahadharmini, an 
one-act -play. Parakalam a drama written by him in 1954 
narrates a political story and it is the best of its kind. 


Kalinga Historical Research Society was constituted on 
the patronage of R.N. Singh Deo, Maharaja of Patana and 
Pratap Kesari Deo, Maharaja of Kalahandi. Its first journal 
was published on 3" September. 


On 9th September in the Assembly the Premier said “We 
have accepted the basic scheme of education which is popularly 
known as ‘Sergent Scheme’. It is almost the same as the popularly 
known as ‘Wardha Scheme’ of education.....” Pandit Lingaraj 
Mishra Minister of Education clarified that in Wardha Scheme 
resources would be met from the produce of boys while 
learning the crafts; wheréas Sergent Scheme of basic 
education considers this irrelevant. Accordingly a Board of 
Basic Education was constituted and two training schools 
were proposed to be opened at Angul and Russelkonda 
(Bhanjanagar). 

‘Civil Aviation Training Centre’ was established by the 
initiation of Biju Patnaik. 
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Orissa Removal and Civil Disabilities Bill was introduced in 
the O.L.A on 30" September. It was adopted on the same 
day and was effected on 2" October after the assent of the 
Governor. 


H.K. Mahatab, the Prime Minister moved a motion in the 
Assembly on 30" September : “The capital of the province 
be located at Bhubaneswar am steps taken to construct 
the buildings as soon as possible”. 


H.K. Mahatab, the Prime Minister met the rulers of princely 
States of Orissa on 16" October at Sambalpur and 
emphasized on single administration for States and Orissa 
province. But his request was not accepted. On the other 
hand, the president of All- India State People’s conference 
wrote a letter disapproving all his moves for integration of 
Orissa, while it supported the formation of the Eastern States 
Union. 


An organisation Krushak Dal was established at Patana of 
Bolangir district with Kapileswar Nanda as its President . To 
avoid oppression by the Raja, name Prajamandal was 
avoided. When Sarangadhar Das came to Patana, slogans 
like “Mohammud Ghori Sarangadhar ", “Katki Penchua 
Sarangadhar go back” were hurled at him by the supporters 
of the ruler. 


Prof. Artaballav Mohanty received Rai-Bahadur title from 
Bnitish Government. (see 1926) 

‘State Pigeon Service’ was set up at Koraput in Police 
department to carry letters with a Belgian breed called 
Homer. It was first introduce! in Orissa province. Presently 
also it is working in this State. 

Birakishore Ray became the Judge of Pa:r:a High Court. He 


was the first Advocate General to Covernment of Orissa. 
(see 1948) 
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Narayan High School. Sarankul, Nayagarh district was 
established upgrading the existing M.E. school (which was 
then called Narayan Secondary School established in 1936). 
Jt is named after Raja Narayan Singh Mandhata (1897- 
1918), the father of the ruler Krushna Chandra Singh 
Mandhata. 


In a Hindu-Muslim riot at Bhadrak. two people died in police 
firing and many were injured. Prime Minister H.K. Mahatab 
instituted a judicial inquary by an English judge. Orissa 
Pradesh Congress President Malati Choudhury and Secretary 
Surendranath Dwibedi blamed Government and issued a 
press statement. 


At the end of his mission, Sir Stafford Cripps who had several 
private meetings with H.K.Mahatab and Biju Patnaik 
recommended to Lord Wavel, the Governor General that 
Mahatab might be included in the new Indian Ministry headed 
by Jawaharlal Nehru. In fact, Mahatab’s name was announced 
over the radio, but as Nehru strongly resented his inclusion in 
the first Indian cabinet, his name was dropped. 


The Women’s College was separated from Ravenshaw Girls’ 
school with the opening of degree classes. The college was 
held in morning hours in the school. A lady Principal was 
appointed for the college and for the first time another 
Headmistress was appointed for the school. The college was 
named as Government Women’s College. In 1948, the 
college produced its -first batch of graduates. Later in 
1952, it was re-named as Sailabala Women’s College. 


On 31* October people in Orissa observed Noakhali Day. 
This ‘Day’ was observed as a mark of protest against the 
communal disturbances in different parts of the country. 


On 30* November Ranpur Prajamandal Conference was 
held at Chandpur under the presidentship of Radhanath Rath, 
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Chairman of Athagarh Prajamandal. The conference was 
inuwiguarated by Madan Mohan Pradhan, Secretary of Orissa 
Praja Mandal Sammilani. It was a big conference. The 
important leade#s, who attended from outside were Braja 
Kishore Patnaik of Athagarh, Haramohan Patnaik of 
Dhenkanal. Bipin Bihari Patnaik of Tigiria, communist leader 
Sarat Patnaik and Bariamali Patnaik of Congress party. 


The 30" session of Utkal Sammilani was held at Puri under 
the presidentship of Jagannath Rajmani, Raja of Manjusa. 


In the election for Congress President, Malati Choudhury 
defeated Biswanath Das, a candidate of ruling group. She 
appointed Surendra Dwibedy as Secretary of the Congress 
party. During this time the relationship between the official 
and non-official groups in the Congress was not harmonious. 


The Darabar administration of Nayagarh State promulgated 
Legislative Assembly Act. The Electoral Constituencies were 
So arranged that only four persons would be elected from 
public and nine members would be supporters of ruling chief. 
But Nayagarh Prajamandal did not agree to this Act. 


H.K.Mahatab, the Prime Minster of Orissa brought a motion 
inthe House on 5“ November that the proposed Mahanadi 
Valley project be taken into consideration. 


On 18" December the Darbar Day (Annual sports dav of 
the Ravenshaw College), the Union Jack was hoisted. U1. or 
the leadership of Manmohan Mishra, Basant Mishra and 
Janaki Ballav Patnaik the Union Jack was pulled off anc 
National flag was hoisted ints place. When action was taken 
against the student-leadérs. the st'dents protested and 
launched a strike. After the stnike, the Corx.ess Ministry in 
Orissa decided against hoisting the Union Jack on the 
Campus. 
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On 25" December Praja Sanmmitani (peoples’ conference) 
was held at Rajnagar (Kanika) in a gathering of 15 thousand 
people under the presidenship of Biswanath Das. In the 
conference “Praja Mangal Samiti” formed by the Raja 
was denounced. 


Satyanarayan Rajguru was appointed as a Researcher by 
the Rajas of Patana and Kalahandi in the Kalinga Eaitihasik 
Samiti (Kalinga Historical Society) at Bolangjr. (see 1903) 


In February Prime Minister H.K. Mahatab sent resignation 
to the P.C.C. President. At that time there was no cordial 
relation between the Pradesh Congress Executive and 
Organisation. In the party level it was discussed for six hours. 
H.K. Mahatab was requested to withdraw the resignation 
and Malati Choudhury was advised to resign from P.C.C. 
Presidentship. In her place Nanda Kishore Das was made 
President. 


Orissa Temple Entry Authorisation and Indemnity Bill was 


.introduced in O.L.A on 14" February. It was adopted on 


the same day and assented by the Governor on 9* July. 


A meeting of Federation of Primary Teachers of Orissa was 
held at Ganjam town. The aim of the conference was to 
request Goverment to equalise the status, pay of teachers at 
all Orissa level. Since Ganjam district was under the Madras 
Presidency previously, its system of management was 
different from that of other districts, which were in Bihar- 
Orissa. One of the Ganjam systems (aided schools) was 
Management system. It means any person can construct 
school buildings, appoint teachers and pay them wages getting 
grants from Government. Nearly he keeps 50 % of the grant 
and pays the remaining 50% towards pay of teachers and 
school contingency. 


In February anti-Hirakud Dam agitation was carried on at a 
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high pitch. This was made an issue of separation of Sambalpur 
from Orissa. The movement for amalgamation of Sambalpur 
with the Eastern States and forming the Koshal Province was 
launched only as a counterblast to the move tor amalgamation 
of the States with the province of Orissa. All possible steps 
were taken by the Government of Orissa to combat the 
separatist agitation. 


Election to Nayagarh State Assembly was held from April 
18" to 25". Sridhar Das and Banchhanidhi Senapati were 
elected uncontested. In six seats Prajamandal candidates 
were elected. Murari Tripathy and Lingaraj Mishra 
(Kajajaipalli) were nominated by the Raja. Murari Tripathy 
become the Speaker. Sridhai !)as!; became Leader and 
Banchhanidhi Deputy Leader of the house. 


The first session of Orissa and Central Province Regional 
Council of the All India State People’s Conference was 
held at Cuttack on 1* March and 15 affiliated organisations 
like Prajamandals of different feudatory States attended. The 
meeting resolved to proclaim India as an Independent and 
Sovereign Republic and urged upon the rulers of Eastern 
States Agency to abandon the scheme of separate States 
Union. To give effect to the above resolutions and to conduct 
necessary agitation in this regard a working committee was 
constituted with Sarangadhar Das as President, Kapileswar 
Prasad Nanda (Patana) and Kishori Mohan Tripathi (Raigarh) 
as Vice-Presidents; Madan Mohan Pradhan, Talcher as 
General Secretary; Prasanna Kumar Das (Mayurbhanja) and 
Gobardhanram Varma (Chhuikhadan) as Jdint Secretaries 
and Kailash Chandra Mohanti (Nilgiri), Radhanath Rath 
(Athagarh), Sarat Chandra Das (Mayurbhanja), Dibakar 
Bohidar (Patana), Marand Pradhan (Boudh), Bhagaban 
Behera (Athamallick) and four others from Central Province 
States as members. 
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From 2” April to 4" April (3 days). a Prajamandal meeting 
was held at Nehru Nagar (village Bagachhera, Sonepur) with 
Sarangadhar Das as President. Utkal P.C.C. President Malati 
Choudhury and Secretary Surendra Nath Dwibedy attended 
the Conference making it glorius. Other important persons 
who attended are: Biswanath Pandit, Rabi Das. Biren Sarkar. 
Ramachandra Puri, Mitrabhanu Panigrahi from Sambalpur. 
The meeting was held with pomp and ceremony causing 
happiness and satistaction of the people. 


Entertainment tax was imposed on cinemas and theatres with 
effect from 1* May. 


The Orissa Smoking Bill was introduced in O#L.A on 31* 
March and adopted on the same day. It got the Governor’s 
assent on 31* May. 


R.N. Singh Deo, ruler of Patana, wrote to Viceroy of India 
on 30" June “It is not unknown to His Excellency that for the last 
so many years the attitude of Govt. of Orissa is not friendly to the 
rulers of the princely States. The Prime Minister of Orissa has given 
a proposal to annex princely States into the province of Orissa and 
Utkal Pradesh Congress Committee also submitted a memorandum 
by distorting history. The way the leaders of Orissa are issuing 
statements and the local newspapers are opining, the rulers have 
reasons to doubt and be angry.” ' 


Post graduate class in Oriya Department was opened in 


Ravenshaw college with Prof. Artaballav Mohanty as its first 
Professor. 


Oriya Research Department was opened in Viswavarati 
University in July. Prahallad Pradhan (Later H.O.D. of 
Sanskrit, Utkal University) became its organiser. Dr Kunja 
Bihari Das joined in the post on 4*® January 1958. 

4* Annual Conference of Nayagarh Prajamandal was held 
at Itamati on 1* June with Sridhar Das, the leader of Nayagarh 
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State Assembly on chair. Arrangements were made for 
gathering of one lakh people. All Prajamandal leaders of other 
Gadjats attended the meeting. 


Prajatantra Prachara Samiti was constituted on 4" July. 


The State Government took over the management of the 
Paralakhemundi College on 11" July and in the same year 
the college was shifted from its old building to the Morinision 
Extension, (named after Cameran Morinision, the tutor of 
Maharaja Krushna Chandra Gajapati) the present abode of 
the college. (see 1896, 1916) 


Biju Patnaik made a daring flight to Indonesia on 22™ July 
and rescused Vice-president Li Mohammad Hatta, and the 
Indonesia Prime Minister Sultan Sjahnrir from the encircling 
Dutch army and flew them in his Dakota aircraft to India for 
secret consultation with the Indian leaders. This air-craft 
later was destroyed by an attack by Dutch when the Dakota 
was used for carrying medicines. Four whites and 5 
Indonesians were killed due to this attack. 


Balakrushna Kar published Matrubhumi (two times ina 
week) from Cuttack in July. It became a daily in 1951. 


Sarat Chandra Bindhani, a boy scout of Baripada High school 
was selected to participate in the World Jamboree of boys 
scout held in France in this year. 

News paper Prajatantra was revived as a daily on 8" 
August as 9th August publication. It was published in 
Dasarathi Press, Cuttack. 

The Regional Council of Orissa and Chhatisgarh condemned 
the formation of Eastern States Union on 10" August and 
issued an ultimatum urging the princes for merger by April 
1947. 


India got its independence on 15" August. On the event of 
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Independence, H.K. Mahatab paid tributes to his guide. Guru 
and Guardian-angel. moving a resolution in the Orissa 
Legislativie Assembly : “The Assembly expresses its heart-felt 
joy at the advent of Independence and ushering in of the real 
provincial autonomy on the 15 of August 1947 and records its 
deep gratitude to the great National Leader Mahatma Gandhi and 
Pandit Gopabandhu Dash, who was the father of Nationalism in 
Orissa, and to all those workers who have perished in the struggle 


for freedom in the course of the last quarter of a century....” 


Dr K.N. Katju joined as Governor of Orissa on 15" August. 
He, “as the first constitutional Governor of a self- 
governing Orissa” addressed the House on 27" August ina 
special session of the Orissa Assembly. 


On 15" August, the Eastern States Union of 39 States of 
Orissa and Chhatisgarh came into existence with 
headquarters at Raipur as per discussions and resolutions of 
rulers who met at Puri from 9"® May to 14" May. 
Mayurbhanja, Bastar and some small States did not join the 
Union. Raja of Kora was the Chairman of the Union. It also 
had a Chief Secretary. The joint police organisation was 
headed by an Englishman and the police forces contained a 
large number of Pathans and Punjabi Muslims. 

On 15th August, the Raja of Kanika Estate hoisted a tri- 
colour national flag and a red flag on his Cautchery building. 
A declaration signed by Tikayat (Sailandra Narayan Bhanja 
Deo) to constitute an independent Kanika State was sent 
to all branch offices of Kanika estate. [news in Prajatantra 
dated 25.08.1947] 

The first special session of Orissa Legislative Assembly 
met at Ravenshaw College hall at Cuttack on 27" August on 
the eve of India’s independance. 50 members were present 
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with Speaker Lalmohan Patnaik on the chair. The second 
special session was held on 14" August 1972 celebrating 
the Silt er Jubilee of India’s independence. The third special 
session was held on 9" August 1987 to pay homage 16 the 
martyrs of the freedom struggle. The three-day long fourth 
special session of Orissa Legislative Assembly was held on 
15" August 1997 to commemorate the Golden Jubilee of 
Indian indepencence 

After Governor’s address on 27" August, Prime Minster 
moved a Resolution in the Assembly regarding the merger of 
Gadijat States. | 

Krushna Chandra Singh Mandhata, the Raja of Nayagarh 
handed over administration of his State to a ministry headed 
by Brundaban Singh on 10" September. The other two 
ministers were Banchhanidhi Senapati and Sridhar Das. 
Laxman Moharana continued as President of Prajamandal 
till the accession of the State into Orissa. He (Laxmana 
Maharana) has written two books Kasti Dakua, Adimatara 
Amar Santan. (see 1942) 

On 26" September in the rulers’ meeting at Bhawanipatna 
it was resolved that the ‘States Department’ should have no 
right to interfere with the judicial and criminal administration 
of the B & C class States numbering 17 as they were already 
under a common High Court. It was also further decided to 
reinforce the joint police force of the States by the Gurkhas 
and Pakistanis. 

Civics was newly introduced in class VI and VII Dr Snrama 
Chandra Das wrote Nagar Bijnan for these two classes. 

* Ayodhya Pandit Sava’ awarded Vedant Alankar title to 
Pandit Ganeswar Rath for his competence in Vedanta and 
Mimansa. 
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R.S. Swan. 1.C.S was the last British officer to leave Orissa. 
He was Deputy Commissioner in Sambalpur. 


Raja of Puri gave authority on 5* October to Kalicharan 
Patnaik. an eminent scholar in Odissi Sungee/! for the 
privileged service to the deity such as Chamar Seva, 
Sitarvadan Seva (ritual services) before Lord Jagannath. 
The Raja also allowed him Vaishnabagni (fire from temple 
kitchen) after his death. (See 1926) 


On 6" October, a popular Government was constituted in 
the State of Athagarh with Biswanath Rath as Prime- minister, 
Gobinda Mishra was Revune Minister and Raghunath Rout 
as minister, development. 


A special conference of Utkal Sammilani was held at 
Mahendragiri under the presidentship of Raghunath Ray of 
Jaripada. 


Dr Trinath Rath passed M.Sc (Physics) from Allahabad 
University as the topper. He later became V.C. of Berhampur 
University (1977) and Manipur University (1979). 


The 31* session of Utkal Sammilani was held at Berhampur 
under the presidentship of Biswanath Das. 


Biju Patnaik, in his Srinagar expedition landed at Srinagar 
airport with the first platoon of air force on 27" October. 


The State Krushak Sangh held a conference at Bolangir on 
29" and 30" October which was attended by 10,000 people. 
The conference rejected partial offer of a responsible 
Government by the Maharaja of Patana and refused to 
recognise the Eastern States Union. 


In early November, a free provisional Government of Nilagiri 
State called as Azada Nilgiri was formed at Balasore with 
Kailash Chandra Mohanty as President and Sarangadhar Das 
as Advisor. The ruler, thereafter, made a declaration to form

a ministry on the basis of election. There was, however, a 
complete breakdown of administration and outbreak of 
lawlessness in Nilgiri State. 


A tiny tributary State Nilagin was taken over by Government 
of Orissa on 14" November due to major disturbances in 
the State. It was treated as an occupied territory of 
Government of Orissa till 1“ January 1948. In the history of 
India, Nilgiri (1.947) is the first and Hyderabad is the last 
State (1948) to be merged into the Indian Union. The first 
Naval ship of India after independence, is named Nilgiri 
after this tiny State which was first annexed to the Indian 
Union. 

On 18® November 1947, Nabakrushna Choudhury, 
Revenue Minister of Orissa, while addressing a large public 
meeting at Cuttack said: “They should see the writing on the 
wall. The only course open before us is that of retaining our freedom 
and developing strength to establish real sovereignty of the people. 
The principle applied to Nilgiri may have to be pursued in case of all 
other States, if they went the same way.” 


Prajatantra Press started functioning from 14* November at 
Cuttack. The land for the press was donated by Motilal 
Pandit. 


In the early December, Pratap Chandra Bhanja Deo, Raja 
of Mayurbhanja handed over his State’s administration to 
Prajamandal headed by Sarat Chandra Das(d.1.05.1950) 
as Premier. A Praja Parisada or Vidhan Sava was 
constituted with 51 members being nominated, 31 workers 
from Praja Mandala and 20 from Praja Mangala (an 
organization made by the Raja before independence to create 
obstacles to the Prajamandala). His other two ministers were 
Bidyadhar Mohapatra and Maheswar Nayak. 
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Sardar Vallav Bhai Patel came to Cuttack on 13" December. 
For the entire length of 20 miles from Bhubaneswar 
airport to Cuttack there was huge demonstration 
demanding merger of the States. Ie ina meeting on 14 ' 
December at Cuttack, commented: ‘if the rulers were thieves 
then the Prajamandal leaders who wanted to take over States are by 
no means less than Dacoits’ 


25 States (except Mayurbhanja) signed the Instrument of 
Merger in the morning of 15" December after detailed 
deliberations by Sardar Ballav Bhai Patel, the Union Home 
Minister and V.P.Menon, the union Home Secretary. 
R.N.Singh Deo became the first ruler who signed the 
instrument of merger. Neither the representatives of the 
people nor the Prajamandal ministries were included in the 
merger conference. The decision of the merger was negotiated 
between the Government of Orissa and the ruling chiefs and 
in the scheme of things it was not perhaps considered 
expedient to consult the Prajamandal. It was a dramatic climax 
that the Gadjats, who had maintained their separate identity 
throughout the British rule, could not withstand the popular 
pressure for four months only in independent India. The 
agitation launched by Prajamandala in the feudatory States 
thus came to an end with the merger of the States with the 
province. 
On 23" December. Indian Government delegated powers 
to Government of Orissa to administer the ex-States (Gadijats) 
,as individual district of the province. Historian Durga Das 
highlights the role of H.K. Mahatab in his own words : 


“Narrating the story of the first merger, Patel told me that the 
idea had originated with Harekrushna Mahatab, who formed in 
1938 the State Prajamandal, an organization of the people living 
in the States of Orissa. This Orissa Congress leader proposed 
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that the small states be merged with the provinces under British 
administration and the States’ People’s Conference appointed a 
Committee with Mahatab as its Chairman to study thé proposal 
in elation to Orissa The Committee recommended that the States 
be brought under the provincial government as reforms in them, 
while they maintained that their separateness would have no 
value Mahatab took up this matter with Cripps when he came to 
India in 1942 The Politica! Department agreed that this was the 
only feasible solution of the problem, but did nothing about it 
When India became independent the British departed leaving 
the States as they were Mahatab convinced Gandhi: and Pate! 
of the soundness of his scheme and suggested to Patel in 
November 1947 that he should set the process in motion in

On 24" December the Raja of Nayagarh dissolved his three- 
member ministry. The situation became tense and so the 
student leader Akrur Mohapatra and Raghunath Mohapatra, 
(both from village Kridaspur of Nayagarh State) advised the 
ruler about the situation. The Raja called back the order. On 
31.12.1947 Prajamandal leaders resigned and the State 
merged in Orissa proper with effect from 1* January 1948. 
The names of the Prajamandal workers are as under:

Vehement protests were raised by the Vyabasta Parishad 
of Mayurbhanja State against a Resolution of Orissa 
Assembly suggesting Mayurbhanja’s merger with Orissa 
proper. 

All Orissa Gadajat Students conference was held on 13" 
October at Nayagarh with Munsi Saheb Khan as Chairman 


of Reception Committee. The student leaders Narasingh 
Patnaik, Akrur Mohapatra, Raghunath Mohapatra were trying 
to make the conference successful. For the first time, 
Nayagarh Chhatra Sammilani was formed in the conference 
pendal with Narasingh Patnaik as convenor. Sridhar Das the

Minister of Education of Nayagarh State inaugurated the 
Sammilani. 


Dr Guru Bachan Singh. B.A.M.R.C.V.S.. (London) became 
Veterinary Director of Orissa from this year to 1959 He 
was a hard practical worker with drive and zeal. So the 
subordinate staff used to try hard to keep pace with him. As 
a result the profession and the department became popular 
in the State. In recognition of his meritorious work, the Orissa 
University of Agriculturé and Technology, Bhubaneswar, 
honoured him with the degree of ‘Doctor of Science’ during 
1985. He is still remembered in Orissa by tne Cattle Lovers, 
Veterinarians and others. (d.24.2.1986) 


Indian History Congress was held at Cuttack in the month of 
December for the first time. 


The first college of Koraput District i.e ‘Vikram Deo 
College’ was established at Jeypore, with Intermediate 
courses. 


Minister of Revenue told in the Orissa Legislative Assembly: 
“Revenue of Rs 20 lakh is collected by the Zamindar of Jeypore 
Estates, but only Rs 20,000 comes to Government treasury”. 


Merger of 25 States with Orissa Province became effective 
by 1* January. These States are Bamara, Dhenkanal, 
Kalahandi, Nayagarh, Patana, Bonai, Gangapur, Keonjhar, 
Nilagin, Athagarh, Baramba, Daspalla, Hindol, Khandapara, 
Narasinghpur, ,Ranpur, Tigiria, Pal-Lahara, Talcher, 
Athamallik, Boud. Rairakhol, Sonepur, Sareikala and 
Kharasuan. A suit was filed in the Orissa High court against 
the merger and Chief Justice Birakishore Ray gave the verdict 
that the merger pact of 15" December was legal.[Pratap 
Chandra Bhanaja, Raja of Mayurbhanja did not sign the Instrument 
of Merger since he had constituted an assembly and handed over 
powers of administration to its Ministry. Top Congress leader 
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Rajendra Prasad congratulated the Raja for such activities. Dr 
Mahatab was annoyed on this When the aim of Congress was the 
merger of States in the Indian Union. the praise of Dr Rajendra Prasad 
of a Raja who was avoiding merger, was unwarranted. Congress 


Executive Committee blamed Dr Prasad and he asked for apology.} 


- On 1# January the district of Boud-Kondhmal was 


constituted with the ex-State of Boud and the Kondhmal 
sub-division. Subsequently on 1* April 1949, the Baliguda 
sub-division of Ganjam agency consisting of the taluks of 
G.Udaygiri and Baliguda was transferred to this district. In 
the same year, 51 villages of Dahia police outpost, an enclave 
in Boud area of Sonepur sub division of Bolangir district 
were added to the jurisdiction of Boud sub-division. 


Senior officers were appointed as Administrators of ex-States 
on 1* January. Nilamani Senapati, 1.C.S was made Chief 
Administrator and Special Commissioner to administer the 
25 ex-States (Gadjats). 


The Raja of Boud sent a telegram on 1* January that his 
Kondh subjects are not willing to come under the Government 
of Orissa. 

Dhenkanal district came into being from 1* January consisting 
ex-State areas of Dhenkanal, Hindol, Talcher, Athamallik, 
Pal-Lahara and Rairakhol. Later, on 26* January 1949, 
Rairkhol was transferred to Sambalpur district. Initially the 
district had nine subdivisions, but subsequently seven 
subdivisions namely Dhenkanal, Kamakhyanagar (Madhu). 
Talcher, Pal-Lahara, Hindol, Athamallik, Angul remained. 
Dhenkanal district has maximum number of sub-divisions. 


On 1* January, Sundargarh district was formed with two ex- 
States namely Gangpur and Bonai. The ex-State of 
Gangpur was divided into two subdivisions that is Sundargarh 
and Panposh, while Bonai was retained as the third sub- 
division.

Bamara was amalgamated to Sambalpur district on 1* 
January being divided into two sub-divisions namely 
Kuchinda and Deogarh. 


On 7th January. in the sixth session of the Assembly. H.K. 
Mahatab, the Premier moved a Resolution admiring the 
high patriotism of rulers of feudatory States for their political 
wisdom for merger of their States into a bigger Orissa. But 
Baidyanath Rath, the lone Communist Member proposed an 
amendment to delete the words ‘high patriotism from 
the motion. Despite requests from Sarangdhar Das, who was 
a bitter, critic of old system, he did not withdraw the 
amendment. Finally, it was put to vote and lost.(see 1911) 


Cuttack Centre of All India Radio was set up and was headed 
by P.V, Krishnamurty, a dynamic man from South India who 
acted as a promoter and catalyst to musicians, writer and 
dancers from all over Orissa. 


Cuttack “All India Radio”(re-named as Akas Vani in 1982) 
was founded on 28" January at Madhupur Kothi, Cuttack 
with its transmitter at Barabati Fort. Nasta Nida by Dr 
Mayadhar Mansingh is the first Oriya drama which was 
presented during the inaugural ceremony. Prior to this only 
half an hour Oriya programme was broad-cast from Calcutta 
station since 1939. 


Manoranjan Das became the first Oriya news reader to 
read the first Oriya news from the Delhi Radio Station on 
28" January, the commissioning day of Cuttack Radio 
Station. 

As per notification of Home IJzspartment dated 6. February. 
an Assembly for Orissa States called ‘Orissa State 
Assembly’ was constituted with 36 members. These 
included 31 members from 25 princely States (except 
Mayurbhanja) and 5 ex-officio members: the Prime Minster 
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of Orissa. three Members of executive council constituted 
under the same order to aid and advise the Governor in the 
administration of the princely States. the Chief Administrator 
and Special Commissioner. Prior to this. after the merger of 
States with Orissa, each State had an advisory committee. 
(see 1949) 


Harijans, under the leadership of Mohan Naik, made 
“Temple Entry Satyagrah” and entered into Puri Jagannath 
temple on 12" February. On this dav. the funeral ashes of 
Gandhiji were immersed in the sea (Mahodadhi) at Pun. 


Second Battalion of Orissa military police was established 
on 1“ March. This rendered valuable service in village 
“Rantalei” under Angul district where people died in 
thousands on account of cholera in 1953. (see 1953) 


Eastern Times, an English Daily was published on 1* April 
by Prajatantra Prachar Samiti. | 


The Orissa Legislative Assembly in a Resolution passed in 
April moved the Central Government to take steps for the 
integration of Mayurbhanja a so as to enable the people of 
the State to participate in the democratic structure of the 
Orissa province. But the reaction of the Government of Sarat 
Chandra Das, Prime Minister of the State was an indication 
of their disapproval. The Vyavastha Parishad passed a 
Resolution stating “< 
“The Constituent Assembly declares its firm and solemn resolve 
to proclaim the State of Mayurbhanja as an autonomous unit 
within the Indian union and to draw up for her future Governance 
a constitution for the establishment of full responsible 
Government under the aegis of the Ruler”. 


Collection of ground rent (Khajana) by Sarbarakars in Puri 
district was abolished from 1* April. Subsequently the 
Sarbarkari system prevailing in the ex-State areas of Puri 
district was also abolished vide notification dt. 1.3.1965. 
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Jawaharlal Nehru, the Prime Minister of India laid foundation 
stone of Hirakud Dam on 12" Apnil. (see 1946) 


Foundation stone was laid by Pt Jawaharlal Nehru, the first 
Prime Minister of India on 13" April. for construction of 
New Capital of Orissa province at Bhubaneswar. The plan 
for the capital was prepared by Dr Otto H.Koenigs Berger. 
a Town Planning Engnieer of Mysore. First the town was 
planned for 12 sqr. miles with six units : Unit —I (Bapuji 
Nagar), Unit-II (Ashok Nagar), Unit —III (Kharavel Nagar) 
Unit —I'V (Bhouffia Nagar), Unit-V (Kesari Nagar), Unit-VI 
(Ganga Nagar). At that time, Bhubaneswar town was 
constituted with 28 revenue villages. These are: East 
Badagada, West Badagada, Bhubaneswar, Kapileswar. 
Haripur Patana, Laxmisagar, Laxmisagar Patana, Bhimapur, 
Siripur, Rampur, Bohmikhal, Govindra Prasad, Kalaraput, 
Sundarpada, Kapil Prasad, Pokhariput, Berana, Nayapalli, 
Baramunda, Fandara, Gadakana, Jagmara, Jharapada, 

Charabatia, Nuagan, Goda Gopmath Prasad, Chandra 
Sekharpur and Damana. 


The first Bill in Mayurbhanja State Assembly was passed 
abolishing Sardar tradition without paying any compensation. 
A new political party Bhanjavansi was formed in 
Mayurbhanja State. 


Acharya Harihar Das visited village Panimora of Baragarh 
District. Previously he had come many times to this village. 
The people named their village Acharyapur. During 
independence movement at a time 32 people came forward 
from this village with National flags. Out of these 32 fighters 
28 are already dead now. Sixt percent ot the villagers are 
educated. The Tabulate in the vi]: ‘ge library contains 32 names 
of the fighters. 


On 1* May, Government issued an ordc: on Basic Education. 
The Basic svetem nf Fdnratinn wend gradnallv replace the 
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existing primary and secondary education. subject to 
availability of trained hands and finance of the province 
permits.

The ex-States of Sareikala and Kharasuan were merged with 
Bihar province on 18" May. Nilamani Routray, ex-chief 
Minister writes on merger of Saraikella and Kharasuan in 
Bihar, vehemently denying Mahatab’s hand in losing the two 
States to Bihar. He narrates : “As the mudslinging and vilification 
among Orissa leaders reached a new high in the name of love for 
Oriyanisation, some pointed their fingers at Mahatab saying that he 
was out to please Congress leaders at higher circles vis-a-vis a 
heavyweight like Rajendra Prasad who hailed from Bihar, only to 
secure some alluring post. But we denounced this in every meeting 
as the very idea was quite preposterous. On the contrary, eminent 
personalities like Jadumani Mangaraj, Raj Ballav Mishra, Sundarmani 
Patel, Madhusudan Mohanty and Surendra Mohanty, who had 
earlier contacts with the Rajas, systematically poured out venom 
against us in public meetings. I firmly believe that Congress leaders 
in Orissa never had the least desire to surrender Seraikela and 
Kharsuan to Bihar. We all had the solemn dream to integrate the two 
Garhjat States with Orissa, but history alone will admit that the 
reactionary activities of the Rajas, their lust for lost suzerainty and 


their attempts to remain in power even by mercilessly bifurcating 
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the Province were factors responsible for Orissa losing Seraikela 


and Kharsuan forever.” 


Govervment of Orissa issued a circular notifying titles 
appropriate to the Rajas. The rulers of Mayrubhanja, 
Kalahandi, Patana and Sonepur were to be re-addressed as 
His Highness the Maharaja. Rulers of Hindol and 
Narasinghpur were designated as Raj Bahadur and all other 
remaining rulers to be addressed as Raja. 


Dr Sriram Chandra Das was selected for I.A.S being at the 
top of the list in the first batch by a Special Recruiting 
Commission. But no appointment order came to him. 


Cuttack Training College was renamed as Radhanath Training 
College. (see 1869) 


Mad Asaf Ali was swom in as Governor of Orissa on 21* 
June: He continued till 7® June 1952. 


Orissa High Court was established on 26" July being 
inaugurated by Sir Harilal Kania, Chief Justice of Supreme 
Court. Justice Birakishore Ray was its first Chief Justice. 
Other three judges were Bachu Jagannath Das, Lingaraj 
Panigrahi and R.L. Narasingham. Justice Birakishore Ray 
continued as such till 30® October 1951. 


The first college at Baripada was established and named 
after the late Maharaja Purna Chandra Bhanja Deo. 
Government took over the management of the college on 1* 
January 1949. 


Home Department became the administrative department of 
Orissa Assembly. Prior to this, Law department was the 
administrative department. From 26” September 1958, the 
Assembly was entitled to have its separate Secretariat. 


The State Government entered the field of State transport 
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service with the merger of ex-feudatory States. Some of the 
transport services operated by the States, came to be 
managed departmentally. The State transport service was 
started with a fleet of 43 vehicles operating in the district of 
Bolangir. Sambalpur. Sundargarh, Dhenkanal, Keonjhar, 
Balasore, Koraput and part of Cuttack district. 


Mayurbhanja Prajamandal was re-named as Mayurbhanja 
State Congress Committee. 


Govemment of Orissa expressed deep concern vide letter 
dated 13" August about withdrawal and commitment of 
rulers for antedating of the withdrawal, grants, disposal of 
State properties, bogus bills, irregular leases and licenses. 


Mayurbhanja State Congress Committee was merged with 
Utkal Pradesh Congress Committee on 16" September as 
per the direction of A.I.C.C. I 


On 7* October V.V. Gadgil, Minister of Communication, 
Government of India laid foundation stone for a bridge over 
the river Kathajodi (3830 ft. long) near Cuttack at a cost 
of Rs. 40 lakh. Its location was 800 ft. downstream of the 
existing railway bridge . At the same time, foundation stone 
for the bridge over the river Kuakhai (lengh 1850ft and cost 
Rs 23) lakh near Bhubaneswar was laid. These two bridges 
were the first concrete bridges constructed in India. These 
were constructed by Hifidustan Construction Company. 


Praja Parisad was formed as an Opposition party in Orissa 
on 7* October, which was later re-christened as Ganatantra 
Parisad in 1950 .(See 1950) 


The ruler of Mayurbhanja signed the Instrument of Merger 
on 17"® October. The State was taken over by Government 
of India in November. On }* January 1949, it was merged 
with Orissa province and made a district. The integration of 
Mayurbhanja unfortunately led to much bloodshed. The tribal 
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people led by Sonaram Soren and Rama Chandra Majhi 
started an armed rebellion against the merger. They declared 
Bamanghaty Sub-division independent with Rairangpur as 
the headquarters. The road leading to Rairangpur from 
Baripada town on the ghats was blocked obstructing the 
movement of troops. Thousands of Adivasis rushed into 
Baripada town and organized meetings and demonstrations. 
Government took stern measures against the rebellion, which 
could be brought to control after a long time. After the 
suppression of the rebellion the law and order situation could 
be restored to normalcy. 


A big spur was constructed in the left bank of river Kathajodi 
near Khannagar, Cuttack which h--iped the widening of 
river Surua. (Right side of the isle of Bayalish Mauja) 


On 7*® November, foundation of bridge over river Mahanadi 
connecting Hirakud to Burla, was laid by V.V Gadgil Union 
Minister of Communication (See 1951) 


Chintamani Acharya became V.C. of Utkal University and 
continued till 1951. 


The age-old systems of animal sacrifice (Balipratha) in 
Sarala temple of Kanakpur, Jhankad (Cuttack district) was 
stopped at the initiation of Nishamani Khuntia, a freedom 
fighter. A special offering (Bhog) worth Rs 140/- was offered 
to the deity in place of Bali Bhoga. The temple was also 
opened to Harijans by his efforts. 


S 
Sarangadhar Das, a Congress member (elected on Congress 
ticket) resigned from the membership of Orissa 
Legislative Assembly as he joined in the newly-formed 
Socialist Party, making a healthy tradition. 
Odissa Itihas (History of Orissa) by H.K.Mahatab was first 
publisHed. Its writing had been started in 1942. 


District headquarters Hospital of Phulbani was established. 
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Swami Bichitrananda Das was appointed as the Advocate 
General to the Government of Orissa. 


Fakir Mohan Sahitya Parisad, a celebrated literary 
association was founded to review the literary works of Fakir 
Mohan in particular and of Oriya literature in general. Dr 
Kunja Bihari Dash was its founder-president. 


The 32™ session of Utkal Sammilani was held at Cuttack 
under the presidentship of Nilakantha Das. 


The ex-State of Kalahandi together with the ex-States of 
Patana and Sonepur formed the district of Kalahandi with 
headquarters at Bolangir. 


Dr P.K.Parija became Pro-Chancellor of Banares Hindu 
University and continued upto 1951. 


Orissa Cement Ltd was established at Rajgangpur in 
December. A sum of Rs 50 lakh was advanced to the Orissa 
Cement Company to facilitate early completion and to enable 
the factory to go into production before the end of 1951. In 
return, the cement company agreed to supply cement to the 
Hirakud dam project at a concessional rate. 


Famous Dhanuyatra of Baragarh in Sambalpur district was 
started. It is clatmed to be the biggest open air opera of 
the world stretching over an area of 20 sq. k.m. 


The law books of Madhu Babu were donated by 
Sudhansubala Hazra to the Orissa High Court Law Library 
which is called Madhusudan Law Library. In the library 
hall, the photos of Madhu Babu and Sudhansubala are hung. 


A voluntary organization named Utkal Navajiban Mandal 
was formed under the care of Sarangadhar Das, Gopabandhu 
Choudhury and Malati Choudhury. In 1958 the head office 
of Utkal Navajiban Mandal was transferred to Angul Baji 
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1949 


Rout Chhatrabasha from Koraput. In the campus of the 
hostel, thgre were a lady hostel, Matru Mungal Kendra. 
Adult Education Centre, Khadi Bhawan etc maintained for 
the upliftment of Tribal, Harijan and other economically 
backward people. 


Orissa Textile Mills at Choudwar started production. 


Dr Satyabadi Hazary (b. 14.10.1921) stood as the best 
Graduate in the first batch of MBBS students who passed 
out from Utkal University. Later he became an eminent 
Professor of Anatomy. He hails from village Kesharpur of 
Nayagarh district. 


Nayagarh Central Co-operative Bank with headquarters at 
Nayagarh was established on 30*® March. 


Daily English News paper Eastern Times was published from 
Prajatanra Prachara Samiti with Bhairab Mohanty as its 
first editor. In November 1966 it was stopped. 


Government gave Rupees One lakh to Barabati Olympic 
Committee to construct a stadium on 20 acs of land at 
Cuttack. 


‘Gopabandhu Ayurveda Mahavidyalaya’ was established at 
Puri in May. 

An experiment was carried on by the Dr Brundaban Samal 
at Bhanjanagar farm to find out proper age for castration to 
obtain quality meat. Male kids were castrated at the age of 6 
months, 9 months and 1 year respectively. They were all 
slaughtered at the age of 18 months. It was observed that 
castration at the age of 6 months yielded soft quality 
meat, castration at the age of 9 months yielded less soft meat, 
and castration at the age of 1 year, yielded tough meat with 
gouty smell, having no fat but more meat, so it was advised 
to castrate males at early age for quality meat. [Judas goat: It 
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is used in meat packing plants, to lead sheep to the slaughter house. 
without a leader of their own, the sheep blindly follows the goat } 


Jhankara, a monthly Oriya magazine was published trom 
Cuttack by Prajatantra Prachar Samiti. 


Orissa Cricket Association was formed for the first time in 
Orissa. In this year it played Ranji Trophy match against Bihar 
at Jamshedpur with Udhab Patnaik as Captain. 


On 18th April, All India Library Conference was held at 
Nayagarh under the chairmanship of Dr H.K.Mahatab, Prime 
Minister of Orissa. 


A new section in the Government of India Act was introduced 
to enable the Governor General to finally amalgamate the States 
(Gadjats) with the province . At last, the law was amended on 
1# August 1949 and the Govemor General issued the necessary 
notification. The merger of the States with the province 
was technically regularised. 


The State Merger (Govemor’s Province) 1949, was published 
in extraordinary Gazette of Orissa on 4" August given effect 
from 1* August. The number of seats of Orissa Legislative 
Assembly increased to 91. 24 ex-States were allocated 31 
seats which were nominated. These nominations were made 
through Prime Minister’s consultation with S.N.Bhanja Deo, 
the leader of the Opposition. Thus from 1* January 1948 to 
August 1949. two Assemblies were functioning, viz; the 


, Provincial Assembly and the Assembly of Orissa States.

The final merger of the Orissa teudatory States, in 1949 marked 
the close of the second phase of the Oriya Movement. But 
there remained still some Oriya-speaking pockets inside the 
neighbouring provinces. They were, Danton, Narayangarh, 
Contai, Mohanpur, Kesiari, Jhargram, Gopiballabhapur and 
Nayagram in the district of Medinapur in Bengal; Singhbhum, 
Saraikella and Kharaswan in Bihar; Phuljhar, Bindra- 
Nawagarh, Chandrapur and Deobhang in the Central 
Province; (i) Ichhapore including 60 villages of Udyankhand, 
Budarsingh, Jalantar, Manjusa, Tarla, Tekkali and those 
portions of the Zamindaris of Chikiti and Parlakhemundi 
Estate, (11) Sujankota Mutha, Madgole, Padwa, Arku and 
Parvatipur, Salur and Palkonda Agencies of the ex- 
Vizagapatam Agency, and (iti) Viravali and Srungavarapukota 
Agency areas in the then Madras Presidency. 

Orissa Vijnana Prachara Samiti was established on 7" 
August by Prof. Dr Gokulananda Mohapatra. Dr Sadasiv 
Mishra wasits first President . It publishes a popular science 
magazine “Bijnanaloka”. 

Two postage stamps bearing art of Konark Horse and 
Lingaraj temple were issued on 15* August, costing 6 Paisa 
and four Annas, respectively. 

The 33" session of Utkal Samnfilani was held at Goutami of 
Ganjam district under the presidentship of Nilakantha Das. 


For the first time in New Capital at Bhubaneswar, the 
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session of Orissa Legislative Assembly was held on 
10" October for three days in an improvised Assembly 
hall that was actually a cement godown, after which it shifted 
to Cuttack. * 


Bhubaneswar became Capital of Orissa on 10" October 
being shifted from Cuttack. 


On 26" October, Rairakhol became a subdivision of 
Sambalpur district. Previously on 1* January 1948, it was 
tagged to Dhenkanal district. The merger of two princely 
States Bamara and Rairkhol in Sambalpur district was 
accompanied by transfer of Nuapara Subdivision to the newly- 
created district of Kalahandi. 


On 1* November, Patana and Sonepur, the ex-State areas 
were separated from Kalahandi to form the district of 
Bolangir- Patana (later named Bolangir) and the ex-State of 
Kalahandi with the Nawapara subdivision (Nawapara 
subdivision formed a part of Sambalpur district since 
1.4.1936) was reconstituted as a separate district 
(Kalahandi) with headquarters at Bhawanipatna. ( see 1936) 


‘The Central Inland Fisheries Research Substation’ was 
established at Cuttack. 


Adult (social) education scheme started operation. 


Utkal University took over the law college which was 
originally a part of Ravenshaw college and named after Madhu 
Babu. 


The existing designation of Prime Minister of the province 
was changed to Chief Minister on 15* November. 


The first football commentary was broad-cast from All 
India Radio, Cuttack and Bijan Patra was the Commentator. 


Orissa Cricket Association was formed. 
The Bhubaneswar Club was started by C.M. Bennet, Chief 
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Engineer. Public Works Department first in the house of 


* Jhun Jhunwala near rajlway station. 


1950 


The district of Mayurbhanja was formed co-terminus with 
the ex-State of Mayurbhanja. 


On 2™ December, C. Rajagopal Achary, Govemor Genera! 
visited the temple of Jagannath, Puri. He was much pleased 
to see the library of Mukti Mandap Sabha. 


Social reformer Bairagi Charan Mishra founded 
Biswakalyana Samiti. The objectives of the Samiti were to 
establish correct meaning of Bhagavat Gita, removing wrong 
interpretation and superstition. In 1954, he published a 
quarterly journal Biswakalyana (see 1885, 1930). 


Oriya literature was taught for the first time at College level 
as a compulsory subject. 


The words ‘Animal Husbandry’ were added to the 
designation of Director Veterinary Services and District 
Veterinary officers. 


The first veterinary dispensaries in Orissa were opened 
at Angul and at Phulbani by the Britishers for treatment of 
transport and Cavalry animals (elephants and horses). 


Orissa Estate Abolition Bill was introduced in Orissa 
Legislative Assembly on 17" January and was passed on 
28" September. (see 1952) 


India became a Republic on 26" January. 


The territorial map of Orissa was re-drawn on 26" January 
with 13 districts in place of 6 districts. 


Praja Parisad, a political party was re-named Ganatantra 
Parisad and made a full-fledged State-based political 
organisation. The name of Ganatantra Parisad was coined 
like this: The name Gaunatantra was taken out from Kalahandi 
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unit of Ganatantra Sangh and Parisad from Koshala-Utkal 
Praja Parisad of Sambalpur. (see 1948) 

A stadium at Barabati, Cuttack was completed on 13" March 
and named so. Orissa Olympic Association did this job getting 
Government funds and organising raffle (famous Barabati 
raffle). The founder members of the associations are : - 
Harekrushna Mahatab, Nilamani Senapati, Bama Charana Das, Sailen 
Roy, Subodha Biswas, Bhairab Mohanty, Mohamad Bari, S.N. Bhanja 
Deo, J.F. Hyde, Biswanath Das (Puri), Nandanandan Mohapatra, 
Srikanta Ghoshe, Nrusingh Rath, Gyanaranjan Patnaik, Braja Sundar 
Das, Surendra Mohan Patnaik, Biju Patnaik, V. Ramanathan, [.C.S. 
On 27th March, famous Pallakar Biswanath Patajoshi (b. 
22.12.1908) was given a title Gayak Samrat by Janab Md 
Asaf Ali, Governor of Orissa. 


The second annual All India Sarvodaya Samaj was held at 
Angul. 

Department of ‘Palm Leaf Manuscripts’ was created 
under State Museum on 1* April and Kedarnath Mohapatra, 
the famous archaeologist took charge of the section. 


B.C.G. Vaccination scheme was introduced in Orissa from 
Apnl. 

Andhra University awarded Honorary Doctorate degree to 
Dr H.K. Mahatab. (see 1958) 

Dr H.K.Mahatab, the Chief Minister of Orissa resigned on 
12" May. 

Oriya Cinema Saptasajya was released first in Pravat 
cinema hall, Cuttack. 

Nabakrushna Choudhury became the Chief Minister of 
Orissa on 12® May with Nityananda Kanungo, Ranjit Singh 
Bariha, Lingaraj Mishra, Rajkrushna Bose , Sadasiv Tripathy 
and Pabitra Mohan Pradhan as Ministers. In the month of 
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November. Kapileswar Prasad Nanda joined the Council of 
Ministers. The Ministry lasted till 20® February 1952. 

Dr H.K.Mahatab joined in the Central Cabinet as Union 
Minister of Commerce and Industry on 13* May. He 
continued till 15® May 1952. 


The Rastrabhasa Prachara Sava was established at 
Bhubaneswar with a view to propagate Hindi language. 
‘Lewis Memorial Scholarship Fund’ was created by 
Maharaja of Jeypore in the memory of Sir Hawthorne 
Lewis with a sum of Rs 16,000/- . The undergraduate 
students of Khalikote college, Berhampur who are poor and 
deserving were eligible to get it. 


Achutananda Purohit (b. 14.06.1893) of village Sankarma 
(a village lying about 4 miles to the North of Sambalpur town) 
was sent as a delegate to represent India at International 
Congress of Comparative Law held at London, where he 
earned high fame as Deputy Vice-President of the 
International Academy and also as President of Droit Oriental. 


Government made an Act for N.A.Cs and Municipalities. 
Accordingly their elections were held. 


‘Roopasri Theatre’ was founded at Cuttack near the old 
university campus, that is close to the railway station. Kartika 
Kumar Ghose and Surendra Kumar Das were its founders. 


Nabakalebar festival of Lord Jagannanth of Puri was 
celebrated on 16" July. On this occasion, Government of 
Orissa published a booklet called ‘Nabakalebara Gitika’ 
containing 22 devotional poems on Lord Jagannanth and 
the number corresponds to the 22 steps at the entrance of 
Sri Jagannath temple. Its cost was one anna. (1/16 thof a 
rupee, presently 6 paisa) 


“ 


The combined Rail-road Bridge across the river Mahanadi 
was completed on the 15" August. The bridge comprises of 
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25 spans of 100 feet each, the highest pier being nearly 65 
feet above the foundation rock. The road-way is of reinforced 
concrete used on the work including the piers and the decking 
is 12,00,00 cft. and the total quantity of steel used is 1521 

tons. In order to speed up the work, a novel method of 
shuttering of pre-east cement concrete blocks which were 
allowed to remain in position in the structure itself was 
adopted. Concreting could go on even during the monsoon 
period as the centering was built on Callendar Hamilton spans 
fixed above the normal flood level. The centering was laid 
for all the 25 spans and the concrete transported by several 
devices, 1.e., by manual labour, by tramway, by cranes and 
by pulleys and winches. The bridge was formally opened to 
traffic by N.V. Gadgil, Minister for Works, Mines and Power, 
Government of India on the 27* October 1950. (ii) Rail- 
road Bridge across the Power Channel — The Railway and 
the National Highway, after leaving the Mahanadi Bridge have 
to cross the Power Channel were a similar combined rail- 
road bridge with two spans of 150 feet each of bowstring 
girder design is under construction. To provide for navigation, 
vertical clearance of 25 feet above the full supply level in the 
Power Channel and horizontal clearance of 150 feet have 
been allowed. The railway portion provides for two lines of 
traffic because if, on a future date a second line is required, it 
can be put up without closir * the power channel for foundation 
work. 


Hatibadi Kusthasram, a leprosy home was established on 
4" December. The existing “Janani ” leprosy home was 
closed due to submergence caused by Hirakud dam. 
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Sri Jagannath, the third Oriya film was produced by Kanti 
Kumar of Madras. This film was produced by Rupa Bharati 
Ltd, the first Public Limited company in India in cinema 
field. The real producer was Surendranath Das. 


, Second All India “Sarvodaya Conference” was held at 
Angul. For this, Rupees one lakh twenty thousand was 
contributed by people. 


Orissa province was changed to Orissa State when the 
Constitution of independent Inéia came into force. All the 
provinces in India are now called ‘States’. 


Md Asaf Ali, Governor of Orissa did not like the idea of 
constructing capital of Orissa at Bhubaneswar since it was a 
temple city. He wanted to retain the capital at Cuttack, as it 
was capital during Moghul regime. The construction of capital 
was not included in the first five-year plan. He proposed to 
give the buildings which were already built, to the military 
cantonment. But Dr H.K. Mahatab intervened in the matter 
and after he became the Chief Minister,of Orissa for the 
second time in 1956, included the capital construction in the 
second five-year plan. During this time, all major buildings 
such as Raj Bhawan, Assembly, Secretariat, Museum 
building, Kala Mandap, B.J.B College, Capital High school 
and Staff Quarters were built at Bhubaneswar. 


Nandakrishna Das stood first and received Gold medal in 
decathlon of XIII Indian Olympic held at Bombay in all India 
level. From Orissa he was the first person to receive the 
above medal. 


Orissa Road Transport Company was started on 1* January 
as a three-member joint stock company. Its headquarters 
was at Berhampur. State Government contributed Rs 23.35 
lakh, Central Government (Railways) Rs 6 lakh and public 
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gave Rs 65,000/-. The company’s activities were confined 
to the districts of Puri, Ganjam, Phulbani and a part of Cuttack 


In the first part of this yeaf® Tribal and Village Welfare 
Department was shifted to Bhubaneswar from Cuttack. 


‘Oriya Post Graduate Department’ was opened at 
Viswabharati at the initiation of Dr Kunjabihani Das and he 
also became its Head of the Department. 


The portion of N.H from Palasuni to Pitapali Chhawk passing 
in front of Vani Vihar and village Baramunda was constructed. 


Oriya film Saptasajya was released. Its writer was Ananta 
Patnaik. In 1953, another Oriya film Amari Gaon Jhua was 
also released whose writer was Monarajan Das. 


Sonepur Municipality was constituted. 


Mahendranath Bhuyan, an eminent Engineer of Orissa visited 
Colombo under the Colombo Plan as a Member of Highway 
Mission. (see 1903) 


Vikram Dev Varma, Raja of Jeypore died on 14" April. 
(b.28.6.1869) 


Social worker Chittaranjan Das (b.3.10.1923) started a Post- 
Basic School at village Champatimunda eight miles west of 
Angul, to which admission was open to those students who 
completed 8 years of schooling in various Basic Schools viz. 
Baji Rout Chhatrabas, Ramachandrapur (Bari), Tudigedia. 
Raja Sunakhela, and Bhanjanagar. The School was cated 
‘Jeeban Vidyalay? and he worked here till 1958. (see 1998) 


V.P. Menon, former Home ¢ ~ sretarv to Government of India 
became the Governor of Oriss? uw! 6* \ {ay fora brief period 
up to 18" July 1951. 


Student leader Baikuntha Nath Bisw al was bom at village 
Nahiadia, Pattamundai. He is one of the founding members 
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of the committee of an Orissan regional political party ‘Orissa 
Vikas Parisad’. He was founder-editor of Lokachar and 
Naba Pravat. (d.28.5.1998) 


Election was held for the first Assembly after independence 
(1952 to 1957) starting from 25" October to 21* February 
1952. 


Pandit Godabanish Mishra started writing his autobiography. 
But he could write half only, that brought him Central Sahitya 
Academy award posthumously. 


Sk. Gulzar was the farffous Oriya runner to stand fourth in 
the 10,000 meter run in the Delhi Asiad. 


Sk. Abdul Majid an Oriya footballer played in the Delhi 
Asiad. (see 2000) 


Pandit Nilkantha Das formed Independent People’s Party. 
He was elected to Orissa Assembly in 1952 with three 
colleagues who elected him as their leader. 


Jawaharlal Nehru, P.M. of India reached Jharsuguda on 13" 
December on a visit to Orissa. 


Orissa Medical College, Cuttack was re-named as Sriram 
Chandra Bhanja Medical College. 


Maulabi Sk. Mansura first translated Quran into Oriya and 
the Utkal University published it. 


Puri Sanskrit College was re-named as Sadasiv Sanskrit 
Mahavidyalaya. 


Orissa Government constituted Board of Revenue. The 
Madras system of having a three- member-Board was 
adopted and the functions of Revenue department were 
completly merged with the Board of Revenue for 
administrative convenience and for facilitating quick 
transaction of business. The President. Board of Revenue 
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functioned as ex-officio Secretary to Government, Revenue 
and Excise Department. and the other two Members as ex- 
officio Additional Secretaries to Government. But in 1957, 
this system of working was changed. The Board was 
reconstituted with a single Member and Revenue Department 
was created independently. 


The State fodder farm at Patha near the Central Rice 
Research Institute was started. 100 acres of waste land with 
thorny bushes were taken lease from Victoria Goshala, 
Nayabazar, Cuttack. The land was reclaimed and the f¢ dder 
was grown in the same year. At last the land was purchased 
by the Department for the production of fodder for the farm 
animals 


On 7” January, Smt. Haripriya Devi, wife of Basudeb Samal 
Village Bari- Ramachandrapur donated 8 Gunthas of Land 
to Vinoba Bhave to distribute among the poor. This 7* 
January is the birth day of Bhoodan Mission in Orissa. 
(see 1935) 


On 27" January Gopabandhuy Choudhury and Rama Devi 
started their foot Journey from Bari, Jajpur. The first land 
donation was received from Ramachandrapur. 


Elections for Assembly and Parliament were held from 
25.10.1951 to 21.2.1952. after the new Constitution of India 
was adopted. Congress won 65 seats out of party set 135 
against 140 seats of the Orissa Assembly. Ganatantra Parisad 
got 31 seats out of 58 candidates set. 


Bhubaneswar Civil Sub-Division was opened on 26™ 
January with Balianta, Balipatna police station areas of Puri 
Sub-Division and Jatni, Chandaka, Bhubaneswar and Capital 
police station areas of Khurda Sub-Division. 


A gift deed was made by Smt Sailabala Das (1875-1968), 
on 2" February as per the wishes of her father regarding 
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donation of all the movable and immovable properties. It was 
also mentioned that the womens college established in the 
Madhusmruti building should observe every year the birth 
and death anniversaries of Madhu Babu i.e 28" April 
and 4" February respectively. It was further mentioned that 
every year on 25” March, the birth anniversary of Sailabala 
Das is to be observed as foundation day of the College and 
life size marble statue shall be put up in the front garden of 
the house. 


On 9" February, Orissa Estate Abolition Act, 1951 came 
into force. But the estate of Kanika was abolished 3 years 
later after a judgement of Supreme Court. These 3 years it 
was under a Receiver. 


Nabakrushna Choudhury was sworn in as Chief Minister of 
Orissa on 20" February. His Ministry continued till 19 
October 1956. 


The women’s college at Cuttack shifted to the residential 
building of Madhu Babu (Madhu-smruti Bhawan) at Mission 
Road from Ravenshaw Girls’ school. The college is re-named 
after Sailabala, the adopted daughter of Madhu Babu, who 
had shifted to this building in 1893 from Biharibag house . 
On 28th Apnil Sailabala Women’s college was inaugurated. 


Indrani Rehman went to U.K., parts of Europe and United 
States with Guru Devaprasad Das. From all accounts the 
reception was excellent and woke up to a new form of dance. 
From India she is the first person to bring Odissi to the 
international stage. 

Nanda Kishore Das took oath as Speaker of Orissa 
Legislative Assembly on 6" March and Maulavi Mohammed 
Hanif took oath on 8“ March as Deputy Speaker. 


In May Sailabala Das was elected to Rajya Sabha as a 
Congress candidate. 
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A regular district of Boud -Kondhmal with headquarters at 
Phulbani was formed with three subdivisions namely Phulbani. 
Boud and Baliguda. i 


Machhkund Hydro-electrical project was inaugurated. 


Saiyed Fazl Ali was sworn in as Governor of Orissa on 7” 
June. 


Cuttack Kala Vikas Kendra was founded on 10" August. 
Initially, Jana Sanskruti Sangha, which was established in 
1946 by the efforts of Babulal Joshi, Baikunthanath 
Mohanty, Sarada Prasanna Naik etc. was converted as 
Kala Vikas Kendra. Its tirst anniversary was held in 1958 
and famous Rukmani Devi Aruind:il (1904-86) was its chief 
guest. Its drama pendal which was constructed at a cost of 
Rs 11 lakh was inaugurated on 14th January 1977 by 
B.D.Jatti, the Governor of Orissa. 


Maha Mahopadhaya Vishnu Vardan Mirrasi wrote a research 
article on Gangabda in Epigraphia Indica. He has proved 
that Ganga era commenced in 498 A.D. 

An orphanage (Manab Seva Sadan) was established at 
Nimakhand;i, Berhampur by the initiation of Padmashri Mohan 
Nayak on 11* November. (see 1921) 


‘Dr Parsuram Mishra ( 25.1.1894 — 4.8.1981) became V.C. 


of Utkal University. (see 1891) 


In the general assembly election, three women candidates 
were elected out of four women contested. They were: 
Basanta Manjari Devi from Ranpur, Saraswati Devi from 
Rajnagar and Ramraj.Kumari from Patamundei 
constituencies. | 


Basanta Manjari Devi, Rajmata of Ranpur became Deputy 
Minister. She was the first woman minister. 
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Biju Patnaik contributed a hefty donation to UNESCO to 
institute the Ka{inga Prize for popularisation of science and 
technology. The value of the Kalinga prize is 1000 pound 
sterling. The winner of the prize is to receive a gold medal 
and also to be invited to visit India as a guest of Kalinga 
Foundation Trust. The headquarters of the Kalinga 
Foundation Trust is Ananda Bhawan, Cuttack pin-753008. 
The first recipient of the Kalinga prize was Lui.D. Bhogal, 
a French Scientist. 


Dasapoi written by Poet Damodar Bhanyja ( period of 
birth is not yet assessed) was published in Roman script 
with Oriya words and the English translation at the bottom. 
The manuscript was collected by Asiatic Society of Bengal 
during 19" Century. The translation was done by Prof. O.C. 
Ganguli and published by Miss Sudha Bose. 


Government decided to introduce both Oriya and English 
on Government transactions . Previously it was only in English. 


Dr Pranakrushna Parija was elected to the Orissa Assembly 
as an Independent Member from Balikuda constituency. He 
became leader of the “Independent Legislature Group” 
formed by 12 Independent Members. (see 1945) 


The production of Lungi and cotton towel (gamuchha) of 
Khurda was started at Khurda Town, with the technical 
knowledge of Jayakrushna Mohanty by Mahavir Prasad 
Ram. The blue-black colour of Lungi and orange colour of 
cotton towel is the speciality of this Khurda product. In 1985 
Krishna Murari Sahoo established a power-loom fabric 
factory. 


Deras agriculture farm was conceived taking 700 ac.of 
Haripur Barapitha area of Chandaka Jungles. 


While paying tributes to Madhu Babu on 13" February 
Jawaharlal Nehru, at the time of unveiling his statue at Cuttack 
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said “Madhusudan was a great feader and a great man not only in 
Orissa but the whole of India. I have been hearing his name for the 
last SO years. He was a great friend of my father and I have been 
seeing him from a distance”. 


On 1* June, the estates of Khalikote. Palur. Birudi. Huma. 
Badagada, Shergarh, Sankhemundi, Badakhemundi, Chikiti, 
Surangi, Jarada, Paralakhemundi were vested in the State 
Government. 


In village Réntalei. 5 km. from Angul a cowherd boy called 
Nepali distributed bark of a tree collecting from Mandar Hills 
which was called Hukum Oushad to cure all diseases. People 
came there from all over India and there was a congregation 
of thousands and thousahds of people. Due to non- 
availability of drinking water, epidemic spread out and people 
started to die in hundreds. It is Malati Choudhury who was 
bold enough to slap the boy and took him to police station. 
The congregation was stopped. Orissa was saved from a 
great debacle formed due to superstition.(see 1948) 


Degree classes were started in Psychology Department in 
Ravenshaw college, first of its type in Governemnt colleges. 


Orissa Secretariat Service was introduced by Government 
of Orissa to give benefit of promotion to the Assistants of the 
Secretariat to officers cadre recruited through Orissa Public 
Service Commission. 


A steel plant was founded at Rourkela as per agreement made 
on 15" August with Kup Dimog Co. of Germany. 


Janata Theatre was founded at Banka Bazaar in Cuttack 
town on 16" October at the same place where Kalicharan’s 
Orissa Theatre was housed. 


The 34" session of Utkal Sammilani was held at Manjusa 
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under the presidentship of Rajendra Narayan Singh Deo. Raja 
of Patana. 


Srichaitnya Bhagabata was published as the last 
publication of Prachi Samiti that was founded in 1925. 


Historian Kedarnath Mohapatra discovered Hypethral 
temple of Chausathi Jogini at Hirapur near river Bhargavi 
in Pun district. 

The Golden Jubilee of Utkal Sammilani (Utkal Union 
Conference) was held at Cuttack with Bhagabat Das, pleader 
of Medinapur as President. Rai-Sahib Bhikari Charan 
Patnaik was Chairman of reception committee. 


First batch students of Banamali M.E. School, 
Shikharapur, Dist-Nayagarh appeared at common M.E 
School Examination at Saranakul . The M.E School was 
started in 1949 by people of village Shikharapur and later 
managed by Banamali Dash, a Land-lord of village Baunsia. 
Golden jubilee of the school was held in the year 2003. 


Due to initiation of social reformist Bairagi Ch. Mishra, an 
ideal marriage took place at Baripada. The dinner cost was 
less than a hundred Rupees and marriage pendal expenditure 
8 Annas, whereas the customary expenditure in a well-to- 
do family was Rs 10,000.00 . Although it was a Brahmin 
marriage the groom did not wear sacred thread (paita) and 
the bride did not observe veil. The groom was Bijayananda 
Tripathy, Asst. Engineer, ( now retired as Chief Engnieer, 
Irrigation Department, Government of Orissa) brother of 
Prof. Dr Bibhuti Bhusan Tripathy (now famous as Diabetes 
Specialist). The bride’s name was Kamala, daughter of 
Harischandra Mhapatra. 


P.S. Kumarswami Raja was sworn in gs Governor of Onissa 
on 10" February. 
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On 18" February seven thousand people assembled in 
Cuttack municipality field to demand merger of Sareikala and 
Kharasuan in Orissa. 


Vanikantha Nimai Charana Harichandan received Central 
Sangeeta Academy award. (see 1901) 


A children’s monthly magazine Sisu Sampad was published 
by Vinod Kanungo. It continued for 2 years (see 1912). 


Oriya Lokageeta O Kahani by Dr Kunjabihari Das, the 
first Oriya thesis of this kind was published. 


In March, Government of Orissa acquired Janakinath 
Bhawan. This building was under the care of Public Works 
Department till 2003. The Janakinath Bhawan became a State 
Memorial by Government order No 6465 dated 27.07.1991. 


The State Governement abolished District and Local Boards 
(control and management) Act for preparing the ground for a 
comprehensive legislation on local Government. 


The Orient Colliery of M/s Central India Coal field situated 
at Brajarajnagar started mining operations. 

Government of Orissa constituted a committee to make a 
Glossary for Oriya words in place of English words used in 
Government administration. The members were : 


1. Dr Artaballav Mohanty, President 5S. Girija Sankar Ray 

2. Chintamani Acharya 6. Chakradhar Mohapatra 
3. Suryanarayan Dash 7. Kishori Mohan Dwibedi 
4. Chintamani Mishra 


The first volume was published in 1955 and the second volume in 
1959. But in preparation of the second volume there was a committee 
consisting of three members only namely Artaballav Mohanty, Girija 


Sankar Ray and Chandramani Das. 


.A small inscription (published in the Historical Research 


Journal part III, 1954, pp.146-49), engraveg on the plinth 
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near South door of Jagamohan of Parvati temple at 
Bhubaneswar was discovered. The object of the record is 
the gift of two earthen pots (Atika) filled with cakes ( a custom 
even now) as a daily offering to the Goddess Uma in the 13" 
regnal year of King Bhanudev-I (1264-78) proving that the 
Parvati temple was already in existence in 1274 A.D. (See 
1264) 


College of Agriculture was established on 23" August at 
Bhubaneswar and inaugurated by Nabakrushna Choudhury, 
the Chief Minister of Orissa. 


On August 26th, Jeeban Vidyalaya was started in Ashram 
style in the Baji Rout Chhatrabas. This was shifted to the 
house of Ginja Bhusan Dutta after his death. 


Nityananda Kanungo became Deputy Minister of Industry 
and Commerce of Central Government on 28" September. 


Aska Co-operative Sugar Industries Ltd was set up after 
approximately a decade of the closure of old Aska Sugar 
Factory established by J.V. Minton in 1854 which ran till 
1946. 


Government decided to introduce Oriya language in the 
official works. Official Language Act was passed on 14" 
October. Nabakrushna Choudhury, the Chief Minister read 
his budget speech in Oriya for the first time. (see 1985) 


(4 


Kalicharan Patnaik wrote Odissi Dance in English 
establishing its classicism to propagate its glory in foreign 
countries. It is the first published book on the subject. 

In November Utkal Nrutya Sangita Natak Kala Parisad 
was inaugurated by Kumarswami Raja, Governor of Orissa 
in the premises of Union Club, Cuttack. It worked at Cuttack 
till 1957.It was renamed to Orissa Sangita Natak Academy 
after ereation of Orissa Sahitya Academy in 1957. 
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1955 Dr Harekrushna Mahatab was Sworn in as Governor of 
Bombay on 2" March. The oath of office was administered 
by M.C. Chagla. Chief Justice of Bombay High Court. He 
continued till 1* October 1956. 


All India Seminar (open session) on Sarvodaya was held at 
Puri on 24" March. 


Sarvodaya Sammilani was held at Puri (Talabania) on 22nd 
March. Dr Rajendra Prasad, President of India attended the 
conference on 26th March evening. He reached Puri on 25th 
March. 


Jawaharlal Nehru, the Primt Minister of India reached 
Berhampur on 8" May to attend AICC session ina special 
train from Bhubaneswar. 


Distribution of donated Bhoodan lands was made for the 
first time in Pratap Purusottampur village on 6" June. (see 
1952) 


Basic Training College was started at Angul on 1* July. 


Engineering School at Berhampur was started. In July 1956 
the school introduced a three-year diploma course. 


Utkal University conferred D.Lit degree (Hon. causa) to 
Dr H.K. Mahatab. 


One Home Economic Centre for training of Gramasevikas 
was established at Laxmisagar, Bhubaneswar in the month 
of July with a capacity of 20 students and the duration of the 
training was 9 months. 


S.E. Railways came to being on 1“ August with headquarters 
at Calcutta and Orissa came under S.E. Railway. 


College of Veterinary Science and Animal Husbandry was 
started on 24" August. 


The 35" session of Utkal Sammilani was held at Berhampur 
under the presidentship of Pt Godabarish Mishra . 
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In the 1* week of September a high flood came in river 
Mahanadi and all'its branches. A breach occurred in the flood 
bank of river Devi in Cuttack District (Dalai Ghai) causing 
severe loss of life and properties. 


Orissa Act II of 1955 became law on 4" November. As 
per this Act, the temple management run by a Superintendent 
was abolished. Raja of Puri became the Chairman, and 
Collector of Pun, an ex-officio member and Vice-Chairman. 
TheRaja was declared in the record of rights as a bonafide 
temple servant. 


A Directorate of Mines was created and established at 
Bhubaneswar. In 1983. the Directorate was re-named as 
Directorate of Mining and Geology. 


Pleadership examination and Muktarship examination 
introduced under the ‘Legal Practitioner’s Act 1879’ under 
the control and supervision of Orissa High Court were 
abolished as sufficient number of qualified lawyers (LL.B. or 
B.L) were available. | 


Laxminarayan Sahoo received Padmashri award from 
President of India. He is the first Oriya to be honoured 
with ‘Padmashn’. 

A beautiful temple of ‘Chandeswara’ in village Chandeswar 
in Tangi police station of undivided Puri district built in 11" 
century which could vie with the famous Lingaraj temple of 
Bhubaneswar collapsed in a heavy cyclone on 29" October. 
(see 1961) [repair completed on 9.2.03.] 


Novelist Gopinath Mohanty received Kendriya Sahitya 
Academy award for his book Amrutar Santana. He is the 
first Oriya to receive the award. (see 1914) 


Honarary Doctorate degree was given to Pandit Godabarish 
Mishra and Pandit Nilakantha Das, by the Utkal Unversity 
at the Annual Convocation. 
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Club of Sambalpur, which is now called ‘Mahanadi Club’, 
built in 1897 by John Martin Casly, containing mud-walls 
and straw-thatch was pulled down. Now a new building has 
been built. 


Government introduced English. Oriya and Maths etc in 
Sanskrit T.O.Ls (Teaching of Oriental languages) and took 
the responsibiliy of paying salaries of the appointed teachers. 
Prior to 1955, only Sanskrit was taught in the T.O.L.s. 


A powerful local-self government institution called Anchal 
Sasan started functioning. The Anchal Sasan Act, 1955 was 
repealed after the introduction of the T];ree-tier-system of 
Panchayati-raj. (see 1956) 


On 20* December Utkal University awarded Doctorate 
degree to Jogesh Chandra Ray Vidyanidhi. 


On 22™ January, crowds assembled at Puri to press their 
demand for getting back Sareikala and Kharasuan from Bihar 
to Orissa. A sergeant major fired a revolver shot in self- 
defence in which a boy called Bengapania was killed. At 
Cuttack, Sunil Dey became a ‘Saheed’ in police firing. 


Monthly Magazine Naba Jiban was published on 28" 
January under the editorship of Chintamani Mishra. (see 
1906) 


Orissa School of Mining Engineering was established at 
Keonjhar. The institution was under the administrative 
control of Mining and Geology Department, till 31.3:1960 
and then it was transferred to Industries Department. 


The Samaj with Satyabadi Press was shifted from Nimchauni, 
Cuttack to its new building Gopabandhu Bhawan. The 
construction of building for Satyabadi Press was started in 
1953 and completed in 1959. 


Anchal Sasan Act came into statute book on 12 March. It 
was an important step for decentralization of revenue 
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administration. Tahasildars were redesignated as Anchal 
Adhikaris. (see 1955) 


Government of Orissa established Orissa State Financial 
Corporation under Industries Department on 20" March. 


Orissa Mining Corporation Ltd was established on 16® May 
as a joint venture of Government of India and Government 
of Orissa. 


‘University College of Engineering’ at Burla was started in 
June under Utkal University. 


Pandit Godabarish Mishra passed away on 27*® July. 
(b 26.10.1886) 


Matriculation examination was re-named as High School 
Certificate Examination (H.S.C Examination). Board of 
Secondary Education which was constituted in this year 
conducted supplementary examination of High School 
Certificate examination in May (1956) for the first time. Dr 
Srinivas Sahu was the first Secretary of the Board. 


The Vice Chancellor of Utkal University wrote to 
Gopabandhu Choudhury and Acharya Harihar Das to receive 
honorary doctorate degrees. But both of them declined to 
accept this honour. 


Bhimsen Sachar was sworn in as Governor of Orissa on 12® 
September. 


Prajamandal leader Sarangadh¥r Das died on 18" September. 
(b. 10.10.1887) (See 1984) 


First canal water was released from Hirakud dam on 2™ 
October and power generation started in December. (see 1945) 


Construction of Rourkela Steel Plant was started in October 


_ in collaboration with Federal Republic of Germany. 


Nabakryshna Choudhury resigned from Chief Ministership 
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and also from Congress and left for his Angul Ashram (Malati 
Ashram) on foot to railway station accompanied by his wife 
Malati Choudhury on 18* October. Both carried their 
belongings on their shoulders to join Sarvodaya movement 
and decided never to retum to Bolitics. - 


Dr H.K. Mahatab became Chief Minister of Orissa on 19™® 
Octqber. 


Manju Ghose Tripathy died at Nawarangapur. He was a social 
reformist, leader of integration of Oniya-speaking areas and 
also a writer and compiler. 


Record of Rights of the Jagannath temple servants were 


prepared by the Government for the smooth administration 


of the Jagannath temple. 


The Ganatantra Parisad took a decision at the party level in 
November that all its members should resign in protest against 
the implementation of the States Reorganisation scheme 
and accordingly all the members resigned except two, 
Ganeswar Mohapatra and Brundaban Sahoo, who were 
elected on Parisad’s ticket but preferred to continue as 
independent members. 


Government of India gave a prize of Rs 500/- to poetess 
Bidyutprava Devi for her book Jahaku Jiye as the best 
children’s literature and purchased 200 copies. (see 1926). 


On the occasion of 2500" year of Buddha Jayanti, the 
Mahodadhi Society of Orissa arranged the visits of eminent 
personalities like Hon’ ble UNu, the Prime Minister of Burma; 
Dr A.L. Basham, Professor of Oriental and African studies, 
University of London and a host ow? dignitonies to Ratnagin. 


` Udaygiri and Lalitgiri who were much impressed by the 


magnificent artistic excellence of the images. 


A special session of Utkal Sammilani was held at Cuttack 
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under the presidentship of R.N. Singh Deo, Maharaja of 
Patana. ¥ 


Ganatantra was published as a daily newspaper by R.N. 
Singh Deo with Surendra Mohanty as its editor. 


Priyambada Mohanty (Later Priyambada Mohanty 
Hezmadi) passed B.Sc(Hons.) with distinction from Utkal 
University as the topper . She is an exponent in Odissi dance. 
She was Vice Chancellor of Sambalpur University from 1995 
to 1998. (see 1998) 


Pandit Lingaraj Mishra took oath in Rajya Sabha in Sanskrit 
language creating a new tradition. 


Paralakhemundi subdivision under Ganjam district was 
created. 


Sri Niladrisa Chautisa a palm-leaf manuscript of Kabi 
Samrat Upendra Bhanja was located in the house of 
Bhubaneswar Rath of Dasabidyadharpur Shasan , Puri. The 
same was handed over to Bichhanda Charan Patnaik by 
Padmashri Sadasiv Rath Sharma for editing and publishing. 
It was published in 1980. 


The Public Relations Department of Government of Orissa 
published a book Bruhatar Odisa Gathanare 
Badhabighna. This book speaks of how some Gadjat Rajas 
and important persons were involved against creation of 
greater Orissa. The book is based on the documents seized 
from office of Eastern States Union, Calcutta. 


The States’ Re-organization Commission was formed by 
Government of India with Fazl Ali as Chairman, and two 
other members viz: Sardar K.M Panikar and Pandit H.N 
Kunzru to look into the demands of the people for unilingual 
provinces. This Commission did not recommend to include 
Kharsuan and Saraikala in Orissa. 
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1957 Hirakud dam including 16 mile-bund was inaugurated by 
Jawaharlal Nehru, the P.M. of India on 13" January. 


Physical College of Education was established at Cuttack 
with a certificate cojirse. Bachelor's degree in Physical 
Education, (BPED) was introduced in 1980 with 32 seats 
and Masters degree (MPED) in 1985. 


Orissa Sahitya Academy was established. Pandit Nilakantha 
Das became its first President. 


On 2 5 February the Senate of Utkal University passed a 
Resolution to shift the University from Cuttack to 
Bhubaneswar. In 1958, its foundation was laid by Dr 
Rajendra Prasad, President of India. On January 1963, the 
campus was inaugurated by Dr S. Radhakrishnan, President 
of India. 


From Ganjam Constituency Mohan Nayak was elected to 
Lok Sabha (Reserve Seat) on Congress ticket whereas 
Congress Candidate could not be elected from Ganjam 
Constituency from General seat. During this period there were 
two seats i.e one general seat and one reserve seat to Lok 
Sabha from one constituency of Ganjam. In 1962, in Ganjam 
district two seats for Lok Sabha were earmarked from 
specified constituencies i.e. Bhanjanagar Constituency 
(Reserve) and Chhatrapur Constituency (General). 


The second general elections to Lok Sabha and Vidhan Sabha 
~ were held from 24" Febuary to 14* March. 


A uniform National Calender based on Sak era with Chitra 
as its first month and normal year of 365 days was adopted 
from 22" March. Accordiiuiy to this calender, first Chaitra 
normally falls on 22™ and 21” March i~ « leap year. It 1s 78 
years behind Christian era. 


Orissa Bhawan in New Delhi was completed in April at a 
cost of Rs 83,817/- | 
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The decimal system of coinage was introduced by Government 
of India with effect from 1* April. 


After the general election, Congress party, which secured 
56 seats in the O.L.A. formed the Government. with the 
support of Jharkhand members and some independent 
members with Dr H.K.Mahatab as the Chief Minister on 6* 
April. The swearing in ceremony took place in the hall of the 
Accountant General’s office. 


Gajapati Birakishore Dev-IIl became Raja of Puri. 

Orissa High Court dismissed the writ petition of Ramachandra 
Dev IV, Raja of Puri on 30" April. The petition claimed that 
the Lord Jagannath was his family deity. 


On 28" May, Government of Orissa expressed its pleasure 
and thanked in accepting donation of Rs 4 lakh from P.K. 
Deo, Maharaja of Kalahandi for Burla Engg. College. 


Pandit Nilakantha Das took oath as Speaker of Orissa 
Legislative Assembly on 27*® May and Jadumani Mangaraj 
on 29" May as Deputy Speaker. The tenure of Pandit 
Nilakantha Das as the Speaker is memorable. He drew the 
attention of Government of India to the provision of the 
constitution : “Whenever the Assembly is dissolved the Speaker shall not 
vacate the office immediately before the first meeting of the Assembly after 
dissolution”. The Government of India agreed to his 
interpretation and allowed him to continue in his office even 
after the dissolution of the Assembly. This has been effected 
inall the Assemblies of different States of India. 


Y.N. Sukthankar was sworn inas Governor of Orissa on 
31* July. During his tenure in 1962, Russelkonda town was 
renamed as Bhanjanagar, the headquarters of Ghumusur 
revenue subdivision. 


Ghanasyam Das, formerly History Professor of Utkal 
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University contested election in Bolangir-Bhawanipatna 
Parliamentary geat from Congress ticket. But he was defeated 
by Shradhakar Supakar of Ganatantra Parisad. 


Krushna Chandra Acharya (2.09.1934 —22.04.2000) stood 
first class first in M.A. (Sanskrit) in Banares Hindu 
University. He had also passed being topper in B.A. 
(Honours) in Sanskrit from Utkal University in 1955. Later, 
he became the V.C. of Sri Jagannath Sanskrit University, 
Puri from 1995 to 1996. He was born at Khandapada. 


Pandit Nilakantha Das was awarded Padma Bhusan by 
the President of India. (see 1884,1964) 


Nityananda Kanungo becan:’: Minister of State of 

Commerce jin the Central cabinet. (see 1954) 

Similipal (Mayurbhanja district) with a core area of 845 Sq. 

Kms, was developed as a National Park. In 1980, the title 

of National Park was given to Similpal. In 1973 a tiger 

project was started here. 

Dr Mayadhar Mansingh joined in November as Head of 

Oriya Encyclopaedia section (Oriya Jnyana Kosha) of the 

Oriya department of the Utkal University. 

Pandit Lingaraj Mishra died on 18® December. (b. 1894) 

Dr Rajendra Prasad, the President of India laid the foundation 

of the Museum building at Bhubaneswar on 29® December. 

The museum was shifted to its new building in 1960. 

A tribal girl of Kodinga Police Station of Nawarangapur 

discovered twentyeight-number of ancient gold coins during 
f o 

excavation of earth. 

Lal Bihari Pradhan, whose patron was Satya Priya Mohanty, 

[Speaker of Orissa, Legislative Assembly, and Minister in 

State Cabinet} constituted Nua Rajadhani Sramik Sangh 

(Association of labourers). When Government removed the 
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slum dwellings of Bapuji Nagar (Unit —I), he did a lot to 
resettle these stum-dwellers in village Beuna, which was later 
renamed as Satya Nagar (Bhubaneswar) after Satya Priya 
Mohanty. (see 1905). 


Power from Hirakud was switched to Cuttack, Puri and 
Dhenkanal districts on 6*® February. It flowed from Hirakud 
as far as to Joda in North and Puri in South East. 


Dr H.K. Mahatab, Chief Minister of Orissa inaugurated 
Choudwar electric sub-station on 6" February. Through this 
sub-station, electricity from Hirakud was supplied to 
Cuttack town and adjoining areas. 


Basanta Manjari T.B. Sanatorium at Chandpur (Pun district) 
Chief Minister with 200 beds was inaugurated by Dr H.K. 
Mathatab, Chief Minister of Orissa on 27 February. Its 
foundation stone had been laid by Basanta Manjari Devi, 
Deputy Minister of Health on 26® October 1955. The guest 
house of Royal family of Ranpur was suitably modified and 
made T.B. Sanatorium. This guest house was built by Raja 
Krushna Chandra Singh Narendra(1 867-1945) of Ranpur 
who got Gaddi on 12® July, 1899. (Basanta Manjari Devi was 
princess of Nilgiri and married to Biranchi Narayan Singh on 6 
February1928, who died as Jubaraj of Ranpur.) 


On 23rd February, Bhubanananda Das died. In the 
Parliament, he was the Chairman of Public Accounts 
Committee being a Member of the ruling party. This is an 
exception for him since, normally, this chairmanship goes to 
the Opposition Leader. Due to his demand in Central 
Assembly, Govemment had constituted Philip-Duff. committe 
in 1924. (b. 1885) (see 1989, 1924) 


‘The National Malaria Eradication Programme’ was 
introduced in Orissa in April. 
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Eminent freedom fighter, social worker and writer 
Gopabandhu Choudhury died on 29" Apnil. (b.18.5.1894) 


Government of Orissa established Administrative Officers’ 
„ [raining School at Hirakud. The admission capacity of the 
school was 34. 


The evening local news of Cuttack All India Radio was 


programmed from 26" May, whereas the morning local 
news was broadcast from 8* September 1968. 
Women’s College at Sambalpur was established. 

For the first time, National Games were held at Cuttack. 
Sweta Padma was the first Oriya drama to win the first 
prize in the all India one act-play competitions organised by 
Theatre Centre, Calcutta. 

On 13* June, Dr S. Radhakrishnan, Vice President of India 
visited Khalikote Arts School and unveiled the bust image 
of Harihar Mardaraj, Raja of Khalikote. 

Birakishore Ray, the first Chief Justice of Orissa High 
Court died on 26® July. (see 1937). 

Novelist Kanhu Charan Mohanty received Central Sahitya 
Academy award for his novel Kaa. 

Mihir Sen of Cuttack crossed the English Channel in 14 hours 
and 45 minutes on 26" and 27" September. He is the first 
in Asia to cross so. He crossed Panama Canal on 
31.10.1966. 

Dandakaranya Development Authority was constituted to 
rehabilitate a large number of East Bengal refugees who were 
adjusted in the refugee camps of West Bengal. (see 1959) 
The first batch students of Post Graduate Department of 
Geology passed out from Ravenshaw College and 
Nabakishore Mahalik, a boy of Dhenkanal stood first. In 
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later period he became an University Grants Commission 
Emertitus Professor after retirement.He has moved into many 
countries i.e. USA, USSR(visiting Professor), China, Thiland, 
Hongkong, England etc. He did a pioneering work in Orissa 
geology and edited two useful books geology and mimeral 
researches of Orissa and Mahanadi Delta. He got a merit 
award from the society of geo - scientist and allied 
technologies for his contribution to Orissa geology. He is the 
son-in-law of freedom fighter Akulananda Behera (see 1911) 


Sagar University gave Honorary Doctorate to Dr 
H.K.Mahatab. (see 1950) 


On 2nd October, Dr H.K.Mahatab, Chief Minister of Orissa 
laid the fondation stone of Padhiary Library. The library and 
information centre located in “Cuttack Town Hall” during 
1942, was transferred to this building. (see 1883,1960) 


On 9* December freedom fighter Nilamani Pradhan died at 
the age of 52 years. He was M.L.A from Jagatsinghpur 
constituency from 1952 to 1958. He was born in village 
Baharana near Niali. 


The City Hospital of Cuttack was started on 26" January in 
the existing building, where Orissa Secretariat was functioning 
from 1936. 

Sni Sri Dayamata, an American lady who succeeded Sri Sti 
Paramahansa Yogananda as the Head of the Yoga Satsang 
Math was the first converted Hindu. She visited the 
Sanctum Sanctorum of Lord Jagannath temple of Puri on 
7" February along with Birakishore Dev-IlI, the Gajapati 

Maharaja of Orissa. 

Orissa Lalit Kala Academy was established by State 
Government to develop fine arts in Orissa and exchange of 
ideas among the artists. 
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The Public Works Department was bifurcated into two 
departments namely Irrigation & Power and Works 
departments. 


World Cultural Council meeting was held at Puri inApril. 
It proposed to establish a Sanskrit University in Orissa. 


On 19*® May Banchhanidhi Pathagar (named after his father) 
started by Dasarathi Patnaik since 1952 was inaugurated by 
Maa Rama Devi . This was registered in 1962. The library 
contains nearly 50 thousand books and 60 thousand 
magazines. Aurobinda Museum which is in the same building 
was registered in 1974. (see 1907) 


To memorise the visit of Mahatma Gandhi to Orissa and to 
take up many works of Gandhian programme, Utkal Gandhi 
Smarak Nidhi (Utkal Gandhi Memorial Centre) was 
established at Cuttack. Many rare magazines on Gandhian 
works and Sarbodaya are preserved here. 


Sardar Patel High School was started at Godipada, district 
Nayagarh by the initiation of freedom fighter Sridhar Das, 
who was a Prime Leader of Nayagarh Prajamandal. The 
Prajamandal leaders revolted for independence and due to 
efforts of Patel, merger of States could be effected. The 
school established at Godipada observed its Silver Jubilee 
in 1984. The name of the school magazine is Ratnamala 
named after a local hull. (see 1946) 


The Congress Ministry headed by Dr H.K. Mahatab 
resigned in May. Later, Congress-Ganatantra Parisad 
Coalition Ministry was formed on 22" May headed by 
Dr Mahatab. 


Veer Surendra Sai Medical College at Burla was started with 
50 students including nine girl students. ~ 


Dhenkanal College was established with private management. 
Later it was taken over by the Government. 
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Secondary Board High School at Bajrakabati of Cuttack 
was established by Board of Secondary Education. 


Sudhakar Patnaik edited and published Chakada Pothi O 
Chakada Basan or Chaini Chakada in booklet form, 
portions of which had been ‘published in Utkal Rrava, a 
monthly magazine from Baripada in 1893 in four consecutive 
serials by Govinda Ch. Mohapatra. The manuscript of 
voluminous Chakada Pothi was traced from the house of 
Dewan of Kuradhimala near, Khurda. This book gives details 
of the ruling dynasty of Orissa from Prataparudra Deva 
(1497-1534) of Suryavansi to Dibyasingh Dev II (1793- 
98) of Bhoi dynasty. Chayaninka Chakada or Chakada 
Basan was written in 19" century by Gurudasa Chayani 
basing on the facts of Madala Panji. This chronicle with 
addition by his sons and grandsons speaks of establishment 
of 16 Shasans in Cuttack district by Purusottam Dev (1466- 
97) of Suryavansi. 

Prof. Artaballav Mohanty was honoured with Padmashri 
award.(see 1887) 

Dr Mahendra Kumar Rout an educationist received D.Sc 
degree from Utkal University and he is the first science 
scholar to get the same. 

On July 19", Khurda college was inaugurated by H.K. 
Mahatab Chief Minister of Orissa. Later the college was 
renamed after Prananath Patnaik, a valiant freedom fighter 
and communist leader: (see 1905) 

On 24*® July Harihar Mohapatra took oath as Justice of Patna 
High Court. 

Jawaharlal Nehru, the Prime Minister of India inaugurated 
Silver Jubilee conference of PEN at Bhubaneswar under the 
presidentship of Dr S.Radhakrishnan . 200 delegates from 
different provinces attended the conference. 
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Er Jagannath Tripathy passed Civil Engineering from Banares 
Hindu University as the topper. Later he become Chief 
Engineer under Irrigation Department, Government of Orissa. 
The 36* session of Utkal Sammilani was held at Berhampur 
under the presidentship of Dr Pranakrushna Parija. 


Dandakaranya project was started on 28* October first with 
a tree being felled by a large Dozer. It was an autonomous 
central authority which executed the project for the settlement 
of displaced persons from East Pakistan. The project aims 
at development orphan area on the borders of Andhra, Orissa 
and Madhya Pradesh consisting of a large contiguous tract 
of about 80,000 square miles. (see 1958) 


Government appointed Prof. Artaballav Mohanty as Chief 
Compiler to edit Sarala Mahabharat from Palm-Leaf 
manuscripts and the work was started in November 1959. 
Interestingly after the last Parva i.e. Swargarohan Parva 
(pilgrimage to heaven) was compiled and edited, the Chief 
Compiler went to his heavenly abode on 30" September 
1963. The publishing was started from Adiparb in 1965 by 
the Department of Culture. (see 1466, 1906) 


On 29" December Orissa State Museum building was 
opened. It was inaugurated by Dr Rajendra Prasad, President 
of India. (See 1932) 

Mandira Dam was completed in the month of June. The dam 
was built by the Hirakud Dam organisation for the Hindustan 
Steel Ltd Rourkela. It was started in February 1957. 
Orissa State Archives, Bhubaneswar was established on 15” 
January. 

On 1* April the interests of “Gountias ”. “ Malguzars ” and 
“ Maufidars " in Khalsa villages in ex-Zamindary villages of 
Sambalpur, Bargarh and Padmapur Sub-divisions were 
notified as vested in the State. 
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World Sanskrit Conference was held at Puri. Dr Rajendra 
Prasad, President of India inaugurated the same. 

Rourkela -Bhimlagarh-Barshan (Bandhamunda) railway line 
of 66.76 Kms was opened to traffic on 20" April. 


Judiciary was separated from Executive on 1° May in Puri 
district. “ 
The Phulnakhra Milk Pasteurization Plant was established. 


Dibyasingh Patnaik became the second Headmaster to 
receive President’s Award. In 1959, Basant Kumar Das 
had received the same posthumously. (see 1892) 


The implementation of the scheme of separation of Judiciary 
from the Executive was started in different districts and finally 
completed in 1967. . 

Zilla Parisad Act was enacted and given effect to from 1961. 
Blpck office worked as Panchayat Samiti office and B.D.O 
as executive officer. 


Kendrapada College was started at the initiation of 
Dinabandhu Sahu. 


Manimala, a famous actress received President’s award for 
her role in the film Srilokanath. 

Oriya film Srilokanath got a Silver Medal at the national 
level. 

‘Blind School’ was established at Bhubaneswar on 2™ 
September. The schools namely the ‘School for Blind’, and 
‘the Deaf and Dumb school’ are functioning under one 
management and in one building. 

Kalinga, an Oriya daily was published from Cuttack on 2™ 
October from Kalinga Trust established by Biju Patnaik. 
Shree Jagannath Temple Act (1954) was brought into force 
on 27" October. The statutory committee took over the 
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possession of temple. But Gajapati Birakishore Dev-IlI 
made an appeal to the Supreme Court which passed an 
order granting interim stay on the management of temple. 
Consequent upon the stay order, the management of temple 
was reverted to the Raja from 1.11.1960. However, on 
vacation of the stay. the statutory committee took over the 
possession and the management of the temple on 
17.12.1960. Subsequently the Raja lost the case. However, 
as per the said Act, the Raja of Puri remains the hereditary 
Chairman of the Sri Jagannath Temple Managing 
Committee. 


Govemment Women’s College at Bhubaneswar was renamed 
as Rama Devi Women's College after the name of Maa Raima 
Devi. (see 1899) 


‘Vanavasi Vidya Mahoschhava' was founded by Swami 
Brahmananda Saraswati. The head office of the organisation 
is at Gurukul Vidika Ashram, Vedavyas. 


The first volume of Jnan Mandal (Onya Encyclopaedia) 
by Vinod Kanungo, a freedom fighter was inaugurated by 
Dr H.K. Mahatab, Chief Minister of Orissa on 2™ December. 
He had started writing of Jnana Mandal from 1* January 
1954. 


Titagarh Paper Mills, Ltd was established at Choudwar. 


Dr Pranakrushna Parija became the President of Indian 
Science Congress held at Bombay: 


“Nandan Kanan Zoological Gardens and Botanical 
Park” near Barang were established on 30" December. 


A library was established near Gouri Sankar park, Cuttack. 
(revenue village Patapol) and named after Pranakrushna 
Padhiary , a prominent freedom fighter. The existing library 
which was fuctioning in the town hall, Cuttack was transferred 
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to the new one. It is now under the Information and Public 
Relations department. Government of Orissa.(see 1883. 
1958) 

Orissa Assembly building was inaugurated by Dr 
S.Radhakrishnan, the Vice-President of India on 12" 
February. On 21* August, the first session was lhicld in this 
newly constructed building. 

Biju Patnaik assumed the presidentship of State Congress 
on 13" February defeating Banamali Patnaik. 

Orissa came under President’s rule for the first time after 
Dr H.K. Mahatab resigned from the coalition ministry on 
25™ February. The Legislative Assembly was dissolved. 
Gobind Dwadasi, a rare sacred occasion was observed on 
27" February. Five lakh pilgrims came to Puri. 
Government of Orissa established Orissa State Electricity 
Board under I & P Department on 1* March. 

Pt Jawaharlal Nehru, the Prime Minister of India arrived at 
Rourkela on 28® March and inaugurated Wide Strip Mill of 
Rourkela Steel Plant. 

On 9 May, Radhashyam Meher, an exponent in 
“Sambalpuri Fabric Bandhakala ” (texture and design of 
Sambalpuri fabric) of Sambalpur district died at the age of 
52. 

Mid-term poll was conducted and Congress party came out 
witha thumping majority winning 82 seats in June. 

Biju Patnaik became Chief Minister of Orissa on 23" June. 
Lingaraj Panigrahi became Speaker of Orissa Legislative 
Assembly on 1* July and Lokanath Mishra(M.L.A. Patkura) 
became Deputy Speaker on 28" August. 

Rourkela Engineering College was started as a State college 
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on 15" August and taken over by Government of India on 
25" October 1962. 


Rourkela Science College was established on 16" August. 


Parimala written by Narasingh Sena of Haladia, Puri in 
between 1525 to 1530 was edited and published by 
Kedarnath Mohapatra. 


Kalpalata Kavya written by Arjun Das of Puri in the first 
part of 16 century was published by Kedarnath Mohapatra. 
It is the oldest among the imaginary Kavyas. 


Kesarakshetra Mahatmyam written during circa 1 7* century 
was pyblished in Oriya charactors. It sings the glory of Lord 
Chandeswara and the subsidiary deities of village 
Chandeswara near Tangi police station of the undivided Puri 
district. (see 1955) 


Pandit Godabarish Mishra was awarded posthumously 
Central Sahitya Academy Award for his autobiography 
Ardhasatabdira Odissa O Tanhire Mora Sthana. This book 
was published in 1958 by Aviram Mohapatra, Grantha 
Mandir, Cuttack. 


Nayagarh college at Nayagarh was started. The people of 
the Sub-Division subscribed an amount equal to the amount 
of the land revenue for the college. It is entirely due to the 
initiation of Bhramarbara Jena, the dynamic Sub-divisional 
officer. 


Orissa High Court Bar Association was constituted with 73 
members on the roll. 

Separation of Judiciary from the Executive was effected in 
Ganjam glistrict on 10" October. 


Dr Janardan Pujari, a saintly man and social activist of 
Sambalpur died on 5S" December. He has written a drama 
Marshi Gautam. (b. 10.11.1893). 
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Lala Bahadur Sastry, Home Minister of India inaugurated 
Political Science conference held at Cuttack in December. 


Malkangin sub-division and Gunupur sub-division in Koraput 
district were created on 1* January and 1* August 
respectively. 

The foundation stone was laid by Pt Jawaharlal Nehru, Prime 
Minister of India for Paradeep Port on 3" January. On 3" 
March 1966, it was inaugurated by Peter Stambalic, the 
P.M. of Yugoslavia. Government of India took charge of 
Paradeep port on 1* June 1965. It was declared epen on 
12" March 1966. On 20" November 1966. the first ship, 
S.S. CHIOS exported 14496 Tons of iron ore. Trust Board 
took over the administration of the Port on 1* November 
1967. 


Tulsi Das (born 1941) represented Orissa as the first Oriya 
woman poet in the all-India poets conference held in the 
months of January at New Delhi.She was praised much there. 
She has also been rewarded two times in the Vishuva Milan 
festival of “Prajatantra Prachar Samiti’. Her works are 
Arghya, Jhadara Jhankara, Adya Rashmi, Thia Purchi 
Naranga, Smruti Sankhali etc. 


49" Indian Science Congress held on 4® January at Cuttack 
for the first time in Orissa was inaugurated by Jawaharlal 
Nehru, the Prime Minister of India. 


Sainik School at Bhubaneswar was established on 15" 
January. It 1s a residential public school for boys providing 
education of a higher standard and ensuring physical fitness. 


Utkal University was shifted from Ra#knshaw College 
Campus to its newly constructed buildings at Vani Vihar, 
Bhubaneswar. The different departments opened were as

Kasipur 1 ahas1ii (C21 sq. miles) of Kalahandi district was 
transferred to Koraput district on 1“ August for want of 
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communication facility to the district headquarters. In 
Kalahandi there are five estates namely: Kalarapata, 
Mahulapatana, Madanpur-Rampur, Lanjigad and Kasipur. 
[In 1869 Baidyanath Singh became the first Zamindar of Kasipur 
under the feudal contro! of Kalahandi, but paid its tribute direct to 
British Treasury. In 1882, the Zamindar was given the powers of a 
Magistrate, 2™ class to be exercised within the limits of Kasipur.] 


The Jayashree Chemicals Ltd was established in Ganjam town 
and started its production from 4* August 1967. 


Cuttack Bibidha Bharati was relayed for the first time on 
19® August from Cuttack All India Radto. (see 1982) 


Orissa University of Agriculture and Technology was 
established at Bhubaneswar on 24" August. It is second in 
India. First one is at Pantha Nagar, U.P. 


Third General election to the Lok Sabha was held. 


Dr H.K. Mahatab was elected to the Lok Sabha uncontested 
from Angul Constituency. He was elected as the Deputy 
Leader of the Congress Parliamentary Party: 


On 4" September, Government of Andhra Pradesh and 
Orissa signed an agreement regarding location of the dam at 
Balimela across Sileru river and other conditions. 


Dr Ajudhia Nath Khosla was sworn in as Governor of 
Orissa on 16" Septembgr. 


All Asia Food Conference was held at Bhubaneswar on 1€™ 
October. 


Gunanidhi Mohanty, a freedom fighter and a Bhoodan leader 
died on 17* October. The Bhoodan office at Thoria-sahi, 
Cuttack town is named after him. It was his parental house 
and gifted by him for the purpose. For the A.I.C.C session 
at Puri in 1931, he was selected as group leader of reception 
committee. (b. 1881) (see 1881, 1921) 
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Orissa Shaitya Academy published Charita Chintamani, 
an encyclopaedic dictionary of Hindu religious name. Its 
author is Nilakantha Mishra (born C 1890) of Kumranga 
Shasan of Banpur, dist Khurda. He was a Sanskrit teacher.. 


Nandini Satpathy became the first woman of Orissa to be 
a Member of the Rajya Sabha. She is the daughter of 
litterateur Kalindi Charan Panigrahi. (see 1910) 


Nagari Mohan Patnaik joined as the Chief Secretary, Kerala 
Government He is the first Oriya I.A.S. officer to be so in 
another State. He continued there till 1967. 


A session of Annual‘Congress was scheduled to be.held at 
Puri. But the session had to be cancelled due to Chinese 
aggression. 


The first part of Sankhipta Odiya Jnanakos (Oriya 
Encyclopaedia) was published on 2" January. Its Chief 
Editor was Dr Mayadhar Mansingh. The second part was 
published on 1* October. 


On 3rd January J. Nehru, Prime Minister of India visited 
Orissa. In the proposed port of Paradeep he gave a message 
to the nation in a tabulate ‘Willed by the people, I commend 
you to this yet another national adventure’. 


On 21* January, Dr S.Radhakrishnan, the President of India 
inaugurated the Utkal University building at Bhubaneswar. 


The new building of Institution of Engineers (India), Orissa 
State Centre at Bhubaneswar was inaugurated on 24 
February by Dr A.N. Khosla, the Governor of Orissa. In 
1921, the Institution of Engineers (India) had been addressed 
by Lord Chelmsford, the Viceroy at Calcutta. On 9th 
September 1935, it had received Royal Charter. 


On 11" February, Pabitra Mohan Pradhan, Minister of 
Education laid the foundation of Jagatsinghpur 
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Mahabidyalaya. Later the college is renamed as ‘Swami 

“ivekananda Memotial College’. Sripati Nanda.a local retired 
police officer was one of the important initiators for this 
college. 


Government of Orissa issued a notification on 29" April to 
stop all sorts of intermediaries in collection of land revenue. 


A painting of “violinist’ by Ajit Kesari Ray (b.1922) a famous 
painter shown in Art Gallery of Calcutta Arts Academy was 
selected for prize from the President of India. He is the brother 
of Col. S.K.Roy. (see 1911) 


Foundation stone was laid for Regional College of Education, 
Bhubaneswar on 21* May by Dr K.L. Srimali, Union 
Education Minister. 


On 26*® May, Government of Orissa raised the age of 
‘ superannuation of Government servants from 55 years (which 
was prevailing since the days of British} to 58 years. 


: All India Radio, Sambalpur was commissioned on-26® May. 


Orissa Sahitya Academy published Banchhanidhi 
Granthabali of \ Biplabi Kavi). 


Lalitendu Mansingh became the topper in IFS and IAS 
examination. He is the first Oriya to be so. He is the son of 
Dr Mayadhar Mansingh. Other toppers in All India level 
from Orissa are Hrushikesh Panda (1979), Prafulla Chandra 
Mishra (1982), Roopa Mishra (2003). (see 1905, 2000) 


Dr Sachi Routrary received Central Sahitya Academy award 
for his poetry Kabita. 


Puri Sub-divisional Office, which was a part of Puri 
Collectorate, was separated into anindependent office on 
1* August. 


Acharya Vinoba Bhave came to Orissa for the second time 
on 13" August. 
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On 14" September, Dr A.N. Khosla, Governor of @rissa 
inaugurated the 72 M.W. Hyde! Power Station at Chiplima. 
The total expenditure of the project is about Rs 14.32 crore. 


Padmashri Atraballav Mohanty passed away on 30 
September (b. 11.8.1887). 

Chief Minister Biju Patnaik resigned under “Kamaraj Plan” 
on 2" October.But he continued as Chairman of State 
Planning Board. 


Biren Mitra became Chief Minister of Orissa on 2™ October. 
He continued till 21.2.1965. 


Odiya Sahityara Itihas (1803-1920) by Dr Natabar 
Samantaray was published. This was his thesis paper. 


Pandit Suryanarayan Das wrote Odiya Sahitya Itihas in four 
volumes and completed it in 1971. 


Sahadev Sahoo passed out as the topper in M.A (Political 
Science) from Allahabad University. He also had passed the 
H.S.C. examination as the topper in the year 1957 from 
Purusottampur High School, Kabirpur of undivided Cuttack 
District. He is an 1.A.S. officer of 1964 batch and retired as 
Chief Secretary. 


Three Russian Cosmonauts namely Captain Valentina 
Nicholae Terescova, Major Nicholoes and Major Baicovaski 
visited Orissa on 17* November. 

A Thermal Electricity Plant of 240 megawatt capacity was 
established at Talcher. 

Taruma Krushna Kamila passed Mechanical Engineering from 
Banares Hindu University as the topper. He received Prince 
of Wales gold medal for obtaining highest marks among all 
branches ef Engineering. He joined in Assam cadre of Indian 
Administrative Service through civil service examination. 
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1964 


Madan Mohan Kamila ( b.14.10.1941) passed Civil 
Engineering being second from Banares Hindu University. 
He retired as Engineer-in-Chief of Works Department., 
Government of Orissa. 


Orissa PW.D. Detailed Standard Specifications was 
pnblished bv Grovemmentcampiled by Gobinda Gupta.Chief 
Engineer. Works Department. Er Gupta donated 36 volumes 
of Encyclopaedia Britanica (VIII edition) to the Institution of 
Engineers (India) Orissa State Centre Library. These volumes 
were purchased by his father Ra1-Sahib Upendra Narayan 
Duttagupta Vidyavinod, a famous Headmaster from 
Utkalmani Pandit Gopabandhu Das for Rs 400/- as he was 
in need of monev to meet the expenses ~‘ Satyabadi Van 
Py uiava (see 1925) 

Shanti Nanda became the first Oriya woman to be appointed 
as police Sub-Inspector. She retired as S. P. of Deogarh 
District. (d. 22.7.03) 


During excavation of foundation of Godabarish College, at village 
Achutrajpur, Banapur 130 metalic images of Gods and 
Goddesses were discovered. The images were sent to the Orissa 
State Museum by Debi Prasad Das, Collecter of Puri. 


The Veterinary Assistant Surgeons in Orissa were declared 
gazetted. 


The project for construction of the Tikarpara Dam which 
included in the 1963 Master Plan was investigated for 
preparation of project report. 


On 4" January, a postage stamp was issued by Post and 
Telegraphs Department in commemoration of Utkalmani 
Pandit Gopabandhu Das and also on 23" January, two 
commemorative stamps were issued paying rich tributes to 
Subas Chandra Bose. 


On €" January Indian Nationa! Congress session was held

Maharaja Krushna Chandra Gajapati Medical College 
Hospital came into existence in March with the conversion 
of District Headquarters Hospital, Berhampur. (see 1962) 


‘Kiribiru -Bimlagarh Railway line covering 40.86 kms was 
opened to traffic on 22 April. 


On 28" June, N.Sanjiv Reddy, Union Minister of: Steel and 
Mines inaugurated the bridge over river Mahanadi near 
Cuttack. The construction of the bridge was started in May 
1960 and the cost was 2 crore of Rupees. The length of the 
bridge is 7392 feet.

Bhubaneswar Rotary Club received charter presentation 
on 19" June. The charter President was Nilamani Senapat. 
1.C.S and charter Secretary was Nalinikauia Fanda, I.A.S. 


Baikunthanath Patnaik, a poet and teacher received Central 
Sahitya Academy award for his poetry Uttarayana. He 
donated this amout to poor litterateurs (see 1905, 1999) 


A ‘Hindi Teachers’ Training College at Bhubaneswar was 
established vu 1° September. 

Social reformist Bairagi Charan Mishra died at Cuttack. (b.

rityananda Kanungo was sworn in as Governor of Gujarat 
and continued upto 1967. (see 1900) 


Village Chaukidari system was abolished. 


A new Gram Panchayat Act came into force from 22™ 
January replacing the G.P. Act of 1948. 


Agricultural Engineering College under OUAT was started 
as a constituent college of O.U.A.T. 


Nrutya Guru Kelucharana Mohapatra received Kendriya 
Sangita Natak Academy award. 


Dinanath Pathy (b.1942) was awarded by academy of fine 
arts. Calcutta. 


A special poultry unit at Chiplima was started. 


Janasafkdti, an Oriya daily was published on 1% April by Biren 
Mitra from Cuttack. Its first editor was Lokanath Mishra. 


` Kalasri theatre staged its first play Dhupa O Deepa at 


Dolamundai, Cuttack on 18" April. 
A Cultural House constructed at Kenduli, the birth place of 
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the famous poet Jayadev of Gita Govinda was inaugurated 
on 26" April by Satyapriya Mohanty, Minister. 

On 6” May, an image of Goddess Laxmi was enshrined at 
an incarnation ceremony in the campus of Lord Jagannath 
temple at Ranpur at the initiation of Surendra Satapathi, 
Tahasildar of Ranpur with the financial assistance of Pitabas

Nandini Satpathy became Deputy Minister of Information 
and Broad-casting of Union Government.

(Governor’s House) at Cuttack. It is known as Sisu Bhawan.

The construction of the factory was started in 1964 
and the cost of the project was Rs 7.27 crore. 


Light House at Konark (Puri district) was established on 1* 
March. (Height 30 meters) | 


Dr Avinna Chandra Rao, a Homeopathic doctor received 
Padmashri award from the President of Inca. 


Kanakalata Devi, Rajmata of Narasinghpur of Cuttack 
district was honoured by Orissa Sahitya Academy as an 
established poetess. She happens to be the daughter of 
R.N. Bhanja Deo, Raja of Kanika, who was a prominent 
leader of the Utkal Sammilani. (see 1937) 


Freedom fighter and litterateur Radhanath Rath was 
honoured with Padma Bhusan award. (see 1896) 


Ravenshaw College celebrated its Centenary. It had 
celebrated its Golden Jubilee in 1926 and Diamond Jubilee 
in 1936. 


Regional Research Laboratory at Bhubaneswar, fourth in 
chain of Regional Research Laboratories in India was 
declared open by Dr Triguna Sen, Union Minister of 
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Education and Vice- President, Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research on 7” September. 


Foundation store for Centenary Library of Ravenshaw 
College was laid by Dr Triguna Sen, Union Minister of 
Education. On 6" December 1975, it was opened by Dr 
V.K.R.V. Rao, Union Minister of Shipping and Transport. 


A severe cyclonic stbrm occurred on 26" October near 
Gopalpur, Ganjam with a velocity of 144 kms per hour. It 
caused heavy damages. 


Kalicharan Patnaik became an elected fellow of the Central 
Sangeet Natak Academy. (see 1938, 1977.1978) 


‘State Institute of Education’ was established at Bhubaneswar 
with Satrughna Nath as'its Head. This was as per report of 
an Education Commission headed by D.S. Kothari was 
“constituted in 1964 which gave its report on 29" June 1966. 


In a Souvenir dated this year, Dr N. K. Sahu wrote an article 
entitled “Jayacdev of the Gita Govinda —His Date and 
Place". An extract: “ A number of writers during the late medieval 
period declared Utkal to be the home —land of Jayadeva. Gada Dwivedi 
in his work Sampradaya Pradipa dated 1553 A.D., states that Jayadev 
belonged to Utkal. Navaji the well known poet of Gwalior in his 
Bhakta-mala written in Hindi, also states that Jayadev was a poet of 
Utkal. Jayadeva himself, in his Gita Govinda, states that he was 
born like a moon trom the sea of Kenduvilwa.” 


1969 Santha Chandra Behera died on 15" January. He was a 
freedom fighter and revolted against the oppressions of 
Kanika Zamindar. 


Surendra Mohanty received Central Sahitya Academy award 
for his novel Nilasaila. 


Banki became a separate Sub-division under Cuttack district.

The Governor of Orissa rewarded Rs 200/- to Krushna 
Chandra Jhalia of Jagannathpur under Kalyanpur P.S of 
Rayagada district for writing four books in Kui language in 
Oriya script.

Nua Natu Chori 3. Ramayana (Aranya Kanda) and 
4.Gandhi Jeevan Charita. The books were published by 
Sarada Press, Berhampur. The Collector of Koraput, as the 
Chairman of Gandhi Centenary Committee, also gave him 
Rs 250/- in 1970. He was awarded Pandit title from Puri. 


The 37" session of Utkal Sammilani was held at Jeypore 
under the presidentship of Radhanath Rath (editor of The 
Samay). He also presided the 38® Utkal Sammilani held at 
Rourkela in the year 1982, 39® session at Ramva in 1983 
and 40" session at Rayagada in 1993. Further he also 
presided over a special session at Paralakhemundi held in 
the’year 1974. 


Jagannath temple at New Delhi (Hojakhas) was built and the 
Deity is enshrined.

Nagamundali Kesharpur High School was established at 
Kesharpur, Nayagarh district at the initiation of Professor Dr 
Narayan Hazary, Bhikhyakari Hazary, Dr Madan Mohan 
Hazary, Udayanath Patnaik etc. The name of the school 
magazine is Kusumi after name of a rivulet Kusumi flowing 
near the village.

Its producer was Gokul 
Chandra Kanungo, who is a PWD contractor and social 
worker. He has helped many people through charity. 


Rourkela -Bansapani Railway line covering 69.22 kms was 
opened to traffic on 20" April. \ 


The birth anniversary of Utkal Gourab Madhu Sudan Das 
was observed for the first time on 28th April in Madhu Sudan 
Law College of ନ ranjan Misra ,the then 

resident of the student's \inion of the college presided over 
he meeting with dr. Sunil Kanti ghose , the Principal of the 
college as the chief guest. 


The new building of G.P.O. at Bhubaneswar near Assembly 
building was inaugurated on 20" June by Prof. Shersingh, 
State Minister of Communication, Government of India. 


Dr A.N. Khosla inaugurated Arya Kanya Gurukul Ashram 
at Tanarada under Ganjam district on 2™ July. 
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On 3* July, Central Cabinet took a decision to establish a 
State-Owned Fertilizer Factory at Paradeep. 

The Eastern Regional Language Centre at Jharapara, 
Bhubaneswar was established in July. 

Sankalpa , an Oriya monthly started publication from Puri 
with Chitta ranjan Misra asits editor, 

Neelachakra, a socio-cultural organisation was established 
at Cuttack and got recognition by the State Government on 
27* July 1971. 

Sangram Kesari Ray, the first Oriya Brigadier died ina 
tractor accident on 10" August. (see 1911) 

Utkal Congress, a regional party was formed by Biju Patnaik 
on 14" September. 18 Congress defectors joined the Utkal 
Congress. ` 
Kabichandra Benudhar Paudyabali was published. Its 
preface was written by Laxmi Narayan Sahoo. The poet is 
known as Babaji Vaishnav Charan Das. 

Vinod Chandra Naik received Central Sahitya Academy 
award for his poetry Sarisrupa. 

R.N. Singh Deo, Chief Minister of Orissa inaugurated an 
exhibition at Bhubaneswar on 28" October. Moon rock 
sample was displayed in this exhibition. 

R.N.Singh Deo laid the foundation on 21* November for a 
bridge over river Zeera on Bombay-Calcutta N.H. near 
Baragarh. 

Orissa Sahitya Academy published two books namely 
Purusottam Charitam and Lingarajayam of Pandit 
Ganeswar Mishra who was bom on 15 December 1882 
near Khallikote of Ganjam district. 


Sri Mahavaba Prakash written by Kanhei Khuntia, a poet 
of 16" century was published by Fakir Mohan Das, Sahitya- 
charya of Baripada in an incomplete form. The poet belongs 
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to Harachand;i Sahi of Puri. As per Chaitanya Charitamruta, 


1971 


on a Nandoschhba day at Puri, Sri Chaitanya appeared as 
Gopal in beautiful costume and Kanhei Khuntia in the guise 
of King Nanda. 


‘Urdu Library’ was founded at Cuttack by Moinuddin 
Ahmed, a retired L.A.S. officer. It is now functioning in its 
own building in front of Samaj Office at Buxibazar. 


Jugal Kishore Dutta (b 24.12.1924) first translated “* America” 
of Bimal Mitra. To his credit he has already translated 67 
books from Bengali to Oriya and 28 of Bimal Mitra 
particularly. 

On 9” January Chief Minister R.N. Singh Deo gave resignation 
to Governor S.S. Ansari which he readily accepted and did 
not formally request him to continue as such till alternative 
arrangement was made. This created a vacuum in Orissa 
administration for about 48 hours from 9" to 11" January 
when President’s rule was imposed in Orissa. But legal experts 
opined that the Chief Minister was deemed to have continued 
till 11th January. 


Orissa came under President’s rule on 12" January. The 
Assembly was kept in animated suspension for about a 


fortnight before it was dissolved on 3" April. 


Nrutya Guru Pankaja Charana Das received ‘Sangita 


Nataka Academy’ award. (see 1921) 


The construction of Saddharma Vihar and Santi Stoopa 
(peace pagoda) on Dhauligiri near Bhubaneswar commenced 
on 25" January and 25" August respectively. This Kalinga 
Peace Pagoda is said to be the 32 in series of Santi Stoopas 
constructed by Guruji Fujii (of Japan) in different countries. 
(see 1972) 


Acharya Harihar Das passed away on 21* February. 
(b.1879) 
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Mid-term election to the Orissa Assembly and general election 
to Parliament were held on 5" March. Utkal Congress 
having 36 seats formed a coalition Government under 
Biswanath Das, a.veteran leader aged 82 years as the Chief 
Minister. [after 33 years, election to Lok Sabha and Bidhan Sabha 
were held simultaneously on 20th and 26th April 2004.] 


Biswanath Das was swomn in as Chief Minister of Orissa on 
3“ Apnil. 

‘The Institute of Physics’ at Bhubaneswar was registered 
under the Society Registration Act, 1960. 


Krushna Rasanmruta written by Karunakar Patnaik of 
Badamba in 1806 was published. (see 1806) 


The Puri Jagannath temple management allowed Nimain 
Charan Harichandan for Chamara Seva, a ritual service and 
Chandan (Sandal paste) Seva to the deity in chariot and 
Chapua (boating in the pond). 

Pandit Binayak Mishra, an eminent historian and litterateur 
passed away on 5* August. (b. 1894) 


On 14" August, Rastriya Sanskrit Sansthana, an autonomous 
organisation under the Ministry of Education,Government of 
India took over the management of ‘Sadasiv Sansknit College’ 
with anew name ° Sadasiv Kendriya Sanskrut Bidyapitha’. 
(see 1866,1918) 


Stone age implements were discovered froma village ‘San 
Kerjang’ Dhenkanal dist on 1* September by Somanath 
Biswal, a cowherd boy of the village. On 13" September 
P.K.Roy, Superintendent of Archaeology, Orissa State 
Museum went there and collected the implements which 
belong to Neolithic age (new stone age). 


Dr Sadasiv Mishra was honoured with Padmashri award. 
(see 1909) 
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Children’s magazine Sisulekha was published by Government 
of Orissa. | 


A severe cyclone occurred in the coastal belt of Cuttack 
district. Paradeep port was badly affected. 


Kalindi Charan Panigrahi received ‘Padma Bhusan’ award. 


Nine women candidates were in the fray during the 5® Orissa 
Legislative Assembly election, but none could be elected. 


Manoranjan Das (b.25.07.1921) received Central Sahitya 
Academy award for his drama Aranya Phasal. 


Gangadhar Sahu (b.1940), the first introducer of 
management education in Orissa started with 26 students an 
institution called Institution of Management on 26® October 
at Bhubaneswar. Government gave him the site for the 
institution at a Salami of Rs 3.00 only on the recommendation 
of Biju Patnaik, Union Minister. 


Dibyasingh Dev -I'V became Gajapati Raja of Puri. 


Lance Naik Albert Ekka was awarded highest gallantry 
award “Paramveerachakra” posthumously for his bravery 
in Bangladesh war. (see 1999) 


The portion of Express way (77 K.M.long) from Chandikhol 
(N.H.5 Junction) to Paradeep was declared National 
Highway and named N.H.-5 (A). (see 1962) 

Privy purse and all other rights were abolished by 26™ 
amendment of the Constitution of India on 28" December. 
So all the 24 rulers of the ex-princely States of Orissa were 
affected. 

A cantonment was established at Gopalpur (Ganjam) to 
function as a missile training centre. 

On 20th September, Sardar Jogendra Singh took oath as 
the Governor of Orissa. 
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On 17" December the Government of Orissa decided that 
all Veterinary degree holders may style themselves and be 
addressed in all official correspondences as ‘Doctor’ with 
their degree suffixed to their names. 


Government of Bihar agreed on 26" February to teach 
children of Oriya minority in their mother tongue staying in 
Bihar State. 

Sardar Jogendra Singh, Governor of Orissa donated Rupees 
one lakh for the repair of Lord Jagannath temple, Puri. 


V.V.Giri, the President of India, inaugurated the new campus 
and buildings of Berhampur University on 4" March and 
addressed the 5® Convocation of the University. 

Central Sangeet Natak Academy awarded Ananta Charan 
Sai on 13® March for eminence in the field of dance and his 
contribution to its enrichment for Mayurbhanja Chhau dance. 
The Regional Research Institute (4yurveda) was established 
at Bhubaneswar. 

On 27*® May Praja Socialist Party (PSP) merged in Indian 
National Congress Party. In 1971 election, the PSP secured 
only 4 seats in the Assembly. 

The Utkal Congress legislature party which had 34 members 
decided to rejoin the Congress party in June. But Congress 
party admitted only 28 members and excluded 6 members. 
They were Biju Patnaik, Pratap Chandra Mohanty, Prahallad 
Mallik, Ramkrushna Patnaik, Sarat Kumar Kar and 
Brundaban Nayak. 

Biswanath Das, Chief Minister of Orissa tendered resignation 
and the Ministry was dissolved on 9" June. (see 1937) 
Congress party formed the Government on 14" June with 
Nandini Satpathy as Chief Minister. In November, she was 
elected to the Assembly from Cuttack constituency. She was 
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the first nominated Chief Minister by Congress High 
Command (Later regularised ). 


Justice Gatikrushna Mishra, Chief Justice of Orissa High 
Court became the Governor of Orissa (Acting) on 1* July. 


On 17" July an Ordinance was promulgated prohibiting 
transfer of lands by owners having more than ten standard 
acres. After effecting necessary amendments, the amended 
Act became effective from 2™ October 1973 in which the 
ceiling limit was fixed at ten standard acres for a family of 
not more than five members. 


A storm on the Orissa coast on 10® September, brought 
untold misery to the people in the coastal districts of Ganjam, 
Cuttack and Puri . Coastal Orissa from Puri to Chandbali 
experienced collosal sufferings due to heavy rain, cyclone 
and tidal waves. 


Michel Kindo, the first Olympian of Orissa played in Munich 
Olympic games. In this game, India received Bronze medal. 


On 23 rd September, a new image of ‘Atibadi Jagannath 
Dash’ was enshrined in the newly constructed temple of 
‘Satalahari Matha’ at Puri. The function was inaugurated by 
Kalindi Charan Panigrahi. | 

In the general conference of UNESCO, a Resolution was 
adopted creating a convention concerning the protection of 
world culture and natural heritage. India is an active Member 
State of the Committee since 1985, and has inscribed 13 
cultural and 4 natural sites so far. Out of the 13 cultural sites, 
the Sun temple at Konark is one.-(sl. No. 185. of world 
cultural sites) 


The elegant Santi Stoopa (a dome) at Dhauli was completed 
on 8* November. It was constructed by ‘Kalinga Nippon 
Boudha Sangha’. Its foundation was laid on 25® January 1971. 
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Soumyaranjan Patnaik passed out from Banares Hindu 
University as the topper in M.A (Political Science). (see 
1988) 


Basappa Danappa Jatti was swom in as Governor of Orissa 
on 8® November. 


Manoj Das received Central Sahitya Academy award for his 
collection of short stories Manoj Dasanka Katha O Kahani. 


Collection and processing of Kendu leaves were nationalised 
by Government of Orissa. 


Freedom fighter Gourang Charan Das died. He is famous 
for his social reforms activities such as temple entry by 
Hurijans. (see 1899) 


On 20th November, the Dhabaleswar temple at Dhauli hills 
was reincarnated (Punar Pratistha) after renovation. A 
Jagamohan was added to the existing temple which was not 
there originally. The renovation was done by historian Kedar 
Nath Mohapatra and Er Madhusudhan Mishra co-opearted 
with him giving engineering advice. 

Freedom fighter and social worker Biswanath Patnaik 
founded ‘Banabasi Seva Samiti ' at Baliguda which works 
for upliftment of tribal masses. He was born on 11.11.1916 
at village Kumarada near Digapahandi. 


In February a comined front styled as the ‘Pragati Legislative 
Party’ was formed with the members of the Swatantra Party, 
six members of the erstwhile Congress Party and the members 
of the Independent Congress group. The new Pragati Party 
elected Biju Patnaik as its leader. . 


On 1* March, Chief Minister Nandini Satapathy resigned 
and the Council of Ministers was dissolved on 3" March, 
followed by a Presidential proclamation dissolving the 
Assembly. 
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Dharitri, a daily news paper was published from 
Bhubaneswar with Debendra Satapathy as its editor. It 
was earlier published from Cuttack since 1965 as a monthly 
magazine. 

Guruprasad Mohanty(1924-2004) received Central Sahitya 
Academy award for his poetry Samudra Snana. 


Oriya weekly Kurukshetra edited by Chitta ranjan Misra 
started publication from Puri. Later Kurukhetra became a 
daily from Rourkela in September 1983 with a second edition- 
from Cuttack in August 1985, thus achieving the status of the 
first multi edition newspaper of the state. I 


A writ petition was filed in the month of March by the leader 
of Pragati Legislature Party and its members before the 
Orissa High Court, challenging the action of the Governorin 

dissolving the Orissa Assembly. The High Court, in their 
judgment on 22.10.1973 while dismissing the petition, was 
critical ofthe action of the Governor. 


Government of Orissa established “Industrial Promotion and 
Investment Corporation of Orissa LTD” (IPICOL) under 
Industries Department on 12" April. 


Weekly Pragatibadi was published from C uttack with 
Pradyumna Kishore Bal as its editor. It was converted into a 
daily in the year 1979. 

Cuttack -Paradeep Railway line was inaugurated on 8*® July: 
An agreement was executed between Forest Corporation 
of Orissa and Government of Sri Lanka on 13® July to 
export Kendu leaves worth Rs 1.20 crore from Orissa. 
Lift imigation wing of Irrigation Department was changed to 
a Corporation. 

Television network was started at Cuttack in the month of 
September. 

Dr Mayadhar Mansingh died on 11" October. He was the 


first president of Annual Bisuva Milana organised by 
Prajatantra Prachara Samiti. (b.13.11.1905) (see1905) 
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Foundation stone for Naval Boys Training Centre at Chilika 
was laid by the Prime Minister of India on 16 October. 


Report of the “Three-Member Election Constituencies 
Reorganisation Commission” (Delimitation Commission) was 
published on 31* December. The number of assembly 
constituencies increased from 140 to 147 and Parliamentary 
constituencies from 20 to 21in Orissa. 


Oriya Post-graduate classes were started in Mithila University, 
Darabhanga. 


While reading M.A. at an age of only'21 years Amarananda 
Patnaik (b.11.08.1951) got IPS, thus becoming a source of 
inspiration among the students. He became Director General 
of Police on 1.09.2006. 


Famous Oriya song (Sambalpuri) Rangabati was first 
broadcast from Sambalpur Centre of All India Radio. The 
song was written by Mitrabhanu Gauntia and sung by 
Jitendriya Haripal. In all marriage processions (Barat), it is 
generally sung. 


Mid-term poll was held for Orissa Assembly on 22™, 24 
and 26" February. 


Three eminent Oriya scholars received Padmashri award 
on 26" January. They were Satya Narayan Rajguru, 
Kelucharan Mohapatra and Kalicharan Patnaik.But 
Kalicharan Patnaik declined to receive the same. 


The Delimitation Commission changed the name of Banpur 
constituency to Chilika constituency. During the mid-term 
election in February, none filed nomination in deferenee to 
local sentiments -against changing the name of the 
constituency. However the name Chilika constituency was 
retained. Inthe State Assembly the seats for Scheduled Caste 
and Scheduled Tribe candidates were fixed at 22 and 34

Nandini Satpathy formed the Government on 6" March. The 
support behind her was 69 out of 147 in the House, but she 
formed the Government with the support of its allies, the 
seven-member communist group. 

Braja Mohan Mohanty became Speaker of Orissa Legislative 
Assembly on 21* March and Chintamani Jena Deputy. 
Speaker on 29® March. 

A Cancer Institute started functioning on 29" April at Cuttack. 


Novelist Gopinath Mohanty received Jnanpitha award for 
his book Matimatala. This award was given Jointly with poet 
Bendra of Karnatak. (see 1914) 


Maharaja Krushan Chandra Narayan Gajapati of 
Paralakhemundi passed-away on 25" May. (b. 1892) 
Anurag Kalpalata wzitten by Shayamsundar Dev, son of 
Gajapati Birakishore Dev-I (1736-93) was edited by Pramila 
Mishra and published by the Culture Department of 
Government.of Orissa. 

‘Guru Nanak Eye Bank’ at Medical College hospital was 
inaugurated at Cuttack on 9" July. 


In July, a commemorative stamp was issued in memory of 
Utkal Gourab Madhusudan Das. Commemorative stamps 
were issued in different years:

Prior to this it was a private institution 
named as ‘Orissa Flying Club’. 


“Institute of Physics”, Bhubaneswar started functioning from 


September. Academic programme was started from February 
1977. 

On S® October, Khaini, a tigress cub of two months old, was 
given to Sarojraj Chaudhury by some tribal people from 
Simuilipal reserve forest.(see 1981, 1983) 

Akbar Ali Khan was swom in as Governor of Orissa on 25” 
October. 


On 28" October, Ananda Chandra Padhi, an eminent 


- engineer became Engineer-in-Chief- cum- Secretary to 


Goverment, Works department. He continued till 29® Jnly 
1981. Thereafter, he became Chairman of Orissa Public 
Service Commission. (b. 1924, d. 1992) 


A Metrological Centre was established at Bhubaneswar in 
October for record of all types of weather forecast for the 
State of Orissa. 


Sitakanta Mohapatra received Central Sahitya Academy 
award for his poetry Sabdara Akash. He is an [.A.S Officer. 


Sidhanta Darpan written by M.M. Chandra Sekhar Singh 
Samanta was published by Utkal University. Prior to this in 
1963, Gadadhar Khadiratna published it from Kohinoor 
Press. (see 1894,1899) 
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[975 On 20th January, Pramod Pati, the first Oriya trained cinema 
photographer died of cancer at the age of 43 years. In 1952 
he became the topper in thé examination of cinematography 
from S.J.O.I of Bangalore which was the first institute in 
Asia. 

R.N.Singh Deo, ex-ruler of Patana and ex-C.M. of Orissa 
died on 24" February. ` 


On 20th April the portrait of Bichhanda Charan Patnaik was 
unveilved in Sriramchandra Bhawan.(see 1901) 


Orissa won 3 gold and 3 silver medals in the 30" Annual 
cycling championship held at Trivandrum on 13* April. 


On 22nd April Bhitara Kanika of Kendrapada district which 
originally spreads over an area of 170 sq. kms of mangrove 
forest was developed as a Sanctuary over an area of 650 sq 
kms. 


The chariot of Goddess Subhadra during car festival at 
Baripada was exclusively pulled by women for the first time 
and it continues till now. It was initiated by Vivekananda 
Patnaik, Collector of Mayurbhanja. Patnaik mooted the idea 
of women pulling the chariot of Goddess Subhadra as a 
mark of celebrating the International Women’s Year (1975). 
Coincidentally, the country then had a woman Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi and Orissa, a woman Chief Minister Nandini 
Satpathy. (see 1575) 


For the first time Government of Orissa observed 1st April 
as Orissa day after long 39 years of creation of Orissa as a 
separate province, with pomp and ceremony. 


On 18® July, Orissa Government decided to open text book 
banks in schools and colleges. 


Krupasindhu Hota, a leading Bhoodan worker and a freedom 
fighter passed away on 26" July. (see 1934,1938) (b. 1884) 


Novelist Kanheilal Das died on 27" July. 
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V.V. Giri, ex-President of India was awarded the title 
Bharata Ratna. He was born at Berhampur, Ganjam of 
Orissa in 1894. (d.1980) (see 1969) 

The portrait of John Beames was unveiled by Dr John 
Boulton, Professor of Oriya in London University in 
Sriramchandra Bhawan under the auspices of Utkal Sahitya 
Samaj.(see 1837, 1967) 


Freedom fighter Bhagirathi Mohapatra died on 2™ August. 
(b.1893) 


Sucharita, a women’s magazine was published from 
Bhubaneswar. 

Srimati Samarjani a song drama of Cuttack Al! India Radio 
stood first in all India level-competition. The script for the 
Radio drama was written by Gopal Chhotray basing on Fakir 
Mohan Senapati’s story Patent Medicine. 

Directorate of ‘Distance Education’ was established under 
Utkal University. 

On 30" October, Orissa Cabinet decided to set up a Leather 
Development Corporation at an estimated cost of Rs 75 lakh. 
Dr J.V. Boulton was felicitated by Orissa Sahitya Academy, 
for his research on Vyas Kabi Fakir Mohan Senapati. (see 
1967.1986) 

Radha Mohan Gadnaik received Central Sahitya Academy 
award for his poetry Surya O Andhakara. 

Old age pension scheme was introduced by Government of 
Orissa-to old and helpless destitutes of 65 years and above. 
Brajaraj Granthabali was published by Cultural Affairs 
and Tourism Department of Government of Orissa. Brajaraj 
Singh was the Zamindar of Khariar who was born in 1857. 
He died on 1 November 1907. For his poetic talent, poet 
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1976 


Gangadhar Meher called him “Second Upendra Bhanja”. 


Central Government declared Jagannath temple at Puri asa 
National Monument. The A.S.I took up the deplastering work 
from the surface of the temple which revealed the superb 
architecture of stones. (see 1155) 


Ghadial Research and Conservation unit was established at 
Tikarpada in Satakosia gorge sanctuary to rear Ghadial under 
captivity and to release them in Satakosia gorge for building 
natural population. It is the first station among 34 crocodile 
rearing centres in the country. 


The newly-constructed Centenary Library Building of 
Ravenshaw college was opened by Nandini Satpathy, the 
Chief Minister of Orissa on 6 December. (see 1922) 


Salt Water Crocodile Research Centre was established at 
Dangamal in Bhitara Kanika wild life sanctuary to conduct 
conservation-oriented research on the endangered estuarine/ 
salt water crocodiles. 


Greater Bhubaneswar Improvement Trust was constituted 
on 26" January. This name was later changed to 
Bhubaneswar Regional Improvement Trust. 


On 28® January. * Third Purba Bharat Sanskrutik 
Sammelan’ (Eastern India Cultural function) was started 
and continued for three weeks at Bhubaneswar and the same 
was inaugurated by Nandini Satpathy, Chief Minister of 
Orissa. Eastem states comprises Orissa, West Bengal, Bihar, 
Assam, Arunachal Pradesh, Manipur, Meghalaya, Mizoram, 
Nagaland and Tripura. 

“The Universe” , a socio-cultural organisation was established 
on 20" February at Cuttack. Girija Bhusan Patnaik 
(b.9.02.1931) is one of the pioneer- members of the 
organisation. 
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Puri Gramya Bank was established under the patronage of 
Indian Overseas Bank on 25" February. 


Government re-imposed land revenue from 1* April. But after 
one year the same was abolished. Government decided to 
collect ‘cess’. at the rate of 50% of the land revenue. (see 
1967) 


First excavation of Lalrtgiri took place under the aegis of 
Utkal University. 


Satakosia gorge was declared as a Sanctuary on 19" May 
for an area of 795.5 sq. Kms. (Length 14 miles) 


Lime plaster of Mahalaxmi temple at Pun (in Jagannath temple 
complex) was removed and the inside stone sculpture was 
found hidden under the plaster. 


Kishori Charan Das (1.03.1924—17.08.2004) received 
Central Sahitya Academy award for the collection of short 
stones Thakur Ghar. 


For the first time Government of Orissa awarded pension 
to ten artistes and literary persons on 15* August. 


On 12" September Priti Mohapatra of Orissa was selected 
for award of gold medal by Indian National Science Academy. 


On 14" September the P.G. Hostel of OUAT was named 
after Utkalmani Pandit Gopabandhu Das. 


On 15" September, Angul Laws Regulations (repeal) Act, 
1967 was introduced and Angul was treated as a part of 
Dhenkanal district. This (this Act was enforced in 1894) 
Angul Regulation had been enforced in Angul. On first April, 
1993 Angul was made a district with Talcher, Pal-Lahara, 
Angul and Athamallik sub-divisions.

Nandini Satpathy resigned from the Chief Ministership on 
16® December. 


For the fourth time since independence, President’s rule 
was imposed on 16*® December in Orissa. Assembly was 
suspended for 12 days. 


Binayak Acharya, a teacher-turned-politician of Berhampur 
was sworn in as Chief minister on 29® December. 


Satkasia gorge was declared a sanctuary declared by the 
State government under section 18 of (wildlife protection 
act) 1972. It’s area is 795.52. Satkosia also enjoys the status 
of atiger reserve. 


Indian Science Congress was held for the second {° in 
Orissa on 3" January in the Utkal University campu, a: 
Bhubaneswar. 


Prime Minister Indira Ganc “ aid the foundation stone O41 
Fishery Research Centi. at Lausilyaganga near 
Bhubaneswar on 3 Janu. 

Nrutya Guru Deba Prasad Das received Sangeet Natak 
Academy award. 
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Mahar Union of Puri Municipality was constituted. It was 
the first labour organisation of the conscious Harijans in 
Orissa. Gokul Mohan Rai Chudamani, a famous freedom 
fighter and communist leader was the president of the union 
for long 30 years. At that time the wage of the Mahars was 
Rs 2/-per month. 


Harcharan Singh Brar was sworn in as Governor of Orissa 
on 7" February. 


Sixth General Election to Lok Sabha was held in the month 
of March. 


Orissa Sahitya Academy honoured Poet Bhramarbar Ray 
on 26" March. (see 1897) 


On 31 st March, 40 legislators belonging to seven political 
parties formed a new alliance entitled “The Janata Legislature 
Party.” 

On 24" April, ‘Hind Kustha Nivarana Sangh’ (Leprosy 
organization )was started by Sribachha Panda at 
Tanarada(Ganjam dist.) to cure leprosy patients. 


Congress Government headed by Binayak Acharya was 
dissolved by a Presidential Proclamation on 30* April. 
President’s rule was revoked on 26" June. 


Acharya Harihar Das Memorial Trust was constituted under 
the leadership of Maa Rama Devi. 


The first Director-General of Police, Ghanasyam Das was 
retired from Government service. He was also the first 
vigilance S.P. of the State and first batch of the Indian 
Police Service. (d..2.9.2007) 


Mid-term Election to the State Assembly was held on 10™ 
June. Out of 147 seats Janata Party won 11 seats. 


Freedom fighter Nilamani Routray was swom in as the Chief 
Minister of Orissa on 26" June. 
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1978 


Satyapriya Mohanty became Speaker of Orissa Legislative 
Assembly on 1* July and Surendranath Nayak became 
Deputy Speaker on 27" July. 


In July, Biju Patnaik became Union Minister of Steel and 
Coal and continued till January 1980. 


Dr Kalicharan Patnaik received Central Sahitya Academy 
award for his autobiography Kumbhara Chaka. (see 1897) 


‘ Acharya Harihar Memorial Trust’ wasestablished at Cuttack 
on the occasion of his birth centenary. 


Nabakalebar Festival of Lord Jagannath at Puri was 
celebrated. Due to terrible mis- management in this festival, 
Government constituted an inquiry committee under the 
chairmanship of Justice Balakrushna Patra. He suggested 
some remedial measures. 


On 1* October a shuttle train between Bhubaneswar and 
Cuttack start2d. It was inaugurated by Chief Minister 
Nilamani Routray. 

Bhagawat Dayal Sharma was sworn in as Governor of Orissa 
on 23“ September. 


Salipur Museum was established at Salipur by Sk Matlub 
Ali, Minister of Culture in a four roomed Asbestos house. 
The museum contains two leopard hides, some unique masks, 
35 stone images of Lord Buddha. It has an exclusive collection 
of arms and weapons of the Moghul Period. 


A chair was instituted in the Geology Department of Utka! 
University inthe memory of noted entrepreneur J.N. Tata. A 
sum of Rs 5 lakh was donated by TISCO for the same. 

A radio drama Tata Niranja .« ~ ritten by Er Bijay Mishra 
and produced by All Indi4 j< 10. Cuttac! stood first at the 
all India level competition. 


Morarji Desai, the Prime Minister of India came to Orissa 
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and addressed the Convocation of Utkal University on 8® 
Apnil. He also laid the foundation stone of the Upper Indravati 
Multipurpose Project the next day. 


A terrible tornado occurred on 16" April at 4.30 PM. in 
Anandpur sub-division of Keonjhar district and eleven villages 
of Cuttack. Bandhaguda, a village of Anandpur sub-division 
was wiped out. The death toll in the village was 141 people 
and 231 heads of cattle. Altogether 1176 cattle and 678 
houses were destroyed. 


On 10* May, Lord Jagannath was enshrined in a newly built 
temple at Chhatrapur, Ganjam. 


Dr Pranakrushna Parija passed away on 2™ June. 
(b.1.4.1891)

functioning. 

Dr Kunja Bihari Das was conferred with the title Loka Ratna 
from Calcutta Academy of Folklore on 23rd September. 


Indian History Congress was held at Bhubaneswar. On this 
occasion Dr M.N. Das edited and compiled a book under 
the title Sidelights on History and Culture of Orissa after 
collecting articles on History and Culture of Orissa from 
different eminent scholars. 


Orissa branch of ‘Bharatiya Arya Sama; ' was established 
at Saheed Nagar, Bhubaneswar. 
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1979 


Ramakanta Rath (b.6.11.1934) received Central Sahitya 
Academy award for his poetry Saptama Rutu. He also 
received Sarala Puraskar in 1983. He is an L.A.S officer 
of Orissa cadre and retired as Chief Secretary. (see 1993) 


International “‘Loka Sanskruti Seminar” was held at Barabati 
Stadium, Cuttack from December 19® to 22™, 200 research 
scholars of different research wings from 23 countries attended 
the meeting. | 


N. Sanjiva Reddy, President of India laid the foundation of 
Mahanadi Barrage at Cuttack on 20“ December. He also 
laid the foundation stone of Samo! Barrage Complex and 
Orissa branch of Bharatiya Vidya Bhawan at 
Bhubaneswar (Mahanadi Barrage project cost was Rs 42.08 
crore and Samal Barrage complex Rs 234 crore.) 


Lala Nagendra Kumar Ray died on 1* January. 
(b.31.10.1898) (see 1898) 


Dr Kunjabihari Dash was awarded Central Sahitya 
Academy award for his autobiography Mo Kahani. 


An orphanage (Sisu Bhawan) was founded at Satyabadi 
Sakshigopal on 21* February, the day of death anniversary 
of Acharya Harihar Das, initially with three orphans under 
the patronage of Radhanath Rath, Editor of The Samaj. 


Central Sahitya Academy, in a meeting held at Rabindra 
Mandap, Bhubaneswar on 25® February, distributed prizes 
and citations to scholars of best literature of 1978 creation. 
Dr Umasankar Joshi, President of the Academy gave away 
the prizes. 

The whole forest of Similipal was declared as National 
Sanctuary. Core area of 303 sq. kms had been declared 
National Park in 1980. i 


Sitakanta Mishra received Swarna Kamal priz¢ and cash of 
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Rs 20,000/- for prudueing a documentary film Shodh. This 
is the first Hindi film produced in Orissa. 


“Indian Metals Public Charitable Trust” was established. It 
awards Sarala Puraskar to persons of eminence on literature. 
Surendra Mohanty received the first Sarala award for his 
book Kula Brudha. 


Hrusikesh Panda became the topper in all India civil service 


examination. He joined in the Orissa Cadre on 11" July.(b. 
1.5.1955). 


Orissa State Museum set up a personalia gallery on 
Utkalamani Gopabandhu Das to immortalize his activities. 
The opening of the personalia gallery coincided with the 
celebration of his birth centenary. 


Nandan Kanan at Baranga was declared as a wild life 
sanctuary with an area of 14.16 sq. k.m. 


Muegger or Marsh crocodile research centre at Ramatirtha 
in Similipal sanctuary was formed to conduct conservation- 
oriented research. Captive breeding is very successful at this 
centre. 


Seventh Lok Sabha election was held on 3 January. 


From two normal Royal Bengal tigers (yellow colour), for 
the first time in genetical history, three white gubs took their 
birth on 8* January in Nandan Kanan zoo. Their names were 
Deepak, Ganga.and Subhra. 


The Orissa Legislative Assembly was dissolved by a 
Presidential proclamation on 17* February. 


Hotel Kalinga Ashok was officially commissioned on 17" 
February by J.B.Patnaik, Union Minister of State, Civil 
Aviation and Labour. 


Around this year, the Psychology Department of Utkal 
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University came to be regarded as a leading department at 
all Iridia level by University Grants Commission. It came to 
be identified as the centre of advanced study in the field of 
psychological study and research. 


Chepudira Muthana Poonacha was sworn in as Governor of 
Orissa on 30" April. 


Orissa State Police Welfare Corporation was established on 
24" May. 

Election to the 8® Assembly was held on 31* May. Congress 
party bagged 121 seats. 


Janaki Ballav Patnaik was sworn i as Chief Minister on 9® 
June with seven Cabinet Ministers, ten Ministers of State 
and one Deputy Minister. (see 1985) 


Somanath Rath became Speaker of Orissa Legislative 
Assembly on 12" June and Himansu Sekhar Padhy became 
Deputy Speaker on 2” July. 

Ghadial Crocodile for the first time in the world bred in 
captive breeding centre at Nandan Kanan. 


On 16€® August, Sanjay Memorial Institute of Technology 
was first started with 85 students in Utkal Ashram Building 
by Brundaban Naik. Later the college was shifted to its own 
building at Ankuspur, 3 km. from Berhampur town. 


Justice S.K. Ray, Chief Justice of Orissa High Court was 
sworn inas Governor of Orissa (Acting) on 1* October during 
leave abserice of Chief Minister poonacha. 


Direct air service between Bhubaneswar and New Delhi 
was introduced on 2™ October by Indian Airline. 


Government of Indonesia gave title “Bhumiputra” to Biju 
Patnaik for his heroic deed. 
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His Royal Highness, the Prince of Wales (Prince Charles) 
visited Orissa on 4" December. 


Government decided to construct a ring road along two river 
sides of Cuttack town on 16" December. It was completed 
by 1990. The ring road was aimed to save the town from 
floods and improving communication facilities. Rs 15.5 crore 
was expended on this project. 


Ananta-Patnaik received Central Sahitya Academy award 
for his collection of poetry Abantara. 


A conference of World Sanskrit Council was held at Puri. A 
proposal to establish a Sanskrit University at Puri was passed. 


The Rural Engineering Organisation which was dealing 
minor irrigation works and rural roads was abolished. 
The minor irrigation works were transferred to Irrigation 
department and rural roads to Works department. This was 
as per report (which Government accepted) of a Committee 
that was constituted on 9* August 1978 by Government 
comprising Dr B.N. Mishra, Law Secretary; A.N. Tiwari, 
Additional Secretary, Political & Services department as 
Members and Sovan Kanungo Secretary, Finance department 
as its Member cum Chairman. R.C. Beuria, Under Secretary 
of P & S department was its Secretary. All the assets of the 
department were partitioned between Irrigation department 
and Works department in 60:40 ratio. (see 1962) 


On 10" December ‘ Amfoi’ (Anti-caste Marriage One Child 
Family Organisation of India), a socio-cultural organisation 
established by Prof. B. Ramachandra was inaugurated by 
Pradyumna Kumar Bal, Editor of The Prgatibadi. This 
institution helps young men and young women to marry 
without restriction of caste, horoscope and dowry by the 
prevalent practice of the conservative society. As a social 
activist and reformist Prof. B. Ramachandra is much ahead 
of his times. 
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1981 National Aluminium Company (Nalco) was established with 
its headquarters at Bhubaneswar on 7* January. 


In January, the foundation for Nalco was laid at a distance of 
6 K.M. from Angul and production started in May 1987. 


Kishorimani Devi passed away on 16" January. She fully 
cooperated her husband(Niranjan Patnaik) in spreading the 
messages of the freedom movement all over Origsa, and 
thereby she left a lasting imprint as a great freedom fighter in 
the history. 

Dr Debiprasanna Patnaik (b. 14.3 1931) received Jawaharlal 
Nehru fellowship for Linguistics. He became the topper in 
B.A. (Hons) Oriya in Utkal University. From this examination 
he received a gold medal securing highest marks among 
examinees of both M.A. (Oriya) & B.A.(Hons) Oriya. 


Kotagad was declared as a wild life sanctuary in an area of 
399.05 sq. km. 


Central Sangget Natak Academy Award was given to 
Manoranjan Das, Baidyanath Mishra and Kedarnath Sahoo 
for drama, Daskathia and Chhau dance respectively. 


Prime Minister laid foundation stone at Damanjodi for an 
aluminium project of Nalco. 


‘Khair’, atigress which was tamed forthe first time in domestic 
surroundings died on 28* March. It became one of the biggest 
international tourist attractions in Orissa. The uniqueness of Khairi 
lies in the fact that she was taméd not in captivity but in freedom. 
On 5th October 1974 when it was a cub Khaini was received by 
Sarojraj Choudhury. Her foster-father Sarojraj Chaudhury was a 
Forest Officer. (see 1974,1983). 

Jayanti Patnaik became the first Oriya woman to be elected 
from Orissato Lok Sava. She is the daughter of freedom fighter 
Niranjan Patnaik and wife of Janaki Ballav Patnaik. (see 1896) 
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Sri Jagannath Sanskrit University was inaugurated by C.M. 
Poonacha, the Governor of Orissa in Samanta Chandra 
Sekhar College building at Puri on 7*® July. 


21 new Tahasils were created by the Government of Orissa 
to facilitate revenue administration, more conveniently. 


Dr Radhanath Rath,(b. 1921) retired Professor of 
Psychology became a National Fellow. He is the first Indian 
Psychologist and the first Oriya Social Scientist to reach 
such a height. He is younger brother of Udaynath Rath, a 
civilian officer. (see 1907) 


Moghul Tamsa, a comedy drama written by Bansi Ballav 
Goswami was staged for the first time at Bhubaneswar on 
16® July by Abhinay a dramatical organisation at 
Bhubaneswar. It staged its 50® show at Damanjodi, Koraput 
on 14" July 2000. This includes two times show at Calcutta 
and one time show at New Delhi.(see 1828) 


Industrial Infrastructure Development Corporation was 
established on 3" September by Government of Orissa as a 
statutory corporation to facilitate infrastructure for growth 
of industries. 


Rotary Club of Khurda got charter on 16* September. Rtn 
N.K. Mishra was Charter President and Rotarian P.P. 
S.K.B. Narayan (known as Japanee) was the District 
Governor's special representative. 


Rama Devi received Jamunalal Bajaj award on 4* November 
for her contribution towards women and children welfare. 


Akhil Mohan Patnaik received Central Sahitya Academy 
award for his collection of short stories Q Andha Gali (see 
1927) 


Poet Jayanta Mahapatra (b. 1928)received Kendriya Sahitya 
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1982 


Academy Award for his poetry Relationship, the first award 
ever given for poetry in English. He, in 1990, received the 
first prize in Scottish International poetry competition and 
in 1975 received Jacob Goldstir memorial award at Chicago. 


“Sarala Sahitya Sansad” was established on 6* January and 
inaugurated on 27" January. Engineer Pravakar Swain is its 
Founder-Secretary. 


Famous educationist Harihar Mishra passed away on 11th 
February. He was Agency Inspector of Schools in Bihar- 
Orissa, District Education officer in Ganjam district after 
Orissa became a separate provice and Headmaster of Puri 
Zilla School. He was instrumental in introducing class XII in 
many schools. He published his first full-length book titled 
Asirbada in September 1972. This was a drama dealt on 
the topic of the emancipation of women, child-widows and 
widows’ remarriage. (b. 1905, Khandapada). 


Utkal Union Conference (Utkal Sammilani) was held at 
Rourkela from 1* April to 3" April under the presidentship 
of Dr Radhanath Rath, Editor of The Samaj. 


On May 14", All India Radio was re-named as Akasvani. 


Devastating cyclone occurred on 3" June in the coastal belt 
of Cuttack and Balasore districts. 


Justice Ranganath Mishra Chief Justice of Orissa High Court 
was sworn in as Governor of Orissa (Acting) on 25" June. 
He continued till 3 1* August 1982. 


Due to severe torrential rains from 27" to 29* August, high 
floods came in river Mahanadi and other coastal rivers and 
their tributaries creating massive devastation. 


Kedaranath Gabesana Parisad was established at 
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Bhubaneswar in the memory of Historian and archaeologist 
Kedaranath Mohapatra. 


Orissa Sahitya Academy celebrated its Silver Jubilee function 
in the form of a cultural festival entitled Utkal Bharati which 
commenced from 12® December for a week. 


Annual conference of Indian Road Congress was held at 
Bhubaneswar for the first time on 23" December in the 
campus of Utkal Sangeeta Mahavidyalaya. It continued till 
29® December. The township of Nayapalli of Bhubaneswar 
city was named “IRC Village” to commemorate the 
Occasion. 


Gopal Chhotray received Central Sahitya Academy award 
for Hasyarasara Nataka. 


Indian Charge Chrome Ltd was established at Choudwar 
by the “Indian Metal and Ferro Alloys” group of industries. 
On the patronage of Brundaban Nayak, a social activist and 
political leader, the old daily Asha was revived with a new 
name Dainika Asha.. It had been stopped in 1943. 
Government of Orissa established Orissa Bridge and 
Construction Corporation Ltd under Works department on 
1* January. 

On 8" February, foundation of Paradeep Phosphate Plant 
was laid at Paradeep. 

H.K.Mahatab received Central Sahitya Academy award for 
his essay book Gaon Majalis (Part-II) 

Justice R.N.Mishra, Chief Justice of Orissa High Court was 
elevated to the Supreme Court asits Judge. He is the son of 
Pandit Godabarish Mishra & son in law of Justice Harihar 
Mohapatra. (see 1886, 1904) 

Office of the Railway Service Commission (zonal) for Orissa 
was opened at Bhubaneswar.

August. 

On 24" August, a Hundi (donation collection box) was 
established in the Jagmohan of Puri Jagannath temple by the 
Government with spetial rules for utilisation of the collected 
afmount. 

Bhubaneswar Development Authority was constituted on 31# 
August replacing BRIT. 

Padmashri Mohan Naik, a freedom fighter passed away on 
10® September. (b. 13.6.1921) 

Binayak Acharya, ex-Chief Minister died. 

Water and Land Management Institute (WALMI) which is 
regarded as a component of office of the Engineer-in-Chief, 
Irrigation Orissa, was established at Pratapnagari, Cuttack 
district for orientation of in-service Engineers. 

Oriya Film Mayamiriga was adjudged as the second best 
film at all India level. 


Artist P.K. Mahanadia of Athamalik (b. 25.8.1951) who is 
now settled in Sweden received best artist award of the 
year from the United Nations Organisation. 


Shruti Mohapatra represented the Utkal University at the 
National level debate competition and so Utkal University 
for the first time became champion at all India level. [On 14® 
April 1987, she was injured in an accident which made her physically 
handicapped, but this did not deter her and her indomitable will- 
power made her to survive life more meaningfully for service to the 
disabled. At present she is the Director of an institution ‘IAS study 
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circle’( she established it in 1996 with six students) which produces 
IAS aspirants for civil service examination.} 

On 20th January a lions’ Safari Park at a cost of 27 lakh of 
Rupees over 20 hectares of land was established in Nandan 
Kanan. 

Professor Mohapatra Nilamani Sahoo received Central 
Sahitya Academy award for his collection of short stories 
Abhisapta Gandharba. 

On 2"™ February, freedom fighter and ex-Minister 
Radhakrushna Biswasray died. (b.1905) 

Prasanna Kumar Das became Speaker of Orissa Legislative 
Assembly on 22™ February.(See 1919) 

Utkal University awarded the title ‘“Vidhi Parama Bhusan” to 
Maa Rama Devi on 16*® April. 

Fly Over Bridge at Cuttack railway crossing was completed. 


Biswambar Nath Pande, Governor of Orissa inaugurated the 
Memorial constructed at river “Thura” near Papadahandi, 
Nabarangapur on 23nd May to commemorate the 19 martyrs 
who died on 24" August 1942 by police firing. The foundation 
stone had been laid on 30 January 1981 by Radhakrushna 
Biswasray who is called Koraput Gandhi. 

On 24* June, Gandhian leader Nabakrushna Choudhury and 
former Chief Minister died. 

Bibhuti Kanungo College of Arts was established at 
Bhubaneswar. Previously it was at Cuttack managed by 
Kanungo himself.

Padamshri award for her activities and role of distinction in 
family planning. 

Oriya daily Sambad was published on 4" October with: 
phototype setting at Bhubaneswar and Surendra Mohanty 
was its first editor. I 
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Indira Gand) ime Minister of India laid foundation stone 
for Arms and Ammunition Factory at village Saintala, Bolangir 
District on 30" October. She gave her last public speech on 
30" October in Secretariat parade ground at Bhubaneswar. 
Later the parade ground was converted into a park called 
Indira Gandhi Park. 


On the occasion of Golden Jubilee of Orissa State Museum, 
Indira Gandhi, Prime Minister of India inaugurated Kharavel, 
a book by historian Naveen Kumar Sahoo. 


Orissa Science Academy was established on 25® November 
under the Department of Science and Technology, 
Government of Orissa. It publishes a popular science 
magazine Bijnana Diganta. 


General election to the 8® Lok Sabha was held in the month 
of December. 


The State Government set up the Orissa Renewable Energy 
Development Agency (OREDA) with the object of conserving 
depletive source of energy and to exploit the non-conventional 
energy source for the purpose of development. 


The 9" general election to the State Legislative Assembly 
was held in March. 


Nrutyaguru Mayadhar Rout received Kendriya Sangita Natak 
Academy Award. 


Janaki Ballav Patnaik was sworn in as Chief Minister of 
Orissa on 10" March with 15 members in the Council of 
Miniéters. 

Oriya was introduced as official language on 1* April. File 
notes and letters were written in Oriya. After some 
modification of the Official Language Act of 1954, a new 
Act was introduced. 
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“Indira Awas” houses were constructed for scheduled caste 


.and scheduled tribe people and free bonded labourers under

Chancellor of Utkal University. 


On 23rd June in Burla Medical College for the first time 
kidney transplantation was done. It was a successful 
operation done by Professor Dr Laxmikanta Sahoo. The 
donor was mother of the patient (age 23 years) of Bolangir 
district. 

Rajendra Kishore Panda received Central Sahitya Academy 
award for his poetry Sailkalpa. He is an IAS officer. 


Maa Rama Devi passed away on 22™ July. ( b. 3.12.1899) 


Debrigarh, Sambalpur was geclared as a Wild Life Sanctuary 
for 346.91 sq. kms. 


The-first State level Lok Adalat was held at Cuttack on 
24® November. 

A regional plant research centre called ‘Ekamra Kanan’ 
was set up at Bhubaneswar (IRC village) with the purpose 
of conducting experiments and researches on plants. 


On 12® December an Orphanage took shape when a baby 
girl of 4 days was abandoned by her mother and rescued by 
Sukanya, a tailoring shop at Mani Sahu Chhak, Cuttack.

1946) 


Eminent artist Kailash Chandra Meher of Bolangir district 
was selected for national award for his contribution in the 
field of art. 


Social activist Achyut Das was given “Indira Priyadarsani 
Puraskar” for outstanding social work. 


Rama Prasad Mohanty, prominent writer was selected for 
Dr V.K.R.V. Rao award for contribution to children’s 
literature in Oriya. 


On 16” February, J. B. Patnaik, Chief Minister of Orissa 
inaugurated a book My Times and / which was translated 
by Prof. J.V. Boulton and published by Orissa Sahitya 
Academy. The original text was Atma Jiban Charita of Fakir 
Mohan Senapati. 


The decision of Mukti Mandap Sabha of Puri Jagannath 
temple in March regarding the converted Hindus is as follows: 
“If any converted person accepted Hinduism from a religious 
institution and maintained the Hindu way of life as per instruction 
of Mukti Mandap Sabha, would be accepted as Hindu and be 
permitted to enter the Jagannath temple. But as regards foreigners 
and the non-Hindus, the right to enter the temple was denied by 
the Sabha”.

Cuttack Door Darsan Centre started telecasting Commercial 
News in Oriya in July. 


Nityananda Kanungo, a freedom fighter and later Minister 
under Government of Orissa passed away on 2™ August at 
the age of 89. He is the brother of freedom fighter Sarala 
Devi and grandson of Nanda Kisore Das. (see 1904,1845) 


Freedom fighter Banchhanidhi Patnaik of village Gobara 
Ganjam district died on 18.8.1988. He was a social reformer 
in favour of widow marriage and abolition of untouchability. 
(b. 19.10.01) 


The statue of Indira Gandhi in Indira Gandhi park at 
Bhubaneswar was unveiled by Rajiv Gandhi, the Prime 
Miniter of India on 31* October. Originally the park was 
State parade ground. (see 1984) 


5* International Children’s Cinema Festival was organised 
in Orissa for the first time at Cuttack in indoor stadium 
from 14" November to 23" November. It was inaugurated 
by Rajiv Gandhi, Prime Minister of India. 


Bansidhar Mishra(b. Sept. 1901), a freedom .fighter who 
stayed in England for long 23 years in a disguised name of 
Surat Ali, died at Bhubaneswar. He was involved in trade 
union activities of British dock employees. Historian Suresh 
Baid wrote a book on him with the title An outline of 
socialism in 1948. In the mid of fourth decade of twentieth 
century he left India leaving his young wife and an infant 
daughter of four months. That infant daughter is Sanghamitra, 
Professor of Oriya in Utkal University. She is the wife of 
Dr Jagannath Mohapatra, a social activist who served as 
Chairman of Bhubaneswar Municipality. 
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Nandita Patnaik, an Odissi dancer established ‘Odissi 
Dance Circle’ in Los Angeles (U.S.A) and that has the 
distinction of being affiliated to the California University. 


Freedom fighter Dr Radhanath Rath was awarded “Anubrat” 
award. This award consists of Rupees one lakh cash prize 
and a citation. It is given by ‘Rajastan Yoga Tulsi Pratistan’ 
every year. (see 1897) 


One of the most exciting discoveries of current excavation 
of Lalitgin was (announced in August 1988) the inscription 
which seems to be datable to the Kusan Period of 2™“ 
century. 

Government introduced ‘Operation Black Board’ scheme 
in order to supply freely good books for interesting reading 
and entertainment. 


Guru Kelucharan Mohapatra, eminent Odissi dance exponent 
received ‘Kalidas Sanman’ from Madhya Pradesh 
Govemment. 


The portrait of Bhubanananda Das was unveiled in the 
Parliament Hall. He is called the father of Indian Parliament

Bhubaneswar stock exchange was incorporated on 17" Apnil 
with Tulsi D. Bhyana as its Founder-member and President. 
Initially the exchange was started with 161 members. 
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Ajit Kumar Jojo, a boy of 14 years received Sanjay Chopra 
award posthumously for saving three children from a river 


boat accident. 


Chintamani Panigrahi was sworn in as Governor of 
Manipur. 
Election to the 9* Lok Sabha was held on 2" June’. 


On 2™ June, Rajiv Gandhi, the Prime Minister of India laid 
foundation stone of Ib Thermal Electrical Project and 
Talcher Multi-megawatt Thermal Electrical Centre. 


Poet Bhanuji Rao received Central Sahitya Academy award 
for his poetry Nai Arapari. He is grandson of poet 
Bhaktakabi Madhusudhan Rao (see 1926) I 


Archaeological Survey of India took up excavation of 
Barabati fort area on 1“ December. 


1000 saplings were planted in the isles of Mahanadi near 
Cuttack on 6® December to commemorate one thousand 
years of the existence of Cuttack. 


Hemananda Biswal was sworn in as Chief Minister of Orissa 
on 7” December. 


R.Venkataraman, President of India inaugurated the 
Millennium Ceremony of Cuttack city at Barabati stadium 


on 10 December. 


Rabi Ray was elected to 9® Lok Sabha from Kendrapara 
constituency. On 19® December, he was. elected as the 
Speaker of Lok Sabha. 

Justice Dr B.N. Mishra was sworn in as Chief Justice of 
Sikkim in January. 

Yajna Dutta Sharma was sworn in as Governor of Orissa on 
7 January. 

Orissa State Cultural Council started giving ‘Konark Sanman’ 
at all India level for artistes and litterateurs. The cost of the 
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prize is Rs 50,000/-: 1. M.S. Subhalaxmi received the award 
for music in:1991. 2. Hari Prasad Chaurasia received the 
award for flute in 1992. 3. Govind Binayak Karanjkar for 
literature in 1993. 


The 10" general election to OrissaAssembly was held in the 
month of February. 


Biju Patnaik was sworn in as Chief Minister of Orissa on 5® 
March. 


Yudhistir Das became Speaker.of Orissa Legislative 
Assembly on 9* March and Prahallad Dora became Deputy 
Speaker on 22th March. | 


Binapani Mohanty received Central Sahitya Academy award 
for her collection of stories named Patadei. 


A piece of rock weighing 5 tons fell from the-Anla (apex of 
temple) of Jagannath temple at Puri without any casualty. 
On 13" August, two pieces of corbel stone also fell down in 
the sanctum sanctorum of the Jagannath temple. As a result, 
action was taken for an overall repair of the temple. 
4m 24th August Ganesh Chaturthi , Mukta Mandap, first 
Oriya Daily newspaper of Puri started publication with Alekh 
Misra as its publisher and Sri PurnaChandraTripathy, the 
then Secretary of Mukti Mandap pandit sabha as the Editor. 


Justice Ranganath Mishra (b. 25.11.1926) was sworn in 

as. the Chief Justice of Supreme Court on 26" September. 
He is the first Oriya to hold such an exalted position. He 
stood first in LLM. He retired on 24® November 1991. 
(see 1983) 
Bikash Satapathy of Madanpur village in Bahanga block, 
Bhadrak started a library, an offshoot of a Bhagabat Tungi 
withonly 200 books. Now more that 30,000 books, in five 
languages Oriya, English, Hindi, Bengali and Telugu adorn 
the shelves of the library. Daily readers of 10 villages come 
to read. The library is named Lokanath Pathagar. 
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Rina Panigrahi, an Oriya student stood first in International 
Olympiad of Mathematics. 


Nayagarh Rotary club got charter on 7® November with 
S.K.Mukharji as charter President and S.K. Patnaik as 
charter Secretary. Rotarian P.P.S.K.B. Narayan ( known as 
Japanee) was the District Governor’s special representative. 


Revolutionary Sanu Majhi of Dabugan of undivided 
Koraput district who had played an active role in freedom 
movement died unseen and unknown. In 1942, British Govt 
had declared Rs. 5,000/- on his head live or dead. 


Rachita Panda and Pranati Mishra of Orissa took part in 
Indian relay team (4x 100m) in the Beijing Asiad. 

Barrages across river Mahanadi and Birupa were completed 
at a cost of Rs 130 crore 

Iskcon Jagannath temple at Bhubaneswar was completed. 
Shrila Prabhupada, the founder of International Krishna 
Consciousness laid its foundation stone in 1977. It was 
opened to the devotees on 28" February. 

Eminent Scientist Trilochan Pradhan received “Padma 
Bhusan” award from President of India. 

On 29* March, Circle Jail at Chaudwar functioned, being 
transferred from Cuttack. 

On 1* Apnil, the White Tiger Safari, first of its kind in the 
world was established at Nandan Kanan over an area of 12° 
hectares. 


Eminent writer Kalindi Charan Panigrahi passed away on 
25® May.(b 2.7.1901) (see 1971) 


During construction of chariots of Lord Jagannath, 
Balabhadra and Subhadra at Puri, for the first time in temple 
history, the carpenters (Maharanas) agreed to the use of 
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iron brakes and circles in the weak points of wheels and 
axles after a great deal of persuasion. 


Rotary Bhawan under the auspices of Bhubaneswar Rotary 
Club was inaugurated by Justice Ranganath Mishra on 18" 
May. The building was constructed mainly to accommodate 
the vocational training centre of the cured leprosy patients. 


The 10® Lok Sabha election was held in 15" June. 
Violinist Suren Mohanty was given the award of Padmashri. 


Surendranath Dwibedy, a freedom fighter and writer became 
Governor of Arunachal Pradesh. (see 1942,1913) 


Jagannath Prasad Das received Central Sahitya Academy 
award for his collection of poems Ahnika. He was an [.A.S 
officer. He is son of litterateur Shridhar Das. (See 1922) 


Justice R.C. Patnaik of Orissa High Court became Judge of 
the Supreme Court on 3“ December.(d..30.05.1992)

Biswanath Baba, a top spiritual leader of Alekha Mahima 
Dharma died on 17" May. 

Rabi Patnaik received Central Sahitya Academy award 
posthumously for his story Bichitra Barna. 


On 2 July, world famous Car festival of Puri was telecast 
on Door-Darsan for the first time. 


Kelucharan Mohapatra became a fellow of Central Sangeet 
Natak Academy. 

On 2" October, existing Ganjam district was divided into 
two districts namely Ganjam and Gajapati and the existing 
Koraput district into four districts such as Koraput, Rayagada 
Malkanagiri and Nabarangpur. (see 1993) | 
Television Relay Centre at Bhubaneswar was established on 
19® November. 

On 29® November, Idols of Jagannath, Subhadra and 
Balabhadra were shifted from their original throne (Ratna 
Sinhasan) for repair of the sanctum sanctorum . 
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1993 Freedom fighter and social activist Sradhakar Supkar 
passed away on 5 J anuary. (b.8.4.1915) 


Orissa State Women’s Commission was constituted on 13" 
January. 

Saiyed Nurual Hassan was swom in as Governor of Orissa 
on 1* February on transfer from West Bengal. 


Gopal Chandra Mitra, (b. 2.01.1938) Engineer-in-Chief and 
Secretary to Government in Works department Government 
of Orissa, while meticulously inspecting the Jagannath temple 
on 6* April, located a small passage in the body of the temple 
and went in by creeping fora length about 7 metres (thickness 
of temple wall). By this he discovered the first floor of the 
sanctum sanctorum of the temple. On 26" January 2003, he 
has been honoured with Padmashri award by the President 
of India. (See 2006) | 


On April, twentyfour districts were carved out from eleven 
existing districts after which the total number of districts 
became 30. (The Ganjam and Koraput districts were divided 
on 2" October 1992) 


A stainless steel frame was fixed in the interior wall and roof 
of the sanctum sanctorum of Jagannath temple. Puri on 10 
Apnil as a protection against falling of corbel stone. The work 
was completed on 25" May of this year. 


Bhawanipatna came into news on 24"* May. In three 
Panchayats of Bhawanipatna Block i.e Jagasaipatna, Sagada 
and Duarani, trees were cut in a tract of 5000 acres in three 
weeks. The villages, where the trees had been destroyed 
included Dhanabhata, Chanchar and Sikagude. This 
organized destruction of trees was carried out not by 
contractors but the Orissa State Govervment in the name of 
‘waste land development.’ 


B.Satyanarayan Reddy was sworn in as Govemor of Orissa 
on I* June. 
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Ramakanta Rath received the prestigious Saraswati Sanman 
for the year 1992 for his remarkable poetic exposition in 
Sriradha. This Sanman has been presented two times since 
its inception. The first recipient of the Saraswati Sanman is 
the well known poet and writer Dr Harivansa Ray Bachan. 


Gitanjali Naik became the first woman pilot of Orissa. 


Santanu Kumar Acharya received Central Sahitya Academy 
award for his collection of stories Chalanti Thakura. 


Balakrushna Das, a famous lyricist and singer died. 


Dhirendranath Patnaik received Central Sangeet Nataka 
Academy award. 


Eminent Oriya writer Dr Prativa Ray [b. 21.01.1943] received 
9“ Moorty Devi award for the year 1990-91 for her novel 
Yajnaseni. She was a university topper in B.Ed. She was 
appointed directly as Headmistress in Kapilas Kanyashrama. 
In later life she worked as college teacher and also became 
member of Orissa Public Service Commission. 


Justice Girish Thakaral Nanavati was sworn inas Chief Justice 
of Orissa High court. 

Guru Charan Patnaik received Central Sahitya Academy 
award for his essay Jagat Darsanare Jagannath. 
Bolangir and Bhawanipatna Radio stations started broad- 
casting. 

On 28th March, Justice Harihar Mohapatra, (a member of 
Sabuja Sahitya Samiti) a social activist and veteran Rotarian 
passed away. (b. 3.11.1904) (See 1921) 

On 4" April, Government of Orissa banned sale of non- 
iodised salt in the State. 

Similipal forest was declared as a Biosphere Reserve by 
Government of India on 22™ June due to its biodiversity and 
rich natural heritage. 
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Freedom fighter Kunja Bihari Mallik Chaudhury died. He 

was born at Telenga Bazaar, Cuttack. He penetrated into 
Gadjat areas and sent messages of freedom. In his memory 
‘Kunja Bihari Smruti Sansad” has been established. 


Santi Debi (b.18.4.1934), a social activist and Bhoodan 
worker received Jamunalal Bajaj award. In 1991, she also 
received national award for her services to children and 
women. She is the wife of Bhoodan leader Ratan Das. 


The single member “State Election Commission” of Orissa 
functioned with Debendra Kumar Mishra as the first 
Election Commissioner. 


Balipratha (Animal sacrifice) at Balasakumpa near Phulbani 
town was stopped due to initiation of Ashok Kumar Meena, 
Collector despite stiff opposition from local people. 


Gobinda Chandra Udgata received Central Sahitya 
Academy award for his. critical study Kavya Silpi 
Gangadhar. 


Kishore Chandra Patel became Speaker of Orissa 
Legislative Assembly on 22™ March and Chintamani Dyan 
Samantra became Deputy Speaker on 28" March. 


On 12*® December Government of Indonesia awarded their 
Highest National Title ‘Bintang Jasuutama’ (the first class 
of service) to Biju Patnaik, recognising his diplomatic and 
moral support to Indonesia during the critical period after its 
independence. 


Parvati Gini, freedom fighter and social activist passed away 
on 17" August. (b. 19.1.1926) 


On 30" December Koraput-Rayagada Railway line (164 
kms in length) was inaugurated by the Prime Minister of 
India: 
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Sikshasandhan. an education resource centre based in 
Bhubaneswar was set up. It has published more than thirty 
books in Oriya and English. Its library contains nearly hundred 
thirty autobiographies in Oriya. At present its Chairman is 
Jatindra Kumar Nayak, reader in English, Utkal University. 
This organization published autobiography of Kashinath 
Nayak (b. 1919). an eminent teacher titled Shikshakara 
Jivan Smruti (Reminiscences of a Teacher) in 2005. It isa 
vivid and absorbing account of the struggle of a teacher trying 
to spread education in backward areas before independence. 
It has published autobiographies of Sarat Moharana and 
Annapurna Moharana famous freedom fighters and social 
workers. (See 2004) 


Chintamani Dyan Samantray became the Speaker of Orissa 
Legislative Assembly on 16" February. 


On 1* April, Grid Corporation of Orissa (GRIDCO), ‘and 
Orissa Hydropower Corporation (OHPC) came into 
existence in place of the single entity OSEB GRIDCO was 
entrusted with the responsibility of transmission and distribution 
of power. OHPC was formed to run the hydel stations in the 
State. The Orissa Power Generation Corporation (OPGC) 
was formed in 1980 for setting of power thermal stations in 
the Government sector as an independent entity when the 
OSEB was disbanded. 


Nabakalebara festival of Lord Jagannath at Puri was 
celebrated. 


Orissa University of Culture was established with Bimalendu 
Mohanty as it’s fist Viee Chancellor.[ Dr Bimalendu Mohanty 
born (b.1937) is a writer. He has written 10 Oriya books on 
the lives of freedom fighters of Orissa and three english books 
namely Land Beautiful, Orissa yesterday today and 
tomorrow and A glimpses of Budha herituge in Orissa. 
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Varahanath temple at Jajpur built by Gajapati Prataparudra 
Dev in 16" century was taken up by archaeological 
department as a preserved monument. (see 1497) 


Gangadhar Rath Foundation Trust was established by 
Gangadhar Rath, (b.7.09.1922) an eminent Advocate. It 
conferred its first award Sahitya Bharati Sanman to Manoj 
Das, a famous writer and novelist. The cost of the award is 
Rupees one lakh. (see 1935) 


General election for the Loka Sabha was held. 


Dr Satyanarayan Rajguru received Central Sahitya Academy 
award for his autobiography Mo Jeeban Sangram. (see 
1997) 


Social activist Suman Jhodia received a prize of Rs 50,000.00 
from ‘Sriram Washeseren Memorial Trust’ for her role in 
literacy movement in tribal belt, women’s awareness, self- 
help plan, environment protection, anti-liquor campaign, 
progressive women Council formation. In 2003, she also 
received the prestigious award of ‘Ranee Gaudiliya women 
power’ from Human Resources Develogment Department, 
Goverment of India, for which Naveen Patnaik, the Chief 
Minister of Orissa recommended her case. 

Sarat Chandra Mishra (b.11.1.1936) a renowed journalist 
retired as Joined Editor of Amrut Bazar Patrika, Calcutta 
after working there nearly for 30 years. On 2nd May 2007 
he joined as Editor of The Sumaj, Cuttak. 

Ramachandra Behera. a freedom ‘fighter and Orissa 
Integration leader died at his village Arsha, Tihidi. He formed 
“Prabasi People’s Organization” in Calcutta in 1921. He quit 
his job in 1916 to join Swatantra Onissa Pradesh Movement. 
He was honoured with the “Bijaya Samman bestowed on 
him by Pujya Puja Sansadha, a cultural organization in 1992.

Abhimanyu Samant Sinhar; lived about 100 years ago. The most 
celebrated and popular of his works are, (1) Bidagdha Chintamani 
and (2) Priti Chirtamani, the subject of both being the amours and 
adventures of Krishna and Radha.’ 


Achyutananda Das; lived about 100 years ago; his works are Anant 
Goyi, or ‘The Eternal Mystery’, a religious book containing an 
account of the penances and austerities which the ancient sages 
performed for the sake of their salvation; (2) Achyutanand Malika, a 
prophetical work; and (3) Sapta Bhagvata, or a version of the 
Vaishnava Scriptures in Sanskrit, called the Bhagavata. 


Arat Das : period not known; author of Jagannath Janana, which 
consists of prayers to, and praises of, Lord Jagannath. 


Balbliadra Bhanj; period not known; a Raja of Gumsar, and supposed 
to be the ancestor of Upendra Bhanj; another prince of the sat 
State, and the most eminent of the Orissa poets. His work is called 
Bhababati, an account of romance relating to the love adventures of 
a prince. 


Balram Das; lived 300 year: 4go . Vaishnav ¢ © Puri and author of 
numerous works. of which the followi + of c-enty-three are the 
chief: (1) Dedha Parikrama, , or A Walk around tli Sacrea Enclosures 
of the Puri Temple’, a poetical work describing the various minor 
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shrines and deities connected with the temple of Jagannath; (2) 
Arjuna Gita, a religious poem; (3) Bhaba Samundra, an ethical poem; 
(4) Bhagvata Gita, a Vaishnava Scripture translated from the Sanskrit, 
constantly read and quoted by the Oriyas; (5) Bhakti Rasamrita 
Sindhu, or ‘The Sea of the Nectar or Faith’, a work on devotional 
subjects; (6) Bhuta Keli, the sports of Krishna and Radha; (7) Birata 
Gita, an ethical poem; (8) Chandi Puran, an account of the destruction 
of the buffalo demon Mahishasur by Chandi, a name of the Goddess 
Kali; (9) Chhatisa Gita, a religious poem; (10) Gaja Nistarana Gita, a 
tale of the Mahabharata, regarding the rescue of an elephant from 
the teeth of a tortoise; (11) Ganesa Beguti, (should be Bibhuti) a 
poem on religious subjects; (13) Gita Sara, an ethical work; (14) 
Gupta Gita, a poem containing metaphysical and ethical discourses 
between Krishna and Arjuna, the third Pandava; (15) Krishna Lila, 
or the sports of Krishna; (16) Mahabharata, an Oriya version of the 
Sanskrit Epic of the same name; (17) Mrugini Stuti, a tale of the 
deliverance of a doe from distress by Parasurama and her praises to 
her deliverer; (18) Namaratna Gita, a religious poem; (19) Ramayana, 
an Oriya version of the Sanskrit Epic of the same name; (20) 
Rasabinoda, the sports of Radha and Krishna; (21) Rasakeli, the 
same; (22) Sarira Bhugola, metaphysical and theological discourses 
between Krishna and Arjuna; and (23) Tula Bhina, the same. 


Barddhaman Mahapatra; lived six hundred years ago; a Brahman of 
Puri, and a Sanskrit author of some note; his works are: (1) 
Barddhaman Karika; and (2) Durgotsaba Chandrika, both in Sanksrit, 
the former on Smriti (Hindu Law), and the latter about the worship of 
the ten-handed goddess Durga, another name and form of Kali. 


Basudeva Mishra; period unknown; a Brahman who wrote two 
Sanskrit grammatical works; (1) Basu Prakriya and (2) Sara Manjari. 


Basudeva Sarma; period not known; a Brahman who wrote a Sanskrit 
work on rhetoric, called the Sahitya Darpana Tika Prabha Smriti. 


Basudeva Tripathi; period unknown; a Brahman who compiled a 
Sanskrit book on Hindu rites and ceremonies, called the Prayaschitta 
Bilochana. 


Basu Rath Bajapayi; period unknown; author of a Sanskrit work on 
Smriti (Hindu Law) which bears his own name. 


Bhagaban Kabira; lived 600 years ago; author of a noted work in 
Sanskrit written in a dramatical style, called the Gundicha Champu, 
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describing the Bathing and the Car Festivals of Lord Jagannath. 
There is another Gundicha Champa by Chakrapani Patnaik. Champa 
should be Champu. 


XII. Bhakta Charan Das Kabi ; lived 150 years ago; author of Mathura 
Mangal, a famous work on the sports of.Krishna and Radha, the 
M.S. of which was lately published in Cattack. 


XIII.  Bhikari Patnaik; period unknown; wrote a small drama, Lankadayana 
(should be Lanka Dahana) Natika, on the conquest of Lanka (Ceylon) 
by Rama Chandra. 


XIV. -Bhima Das; lived 200 years ago; a Vaishnav of Puri who wrote a 
book, Bhakti Ratnamala, on religious subjects. 


XV. Bhima Dhibara; lived 150 years ago: a highly esieemed poet of the 
fisherman caste. His works are: (1) Kapatpasa, a tale from the 
Mahabharata, of the loss of his kinc dom at dice-playing: by 
Yudhisthir; and (2) Bharat Sabitri, a poetical version of the Bharat. 


XVL Bidyakar Purohita; lived 200 years, ago; a Brahman who wrote a 
Sanskrit book, Narayan Shataka, on Narayan, another name of 
Vishnu. 


XVII. Bidyakar Bajapayi; period unknown; wrote a Sanskrit work on Smriti, 
called the Bidyakar Paddhati. 


XVIIL Bipra Kanta Das; lived 250 years ago; he wrote two popular books, 
called (1) Napai and (2) Chhapai (should be Napoi and Chhapoi) 
containing small ballads on the early sports of Krishna. 


XIX. Biswa Nath Das Kabi, alias Purushottama Biswa Nath Khuntia; lived 
300 years ago; a writer of great celebrity and author of the Bichitra 
Ramayana, or ‘The Wonderful Ramayana’ and Oriya version of the 
original Sanskrit Epic. Of all the versions of the Ramayana in Oriya, 
this is the most popular, and passages from it are still recited by 
dancing boys when the scenes and events of the epic are acted on 
the stage. 


XX. Biswa Nath Patjosi; period not known; a Brahman who wrote a 
Sanskrit drama, Usha Parinaya Natak, which gives an account of the 
love and marriage of Usha, the daughter of King Ban with Aniruddha, 
grandson of Krishna. 


XXI. Biswa Nath Nama Pandit; lived 300 years ago; wrote a Sanskrit 
book, Smriti Sar, on Hindu Religious and Domestic Law. 
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XXII. Biswambhara Mishra Kabi; lived 200 years ago. His work is Bichitra 
Bharat, or ‘The Wonderful Bharata’, a poetical translation of the 
Aranya and the Birat volumes of the Mahabharat. very popular with 
the Oriyas. 


XXII. Braja Nath Das; period not known, His works are, (1) Ambika Bilas, 
or ‘The Love of Ambika’, a tale from the Mahabharat; (2) Samara 
Taranga, a poem on war; and (3) Gundicha Bije. a poem on 
Jagannath’s journey to his country seat during the Car-festival with 
his brother Balbhadra and sister Subhadra. 


XXIV. Chakra Datta; a Bengali Kayasth; period unknown. He wrote a 
medical work which bears his own name, and was consulted by 
native physicians in the country south of Cuttack. 


XXV. Chakrapani Patnaik; lived 150 years ago; a Karan who wrote a 
Sanskrit work called the Gundicha Champa, (should be ‘Champu’) 
Hescribing the Bathing, the Car, and other festivals of Lord 
Jagannath. 


XXVI. Chandra Mani Mohanta; lived 150 years ago. His works are; (1) 
Sudarsan Bilas, a Sanskrit work on the amours and sports of 
Sudarsan; (2) Hansa Dut, a translation of the work of the same name 
of Rup Goswami, the Bengali Vaishnav; and (3) Sabda Kalpa Lata, a 
Sanskrit lexicography. 


XXVII. Chandra Sekhara Raya Guru; period unknown; a Brahman, and the 
religious preceptor of the king. He wrote Madhuraniruddha Natak, a 
Sanskrit drama on the adventures of Aniruddha, Krishna’s grandson. 
This work is much esteemed by the Oriya Pandits.

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ceremonies. 


XXXII. Dinbandhu Das; period unknown; a Brahman, author of a work 
called Chhanda Charu Prabha, on the art of love. 


XXXIV. Dinabandhu Raya; lived 250 years ago; a Raja of one of the Tributary 
States who wrote a book called Radha Bilas, about the amours of 
Radha. 


XXXV. Dina Krishna Das, also called Sindhu; lived about 300 years ago: a 
Karan Vaishnava, and so popular an author that he is considered to 
be the son of Lord Jagannath. His works are written in an elegant 
and remarkably simple style and his descriptions of natural scenery 
are often very beautiful. The following fifteen of his works <ril! enjoy 
a wide popularity among high and low; - (1) Rasa‘allol, or ‘The 
Waves of Sentiment’, an account of the . arly sports of Krishna; (2)

delivered to King Dasaratha, Rama’s father; (11) Guna Sagara, a 
poem on Krishna’s early life; (12) Ujwala Nilmani Karika, a work in 
prose describing the amours of Krishna and Radha; (13) Radha 
Kanacha, (read Kavacha), a work containing certain incantations 
and ceremonies; (14) Dwadasa Kunja Lila, on amorous sports of 
Krishna; and (15) Krishna Das Bali, (read oli), a medical work. 


XXXVI. Gadahar Mahapatra Raya Guru; lived 200 years ago; the religious 
preceptor of the Orissa Raja. He wrote the following works in 
Sanskrit; (1) Kala Sara; (2) Sraddha Sara; and (3)Achara Sara, on 
Hindu rites and ceremonies, etc. 


XXXVII. Gadadhar Patnaik; lived 170 years ago; wrote a book on amorous 
subjects, called Rasa Kalpa Lata. 


XXXVIII. Gopal Bhanj; lived 600 years ago; a contemporary of King Languliya 
Narsinh, who built the Black Pagoda at Konarak, on the shore of 
Orissa. He is the author of the Arka Mahatmya, a Sanskrit work 
describing the sanctity and the building of the temple. 
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XXXIX. Gopenda; lived 200 years ago; author of a rather popular book, 
called Madhupa Chautisa, on the sports of Krishna among the 
shepherd-maids of Brindaban. 


XL. Gopi Nath Kabi Bhusan; lived 200 years ago; wrote (1) Kabi 
Chintamani, a treatise on the rules of versification; and (2) Rama

Rukmini. 

Jagannath Das; lived 350 years ago; wrote the following works: (1) 
Pashanda Dalana, or “The Destruction of the Sinners’, a religious 
work; (2)Bhagvat, a translation of the Vaishnava Scripture Bhagvat, 
which is very often read and quoted by the Oriyas; (3) Manasiksha, 
a series of discourses between the sages Suka and Sanaka about 
the youthful sports of Krishna; and (4) Jagannath Karika, a Sanskrit 
work on Smriti, or Hindu Religious and Domestic Law. His works are 
treated by the people, with esteem.

Kamampgiri; lived 100 years ago; an ascetic who wrote the Bhakti 
Rasamrita, a book on devotional subjects and a work of some note 
among the people. 


Kesab Das Kabi; lived 200 years ago; author of Suchitra Bharata, an 
abstract of the Mahabharata in Oriya.

Ravenshaw College in its early beginning was attended by the sons 
of the class of people who were closer to the British administration in 
Orissa. This class consisted of three main groups — the landlords, 
government employees, and merchants. In 1854 Cuttack English School 
had 135 students of whom 60/% were sons of the Government em- 
ployees, 14% sons of Land-lords, 11% sons of merchants and 15% 
came from other classes of families. 
The majority of students studying for the First Arts Degree examination at 
the earlier years of Cuttack College were sons of the Bengali families em- 
ployed in the Government administration at Cuttack. Out of 58 students who 
reached the Entrance Examination of Calcutta University in 1868 in Orissa 
only 17% were Oriyas and 83% were sons of migrant Bengali families.]
